AUGUSTANA  BUSINESS  COLLEGE  AND  SCHOOL  OF  PHONOGRAPHY  ; 

THE  NORMAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  theological  course  embraces  all  the  theoretical  and  practical 
subjects  necessary  to  a  proper  preparation  for  the  Gospel  ministry  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

The  collegiate  department  comprises  three  courses,  each  occu- 
pying four  years:  one  Scientific  Course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science,  and  two  Classical  Courses— one  with  Swedish,  called  the 
Classical  Course,  and  one  without  Swedish,  called  the  English-Classical 
Course— each  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

The  preparatory  department,  embracing  a  three  years'  course, 
is  designed  especially  to  prepare  students  for  entering  College.  It  also 
furnishes  opportunities  to  those  desiring  a  more  complete  general  edu- 
cation than  can  be  obtained  in  the  common  schools. 

The  conservatory  of  music,  under  the  directorship  of  a  master 
musician,  is  thoroughly  organized  and  equipped.  Its  design  is  to  aid 
in  cultivating  a  pure  and  elevated  musical  taste,  and  also  to  afford 
opportunities  for  those  wishing  to  prepare  themselves  to  become  or- 
ganists and  music  teachers.  The  Courses  in  Music  include  Piano, 
Organ,  Violin,  Voice,  Harmony  etc. 

AUGUSTANA    BUSINESS    COLLEGE    AND    SCHOOL    OF    PHONOGRAPHY   lias 

been  established  to  afford  young  men  and  young  women  opportunities 
for  acquiring  a  thorough  business  training  under  Christian  influences. 
The  courses  of  study  are  the  same  as  those  of  other  first  class  business 
colleges  in  this  country. 

A  normal  department  has  been  created,  the  object  of  which  is  to 
fit  students  for  the  profession  of  teaching  in  the  parochial  and  public 
schools.  The  Course  of  Study  embraces  three  full  years.  Those  com- 
pleting the  prescribed  course  receive  a  teacher's  Diploma. 
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COURSES  OF  STUDY. 


Theological  Department. 

The  whole  course  of  instruction  in  the  Seminary  is  divided  into 
fourteen  distinct  and  independent  departments,  as  specified  below.  The 
course  in  each  department  is  completed  in  one  year.  The  several  classes 
of  the  various  departments  meet  from  two  to  four  times  a  week, 
according  to  the  extent  and  difficulty  of  the  subject,  and  the  hours  of 
lectures  and  recitations  are  so  arranged  as  not  to  conflict.  The  student 
must  pass  rigid,  oral  or  written  examinations  in  each  department,  to 
become  a  graduate  in  that  department.  No  one  can  become  a  graduate 
of  the  Seminary  until  he  has  graduated  in  each  separate  department.

Exegetical,  Historical,  Systematic, 
and  Practical  Theology,  including  Hermeneutics  and  Introduc- 
tion to  Dogmatics. 

VI.  Biblical  Introduction.  Old  and  New  Testament  Isagogics, 
Biblical  Archaeology,  and  Biblical  Geography. 

VII.  Swedish  and  English  Bible.  Expository  lectures  covering  the 
principal  Books  of  the  Bible. 
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VIII.    Biblical  Theology  and  Ethics.    Old  and  New  Testament  Theol- 
ogy and  Christian  Ethics.

INITIATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

A  student  who  enters  this  department  begins  his  course  by  taking 
instruction  in  the  use  of  the  Day-book,  Cash-book,  Journal,  Invoice- 
book,  and  Ledger.  Before  proceeding  to  record  entries  in  his  books,  he 
is  carefully  drilled  in  the  questions  and  rules  which  govern  the  science 
of  this  subject. 

THE  ADVANCED  THEORY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  work  of  this  department  illustrates  the  theory  of  advanced 
accounting  as  applied  to  the  various  branches  of  business.  The  student 
is  here  provided  with  books,  specially  ruled  and  printed,  which  com- 
bine many  labor-saving  methods  in  recording  the  transactions  which 
would  occur  in  the  following  branches  of  business:  Jobbing,  Man- 
ufacturing, Hardware,  Lumber,  Wholesale  Tea  and  Coffee,  Installment 
and  General   Agency,   Produce  Commission,  Joint  Stock  Companies, 
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Banking,  etc.  In  all  of  these  branches  of  trade  modern  features  and 
technicalities  arc  carefully  explained.  Haying  satisfactorily  completed 
this  work,  the  student  is  prepared  to  enter  the 

INTER-COMMUNICATION  DEPARTMENT. 
The  work  of  this  department  is  performed  by  means  of  actual  cor- 
respondence with  a  large  number  of  the  leading  business  colleges  of  the 
bind.  The  work  is  most  fascinating  and  practical.  It  is  conducted 
through  the  D.  S.  mails  and  represents  the  work  of  Banking,  Whole- 
saling, Commission,  Jobbing,  and  Transportation.  All  stationery  and 
postage  required  for  the  work  of  this  department,  are  furnished  by  the 
institution. 

BUSINESS  LAW. 

Although  the  student  is  carefully  drilled  in  the  execution  of  business 
paper  while  pursuing  the  study  of  book-keeping,  the  study  of  Commer- 
cial Law  is  of  utmost  importance  to  the  future  business  man.  It  is  not 
expected  that  the  student  will  acquire  a  professional  knowledge  of  the 
subject,  as  this  would  require  a  thorough  course  in  a  school  of  law. 
The  purpose  is  to  acquaint  him  thoroughly  with  the  legal  principles 
which  constitute  the  foundation  of  business  law.  In  addition  to 
teaching  the  subject  from  a  text-book,  a  course  of  lectures  by  a  prom- 
inent attorney  has  been  arranged  for. 

BUSINESS  WRITING. 
A  clean,  legible,  rapid  business  hand,  always  has  commercial  value. 
The  ability  to  acquire  this  is  not  an  inherited  gift ;  any  person  of  good 
intelligence  may  secure  such  a  hand,  unless  physically  incapacitated. 
The  time  required  to  accomplish  this  result  varies  from  three  months 
to  one  year,  and  is  dependent  upon  previous  opportunities,  natural 
aptitude,  etc. 

RAPID  ARITHMETIC. 
A  half-hour  each  day  is  devoted  to  exercises  in  rapid  addition,  sub- 
traction, multiplication,  division,  fractions,  interest,  discount,  av- 
eraging accounts,  etc.  These  drills  are  of  the  greatest  value  to  the 
pupils.  They  not  only  make  them  rapid  and  accurate,  but  give  them 
confidence  in  themselves.  The  work  of  this  department  is  in  charge  of 
an  expert  in  rapid  and  applied  arithmetic.  A  speed  of  120  figures  per 
minute  in  rapid  addition  is  required  for  graduation. 
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CIVIL  GOVERNMENT. 

This  subject  is  taught  in  such  a  manner  as  to  acquaint  the  student 
with  the  functions  of  the  various  parts  of  the  governmental  machinery, 
the  relations  of  the  States  to  each  other  and  the  General  Government, 
and  such  other  facts  as  will  enable  him  intelligently  to  perform  the 
duties  of  citizenship. 

PRACTICAL  GRAMMAR  AND  LETTER-WRITING. 

The  ability  to  write  the  English  language  fluently  and  correctly  is 
a  great  accomplishment  for  any  young  man  or  woman.  To  clothe 
one's  thoughts  in  pure  and  chaste  expressions,  requires  not  only  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  grammar,  but  intimate  acquaintance  with 
standard  literary  works. 

SPELLING  AND  DEFINING. 
Daily  written  exercises  of  graded  work  are  given.     The  student  is 
not  onty  taught  how  to  spell  and  pronounce  words,  but  is  required  to 
define  and  memorize  them,  thus  greatly  increasing  his  knowledge  and 
linguistic  powers.  | 

BUSINESS  CORRESPONDENCE. 
This  feature  of  the  course  is  intended  to  give  the  pupil  such  points 
regarding  the  requisites  of  correspondence  as  will  enable  him  properly 
to  construct,  arrange,  paragraph,  and  punctuate  a  business  letter,  so 
that  it  shall  convey  its  intended  meaning  without  unnecessary  verbiage 
or  confusion  and  shall  appear  to  the  best  advantage.  " 


FURTHER   INFORMATION. 


The  College  Building  is  an  imposing  four-story  brick  structure 
which  has  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  $45,000.  It  is  elegantly  and  com- 
fortably furnished  throughout  and  is  warmed  by  steam.  Nothing 
which  can  add  to  the  comfort,  convenience,  and  utility  of  a  fi  rst-class 
school  has  been  omitted  in  the  general  equipment. 

SESSIONS. 

The  regular  hours  of  study  and  recitations  are  from  9  a.  m.  to  4 
p.  m.,  five  days  of  the  week.  Students  are  not  permitted  to  enter  the 
class-rooms  earlier  than  half  past  eight  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  are  not  per- 
mitted to  remain  later  than  four  o'clock  p.  m. 
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HOLIDAYS. 

Aside  from  the  regular  Christmas  Vacation,  all  the  legal  holidays 
of  the  State  of  Illinois  are  observed. 

GYMNASTICS. 
Two  hours  per  week  are  set  aside  for  physical  training  in  a  well 
equipped  gymnasium.  The  management  of  this  school  recognizes  the 
fact  that  mental  and  physical  training  must  go  hand  in  hand.  All 
exercises  and  drills  in  the  gymnasium  are  under  the  immediate  super- 
vision and  direction  of  a  competent  instructor. 

DISCIPLINE. 

It  is  assumed  that  the  young  men  who  enter  this  institution  are 
gentlemen,  and  they  are  treated  uniformly  as  such.  The  development 
of  other  characteristics  will  immediately  sever  the  student's  connec- 
tion with  the  school. 

REPORTS. 

Monthly  reports  of  attendance  and  general  standing  are  mailed  to 
parents  or  guardians  upon  request. 

DIPLOMA. 

Students  who  complete  either  the  Business  or  Shorthand  course, 
and  whose  examinations  and  general  proficiency  entitle  them  to  grad- 
uation, are  awarded  a  diploma  and  certificate  of  graduation.  This 
diploma,  for  which  a  charge  of  $1  is  made,  will  be  delivered  at  the 
annual  commencement  exercises.

COST  OF  BOOKS,  STATIONERY,  &c. 

The  cost  of  text-books  and  stationery  for  the  full  business  course 
varies  from  $10  to  $13 ;  for  the  shorthand  and  typewriting  course,  from 
$5  to  $8.  The  text-books  selected  are  especially  adapted  to  the  work, 
and  the  blank  books  and  forms  are  made  to  order  from  the  best 
quality  of  paper. 

TIME  REQUIRED. 
The  time  required  to  complete  the  business  course  will  average 
about  nine  months,  although  many  remain  longer  than  this.    No  stu- 
dent will  under  any  circumstances  be  kept  back,  but  will  be  encouraged 
to  complete  his  course  as  soon  as  possible. 
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SHORTHAND  AND  TYPEWRITING. 

This  course  offers  the  best  facilities  to  young  men  and  women  who 
may  desire  to  fit  themselves  for  the  duties  of  an  amanuensis  or  report- 
er. An  elegant  department  has  been  fitted  up  and  furnished  with  the 
best  of  writing  machines.  Students  pursuing  this  course,  are  permitted 
to  take  up  the  study  of  English  and  Penmanship  in  the  regular  bus- 
iness course. 

The  Pitman  System  of  Phonography,  which  for  half  a  century  has 
been  the  standard,  is  used.  In  order  to  avoid  confusion  and  save  time, 
no  word  is  given  until  every  principle  governing  its  approved  outline 
has  been  explained.  This  omission  of  the  "Corresponding"  style  is  a 
special  feature  of  this  College.  The  practical  part  is  introduced  from 
the  first,  matter  being  dictated  to  the  student  at  each  lesson,  thus 
accustoming  him  to  writing  what  he  hears.  The  instruction  is  indi- 
vidual and  so  suited  to  the  peculiarities  of  each  student  as  to  bring  out 
the  best  possible  results. 

The  Remington  Typewriter  is  used,  and  the  most  approved  method 
of  scientific  fingering,  a  great  aid  to  speed,  is  taught.  Bills,  accounts 
sales,  schedules,  etc.,  are  written;  the  proper  form  is  given  for  writing 
legal  notices,  wills,  court  headings,  abstracts  of  titles  and  various 
other  forms;  while  notes,  reports,  programmes,  etc.,  receive  their 
proper  attention.  The  mechanism  of  the  machine  is  explained,  as  well 
as  its  appliances  for  writing  on  postal  cards  or  note  paper,  directing 
envelopes,  regulating  the  margins,  etc.,  and  the  student  is  drilled  in 
their  use.  He  is  also  taught  the  various  methods  of  manifolding  (writ- 
ing from  two  to  a  dozen  or  more  copies  at  one  time),  and  how  to  use 
the  hektograph  and  mimeograph  in  connection  with  the  typewriter. 
The  learner's  originality  in  producing  neat  and  unique  work  is  encour- 
aged, but  the  greatest  stress  is  laid  upon  attaining  as  high  a  rate  of 
speed  as  is  consistent  with  accuracy  and  neatness. 

The  daily  routine  of  actual  office  work  is  constantly  gone  through 
with.  Large  numbers  of  actual  business  letters  are  dictated  to  the 
student,  who  takes  them  down  in  Phonography  and  then  transcribes 
his  notes  neatly  and  quickly  upon  the  typewriter.  All  work  is  handed 
in  to  be  corrected.  The  various  methods  of  letter  press  copying  are 
taught,  each  student  copying  his  approved  work  into  the  proper 
books,  according  to  one  of  these  methods.  Special  attention  is  given 
to  the  art  of  letter  writing,   folding,   directing,   indexing,  filing,  etc. 
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Daily  suggestions  are  given  as  Lo  the  most  approved  manner  of 
arranging  the  matter,  paragraphing,  punctuation,  capitalization,  syl- 
labication, etc.  This  is  made  one  of  the  most  valuable  features  of  the 
course.  Involving,  as  it  does,  the  application  of  the  principles  learned  in 
the  regular  classes  devoted  to  grammar,  spelling,  etc. 

The  average  learner  requires  from  five  to  seven  months  to  become 
proficient  enough  to  till  a  first  class  situation  acceptably;  but  students 
already  well  prepared  in  spelling,  grammar,  composition,  etc.,  have 
acquired  the  art  in  three  months  sufficiently  well  to  take  fairly  good 
positions.  Unless  compelled  to  do  so  by  special  circumstances,  it  is  not 
advisable  to  rush  unduly  through  the  study,  as  those  who  take  a 
thorough  course  are  always  practically  certain  of  better  pay  and  more 
permanent  emploj'ment.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


Government. 

This  Institution  is  owned,  supported,  and  controlled  by  the 
Scandinavian  Evangelical  Lutheran  Augustana  Synod.  Its  governing 
body  is  a  Board  of  Directors  composed  of  eight  members — four  min- 
isters and  four  laymen — elected  by  the  synod  for  terms  of  four  years. 
Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  are  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each 
month. 


Faculties. 

All  matters  pertaining  to  the  management  of  the  Institution  are  in 
the  hands  of  the  respective  Faculties  and  Principals  of  Departments. 

The  Theological  Faculty  has  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  Theolog- 
ical Department,  and  holds  its  regular  meetings  every  Tuesday  after- 
noon. 

The  Collegiate  Faculty  has  charge  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  the 
Collegiate,  Preparatory,  and  Normal  Departments,  and  holds  its  reg- 
ular meetings  every  Friday  afternoon.  The  President  of  the  Insti- 
tution is  chairman  of  this  Faculty. 


Division  of  the  School  Year. 

The  school  year  of  thirty  seven  weeks  is  divided  into  two  terms ; 
the  Fall  Term,  embracing  a  period  of  sixteen  weeks  (September-Dec- 
ember), and  the  Spring  Term,  embracing  a  period  of  twentyone  weeks 
(January-June).  The  spring  term  is  divided  into  two  sessions  by  an 
Easter  Recess  of  one  week. 


Recitation  Hours. 

The  regular  recitation  hours  are  from  8  to  10  a.  m.,  from  11  a.  m.  to 
1  p.  m.,  and  from  2  to  5  p.  m.  ;  for  gymnastics,  from  10  to  11  a.  m. 
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Public  Worship. 
Chapel  services,  which  all  students  are  required  to  attend,  are  held 
in  the  College  Cliapcl  every  week-day  morning,  conducted  by  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  Institution,  assisted  by  members  of  the  Theological  and 
Collegiate  Faculties.  Divine  Services,  alternately  in  the  Swedish  and 
English  languages,  are  held  in  the  College  Chapel  once  each  Sunday 
during  term  time,  in  which  the  full  Church  Service  is  rendered.  All 
students  living  at  the  College  are  expected  to  attend  these  services. 
General  and  class  prayer-meetings  are  held  each  week  by  the  students. 


Regulations. 

There  are  but  few  specific  rules  of  government  at  this  Institution, 
since  each  student  is  expected  to  be  exemplary  in  manners  and  morals 
and  to  deport  himself  as  becomes  a  student  of  a  Christian  College. 

The  attendance  of  such  students  only  is  desired  as  will  make 
faithful  use  of  the  educational  opportunities  afforded. 

Intemperance,  profanity,  theater  going,  the  use  of  tobacco  in  any 
form,  playing  at  cards  or  billiards,  and  whatever  hinders  the  highest 
mental,  moral,  and  religious  culture,  or  violates  the  courtesy  due  to 
instructors  or  fellow-students,  are  prohibited. 


Admission. 

Applicants  for  admission  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of 
good  moral  character  and  of  such  scholarship  as  will  enable  them 
successfully  to  pursue  the  courses  of  study  in  the  classes  to  which  they 
are  assigned. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  First  Class  are  examined  in  the 
following  subjects : 
English. — Short  course  in  English   Grammar,   especially    Analysis  of 

Sentences  and  Parsing ;  Reading  and  Writing. 
Christianity. — Bible  History;   Luther's  smaller  catechism,  or,  if  non- 
Lutherans,  the  general  principles  of  the  Christian  Religion. 
Geography. — Outlines  of  the  Geography  of  the  World ;  Fuller  Course  on 

the  United  States. 
History. — Outlines  of  the  History  of  the  United  States,  or  equivalents. 
Arithmetic— White's  Complete  or  Robinson's  Practical  Arithmetic  to 

percentage ;  accuracy  and  facility  in  the  four  fundamental  rules  and 

in  fractions. 
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For  admission  to  the  Classical  or  Scientific  Course  of  the  College 
the  full  prescribed  Preparatory  Course  is  required. 

Applicants  furnishing  certificates  of  promotion  from  Gustavus 
Adolphus  College,  Bethany  College,  or  Luther  Academy  are  admitted 
without  examination  to  the  classes  to  which  such  certificates  entitle 
their  holders  as  far  as  the  courses  are  alike,  provided  the  applicants 
are  approved  in  all  subjects. 

In  all  other  cases  applicants  are  subject  to  examination. 

A  certificate  of  approval  in  subjects  that  have  been  completed  and 
in  other  subjects- where  not  more  than  two  years  have  elapsed,  are  con- 
sidered valid,  provided  the  course  has  not  been  increased  or  the  stand- 
ard raised  since  the  certificate  was  issued. 

Applicants  are  received  at  any  time,  but  prompt  attendance  at  the 
opening  of  each  term  is  desired.  Examinations  for  admission  are  held 
on  the  day  before  the  public  opening  of  each  term.    (See  Calendar,  p.  2.) 


Examinations,  Standing  etc. 

Examinations  are  held  by  the  professors  in  charge  of  the  several 
departments  of  instruction  as  often  as  deemed  necessary. 

Final  examinations  are  held  in  each  subject  when  the  instruction  in 
such  subject  ceases  for  the  year. 

Students  absenting  themselves  from  final  examination  in  any 
subject  without  excuse  do  not  receive  any  marks  of  standing  in  that 
subject. 

All  students  who  leave  the  Institution  with  excuse,  but  without 
having  passed  the  necessary  examinations  in  their  respective  studies, 
and  who  desire  to  continue  their  course  during  the  following  or  any 
subsequent  term  are  required  to  present  themselves  for  such  deferred 
examinations  at  the  opening  of  the  new  term  on  the  day  specified  in 
the  catalogue  for  that  purpose.     (See  Calendar,  p.  2.) 

As  a  general  rule  students  of  the  College  who  have  been  unable  to 
complete  the  course  with  their  classes,  are  permitted  to  graduate  on 
passing  satisfactory  oral  and  written  examinations  in  all  the  remain- 
ing studies  of  the  course. 

The  standing  of  students  in  each  subject  is  marked  on  a  scale  of 
100,  the  minimum  limit  for  approval  in  any  subject  being  60. 

In  determining  the  final  standing  of  students  in  any  subject,  the 
standing  on  the  course  is  considered  as  well  asthatontheexamination. 
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Students  promoted  "on  condition"  are  enrolled  in  the  class  from 
which  they  were  thus  promoted,  provided  the  conditions  be  not 
removed  within  the  time  allowed  for  this  purpose. 


Degrees. 
The  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science,  and  Master  of 
Arts  are  conferred  by  the  Board  of  Directors  on  such  persons  as  have 
satisfactorily  completed  the  prescribed  courses,  and  have  been  approved 
on  examination  at  the  end  of  the  course  as  candidates  for  the  same. 


Post-Graduate  Study. 
Provision  has  been  made  for  those  who  wish  to  pursue  a  post- 
graduate course  of  study  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  on 
the  following  conditions : 

1.  Only  those  wTho  have  received  a  bachelor's  degree  from  this  or 
some  other  institution  of  equal  rank,  and  who  sustain  a  good  moral 
character  are  eligible  candidates. 

2.  In  no  case  can  a  student  be  recommended  for  the  Master's 
degree  within  two  years  of  the  Bachelor's  degree,  except  in  cases  where 
the  Faculty  by  a  two-thirds  vote  decide  otherwise. 

3.  Not  less  than  two  years'  work  will  be  required. 

4.  The  studies  pursued  are  limited  to  three  subjects,  viz.  one  Major 
and  two  Minors,  and  are  under  the  immediate  direction  of  a  committee 
of  the  Faculty,  consisting  of  the  professors  in  charge  of  the  respective 
departments  to  which  the  subjects  chosen  belong. 

5.  All  applicants  are  required  to  present  themselves  at  the  College 
for  final  examination,  at  least  one  week  before  Commencement.  The 
examination  may  be  taken  in  installments  at  the  discretion  of  the  com- 
mittee in  charge  of  the  w^ork. 

6.  All  candidates  for  the  degree  must  submit  to  the  Faculty  by  the 
1st  of  May  prior  to  their  graduation  a  thesis  on  their  major  subject, 
the  theme  having  been  reported  to  the  Faculty  for  approval  at  least 
six  months  before  the  presentation  of  the  thesis.  This  thesis,  which  is 
to  disclose  as  much  original  research  as  possible,  must  be  publicly  read 
and  defended  by  the  author  at  a  time  and  place  appointed  for  that 
purpose,  and  a  copy  of  it  must  be  deposited  in  the  college  library.

1 0 .    Natural  History  an d  Geology. 

8.  One  subject  only  may  be  chosen  from  each  of  these  departments 
and  not  more  than  two  may  be  languages. 

9.  The  course  for  the  Master's  degree  is  considered  a  continuation 
of  the  course  for  the  Bachelor's  degree,  and  hence  professional  studies 
are  not  allowed  in  this  course. 

10.  Applicants  in  their  choice  of  subjects  are  limited  to  those 
branches  of  study  for  which  instruction  is  provided  in  the  several 
established  Collegiate  Departments. 

11.  A  fee  of  twenty  dollars  is  charged  for  the  diploma  and  exami- 
nation, which  fee  must  be  paid  prior  to  the  examinations.  In  addition, 
there  is  a  registration  fee  of  ten  dollars  which  must  be  paid  at  the  time 
of  registration.

Each  item  is  reduced  to  the  very  lowest  so  as  to  bring  the  advantages 
of  a  thorough  education  within  the  reach  of  all.  No  person  of  earnest 
purpose  needs  be  deterred  by  lack  of  means  from  attempting  to  take  a 
full  college  course. 

Beneficiary  Aid. 

Applicants  are  required  to  present  written  evidence  satisfactory  to 
the  Committee  on  Education  : — 

1 .    That  their  pecuniary  circumstances  render  aid  necessary. 
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2.  That  they  are  members  in  good  standing  of  some  congregation 
of  the  Augustana  Synod. 

3.  That  their  Christian  character,  industry,  talents,  and  general 
deportment  are  such  as  to  promise  usefulness  in  the  work  of  the 
church. 

They  must  also  present  to  the  Committee  an  autobiography  as  to 
their  Christian  experience  and  obligate  themselves  to  pursue  their 
studies  and  labors  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee,  to  engage  in 
the  work  of  the  Synod  as  ministers  or  teachers,  and,  in  case  they  should 
not  enter  this  service,  to  repay  to  the  Institution  all  aid  received. 

The  amount  granted  to  each  beneficiary  student  ranges  from  any 
small  sum  to  seventy  dollars  a  year,  and  is  given  in  the  form  of  a 
certificate,  which  is  good  only  for  the  payment  of  board  and  room-rent 
at  the  Institution.  Such  aid  is  granted  to  students  of  the  Theological 
and  Collegiate  Departments  only.

Ladies'  Hall. 

For  the  accommodation  of  those  lady  students  who  prefer  a  home 
under  the  immediate  auspices  of  the  College,  a  Ladies'  Hall  has  been 
established.  The  building  used  for  this  purpose  is  located  on  the 
Campus,  adjacent  to  the  main  College  building.  The  rooms  are  car- 
peted, furnished,  lighted,  and  heated,  but  each  occupant  is  expected  to 
provide  herself  with  combs,  toilet  soap,  towels,  one  pair  of  sheets,  one 
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pillow  ,  two  pillow-cases,  one  counterpane,  and  blankets  or  a  heavy 
coniforter.  No  effort  will  be  spared  to  make  the  Hall  an  attractive 
home  for  the  young  ladies,  but  in  order  to  carry  out  its  design  the 
sympathy  and  cooperation  of  the  students  themselves  are  necessary. 
The  Mall  is  under  the  special  supervision  of  a  lady  Principal  who  lives 
in  the  same  building  and  who  is  studiously  attentive  to  the  comfort, 
health,  and  general  welfare  of  the  young  ladies.

The  Library,  containing  about  13,000  volumes  and  unbound 
pamphlets,  is  designed  for  the  free  use  of  all  students  and  officers  of  the 
Institution.    It  is  kept 'open  at  least  one  hour  every  week-day. 

Large  additions  by  purchase  have  been  made  during  the  present 
year  to/the  departments  of  Swedish,  English,  and  German  Literature, 
History,  and  Natural  Science.

A  Reading  Room,  containing  about  40  newspapers  and  periodicals, 
including  the  leading  literary  reviews,  English,  Swedish,  and  German 
magazines,  local  and  Chicago  dailies,  Swedish-American  weeklies,  etc, 
is  accessible  to  students  every  week-day  free  of  charge. 
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Literary  Societies. 
There  are  three  literary  societies  at  the  Institution— the  Phreno- 
kosmian,  organized  in  1860,  the  Adelphic,  organized  in  1883,  and  the 
Ionian  (exclusively  for  ladies),  organized  in  1892.  The  first  two  hold 
their  meetings  in  their  respective  halls  on  Friday  evening,  and  the  last 
on  AVednesday  evening  of  each  week.  The  exercises,  consisting  of  essays, 
debates,  orations,  declamations,  music,  criticisms  etc.,  are  interesting 
and  highly  beneficial.  These  societies  are  valuable  auxiliaries  in  prepar- 
ing students  for  the  activities  of  professional  life.  A  wholesome  rivalry 
exists  between  the  two  societies,  and  yet  they  work  together  in  the 
greatest  harmony  and  good  will.  Each  society  has  a  small  library  of 
choice  literature  to  which  all  members  have  access.  All  students  of 
the  Institution  are  eligible  to  membership.  The  officers  of  each  are  a 
president,  a  vice-president,  a  recording  secretary,  a  corresponding  secre- 
tary, a  librarian,  and  a  treasurer. 


The  Lyceum. 

The  Lyceum  comprises  all  the  literary  societies  at  the  Institution. 
Its  object  is  to  promote  the  literary  and  oratorical  interests  of  the 
students.  A  free  concert  and  lecture  course  of  high  order  is  given  each 
year  in  the  College  Chapel  for  the  benefit  of  all  members  of  the  Insti- 
tution as  well  as  citizens  of  Rock  Island,  Moline,  and  Davenport.  Dur- 
ing the  present  year  an  Oratorical  Contest  was  held  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Lyceum,  at  which  the  sum  of  $40.00  was  expended  for  prizes. 
The  contestants  were  Hmited  to  members  of  the  Lyceum.  The  Lyceum 
also  publishes  a  literary  annual  which  has  found  a  large  sale  all  over 
the  Union.  Formerly  this  publication  was  known  as  "Balder",  but 
now  its  name  has  been  changed  into  "The  Lyceum  Annual".  The 
present  %  issue  contains  the  Contest  Orations,  together  with  other 
valuable  matter  contributed  by  members  of  the  Institution.  The  net 
proceeds  will  probably  be  devoted  to  the  erection  of  a  society  building 
and  lecture  hall.  The  Lyceum  each  year  gives  a  public  entertainment 
in  connection  with  the  exercises  of  Commencement  wreek.

The  Linnean. 

The  Linnean,  a  literary-scientific  society,  was  organized  during  the 
spring  term  of  1891  and  holds  regular  fortnightly  meetings.  The  object 
of  the  society  is  to  promote  literary-scientific  culture  among  its  mem- 
bers and  to  encourage  scientific  inquiry  in  general.  The  exercises 
consist  of  essays,  reviews  of  current  literature,  reproduction  of 
famous  experiments,  original  papers  on  scientific  observations,  and  a 
"Question  Box."  Under  "Question  Box"  come  criticisms  and  questions 
on  the  subjects  presented. 

The  work  is  distributed  to  committees,  and  each  committee  reports 
on  its  respective  branches  when  called  upon.  Any  student  at  Augustana 
College  and  Theological  Seminary  and  any  other  person  evincing  an 
interest  in  scientific  research  is  eligible  to  membership.  The  number  of 
student-members  is  limited  to  twenty  five. 


Musical  Organizations. 

Besides  the  Conservatory  Choir  and  Orchestra,  which  are  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Stolpe,  there  are  the  following  student  organizations : 
The  Augustana  Silver  Cornet  Band,  'organized  in  1874;  The  sEoIus 
Choir,  organized  in  1884;  The  Echo  Quartet,  organized  in  1888;  The 
Students'  Male  Choir,  organized  in  1891;  and  the  O.  P.  W.  B.  Quartet 
(instrumental),  organized  in  1892.  The  Mollis  Choir  and  the  Students' 
Male  Choir  are  under  the  leadership  of  Prof.  Holmes. 


The  Augustana  University  Association. 

The  Augustana  University  Association  was  incorporated,  May 
27th,  1891,  by  F.  A.  Johnson,  C.  A.  Rosander,  G.  T.  Lovegran,  C.  O. 
Johnson,  and  H.  Jacobson.  In  its  articles  of  incorporation  it  is  inde- 
pendent of  the  College  and  of  the  Augustana  Synod.  Its  object  is 
the  creation  and  maintenance  of  a  more  widespread  and  active 
organization  auxiliary  to  Augustana  College  and  Theological  [Semi- 
nary at  Rock  Island,  111.,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  growth  and 
higher  development  of  said  Institution.  In  brief,  the  aim  of  the  Asso- 
ciation is  the  establishment  of  Augustana  University  at  Rock  Island. 
The  students  manifest  great  interest  in  the  enterprise  and  the  citizens 
of  Rock  Island  and  Moline  give  it  their  hearty  support.  The  Associa- 
tion numbers  at  present  one  hundred  and  forty  members,  with  more 
than  $5,000  in  subscriptions  and  $1,000  in  cash. 
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Among  those  who  have  given  liberal  cash  contributions  may  be 
mentioned  J.  Weyerhaeuser  of  Rock  Island,  $500,  and  J.  M.  Gould  of 
Moline,  $100.  Many  others  have  made  large  subscriptions  and  partial 
payments.  The  Association  has  members  in  Illinois,  Iowa,  Kansas, 
Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Texas,  and  other  states.  Any  friend 
of  the  Institution  may  become  a  member  of  this  Association  by  paying 
$25.00  into  its  treasury,  in  return  for  which  a  beautiful  certificate  of 
membership  will  be  given.  Membership  subscriptions  are  payable  in 
five  equal  annual  installments.

Museum. 

The  Museum  of  Natural  History  was  founded  by  Dr.  JosuaLindahl 
and  most  of  the  material  now  contained  in  the  zoological  cabinet  has 
been  secured  through  his  exertions.  This  cabinet  includes  represen- 
tatives of  all  classes  and  orders,  and  of  most  of  the  families  of  the 
animal  kingdom.  The  specimens  are  arranged  in  theii'  natural  order 
according  to  the  zoological  system.  The  principal  accessions  during 
the  year  have  been  fossils.  An  excursion  was  made  by  the  curator 
last  summer  for  making  collections  in  the  Subcarboniferous  strata 
along  the  Mississippi  river.  Besides  the  number  of  local  fossils  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  curator  by  the  members  of  the  senior  class,  dona- 
tions have  been  received  from  the  following  parties  during  the  year: 

Mr.  C.  A.  Wendell,  plants  from  Michigan;  Oscar  A.  Johnson,  a 
bird's  nest  from  Iowa;  Mr.  Emil  Olson,  fossils  from  Pennsylvania;  Mr. 
Carl  Jesperson,  a  mounted  fish  from  Illinois;  Mr.  J.  A.  Elmere,  minerals 
from  Michigan ;  Mr.  G.  Albert  Johnson,  an  Indian  relic ;  Mr.  J.  M.  Ryd- 
man,  plants  from  Sweden,  etc. ;  Mr.  C.  O.  Johnson,  minerals  from 
Michigan;  C.  J.  Lindberg,  varieties  of  wood  from  Minnesota;  Fleming 
B.  Evart,  Jr.,  abnormal  growth  of  indian  corn,  Prof.  J.  E.  Gustus,  an 
Indian  relic  from  Illinois;  Mr.  N.  O.  Welander,  a  stone  hatchet  from 
south  Moline.  Mr.  H.  W,  Ryding,  plants  from  Florida;  Professor  V. 
O.  Peterson,  marine  invertebrates  from  the  pacific  ocean;  Dr.  J.  Lin- 
dahl,  rocks  and  fossils  from  the  Potomac  formation  near  Washington, 
D.  C. ;  Mr.  Frank  Bartholomew,  prepared  skeleton  of  a  cat.  Larger 
collections  have  been  received  from  Mr.  John  A.  Edlund  of  Georgetown, 
Texas,  who  has  donated  a  number  of  fossils  from  the  lower  Cretaceous 
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formation,  and  from  John  Tenting,  of  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  who  has 
donated  some  fossils  from  the  Trenton  formation  in  that  state.  Mr. 
Geo.  Wagner,  of  Rock  Island  has  donated  a  full  set  of  samples  of 
borings  from  his  artesian  well.  Mr.  O.  N.  Becker  has  donated  $2.00  in 
cash.  Rev.  C.  A.  Swensson,  president  of  Bethaii3T  College,  has  delivered 
two  lectures  for  the  benefit  of  the  museum.  One  of  these  lectures  was 
delivered  in  Moline  and  one  in  the  College  chapel.  The  income  to  the 
museum  from  these  lectures  was  $45.00.  This  money  will  be  used  to 
procure  cases  for  the  Museum.     Our  thanks  to  all  donors. 


Historical  and  Numismatic  Cabinet. 

The  Ethnographical  unci  Historical  Collection  contains  numerous 
and  valuable  specimens  from  India  and  Palestine;  also,  implements, 
weapons,  amulets,  and  personal  oraa  ments  of  the  American  Indians. 

The  Numismatic  Collection  consists  of  over  1,200  specimens  of  gold, 
silver,  copper,  and  bronze  coins,  together  with  medals  and  tokens. 
There  is  also  a  large  collection  of  postage  and  revenue  stamps,  old 
paper  money,  and  colonial  and  confederate  currency. 


Laboratories. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  in  the  new  building  is  furnished  with  the 
necessary  apparatus  and  a  full  supply  of  re-agents  for  the  laboratory 
work  in  Descriptive  and  Analytical  Chemistry. 

The  Biological  Laboratory  occupies  a  well  lighted  and  spacious 
room  on  the  first  floor.  It  is  conveniently  furnished  with  tables 
and  chairs,  and  is  supplied  with  a  small  aquarium,  a  hydrant,  and 
cases  for  students'  instruments,  for  class  materials,  and  for  re-agents. 
A  set  of  twelve  of  Queen  &  Co's  Acme  No.  5  compound  microscopes  has 
been  purchased,  making  a  valuable  addition  to  the  equipments. 

Note.— Two  hours  of  Laboratory  work  in  Natural  Sciences  in  the 
Collegiate  department  will  be  considered  equivalent  to  one  hour's 
recitation. 


Historical  Sketch. 

About  the  year  1845  a  stream   of  immigration  began  from   the 

Scandinavian  countries  to  the  United  States.    Settlements  were  made 

in  northern  Illinois  and  Iowa,  and  later  in  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  and 

other  states.      These  immigrants  had  been  members  of  the  Lutheran 
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church  in  the  mother  country,  and  were  as  a  rule  a  religious  and 
churchly  people.  Earnest,  pious  men  came  over  as  pastors,  and 
Lutheran  Congregations  were  early  established  both  among  the 
Swedes  and  the  Norwegians.  At  the  organization  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synod  of  Northern  Illinois  in  1851,  several  Scandinavian 
pastors  were  present  and  took  part  in  the  organization.  The  scattered 
Scandinavian  and  American  Lutherans  in  this  section  of  the  country 
were  thus  joined  in  one  synod.  The  Scandinavians  increased  rapidly 
and  before  1860  they  constitutet  about  one  half  of  the  synod,  and 
formed  three  separate  conferences.  This  synod  and  other  Lutheran 
bodies  in  the  West  established  a  school,  known  as  the  Illinois  State 
University  at  Springfield,  111.,  for  the  especial  purpose  of  educating 
Lutheran  ministers.  At  a  meeting  of  the  synod  in  1855,  the  question  of 
establishing  a  Scandinavian  professorship  at  the  University  was 
favorably  considered,  and  at  a  subsequent  meeting  a  resolution  to 
establish  such  professorship  was  adopted.  Rev.  L.  P.  Esbjorn,  the 
most  prominent  of  the  pioneer  pastors,  was  elected  to  the  chair.  He 
entered  upon  his  duties  in  the  fall  of  1858,  and  served  two  years. 
Owing  to  various  difficulties,  Prof.  Esbjorn  resigned  this  professorship 
in  the  spring  of  1860.  Differences  with  regard  to  the  doctrinal  basis  of 
the  synod  had  existed  from  the  beginning  between  the  Scandinavian 
and  American  members.  Prof.  Esbjorn's  resignation  brought  matters 
to  a  crisis.  The  Scandinavians  met  in  convention  in  Chicago,  111., 
April  23—28, 1860,  and  after  long  deliberation  unanimously  resolved  to 
withdraw  from  the  synod,  to  organize  a  synod  for  themselves,  and  to 
establish  a  theological  seminary  of  their  own.  The  organization  of  the 
synod,  which  was  to  be  known  as  the  Scandinavian  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Augustana  Synod,  was  completed  at  a  subsequent  conven- 
tion held  at  Jefferson  Prairie  near  Clinton,  Wis.,  June  5—11,  the  same 
year. 

It  is  to  this  convention  that  Augustana  College  and  Theological 
Seminary  traces  its  origin.  It  was  first  known  as  Augustana  Semi- 
nary, and  comprehended  a  preparatory  and  a  theological  department. 
It  was  temporarily  located  in  Chicago,  and  Prof.  L.  P.  Esbjorn  was 
elected  its  first  professor  and  president.  The  first  session  opened  in 
September,  1860.  The  enrollment  the  first  year  was  twentyone.  Owing 
to  the  disturbances  caused  by  the  civil  war,  the  attendance  rather 
diminished  during  the  succeeding  years  until  1865 — 66,  when  the  enroll- 
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ment  Increased  to  forty.     In  L868  Prof.  EsbjOro  resigned,  and  Dr.  T.  N. 

Hasselqufst,  then  president  of  the  synod,  was  elected  to  succeed  him. 
The  same  year  the  Institution  was  moved  to  Paxton,  Ford  County, 
and  was  Incorporated  according  to  the  laws  of  Illinois.  A  charter  was 
secured  for  it  in  1865,  which  was  enlarged  and  amended  in  1869.  The 
name  was  now  changed  to  August  an  a  College  and  Theological  Semi- 
nary, and  the  right  to  confer  all  literary,  scientific,  and  honorary  de- 
grees was  granted. 

The  Institution  now  entered  upon  a  new  stage  of  development.  It 
embraced  three  departments  of  instruction:  Preparatory,  Collegiate, 
and  Theological.  The  teaching  forces  were  gradually  increased.  In 
1861  Rev.  Wm.  Kopp  was  elected  English  professor.  Owing  to  failing 
health  he  was  obliged  to  resign  in  1867,  and  was  succeeded  in  the  spring 
of  1868  by  Rev.  S.  L.  Harkey,  who  resigned  in  1870.  His  place  was  filled 
in  1871  by  the  election  of  Rev.  Henry  Reck,  who  served  until  removed 
by  death  in  1881.  In  the  Fall  of  1868  Rev.  A.  Wenaas  was  elected  Nor- 
wegian professor.  Thus  the  original  plan  of  having  at  least  three  pro- 
fessors—Swedish, Norwegian,  English— was  at  length  realized.  From 
the  beginning,  however,  the  regular  professors  were  assisted  by  tutors 
and  advanced  students.  In  1870  the  Norwegians  withdrew  from  the 
synod  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  synod  for  themselves,  which  led 
to  the  withdrawal  of  Prof.  Wenaas  and  all  the  Norwegian  students 
from  the  school. 

It  was  found  that  Paxton  was  not  a  suitable  location,  and  resolu- 
tions were  adopted  to  remove  the  Institution  to  Rock  Island,  Ill- 
Suitable  grounds  were  purchased  and  a  handsome  brick  building  was 
erected  at  a  cost  of  $43,000.  In  the  fall  of  1875,  the  library  and  other 
movable  property  were  removed  to  Rock  Island,  and  on  the  22nd  of 
September  the  first  session  was  opened  in  the  new  edifice,  which  was 
dedicated  on  the  14th  of  October  the  same  year. 

The  necessity  for  larger  accommodations  constantly  increasing,  the 
synod  in  session  at  Red  Wing,  Minn.,  in  1883,  authorized  the  Board  of 
Directors  to  solicit  fuids  for  a  new  college  building,  and  if  sufficient 
funds  could  be  procured,  to  begin  the  work  so  that  the  corner  stone 
might  be  laid  in  connection  with  the  Luther  Jubilee  to  be  held  at  the 
Institution  in  the  following  November.  In  accordance  with  these  reso- 
lutions the  work  was  begun,  but  it  was  not  until  November  6,  1884 
that  the  corner  stone  was  laid.     The  munificent  gift  of  $25,000  from  Mr. 
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P.  L.  Cable,  of  Rock  Island  enabled  the  Board  to  prosecute  the  work 
with  greater  vigor.  The  building  was  ready  for  occupation  in 
February,  1888,  but  was  not  dedicated  until  June  12,  1889,  in  connection 
with  the  meeting  of  synod,  which  was  then  held  at  the  Institution. 

To  the  three  departments  of  the  Institution  already  mentioned 
three  others  have  recently  been  added— the  Conservatory  of  Music  in 

1887,  the  Augustana  Business  College  and  School  of  Phonography  in 

1888,  and  the  Normal  Department  in  1891. 

To  the  Theological  Seminary  only  such  students  as  are  preparing 
for  the  ministry  in  the  Lutheran  church  are  admitted.  All  other  de- 
partments are  open  to  students  of  all  denominations  and  nationali- 
ties, and  since  1886,  to  both  sexes. 

Although  the  Collegiate  department  was  organized  in  1869,  it  was 
not  until  June,  1877,  that  the  college  sent  out  its  first  alumni,  a  class  of 
eight.  The  number  of  alumni  up  to  the  present  time  is  131.  The 
theological  seminary  has  educated  299  ministers,  nearly  all  of  whom 
are  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  synod. 


Location  and  Buildings- 
Rock  Island,  a  city  of  about  fifteen  thousand  inhabitants, is  beauti- 
fully located  on  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi  River.  The  bold  bluffs  on 
the  Illinois  side  of  the  river  here  recede  to  the  distance  of  about  a  mile, 
leaving  a  beautiful  and  gently  rising  plain,  upon  which  the  city  is 
built.  In  beauty  of  scenery,  healthfulness  of  location  and  climate,  Rock 
Island  stands  foremost  among  Illinois  towns.  Four  great  lines  of  rail- 
road, the  Chicago,  Rock  Island,  and  Pacific;  the  Chicago,  Burlington, 
and  Quincy ;  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee,  and  St.  Paul;  and  the  Rock 
Island  and  Peoria  Ry's,  centre  here,  rendering  the  city  easy  of  access 
from  all  parts  of  the  country.  The  Institution  is  situated  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  city  near  the  base  of  a  prominent  bluff,  from  which 
the  view  is  both  striking  and  picturesque.  Opposite  lies  the  city  of 
Davenport,  Iowa,  commandingly  located  on  the  bluffs  which  rise 
almost  directly  from  the  river.  To  the  east,  the  eye  rests  on  the  tall 
chimneys  of  the  busy  city  of  Moline  rendered  famous  by  her  manu- 
factures. Directly  in  front  of  the  College  grounds,  in  the  middle  of  the 
river,  is  seen  the  government  island  of  Rock  Island,  containing  over 
nine  hundred  acres  of  land  upon  which  the  government's  largest 
Arsenal  is  built.    On  the  lower  end  of  the  island  rests  the  iron  railroad 
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and  wagon  bridge  which  spans  the  river  at  this  point,  thus  rendering 
Davenport  easily  accessible. 

The  grounds  of  the  Institution  consist  of  twenty-six  acres,  houn- 
ded on  the  north  by  7th  Avenue,  on  the  east  by  38th  street,  on  the  west 
by  35th  street,  and  on  the  south  stretching  Up  to  the  top  of  the  bluff, 
and  terminating  in  picturesque  wood  land.  One  of  the  street  car  lines, 
extending  from  the  business  parts  of  Rock  Island  to  those  of  Moline 
and  passing  by  all  of  the  passenger  depots  of  both  cities,  also  passes 
by  the  corner  of  the  college  grounds  on  7th  Avenue  and  38th  street. 

The  following  buildings,  belonging  to  the  Institution,  are  located 
on  the  College  grounds : 

The  New  College  Building,  occupied  since  February,  1888,  is  located 
near  the  centre  of  the  north  side  of  the  grounds,  fronting  7th  Avenue. 
It  is  a  magnificent  stone  structure  of  the  pure  Renaissance  style, 
used  exclusively  for  educational  purposes.  The  basement  and  the 
first  floor  are  devoted  to  the  recitation  rooms  and.  lecture  halls  of  the 
Collegiate  and  Preparatory  Departments,  the  Laboratories,  and  the 
President's  and  Treasurer's  offices.  The  second  floor  contains  the  reci- 
tation rooms  and  lecture  halls  of  the  Theological  Department,  Cable 
Hall,  and  the  Chapel,  which  occupies  two  stories.  The  third  floor  is 
given  to  the  Conservatory  of  Music,  the  Library,  and  the  Museum. 

The  Old  College  Building  is  a  large  brick  structure  situated  on  7th 
Avenue,  east  of  the  new  building.  It  is  devoted  principally  to  students' 
rooms,  the  house-hold  department,  and  class-rooms  of  the  Business 
College. 

The  Young  Men's  Hall  is  a  neat  frame  building  on  35th  street,  used 
as  a  home  for  students. 

Jubilee  Hall,  a  frame  building  with  a  seating  capacity  of  about 
three  thousand,  built  originally  as  an  assembly  hall  for  public  occa- 
sions, is  located  on  a  retired  part  of  the  grounds  and  used  now  as  a 
gymnasium. 

In  addition  to  these  buildings,  there  is  a  frame  dwelling  house  on 
85th  street  and  a  double  brick  dwelling  on  38th  street  used  as  homes 
for  some  of  the  professors. 


Special  Advantages. 
Among  the  many  special  advantages  afforded  at  this  Institution, 
the  following  may  be  mentioned  : — 
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Six  Departments  of  Instruction  ;  three  Excellent  Collegiate  Courses 
of  Study;  Thoroughness  of  Instruction  in  all  the  Departments;  Prev- 
alence of  a  Conservative  Educational  and  Religious  Sentiment ;  High 
Christian  Character  of  the  Professors  and  Students;  Personal  Interest 
taken  in  the  welfare  of  Students;  Free  Social  Intercourse;  Beauty  and 
Healthfulness  of  Location;  Ease  of  Access;  Moderateness  of  Expenses 
and  Cheapness  of  Living;  Freedom  from  dust,  noise,  and  other  distrac- 
ting influences— circumstances  most  favorable  for  study  ;  Comfortable 
Dormitory  quarters  on  the  College  grounds;  Fine  Recitation  Rooms 
and  Equipments  etc.  Above  all,  the  Institution  is  thoroughly  and 
soundly  Christian,  and  as  such  aims  to  cultivate  the  heart  as  well  as 
the  mind  of  the  student,  thus  furnishing  the  best  preparation  for  the 
active  duties  of  life.

The  Institution  comprises  six  Departments: 

THE  THEOLOGICAL  BEM1NARY; 

THE  COLLEGIATE    DEPARTMENT; 

THE  PREPARATORY    DEPARTMENT; 

THE   NORMAL   DEPARTMENT; 

THE  CONSERVATORY  OF   MUSIC; 

THE  BUSINESS  COLLEGE  AND  school  or  PHONOGRAPHY. 

The  theological  seminary  aims  to  train  men  of  a  holy  life,  and  ol 
requisite  natural  gifts  and  preliminary  education,  in  the  pure  faith,  so  thai 
by  all  necessary  learning  and  practical  skill  they  may  be  fitted  for  the 
ministry  of  the  gospel,  especially  in  connection  with  the  churches  of  the 
Augustana  Synod.  In  accordance  with  its  aim,  the  instruction  is  given  in 
the  languages  necessary  for  the  services  of  the  churches  of  our  synod, 
especially  in  the  Swedish  and  English  languages. 

The  collegiate  department  comprises  three  courses  each  occu- 
pying  four  years:  one  Scientific  Course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science,  and  two  Classical  Course — one  with  Swedish,  called  the  Classical 
Course,  and  one  without  Swedish,  called  the  English-Classical  Course — 
each  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

The  preparatory  department,  embracing  a  three  years'  course,  is 
designed  especially  to  prepare  students  for  entering-  college.  It  also 
furnishes  opportunities  to  those  desiring  a  more  complete  general  education 
than  can  be  obtained  in  the  common  schools. 

The  normal  department  is  designed  to  fit  students  for  the  profession 
of  teaching  in  parochial  and  public  schools.  The  course  of  study  embraces 
three  full  years.  Those  completing  the  prescribed  course  receive  a  teacher's 
diploma. 

The  CONSERVATORY  of  music  embraces  three  distinct  departments:  a 
Graduate  Department  with  courses  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Music:  an  Organist  Department  designed  especially  to  train  students  for 
organists;  a  Chorus  and  Vocal  Department  affording  instruction  and  drill 
in  solo,  quartette,  and  chorus  singing. 

THE    BUSINESS    COLLEGE    and   school    op    PHONOGRAPHY   affords   young 
men  and  women  opportunities  for  acquiring  a  thorough  business  training 
under  Christian  influences.     The  courses  of  study  are  the  same  a.s  those  of 
other  first  class  business  colleges  in  this  country, 
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The  Theological  Seminary. 


Courses  Of  Study. 


Departments  of  Graduate  Instruction. 

The  whole  course  of  graduate  instruction  is  divided  into  eighteen 
distinct  and  independent  schools,  or  departments,  as  specified  below.  The 
course  in  each  department  is  completed  in  one  year.  The  several  classes  of 
the  various  departments  meet  from  two  to  four  times  a  week,  according  to 
the  extent  and  difficulty  of  the  subject,  and  the  hours  of  lectures  and  recita- 
tions are  so  arranged  as  not  to  conflict.  A  student  may  thus  complete  in 
one  year  whatever  courses  he  selects,  but  he  is  advised  to  take  them  up  in  a 
logical  and  natural  order. 

These  courses  cover  all  the  more  important  subjects  taught  in  the  best 
equipped  theological  seminaries,  and  every  student  expecting  to  enter  the 
ministry  should  be  acquainted  with  them.  The  student  must  pass  rigid 
oral  or  written  examinations  in  each  department  to  become  a  graduate  in 
that  department.  No  one  can  become  a  graduate  of  the  seminary,  until  he 
has  graduated  in  each  separate  school. 

The  peculiar  pjan  of  this  Institution  forbids  the  admission  ad  eundem 
gradum  of  students  who  have  taken  part  of  a  course  at  other  seminaries, 
or  at  the  university  ol  Upsala  or  Lund.  But  a  student,  in  addition  to  the 
courses  which  he  has  selected,  may  offer  for  examination  whatever  courses 
he  has  privately  mastered,  but  no  one  can  graduate  from  this  seminary  un- 
less he  has  been  a  regular  resident  for  one  whole  year,  and  that  must  be 
the  last  year  before  graduation. 

Pastors  who  wish  to  graduate  in  separate  departments,  or  in  all  the 
departments,  may  make  arrangements  to  prosecute  their  studies  partly  as 
non-residents. 

To  become  a  graduate  of  a  department, the  student  must  receive  at  least 
the  testimonial  non  sine  Jaude  approbatur(ah,  or  7).  In  order  to  receive 
the  diploma  as  full  graduate  of  the  seminary,  the  student  must  graduate  in 
all  courses,  except  Course  II.  Applicants  for  ordination  must  secure  the 
testimonial  approbatur  (B,  or  6)  in  all  courses  except,  Course  II.,  which  is 
optional.

In  this  school,  the  most  important  sciences  introductory  and  auxiliary 
to  Exegetical  Theology  are  taught.  It  includes  the  three  special  sciences  of 
Introduction:  Isagogics,  Biblical  Archaeology,  and  Biblical  Geography. 
To  graduate  in  this  department,  oral  and  written  examination  must  be 
passed  on  the  text-books  used  in  the  course.

In  this  course,  the  Bible  is  studied  in  chronological  order,  using  the 
Swedish  or  English  revised  versions,  with  special  attention  to  the  marginal 
readings,  and  with  references  to  the  original  when  necessary.  The  aim  is 
to  cover  the  principal  books  of  the  Bible,  expounding  most  fully  those  parts 
which  are  not  carefully  gone  over  in  Hebrew  or  Greek  Exegesis.  The  four 
hours  devoted  to  this  subject  are  equally  divided  between  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments.  The  instruction  is  chiefly  by  lectures.  To  graduate,  the  student 
must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  on  the  lectures  delivered.

Psalms  in  Greek  must  also  be  studied.  The  student  may  also  be  reqnired 
to  pass  an  examination  on  lectures  delivered,  or  write  notes  on  certain 
portions  of  the  New  Testament.

The  course  consists  of  a 
careful  study  of  the  text-books,  and  lectures  are  delivered  on  the  most 
prominent  events  in  the  history  of  the  Christian  church.  The  treatment  of 
the  History  of  the  Reformation  and  of  Swedish  Church  History  is  especially 
full.  To  graduate,  the  student  must  pass  rigid  oral  and  written  ex- 
aminations.

Dogmatics  is  that  department  of  Systematic  Theology  which  aims  to 
present  in  a  scientific  form  the  results  of  exegetical  and  historical  investi- 
gation, with  reference  to  the  truths  embraced  in  the  Christian  faith  in 
their  organic  connection.  A  system  of  Dogmatics  must  not  only  have  a 
biblical,  but  also  a  churchly  character.  As  no  one  is  able  to  apprehend  a 
doctrine  in  its  vital  relations  unless  he  understands  also  its  historical  de- 
velopment in  the  church,  special  stress  is  laid,  in  this  coarse,  on  the  History 
of  Dogmas.  The  instruction  is  given  by  lectures  in  connection  with  text- 
books. To  graduate  in  this  coarse,  the  student  must  pass  rigid  oral  and 
written  examinations  on  the  text-books,  as  well  as  on  the  lectures.

But  it  must  be 
clearly  understood  that  no  one  can  take  up  any  of  these  courses,  unless  he 
first  gives  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  can  pass  the  examinations  required 
in  the  corresponding  course  offered  in  the  regular  curriculum  of  the 
seminary.  At  least  one  course  must  be  offered  and  passed  each  year,  other- 
wise the  previous  examinations  will  be  void.  The  Examinations  in  most 
subjects,  and  in  the  main,  will  be  written.  Candidates  may  present  them- 
selves for  examination  at  any  time  between  October  and  the  first  of  July. 
A  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars  is  charged  when  the  degree  is  conferred  and  the 
diploma  is  awarded.  Residence  is  not  required,  as  these  courses  may  be 
pursued  by  the  pastor  while  in  charge  of  a  congregation.  Further  infor- 
mation concerning  text-books  and  courses  will  be  furnished  on  application.

Admission  and  Matriculation. 


The  Theological  Seminary  is  open  to  students  of  the  Evangelical  Luther- 
an Church.  A  full  collegiate  education  is  regarded  as  constituting  a 
normal  preparation  for  the  seminary  course.  Exceptions  may  be  made  in 
cases  where  the  student  is  advanced  in  years  and  has  experience  in  teaching 
and  in  mission  work,  but  in  such  cases,  the  candidate  is  required  to  give 
evidence  of  such  scholarship  as  will  enable  him  successfully  to  pursue  the 
studies  of  the  theological  course.    (See  Synodical  Minutes  1892). 

All  applications  for  admission  to  the  seminary  must  be  sent  in  before 
the  tii>t  day  of  September  each  year,  if  possible,  by  the  first  of  June.  All 
such  applications  must  be  sent  to  the  President,  or  to  the  secretary  of 
the  theological  faculty. 

Applicants,  who  have  lately  been  students  of  any  of  the  institutions 
ol  our  synod,  musi  furnish  to  a  committee  consisting  of  the  theological 
faculty  and  the  president  of  the  synod,  satisfactory  testimonials,  as  to 
their  Christian  character  and  practical  ability,  together  with  a  recommen- 
dation from  the  authorities  of  the  institution  where  they  have  previously 
studied.    All  other  applicants  must  not  only  furnish  satisfactory  bestdmo- 
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ni;ils.  but  be  recommended  by  pastors  well  known  to  the  committee;  or  by 
parties  in  whom  the  committee  lias  confidence. 

Every  student  shall  be  considered  as  a  probationer  during  the  first 
four  months  after  his  admisssion,  after  which  his  matriculation  may  take 
place.  If,  after  the  lapse  of  this  time,  the  committee  shall  unanimously 
determine  that  it  is  not  expedient  to  retain  him  any  longer  as  a  student,  he 
shall  be  dismissed.  If  he  applies  to  the  faculty  for  letters  of  dismission,  the 
circumstances  which  led  to  his  dismission  shall  be  stated  in  such  terms  as 
the  faculty  may  deem  to  be  wise  and  just. 

Every  student,  before  he  is  matriculated  and  enrolled  as  a  permanent 
member  of  any  class,  shall  present  to  the  faculty  in  writing-,  a  brief  but 
explicit  statement  of  the  motives  which  induced  him  to  devote  his  life  to  the 
ministry  of  the  gospel,  and  at  his  matriculation  shall  make  and  subscribe 
the  following  affirmation: 

"I  hereby  promise  that  so  long  as  I  remain  a  student  of  this  theological 
seminary,  I  will,  with  the  help  of  God,  faithfully  and  diligently  attend  all 
the  recitations,  lectures,  and  instruction  intended  for  me;  that  I  will  con- 
cientiously  and  vigilantly  observe  all  the  regulations  which  are  set  forth  in 
the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Institunion;  and  that  I  will  pay  due 
respect  and  obedience  to  the  professors,  and  treat  my  fellow-students  as 
brethren,  and  all  others  as  becomes  the  gospel  of  Christ." 

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Admission  of  students. 

SECTION      2. 

The  admission  of  students  to  the  Theological  Seminary  shall  be  vested 
in  a  committee  composed  of  the  president  of  the  synod  and  the  theological 
faculty. 

section  3. 

All  applicants  for  admission  to  the  Theological  Seminary  must  furnish 
to  this  committee  satisfactory  testimonials  as  to  scholarship,  Christian 
character,  and  practical  ability. 

section  4. 

The  standard  of  educational  preparation  for  admission  to  the  Theologic- 
al Seminary  shall  be  that  of  collegiate  graduation. 
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Collegiate  and  Preparatory  Departments. 

Courses  of  Study. 

Post-Graduate  Courses- 
Provision    lias   been   made  for  those    who   wish   to  pursue  a  post- 
graduate course  of  study  Leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  on  the 
following  conditions: 

1.  Only  those  who  have  received  a  bachelor's  degree  from  this  or  some 
other  institution  of  equal  rank,  and  who  sustain  a  good  moral  character 
are  eligible  candidates.

4.  The  studies  pursued  are  limited  to  three  subjects,  viz.,  one  Major  and 
two  Minors,  and  are  under  the  immediate  direction  of  a  committee  of  the 
Faculty,  consisting  of  the  professors  in  charge  of  the  respective  departments 
to  which  the  subjects  chosen  belong. 

5.  All  applicants  are  required  to  present  themselves  at  the  college  for 
final  examination,  at  least  one  week  before  commencement.  The  examina- 
tions may  be  taken  in  installments  at  the  discretion  of  the  professor  in 
charge  of  the  department. 

6.  All  candidates  for  the  degree  must  submit  to  the  Faculty  by  the  1st 
of  May  prior  to  their  graduation  a  thesis  on  their  major  subject,  the  theme 
ha  Ting  been  reported  to  the  Faculty  for  approval  at  least  six  months  before 
the  presentation  of  the  thesis.  This  thesis,  which  is  to  disclose  as  much 
original  research  as  possible,  must  be  publicly  read  and  defended  by  the 
author  at  a  time  and  place  appointed  for  that  purpose.  The  thesis  must 
be  printed  and  a  copy  of  it  deposited  in  the  college  library.

In  addition,  there 
is  a  registration  fee  of  ten  dollars  which  must  be  paid  at  the  time  of 
registration.

Admission- 
Applicants  for  admission  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good 
moral  character  and  of  such  scholarship  as  will  enable  them  successfully  to 
pursue  the  courses  of  study  in  the  classes  to  which  they  are  assigned. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  First  Class  are  examined  in  the  follow- 
ing subjects: 

English.— Short  course  in  English  Grammar,  especially  Analysis  of  Sen- 
tences and  Parsing;  Reading  and  Writing. 
Christianity.— Bible   History;    Luther's    smaller    catechism,    or,    if  non- 
Lutherans,  the  general  principles  of  the  Christian  religion. 
Geography. — Outlines  of  the  Geography  of  the  World;  Fuller  Course  on  the 

United  States. 
History.— Outlines  of  the  History  of  the  United  States,  or  equivalents.

For  Admission  to  the  Classical  or  Scientific  Course  of  the  College  the  full 
Preparatory  Course  is  required. 

Applicants  furnishing  certificates  of  promotion  from  Gustavus  Adolphus 
College,  Bethany  College,  or  Luther  Academy  are  admitted  without  exami- 
nation to  the  classes  to  which  snch  certificates  entitle  their  holders  as  far 
as  the  courses  are  alike. 

In  all  other  cases  applicants  are  subject  to  examination. 
A  certificate  of  approval  in  subjects  that  have  been  completed  and  in 
other  subjects  where  not  more  than  two  years  have  elapsed,  are  considered 
valid,  provided  the  course  has  not  been  increased  or  the  standard  raised 
since  the  certificate  was  issued. 

Students  are  not  enrolled  in  any  department  of  instruction  before  they 
have  paid  the  tuition  fee  each  term. 

Applicants  are  received  at  any  time,  but  prompt  attendance  at  the 
opening  of  each  term  is  desired.  Examinations  for  admisssion  are  held  on 
the  day  before  the  public  opening  of  each  term.     (See  Calendar,  p.  2.) 

Examinations,  Standing,  and  Degrees. 

Examinations  are  held  by  the  professors  in  charge  of  the  several  depart- 
ments of  instruction  as  often  as  deemed  necessary. 
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Final  examinations  are  held  in  each  subject  when  fche  instruction  in 
such  Bubjecl  ceases  for  t  he  year. 

Students  absenting  themselves  from  final  examination  in  any  subject 
without  excuse  do  not  receive  any  marks  of  standing  in  that  subject. 

All  students  who  leave  the  Institution  with  excuse,  but  without  hav- 
ing i>;issrd  the  necessary  examinations  in  their  respective  studies,  and  who 
desire  to  continue  their  course  during  the  following  or  any  subsequent  term 
arc  required  to  present  themselves  for  such  deferred  examinations  at  the 
opening  of  the  new  term  on  the  day  specified  in  the  catalogue  for  that 
purpose.    (See  Celender,  p,  2.) 

As  a  general  rule  students  of  the  college  who  have  been  unable  to 
complete  the  course  with  their  classes,  are  permitted  to  graduate  on  passing- 
sat  isfactory  oral  and  written  examinations  in  all  the  remaining  studies  of 
the  course. 

The  standing  of  students  in  each  subject  is  marked  on  a  scale  of  100, 
the  minimum  limit  for  approval  in  any  subject  being  60. 

In  determining  the  final  standing  of  students  on  any  subject,  the  stand- 
ing on  the  course  is  considered  as  well  as  that  on  the  examination,  and  a 
proportionate  deduction  is  made  for  absences  from  recitations  unless  the 
loss  by  such  absence  is  made  up. 

Students  promoted  "on  condition"  are  enrolled  in  the  class  from  which 
they  were  thus  promoted,  provided  the  conditions  be  not  removed  within 
the  time  allowed  for  the  purpose. 

The  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science,  and  Master  ot 
Arts  are  conferred  by  the  Board  of  Directors  on  such  persons  as  have  satis- 
factorily completed  the  prescribed  courses,  and  have  been  approved  on 
examination  at  the  end  of  the  course  as  candidates  for  the  same. 
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Normal  Department. 

Courses  of  Study 


The  Courses  of  study  in  this  department,  at  present,  occupy  three  years. 
The  subjects  are  selected  from  the  preparatory  and  collegiate  courses.  It  is 
only  in  Pedagogics  and  the  Normal  Course  in  Arithmetic  that  separate  in- 
struction is  given  to  students  in  this  department.  In  all  other  subjects,  the 
instruction  is  given  in  the  regular  preparatory  or  collegiate  classes. 

In  English,  Swedish,  History,  Geography,  and  Arithmetic  a  standing  of 
80  per  cent  is  required  for  passing.  In  all  other  subjects,  a  standiug  of  60 
is  required. 

Those  desiring  to  teach  only  in  the  public  schools  are  not  required  to 
take  the  Swedish.

Courses  of  Study. 


The  coursee  of  study  in  this  departmenl  are  as  complete,  symmetrical, 
and  practical  as  varied  experience,  constant  effort,  and  careful  observation 
of  business  methods  can  make  them.  Each  teacher  has  been  selected  with- 
reference  to  his  special  fitness  for  his  own  subject.  The  students  are  intelli 
gent,  earnest,  ambitions,  and  of  good  moral  character. 


Courses  in   Business  Training. 

INITIATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

A  Btndent  who  enters  this  department  begins  his  course  by  taking  in- 
struction in  the  use  oi  the  Day-book,  Cash-book,  Journal,  Invoice-book, 
and  Ledger.  Before  proceeding  to  record  entries  in  his  books,  he  is  care- 
fully drilled  in  the  principles  and  rules  which  govern  the  science  of  this 
Bubject. 

THE  ADVANCED  THEORY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  work  in  this  department  illustrates  the  theory  oi  advanced  ac- 
counting as  applied  to  the  various  branches  of  business.  The  student  is 
here  provided  with  books  specially  ruled  and  printed,  which  combine  many 
labor-saving  methods  in  recording  the  transactions  which  would  occur  in 
the  following  branches  of  business:  Jobbing,  Manufacturing,  Hardware, 
Lumber,  Wholesale  Tea  and  Coffee,  Installment  and  General  Agency.  Pro- 
duce Commission,  Joinl  Stock  Companies,  Banking,  etc.  In  all  of  these 
branches  of  trade,  modern  features  and  technicalities  are  carefully  ex- 
plained. Haying  satisfactorily  completed  this  work,  the  studenl  is  pre- 
pared to  enter  the 

INTER-COMMUNICATION    DEPARTMENT. 

The  work  in  this  departmenl  is  performed  by  means  of  actual  cor- 
respondence with  n  large  Dumber  of  leading  business  colleges  in  the  land. 
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It  is  conducted  through  the  V.  S.  mails  and  represents  the  work  of  Banking, 
Wholesaling,  Commission,  Jobbing,  and  Transportation.  All  stationery 
and  postage  required  for  the  work  of  rhis  department,  are  furnished  b.y  the 
Institution. 

BUSINESS  LAW. 

Although  the  student  is  carefully  drilled  in  the  execution  of  business 
paper  while  pursuing  the  study  of  book-keeping,  a  course  in  Commercial 
Law  is  added  to  supplement  his  knowledge.  It  is  not  expected  that  the 
student  will  acquire  a  professional  knowledge  of  the  subject,  as  this  would 
require  a  thorough  course  in  a  school  of  law.  The  purpose  is  to  acquaint 
him  thoroughly  with  the  legal  principles  which  constitute  the  foundation 
of  business  law. 

ARITHMETIC  AND  RAPID  CALCULATIONS. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  work  in  these  branches,  and  very  com- 
plete courses  are  offered.  No  student  can  expect  to  progress  satisfactorily 
in  the  science  of  accounts,  without  having  a  thorough  understanding  of  the 
subject  of  arithmetic.  A  half-hour  each  day  is  devoted  to  exercises  in  rapid 
addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  division,  fractions,  interest,  discount, 
averaging  accounts,  etc.  These  drills  are  of  the  greatest  value,  making 
the  students  not  only  rapid  and  accurate,  but  giving  them  confidence  in 
themselves.  A  speed  of  120  figures  per  minute  in  rapid  addition  is  re- 
quired for  graduation. 

CIVIL  GOVERNMENT. 

This  subject  is  taught  in  such  a  manner  as  to  acquaint  the  student  with 
the  functions  of  the  various  parts  of  the  governmental  machinery,  the  rela- 
tions of  the  States  to  each  other  and  the  General  Government,  and  such 
other  facts  as  will  enable  him  to  perform  intelligently  the  duties  of 
citizenship. 


Courses  in  Phonography  and  Typewriting. 

The  principal  aim  of  this  course  is  to  fit  young  men  and  women  for 
positions  as  stenographers  or  private  secretaries.  A  teacher's  course  is 
offered  to  graduates  of  this  department.  The  instruction  is  individual  and 
so  suited  to  the  peculiarities  of  each  student  as  to  bring  out  the  best  results 
possible. 

PHONOGRAPHY. 

The  Pitman  System  of  Phonography,  which  for  half  a  century  has  been 
the  standard,  is  used.    In  order  to  avoid  confusion  and  save  time  no  word

is  given  until  everv  principle  governing  it-  approved  outline  has  been  ex- 
plained.  This  omission  of  the  "Corresponding"  style  is  s  Bpecial  feature  of 
this  college.  The  practical  pari  is  introduced  from  the  Brat,  matter  being 
dictated  to  thestudenl  .-n  each  lesson,  thus  accustoming  him  to  writing 
w  luii  he  hears. 

TYPEWRITING. 

There  are  furnished  of  the  latest  pattern  of  Remington  Typewriters  a 
Dumber  sufficient  to  allow  each  student  two  hours,  or  more,  per  day.  The 
most  improved  "all-finger"  method  is  taught.  This  leads  to  writing  by 
"touch;"  i.  '•..  without  referring  to  the  key-board  to  any  extent;  thus  reliev- 
ing the  eye  of  the  strain  oi  watching  the  bright  keys,  and  doing  away  with 
its  ruinous  struggle  to  accommodate  itself  to  the  everchanging  distances 
from  the  eye  to  the  key-board  and  to  the  notes.  But  "touch-writing"  pre- 
eminently promotes  s] <1.  by  enabling  the  operator  to  read  continuously 

from  his  shorthand  notes  and  thus  prevent  annoyance  and  delay  arising 
from  loss  of  place.  The  proper  form  is  given  for  hills,  account-sales,  sched- 
ules, legal  notices,  wills,  court-headings,  abstracts  of  titles  and  various 
other  forms:  while  notes,  reports,  programs,  «'t<-..  receive  there  proper 
attention.  The  mechanism  of  the  machine  is  explained,  as  well  as  its  ap- 
pliances  for  writing  on  postal  cards  or  note  paper,  directing  envelopes, 
regulating  the  margins,  etc.,  and  the  student  is  drilled  in  their  use.  II  le 
also  taught  the  various  methods  oi  manifolding  (writing  from  two  to  a 
dozen  or  more  copies  at  one  time),  and  how  to  use  the  hektograph  and 
mimeograph  in  connection  with  the  typewriter.  The  learner's  originality 
in  producing  neat  and  unique  work  is  encouraged,  and  great  stress  is  laid 
upon  attaining  as  high  a  rate  of  speed  as  is  consistent  with  accuracy  and 
neat  n< 

THE  PRACTICE  DEPARTMENT. 

To  properly  fit  ths  student,  the  daily  routine  of  office  work  is  con- 
stan tan tly  gone  through  with.  Large  numbers  of  actual  business  letters 
are  dictated  to  the  student,  who  takes  them  down  in  phonography  and 
then  transcribes  his  notes  neatly  and  quickly  upon  the  typewriter.  All 
workis  handed  in  to  be  criticised;  the  errors  are  marked  plainly  and  the 
sheets  returned  to  the  student,  to  be  correctly  rewritten.  Tims  his  atten- 
tion is  vividly  called  to  his  deficiencies,  and  the  importance  of  absolute 
accuracy  is  repeatedly  impressed  upon  him.  Daily  suggestions  are  given  as 
to  the  neatest  and  most  approved  manner  of  preparing  typewritten  mat- 
ter, paragraphing,  punctuation,  capitalization,  and  syllabication,  as   well 

various  hints  as   to  the  proper  use  of  language  in  business  correspon- 
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deuce.  This  is  made  one  of  the  most  valuable  features  of  the  course,  involv- 
ing-, as  it  does,  the  application  of  the  principles  learned  in  the  classes 
devoted  to  spelling,  grammar,  etc.  The  various  methods  of  letter  press 
copying  are  taught,  each  student  copying  his  approved  work  into  the 
proper  books,  according  to  one  of  these  methods.  Due  attention  is  given 
to  drill  in  folding  of  letters,  directing  of  envelopes,  indexing,  filing,  etc. 
SPEED-CLASSES,  DRILL,  ETC. 
The  graded  speed-classes,  both  in  phonography  and  typewriting,  pro- 
duce marked  improvements  combined  with  good  work.  The  students  can 
read  their  phonographic  notes  fluently;  they  are  also  able  to  read  11k* 
writing  of  each  other,  as  well  as  the  phonography  in  the  Benn  Pitman  pho- 
nographic publications. 

Collateral  Branches. 


The  following  subjects  are  offered  without  extra  charge  to  students  in 
either  of  the  two  foregoing  courses: 

BUSINESS  WRITING. 

The  ability  to  acquire  a  clean,  legible,  rapid  business  hand  is  not  an 
inherited  gift;  any  person  of  good  intelligence  may  secure  such  a  hand, 
unless  physically  incapacitated.  The  time  required  to  accomplish  this 
result  varies  from  three  months  to  one  year,  and  is  dependent  upon 
previous  opportunities,  natural  aptitude,  etc. 

SPELLING  AND  DEFINING. 

Daily  written  exercises  of  graded  work  are  given.  The  student  is  not 
only  taught  how  to  spell  and  pronounce  words,  but  is  required  to  define 
and  memorize  them,  thus  greatly  increasing  his  readiness  in  the  use  of 
English. 

PRACTICAL   GRAMMAR    AND  LETTER-WRITING. 

The  ability  to  write  the  English  language  fluently  and  correctly  is  a 
great  accomplishment  for  any  young  man  or  woman.  Special  attention  is, 
therefore,  given  to  grammatical  drill,  and  to  the  correct  use  of  the  English 
language  in  speaking  and  writing. 

BUSINESS  CORRESPONDENCE. 

This  feature  of  the  course  aims  to  give  the  pupil  such  suggestions  re- 
garding the  requisites  of  correspondence  as  will  enable  him  to  construct, 
arrange,  paragraph,  and  punctuate  a  business  letter,  so  that  it  shall  con- 
\i  ,\  its  intended  meaning  without  verbiage  or  confusion  and  shall  appear 
to  the  best  advantage.  The  instruction  in  this  subject  is  separate  for  each 
-course. 
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Further  Information. 

BUILDING. 
The  College  Building  is  an  imposing  tour-story  brick  structure,  which 
has  been  erected  at  a  cosl  of  f  45,000.  It  is  neatly  and  comfortably  fur- 
nished throughout  and  is  heated  with  steam.  Nothing  which  can  add  to 
comfort,  convenience,  and  utility  ofa  first  class  school  has  been  omitted  in 
the  general  equipment. 

RECITATION  HOURS. 
Tin4  regular  hours  of  study  and  recitations  are  from  9  A.  M.  to  4  P.  M.. 
five  days  of  the  week.    Two  hours  per  week  are  set  aside  for  physical  train- 
ing in  a  well  equipped  gymnasium. 

REPORTS. 
Monthly  reports  of  attendance  and  general  standing  are  mailed  to 
parents  or  guardians,  upon  request . 

DIPLOMA. 
Students  who  complete  either  the  business  or  shorthand  course,  and 
whose  examinations  and  general  proficiency  entitle  them  to  graduation, 
are  awarded  a  diploma  and  certificate  of  graduation.  This  diploma,  for 
which  a  charge  of  $1  is  made,  will  be  delivered  at  the  annual  commence- 
ment exercises  of  the  commercial  department. 

TEXT-BOOKS  AND  STATIONERY. 
The  cost  of  text-books  and  stationery  ior  the  full  business  course  varies 
from  #10  to  $13;  for  the  phonography  and  typewriting  course,  from  $5  to 
."5*.     Blank  books  and  forms  are  made  to  order  from  the  best  quality  of 
paper.

TIME  REQUIRED. 

To  complete  fche  business  course,  the  bright,  ambitious  atudeni  averages 
about  nine  months,  although  many  remain  longer  t  han  t his.  Students  are 
advanced  as  rapidly  as  is  consistent  with  thorough  work. 

To  become  proficient  enough  in  phonography,  typewriting,  etc.,  to  fill 
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a  first-class  situation  acceptably,  the  average  learner  requires  from  five  to 
eighl  months;  but  students  acquainted  with  business  forms,  and  already 
well  drilled  in  spelling,  grammar,  punctuation,  etc.,  have  been  prepared  in 
three  to  five  mouths  sufficiently  well  to  take  fairly  good  positions.  Unless 
compelled  to  do  so  by  special  circumstances,  it  is  not  advisable  to  rush 
unduly  through  the  work,  as  those  who  take  a  thorough  course  are 
practically  certain  of  higher  salary  and  more  permanent  employment. 
SPECIAL  ADVANTAGES. 

This  department  stands  in  the  closest  relationship  to  the  other  depart- 
ments of  Augustan  a  College  and  Theological  Seminary,  and  students  in  the 
former  have  access  to  any  class  in  the  literary  departments,  either  as 
visitors  or  members,  without  extra  charge.  This  intimate  connection  can- 
not but  act  fovorable  upon  all  who  take  the  business  or  shorthand  course, 
as  it  spurs  them  on  to  greater  efforts,  and  broadens  them,  by  reminding 
them  that  all  is  not  contained  in  the  debits  or  credits  of  an  account,  nor 
bounded  by  a  few  rules' in  "Winged  Art."  Furthermore,  a  business  man 
needs  the  "ease  and  grace"  that  comes  from  contact  with  others;  and  this 
intermingling  of  a  large  number  of  well-informed,  zealous  students,  having 
varied  tastes  and  ambitions,  and  representing  all  parts  of  the  United  States, 
as  well  as  portions  of  Canada  and  Europe,  cannot  but  have  much  of  the 
desired  effect. 

APPLICATIONS    FOR   ADMISSION. 

Instruction  being  largely  individual,  students  may  enter  at  any  time. 
All  applications  for  admission,  or  requests  for  further  information,  should 
be  addressed  to  the  President  of  the  Institution. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

Government. 
This  Institition  is  owned,  supported,  and  controlled  by  the  Scandi- 
navian Evangelical  Lutheran  Angustana  Synod,  [ts  governing  body  is  8 
Board  ol  Directors  composed  of  eight  members— four  ministers  and  four 
laymen— elected  by  the  synod  for  a  term  offour  years.  Regular  meetings  of 
tlir  Board  are  held  at  the  Institution  on  the  firsl  Wednesday  of  each 
month. 


Faculties. 

All  matters  pertaining  to  the  Institution  as  a  whole  which  do  not 
come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  the  President  are  in 
the  hands  of  the  General  Faculty,  which  is  composed  of  all  the  permanent 
professors  of  the  Institution. 

There  are  four  Special  Fuculties  in  charge  of  the  lollowing-  departments 
respectively:  the  Theological  Seminary:  the  Collegiate,  Preparatory,  and 
Normal  Departments;  tie-  Conservatory  of  Music;  and  the  Business  College 
and  School  of  Phonography.  Each  special  faculty  is  composed  of  all  the 
regular  professors  in  the  respective  department. 

The  President  of  the  Institution  is  ex  officio  chairman  of  each  facultv. 


Division  of  the  School  Year. 

Tie-  school  year  of  thirty  six  weeks  is  divided  into  two  terms;  the  Fall 
Term,  embracing  a  period  of  sixteen  weeks  (September — December),  and  the 
Spring  Term,  embracing  a  period  of  twenty  weeks  (January — June).  In 
the  Theological  Seminary  there  is  an  Easter  vacation  of  two  weeks. 


Public  Worship. 
Chapel  services,  which  .ill  students  are  required  to  attend,  are  held  in 
the  chapel  every  school  day  morning,  conducted  by  the  President,  assisted 
by  members  of  the  theological  and  collegiate  faculties.  Divine  services, 
alternately  in  the  Swedish  and  English  languages,  are  held  in  the  chapel 
each  Sunday  evening  during  term  time,  in  which  the  full  church  service  i> 
rendered.  All  students  living  at  the  college  are  expected  to  attend  these 
services.  General  and  class  prayer-meetings  are  held  each  week  by  the 
students. 
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Regulations. 

There  are  but  few  specific  rules  of  government  as  each  student-  is  ex- 
pected to  be  examplary  in  manners  and  morals  and  to  deport  himself  as 
becomes  a  student  of  a  Christian  institution. 

The  attendance  of  such  students  only  is  desired  as  will  make  faithful 
use  of  the  educational  opportunities  afforded. 

Intemperance,  profanity,  theater  going,  the  use  of  tobacco  in  any  form, 
playing  at  cards  and  billiards,  and  whatever  hinders  the  highest  mental, 
moral,  and  religious  culture,  or  violates  the  courtesy  due  to  instructors  or 
fellow  students,  are  prohibited. 


Expenses. 

The  necessary  expenses  are  exceedingly  low.  Each  item  is  reduced  to 
the  very  lowest  so  as  to  bring  the  advantages  of  a  thorough  education 
within  the  reach  of  all.  The  total  necessary  expenses  for  the  entire  school 
year  range  from  $135.  to  $175. 

By  applying  to  the  General  Manager,  Rev.  J.  Jesperson,  rooms  heated 
and  furnished  may  be  secured  at  the  Institution  for  about  $12  a  year. 

Board  may  be  had  at  the  dining  hall  for  $2.25  a  week,  or  in  private 
families  with  furnished  rooms  for  $3.00  to  $3.50  a  week.

The  rooms  are  carpeted,  furnished,  lighted,  and  heated, 
but  each  occupant  is  expected  to  provide  herself  with  combs,  toilet  soap, 
towels,  one  pair  of  sheets,  one  pillow,  two  pillow-cases,  one  counterpane, 
and  blankets  or  a  heavy  comforter.  No  efforts  are  spared  to  make  the  hall 
an  attractive  home  for  young  ladies.

The  Library,  occupying  part  of  the  third  floor  of  the  main  building, 

contains  about  15. ooo  volumes  and  pamphlets.    It   is  kept  open  at  least 
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one  hour  every  week-day,  and  all  students  and  officers  of  tin-  Institution 
are  entitled  bo  the  free  use  of  it.  During  the  present  .school-year  new  cases 
have  been  procured,  and  the  books  have  been  rearranged  and  classified. 
Some  over  2,000  volumes  have  been  added,  some  by  purchase  but  the 
gTeater  part  by  donation. 

A iiion<>-  the  many  valuable  donations  received  during  the  year  the 
following  may  be  mentioned  as  the  most  important: 

The  library  of  the  late  Doctor  Hasselquist,  containing  about  1,200  vol- 
umes and  a  large  number  of  pamphlets,  purchased  and  donated  conjointly 
by  the  Iowa  and  Illinois  conferences;  and  the  libraries  of  the  Adelphic  and 
Phrenokosmian  societies,  the  former  containing  259  volumes  and  pamph- 
lets and  the  latter  about  50,  each  donated  by  the  respective  society.

A  reading  Room,  on  the  second  floor  of  the  main  building,  containing 
some  over  forty  leading  newspapers  and  periodicals,  is  accessible  to 
students  every  week-day  free  of  charge.  The  room  has  recently  been  paint- 
ed and  supplied  with  new  furniture. 


Museum. 

The  Museum  of  Natural  History  was  founded  by  Dr.  Josua  Lindahl,  and 
most  of  the  material  now  contained  in  the  zoological  and  botanical  cab- 
inets has  been  secured  through  his  exertions.  These  cabinets  include  repre- 
sentatives of  all  classes  and  orders,  and  of  most  of  the  families  of  the 
animal  and  plant  kingdoms.  The  specimens  are  arranged  in  their  natural 
order  according  to  the»best  systems.  The  principal  accessions  during  the 
year  has  been  fossils.  Suitable  cases  have  been  procured  during  the  year 
for  the  geological,  ethnographical,  and  numismatic  collections.  The  geolog- 
ical collections  comprise  two  cases  of  minerals,  two  of  rocks,  four  of  speci- 
mens illustrating  dynamic  geology,  two  of  specimens  illustrating  the  strati- 
graphical  succession  in  the  geological  system,  two  of  fossil  plants,  and  two 
*of  fossil  animals.   The  mineralogical  case  has  been  arranged  by  C.  A.  Olson, 
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class  of  '93.  A.  R.  Vallquist,  '93,  C.  C.  Olson,  and  S.  .1.  Sebelius  bave  also 
assisted  in  i  he  Museum. 

A  collection  of  crystalline  rocks  from  bhe  vicinity  of  Baltimore,  M<1.. 
was  procured  by  t  he  curator  while  .-it  Johns  Bopkins  University  on  leave  of 
absence  lasl  winter. 

A  collection  of  bird's  m-sts  and  bird's  eggs  1ms  been  collected  and  ar- 
ranged by  0.  A.  Johnson,  class  of  }93.  Donations  to  this  collection  have 
beeu  received  from  Joseph  Jesperson,  Etockford,  111.:  A.  .J.  Holmquist,  Bur- 
lington, la.:  and  Carl  Johnson,  Des  Moines,  la.

Historical  and   Numismatic  Cabinet. 

The  Ethuographical  and  Historical  Collection  contains  numerous  and 
valuable  specimens  from  India  and  Palestine;  relics  of  the  late  war;  and 
implements,  weapons,  amulets,  and  personal  ornaments  of  the  American 
Indians. 

The  Numismatic  Collection  consists  ot  over  1.200  specimens  of  gold, 
silver,  copper,  and  bronze  coins,  together  with  medals  and  tokens.  There 
is  also  a  large  collection  of  postage  and  revenue  stamps,  old  paper  money. 
fractional  currency,  foreign  and  confederate  notes,  and  continental  and 
colonial  paper  money.

Laboratories. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  in  the  new  building  is  furnished  with  the 
necessary  apparatus  and  a  full  supply  of  re-agents  for  the  laboratory  work 
in  Descriptive  and  Analytical  Chemistry. 

The  Biological  Laboratory  occupies  a  well  lighted  and  spacious  room 
on  the  first  floor.  It  is  conveniently  furnished  with  tables  and  chairs,  and 
is  supplied  with  a  small  aquarium,  a  hydrant,  and  cases  for  students' 
instruments  and  for  re-agents.  A  set  of  twelve  of  Queen  &  Co's  Acme  No.  5 
compound  microscopes  make  a  most  valuable  part  of  the  equipments. 
During  the  year  cases  have  been  provided  for  the  collection  of  objects  con- 
stantly used  in  the  various  classes  in  Natural  History.  Towards  defraying 
the  expenses  of  this  addition,  the  students  have  given  most  valuable  aid. 
The  proceeds  of  entertainments  given  during  the  Christmas  vacation  by 
Messrs.  G.  L.  Peterson,  Orlando  Peterson,  J.  A.  Huglin,  0.  J.  Nelson,  and 
C.  J.  Nelson  were  kindly  donated  to  the  laboratory.  Messrs.  F.  A.  Sea- 
strand,  N.  N.  Hammar,  Gustaf  Anderson,  and  S.  N.  Elvin  have  also  assisted 
in  raising  funds  for  the  same  purpose.  Advertisements  in  a  little  pamphlet, 
the  students'  schedule,  by  business  men  in  the  twin  cities  procured  an  ad- 
ditional sum  of  $ 50,  which  has  also  been  devoted  to  the  fitting  up  of  the 
laboratory. 

A  very  valuable  donation  was  recently  made  by  Mr.  A.  F.  Hill  of  Rock 
Island,  in  the  gift  to  the  laboratory  of  a  prepared  human  skeleton.  The 
donation  had  formerly  been  the  property  of  his  son, 

Fingal  Guy  Hill, 
who  was  studying  at  this  Institution  with  a  view  to  preparing  himself  for 
a  course  in  a  medical  college.    While  sailing  with  a  few  friends  on  the 
Mississippi,  April  2,1892,  he  was  accidentally  drowned,  and  the  donation 
was  made  in  memory  of  him. 


Literary  Societies. 

There  are  three  literary  societies  at  the  Institution — the  Phrenokos- 
mian,  organized  in  1860,  the  Adelphic,  organized  in  1883,  and  the  Ionian 
(exclusively  for  ladies),  organized  in  1892.  The  first  two  hold  their  meet- 
ings in  their  respective  halls  on  Friday  evening  each  week,  and  the  last  on 
Wednesday  evening  every  other  week.    The  exercises,  consisting  of  essays, 
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debates,  orations,  declamations,  music,  criticisms  etc.,  are  Interesting  and 
highly  beneficial.  These  societies  are  valuable  auxiliaries  in  preparing 
students  for  the  activities  of  professional  life.  A  wholesome  rivalry  exists 
between  these  societies,  and  ye1  bhey  work  together  in  the  greatesl  har- 
mony and  good  will.  All  students  of  the  Institution  are  eligible  to  mem- 
bership, 'lne  officers  of  each  are  a  president,  a  nce-president,  a  recording 
secretary,  a  corresponding  secretary,  and  a  treasurer. 


The  Lyceum. 

Recognizing  the  increased  advantages  of  combined  efforts,  the  literary 

societies  a1  the  Institution,  for  the  better  promotion  of  the  literary  and 
oratorical  interests  of  their  members,  have  united  to  form  the  Lyceum. 
For  the  benefit  of  students,  a  series  of  Lectures  and  concerts  is  given  each 
year,  to  which  the  citizens  of  the  neighboring  cities  are  always  cordially 
invited.  The  large  attendance  at  these  entertainments  has  sufficiently 
attested  their  popularity  and  merit.  A  contest  for  oratorical  honors  was 
held  last  year,  at  which  prizes  to  the  amount  of  forty  dollars  were 
awarded.  During  the  present  year  a  similar  contest — this  time  in  the 
Swedish  language — was  held,  at  which  prizes  of  an  equal  amount  were 
given. 

A  modest  literary  annual,  called  Balder,  was  attempted  in  the  spring 
of  1890.  Its  unlooked-for  success  proved  the  wisdom  of  the  plan  and 
warrented  the  continuance  of  its  publication.  In  1892  the  name  was 
changed  to  The  Lyceum  Annual  under  which  name  it  goes  forth  this  year 
in  an  edition  of  four  thousand  copies. 

'I'h"  funds  accuring  from  this  publication  will,  no  doubt,  ultimately  be 
used  by  the  Lyceum  in  the  erection  of  some  useful  and  fitting  memorial 
such  as  a  society  building  or  lecture  hall.  The  present  year  a  donation  of 
seven  iy  five  dollars  has  been  made  towards  defraying  the  expense  of  build- 
in-  the  stone  w.ill   fronting  the  college  grounds  on  seventh  avenue.

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Musical  Organizations. 

Besides  the  Chorus,  which  is  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  Griffith,  there 
are  a  number  of  student  organizations,  chief  among-  which  are  the  follow- 
ing: The  Augustana  Silver  Cornet  Band,  organized  in  1874,  Louis  Ostrom, 
present  leader;  The  Ambrose  Male  Quartet:  Messrs.  C.  A.  Wendell,  Otto 
Anderson,  E.  Floreen,  and  I.  M.  Anderson;  The  Philodoi  Female  Quartet: 
Misses  Agnes  Branney,  Dina  Dahn,  Netta  C.  Bartholomew,  and  Anna 
Westman.  The  two  quartets  have  been  orgauized  during  the  present 
school  year.  The  Philodoi  Quartet  gave  a  series  of  concerts  during  the 
Christmas  vacation,  the  proceeds  of  which  they  devoted  to  carpeting  the 
chancel  and  pulpit  platform  ot  the  chapel,  and  the  purchase  of  a  handsome 
oak  pulpit  and  chairs,  and  the  furnishing  of  electric  side-lights  for  the 
large  window'  in  the  chapel. 


Location  and  Buildings. 

Rock  Island,  a  city  of  about  fifteen  thousand  inhabitants,  is  beautifully 
located  on  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi  river.  The  bold  bluffs  on  the  Illinois 
side  of  the  river  here  recede  to  the  distance  of  about  a  mile,  leaving  a 
beautiful  and  gently  rising  plain,  upon  which  the  city  is  built.  In  beauty 
of  scenery,  healthfulness  of  location  and  climate,  Rock  Island  stands  fore- 
most among  Illinois  towns.  Four  great  lines  of  railroad,  the  Chicago, 
Rock  Island,  and  Pacific;  the  Chicago,  Burlington,  and  Quincy;  the 
Chicago,  Milwaukee,  and  St.  Paul;  and  the  Rock  Island  and  Peoria, 
centre  here,  rendering  the  city  easy  oi  access  from  all  •  parts  of  the  country. 
The  Institution  is  situated  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city  near  the  base  of  a 
prominent  bluff,  from  which  the  view  is  both  striking  and  picturesque. 
Opposite  lies  the  city  of  Davenport,  Iowa,  commandingly  located  on  the 
bluffs  which  rise  almost  directly  from  the  river.  To  the  east,  the  eye  rests 
on  the  tall  chimneys  of  the  busy  city  of  Moline  rendered  famous  by  her 
manufactures.  Directly  in  front  of  the  college  grounds,  in  the  middle  of 
the  river,  is  seen  the  government  island  of  Rock  Island,  containing  over 
nine  hundred  acres  of  land  upon  which  the  government's  largest  arsenal 
is  built.  On  the  lower  end  of  the  island  rests  the  iron  railroad  and  wagon 
bridge  which  spans  the  river  at  this  point,  thus  rendering  Davenport  easily 
accessible. 

The  grounds  of  the  Institution  consist  of  twenty-six  acres,  bounded 
on  the  north  by  7th  avenue,  on  the  east  by  38th  street,  on  the  west  by 
35th  street,  and  on  the  south  stretching  up  to  the  top  of  the  bluff  and 
terminating  in  picturesque  woodland.    One  of  the  street  car  lines  extend- 
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in--  from  the  business  parts  of  Rock  [aland  bo  those  of  Moline  and  passing 
by  all  of  the  passenger  depots  of  both  cities,  also  passes  by  the  corner  of 
the  college  grounds  on  7 1  h  ayenne  and  -'Vs t  li  Btreet. 

The  following  buildings  belonging  bo  bhe  Institution,  are  located  on 
the  grounds: 

The  new  College  Huilding,  occupied  since  February,  L888,  is  located 
near  bhe  centre  of  the  north  side  of  the  grounds,  fronting  7th  avenue.  It  is 
a  magnificent  stone  structure  of  the  pure  Renaissance  style,  used  exclusively 
for  educational  purposes.  The  basement  and  the  firsl  floor  are  devoted  bo 
the  recitation  rooms  and  lecture  halls  of  the  Collegiate  and  Preparatory 
Departments,  the  Laboratories,  and  the  President's  and  Treasurer'a  offices. 
The  second  door  contains  the  recitation  rooms  and  lecture  halls  of  the 
Theological  Department,  bhe  Reading  Room.  Cable  Hall,  and  the  Chapel, 
which  occupies  two  Btories.  The  third  floor  is  given  to  the  Conservatory 
of  Music  thf  Library,  and  the  Museum. 

The  Old  College  Building,  occupied  sine.'  1875,  is  a  large  brick  struct- 
ure situated  on  7th  avenue,  east  of  the  new  building.  It  is  devoted 
principally  to  students'  rooms,  the  house-hold  department,  and  class- 
rooms of  the  Business  College  and  School  of  Phonography. 

Jubilee  Hall,  a  frame  building  with  a  seating  capacity  of  about  three 
thousand,  built  in  1883  as  an  assembly  hall  for  public  occasions,  is  located 
on  a  retired  parr  of  the  grounds  and  used  now  as  a  gymnasium. 

In  addition  to  these  buildings,  bherearetwo  frame  dwelling  bouses  on 
35th  street  and  a  double  brick  dwelling  on  38th  street,  the  western  half  of 
which  is  occupied  by  the  President  and  the  eastern  half  is  used  as  a  Ladies' 
Hall. 


Improvements  on  Buildings  and  Grounds- 

Through  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  General  Manager,  Rev.  J.  Jesper- 
Bon,  a  greal  aumber  of  improvements  have  been  made,  during  bhe  year,  on 
the  mound-  and  buildings  of  the  Institution.  A  massive  stone  wall  750 
feet  lone-  and  4% feel  high  has  been  built  on  the  front  end  of  the  grounds 
alone  7th  avenue.  The  contract  was  let  to  Mr.  Gust  Ed  of  Moline  ,i' 
-S4.40.",.  A  similar  wall  will  be  built  alone-  bhe  easi  side  of  the  ground-  as 
Boon  as38thstree1  is  graded  down.  There  has  also  been  a  great  deal  of 
grading  done  on  the  grounds  around  the  buildings.  The  old  wooden  side- 
walks have  been  replaced  by  fine  artificial  -tone  walks  by  Messrs.  Peterson 
&  Beckman  of  Minneapolis,  Minn. 

All  the  halls  in  the  new  building  have  been  frescoed;  and  the  two 
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Lecture  rooms  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  the  Swedish,  English,  and 
History  rooms  of  the  college,  a  cloak  room,  and  a  reading  room  have  all 
been  tastefully  painted.  The  work  has  been  done  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Dierolf  of 
Moline,  111.  The  cost  of  the  painting  has  been  defrayed  principally  by 
individual  professors  and  students. 

The  improvements  in  the  biological  laboratory,  the  museum,  the 
library,  the  reading  room,  and  in  the  chapel  by  the  Philodoi  Quartet  have 
been  mentioned  elsewhere. 

A  Massive  stone  portico  on  the  front  side  of  the  new  building  has  been 
built  by  Mr.  August  Stenstrom  of  Burlington,  Iowa,  at  a  cost  of  $2,274.50. 
A  majestic  dome  has  also  been  erected  on  the  new  building  at  a  cost  ot 
$4,32  4.00.  The  contract  was  let  to  Messrs.  Sievers  and  Anderson  of  Rock 
Island,  111. 

The  cost  of  these  various  improvements  may  be  summarized  as  follows:

A  large  part  of  this  sum  has  already  been  collected,  and  subscriptions 
and  donations  are  continually  coming  in.  This  money  is  raised  by  special 
subscriptions,  donations,  dollar  subscriptions,  and  contributions  from  the 
young  people's  societies  and  the  Sunday  school  children  of  the  synod. 


Historical  Sketch. 

About  the  year  1845  a  stream  of  immigration  began  from  the  Scandi- 
navian countries  to  the  United  States.  Settlements  were  made  in  northern 
Illinois  and  Iowa,  and  later  in  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  and  other  states. 
These  immigrants  had  been  members  of  the  Lutheran  church  in  the  mother 
country,  and  were  as  a  rule  a  religious  and  ehurchly  people.  Earnest,  pious 
men  came  over  as  pastors,  and  Lutheran  congregations  were  early 
established  among  both  Swedes  and  Norwegians.  At  the  organization  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Northern  Illinois  in  1851,  several 
Scandinavian  pastors  were  present  and  took  part  in  the  organization.  The 
scattered  Scandinavian  and  American  Lutherans  in  this  section  of  the  coun- 
try were  thus  joined  in  one  synod.    The  Scandinavians  increased  rapidly 
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and  before  L860  they  constituted  about  one  half  of  tin-  synod,  and  formed 
three  separate  conferences.  This  Bynod  and  other  Lutheran  bodies  in  the 
WV.M  establish*  d  a  school,  known  as  the  Illinois  State  University  a1  Spring- 
field, III.,  for  the  special  purpose  of  educating  Lutheran  ministers.  At  a 
meeting  ofthe  synod  in  L855,  fche  question  of  establishing  a  Scandinavian 
professorship  at  the  university  was  favorably  considered,  and  al  a  subse- 
quent meeting  a  resolution  bo  establish  such  professorship  was  adopted. 
Rev.  L.  P.  EsbjSrn,  theinosl  prominenl  of  the  pioneer  pastors,  was  elected 
to  the  chair.  Be  entered  Upon  his  duties  in  the  fall  ol  L858,  and  Berved 
two  years.  Owing  to  various  difficulties,  Prof.  Esbjora  resigned  this 
professorship  in  the  spring  of  1860.  Differences  with  regard  fco  the  doctrin- 
al basis  of  the  synod  had  existed  from  the  beginning  between  the  Scandi- 
navian and  American  members.  Professor  Esbjorn's  resignation  brought 
matters  to  a  crisis.  The  Scandinavians  met  in  convention  in  Chicago,  111., 
April  i?ri — 28,1860,  and  alter  long  deliberation  unanimously  resolved  to 
withdraw  from  the  synod,  to  organize  a  synod  for  themselves,  and  to 
establish  a  theological  seminary  of  their  own.  The  organization  of  the 
synod,  which  was  to  be  known  as  the  Scandinavian  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Augustana  Synod,  was  completed  at  a  subsequent  convention  held  at 
Jefferson  Prairie  near  Clinton,  Wis..  June  5 — 11,  the  same  year. 

It  is  to  this  meeting  that  Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary 
tra<-.-s  its  origin.  It  was  temporarily  located  at  Chicago,  but  removed  to 
Paxton  in  1863,  and  thence  to  Rock  Island  in  1875,  where  it  is  now 
permanently  located.  At  first  it  was  known  as  Augustana  Seminary  and 
embraced  a  preparatory  and  a  theological  department.  The  courses  were 
not  definitely  arranged  for  several  years,  and  students  not  infrequently 
studied  in  both  departments  at  the  same  time.  The  Institution  was  in- 
corporated under  the  general  law  of  Illinois  in  1863  and  named  Augustana 
College  and  Seminary,  and  afterwards  by  a  special  act  of  the  legislature, 
in  1865,  a  charter  was  granted,  which  was  amended  by  a  supplementary 
ac1  by  the  same  body  in  1869,  since  which  time  the  Institution  has  been 
known  by  its  present  name. 

Instruction  was  given  in  college  classes  as  early  as  1866,  but  it  was 
not  till  ten  years  later,  in  1*70.  that  a  senior  class  was  formed.  In  1887 
the  Conservatory  oi  .Music  was  added,  and  the  following  year  a  Business 
College  was  organized.  The  latesl  addition,  the  Normal  Department,  was 
established  in  1891. 

The  original  plan  ofthe  seminary  was  to  have  at  least  bhree  professors, 
one  for  each  of  the  three  Leading  Languages  u*<-<\ — Swedish,  Norwegian,  and 
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English.  This  plan  was  not  fully  realized  until  1868,  when  Rev.  S.  L. 
Harkey  was  elected  to  the  chair  of  the  English  language  and  Rev.  A. 
Wenaas  bo  that  of  the  Norwegian.  The  whole  plan,  however,  was  com- 
pletely changed  in  1870,  when  the  Norwegians  Avithdrew  and  organized  a 
separate  synod  and  established  an  institution  of  their  own. 

The  courses  of  instruction  in  the  theological  seminary  were  gradually 
made  to  embrace  two  years,  and  from  1874  there  were  two  regular  classes 
in  the  seminary  until  1890,  when  the  university  plan  was  adopted,  and 
the  instruction  was  arranged  in  distinct  and  independent  courses.  This 
plan  was  approved  by  the  synod  in  1891.  The  number  of  courses  was 
first  fourteen,  but  has  been  increased  to  eighteen  during  the  present  year. 
Ten  departments  of  instruction  have  gradually  been  established  in  the 
college  proper,  viz:  Swredish,  English  and  Philosophy,  Latin,  Greek,  Modern 
Languages,  Christianity,  History  and  Political  Science,  Biology  and  Geolo- 
gy, Physics  and  Chemistry,  and  Mathematics  and  Astronomy. 

Swedish  and  English  were  provided  for  in  the  original  plan.  Around 
the  Swredish  chair  clustered  Christianity,  German,  and  the  Classics;  and 
around  the  English  chair,  History,  Philosophy,  Mathematics,  and  the 
Sciences.  As  a  rule  these  subjects  were  taught  in  the  respective  language 
around  which  they  were  grouped.  Latin  and  Swedish  were  for  many  years 
taught  by  the  same  professor,  but  in  1883  Latin  was  made  a  separate 
chair,  and  Swedish  and  Christianity  were  united  into  one  chair  and  taught 
by  two  professors,  one  in  the  college  proper  and  one  in  the  preparatory 
department.  In  1890  both  of  these  professors  resigned,  and  the  two  sub- 
jects were  separated  into  distinct  departments.  Greek  and  German  were 
likewise  united  in  one  chair  for  a  number  of  years,  but  in  1887  the  chair  of 
Modern  Languages  was  established  and  German  was  assigned  to  it.  Greek 
thus  became  a  separate  chair.  Mathematics  and  Natural  Science  were 
separated  in  1881.  The  latter  wTas  further  separated  into  the  chair  of 
Biology  and  Geology,  and  that  of  Physics  and  Chemistry  in  1888.  The 
chair  of  History  and  Political  Science  was  established  in  1884. 

The  Institution  as  a  whole  lias  always  been  open  to  students  of  good 
moral  character  without  regard  to  language,  race,  nationality,  and  creed. 
Lady  students  were  allowed  to  attend  th^  instruction  in  the  various 
classes,  but  were  not  matriculated  until  1886.  The  whole  number  of 
Students  enrolled  at  the  Institution  during  the  33  years  of  its  existence  is 
1795.  Of  these  1528  have  been  male  and  267  female  students,  944  have 
been  natives  af  Sweden,  605  natives  of  this  country  but  of  Swedish  parent- 
age, 171  Americans,  35  Norwegians,  and  the  remaining  41  various  nation- 
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j>liti»-s.  (See  the  following  tables).  The  time  spenl  by  each  student  al  the  In- 
stitution, making  due  allowance  for  partial  attendance  each  year,  averagi  a 

two  years   of   nine  months  each.     Of  the  560  students  thai  have  I o 

enrolled  in  the  collegiate  departmenl  only  L40  have  graduated,  and  of  the 
4.'.«;  enrolled  in  the  Beminary  only  342 hare  been  ordained.  4  students  ol 
tin-  collegiate  departmenl  have  taken  their  theological  course  elsewhere 
and  been  ordained  by  the  synod  bo  thai  the  whole  number  of  students 
ordained  to  the  ministry  i>  846,  Of  these  13  were  Norwegians,  one  ol 
whom  »li«'tl  in  L866  and  the  remaining  12  withdrew  in  lv7<».  Of  the  resl 
7  have  been  deposed,  L6  have  withdrawn,  2<>  have  died,  and  284  are  still 
Berving  the  Bynod.

The  Alumni  Association. 

The  Alumni  Association  of  Augustana  College  was  organized  by  the  first 
graduating  class  of  the  college  in  the  spring  of  1877.  With  very  few  excep- 
tions all  the  alumni  are  enrolled  as  members.  Its  objects  are  the  promotion 
of  literary  and  scientific  culture,  especially  in  the  halls  of  the  Alma  Mater, 
the  reunion  of  early  friends  and  co-laborers  in  literary  pursuits,  and  the 
revival  of  the  pleasant  associations  that  entwine  themselves  about  student 
life.  It  holds  its  annual  business  meeting  in  the  morning  of  commence- 
ment day  each  year. 

In  188G  the  Association  decided  to  publish  a  literary,  theological,  and 
scientific  quarterly,  known  as  Lutersk  Kvartalskrift  (Lutheran  Quarterly). 
The  first  number  appeared  in  January  1887.  Its  was  published  until 
January  1889,  when  it  was  discontinued  for  want  of  patronage.  In  1891 
the  Association  again  decided  to  publish  a  periodical,  and  in  September 
1892  the  first  number  of  The  Alumnus  appeared.  The  new  paper  is  a 
monthly,  published  in  magazine  form,  and  is  edited  by  Prof.  P.  G.  Sjoblom. 
The  Alumnus  is  not  to  be  considered  as  merely  an  organ  for  the  interchange 
of  ideas  among  the  alumni  of  the  college,  but  rather  as  a  means  for  uniting 
all  friends  of  the  educational  work  that  is  fostered  by  the  synod.  It  is 
edited  with  scrupulous  care,  is  neatly  illustrated,  and  is  handsomely  and 
tastefully  gotten  up.  The  price  for  one  year  is  only  50  cents.  For  sample 
copy  address  The  Alumnus,  Rock  Island,  111.

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DEPARTMENTS  AND  COURSES. 


The  Institution  comprises  the  following  Beven  departments  or  schools: 
Tin    theological  sbminary,  which  affords  instruction  and  training  in 
.•ill  the  theoretical  and  practical  subjects  necessary  to  a  proper  preparation 
For  the  gospel  ministry  of  the  Evangelical  Lut  beran  <  Ihnrch. 

The  collegiate  department,  which  comprises  three  courses  each  occu- 
pying four  years:  one  Scientific  (ours.-  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science,  and  two  Classical  Courses— one  with  Swedish,  called  the  Classical 
Course,  and  one  without  Swedish,  called  the  English-Classical  Course — each 
leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

The  preparatory  department,  which,  embracing  a  three  years'  eouree, 
is  designed  especially  to  prepare  students  for  entering  college,  and  also  to 
furnish  opportunities  to  those  desiring  a  more  complete  general  education 
than  can  be  obtained  in  the  common  schools. 

The  normal  department,  which  comprises  two  distinct  courses  eacli 
occupying  four  years :  one,  known  as  the  English  Course,  designed  to  pre- 
pare teachers  for  the  public  schools,  and  the  other,  known  as  the  Swedish- 
English  Coins.,  designed  to  prepare  students  for  teaching  in  parochial 
schools. 

Tin.  conservatory  oi  music,  which  embraces  four  departments  or 
courses:  a  Preparatory  Department  affording  instruction  in  the  rudiments 
of  a  general  musical  education ;  a  Graduate  Department  with  courses  lead- 
ing to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music;  an  Organist  Department  designed 
especially  to  train  students  for  organists;  a  Chorus  and  Vocal  Department 
iffording  instruction  and  drill  in  solo,  quartette,  and  chorus  singing. 

The  business  college,  which  affords  young  men  and  women  opportu- 
uities  for  acquiring  a  thorough  business  training  under  Christian  influences. 
The  courses  of  study  are  the  same  as  those  of  other  first  class  business 
colleges  in  this  country. 

The  •*<  bool  of  phonography  and  ti  pewriting,  which  aims  principally 
to  fit  young  men  and  women  for  positions  as   Stenographers  or  private 
taries.    The  instruction  is  individual  and  so  suited  to  the  peculiarities 
of  each  student  as  to  bring  out  the  besl  results  possible.

Courses  of  Study. 


Departments  of  Graduate  Instruction. 

The  whole  course  of  graduate  instruction  is  divided  into  eighteen 
distinct  and  independent  schools,  or  departments,  as  specified  below.  The 
course  in  each  department  is  completed  in  one  year.  The  several  classes  of 
the  various  departments  meet  from  two  to  four  times  a  week,  according-  to 
1  he  extent  and  difficulty  of  the  subject,  and  the  hours  of  lectures  and  recita- 
tions are  so  arranged  as  not  to  conflict.  A  student  may  thus  complete  in 
one  year  whatever  courses  he  selects,  but  he  is  advised  to  take  them  up  in  a 
logical  and  natural  order. 

These  courses  cover  all  the  more  important  subjects  taught  in  the  best 
equipped  theological  seminaries,  and  every  student  expecting  to  enter  the 
ministry  should  be  acquainted  with  them.  The  student  must  pass  rigid 
oral  or  written  examinations  in  each  department  to  become  a  graduate  in 
that  department.  No  one  can  become  a  graduate  of  the  seminary,  until  he 
has  graduated  in  each  separate  school. 

The  peculiar  plan  of  this  Institution  forbids  the  admission  ad  eundem 
gradum  of  students  who  have  taken  part  of  a  course  at  other  seminaries, 
or  at  the  university  of  Upsala  or  Lund.  But  a  student,  in  addition  to  the 
courses  which  he  has  selected,  may  offer  for  examination  whatever  courses 
lie  has  privately  mastered,  but  no  one  can  graduate  from  this  seminary  un- 
less he  has  been  a  regular  resident  for  one  whole  year,  and  that  must  be  the 
last  year  before  graduation. 

Pastors  who  wish  to  graduate  in  separate  departments,  or  in  all  the 
departments,  may  make  arrangements  to  prosecute  their  studies  partly  as 
non-residents. 

To  become  a  graduate  of  a  department,  the  student  must  receive  at 
least  the  testimonial  approbatur  (B,or  6).  In  order  to  receive  the  diploma 
as  full  graduate  of  the  seminary,  the  student  must  graduate  in  all  courses. 
except  Course  II.  The  degree  of  B.  U.  will  be  conferred  on  all  students  of  the 
seminary  who  graduate  in  all  the  eighteen  courses,  if, in  their  examinations. 
they  receive  at  least  the  testimonial  cum  laude  approbatur  (AB,  or  8)  in 
the  majority  of  the  courses  and  not  less  than  non  sine  laude  approbatur 
(ab,  or  7)  in  the  rest. 
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ilnr  graduates  of  the  seminarj  may  receive  the  same  degree,  it  l>\ 
examinations  in  .-ill  subjects  required,  they  increase  their  testimonials 
according  to  the  preceding  condition.

It  includes  the  three  special  sciences  of 
Introduction:  Isagogics,  Biblical  Archaeology,  and  Biblical  Geography. 
To  graduate  in  this  department,  oral  and  written  examinations  musl  be 
passed  on  the  text-books  used  in  the  course.

VI.     Swedish  and  English  Exegesis.

In  this  course,  the  Bible  is  studied  in  chronological  order,  using  the 
Swedish  or  English  revised  versions,  with  special  attention  to  the  marginal 
readings,  and  with  references  to  the  orginal  when  necessary.  The  aim  is 
to  cover  the  principal  books  of  the  Bible,  expounding  most  fully  those  parts 
which  are  not  carefully  gone  over  in  Hebrew  and  Greek  Exegesis.  The  four 
hours  devoted  to  this  subject  are  equally  divided  between  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments.  The  instruction  is  chiefly  by  lectures.  To  graduate  the  student 
must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  on  the  lectures  delivered.

XII.     Dogmatics  and  History  of  Dogmas. 

PROFESSOR  LINDBERG. 

Dogmatics  is  that  department  of  Systematic  Theology  which  aims  to 
present  in  a  scientific  form  the  results  of  exegetical  and  historical  investi- 
gation, with  reference  to  the  truths  embraced  in  the  Christian  faith  in 
their  organic  connection.  A  system  of  Dogmatics  must  not  only  have  a 
biblical,  but  also  a  churchly  character.  As  no  one  is  able  to  apprehend  a 
doctrine  in  its  vital  relation  unless  he  understands  also  its  historical  de- 
velopment in  the  church,  special  stress  is  laid,  in  this  course,  on  the  History 
of  Dogmas.  The  instruction  is  given  by  lectures  in  connection  with  text- 
books. To  graduate  in  this  course,  the  student  must  pass  rigid  oral  and 
written  examinations  on  the  text-books,  as  well  as  on  the  lectures.

Admission  and  Matriculation. 


The  Theological  Seminary  is  open  to  >t  udente  of  t  he  Evangelical  Luther- 
an Church.    A  full  collegiate  education  is  regarded  as  constituting  a  normal 
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preparation  for  the  seminary  course.  Exceptions  may  be  made  in  cases 
where  the  student  is  advanced  in  years  and  has  experience  in  teaching  and 
in  mission  work,  but  in  such  cases,  the  candidate  is  required  to  give  evidence 
of  such  scholarship  as  will  euable  him  succesfully  to  pursue  the  studies  of 

the  theological  course.     (See  Synodical  Minutes  1892). 

All  applications  lor  admission  to  the  seminary  must  be  sent  in  before 
the  first  day  of  September  each  year,  if  possible,  by  the  first  of  June.  All 
such  applications  must  be  sent  to  the  president,  or  to  the  secretary  of  the 
theological  faculty. 

Applicants,  who  have  lately  been  students  of  any  of  the  institutions  ot 
our  synod,  must  furnish  to  a  committee  consisting  of  the  theological  faculty 
and  the  president  of  the  synod,  satisfactory  testimonials,  as  to  their  Chris- 
tian character  and  practical  ability,  together  with  a  recommendation  from 
the  authorities  of  the  institution  where  they  have  previously  studied.  All 
other  applicants  must  not  only  furnish  satisfactory  testimonials,  but  be 
recommended  by  pastors  well  known  to  the  committee;  or  by  parties  in 
whom  the  committee  has  confidence. 

livery  student  shall  be  considered  as  a  probationer  during  the  first 
four  months  after  his  admission,  after  which  his  matriculation  may  take 
place.  If,  after  the  lapse  of  this  time,  the  committee  shall  unanimously 
determine  that  it  is  not  expedient  to  retain  him  any  longer  as  a  student,  he 
shall  be  dismissed.  If  he  applies  to  the  faculty  for  letters  of  dismission,  the 
circumstances  which  led  to  his  dismission  shall  be  stated  in  such  terms  as 
the  faculty  may  deem  to  be  wise  and  just. 

Every  student,  before  he  is  matriculated  and  enrolled  as  a  permanent 
member  of  any  class,  shall  present  to  the  faculty  in  writing,  a  brief  but 
explicit  statement  of  the  motives  which  induced  him  to  devote  his  life  to  the 
ministry  of  the  gospel,  and  at  his  matriculation  shall  make  and  subscribe 
the  following  affirmation :

Arithmetic  —  Whites  Complete  or  Robinson's  Practical  Arithmetic  to  per- 
centage; accuracy  and  facility  in  the  four  fundamental  rules  and  in 
fractions. 

For  admission  to  the  Classical  or  Scientific  Course  of  the  College  the  full 
Preparatory  Course  is  required. 

Applicants  furnishing  certificates  of  promotion  from  Gustavus  Adolphus 
College,  Bethany  College,  or  Luther  Academy  are  admitted  without  exami- 
nation to  the  classes  to  which  such  certificates  entitle  their  holders  as  far  as 
the  courses  are  alike. 

In  all  other  cases  applicants  are  subject  to  examination. 
Students  who  do  not  wish  to  take  a  full  course  may  select  such  studies 
in  any  department  as  they  are  prepared  to  pursue  to  advantage.    But  all 
such  select  courses  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  faculty. 

A  certificate  of  approval  in  subjects  that  have  been  completed  and  in 
other  subjects  where  not  more  than  two  years  have  elapsed,  are  considered 
valid,  provided  the  course  has  not  been  increased  or  the  standard  raised 
since  the  certificate  was  issued. 

Students  are  not  enrolled  in  any  department  of  instruction  before  they 
have  paid  the  tuition  fee  each  term. 

Applicants  are  received  at  any  time,  but  prompt  attendance  at  the 
opening  of  each  term  is  desired.  Fxaminations  for  admission  are  held  on 
t  he  day  before  I  he  public  opening  of  each  term.    (See  Calendar,  p.  2.) 
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Examinations,  Standing,  and  Degrees- 

Examinations  are  held  by  the  professors  in  charge  of  the  several  depart- 
ments of  instruction  as  often  as  deemed  necessary. 

Final  examinations  are  held  in  each  subject  when  the  instruction  in 
snch  subject  ceases  for  the  year. 

Students  absenting*  themselves  from  final  examination  in  any  subject 
without  excuse  do  not  receive  any  marks  of  standing  in  that  subject. 

All  students  who  leave  the  Institution  with  excuse,  but  without  having 
passed  the  necessary  examination  in  their  respective  studies,  and  who  desire 
to  continue  their  course  during  the  following  or  any  subsequent  term  are 
required  to  present  themselves  for  such  deferred  examinations  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  new  term  on  the  day  specified  in  the  catalogue  for  that  purpose. 
(See  Calender,  p.  2.) 

As  a  general  rule  students  of  the  college  who  have  been  unable  to 
complete  the  course  with  their  classes,  are  permitted  to  graduate  on  passing- 
satisfactory  oral  and  written  examinations  in  all  the  remaining  studies  of 
the  course. 

The  standing  of  students  in  each  subject  is  marked  on  a  scale  of  100, 
the  minimum  limit  for  approval  in  any  subject  being  60. 

In  determining  the  final  standing  of  students  on  any  subject,  the  stand- 
ing on  the  course  is  considered  as  well  as  that  on  the  examination,  and  a 
proportionate  deduction  is  made  for  absences  from  recitations  unless  the 
loss  by  such  absence  is  made  up. 

Students  promoted  "on  condition"  are  enrolled  in  the  class  from  which 
they  were  thus  promoted,  provided  the  conditions  be  not  removed  within 
the  time  allowed  for  the  purpose. 

Only  students  who  pass  the  final  examinations  at  the  end  of  the  school 
year  receive  a  certificate  showing  the  marks  of  standing  in  each  subject 
pursued  during  the  year. 

All  members  of  graduating  classes  receive  a  certificate  showing  the  final 
marks  of  standing  in  all  the  subjects  pursued  daring  the  collegiate  course. 

The  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science,  and  Master  of 
Arts  are  conferred  by  the  Board  of  Directors  on  such  persons  as  have  satis- 
factorily completed  the  prescribed  courses,  and  have  been  approved  on 
examination  at  the  end  of  the  course  as  candidates  for  the  same. 
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Normal  Department. 

Courses  of  Study. 


The  desire  Of  a  large  number  of  young  men  and  worn,,,  of  the  Lutheran 
,,,, ,,  for  an  opportunity  to  secure  a  .normal  training  at  their  own  ms  trtn- 
„„„s  and  also  the  large  demand  for  teachers  thus  trained  led  the  synod  a 
H>  convention  in  Chisago  Lake,  Minn.,  in  .Tune  1891,  to  establish  a  normal 
department  at  this  institution.    Owing  to  a  lack  of  teaching  forces,  the 
eonrse  of  study  was  at  first  limited  to  three  years,  but  during  the  present 
school  rear  the  course  has  been  revised  and  enlarged  so  as  to  correspond  as 
nearlv  as  practicable  with  the  courses  of  the  best  state  normal  schools  in 
the  west,    According  to  this  revision  there  are  now  two  distinct  courses  in 
this  department,  each  occupying  four  years:    one  known  as  the  Enghsh 
Normal  Course  designed  to  prepare  teachers  for  the  public  schools,  and  the 
other  known  as  the  Swedish-English  Normal  Course  designed  to  fit  students 
lor  teaching  parochial  school.    The  subjects,  as  a  rule,  are  selected  from  the 
preparatory  and  collegiate  courses.    It  is  only  in  Pedagogy,  Physical  Geog- 
raphy, Physiology,   Hygiene,  and  the  Teacher's  Courses  in  Enghsh  and 
Arithmetic,  that  separate  instruction  is  given  to  students  in  tins  depart- 
ment   In  all  other  subjects,  the  instruction  is  given  in  the  regular  prepar- 
atory or  collegiate  classes.    Those  completing  the  prescribed  courses  rece.ve 

a,  teacher's  diploma. 

In  Orthography,  Grammar,  Composition,  Rhetoric,  U.S.  History,  Geog- 
raphy, and  Arithmetic  a  standing  of  80  per  cent  is  required  for  passing.  Id 
all  other  subjects  a  standing  of  60  per  cent  is  required. 

The  subjects  embraced  in  each  year's  course  are  indicated  in  the  schedule 
of  courses  given  on  the  opposite  page.  The  figures  in  the  table  denote  the 
number  of  recitations  in  each  subject  each  week.  The  Roman  characters  m 
parenthesis  denote  the  class  in  the  preparatory  or  collegiate  department  in 
which  the  subject  is  studied.  For  a  fuller  description  of  the  course  in  such 
subjects  see  the  outlines  of  the  classical  course  of  the  collegiate  and  prepar- 
atory departments  given  on  pages  18—21  and  26—28. 

Students  are  allowed  to  make  substitutions  for  such  subjects  belonging 
tu  collegiate  courses  as  the  faculty  may  deem  advisable. 

The  Normal  Department  has  no  distinct  faculty,  but  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  it  are  in  the  hands  of  the  collegiate  faculty.

Courses  of  Study. 

Preparatory  Course. 

The  preparatory  course  in  music  includes  piano  and  voice,  and  is 
designed  to  afford  thorough  and  systematic  instruction  in  the  rudiments  of 
a  general  musical  education  and  to  prepare  pupils  for  entrance  upon  higher 
and  professional  courses. 

Organist  Course. 

The  organist  course  makes  instruction  on  the  pipe  organ  the  special  and 
distinguishing  feature,  but  includes  also  harmony  and  piano.  Its  object  is 
to  train  students  for  the  office  of  an  organist,  The  organ  studies  in  tins 
and  in  the  graduate  course  are  the  following: 

Stainer's  Organ  Primer;  Rink's  Organ  School;  Schneider's  Pedal  Studies; 
Buck's  Pedal  Phrasing  Studies;  Bach's  Smaller  Preludes  and  Fugues; 
Buck's  Choir  Accompaniment;  Schneider's  Advanced  Pedal  Studies:  and 
works  by  Guilmant,  Clark,  Smart,  Batiste,  Lemmens,  and  others.  The 
greater  Chorals,  Preludes,and  Fugues,  by  Bach;  Sonatas  and  Concert  pieces 
of  Handel,  Best,  Buck,  Guilmant,  Rheinberger,  Dubois,  Widor,  Mendelssohn, 
Salome,  Liszt,  Warren,  and  others. 

Graduate  Course. 

The  graduate  course,  including  harmony,  organ,  piano,  violin,  and  voice, 

has  for  its  object  the  study  of  music  in  its  higher  and  artistic  aspects.  The 
courses  prescribed  in  this  department  lead  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Music  and  require  from  four  to  six  years  for  their  completion. 

Vocal  Course. 

The  vocal  course  including  voice  culture,  voice  building,  quartet,  choir, 
and  chorus  singing,  is  designed  to  afford  pupils  in  any  of  the  foregoing 
departments  the  advantages  of  first-class  instruction  in  all  branches  of 
vocal  music.  In  teaching  voice  culture  the  Italian  method  is  used, 
diaphragmatic  breathing  being  insisted  upon  as  the  only  true  support  for 
1 1,,  voice.  Among  the  studies  used  for  practice  are  those  by  Abt,Randegger, 
Sieber,  Liitgen,  Seller,  Marches!,  Bordogni,  and  others.  Special  attention  is 
given  t<»  enunciation,  musical  elocution,  breathing,  and  general  physical 
culture. 
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Further  Information. 

The  Chorus. 

A  large  Chorus,  composed,  of  the  best  musical  talent  of  the  institution 
and  of  the  community  round  about,  under  the  leadership  of  Prof.  Griffith, 
holds  weekly  meetings  for  instruction  and  drill.  Many  persons  from  the 
three  cities,  who  are  not  members  of  the  school,  have  joined  this  chorus  so 
as  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  it  affords  for  musical  training. 

The  highest  styles  of  composition,  such  as  cantatas  and  oratorios,  and 
the  greatest  productions  of  the  masters  are  selected  for  practice.  Among 
the  works  rendered  by  the  chorus  during  the  last  five  years  may  be  men- 
tioned Haydn's  Creation,  Handel's  Messiah,  Spohr's  Last  Judgment,  Gaul's 
Holy  City,  Gade's  Zion,  Bach's  God's  Time  is  the  Best,  Cowen*s  Song  of 
Thanksgiving,  Stolpe's  Reformation  Cantata,  Stainer's  Daughter  of  Jairus, 
Bennet's  Woman  of  Samaria,  and  many  other  selections  of  similar  character. 

Several  concerts  are  given  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  affording  the 
public  an  opportunity  to  judge  concerning  the  nature  and  quality  of  the 
work  done  and  the  merits  of  the  singers.  These  concerts  are  uniformly  of  a 
high  order,  as  their  great  popularity  and  the  enthusiastic  manner  in  which 
they  are  received,  clearty  show.  Among  all  who  are  capable  of  judging 
there  is  only  one  opinion  concerning  the  elevated  tone  and  high  efficiency  of 
this  chorus  work.  The  institution  in  offering  such  facilities  feels  that  it  is 
doing  its  patrons  and  the  public  at  large  an  important  service  which  merits 
the  most  hearty  support.  All  lovers  of  song  who  may  be  interested,  are 
cordiallv  invited  to  become  members  of  the  chorus. 


Rules  and  Regulations. 

Tuition  must  be  paid  strictly  in  advance.  Lesson  Cards  may  be  obtained 
from  the  business  manager  and  must  be  presented  to  the  teacher  at  the  first 
lesson. 

No  reduction  for  absence  is  made,  except  in  case  of  protracted  illness,  of 
which  the  business  manager  must  be  duly  notified. 

Lessons  lost  in  consequence  of  the  pupils  absence  will  not  be  made  good 
by  the  conservatory. 

Pupils  are  received  at  any  time  during  the  term. 

Any  student  who  takes  at  least  two  lessons  a  week  in  any  department 
of  the  conservatory  is  allowed  to  take  five  hours  a  week  of  class  instruction 
in  the  preparatory  or  collegiate  departments  of  the  Institution  free  of  charge. 
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The  Business  College. 


This  Institution  respectfully  invites  the  attention  of  those  young  men 
and  WOmen  who  are  ambitious  to  secure  the  honors  and  emolument  accruing 
from  successful  business  to  the  facilities  it  affords  for  acquiring  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  those  things  which  are  essential  to  a  right  start  in  life,  upon 
which  success  largely  depends.  Its  courses  of  study  are  as  complete,  sym- 
metrica]  ^d  practical  as  untiring  effort,  close  observation  of  business 
methods,  and  experience  can  render  them.  Its  faculty  is  composed  of  skilled 
and  carefully  trained  men  and  its  patronage  consists  of  a  class  of  young 
people  who  are  characterized  by  intelligence,  good  character,  ambition,  and 
earnest  devotion  to  their  own  real  interests. 


Courses  of  Study 


INITIATORY  DEPARTMENT. 
^  student  who  enters  this  department  begins  his  course  by  taking  in- 
struction in  the  use  of  the  Day-book,  Cash-book,  Journal, Invoice-book,  and 
Ledger.     Before  proceeding  to  record  entries  in  his  books,  he  is  carefully 
drilled  in  the  questions  and  rules  which  govern  the  science  of  this  subject. 

After  having  completed  the  first  twelve  sets  of  text-book  work,   the 
student  is  tested  in  each  one  of  the  studies  he  has  pursued  in  the  course,  to 
ascertain  whether  he  has  such  knowledge  of  book-keeping  as  can  be  put  to 
practical  use  in  the  Banking  and  Advanced  Business  Department.  If  success- 
ful in  the  examination,  he  is  transferred ;    if  not,  he  reviews  the  course  or 
such  parts  of  it  as  seem  needful  to  fit  him  for  promotion. 
THE  ADVANCED  THEORY  DEPARTMENT. 
The  work  of  this  department  illustrates  the  theory  of  advanced  account- 
ing as  applied  to  the  various  branches  of  business.    The  student  is  here 
provided  with  books,  specially  ruled  and  printed,    which  combine  many 
labor-saving  methods  in  recording  the  transactions  which   would  occur  in 
the  following  branches  of  business:    Jobbing,  Manufacturing,  Hardware, 
Lumber,  Wholesale  Tea  or  Coffee,  Installment  and  General  Agency,  Produce 
Commission,  Join1  Stock  Companies,  etc.    In  all  of  the  branches  of  trade 
modern  features  and  technicalities  are  carefully  explained.    Having  satis- 
factorily completed  this  work,  the  student  is  prepared  to  enter  the 
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INTER-COMMUNICATION  DEPARTMENT. 
The  work  of  this  department  is  performed   by  means  of  actual  cor- 
respondence with  a  large  number  of  the  leading  business  collegesof  theland. 
The  work  is  most  fascinating  and  practical.    It  is  conducted  through  the  D. 
S.  mails  and  represents  the  work  of  Banking-.  Wholesaling,   Commission, 
Jobbing,  and  Transportation.    All  stationery  and  postage  required  for  the 
work  of  this  department,  are  furnished  by  the  institution. 
ARITHMETIC  AND  RAPID  CALCULATIONS. 
Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  work  in  these  branches,   and  very  com" 
plete  courses  are  offered.    No  student  can  expect  to  progress  satisfactorily 
in  the  science  of  accounts,  without  having-  a  thorough  understanding  of  the 
subject  of  arithmetic.    A  half-hour  each  day  is  devoted  to  exercises  in  rapid 
addition,  subtraction,  multiplication, division,  fractions,  interest,  discount, 
averaging  accounts,  etc.    These  drills  are  of  the  greatest  value,  making  the 
students  not  only  rapid  and  accurate,  but  giving  them  confidence  in  them- 
selves. The  text-book  in  this  subject  is  divided  into  twenty-four  parte,  each 
of  which  must  be  completed  with  the  corresponding  parts  in  Book-keeping. 
CIVIL  GOVERNMENT. 
This  subject  is  taught  in  such  a  manner  as  to  acquaint  the  student  with 
the  functions  of  the  various  parts  of  the  governmental  machinery,  the  rela- 
tions of  the  States  to  each  other  and  the  General   Government,   and   such 
other  facts  as  will  enable  him  to  perform  intelligently  the  duties  of  citizen- 
ship.   This  subject  is  completed  in  the  Theory  Department. 

BUSINESS  LAW. 
Although  the  student  is  carefully  drilled  in  the  execution  of  business 
papers  while  pursuing  the  study  of  book-keeping,  a  course  in  Commercial 
Law  is  added  to  supplement  his  knowledge.  It  is  not  expected  that  the 
student  will  acquire  a  professional  knowledge  of  the  subject,  as  this  would 
require  a  thorough  course  in  a  school  of  law.  The  purpose  is  to  acquaint 
him  thoroughly  with  the  legal  principles  which  constitute  the  foundation  of 
business  law. 

POLITICAL  ECONOMY. 
The  instruction  in  this  subject  is  given  in  the  form  of  lectures,  embracing 
a  discussion  of  the  main  problems,  of  the   Production.  Exchange,  and   Dis- 
tribution of  Wealth.    The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  blackboard   exercises 
and  the  students  are  expected  to  take  notes  of  each  lecture. 
BUSINESS  WRITING. 
The  ability  to  acquire  a  clean,  legible,  rapid  business  hand  is  not  an 
inherited  gift;  any  person  of  good  intelligence  may  Becure  such   a   hand, 
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unless  physically  incapacitated.  The  time  required  to  accomplish  this 
result  varies  from  three  months  to  one  year,  and  is  dependent  upon 
previous  opportunities,  natural  aptitude,  etc. 

SPELLING  AND  DEFINING. 
Daily  Written  exercises  of  graded  work  are  given.     The  student   is  not 
only  taught  how  to  spell  and  pronounce  words,  but  is  required  to  define 
and  memorize  them,  thus  greatly  increasing  his  readiness  in  the  use  of 

English. 

PRACTICAL  GRAMMAR  AND  LETTER-WRITING. 

The  ability  to  write  the  English  language  fluently  and  correctly  is  a 
great  accomplishment  for  any  young  man  or  woman.  Special  attention  is. 
therefore,  given  to  grammatical  drill,  and  to  the  correct  use  of  the  English 
language  in  speaking  and  writing. 

BUSINESS  CORRESPONDENCE. 
This  feature  of  the  course  aims  to  give  the  pupil  such  suggestions  re- 
garding the  requisites  of  correspondence  as  will  enable  him  to  construct, 
arrange,  paragraph,  and  punctuate  a  business  letter,  so  that  it  shall  convey 
its  intended  meaning  without  verbiage  or  confusion  and  shall  appear  to 
the  best  advantage. 

Further  Information. 

BUILDING. 
The  College  Building  is  neatly  and  comfortably  furnished  throughout 
and  is  heated  with  steam.    Nothing  which  can  add  to  comfort,  convenience 
and  utility  of  a  first  class  school  has  been  omitted  in  the  general  equipment. 

RECITATION  HOURS. 
The  regular  hours  of  study  and  recitations  are  from  9  A.  M.  to  4:  30  P. 
M..  live  days  of  the  week.    Two  hours  per  week  are  set  aside  for  physical 
training  in  a  well  equipped  gymnasium. 

DISCIPLINE. 
It  is  assumed  that  the  young  men  who  enter  this  institution  are  gentle- 
men, and  they  are  treated  uniformly  as  such.    The  development  of  other 
characteristics  will  immediately  sever  the  student's  connection  with  the 

school. 

DIPLOMA. 

Students  who  complete  the  business  course,   and  whose  examinations 

and  general  proficiency  entitle  them  to  graduation,  are  awarded  a  diploma 
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and  certificate  of  graduation.  This  diploma,  for  which  a  charge  of  $1  is 
made,  will  be  delivered  at  the  annual  commencement  exercises  of  the  com- 
mercial department. 

TEXT-BOOKS  AND  STATIONERY. 

The  cost  of  text-books  and  stationery  for  the  full  business  course  varies 
from  $10  to  $13  ;  Blank  books  and  forms  are  made  to  order  from  the  best 
quality  of  paper.    The  following  text-books  are  used  :

TIME  REQUIRED. 

To  complete  the  business  course,  the  bright,  ambitious  student  averages 
about  nine  months,  although  many  remain  longer  than  this.  Students  are 
advanced  as  rapidly  as  is  consistent  with  thorough  work. 

EXPENSES. 

The  necessary  expenses  are  exceedingly  low.  Each  item  is  reduced  to 
the  very  lowest  so  as  to  bring  the  advantages  of  a  thorough  business  educa- 
tion within  the  reach  of  all. 

By  applying  to  the  General  Manager,  Rev.  J.  Jesperson,  rooms  heated 
and  furnished  may  be  secured  at  the  Institution  for  about  $12  a  year. 

Board  may  be  had  at  the  dining  hall  for  $2.25  a  week,  or  in  private 
families  with  furnished  rooms  for  $3.00  to  $3.50  a  week.

SPECIAL  ADVANTAGES. 

This  department  stands  in  the  closest  relationship  to  the  other  depart- 
ments of  Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary,  and  students  in  the 
former  have  access  to  any  class  in  the  literary  departments,  either  as 
visitors  or  members,  without  extra  charge.  This  intimate  connection  can- 
not but  act  favorably  upon  all  who  take  the  business  course,  as  it  spurs 
them  on  to  greater  efforts,  and  broadens  their  views,  by  reminding  them 
that  all  is  not  contained  in  the  debits  or  credits  of  an  account.  Furthermore, 
;i  business  man  needs  the  ease  and  grace  that  comes  from   contact  With 
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others;  and  this  intermingling  of  a  large  number  of  well-informed,  zealous 
students  haying  varied  tastes  and  ambitions,  and  representing  all  parts  of 
the  Uuited  States,  as  well  as  portions  of  Canada  and  Europe,  cannol  bn1 
have  much  of  I  he  desired  effect . 

Another  importanl  advantage  is  not  to  be  overlooked.  The  professors 
and  si  adentfl  of  I  Ins  deparl  menl  recognized  early  last  fall  the  importance  of 
literary  and  deliberative  work  not  only  in  colleges  but  also  in  commercial 
schools.    To  further  1  ho  interest  of  this  work 

THE   BOCTETY   OP   ECONOMICS 

was  organized  in  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term.  A  constitution  was  adopted, 
which  declares  that  all  students  of  Augustan  a  Business  College  shall  be 
members  of  the  society.  Meetings  are  held  every  Friday  evening  during  the 
school  year.  Its  programs  consist  mainly  of  addresses,  essays,  discussions, 
recitations,  and  music,  rendered  almost  exclusively  by  the  members.  The 
society  also  publishes  a.  monthly  paper,  "The  Economist,"'  in  which  the 
leading  questions  of  the  day  are  freely  discussed. 

BEADING   TABLE. 

In  addition  to  the  advantages  offered  by  the  college  library,  a  reading 
table  con taing  a  large  number  of  daily,  weekly,  and  monthly  periodicals 
has  been  provided  for  the  students  of  this  depai'tment. 

THE  MASTER  OF  ACCOUNTS'  COURSE. 
In  order  to  encourage  a  more  liberal  training  in  higher  commercial 
science  a  course  is  offered,  the  completion  of  which,  will  lead  to  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Accounts.    A  special  circular  giving  full  information  concerning 
this  course,  will  be  mailed  gratis  upon  application. 

APPLICATIONS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

Instruction  being  largely  individual,  students  may  enter  at  any  time. 
All  applications  for  admission,  or  requests  for  further  information,  should 
be  addressed  to  the  president  of  the  institution. 
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The  School  of  Phonography. 

This  department  was  called  into  existence  as  a  natural  result  of  the 
policy  of  supplying,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  varied  requirements  of  those 
lit  i  ing  themselves  for  any  one  of  the  many  walks  of  life. 

The  principal  aim  of  the  School  of  Phonography  is  to  fit  young  men  and 
women  for  positions  as  stenographers  or  private  secretaries.  A  special 
course  for  students  in  the  preparatory  and  collegiate  departments  has  been 
arranged.  A  teacher's  course  is  offered  to  graduates  of  the  School  of  Phonog- 
raphy. 

The  instruction  is  individual  and  so  suited  to  the  peculiarities  of  each 
student  as  fco  bring  out  the  best  results  possible. 


Phonography. 

The  Pitman  System  of  Phonography,  which  for  half  a  century  has  been 
the  standard,  is  taught. 

The  first  three  months  are  devoted  to  a  thorough  course  in  the  prin- 
ciples  and  their  application.  The  so-called  "Corresponding  Style"  of  phonog- 
raphy, which  tends  to  confusion  and  loss  of  time,  by  multiplying  the 
number  of  outlines  for  each  word  is  omitted.  The  teaching  of  the  "Report- 
ing Style''  direct  is  a  special  feature  of  the  course,  and  no  word  is  given 
until  every  principle  governing  its  approved  outline  has  been  explained.  In 
order  to  accustom  the  student  to  writing  what  he  hears,  appropriate 
matter  is  dictated  at  each  lesson.  During  the  review  that  follows,  special 
attention  is  paid  to  drill  on  the  correct  outliues  for  all  common  words  or 
those  likely  to  occur  in  the  Avork  of  the  stenographer. 


Business  Letters. 

Actual  business  letters,  prepared  especially  for  this  course,  are  next 
dictated.  These  cover  a  wide  range  of  subjects  and  form  numerous  complete 
series  of  correspondence,  as  Avill  occur  in  the  future  office  ^York  of  the  stenog- 
rapher. Correspondence  is  opened  Avith  various  firms,  and  the  student  is 
expected  to  keep  informed  of  the  progress  of  the  different  negotiations. 

In  this  dictation,  the  student's  particular  attention  is  called  to  the  new 
words  that  occur  in  each  letter.  All  such  outlines  are  illustrated  upon  the 
blackboard  and  explained  thoroughly.  The  result  is  an  unusual  acquaint- 
ance with  the  correct  outlines. 
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Phrasing  is  constantly  dwelt  upon,  so  as  to  give  a  thorongh  under- 
standing of  this  complex  but  valuable  subject. 


Typewriting. 

The  great  importance  of  this  branch  is  recognized  fully.  One  ot  the 
latest  pattern  of  typewriters  is  assigned  to  each  student,  during  two  to 
three  hours  per  day.  The  most  improved  ''all-finger''  method  is  taught- 
This  leads  to  writing  by  "touch;"  i.  p.,  withouf  referring  to  the  key-board 
to  any  extent;  thus  relieving  the  eye  of  the  strain  of  watching  the  bright 
keys,  and  doing  away  with  its  ruinous  struggle  to  accommodate  itself  to 
the  ever-changing  distances  from  the  eye  to  the  key-board  and  to  the  notes. 
"Touch-writing' ?  pre-eminently  promotes  speed,  by  enabling  the  operator 
to  read  continuously  from  his  shorthand  notes  and  thus  preventing  annoy- 
ance and  delay  arising  from  loss  of  place. 

The  student  passes  from  the  simplest  words  to  the  longest  in  use. 
Phrases  and  sentences  follow  in  proper  order.  The  result  of  the  course  is 
that  students  continue  using  this  scientific  fingering,  at  an  increasing  rate  of 
speed,  after  entering  an  office.  Daily  suggestions  are  given  as  to  the  neatest 
and  most  approved  manner  of  preparing  typewritten  matter.  The  learner's 
originality  in  producing  neat  and  unique  work  is  encouraged,  and  great 
stress  is  laid  upon  attaining  as  high  a  rate  of  speed  as  is  consistent  with 
accuracy  and  neatness. 


The  Typewriter  Explained. 

Before  the  student  begins  the  use  of  the  t3'pewriter,  the  mechanism  of 
the  machine  is  explained  to  him  individually  during  two  lessons  of  an  hour 
each.  Further  valuable  suggestions  are  given  from  time  to  time,  as  they  are 
found  necessary. 

In  a  series  of  talks  to  the  students,  a  systematic  and  detailed  explana- 
tion of  the  typewriter  is  given.  The  care  of  the  machine  is  particularly 
dwelt  upon,  and  the  students  are  taught  how  to  ascertain  the  causes  for 
various  eccentricities  on  the  part  of  the  machine.  The  proper  methods  of 
correcting  these,  or  repairing  the  less  serious  accidents,  are  also  explained 
clearly.  The  course,  which  is  in  addition  to  the  regular  instruction  on  the 
typewriter,  has  been  found  of  much  service  in  avoiding  loss  and  annoyance 
from  delays  caused  by  sending  for  an  expert  to  attend  to  minor  irregular- 
ities of  the  machine.

Al  <a  sTANA  COLLEGE  AM)  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY 


The  Practice  Department. 
To  properly  fil  bhe  student,  the  daily  routine  work  of  the  office  is  per- 
iled constantly.  Large  aumbers  of  actual  business  Letters  an-  dictated  to 
the  student, who  tak««s  them  down  in  phonography  and  then  transcribes  his 

notes  neatly  and  quickly  upon  the  typewriter.  All  work  is  handed  in  to  be 
criticised;  the  errors  are  marked  plainly  and  the  sheet*  returned  to  the 
student,  to  be  correctly  rewritten.  Thus  his  attention  is  vividly  called  to 
his  deficiencies,  and  the  importance  of  absolute  accuracy  is  repeatedly 
impressed  upon  him.  The  various  processes  of  letter  press-copying  are 
taught,  each  student  copying  his  approved  work  into  the  proper  hooks. 
according  to  one  of  these  methods.  Due  attention  is  given  to  drill  in  folding 
of  letters,  the  use  of  the  typewriter  appliances  for  writing  on  postal  cards 
or  notepa'per, directing  envelopes, regulating  the  mar-ins,  etc,  Each  student 
indexes  his  own  letter-book,  tiles  the  letters,  and  performs  other  duties 
about  the  office. 


Manifolding,  Hectographing,  and  Mimeographing. 

Manifolding,  writing  from  two  to  a  dozen  or  more  copies  at  one  time, 
as  adapted  to  both  autographic  work  and  typewritten  matter  is  taught. 

Hectographing,  multiple  copying  from  one  original  written  either  with 
an  ordinary  pen  or  upon  the  typewriter,  is  also  explained  and  the  student 

drilled  in  the  methods. 

MlMEOGBAPHlNG,  as  with  Edison's  mimeograph,  from  the  autographic 
stencil  or  by  the  aid  of  the  typewriter,  receives  the  attention  its  importance 
and  value  merit. 

Speed-Classes,  Drill,  etc. 

The  graded  speed-classes,  both  in  phonography  and  type  writing,produce 
marked  improvements  combined  with  good  work.  The  students  can  read 
the  phonographic  notes  fluently;  they  are  also  able  to  read  the  writing  of 
each  other,  as  well  as  the  phonography  in  the  Benn  Pitman  phonographic 
publications. 

Spelling. 

The  course  offered  in  this  subject  is  calculated  to  correct  errors  of  spell- 
ing and  to  fix  in  the  minds  of  the  future  stenographer  not  only  the  orthog- 
raphy of  the  word  but  its  usual  meaning. 
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Grammar  and  Penmanship. 

Instruction  in  these  branches  is  given  to  all  who  need  or  desire  it. 


Business  Correspondence. 

In  connection  with  the  dictation  of  the  business  letters  in  the  Practice 
Department,  this  subject  is  carefully  taught.  Capitalization,  syllabication, 
punctuation,  paragraphing  receive  constant  explanation.  The  various  hints 
as  to  proper  use  of  language  in  business  correspondence,  develop  in  the 
student  a  natural  readiness  in  this  direction. 

This  is  made  one  oi  the  most  valuable  features  of  the  course,  as  it  involves 
the  application  of  the  principles  learned  in  the  classes  devoted  to  spelling 
grammar,  etc.  Not  one  of  the  hundreds  of  business  letters  is  passed  with- 
out being  thoroughly  understood  by  the  student. 


The  Stenographer's  Duties 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  course  offered  in  the  School  of  Phonography 
includes  not  only  phonography  and  typewriting,  but  also  the  many  other 
subjects  which  the  successful  stenographer  ot  to-day  must  master. 

Not  the  least  valuable  is  the  series  of  talks  on  the  duties  and  privileges 
of  the  amanuensis.  Hundreds  of  suggestions  are  interwoven;  instances 
from  the  experience  of  the  instructor,  both  as  stenographer  and  business 
man,  serve  to  illustrate  the  hints  and  advice  proffered.  As  a  result,  the 
student  enters  upon  his  duties  far  from  inexperienced,  a  fact  appreciated  by 
busy  business  men. 


Phonography  for  the  Collegiate  Students. 

Owing  to  a  desire,  frequently  expressed,  that  students  of  the  collegiate 
department  be  afforded  an  opportunity  to  become  proficient  in  phonog- 
raphy, both  on  account  of  its  intrinsic  value,  and  for  its  use  in  their  college 
work,  a  special  course  for  college  students  will  be  offered  during  1894 — 95. 
The  course,  which  will  included  phonetics,  has  been  prepared  with  reference 
to  the  special  needs  and  qualifications  of  the  literary  student. 

The  instruction  will  be  given  at  a  time — probably  5  to  6  P.  M.— when  no 
conflict  with  other  class-hours  will  arise. 

A  suitable  reduction*  in  the  tuition  price  will  be  made  to  college  students. 


Hours  for  Sessions. 

Five  days  in  the  week,  from  9  A.M.  to  1 2  M.  and  from  2  P.  M,  to  4 P.  M. 
are  devoted  to  study,  drill,  and  recitation. 
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Time  Required. 
To  become  proficient  enough  in  phonography,  typewriting,  etc.,  to  fill  a 
Brstclass  situation  acceptably,  the  average  learner  requires  from  five  to 
eight  months;  but  students  acquainted  with  business  forms,  and  already 
well  drilled  in  spelling,  grammar,  punctuation,  etc.,  have  been  prepared  in 
three  to  five  months  sufficiently  well  to  take  fairly  good  positions.  Unless 
compelled  to  do  so  by  special  circumstances,  it  is  not  advisable  to  rush 
unduly  through  the  work,  as  those  who  take  a  thorough  course  are  practi- 
cally certain  of  higher  salary  and  more  permanent  employment. 

Graduation  and  Diploma. 
The  requirements  for  graduation  are  amply  sufficient  to  give  a  high 
standing  to  the  course,  and  to  insure  the  ability  of  graduates  to  fill  and 
retain  satisfactorily  first-class  positions.  An  average  working  speed  of  100 
words  per  minute  in  phonography  for  not  less  than  nveconsecutiveminnt-s. 
is  one  of  the  conditions  for  graduation.  A  neat  diploma,  for  which  a  charge 
of$li«made,  will  be  delivered  at  the  annual  exercises  of  the  department 
during  commencement  week  of  each  year. 

Text-Books,  Stationery,  and  Tuition. 

The  expense  for  the  text-books  and  stationery  required  in  the  above 
course  varies  from  $5  to  $ 8. 

The  rates  of  tuition  are  given  on  page  53. 

Special  Advantages. 
This  department  stands  in  the  closest  relationship  to  the  other  depart- 
ments of  the  institution  and  students  of  the  School  of  Phonography  have 
access  to  any  class  in  the  literary  departments,  either  as  visitors  or  members, 

without  extra  charge.     This  intimate  connection  cannot  but  act  favorably 
upon  all  who  take  the  course.

Instruction  being  individual,  students  may  enteratany  time.  All  applica- 
tions for  admission,  or  requests  for  further  information,  should  be  addressed 
to  the  president  of  the  institution. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


Government. 

This  Institution  is  owned,  supported,  and  controlled  by  the  Scandi- 
navian Evangelical  Lutheran  Augustan  a  Synod.  Its  governing  body  is  a 
Board  of  Directors  composed  of  the  president  of  the  synod  and  sixteen  other 
members— eight  ministers  and  eight  laymen— elected  by  the  synod  for  a  term 
of  four  years.  Only  persons  belonging  to  some  congregation  of  the  synod 
are  eligible  to  membership.  The  meetings  of  the  Board  are  held  at  the 
institution. 


Faculties. 

All  matters  pertaining  to  the  institution  as  a  whole  which  do  not 
come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  board  of  directors  or  the  president  are  in 
the  hands  of  the  General  Faculty,  which  is  composed  of  all  the  permanent 
professors  of  the  institution. 

There  are  five  Special  Faculties  in  charge  of  the  following  departments 
respectively:  the  Theological  Seminary;  the  Collegiate,  Preparatory,  and 
Normal  Departments;  the  Conservatory  of  Music;  the  Business  College;  and 
the  School  of  Phonography.  Each  special  faculty  is  composed  of  all  the 
regular  professors  in  the  respective  department. 

The  president  of  the  institution  is  ex  officio  chairman  of  each  faculty. 


Division  of  the  School  Year. 
The  school  year  of  thirty  six  weeks  is  divided  into  two  terms;  the  fall 
term,  embracing  a  period  of  sixteen  weeks  (September — December),  and  the 
spring  term,  embracing  a  period  of  twenty  weeks  (January— June).    In  thn 
Theological  Seminary  there  is  an  easier  vacation  of  two  weeks. 


Public  Worship- 
Chapel  services,  which  all  students  are  required  to  attend,  are  held  in 
the  chapel  every  school  day  morning,  conducted  by  the  president,  assisted 
by  members  of  the  theological  and  collegiate  faculties.  Divine  services, 
alternately  in  the  Swedish  and  English  languages,  are  held  in  the  chapel 
each  Sunday  evening  during  term  time,  in  which  the  full  church  service  is 
rendered.  All  students  living  at  the  college  are  expected  to  attend  these 
services.  General  and  class  prayer-meetings  are  held  each  week  by  the 
students. 
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Regulations. 

There  are  bu1  few  specific  rules  of  governmenl  as  each  sfcudent  is  ex- 
pected to  be  examplary  in  manners  and  morals  and  to  deport  himself  as 
becomes  a  studenl  of  a  Christian  institution. 

The  attendance  of  such  students  only  is  desired  as  will  make  faithful 
a8e  of  the  educational  opportunities  afforded. 

Intemperance,  profanity,  theater  going,  the  use  of  tobacco  in  any  form, 
playing  at  cards  and  billiards,  and  whatever  hinders  the  highest  mental, 
moral,  and  religious  culture,  or  violates  the  courtesy  due  to  instructors  or 
fellow  students,  are  prohibited. 

Expenses. 

The  necessary  expenses  are  exceedingly  low.  Each  item  is  reduced  to 
the  very  lowest  so  as  to  bring  the  advantages  of  a  thorough  education 
within  the  reach  of  all.  The  total  necessary  expenses  for  the  entire  school 
year  range  from  $135.  to  $175. 

By  applying  to  the  General  Manager,  Rev.  J.  Jesperson,  rooms  heated 
and  furnished  may  be  secured  at  the  institution  for  about  $12  a  year. 

Board  may  be  had  at  the  dining  hall  for  $2.25  a  week,  or  in  private 
families  with  furnished  rooms  for  $3.00  to  $3.50  a  week.

The  Library,  occupying  part  of  the  third  floor  of  the  main  building, 
contains  about,  1  5,000  volumes  and  pamphlets.  It  is  kept  open  at  least 
one  hour  every  week-day,  and  all  students  and  officers  of  the  institution 
are  entitled  to  the  free  use  of  it.

A  Reading  Room,  on  the  second  floor  of  the  main  building,  containing 
some  over  forty  leading  newspapers  and  periodicals  is  accessible  to  students 
every  week-day  free  of  charge. 


The  Museum. 

The  arrangement  of  the  material  and  of  the  cases  in  the  museum  is 
represented  in  the  diagram  on  the  opposite  page. 
THE  ZOOLOGICAL  CABINET. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  floor  space,  and  forming  a  partition  between 
the  museum  and  the  library,  is  a  cabinet  with  glass  front,  eight  feet  high 
and  40  feet  long,  and  divided  into  eight  sections,  containing  a  systematic 
series  of  zoological  specimens.  For  lack  of  space  and  glass-jars  a  large 
amount  of  material  is  stored  away  at  present  in  copper  tanks  and  drawers. 

Beginning  at  the  east  end  of  this  cabinet,  we  And  uppermost  in  the  first 
section  some  mud  from  deep  abysses  of  the  Atlantic  ocean  and  containing 
tests  of  various  foraminifera.  Next  in  succession  comes  a  series  of  dried 
sponges,  with  a  few  specimens  of  the  same  kind  preserved  in  alcohol.  Below 
these  follow  the  corals,  among  which  may  be  seen  some  fine  specimens  of  sea- 
fans,  and  cork  corals,  mushroom  corals,  and  organ-pipe  corals.  Among  the 
echinoderms,  which  follow  below,  are  several  kinds  of  sea-urchins,  among 
which  are  sand  cakes,  sand  dollars,  and  sea-eggs.  A  fine  specimen  of  the 
latter  kind,  from  Florida,  was  lately  donated  by  Miss  Helen  Sundean  of 
Lincoln,  Nebr.  Several  types  of  the  starfish  order,  the  sea-cucumbers  and 
the  crinoids,  complete  the  collection  of  animals  of  radiate  structure.  Then 
follow  the  worms  and  mollusks.  The  latter  have  to  a  great  extent  been 
collected  in  Europe,  and  embrace  representatives  of  a  great  number  of 
genera  and  species,  filling  nearly  two  sections  in  the  cabinet.  Among  other 
valuable  specimens,  there  are  a  number  of  fine  cowries  from  the  coasts  of 
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Airica,  and  a  fairly  complete  collection  oi  land  and  freshwater  shell*  from 
Sweden.  A  cumber  of  crustaceans  and  insects,  preserved  in  alcohol,  are  placed 
in  the  lower  pari  of  the  third  section.  T-he  fourth  section  contains  fishes, 
amphibians,  and  reptiles,  several  hundred  specimens  in  all,  and  mostly 
preserved  in  alcohol.  The  stuffed  snakes  include  a  cobra,  from  India  and  a 
boaconstrictor  from  South  America. 

The  birds  fill  a  little  more  than  the  next  two  sections.  There  are  rep- 
resented all  the  native  families,  including  nearly  200  different  species.  The 
collection  contains  a  number  of  specimens  secured  by  sportsmen  in  Moline 
and  Rock  Island.  A  very  fine  pheasant,  elegants  stuffed  and  mounted  was 
donated  by  Mr.  C.  A,  Wendell  of  Rock  Island.  Mammals  fill  the  remaining 
two  sections.  These,  also,  are  mostly  of  the  native  kinds,  though  there  are 
a  number  of  specimens  of  interesting;  portions  of  exotic  animals,  such  as  the 
skin  and  baleen  of  a  whale,  molars  of  the  elephant,  and  horns  of  the  bezoar 
antelope  and  of  the  buffalo  of  the  East  Indies. 

Nearly  all  of  the  rich  material  in  this  case  was  secured  by  the  former 
curator  of  the  museum,  Dr.  Josua  Lindahl. 

A  collection  of  insects  and  another  of  birds'  nests  and  birds'  eggs  com- 
plete  the  zoological  collections.  The  former,  which  is  exhibited  in  the  first 
of  the  floor  cases  to  the  east,  and  which  comprises  about  1000  different 
species  of  insects,  was  collected  and  donated  by  Professor  0.  W.  Oestlund  of 
Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  while,  a  student  at  this  institution.  The  insects 
are  mounted  with  great  care  and  properly  labeled  and  will  be  of  permanent 
value.  The  collection  of  nests  and  eggs  was  made  chiefly  by  Mr.  Oscar 
Johnson,  class  of  '98.  It  is  a  very  fair  collection  of  the  eggs  ol  our  less  rare 
birds  and  it  is  now  placed  in  the  floor  case  next  to  the  insects. 

THE  HERBARIUM. 

The  beginning  of  the  herbarium  consisted  of  a,  private  collection  of 
plants  from  Sweden  donated  by  Dr.  A.  R.  Cervin.  Several  other  collections 
from  Sweden  have  since  been  obtained  and  also  a  number  from  different 
parts  of  this  country,  viz. :  from  the  vicinity  of  Rock  Island  by  Prof.  0.  W. 
Oestlund;  from  Lindsbprg,  Kansas  by  Dr.  John  Rundstrom;  from  Kansas. 
Texas,  and  Colorado  by  the  present  curator;  from  Michigan  by  Mr.  C.  A. 
Wendell;  Lichens  from  Sweden  by  Prof.  John  Hulting;  Mosses  from  Dlinois 
and  Pennsylvania  by  Mr.  G.  Forsberg  of  August  ana  College;  Sea- Weeds 
from  the  Pacific  by  Dr.  Josua  Lindahl,  and  Dr.  E.  Xorelius;  the  phenoga- 
mons  plants  have  all  been  mounted  on  white  speries  paper  and  are  inclosed 
in  genus  covers  of  strong  manilla  paper. 
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These  are  ajranged  iu  their  proper  families,  and  stored  in  paper  boxes. 
Various  dried  plants  and  parts  of  plants  of  economical  and  of  other  Bpecia] 
.interest,  such  as  the  coffee-tree  and  palm-trees,  and  other  plants  from  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  world,  arc  found  in  another  case.  A  piece  from  the  bark  of 
the  giant  tree  of  California  donated  by  Rev.  P.  A.  J";iir.  occupies  a  place  by 
itself.  Th«-  herbarium  case  has  been  placed  in  the  southwest  corner  of  the 
Hoor  space. 

THE  GEOLOGICAL  COLLECTIONS. 

The  geological  collections  comprise  a  local  and  a  general  division. 
The  Local  or  McMaster  Collection. 

The  foundation  for  a  collection  to  illustrate  the  various  features  of  our 
local  geology  has  been  laid  this  year  by  the  Hon.  S.  W.  McMaster  of  Rock 
Island,  who  has  donated  to  the  museum  the  result  of  many  years  of  careful 
collection  of  geological  specimens  from  this  locality.  Many  of  these  specimens 
have  been  polished  and  otherwise  suitably  prepared  for  exhibition.  A  separate 
cabinet  has  been  secured  and  placed  along  the  east  wall  for  the  reception  of 
this  material.  The  members  of  the  scientific  division  of  the  senior  class  have 
prepared  several  sections  and  maps  of  this  locality  to  elucidate  the  geology 
of  the  place,  and  the  topographic  features  have  been  represented  in  a  plaster 
cast  of  a  clay  model  covering  an  area  of  24  by  30  miles.  These  are  also 
exhibited  in  the  case.  Series  of  borings  of  two  artesian  wells  in  thecity  have 
been  obtained  and  added  to  the  exhibits.  It  is  the  purpose  to  add  to  this 
collection  new  specimens  from  time  to  time  and  to  give  later  on  a  detailed 
account  of  it.  It  will  be  known  as  the  McMaster  Collection. 
The  General  Collection. 

This  fills  most  of  the  floor  cases.  Beginning  at  the  east  end  of  the  room 
the  minerals  occupy  a  small  space  in  the  second  case.  While  all  of  tic  more 
common  minerals  are  represented  in  some  of  their  varieties,  a  donation  of  a 
good  set  of  minerals  is  one  of  the  firsl  needs  of  the  museum.  The  most  in- 
teresting specimen  in  the  lot  is  perhaps  a  large  feldspar  crystal,  collected  by 
Prof.  C.  L.  E.  Esbjorn,  near  Florrissant,  Colorado:  and  next  to  this  some 
fine  crystals  of  Galena  collected  by  Mr.  McMaster  at  Galena.  111.  It  is 
the  intention  to  fill  the  second  case  with  minerals  as  opportunities  are 
offered.  The  rest  of  the  space  in  this  case  is  now  filled  with  rocks,  which 
have  been  arranged  with  a  view  to  illustrate  the  different  modes  in  which 
nil  the  various  kinds  of  rocks  are  now  produced  in  nature  by  igneous 
agencies,  by  sedimentation  in  water,  and  by  the  agency  of  living  organisms. 
as  well  as  to  exhibit  the  classification  of  the  rocks  as  based  on  these  dif- 
ferences of  origin. 
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In  the  third  and  the  fourth  cases  are  shown  a  series  of  rocks,  which 
have  been  affected  in  some  particular  way  by  some  chemical  or  physical 
process  in  nature,  and  which  are  intended  to  illustrate  some  feature  in 
dynamical  geology.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  three  series  of  rocks, 
showing  the  effects  of  surface  disintegration  in  the  Atlantic  region  of  crys- 
talline rocks;  stalagmites  and  stalactites  from  caverns  in  limestone  regions; 
various  kinds  of  concretions  and  septaria  from  a  variety  of  formations;  a 
large  assortment  of  geodes  from  Warsaw  in  this  state;  specimens  of  sun- 
cracks  and  ripple-marks;  cleavage  structure  and  folded  structure  induced 
by  pressure;  segregation  veins;  lignilites  and  cone-in  cone;  a  series  of 
natural  etchings,  produced  b.v  the  dissolvent  power  of  water;  and  scorings 
of  rocks  from  the  boulder  clay. 

The  fifth  case  is  intended  to  illustrate  Formational  Geology.  A  large 
number  of  samples  of  rocks  from  the  different  formations  of  which  the 
exterior  of  the  earth  is  composed  have  been  placed  in  the  succession  in 
which  they  occur  in  nature,  from  below  upwards.  The  lowermost  system, 
the  azoic,  which  underlies  all  other  rocks,  is  represented  by  a  number  of 
specimens  in  the  west  end  of  the  case.  Then  follow  those  of  the  various 
formations  of  the  several  systems  up  to  the  present  age,  recently  formed 
alluvium,  sand,  and  clay  being  placed  in  the  north  end  of  the  case.  The 
more  important  of  the  characteristic  fossils  of  each  group  are  also  to  be 
seen  in  their  proper  places. 

The  sixth  case  is  devoted  to  fossil  plants.  The  lower  plants,  of  the 
oldest  rocks,  are  shown  first,  such  as  algae  and  other  cryptogams  of  the 
paieozioc  era.  These  are  then  followed  by  petrified  wood  and  lignite  of  gym- 
nosperms  of  the  mesozoic  era  and  in  turn  by  impressions  of  leaves  of  the 
more  modern  plants  of  later  ages.  A  number  of  specimens  from  the  coal- 
measures  in  Pennsylvania  are  deposited  in  this  collection  by  Professor  J.  H. 
Southwell  of  Rock  Island.  Besides  this  the  more  important  genera  of  the 
coalmeasure  plants  are  also  represented  in  some  drawings,  which  are  copies 
of  the  restorations  made  by  Dawson  and  others. 

The  next  two  show-cases  contain  a  collection  of  animal  fossils, 
arranged  according  to  the  zoological  system  of  classification.  It  is  only 
intended  to  exhibit  some  important  types  and  landmarks  in  the  science  of 
of  Paleontology.  There  is  some  foraminiierous  sand  from  the  cretaceous 
; i g.>  and  some  sponges  from  the  silurian  and  devonian  ages.  There  are  a 
number  of  representatives  of  the  three  principal  orders  of  corals,  the  chain 
coral,  the  honeycomb  corals,  and  the  cup  coral,  as  marking  the  divisions  of 
the  paleozoic  era.    There  are  also  a  few  fine  specimens  of  crinoids  and  repre- 
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Ben tatives  of  the  older  and  of  the  more  recent  types  of  sea-urchins.    The 

change  in  the  lampshells  from  the  straight-hinged  type  in  the  earlier  seas  to 
the  round-hinged  types  of  the  present  may  be  made  out  from  a  number  of 
these  animals,  which  are  exhibited.  In  the  cephalopod  mollusks,  which  are 
quite  well  represented  the  gradual  change  of  the  suture  from  a  straight  lin^ 
in  the  early  forms  to  the  line  with  intricate  bends  and  folds  in  later  times  is 
well  shown.  Among  the  vertebrate  remains  there  are  teeth  of  carboniferous 
fishes  and  an  almost  entire  skeleton  of  a  shark-like  fish  (portheus  molossus) 
from  the  age  of  the  chalk,  together  with  smaller  entire  fishes  from  the  Ben- 
ton beds  in  Wyoming.  The  mammals  are  represented  by  teeth  from  the 
extinct  American  horse  from  Kansas,  a  skull  from  the  tertiary  beds  in 
Oregon,  photographs  of  an  almost  perfect  skull  of  a  burrowing  sloth 
(megalonyx)  from  Kansas, and  several  large  fragments  of  the  extinct  Ameri- 
can elephant.  The  greater  part  of  the  specimens  in  the  geological  collections 
have  been  obtained  through  the  efforts  of  the  present  curator.  Considerably 
more  material  is  stored  away  and  awaiting  further  examination  and  iden- 
tification, before  it  will  be  incorporated  into  the  exhibits.

The  Ethnographical  and  Historical  Collection  contains  numerous  and 
valuable  specimens  from  India.  Africa,  and  Palestine:  relics  of  the  late  war  : 
and  implements,  weapons,  amulets,  and  personal  ornaments  of  the  American 
Indians. 

The  Numismatic  Collection  consist  of  over  1200  specimens  of  gold, 
silver,  copper,  and  bronze  coins,  together  with  medals  and  tokens.  Th^re  is 
also  a  large  collection  of  postage  and  revenue  stamps,  old  paper  money, 
Pactional  currency,  foreign  and  confederate  notes,  and  continental  and 
colonial  paper  money.

Laboratories. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory,  in  the  new  building,  is  furnished  with  the 
necessary  apparatus  and  a  full  supply  of  re-agents  for  the  laboratory  work 
in  Descriptive  and  Analytical  Chemistry. 

The  Biological  Laboratory  and  class-room  occupies  a  suitably  lighted 
and  spacious  quarter  on  the  first  floor.  It  is  conveniently  furnished  with 
tables  and  chairs,  and  is  supplied  with  a  small  aquarium,  a  hydrant,  and 
cases  for  instruments  and  re-agents.  A  set  of  twelve  good  microscopes,  with 
accessories  and  a  pair  of  good  scales  make  a  part  of  the  general  equipments. 
There  are  also  materials  for  the  use  of  special  classes.  For  the  instruction  in 
Botany  there  is  a  series  of  the  lower  as  well  as  of  thehigher  plants  preserved 
in  alcohol  and  selected  for  making  microscopic  preparations  of  tissues. 
There  is  also  a  set  of  charts  for  illustrating  the  terminology  in  Phenoga- 
mous  Botany.  For  the  classes  in  Zoology  there  are  some  anatomical  pre- 
parations and  entire  animals  preserved  in  alcohol  and  crania  and  skeletons 
of  vertebrates.  The  class  in  Human  Physiology  has  opportunity  to  inspect 
models  of  the  chesl ,  the  ..ye,  and  the  ear,  a  disarticulated  human  skeleton,  a 
Sei  of  anatomical  charts,  and  several  anatomical  preparations  preserved  in 
alcohol.  The  class  in  Geology  identities  specimens  of  minerals,  rocks,  and 
fossils,  which  have  been  specially  selected  from  the  museum  for  this  purpose, 
and  are  stored  in  boxes,  which  can  be  conveniently  handled.  Ives'  maps  of 
the  altitudes  ami  the  geological  strata  ot  the  United  States  are  at  hand  for 
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reference.  A  collection  of  microscopic  slides,  which  have  been  mounted 
chiefly  by  Dr.  Lindahl,  Mr.  Philip  Dowell,  and  the  present  professor  of 
Natural  History,  form  an  important  feature  in  the  available  class-room 
material.  These  mounting's  include  70  slides  of  vegetable  tissues,  50  of 
animal  tissues,  12  of  microscopic  animals  and  plants,  and  12  of  fossils.

There  are  two  literary  societies  at  the  institution— the  Phrenokosmian, 
organized  in  1860,  and  the  Adelphic,  organized  in  1883.  They  hold  their 
meetings  in  their  respective  halls  on  Friday  evening  each  week.  The  exer- 
cises, consisting  of  essays,  debates,  orations,  declamations,  music,  criticisms, 
etc.,  are  interesting  and  highly  beneficial.  These  societies  are  valuable 
auxiliaries  in  preparing  students  for  the  activities  of  professional  life.  A 
wholesome  rivalry  exists  between  these  societies,  and  yet  they  work  together 
in  the  greatest  harmony  and  good  will.  All  students  of  the  institution  are 
eligible  to  membership.  The  officers  of  each  are  a  president,  a  vice-president, 
a  recording  secretary,  a  corresponding  secretary,  and  a  treasurer. 


The  Lyceum. 

Recognizing  the  increased  advantages  of  combined  efforts,  the  literary 
societies  at  the  institution,  for  the  better  promotion  of  the  literary  and 
oratorical  interests  of  thier  members,  have  united  to  form  the  Lyceum. 
For  the  benefit  of  students,  a  series  of  lectures  and  concerts  is  given  each 
year,  to  which  the  citizens  of  the  neighboring  cities  are  always  cordially 
invited.

A  contest  for  oratorical  honors  was  held  Friday 
evening,  April  27,  at  which  prizes  to  the  amount  of  fifty  dollars  were 
awarded. 

A  niodesf  literary  annual,  called  Balder,  was  attempted  in  the  spring 
ot    1890.     Its  unlooked-for  success  proved   the   wisdom    of  the  plan    and

The  Alumni  Association. 

The  Alumni  Association  of  Augustana  College  was  organized  by  the  first 
graduating  class  of  the  college  in  the  spring  of  1877.  With  very  few  excep- 
tions all  the  alumni  are  enrolled  as  members.  Its  objects  are  the  promotion 
of  literary  and  scientific  culture,  especially  in  the  halls  of  the  Alma  Mater, 
the  reunion  of  early  friends  and  co-laborers  in  literary  pursuits,  and  the 
revival  of  the  pleasant  associations  that  entwine  themselves  about  student 
life.  It  holds  its  annual  business  meeting  in  the  morning  of  commencement 
day  each  year.  The  officers  for  the  present  year  are  as  follows :  President, 
Prof.  L.  H.  Beck,  Ph.

In  1886  the  Association  decided  to  publish  a  literary,  theological,  and 
scientific  quarterly, known  as  Luthersk  Kvartalskrift  (Lutheran  Quarterly). 
The  first  number  appeared  in  January  1887.  It  was  published  until 
January  1889,  when  it  was  discontinued  for  want  of  patronage. 

In  1891  the  Association  again  decided  to  publish  a  periodical,  and  in 
September  1892  the  first  number  of  The  Alumnus  appeared.  The  new 
paper  is  a  monthly  published  in  magazine  form,  and  edited  by  Prof.  P.  G. 
Sjoblom.  The  Alumnus  is  not  to  be  considered  as  merely  an  organ  for  the 
interchange  of  ideas  among  the  alumni  of  the  college,  but  rather  as  a  means 
for  uniting  all  friends  of  the  educational  work  that  is  fostered  by  the  synod. 
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It  is  edited  with  scrupulous  care,  is  neatly  illustrated,  and  is  handsomely 
and  tastefully  gotten  up.  The  price  for  one  year  is  only  50  cents.  For 
sample  copy  address  The  Alumnus,  Rock  Island,  111. 


Location  and  Building. 

Rock  Island,  a  city  of  about  twenty  thousand  inhabitants,  is  beautifully 
located  on  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi  river.  The  bold  bluffs  on  the  Illinois 
sale  of  the  river  here  recede  to  the  distance  of  about  a  mile,  leaving  a 
beautiful  and  gently  rising  plain',  upon  which  the  city  is  built.  In  beauty 
of  scenery,  healthfulness  of  locatian  and  climate,  Rock  Island  stands  fore- 
most among  Illinois  towns.  Four  great  lines  of  railroad,  the  Chicago, 
Rock  Island,  and  Pacific;  the  Chicago,  Burlington,  and  (Juincy;  the 
Chicago,  Milwaukee,  and  St.  Paul;  and  the  Rock  Island  and  Peoria, 
centre  here,  rendering  the  city  easy  of  access  from  all  parts  of  the  country. 
The  institution  is  situated  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city  near  the  base  of  a 
prominent  bluff,  from  which  the  view  is  both  striking  and  picturesque. 
Opposite  lies  the  city  of  Davenport,  Iowa,  commandingly  located  on  the 
bluffs  which  rise  almost  directly  from  the  river.  To  the  east,  the  eye  rests 
on  the  tall  chimneys  of  the  busy  city  of  Moline  rendered  famous  by  her 
manufactures.  Directly  in  front  of  the  College  grounds,  in  the  middle  of 
the  river,  is  seen  the  government  island  of  Rock  Island,  containing  over 
nine  hundred  acres  of  land  upon  which  the  government's  largest  arsenal 
is  built.  On  the  lower  end  of  the  island  rests  the  iron  railroad  and  wagon 
bridge  which  spans  the  river  at  this  point,  thus  rendering  Davenport  easily 
accessible. 

The  grounds  of  the  institution  consist  of  twenty-six  acres,  bounded 
on  the  north  by  7th  avenue,  on  the  east  by  38th  street,  on  the  west  by 
35th  street,  and  on  the  south  stretching  up  to  the  top  of  the  bluff  and 
terminating  in  picturesque  wood  land.  One  of  the  street  car  lines,  extend- 
ing from  the  business  parts  of  Rock  Island  to  those  of  Moline  and  passing 
by  all  of  the  passenger  depots  of  both  cities,  also  passes  by  the  corner  of  the 
college  grounds  on  7th  avenue  and  38th  street. 

The  following  buildings  belonging  to  the  institution,  are  located  on  the 
grounds: 

The  New  College  Building,  occupied  since  February,  1888,  is  located 
near  the  centre  of  the  north  side  of  the  grounds,  fronting  7th  avenue.  It  is 
a  magnificent  stone  structure  of  the  pure  Renaissance  style,  used  exclusively 
tor  educational  purposes.  The  basement  and  the  first  floor  are  devoted  to 
the  recitation  rooms  and  lecture  halls  of  the  Collegiate  and  Preparatory 
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Departments,  the  Laboratories,  and  the  President's  and  Treasurer's  offices. 
The  second  floor  contains  the  recitation  rooms  and  lecture  halls  of  the 
Theological  Department,  the  Reading  Room,  (able  Hall,  and  the  Chapel, 
which  occupies  two  stories.  The  third  floor  is  given  to  the  Conservatory 
of  Music,  the  Library,  and  the  Museum. 

The  OH  College  Building,  occupied  since  1875,  is  a  large  brick  struct- 
ure situated  on  7th  avenue,  east  of  the  new  building.  It  is  devoted  prin- 
cipally to  students'  rooms,  the  house-hold  department,  and  class-rooms  o1 
the  Business  College  and  the  School  of  Phonography. 

In  addition  to  these  buildings,  there  are  two  frame  dwelling  houses  on 
35th  street  and  a  double  brick  dwelling  on  38th  street,  the  western  half  of 
which  is  occupied  by  the  president  and  the  eastern  half  is  used  as  a  Ladies* 
Hall. 


Historical  Sketch. 

About  the  year  1845,  a  stream  of  immigration  began  from  the  Scandi- 
navian countries  to  the  United  States.  Settlements  were  made  in  northern 
Illinois  and  Iowa,  and  later  in  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  and  other  states. 
These  immigrants  had  been  members  of  the  Lutheran  church  in  the  mother 
country,  and  were,  as  a  rule,  a  religious  and  churchly  people.  Earnest,  pious 
men  came  over  as  pastors,  and  Lutheran  congregations  were  early 
established  among  both  Swedes  and  Norwegians.  At  the  organization  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Northern  Illinois  in  1851,  several 
Scandinavian  pastors  were  present  and  took  part  in  the  organization.  The 
scattered  Scandinavian  and  American  Lutherans  in  this  section  of  the  coun- 
try were  thus  joined  in  one  synod.  The  Scandinavians  increased  rapidly, 
and  before  I860,  they  constituted  about  oue  half  of  the  synod,  and  formed 
three  separate  conferences.  This  synod  and  other  Lutheran  bodies  in  the 
West  established  a  school,  known  as  the  Illinois  State  University  at  Spring- 
field, 111.,  for  the  special  purpose  of  educating  Lutheran  ministers.  At  a 
meeting  of  the  synod  in  1855,  the  question  of  establishing  a  Scandinavian 
professorship  at  the  university  was  favorably  considered,  and  at  a  subse- 
quent meeting  a  resolution  to  establish  such  professorsship  was  adopted. 
Rev.  L.  P.  Esbjorn,  the  most  prominent  of  the  pioneer  pastors,  was  fleeted 
to  the  chair.  He  entered  upon  his  duties  in  the  fall  of  1858,  and  served 
two  years.  Owing  to  various  difficulties,  Prof.  Esbjorn  resigned  this 
professorship  in  the  spring  of  1860.  Differences  with  regard  to  the  doctrin- 
al basis  of  the  synod  had  existed  from  the  beginning  between   the  Scandi- 
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navian  and  American  members.  Professor  EsbjSrn's  resignation  brought 
matters  to  a  crisis.  The  Scandinavians  met  in  convention,  in  Chicago,  111.. 
A.pril  23— 28, 1860,  and  after  long  deliberation,  unanimously  resolved  to 
withdraw  from  i  he  synod,  to  organize  a  synod  for  themselves,  and  to 
establish  a  theological  seminary  of  their  own.  The  organization  of  the 
synod,  which  was  to  be  known  as  the  Scandinavian  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Augustana  Synod,  was  completed  at  a  subsequent  convention  held  at 
Jefferson  Prairie,  near  Clinton,  Wis.,  June  5— 11,  the  same  year. 

It  is  to  this  meeting  that  Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary 
traces  its  origin.  It  was  temporarily  located  at  Chicago,  but  removed  to 
Paxton  in  1863,  and  thence  to  Rock  Island  in  1875,  where  it  is  now 
permanently  located.  At  first  it  was  known  as  Augustana  Seminary  and 
embraced  a  preparatory  and  a  theological  department.  The  courses  were 
not  definitely  arranged  for  several  years,  and  students  not  infrequently 
studied  in  both  departments  at  the  same  time.  The  institution  was  in- 
corporated under  the  general  laws  of  Illinois  in  1863  and  named  Augustana 
College  and  Seminary,  and  afterwards  by  special  act  of  the  legislature, 
in  1865,  a  charter  was  granted,  which  was  amended  by  a  supplementary 
act  by  the  same  body  in  1869,  since  which  time  the  institution  has  been 
known  by  its  present  name. 

Instruction  was  given  in  college  classes  as  early  as  1866,  but  it  was 
not  till  ten  years  later,  in  1876,  that  a  senior  class  was  formed.  In  1887 
the  Conservatory  of  Music  was  added,  and  the  following  year  a  business 
College  was  organized.  In  1890  the  School  of  Phonography  was  established 
and  united  with  the  business  college,  but  in  1893,  by  resolution  of  the  board 
of  directors,  it  was  made  a  separate  department,  In  1891  the  Normal 
Department  was  established  and  placed  under  the  control  of  the  collegiate 

faculty. 

The  original  plan  of  the  seminary  was  to  have  at  least  three  professors, 
one  for  each  of  the  three  leading  languages  used— Swedish,  Norwegian,  and 
English.  This  plan  was  not  fully  realized  until  1868,  when  Rev.  S.  L.  Harkey 
was  elected  to  the  chair  of  the  English  language,  and  Rev.  A.  Wenaas  to 
thai  of  the  Norwegian.  The  whole  plan,  however,  was  completely  changed 
in  1870,  when  the  Norwegians  withdrew  and  organized  a  separate  synod 
and  established  an  institution  of  their  own. 

Tin'  courses  of  instruction  in  the  theological  seminary  were  gradually 
made  to  embrace  two  years,  and  from  1*74,  there  were  two  regular  classes 
in  the  seminary  until  1890,  when  the  university  plan  was  adopted,  and 
the  instruction  was  arranged  in   distinct    and   independent  courses.    This 
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plan  was  approved  by  the  synod  in  1891.  The  number  of  courses  was  first 
fourteen,  but  was  increased  to  eighteen  in  1802.  Ten  departments  of 
instruction  have  gradually  been  established  in  the  college  proper,  viz: 
Swedish,  English  and  Philosophy,  Latin,  Greek,  Modern  Languages, 
Christianity,  History  and  Political  Science,  Biology  and  Geology,  Physics 
and  Chemistry,  and  .Mathematics  and  Astronomy. 

Swedish  and  English  were  provided  ior  in  the  original  plan.  Around 
the  Swenish  chair  clustered  Christianity,  German,  and  the  Classics;  and 
around  the  English  chair,  History,  Philosophy,  Mathematics,  and  the 
Sciences.  As  a  rale,  these  subjects  were  taught  in  the  respective  language 
around  which  they  were  grouped.  Latin  and  Swedish  were  for  many  years 
taught  by  the  same  professor,  but  in  1883,  Latin  was  made  a  separate 
chair,  and  Swedish  and  Christianity  were  united  into  one  chair  and  taught 
by  two  professors,  one  in  the  college  proper  and  one  in  the  preparatory 
department.  In  1890  both  of  these  professors  resigned,  and  the  two  sub- 
jects were  separated  into  distinct  departments.  Greek  and  German  were 
likewise  united  in  one  chair  for  a  number  of  years,  but  in  1887,  the  chair  of 
Modern  Languages  was  establised  and  German  was  assigned  to  it.  Greek 
thus  became  a  separate  chair.  Mathematics  and  Natural  Science  were 
sepa  rated  in  1881.  The  latter  was  further  separated  into  the  chair  of 
Biology  and  Geology,  and  that  of  Physics  and  Chemistry  in  1888.  The 
chair  of  History  and  Political  Science  Avas  established  in  1884. 

EVENTS  OF  THE  YEAR. 

A  number  of  changes  have  occured  during  the  year  especially  in  the 
faculties.  Two  professors  resigned  during  the  summer  vacation — Dr.  J.  A. 
Enander,  professor  of  Swedish,  and  Dr.  Gustav  Stolpe,  professor  of  Music. 
Dr.  Stolpe's  place  was  filled  by  the  oppointment  of  Prof.  W.  Swensson,  who 
had  filled  the  position  of  professor  of  music  during  a  part  of  the  previous 
year.  Prof.  Swensson  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  fall  term,  and  the  vacancy 
was  immediately  tilled  by  the  appointment  of  Prof.  W.J.  Hall  of  Davenport, 
[a.  Rev.  J.  G.  Dahlberg  of  Altona,  111.,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  position 
made  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Enander.  He  was,  however,  unable 
to  accept  the  appointment,  and  the  work  of  the  department  was  distrib- 
uted among  several  professors  and  instructors  of  the  institution,  the  whole 
of  the  collegiate  work  of  the  department  being  laid  on  Prof.  A.  0.  Bersell. 
During  the  spring  term,  Prof.  K.  A.  Linderhas  had  charge  of  the  depart- 
ment, instructing  eight  hours  a  week  in  the  collegiate  classes,  while  other 
professors  and  instructors  have  had  charge  of  the  instruction    in   the  pre- 
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paratory  classes.  No  instruction  in  Swedish  has  been  given  in  the  senior 
class  during  the  spring  term,  but  a  course  of  twelve  lectures  on  Swedish 
literature  by  Dr.  Carl  von  Bergen  was  provided  for  the  special  benefit  of  the 
class,  though  the  lectures  have  been  free  to  all  students  of  the  institution. 

'  '  Dr.  R.  F.  Weidner,  who  has  served  as  professor  in  the  theological  sem- 
inary since  the  fall  of  1882,  has  resigned  during  the  year,  his  resignation 
to  take  effect  at  the  end  of  this  school  year.  It  thus  devolves  upon  tie- 
synod  at  its  next  meeting,  to  elect  two  professors-one  to  succeed  Dr.Weid- 
ner,  in  the  theological  seminary,  and  one  to  fill  the  chair  of  Swedish,  in  the 
collegiate  department. 

Owing  to  failing  health  Prof.  A.  0.  Bersell  has  been  incapacitated  for 
work  since  the  last  of  November.  At  the  opening  of  the  spring  term  the 
board  of  directors  secured  the  services  of  Dr.  Josua  Lindahl  as  acting 
professor  of  Greek  for  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Perhaps  the  most  memorable  event  of  the  year  is  the  deathofPr.Erland 
Carlsson,  which  occurred,  in  Chicago,  on  the  nineteenth  of  last  October.    Dr. 
Carlsson' was  one  of  the  earliest  pioneer  pastors  among  the  Swedish  Luther- 
ans and  his  great  organizing  ability  rendered  him  one  of  the  most  conspic- 
uous figures  in  the  synod.    He  took  a  prominent  part  in  the  organization 
of  the  synod  and  in  the  founding  of  Augustana  College  and   Theological 
Seminary      He  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  this  institution 
from  the  time  of  its  foundation,  in  1860,  to  1889,  when  failing  health  com- 
pelled him  to  resign.    In  every  matter  that  concerned  the  interest  of  this 
institution,  Dr.  Carlsson  took  an  active  and  prominent  part,   and   in   Ins 
death  the  institution  lost  one  of  its  truest  and  ablest  friends  and  supporters. 
During  the  fall  term,  the  general  health  at  the  institution,  was  remark- 
ably good, but  during  the  first  half  of  the  spring  term,  there  was  an  unusual 
amount  of  sickness  among  the  students.    Three  deaths  occurred.    The  first 
one  was  Charles  G.  Anderson   of  La  Porte,   Ind.,   on   Febrary  19th;    the 
seeond  that  of  Carl  .1.  Ellison  of  Olsburgh,  Kans.,  on  March  2nd;    and  the 
,  hird  of  Swen  O.  Gertzen  of  Chisago  Lake,  Minnesota,  on  March  10th.    The 
first  death  occured  from  heart  failure  and  the  other  two  from  typhoid  fever. 
There  have  been  no  changes  or  improvements,  to  speak  of,  on  buildings 
and  grounds  during  the  present  school  year.     Jubilee  Hall,  built  in  1883  for 
the  Luther  Jubilee  held  on  the  7th  and  8th  of  November  of  that  year,   and 
si,,,,,  then  used  as  a  gymnasium,  has    been   torn   down   during   the    preseni 
term,  as  it  was  too  much  out  of  repair  to  be  used  any  longer  for  any  pur- 
pOSe     A  new  gymnasium  is  urgently  needed. 

'  The  ladies  connected  with  the  institution  have  lately  formed   an   or- 
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ganization  to  be  known  as  the  Augustana  College  and  Theological  Semi- 
nary  Endowment-Fund  Society  for* the  purpose  of  collecting  means  for  an 
endowment-fund.  The  funds  collected  are  not  to  be  appropriated  for  any 
other  purpose,  but  the  institution  may  hare  the  use  of  such  funds  against 
the  usual  interest.  Great  enthusiasm  is  manifested  in  the  enterprise,  the 
plans  proposed  are  practical  and  business  like,  and  everything  seems  to 
promise  success  to  the  undertaking.

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DEPARTMENTS  AND  COURSES. 


The  Institution  comprises  the  following  six  departments  or  schools  : 
The  theological  seminary,  which  afford s  instruction  and  training  in  all 

the  theoretical  and  practical  subjects  necessary  to  a  proper  preparation  for 

the  gospel  ministry  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

The  collegiate  department,  which  comprises  three  courses  each  occu- 
pying four  years:  one  Scientific  Course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  o 
Science,  and  two  Classical  Courses — one  with  Swedish,  called  the  Classical 
Course,  and  one  without  Swedish,  called  the  English-Classical  Course— each 
leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

The  preparatory  department,  which,  embracing  a  three  years'  course, 
is  designed  especially  to  prepare  students  for  entering  college,  and  also  to 
furnish  opportunities  to  those  desiring  a  more  complete  general  education 
than  can  be  obtained  in  the  common  schools. 

The  normal  department,  which  comprises  two  distinct  courses  each 
occupying  four  years:  one,  known  as  the  English  Course,  designed  to  pre- 
pare teachers  for  the  public  schools,  and  the  other,  known  as  the  Swedish- 
English  Course,  designed  to  prepare  students  for  teaching  in  parochial 
schools. 

The  conservatory  of  music,  which  embraces  four  departments  or 
courses:  a  Preparatory  Department  affording  instruction  in  the  rudiments 
of  a  general  musical  education  ;  a  Graduate  Department  with  courses  lead- 
ing to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music;  an  Organist  Department  designed 
especially  to  train  students  for  organists;  a  Chorus  and  Vocal  Department 
affording  instruction  and  drill  in  solo,  quartet,  and  chorus  singing. 

The  business  college  and  school  of  phonography,  which  affords  young 
men  and  women  opportunities  for  acquiring  a  thorough  business  training 
under  Christian  influences.  The  courses  of  study  are  the  same  as  those  of 
other  first  class  business  colleges  in  this  country.  The  school  of  phono- 
graphy and  typewriting  aims  principally  to  fit  young  men  and  women  for 
positions  as  stenographers  or  private  secretaries.  The  instruction  is  individ- 
ual and  so  suited  to  the  peculiarities  of  each  student  as  to  bring  out  the 
best  results  possible. 
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The  Theological  Seminary. 

Courses  of  Study. 

Departments  of  Graduate  Instruction. 

The  whole  course  ol'  graduate  instruction  is  divided  into  eighteen  distinct 
and  independent  schools,  or  departments,  as  specified  below.  The  course 
in  each  department  is  completed  in  one  year.  The  several  classes  of  the 
various  departments  meet  from  two  to  four  times  a  week,  according-  to  the 
extent  and  difficulty  of  tin;  subject,  and  the  hours  of  lectures  and  recitations 
are  so  arranged  as  not  to  conflict.  A  student  may  thus  complete  in  one 
year  whatever  courses  he  selects,  but  he  is  advised  to  take  them  up  in  a 
logical  and  natural  order. 

These  courses  cover  all  the  more  important  subjects  taught  in  the  best 
equipped  theological  seminaries,  and  every  student  expecting  to  enter  the 
ministry  should  be  acquainted  with  them.  The  student  must  pass  rigid 
oral  or  written  examinations  in  each  department  to  become  a  graduate  in 
that  department.  No  one  can  become  a  graduate  of  the  seminary,  until  he 
has  graduated  in  each  separate  school. 

The  peculiar  plan  of  this  Institution  forbids  the  admission  ad  eundem 
gradum  of  students  who  have  taken  part  of  a  course  at  other  seminaries, 
or  at  the  university  of  Upsala  or  Lund.  But  a  student,  ;n  addition  to  the 
courses  which  he  has  selected,  may  offer  for  examination  whatever  courses 
he  has  privately  mastered,  but  no  one  can  graduate  from  this  seminary  un- 
less he  has  been  a  regular  resident  for  one  whole  year,  and  that  must  be  the 
last  year  before  graduation. 

Pastors  who  wish  to  graduate  in  separate  departments,  or  in  all  the 
departments,  may  make  arrangements  to  prosecute  their  studies  partly  as 
non-residents. 

To  become  a  graduate  of  a  department,  the  student  must  receive  at 
least  the  testimonial  approbatur  (B,  or  6).  In  order  to  receive  the  diploma 
as  full  graduate  of  the  seminary,  the  student  must  graduate  in  all  courses, 
except  Course  II.  The  degree  of  B.  D.  will  be  conferred  on  all  students  of  the 
seminary  who  graduate  in  all  the  eighteen  courses,  if,  in  their  examinations, 
they  receive  at  least  tin;  testimonial  cum  laude  approbatur  (AB,  or  8)  in  the 
majority  of  the  courses  and  not  less  than  non  sine  laude  approbatur  (ab,  or 
7)  in  the  rest. 
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Regular  graduates  of  the  seminary  may  receive  the  same  degree,  if  by 

examinations  in  all   subjects  required,  they  increase  their  testimonials  ac- 
cording to  the  preceding  condition. 

INTRODUCTORY  COURSES 

I.     Theological  Encyclopaedia. 

PROFESSOR  LINDBERG. 

To  graduate  in  this  department,  the  student  must  offer  satisfactory 
written  notes  in  answer  to  questions  based  on  the  text-books  and  the  oral 
lectures  of  the  professor,  covering  Exegetical,  Historical,  Systematic,  and 
Practical  Theology;  and  in  addition,  each  student  must  offer  privately, 
whenever  he  may  be  prepared,  a  satisfactory  oral  presentation  of  the  sub- 
jects of  Biblical  Hermeneutics,  and  Introduction  to  Dogmatic  Theology. 

Text-Books:     Weidner's  Theological  Fncyclopaedia :    Vol.   I.  Exegetical 
Theology;  Vol.  II.  Historical  and  Systematic  Theology;  Vol.  III.  Practical 
Theology;  Weidner's  Introduction  to  Dogmatic  Theology. 
II.     History  of  Philosophy  and  Philosophy  of  Religion. 

,  PROFESSOR  LINDBERG.

III.     Hebrew  Junior. 

PROFESSORS  LINDBERG  AND  ELOFSON.* 

To  graduate  in  this  course,  it  will  be  necessary  to  pass  a  rigid  examina- 
tion on  Harper's  Hebrew  Method  and  Elements  of  Hebrew  and  offer  in  addi- 
tion about  20  chapters  of  the  Book  of  Genesis,  or  its  equivalent. 

Te.rt-Books :  Harper's  Hebrew  Manual  and  Elements  of  Hebrew;  Hebrew- 
Bible  (Letteri's  or  Theile's  edition  preferred;  or  separate  texts  by  Baer  and 
Delitzsch) ;  Hebrew  Lexicon  by  Davies. 

IV.     Greek  Junior. 

PROFESSORS  LINDBERG  AND  ELOFSON. 

To  graduate  in  this  course,  it  will  be  necessary  to  pass  a  rigid  examina- 
tion on  Harper- Weidner's  Introductory  New  Testament  Greek  Method,  and 
offer  for  examination  the  Four  Gospels,  the  Ants  of  the  Apostles,  and  such 
Epistles  as  may  have  been  studied  in  the  class.

In  this  school,  the  most  important  sciences  introductory  and  auxiliary  to 
Exegetical  Theology  are  taught.  It  includes  the  three  special  sciences  oi* 
Introduction:  Isagogics,  Biblical  Archaeology,  and  Biblical  Geography. 
To  graduate  in  this  department,  oral  and  written  examinations  must  be 
passed  on  the  text  books  used  in  the  course.

Iu  this  course,  the  Bible  is  studied  in  chronological  order,  using  the  Swed- 
ish or  English  revised  versions,  with  special  attention  to  the  marginal 
readings,  and  with  references  to  the  original  when  necessary.  The  aim  is 
to  cover  the  principal  books  of  the  Bible,  expounding  most  fully  those  parts 
which  are  not  carefully  gone  over  in  Hebrew  and  Greek  Exegesis.  The  four 
hours  devoted  to  this  subject  are  equally  divided  between  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments.  The  instruction  is  chiefly  by  lectures.  To  graduate  the  student 
must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  on  the  lectures  delivered.

To  graduate  in  this  depa  tment,  all  the  class  work  must  be  up  to  a  high 
standard,  and  so  much  mus  be  done  privately  that  the  student  can  give 
evidence  that  about  one-fourth  of  the  Hebrew  Bible  has  been  read  by  him 
at  sight  or  otherwise.

Some  of*  the 
Psalms  in  Greek  must  also  be  studied.  The  student  may  also  be  required 
to  pass  an  examination  on  lectures  delivered,  or  write  notes  on  certain 
portions  of  the  New  Testament.

Dogmatics  is  that  department  of  Systematic  Theology  which  aims  to 
present  in  a  scientific  form  the  results  of  exegetical  and  historical  investiga- 
tion, with  reference  to  the  truths  embraced  in  the  Christian  faith  in  their 
organic  connection.  A  system  of  Dogmatics  must  not  only  have  a  biblical, 
but  also  a  churchly  character.  As  no  one  is  able  to  apprehend  a  doctrine 
in  its  vital  relation  unless  he  understands  also  its  historical  development  in 
the  church,  special  stress  is  laid,  in  this  course,  on  the  History  of  Dogmas. 
The  instruction  is  given  by  lectures  in  connection  with  text-books.  To 
graduate  in  this  course,  the  student  must  pass  rigid  oral  and  written 
examinations  on  the  text  books,  as  well  as  on  the  lectures.

Candidates  may 
present  themselves  for  examination  at  any  time  between  October  and  the 
first  of  July.  A  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars  is  charged  when  the  degree  is  con- 
ferred and  the  diploma  is  awarded.  Residence  is  not  required,  as  these 
courses  may  be  pursued  by  the  pastor  while  in  charge  of  a  congregation. 
Further  information  concerning  text-books  and  courses  will  be  furnished 
on  application.

The  above  stated  courses  contain  the  same  as  the  regular,  except  that 
in  Isagogics,  Church  History,  Dogmatics,  and  Ethics  smaller  text-books 
are  used. 

For  admission  to  study  according  to  the  Minimum  Course  see  rules  stated 
in  the  Synodical  Minutes  1802  pages  38  and  39. 
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Admission  and  Matriculation. 

The  Theological  Seminary  is  open  to  students  of  the  Evangelical  Luther- 
an Church.  A  lull  collegiate  education  is  regarded  as  constituting  a  normal 
preparation   lor  the  seminary  course.    Exceptions  may  be  made  in  cases 

where  (he  student  is  advanced  in  years  and  has  experience  in  teaching  and 
in  mission  work,  bu1  in  such  cases,  the  candidate  is  required  to  give  evidence 
of  such  scholarship  as  will  enable  him  successfully  to  pursue  the  studies  of 
the  theological  course.     (See  Synodical  Minutes  1802). 

All  applications  for  admission  to  the  seminary  must  be  sent  in  before  the 
first  day  ot  September  each  year,  if  possible,  by  the  first  of  June.  All  such 
applications  must  be  sent  to  the  president,  or  to  the  secretary  of  the  the- 
ological faculty. 

Applicants  who  have  lately  been  students  of  any  of  the  institution  of  our 
synod  must  furnish  to  a  committee  consisting  of  the  theological  faculty 
and  the  president  of  the  synod,  satisfactory  testimonials,  as  to  their  Chris- 
tian character  and  practical  ability,  together  with  a  recommendation  from 
t  he  authorities  of  the  institution  where  they  have  previously  studied.  All 
other  applicants  must  not  only  furnish  satisfactory  testimonials,  but  be 
recommended  by  pastors  well  known  to  the  committee;  or  by  parties  in 
whom  the  committee  has  confidence. 

Every  student  shall  be  considered  as  a  probationer  during  the  first  four 
months  after  his  admission,  after  which  his  matriculation  may  take  place. 
If,  after  the  lapse  of  this  time,  the  committee  shall  unanimously  determine 
that  it  is  not  expedient  to  retain  him  any  longer  as  a  student,  he  shall  be 
dismissed.  It  he  applies  to  the  faculty  tor  letters  of  dismission,  the  circum- 
stances which  led  to  his  dismission  shall  be  stated  in  such  terms  as  the 
faculty  may  deem  to  be  wise  and  just. 

Every  student,  before  he  is  matriculated  and  enrolled  as  a  permanent 
member  of  any  class,  shall  present  to  the  faculty  in  writing  a  brief  but 
explicit  statement  of  the  motives  which  induced  him  to  devote  his  life  to  the 
ministry  of  the  gospel,  and  at  his  matriculation  shall  make  and  subscribe 
the  following  affirmation : 

"I  hereby  promise  that  so  long  as  I  remain  a  student  of  this  theological 
seminary,  I  will,  with  the  help  of  God,  faithfully  and  diligently  attend  all 
the  recitations,,  lectures,  and  instruction  intended  for  me ;  that  I  will  con- 
scientiously and  vigilantly  observe  all  the  regulations  which  are  set  forth  in 
the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Institution;  and  that  I  will  pay  due 
respect  and  obedience  to  the  professors,  and  treat  my  fellow  students  as 
brethren,  and  all  others  as  becomes  the  gospel  of  Christ.'"

Courses  of  Study, 


Post-Graduate  Courses. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  those  who  wjsh  to  pursue  a  post-graduate 
course  of  study  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  on  the  following 
conditions : 

1.  Only  those  who  have  received  a  bachelor's  degree  from  this  or  some 
other  institution  of  equal  rank,  and  who  sustain  a  good  moral  character 
are  eligible  candidates. 

2.  In  no  case  can  a  student  be  recommended  for  the  master's  degree 
within  two  years  of  the  bachelor's  degree,  except  in  cases  where  the  faculty 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  decide  otherwise. 

3.  Not  less  than  two  years'  work  will  be  required. 

4.  The  studies  pursued  are  limited  to  three  subjects,  viz.,  one  Major  and 
two  Minors,  and  are  under  the  immediate  direction  of  a  committee  of  the 
faculty,  consisting  of  the  professors  in  charge  of  the  respective  departments 
to  which  the  subjects  chosen  belong. 

5.  All  applicants  are  required  to  present  themselves  at  the  college  for 
final  examination,  at  least  one  week  before  commencement.  The  examina- 
tions may  be  taken  in  installments  at  the  discretion  of  the  professor  in 
charge  of  the  department. 

6.  All  candidates  for  the  degree  must  submit  to  the  faculty  by  the  1st  of 
May  prior  to  their  graduation  a  thesis  on  their  major  subject,  the  theme 
having  been  reported  to  the  faculty  for  approval  at  least  six  months  before 
the  presentation  of  f  he  thesis.  This  thesis,  which  is  to  disclose  as  much 
original  research  as  possible,  must  be  publicly  read  and  defended  by  the 
author  at  a  time  and  place  appointed  for  that  purpose.  The  thesis  must  be 
printed  and  fifty  copies  of  it  deposited  in  the  college  library.

During  the  present  scliool  year  the  courses  of  study  in  the  Collegiate 
ami  Preparatory  Departments  have  been  revised  by  tin;  Collegiate  Faculty 
and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  new  courses  differ  from  the  old  principally  in  giving  to  students  a 
greater  freedom  of  choice  of  subjects.  Certain  subjects  are  required  for 
graduation  while  others  are  elective  in  both  the  classical  and  scientific 
courses. 

The  minimum  number  of  term  hours  (or  credits)  required  for  graduation 
is  280,  or  124  in  the  Preparatory  Department  and  156  in  the  Collegiate. 

The  requirements  for  admission  to  the  First  Class  have  been  slightly 
raised,  and,  hence,  a  preparatory,  or  sub-class  has  been  established  for 
such  applicants  as  are  not  prepared  to  enter  the  First  Class. 

In  the  schedule  given  below  subjects  marked  CI.  are  required  in  the  clas- 
sical course  only,  those  marked  Sc.  in  the  scientific  course  only,  tho.se  not 
marked  are  required  for  both,  while  those  marked  El.  are  electives  in 
either  course. 

The  figures  in  parentheses  denote  the  term  iu  which  the  subject  is  taught, 
while  the  figures  not  so  marked  denote  the  number  of  hours  per  week,  or 
the  number  of  term-hour  credits.

Admission. 

Applicants  for  admission  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence   of  good 

moral  character  and  of  such  scholarship  as  will  enable  them  successfully  to 

pursue  the  courses  of  study  in  the  classes  to  which  they  are  assigned. 
Candidates  for  admission  to  the  First  Class  are  examined  in  the  following 

subjects : 

English. — Short  course  in  English  Grammar,  especially  Analysis  of  Sen- 
tences and  Parsing;  Reading  and  Writing. 

Christianity.— Bible  History;  Luther's  smaller  catechism,  or,  if  non-Lu- 
therans, the  general  principles  of  the  Christian  religion. 

Geography. — Outlines  of  the  Geography  of  the  World  ;  Fuller  Course  on  the 
United  States. 

History.— Outlines  of  the  History  of  the  United  States,  or  equivalents. 

Arithmetic. — White's  Complete  or  Robinson's  Practical  Arithmetic  to  per- 
centage; accuracy  and  facility  in  the  four  fundamental  rules  and  in  frac- 
tions. 

For  admission  to  the  Classical  or  Scientific  Course  of  the  College  the  full 
Preparatory  Course  is  required. 

Applicants  furnishing  certificates  of  promotion  from  Gustavus  Adolphus 
College.  Bethany  College,  or  Luther  Academy  are  admitted  without  exami- 
nation to  the  classes  to  which  such  certificates  entitle  their  holders  as  lar 
as  the  courses  are  alike. 

[u  all  other  cases  applicants  are  subject  to  examination. 

Students  who  do  not  wish  to  take  a  full  course  may  select  such  studies  in 
any  department  as  they  are  prepared  to  pursue  to  advantage.  Rut  all  such 
select  courses  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  faculty. 

A  certificate  of  approval  in  subjects  that  have  been  completed  and  in 
other  subjects  where  not  more  than  two  years  have  elapsed,  are  considered 
valid,  provided  the  course  has  not  been  increased  or  the  standard  raised 
since  the  certificate  was  issued. 

Students  are  not  enrolled  in  any  department  of  instruction  before  they 
have  paid  the  tuition  fee  each  term. 

Applicants  are  received  at  any  time,  but  prompt  attendance  at  the  open- 
ing of  each  term  is  desired.  Examinations  for  admission  are  held  on  the 
day  before  the  public  opening  of  each  term.  (See  Calendar,  p.  2.) 
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Examinations,  Standing,  and  Degrees. 

Examinations  are  held  by  the  professors  in  charge  of  the  several  depart- 
ments of  instruction  as  often  as  deemed  necessary. 

Pinal  examinations  are  held  in  each  subject  when  the  instruction  in  such 
subject  ceases  For  the  year. 

Students  absenting  themselves  from  final  examination  in  any  subject 
without  excuse  do  not  receive  any  marks  of  standing  in  that  subject. 

All  students  who  leave  the  Institution  with  excuse,  but  without  having 
passed  the  necessary  examination  in  their  respective  studies,  and  who  desire 
to  continue  their  course  during  the  following  or  any  subsequent  term  are 
required  to  present  themselves  For  such  deferred  examinations  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  new  term  on  the  day  specified  in  the  catalogue  for  that  purpose. 
(See  Calender,  p.  2.) 

As  a  general  rule  students  of  the  college  who  have  been  unable  to  com- 
plete the  course  with  their  classes,  are  permitted  to  graduate  on  passing 
satisfactory  oral  and  written  examinations  in  all  the  remaining  studies  of 
the  course. 

The  standing  of  students  in  each  subject  is  marked  on  a  scale  of  100,  the 
minimum  limit  for  approval  in  any  subject  being  60. 

In  determining  the  final  standing  of  students  on  any  subject,  the  stand- 
ing on  the  course  is  considered  as  well  as  that  on  the  examination,  and  a 
proportionate  deduction  is  made  for  absences  from  recitations  unless  the 
loss  by  such  absence  is  made  up. 

Students  promoted  "on  condition"  are  enrolled  in  the  class  from  which 
they  were  thus  promoted,  provided  the  conditions  be  not  removed  within 
the  time  allowed  for  the  purpose. 

Only  students  who  pass  the  final  examinations  at  the  end  of  the  school- 
year  receive  a  certificate  showing  the  marks  of  standing  in  each  subject 
pursued  during  the  year. 

All  members  of  graduating  classes  receive  a  certificate  showing  the  final 
marks  of  standing  in  all  the  subjects  pursued  during  the  collegiate  course. 

The  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science,  and  Master  of  Arts 
are  conferred  by  the  Board  of  Directors  on  such  persons  as  have  satis- 
factorily completed  the  prescribed  courses,  and  have  been  approved  on 
examination  at  the  end  of  the  course  as  candidate  for  the  same, 

Only  one  degree  can  be  conferred  on  the  same  person  any  one  year. 
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Normal  Department, 


Courses  of  Study. 


The  desire  of  a  large  number  of  young  men  and  women  of  the  Lutheran 
faith  for  an  opportunity  to  secure  a  normal  training-  at  their  own  institu- 
tions and  also  the  large  demand  for  teachers  thns  trained  led  the  synod  at 
its  convention  in  Chisago  Lake,  Minn.,  in  June  1891,  to  establish  a  normal 
department  at  this  institution.  Owing  to  a  lack  of  teaching  forces,  the 
course  of  study  was  at  first  limited  to  three  years,  but  within  the  last 
two  years  the  course  has  been  revised  and  enlarged  so  as  to  correspond  as 
nearly  as  practicable  with  the  courses  of  the  best  state  normal  schools  in 
the  west.  According  to  this  revision  there  are  now  two  distinct  courses  in 
this  department,  each  occupying  four  years:  one  known  as  the  English 
Normal  Course  designed  to  prepare  teachers  for  the  public  schools,  and  the 
other  known  as  the  Swedish-English  Normal  Course  designed  tofitstudents 
for  teaching  parochial  school.  The  subjects,  as  a  rule,  are  selected  from  the 
preparatory  and  collegiate  courses.  It  is  only  in  Pedagogy,  Physical  Geog- 
raphy, Physiology,  Hygiene,  and  the  Teacher's  Courses  in  English  and 
Arithmetic  that  separate  instruction  is  given  to  students  in  this  depart- 
ment. In  all  other  subjects,  the  instruction  is  given  in  the  regular  prepar- 
atory or  collegiate  classes.  Those  completing  the  prescribed  courses  receive 
a  teacher's  diploma. 

In  Orthography,  Grammar,  Composition,  Rhetoric,  TJ.  S.  History,  Geog- 
raphy, and  Arithmetic  a  standing  oi  80  per  cent  is  required  for  passing.  In 
all  other  subjects  a  standing  of  GO  per  cent  is  required. 

The  subjects  embraced  in  each  year's  course  are  indicated  in  the  schedule 
of  courses  given  on  the  opposite  page.  The  figures  in  the  table  denote  the 
number  of  recitations  in  each  subject  each  week.  The  Roman  characters  in 
parenthesis  denote  the  class  in  the  preparatory  or  collegiate  department  in 
which  the  subject  is  studied.  For  a  fuller  description  of  the  course  in  such 
subjects  see  the  outlines  of  the  classical  course  of  the  collegiate  and  prepar- 
atory "departments  given  on  pages  18 — 21  and  20 — 28. 

Students  are  allowed  fo  make  substitutions  for  such  subjects  belonging 
to  collegiate  courses  as  the  faculty  may  deem  advisable. 

The  Normal  Department  has  no  distinct  faculty,  but  all  matters  pertain- 
in-  to  it  are  in  the  hands  of  the  collegiate  faculty 
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Schedule  of  Courses.

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The  Conservatory  of  Music. 

Courses  of  Study. 

Preparatory  Course. 

The  preparatory  course  in  music  includes  piano  and  voice,  and  is  de- 
signed to  afford  thorough  and  systematic  instruction  in  the  rudiments i  of 
a  general  musical  education  and  to  prepare  pupils  for  entrance  upon  higher 
and  professional  courses. 

Organist  Course. 

The  organist  course  makes  instruction  on  the  pipe  organ  the  special  and 
distinguishing  feature,  but  includes  also  harmony  and  piano.  Its  object  is 
to  train  students  for  the  office  of  an  organist.  The  organ  studies  in  this 
and  in  the  graduate  course  are  the  following: 

Sfcainer's  Organ  Primer;  Rink's  Organ  School;  Schneider's  Pedal  Studies; 
Buck's  Pedal  Phrasing  Studies;  Bach's  Smaller  Preludes  and  Fugues 
Buck's  Choir  Accompaniment;  Schneider's  Advanced  Pedal  Studies;  and 
works  by  Guilmant,  Clark,  Smart,  Batiste,  Lemmens,  and  others.  The 
greater  Chorals,  Preludes,  and  Fugues  by  Bach;  Sonatas  and  Concert 
pieces  of  Handel,  Best,  Buck,  Guilmant,  Rheinberger,  Dubois,  Widor,  Men 
delssohn,  Salome,  Liszt,  Warren,  and  others. 


Graduate  Course. 

The  graduate  course,  including  harmony,  organ,  piano,  violin,  and  voice, 
has  for  its  object  the  study  of  music  in  its  higher  and  artistic  aspects.  The 
courses  precribed  in  this  department  lead  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Music  and  require  from  four  to  six  years  for  their  completion. 


Voeal  Course. 

The  vocal  course  including  voice  culture,  voice  building,  quartet,  choir, 
and  chorus  singing,  is  designed  to  afford  pupils  in  any  of  the  foregoing 
departments  the  advantages  of  first-class  instruction  in  all  branches  of 
vocal  music.  In  teaching  voice  culture  the  Italian  method  is  used,  dia- 
phragmatic breathing  being  insisted  upon  as  the  only  true  support  for  the 
voice.  Among  the  studies  used  for  practice  are  those  by  Abt,  Randegger, 
Sieber,  Liitgen,  Seiler,  Marchesi,  Bordogni,  and  others.  Special  attention  is 
given  to  enunciation,  musical  elocution,  breathing,  and  general  physical 
culture. 
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Further  Information. 

The  Chorus. 

A  large  Chorus,  composed  oi"  the  best  musical  talent  of  the  institution 
and  of  the  community  round  about,  under  the  leadership  of  Prof.  Griffith, 
holds  weekly  meetings  for  instruction  and  drill.  Many  persons  from  the 
three  cities,  who  are  not  members  of  the  school,  have  joined  this  chorus  so 
as  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  it  affords  for  musical  training. 

The  highest  styles  of  composition,  such  as  cantatas  and  oratorios,  and 
the  greatest  productions  of  the  masters  are  selected  for  practice.  Among 
the  works  rendered  by  the  chorus  during  the  last  five  years  may  be  men- 
tioned Haydn's  Creation,  Handel's  Messiah,  Spohr's  Last  Judgment, Gaul's 
Holy  City,  Gade's  Zion,  Bach's  God's  Time  is  the  Best,  Cowen's  Song  of 
Thanksgiving,  StOlpe's  Reformation  Cantata,  Stainer's  Daughter  of  Jairus. 
Bennet's  Woman  of  Samaria,  and  many  other  selections  of  similar  character. 

Serveral  concerts  are  given  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  affording  the 
public  an  opportunity  to  judge  concerning  the  nature  and  quality  of  tl)e 
work  dove  and  the  merits  of  the  singers.  These  concerts  are  uniformly  of  a 
high  order,  as  their  great  popularity  and  the  enthusiastic  manner  in  which 
they  are  received,  clearly  show.  Among  all  who  are  capable  of  judging 
there  is  only  one  opinion  concerning  the  elevated  tone  and  high  efficiency  of 
this  chorus  work.  The  institution  in  offering  such  facilities  feels  that  it  is 
doing  its  patrons  and  the  public  at  large  an  important  service  which  merits 
the  most  hearty  support.  All  lovers  of  song  who  may  be  interested,  are 
cordially  invited  to  become  members  of  the  chorus. 


Rules  and  Regulations. 

Tuition  must  be  paid  strictly  in  advance.  Lesson  ('aids  may  be  obtained 
from  the  business  manager  and  must  be  presented  to  the  teacher  at  the 
first  lesson. 

No  reduction  for  absence  is  made,  except  in  case  of  protracted  illness  of 
which  the  business  manager  must  be  duly  notified. 

Lessons  lost  in  consequence  of  the  pupil's  absence  will  not  be  made  good 
by  tht' conservatory. 

Pupils  are  received  at  any  time  during  the  term. 

Any  student  who  takes  at  least  two  lessons  a  week  in  any  department 
of  the  conservatory  is  allowed  to  take  five  hours  a  week  of  class  instruction 
in  the  preparatory  or  collegiate  departments  of  the  Institution  free  of 
charge. 
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The  Business  College. 


Eight  years  ago,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Augusiana  College,  perceiving 
the  great  demand  for  practical  business  training  among  the  youth  of  this 
country,  founded,  in  intimate  connection  with  the  College,  the  Augustana 
Business  College.  This  department  has  since  grown,  from  a  comparatively 
small  beginning,  to  a  thoroughly  equipped  business  training  school,  pre- 
paring annually,  in  the  most  thorough  manner,  a  large  number  of  young 
people  for  the  various  lines  of  business. 

The  department  offers  two  courses  of  study  which  arc  as  complete,  sym- 
metrical, and  practical  as  untiring  effort,  close  observation  of  business 
methods,  and  experience  can  render  them.  Its  faculty  is  composed  of  skilled 
and  carefully  trained  teachers  and  its  patronage  consists  of  a  class  of 
young  people  who  are  characterized  by  intelligence,  good  character,  am- 
bition, and  earnest  devotion  to  their  own  real  interests. 


Remarks  on  Courses  of  Study. 

The  Business  Training  Course. 

INITIATORY   DEPARTMENT. 

A  student  who  enters  this  department  begins  his  course  by  receiving  in- 
struction in  the  use  of  Day-book,  Cash  book,  Journal,  Invoice-book,  and 
Ledger.  Before  proceeding  to  record  entries  in  his  books,  he  is  carefully 
drilled  in  the  questions  and  rules  which  govern  the  science  of  this  subject. 

After  having  completed  the  first  twelve  sets  of  the  Williams  &  Roger's 
Complete  Book-keeping,  the  student  is  tested  in  each  one  of  the  studies  he 
has  pursued  in  the  course,  to  ascertain  whether  he  has  such  knowledge  of 
book-keeping  as  can  be  put  to  practical  use  in  the  Advanced  Theory  and 
Banking  Departments.  If  successful  in  the  examination,  he  is  transferred; 
if  not,  he  reviews  the  course  or  such  parts  of  it  as  seem  needful  to  fit  him 
for  promotion. 

THE  ADVANCED  THEORY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  work  of  this  department  is  accomplished  by  means  of  the  Ellis 
System  of  Actual  Business  Practice.  This  system  is  the  nearest  approach 
lo  actual  business  ever  devised,  and  therefore  the  most  practical,  theoretic- 
;il  exposition  ol  this  science.    The  student  provides   himself    with    books 
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and  blanks,  specially  ruled  and  printed,  which  combine  many  labor  saving- 
methods  in  recording  the  transactions  which  would  occur  in  the  following 
branches  of  business:  Jobbing,  Grocery,  Flour,  Product'  &  Provision, 
Wholesale  &  Retail  Furniture,  Commission,  Wood  <&  Coal,  Hay  &  Grain, 
Tanning,  Boot  &  Shoe  Business,  General  Merchandise,  Joint  Stock  Com- 
panies &  Corporations,  Practical  Banking  &  Expert  Accounting. 

ARITHMETIC  AND  RAPID  CALCULATIONS. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  work  in  these  branches,  and  very  com- 
plete courses  are  offered.  No  student  can  expect  to  progress  satisfactorily 
in  the  science  of  accounts,  without  having  a  thorough  understanding  of 
the  subject  of  arithmetic.  A  half-hour  each  day  is  devoted  to  exercises  in 
rapid  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  division,  fractions,  interest, 
discount,  averaging  accounts,  etc.  These  drills  are  of  the  greatest  value, 
making  the  students  not  only  rapid  and  accurate,  but  giving  them  con- 
fidence in  themselves.  The  text-book  in  this  subject  is  divided  into  twenty- 
four  parts,  each  of  which  must  be  completed  with  the  corresponding  parts 
in  Book-keeping. 

CIVIL  GOVERNMENT. 

This  subject  is  taught  in  such  a  manner  as  to  acquaint  the  student  with 
the  functions  of  the  various  parts  of  the  governmental  machinery,  the 
relations  of  the  States  to  each  other  and  the  General  Government,  and 
such  other  facts  as  will  enable  him  to  perform  intelligently  the  duties  of 
citizenship.    This  subject  is  completed  in  the  Theory  Department. 

BUSINESS  LAW. 

Although  the  student  is  carefully  drilled  in  the  execution  of  business 
papers  while  pursuing  the  study  of  book-keeping,  a  course  in  Commercial 
Law  is  added  to  supplement  his  knowledge.  It  is  not  expected  that  the 
student  will  acquire  a  professional  knowledge  of  the  subject,  as  this  would 
require  a  thorough  course  in  a  school  of  law.  The  purpose  is  to  acquaint 
him  thoroughly  with  the  legal  principles  which  constitute  the  foundation 
of  business  law.  The  text-book  in  this  subject  is  supplemented  with  a  course 
of  law  lectures  by  a  practicing  attorney. 

POLITICAL  ECONOMY. 

The  instruction  in  this  subject  is  given  in  the  form  of  lectures,  embracing 
a  discussion  of  the  main  problems,  of  the  Production,  Exchange,  and  Dis- 
tribution of  Wealth.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  blackboard  exercises 
and  the  students  are  expected  to  take  notes  of  each  lecture. 
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BUSINESS  WRITING. 

The  ability  to  acquire  a  clean,  legible,  rapid  business  band  is  not  an 
inherited  gift;  any  person  of  good  intelligence  may  secure  such  a  hand 
unless  physically  incapacitated.  The  lime  required  to  accomplish  this 
result  varies  from  three  months  to  one  year,  and  is  dependent  upon 
previous  opportunities,  natural  aptitude,  etc. 

SPELLING  AND  DEFINING. 

Daily  written  exercises  of  graded  work  are  gi  ven .  The  student  is  not 
only  taught  how  to  spell  and  pronounce  words,  but  is  required  to  define 
and  memorize  them,  thus  greatly  increasing  his  readiness  in  the  use  of 
English. 

PRACTICAL  GRAMMAR  AND   LETTER-WRITING. 

The  ability  to  write  the  English  language  fluently  and  correctly  is  a 
great  accomplishment  for  any  young  man  or  woman.  Special  attention  is, 
therefore,  given  to  grammatical  drill,  and  to  the  correct  use  of  the  English 
language  in  speaking  and  writing. 

BUSINESS  CORRESPONDENCE. 

This  feature  of  the  course  aims  to  give  the  pupil  such  suggestions  re- 
garding the  requisites  of  correspondence  as  will  enable  him  to  construct, 
arrange,  paragraph,  and  punctuate  a  business  letter,  so  that  it  shall  con- 
vey its  intended  meaning  without  .verbiage  or  contusion  and  shall  appear 
to  the  best  advantage. 


The   Shorthand   Course. 

This  course  lias  been  established  as  a  natural  result  of  the  policy  of 
supplying,  as  tar  as  practicable,  the  varied  requirements  of  those  fitting 
themselves  for  any  one  of  the  many  walks  of  lite. 

The  principal  aim  of  this  course  is  to  fit  young  men  and  women  tor  posi- 
tions as  stenographers  or  private  secretaries. 

The  interaction  is  individual  and  so  suited  to  the  peculiarities  of  each 
student  as  to  bring  out  the  best  results  possible. 

PHONOGRAPHY. 

The  Pitman  System  of  Phonography,  which  for  half  a  century  has  been 
the  standard,  is  taught. 

The  first  three  months  are  devoted  to  a  thorough  course  in  the  principles 
and  their  application.  The  so-called  "Corresponding  Style''  of  phonog- 
raphy, which  tends  to  confusion  and  loss  oi'  time,  by  multiplying  the 
number  of  outlines  for  each  word  is  omit  ted.     The  teaching  ol  the  ''Report- 
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ing  Style*"  direct  is  a  special  feature  of  the  course,  and  no  word  is  given 
until  every  principle  governing  its  approved  outline  has  been  explained.  In 
order  to  accustom  the  student  to  writing  what  he  hears,  appropriate 
matter  is  dictated  at  each  lesson.  During  the  review  that  follows,  special 
attention  is  paid  to  drill  on  the  correct  outlines  for  all  common  words  or 
•  those  likely  to  occur  in  the  work  of  the  stenographer. 

BUSINESS  LETTERS. 

Actual  business  letters,  prepared  especially  for  this  course,  are  next 
dictated.  These  cover  a  wide  range  of  subjects  and  form  numerous  complete 
series  of  correspondence,  as  will  occur  in  the  future  office  work  of  the  stenog- 
rapher. Correspondence  is  opened  with  various  firms,  and  the  student  i> 
expected  to  keep  informed  of  the  progress  of  the  different  negotiations. 

In  this  dictation,  the  student's  particular  attention  is  called  to  the  new- 
words  that  occur  in  each  letter.  All  such  outlines  are  illustrated  upon  the 
blackboard  and  explained  thoroughly.  The  result  is  an  unusual  acquaint- 
ance with  the  correct  outlines. 

Phrasing  is  constantly  dwelt  upon,  so  as  to  give  a  thorough  under- 
standing of  this  complex  but  valuable  subject. 

TYPEWRITING. 

The  great  importance  of  this  branch  is  recognized  fully.  One  of  the 
latest  patterns  of  typewriters  is  assigned  to  each  student,  during  two  to 
three  hours  per  day.  The  most  improved  "all-finger"*  method  is  taught. 
This  leads  to  writing  by  "touch:"'  i.  e.,  without  referring  to  the  key-board 
to  any  extent;  thus  relieving  the  eye  of  the  strain  of  watching  the  bright 
keys,  and  doing  away  with  its  ruinous  struggle  to  accommodate  itself  to 
the  ever-changing  distances  from  the  eye  to  the  key-board  and  to  the  notes. 
"Touch-writing"  pre-eminently  promotes  speed,  by  enabling  the  operator 
to  read  continuously  from  his  shorthand  notes  and  thus  preventing  annoy- 
ance and  delay  arising  from  loss  of  place. 

The  student  passes  from  the  simplest  words  to  the  longest  in  ose, 
Phrases  and  sentences  follow  in  proper  order.  The  result  of  the  course  ig 
that  students  continue  using  this  scientific  fingering,  at  an  increasing  rate 
of  speed,  after  entering  an  office.  Daily  suggestions  are  given  as  to  the 
neatest  and  most  approved  manner  of  preparing  typewritten  matter.  The 
learner's  originality  in  producing  neat  and  unique  work  is  encouraged,  and 
great  stress  is  laid  upon  attaining  as  high  a  rate  of  speed  as  is  consistent 
with  accuracy  and  neatness. 
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THE  TYPEWRITER  EXPLAINED. 

Before  the  student  begins  the  use  of  the  typewriter,  the  mechanism  of 
t  he  machine  is  explained  to  him  individually  during  two  lessons  of  an  hour 
each.    Further  valuable  suggestions  are  given  from  time  to  time,  as  they 

are  found  necessary. 

In  a  series  of  talks  to  the  si  indents,  a  systematic  and  detailed  explana- 
tion of  the  typewriter  is  given.  The  care  of  the  machine  is  particularly 
dwelt  upon,  and  the  students  are  taught  how  to  ascertain  the  causes  for 
various  eccentricities  on  the  part  of  the  machine.  The  proper  methods  oi 
correcting  these,  or  repairing  the  less  serious  accidents  are  also  explained 
clearly.  The  course,  which  is  in  addition  to  the  regular  instruction  on  the 
typewriter,  has  been  found  of  much  service  in  avoiding  loss  and  annoyance 
from  delays  caused  by  sending  for  an  expert  to  attend  to  minor  irregular- 
ities of  the  machine. 

THE  PRACTICE  DEPARTMENTS. 

To  properly  fit  the  student,  the  daily  routine  work  of  the  office  is  per- 
formed constantly.  Large  numbers  of  actual  business  letters  are  dictated  to 
the  student,  who  takes  them  down  in  phonography  and  then  transcribes 
his  notes  neatly  and  quickly  upon  the  typewriter.  All  work  is  handed  in  to 
be  criticised;  the  errors  are  marked  plainly  and  the  sheets  returned  to  the 
student,  to  be  correctly  rewritten.  Thus  his  attention  is  vividly  called  to 
his  deficiencies,  and  the  importance  of  absolute  accuracy  is  repeatedly 
impressed  apon  him.  The  various  processes  of  letter  press-copying  are 
taught,  each  student  copying  his  approved  work  into  the  proper  books, 
according  to  one  of  these  methods.  Due  attention  is  given  to  drill  in  folding 
of  letters.  The  use  of  typewriter  appliances  for  writing  on  postal  cards 
or  notepaper,  directing  envelopes,  regulating  the  margins,  etc.  Each 
student  indexes  his  own  letter-book,  files  the  letters,  and  performs  other 
duties  about  the  office. 

MANIFOLDING,  HECTOGRAPHING,  AND  MIMEOGRAPHING. 

Manifolding,  writing  from  two  to  a  dozen  or  more  copies  at  one  time, 
as  adapted  to  both  autographic  work  and  typewritten  matter  is  taught. 

HECTOGKArniNG,  multiple  copying  from  one  original  written  either  with 
an  ordinary  pen  or  upon  the  typewriter,  is  also  explained  and  the  student 
drilled  in  the  methods. 

Mimeographing,  as  with  Edison's  mimeograph,  from  the  outographic 
stencil  or  by  the  aid  of  the  typewriter,  receives  fhe  attention  its  importance 
and  value  merit.

SPEED-CLASSES.  DRILL.  ETC. 
The  graded  speed-classes,  both  in  phonography  and  typewriting,  produce 

marked  improvements  combined  with  good  work.  The  students  can  read 
the  phonographic  notes  fluently;  they  are  also  able  to  read  the  writing  of 
cadi  other,  as  well  as  the  phonography  in  the  Benn  Pitman  phonographic 
publications. 

SPELLING. 

The  course  offered  in  this  subject  is  calculated  to  correct  errors  of  spell- 
ing and  to  fix  in  the  minds  of  the  future  stenographer  not  only  the  orthog- 
raphy of  the  word  but  its  usual  meaning.

BUSINESS  CORRESPONDENCE. 

Iu  connection  with  the  dictation  of  the  business  letters  in  the  Practice 
Department,  this  subject  is  carefully  taught.  Capitalization,  syllabication, 
punctuation,  paragraphing  receive  constant  explanation.  The  various 
hints  as  to  proper  use  of  language  in  business  correspondence,  develop  in 
the  student  a  natural  readiness  in  this  direction. 

This  is   made  one  of  the  most   valuable  features  of  the  course,  as  it  in- 
volves the  application  of  the  principles  learned  in  the  classes  devoted  to 
spelling  grammar,  etc.     Not  one  of  the  hundreds  of  business  letters  is 
passed  without  being  thoroughly  understood  by  the  student. 
THE  STENOGRAPHERS  DUTIES. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  course  offered  in  this  department  includes 
not  only  phonography  and  typewriting,  but  also  the  many  other  subjects 
which  the  successful  stenographer  of  to-day  must  master. 

Not  the  least  valuable  is  the  series  of  talks  on  the  duties  and  privileges 
of  the  amanuensis.  Hundreds  of  suggestions  are  interwoven;  instances 
from  the  experience  of  the  instructor,  both  as  stenographer  and  business 
num.  serve  to  illustrate  the  hints  and  advice  proffered.  As  a  result,  the 
student  enters  upon  his  duties  far  from  inexperienced,  a  fact  appreciated  by 
busv  business  men.

BUILDING.

RECITATION  HOURS. 
The  regular  hours  ot  study  and  recitations  are  from  9  A.  M.  to  4:30  I*.  M.. 
five  days  of  the  week.     Two  hours  per  week  are  set  aside  tor  physical  train- 
ing in  a  well  equipped  gymnasium. 

DISCIPLINE. 

Lt  is  assumed  that  the  young  men  who  enter  this  institution  are  gentle- 
men, and  they  are  treated  uniformly  as  such.  The  development  of  other 
characteristics  will  immediately  sever  the  student's  connection  with  the 
school. 

GRADUATION  AND  DIPLOMA. 

The  requirements  for  graduation  are  amply  sufficient  to  give  a  high 
standing  to  the  course,  and  to  insure  the  ability  of  graduates  to  fill  and 
retain  satisfactorily  first-class  positions.  In  the  shorthand  course  an-aver- 
age  working  speed  of  12")  words  per  minute  in  phonography  for  not  less 
than  five  consecutive  minutes,  is  one  of  tin'  conditions  for  graduation. 
Students  completing  in  a  satisfactory  manner  either  course,  will  be  awarded 
a  neat  diploma  at  the  animal  graduation  exercises  of  the  department  during 
commencement  week,  for  which  a  charge  off  1  is  made.

TIME  REQUIRED. 

To  complete  the  business  course,  the  bright,  ambitious  student  averages 
about  nine  months,  although  many  remain  longer.  Students  are  advanced 
as  rapidly  as  is  consistent  with  thorough  work. 

To  become  proficient  enough  in  phonography,  typewriting,  etc.,  to  fill  a 
first-class  situation  acceptably,  the  average  learner  requires  from  five  to 
eight  months;  but  students  aquainted  with  business  iorms,  and  already 
well  drilled  in  spelling,  grammar,  punctuation,  etc.,  have  been  prepared  in 
three  to  n>e  months  sufficiently  well  to  take  fairly  good  positions.  Unless 
compelled  to  do  so  by  special  circumstances,  it  is  not  advisable  to  rush 
unduly  through  the  work,  as  those  who  take  a  thorough  course  are  practi- 
cally certain  of  higher  salary  and  more  permanent  employment. 

EXPENSES. 

The  necessary  expenses  are  exceedingly  low.  Each  item  is  reduced  to  the 
very  lowest  so  as  to  bring  the  ad  vantages  of  a  thorough  business  educa- 
tion within  the  reach  of  all.

SPECIAL  ADVANTAGES. 

This  department  stands  in  the  closest  relationship  to  the  other  depart- 
ments of  Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary,  and  students  in  the 
former  have  access  to  any  class  in  the  literary  departments,  either  as 
visitors  or  members,  without  extra  charge.  This  intimate  connection  can- 
not but  act  favorably  upon  all  who  take  the  business  course,  as  it  spurs 
them  on  to  greater  efforts,  and  broadens  their  view,  by  reminding  them 
that  all  is  not  contained  in  the  debits  or  credits  of  an  account.  Further- 
more, a  business  man  needs  the  ease  and  grace  that  comes  from  contact 
with   others;   and  this  intermingling  of  a  large  number  of  well-iuformed, 
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/•••lions  students  having  varied  tastes  and  ambitions,  and  representing- all 
parts  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  portions  of  Canada  and  Europe,  can- 
not but  have  much  of  the  desired  effect.

THE  SOCIETY  OF  ECONOMICS. 

The  constitution  adopted,  declares  that  all  students  of  Augustana  Bus- 
iness College  shall  be  eligible  to  membership.  Meetings  are  held  every  Fri- 
day evening  during  the  school  year.

Government. 

This  Institution  is  owned,  supported,  and  controlled  by  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Augustana  Synod.  Its  governing  body  is  a  Board  of  Directors 
composed  of  the  president  of  the  synod,  the  president  of  the  institution. 
and  sixteen  other  members — eight  ministers  and  eight  laymen — elected  by 
t  he  synod  for  a  term  of  four  years.  Only  persons  belonging  to  some  congre- 
gation of  the  synod  are  eligible  to  membership.  The  meetings  of  the  Board 
are  held  at  the  institution. 


Faculties. 

All  matters  pertaining  to  the  institution  as  a  whole  which  do  not  come 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  board  of  directors  or  the  president  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  General  Faculty,  which  is  composed  of  all  the  permanent  pro- 
fessors of  the  institution. 

There  are  four  Special  Faculties  in  charge  of  the  following  departments 
respectively:  tin*  Theological  Seminary:  the  Collegiate,  Preparatory,  and 
Normal  Departments:  the  Conservatory  of  Music;  the  Business  College  and 
School  of  Phonography.  p]ash  special  faculty  is  composed  of  all  the  regular 
professors  in  the  respective  department. 

The  president  of  the  institution  is  ex  officio  chairman  of  each  faculty. 


Division  of  the  School  Year. 

The  school  year  of  thirty-six  weeks  is  divided  into  two  terms:  the  fall 
term,  embracing  a  period  of  sixteen  weeks  (September— December),  and  the 
spring  term,  embracing  a  period  of  twenty  weeks  (January— June).  In  the 
Theological  Seminary  there  is  an  easter  vacation  of  two  weeks. 


Public  Worship. 

Chapel  services,  which  all  students  are  required  to  attend,  are  held  in  the 
chapel  every  school  day  morning,  conducted  by  the  president,  assisted  by 
members  of  the  theological  and  collegiate  faculties.  Divine  services,  alter- 
nately in  the  Swedish  and  English  languages  are  held  in  the  chapel  each 
Sunday  evening  during  term  time,  in  which  the  full  church  service  is 
rendered.  All  students  living  at  the  college  are  expected  to  attend  these 
services.  General  and  class  prayer- meetings  are  held  each  week  by  the 
students. 
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Regulations. 

There  are  but  few  specific  rules  of  government  as  each  student  is  expected 
to  be  exemplary  In  manners  and  morals  and  to  deport  himself  as  becpmesa 
student  of  a  Christian  institution. 

The  attendance  of  such  students  only  is  desired  as  will  make  faithful  use 
of  the  educational  opportunities  afforded. 

mtemperance,  profanity,  theater  going,  the  use  of  tobacco  in  any  form, 
playing  at  cards  and  billiard,  and  whatever  hinders  the  highest  mental, 
moral,  and  religious  culture,  or  violates  the  courtesy  due  to  instructors  or 
fellow  students,  are  prohibited. 

Expenses. 

The  necessary  expenses  are  exceedingly  low.  Each  item  is  reduced  to  the 
voiv  lowest  so  as  to  bring  the  advantages  of  a  thorough  education  withm 
the'  reach  of  all.  The  total  necessary  expenses  for  the  entire  school  yea r 
range  from  $135  to  $175.

The  Museum. 
Prof.  J.  A.  Udden,  Curator. 

The  arrangement  of  the  material  and  of  the  cases  in  the  museum  is  repre- 
sented in  the  diagram  on  page  61. 

THE  ZOOLOGICAL  CABINET. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  floor  space,  and  forming  a  partition  between  the 
museum  and  the  library,  is  a  cabinet  with  glass  front,  eight  feet  high  and 
40  feet  long,  and  divided  into  eight  sections,  containing  a  systematic  series 
of  zoological  specimens.  For  lack  of  space  and  glass  jars  a  large  amount  ol 
material  is  stored  away  at  present  in  copper  tanks  and  drawers. 

Beginning  at  the  east  end  of  this  cabinet,  we  find  uppermost  in  the  first 
sect  ion  some  mud  from  the  depths  of  the  Atlantic  ocean  and  containing 
tests  of  various  foraminifera.  Next  in  succession  comes  a  series  of  dried 
sponges,  and  a  few  specimens  of  the  same  kind  preserved  in  alcohol.  Below 
these  follow  the  corals,  among  which  may  be  seen  some  fine  specimens  of 
seafans,  and  cork  corals,  mushroom  corals,  and  organ-pipe  corals.  Among 
the  echinoderms,  which  follow  below,  are  several  kinds  of  sea-urchins,  such 
as  sand  cakes,  sand  dollars,  and  sea  eggs.  Several  types  of  the  starfish 
order,  the  sea-cucumbers  and  the  crinoids,  complete  thecollection  of  animals 
of  radiate  structure.  Then  follow  the  worms  and  mollusks.  The  latter 
have  to  a  great  extent  been  collected  in  Europe,  and  embrace  Representatives 
of  a  great  number  of  genera  and  species,  filling  nearly  two  sections  in  the 
cabinet.  Among  other  valuable  specimens,  there  are  a  number  of  fine  cow- 
ries from  the  coasts  of  Africa,  and  a  fairly  cymplete  collection  of  land  and 
freshwater  shells  from  Sweden.  A  number  of  crustaceans  and  insects,  pre- 
served in  alcohol,  are  placed  in  the  lower  part  of  the  third  section.  The 
fourth  section  contains  fishes,  amphibians,  and  reptiles,  several  hundred 
specimens  in  all,  and  mostly  preserved  in  alcohol.  The  stuffed  snakes  include 
a  cobra  from  India  and  a  small  boa. 
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The  birds  till  a  little  more  than  the  next  two  sections.  There  are  repre- 
sented all  the  native  families,  including  nearly  200  different  species.  Tin- 
collections  contain  a  number  of  specimens  secured  by  sportsmen  in  Moline 
and  Rock  Island.  Mammals  fill  the  remaining  two  sections.  These,  also. 
are  mostly  of  the  native  kinds,  though  there  are  a  number  of  specimens  of 
interesting  portions  of  exotic  animals,  such  as  the  skin  and  baleen  of  a 
whale,  molars  of  the  elephant,  and  horns  of  various  ungulates. 

Nearly  all  of  the  rich  material  in  this  case  was  secured  by  the  former 
curator  of  the  museum,  Dr.  Josua  Lindahl. 

A  collection  of  insects  and  another  of  birds'  nests  and  birds'  eggs  com- 
plete the  zoological  collections.  The  former,  which  is  exhibited  in  the  first 
of  the  floor  cases  to  the  east,  and  which  comprises  about  1000  different 
species  of  insects,  was  collected  and  donated  by  Professor  0.  W.  Oestlund  of 
.Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  while,  a  student  at  this  institution.  The  insects 
are  mounted  with  great  care  and  properly  labeled  and  will  be  of  permanent 
value.  The  collection  of  nests  and  eggs  was  made  chiefly  by  Mr.  Oscar 
Johnson,  class  of  '93.  It  is  a  very  fair  collection  of  the  eggs  of  our  less  rare 
birds. 

THE  HERBARIUM. 

The  beginning  of  the  herbarium  consisted  of  a  collection  of  plants  from 
Sweden  donated  by  Dr.  A.  R.  Cervin.  Several  other  collections  from  Sweden 
have  since  been  obtained  and  also  a  number  from  different  parts  of  this 
country,  viz.:  from  the  vicinity  of  Rock  Island  by  Prof.  0.  W.  Oestlund ; 
from  Lindsborg,  Kansas  by  Dr.  John  Rundstrom;  from  Kansas,  Texas,  and 
Colorado  by  the  present  curator;  from  Michigan  by  Mr.  ('.A.Wendell: 
lichens  from  Sweden  by  Prof.  John  Hurting;  mosses  from  Illinois  and  Penn- 
sylvania by  Mr.  (j.  Forsberg  of  Augustana  College;  Sea- Weeds  from  the 
Pacific  by  Dr.  Josua  Lindahl,  and  Dr.  E.  Norelius;  the  phenogamons  plants 
have  all  been  mounted  on  white  species  paper  and  are  inclosed  in  genus 
covers  of  strong  mauilla  paper. 

These  are  arranged  in  their  proper  families,  and  stored  in  paper  boxes,  in 
two  cases  specially  made  for  the  collection.  A  card  index  of  the  genera, 
species,  and  orders  has  been  made  this  year  by  Mr.  (rustave  Forsberg. 
Vn  rions  dried  plants  and  parts  of  plants  of  economical  and  of  other  special 
interest,  such  as  the  coffee-tree  and  palm-trees,  and  other  plants  from  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  world,  are  found  in  another  case, 
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THE  GEOLOGICAL  COLLECTIONS. 
The  Mc Master  Collection. 
A  foundation  lor  a  collection  to  illustrate  the  various  features  of  ourlocal 
geology  was  laid  last  year  by  the  Hon.  S.  W.  McMaster  of  Rock  Island, who 
has  donated  to  the  museum  a  number  of  fossils  collected  in  this  locality. 
Several  of  these  specimens  have  been  polished  and  otherwise  suitably  pre- 
pared for  exhibition.  A  separate  cabinet  has  been  secured  and  placed  along 
the  east  wall  for  the  reception  of  this  material.  Series  of  borings  of  artesian 
wells  in  the  city  have  been  obtained  and  added  to  these  exhibits.  It  is  the 
purpose  to  increase  this  collection  with  new  specimens  from  time  to  time 
and  to  give  later  on  a  detailed  account  of  it.  This  year  a  number  of  speci- 
mens illustrating  the  varied  composition  of  the  drift  have  been  obtained 

and  placed  in  this  case. 

The  General  Collection. 

This  fills  most  of  the  floor-cases. 

Beginning  at  the  east  end  of  the  room  the  minerals  occupy  a  small  space 
in  the  second  case.  While  all  of  the  more  common  minerals  are  represented 
in  some  of  their  varieties,  a  donation  of  a  good  set  of  minerals  is  one  of  the 
first  needs  of  the  museum.  The  most  interesting  specimen  in  the  lot  is  per- 
haps a  large  feldspar  crystal  and  some  fine  crystals  of  galena  from  the  lead 
mines  in  the  north  part  of  this  state.  It  is  the  intention  to  fill  the  second 
case  with  minerals  as  opportunities  are  offered.  The  rest  of  the  space  in  this 
case  is  now  filled  with  rocks,  which  have  been  arranged  with  a  view  to  illus- 
trate the  different  modes  in  which  all  the  various  kinds  of  rocks  are  now 
produced  in  nature  by  igneous  agencies,  by  sedimentation  in  water,  and  by 
the  agency  of  living  organisms,  as  well  as  to  exhibit  the  classification  of  the 
rocks  as  based  on  these  differences  of  origin. 

In  the  third  and  the  fourth  cases  are  shown  a  series  of  rocks,  which  have 
been  affected  in  various  ways  by  chemical  and  physical  processes  in  nature, 
and  which  illustrate  several  interesting  features  in  dynamical  geology. 
Among  these  may  be  mentioned  three  series  of  rocks  showing  the  effects  of 
surface  disintegration  in  the  region  of  crystalline  rocks  on  the  Atlantic 
coast:  stalagmites  and  stalactites  from  caverns  in  limestone  regions;  "box- 
work"  from  the  Great  Wind  Cave  in  South  Dakota  :  various  kinds  of  concre- 
tions and  septaria  from  a  variety  of  formations;  a  large  assortment  of 
geodes  from  Warsaw  in  this  state;  specimens  of  sun-cracks  and  ripple- 
marks;  cleavage  structure  and  folded  structure  induced  by  pressure;  segre- 
gation veins;  lignilites  and  cone  in-cone;  a  scries  of  natural  etchings,  pro- 
duced by  the  solvent  power  of  water;  and  scored  rocks  from  the  glacial 
drift. 
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The  fifth  case  is  iuteulded  to  illustrate  Formational  Geology.  A  largo 
number  of  samples  of  rocks  from  the  different  formations  of  which  the 
exterior  of  the  earth  is  composed  have  been  placed  in  the  succession  in 
which  these  occur  in  nature,  from  below  upwards.  The  lowermost  system, 
the  azoic,  which  underlies  all  other  rocks,  is i  represented  by  a  lot  of  speci- 
mens in  the  south  end  of  the  case.  Then  follow  the  various  formations  of 
(lie  several  systems  up  to  the  present  age,  recently  formed  alluvium,  sand, 
ami  clay  being  placed  in  the  north  end  of  the  case.  The  more  important  of 
the  characteristic  fossils  of  each  group  are  also  to  be  seen  in  their  proper 
places  in  this  series. 

The  sixth  case  is  filled  with  fossil  plants.  The  lower  plants,  oi  the  oldest 
rocks,  are  placed  first  in  the  south  end,  such  as  algae  and  other  cryptogams 
of  the  paleozoic  era.  These  are  then  followed  by  petrified  wood  and  lignite 
of  gymnosperms  of  the  mesozoic  era  and  in  turn  by  impressions  of  leaves  of 
the  more  modern  plants  of  later  ages.  A  number  of  specimens  from  thecoal- 
nieasures  in  Pennsylvania  are  deposited  in  this  collection  by  Professor  J.  II. 
Southwell  of  Rock  Island.  A  fine  specimen  of  a  fossil  cycad  from  the  Black 
Hills  has  been  added  this  year  by  the  curator.  Besides  this  the  more  im- 
portant genera  of  the  coal-measure  plants  are  also  represented  in  some 
drawings,  which  are  copies  of  the  restorations  made  by  Dawson  and  others. 

The  next  two  show-cases  contain  a  collection  of  animal  fossils,  arranged 
according  to  tin1  zoological  system  of  classification.  It  is  intended  to  ex- 
hibit some  important  types  and  landmarks  in  the  science  of  Paleontology. 
There  is  some  foraminiferous  sand  from  the  cretaceous  age  and  some  sponges 
from  the  Silurian  and  Devonian  ages.  There  are  a  number  of  representa- 
tives of  the  three  principal  orders  of  corals,  the  chain  corals,  the  honeycomb 
corals,  and  the  cup  corals,  as  marking  the  divisions  of  the  paleozoic  era. 
There  are  also  a  few  fine  specimens  of  cr in oids  and  representatives  of  the 
older  and  of  the  more  recent  types  of  sea-urchins.  The  gradual  change  in 
the  lampshells  during  the  earlier  and  middle  geological  eras  may  be  made 
out  from  the  collection.  In  the  cephalopod  mollusks,  which  are  quite  well 
represented,  the  gradual  change  of  the  suture  from  a  straight  line  in  the 
early  forms  to  the  Hue  with  intricate  bends  and  folds  in  later  times  is  well 
shown.  Among  the  vertebrate  remains  there  are  teeth  of  carboniferous 
fishes  and  an  almost  entire  skeleton  of  a  shark- like  fish  from  the  age  of  the 
chalk,  together  with  smaller  entire  fishes  from  the  Benton  beds  in  Wyoming. 
The  mammals  are  represented  by  teeth  from  the  extinct  American  horse,  a 
skull  from  the  tertiary  beds  in  Oregon,  photographs  of  an  almost  perfect 
skull  of  a  burrowing  sloth    (megalonyx)  from  Kansas,  and  several  large 
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fragments  of  the  extinct  American  elephant.  To  this  has  been  added  this 
.year  a  lot  of  teeth  and  other  parts  of  extinct  mammals  and  remains  of 
turtles  from  the  mioceue  tertiary  beds  of  South  Dakota.  The  greater  part 
of  the  specimens  in  the  geological  collections  have  been  obtained  through 
the  efforts  of  the  present  curator.  Considerably  more  material  is  stored 
away  and  awaiting  further  examination  and  identification,  before  it  will 
be  incorporated  into  the  exhibits. 

The  most  valuable  accession  to  the  natural  history  collections  this  year 
are  a  series  of  rocks  and  fossils  from  the  Jurassic  and  Triassic  beds  in  the 
Black  Hills  and  the  Big  Horn  mountains  in  Wyoming  and  petrifications  from 
the  Laramie  cretaceous  and  the  White  River  tertiary  formations  in  the 
West.  A  collecting  tour  was  made  by  the  curator  last  summer  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  this  material,  as  it  was  needed  to  round  out  the  series  of 
formations  and  fossils.  Another  important  addition  has  been  mad*1  by  Dr. 
A.  S.  Tiffany  of  Davenport,  Iowa,  who  has  made  a  donation  of  fossils  and 
rocks  from  New  York  state  and  from  this  locality.  Mr.  01  of  Becker  has 
deposited  a  valuable  collection  of  implements  of  the  stone  age  from  southern 
Sweden  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  is  only  a  beginning  tor  a  more  extensive 
collection  of  Scandinavian  antiquities.  The  material  was  secured  while  Air. 
Becker  was  on  a  visit  to  his  old  home  on  the  Cattegat  coast.

^  Laboratories. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory,  in  the  new  building,  is  furnished  with  the  neces- 
sary apparatus  and  a  full  supply  of  re-agents  for  the  laboratory  work  in 
Descriptive  and  Analytical  Chemistry. 

The  Biological  Laboratory  and  class-room  occupies  a  suitably  lighted 
and  spacious  quarter  on  the  first  floor.  It  is  conveniently  furnished  with 
tables  and  chairs,  and  is  supplied  with  a  small  aquarium,  a  hydrant,  ami 
cases  for  instruments  and  re-agents.  A  set  of  twelve  good  microscopes, with 
accessories  and  a  pair  of  good  scales  make  a  part  of  the  general  equipments. 
There  are  also  materials  for  the  use  of  special  classes.  For  the  instruction  in 
Botany  there  is  a  series  of  the  lower  as  well  as  of  the  higher  plants  preserved 
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in  alcohol  and  selected  for  making  microscopic  preparations  of  tissues. 
There  is  also  a  set  of  charts  for  illustrating  the  terminology  in  Phenoga- 
lnous  Botany.  For  the  classes  in  Zoology  there  are  some  anatomical  pre- 
parations and  entire  animals  preserved  in  alcohol  and  crania  and  skeletons 
of  vertebrates.  The  class  in  Human  Physiology  has  opportunity  to  inspect 
models  of  the  chest,  and  several  anatomical  preparations  preserved  in 
alcohol.  The  class  in  Geology  identities  specimens  of  minerals,  rocks,  and 
fossils,  which  have  been  specially  selected  from  the  museum  for  this  purpose, 
and  are  stored  in  boxes,  which  can  be  conveniently  handled.  Maps  of  the 
altitudes  and  the  geological  strata  of  the  United  States  are  at  hand  for 
reference.  A  collection  of  microscopic  slides,  which  have  been  mounted 
chiefly  by  Dr.  Lindahl,  Mr.  Philip  Dowell,  and  the  present  professor  of 
Natural  History,  form  an  important  feature  in  the  available  class-room 
material.  These  mounting's  include  70  slides  of  vegetable  tissues,  50  of 
animal  tissues,  12  of  microscopic  animals  and  plants,  and  12  ot  fossils. 


Historical  and  Numismatic  Cabinet. 

The  Ethnographical  and  Historical  Collection  contains  numerous  and 
valuable  specimens  from  India,,  Africa,  and  Palestine;  relics  of  the  late  war; 
and  implements,  weapons,  amulets,  and  personal  ornaments  of  the  American 
Indians. 

The  Numismatic  Collection  consist  of  over  1200  specimens  of  gold,  silver, 
copper,  and  bronze  coins,  together  with  medals  and  tokens.  There  is  also 
a  large  collection  of  postage  and  revenue  stamps,  old  paper  money,  frac- 
tional currency,  foreign  and  confederate  notes,  and  continental  and  colonial 
paper  money.

The  Historical  Collection  of  American  Lutheran  and  Scandinavian  Amer- 
ican Literature  has  been  steadily  growing  during  the  year.  Suitable  cases 
have  been  procured  for  filing  newspapers  and  periodicals.  Complete  or 
nearly-  complete  files  of  all  the  leading  American  Lutheran  periodicals 
(English,  German,  Swedish,  Norwegian,  Danish,  and  Finnish)  have  been 
secured  and  carefully  arranged,  also  files  of  most  of  the  Swedish  American 
periodicals. 

Contributions  to  this  collection  are  kindly  and  earnestly  solicited.  Books, 
periodiclas,  pamphlets,  catalogues,  minutes,  of  synods  and  conferences,  and 
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whatever  pertains  to  the  history  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  or  to 
the  history  of  the  Scandinavians  in  this  country  will  be  thankfully  received.

Literary  Societies.

A 
wholsome  rivalry  exists  between  these  societies,  and  yet  they  worktogether 
in  the  greatest  harmony  and  good  will.  All  students  of  the  institution  are 
eligible  to  membership.  The  officers  of  each  are  a  president,  a  vice-president, 
a  recording  secretary,  a  corresponding  secretary,  and  a  treasurer. 


The  Lyceum. 

Recognizing  the  increased  advantages  of  combined  efforts,  the  literary 
societies  at  the  institution,  for  the  better  promotion  of  the  literary  and 
oratorical  interests  of  their  members,  have  united  to  form  the  Lyceum. 
For  the  benefit  of  students,  a  series  of  lectures  and  concerts  is  given  each 
year,  to  which  the  citizens  of  the  neighboring  cities  are  always  cordially 
invited.  The  large  attendance  at  these  entertainments  has  sufficiently 
attested  their  popularity  and  merit. 
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A  modest  literary  annual,  called  Balder,*  was  attempted  in  the  spring  of 
1890.  Its  unlooked-for  suece>>  proved  the  wisdom  of  the  plan  and  warrant- 
ed the  continuance  of  its  publication.    In   1892  tin- name  was  changed  to

Lyceum  decided  not  to  publish  it  this  year.

The  Alumni  Association. 

The  Alumni  Association  of  Augustana  College  was  organized  by  the  firei 
graduating  class  of  the  college  in  the  spring  of  1877.  With  very  few  excep- 
tions all  the  alumni  are  enrolled  as  members.  Its  objects  are  the  promotion 
of  literary  and  scientific  culture,  especially  in  the  halls  of  the  Alma  Mate]-, 
the  reunion  of  early  friends  and  co-laborers  in  literary  pursuits,  and  the 
revival  of  the  pleasant  associations  that  entwine  themselves  about  student 
life.  It  holds  its  annual  business  meeting  in  the  morning  of  commencement 
day  each  year.  The  officers  for  the  present  year  are  as  follows :  President.

In  1880  the  Association  decided  to  publish  a  literary,  theological,  and 
scientific  quarterly,  known  asLuthersk  Kvartalskrift (Lutheran Quarterly). 
The  first  number  appeared  in  January  1887.  It  was  published  until  Janu- 
ary 1889,  when  it  was  discontinued  for  want  of  patronage. 

In  1891  the  Association  again  decided  to  publish  a  periodical,  and  in 
September  1891  the  first  number  of  The  Alumnus  appeared.  The  new  paper 
was  a  monthly  published  in  magazine  form,  and  edited  by  Prof.  P.  (j.  Sj<">- 
blom.  At  its  annual  meeting  in  1891,  the  Association  decided  to  continue 
the  publication  of  the  paper,  but  to  change  the  name  and  the  scope  of  it. 
The  executive  Committee  was  given  power  to  act  in  this  matter.  The 
Committee  chose  the  name  of  The  Augustana  Journal,  and  since  July.  1891. 
the  paper  has  been  published  monthly  under  this  name. 
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Location  and  Building. 

Rock  [si  and,  ;i  city  of  about  twenty  thousand  inhabitants,  is  beautifully 

located  on  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi  river.  The  bold  bluffs  on  the  Illinois 
side  of  the  river  here  recede  to  the  distance  of  about  a  mile,  leaving  a 
beautiful  and  gently  rising  plain,  upon  which  the  city  is  built.  In  beauty 
of  scenery,  health  fulness  of  location  and  climate,  Rock  Island  stands  fore-, 
most  among  Illinois  towns.  Four  great  lines  of  railroad,  the  C/iic«</<>,  Rock 
Island,  (Did  Pacific;  the  Chicago,  Burlington,  and  Quincy;  the  Chicago,  Mil- 
waukee, and  St.  Paid;  and  the  Hock  Island  and  Peoria,  centre  here,  rendering 
the  city  easy  of  access  from  all  parts  of  the  country.  The  institution  is 
situated  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city  near  the  base  of  a  prominent  bluff, 
from  which  the  view-  is  both  striking  and  picturesque.  Opposite  lies  the 
city  of  DaVenport,  Iowa,  commandingly  located  on  the  bluffs  which  rise  al- 
most directly  from  the  river.  To  the  east,  the  eye  rests  on  the  tall  chimneys 
of  the  busy  city  of  Moline  rendered  famous  by  her  manufactures.  Directly 
in  front  of  the  college  grounds,  in  the  middle  of  the  river,  is  seen  the  govern- 
ment island  of  Rock  Island,  containing  over  nine  hundred  acres  of  land  upon 
which  the  government's  largest  arsenal  is  built.  On  the  lower  end  of  the 
island  rests  the  iron  railroad  and  wagon  bridge  which  spans  the  river  at 
this  point,  thus  rendering  Davenport  easily  accessible. 

The  grounds  of  the  institution  consist  of  twenty-six  acres,  bounded  on 
the  north  by  7th  avenue,  on  the  east  by  38th  street,  on  the  west  by  35th 
street,  and  on  the  south  stretching  up  to  the  top  of  the  bluff  and  terminat- 
ing in  picturesque  wood  land.  One  of  the  street  car  lines,  extending  from 
the  business  parts  of  Rock  Island  to  those  of  Moline  and  passing  by  all  of 
the  passenger  depots  of  both  cities,  also  passes  by  the  corner  of  the  college 
grounds  on  7th  avenue  and  38th  street. 

The  following  buildings  belongings  to  the  institution,  are  located  on  the 
grounds: 

The  New  College  Building,  occupied  since  February:  1888,  is  located  near 
the  centre  of  the  north  side  of  the  grounds,  fronting  7th  avenue,  It  is  a 
magnificient  stone  structure  of  the  pure  Renaissance  style  used  exclusively 
for  educational  purposes.  The  basement  and  the  first  floor  are  devoted  to 
the  recitation  rooms  and  lecture  halls  of  the  Collegiate  and  Preparatory 
Departments,  the  Laboratories,  and  the  President's  and  Treasurer's  offices. 
The  second  floor  contains  the  recitation  rooms  and  lecture  halls  of  the 
Theological  Department,  the  Reading  Room,  Cable  Hall,  and  the  Chapel, 
which  occupies  two  stories.  The  third  floor  is  gived  to  tin-  Conservatory  ot 
Music,  the  Library,  and  the  Museum. 
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The  Old  College  Building,  occupied  since  1875,  is  a  large  brick  structure 
situated  on  7th  avenue,  east  of  the  new  building.  It  is  devoted  principally 
to  students'  rooms,  the  house-hold  department,  and  class-rooms  of  the 
Business  College. 

The  Gymnasium,  a  handsome  brick  structure  with  a  stone  foundation, 
has  been  erected  during  the  present  year  at  a  cost  of  $4000.  It  is  located 
at  the  foot  of  the  hill  south  of  the  new  College  Building. 

In  addition  to  these  buildings,  there  are  two  frame  dwelling  houses  on 
35th  street  and  a  double  brick  building  on  38th  street,  the  western  half  of 
which  is  occupied  by  the  president  and  the  eastern  half  is  used  as  a  Ladies' 
Hall. 


Historical  Sketch. 

About  the  year  1845,  a  stream  of  immigration  began  from  the  Scandi- 
navian countries  to  the  United  States.  Settlements  were  made  in  northern 
Illinois  and  Iowa,  and  later  in  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  and  other  states. 
These  immigrants  had  been  members  of  the  Lutheran  church  in  the  mother 
country,  and  were,  as  a  rale,  a  religious  and  churchly  people.  Earnest,  pious 
men  came  over  as  pastors,  and  Lutheran  congregations  were  early  estab- 
lished among  both  Swedes  and  Norwegians.  At  the  organization  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Northern  Illinois  in  1851,  several  Scandi- 
navian pastors  were*  present  and  took  part  in  the  organization.  The 
scattered  Scandinavian  and  American  Lutherans  in  this  section  of  the  coun- 
try Avere  thus  joined  in  one  synod.  The  Scandinavians  increased  rapidly, 
and  before  1860,  they  constituted  about  one-half  of  the  synod,  and  formed 
three  separate  conferences.  This  synod  and  other  Lutheran  bodies  in  the 
Wt'st  established  a  school, known  as  the  Illinois  State  University  at  Spring- 
field, 111.,  for  the  special  purpose  of  educating  Lutheran  ministers.  At  a 
meeting  of  the  synod  in  1855,  the  question  of  establishing  a  Scandinavian 
professorship  at  the  university  was  favorably  considered,  and  at  a  subse- 
quent meeting  a  resolution  to  establish  such  professorship  was  adopted. 
Rev.  L.  P.  Esbjorn,  the  most  prominent  of  the  pioneer  pastors,  was  elected 
to  the  chair.  He  entered  upon  his  duties  in  the  fall  of  1858,  and  served 
two  years.  Owing  to  various  difficulties,  Prof.  Esbjorn  resigned  this 
professorhip  in  the  spring  of  1860.  Differences  with  regard  to  the  doctrin- 
al basis  of  the  synod  had  existed  from  the  beginning  between  the  Scandi- 
navian and  American  members.  Professor  Esbjorn's  resignation  brought 
matters  to  a  crisis.  The  Scandinavians  met  in  convention,  in  Chicago,  111., 
April   23 — 28,   1860,   and  after  long  deliberation,  unanimously  resolved  to 
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withdraw  from  the  synod,  to  organize  a  Bynod  for  themselves,  and  to 
establish  .1  theological  seminary  of  their  own.  The  organization  of  the 
synod,  which  was  to  be  known  as  the  Scandinavian  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Augustana  Synod,  was  completed  at  a  subsequent  convention  held  a1 
Jefferson  Prairie,  near  Clinton,  Wis.,  June  5 — 11,  the  same  year. 

It  is  to  this  meeting  that  Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary 
traces  its  origin.  It  was  temporarily  located  at  Chicago,  but  removed  to 
Paxton  in  1863,  and  thence  to  Rock  Island  in  1875,  where  it  is  now 
permanently  located.  At  first  it  was  known  as  Augustana  Seminary  and 
embraced  a  preparatory  and  a  theological  department.  The  courses  were 
not  definitely  arranged  for  several  years,  and  students  not  infrequently 
studied  in  both  departments  at  the  same  time.  The  institution  was  in- 
corporated under  the  general  laws  of  Illinois  in  1863  and  named  Aqgustana 
College  and  Seminary,  and  afterwards  by  special  act  of  the  legislature,  in 
1865,  a  charter  was  granted,  which  was  amended  by  a  supplementary  act 
by  the  same  body  in  1869,  since  which  time  the  institusion  has  been  known 
by  its  present  name. 

Instruction  was  given  in  college  classes  as  early  as  1866,  but  it  was  not 
till  ten  years  later,  in  1 876,  that  a  senior  class  was  formed.  In  1887  the 
Conservatory  of  Music  was  added,  and  the  following  year  a  Business  Col- 
lege was  organized.  In  1890  the  School  of  Phonography  was  established 
and  united  with  the  Business  College.  In  1893,  by  re'solution  of  the  board 
of  directors,  it  was  made  a  separate  department.  In  1894  it  was  again 
incorporated  into  the  Business  College.  In  1891  the  Normal  Department 
was  established  and  placed  under  the  control  of  the  collegiate  1  acuity. 

The  original  plan  of  the  seminary  was  to  have  at  least  three  professors, 
one  for  each  of  the  three  leading  languages  used — Swedish,  Norwegian,  and 
English.  This  plan  was  not  fully  realized  until  1868,  when  Rev.  S.  L.  Harkey 
was  elected  to  the  chair  of  the  .English  language,  and  Rev.  A.  Wenaas  to 
that  of  the  Norwegian.  The  whole  plan,  however,  was  completely  changed 
in  1870,  when  the  Norwegians  withdrew  and  organized  a  separate  synod 
and  established  an  institution  of  their  own. 

The  courses  of  instruction  in  the  theological  seminary  were  gradually 
made  to  embrace  two  years,  and  from  1874,  there  were  two  regular  classes 
in  the  seminary  until  1890,  when  the  university  plan  was  adopted,  and 
the  instruction  was  arranged  in  distinct  and  independent  courses.  This 
plan  was  approved  by  the  synod  in  1891.  The  number  of  courses  was  first 
fourteen,  but  was  increased  to  eighteen  in  1892.  Ten  departments  of 
instruction  have  gradually  been  established  in    the  college  proper,  viz.: 
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Swedish,    English    and    Philosophy,    Latin.    Greek,    Modern    Languages, 
Christianity,   History  and  Political  Science.  Biology  and  Geology,  Physics 

and  Chemistry,  and  Mathematics  and  Astronomy. 

Swedish  and  English  were  provided  for  in  the  original  plan.  Around 
the  Swedish  chair  clustered  Christianity,  German,  and  the  Classics ;  and 
around  the  English  chair,  History,  Philosophy,  Mathematics,  and  the 
Sciences.  As  a  rule,,  these  subjects  were  taught  in  the  respective  language 
around  which  they  were  grouped.  Latin  and  Swedish  were  for  many  years 
(aught  by  the  same  professor,  but  in  1883,  Latin  was  made  a  separate 
chair,  and  Swedish  and  Christianity  were  united  into  one  chair  and  taught 
by  two  professors,  one  in  the  college  proper  and  one  in  the  preparatory 
department.  In  1890  both  of  these  professors  resigned,  and  the  two  sub- 
jects were  separated  into  distinct  departments.  Greek  and  German  were 
likewise  united  in  one  chair  for  a  number  of  years,  but  in  1887,  the  chair  of 
Modern  Languages  was  established  and  German  was  assigned  to  it.  Greek 
thus  became  a  separate  chair.  Mathematics  and  Natural  Science  were 
separated  in  1881.  The  latter  was  further  separated  into  the  chair  of 
Biology  and  Geology,  and  that  of  Physics  and  Chemistry  in  1888.  The 
chair  of  History  and  Political  Science  was  established  in  1884.

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DEPARTMENTS  AND  COURSES. 


The  Institution  comprises  the  following  six  departments  or  schools : 
The  theological  seminary,  which  affords  instruction  and  training  in  all 

the  theoretical  and  practical  subjects  necessary  to  a  proper  preparation  for 

the  gospel  ministry  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

The  collegiate  department,  which  comprises  two  courses  each  occu- 
pying four  years:  one  Classical  Course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  o 
Arts  and  one  Scientific  Course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

The  preparatory  department,  which,  embracing  a  three  years'  course, 
is  designed  especially  to  prepare  students  for  entering  college,  and  also  to 
furnish  opportunities  to  those  desiring  a  more  complete  general  education 
than  can  be  obtained  in  the  common  schools. 

The  normal  department,  which  comprises  two  distinct  courses  each 
occupying  four  years:  one,  known  as  the  English  Course,  dessgned  to  pre- 
pare teachers  for  the  public  schools,  and  the  other,  known  as  the  Swedish- 
English  Course,  designed  to  prepare  students  for  theaching  in  parochial 
schools. 

The  conservatory'  of  music,  which  embraces  four  departments  or 
courses:  a  Preparatory  Department  affording  instruction  in  the  rudiments 
of  a  general  musical  education  :  a  Graduate  Department  with  courses  lead- 
ing to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music;  an  Organist  Department  designed 
especially  to  train  students  for  organists;  a  Chorus  and  Vocal  Department 
affording  instruction  and  drill  in  solo,  quartet,  and  chorus  singing. 

The  business  college  and  school  of  phonography,  which  affords  young 
men  and  women  opportunities  for  acquiring  a  thorough  business  training 
under  Christian  influences.  The  courses  of  study  are  the  same  as  those  of 
other  first  class  business  colleges  in  this  country.  The  course  in  phono- 
graphy and  typewriting  aims  principally  to  fit  young  men  and  women  for 
positions  as  stenographers  or  private  secretaries.  The  instruction  is  individ- 
ual and  so  suited  to  the  peculiarities  of  each  student  as  to  bring  out  the 
best  results  possible. 

Note.  By  private  arrangement  an  Art  Department  has  also  been  established  affording  in- 
struction in  drawing,  china  painting,  oil,  -water  colors,  etc. 
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The  Theological  Seminary. 


Courses  of  Study, 


Departments  of  Graduate  Instruction. 

The  whole  course  of  graduate  instruction  is  divided  into  eighteen  distinct 
and  independent  schools,  or  departments,  as  specified  below.  The  course 
in  each  department  is  completed  in  one  year.  The  several  classes  of  the 
various  departments  meet  from  two  to  four  times  a  week,  according  to  the 
extent  and  difficulty  of  the  subject,  and  the  hours  of  lectures  and  recitations 
are  so  arranged  as  not  to  conflict.  A  student  may  thus  complete  in  one 
year  whatever  courses  he  selects,  but  he  is  advised  to  take  them  up  in  a 
logical  and  natural  order. 

The  courses  cover  all  the  more  important  subjects  taught  in  the  best 
equipped  theological  seminaries,  and  every  student  expecting  to  enter  the 
ministry  should  be  acquainted  with  them.  The  student  must  pass  rigid 
oral  or  written  examinations  in  each  department  to  become  a  graduate  in 
that  department.  No  one  can  become  a  graduate  of  the  seminary,  uutil  he 
has  graduated  in  each  separate  school. 

The  peculiar  plan  of  this  Institution  forbids  the  admission  ad  eundem 
gradum  of  students  who  have  taken  part  of  a  course  at  other  seminaries, 
or  at  the  university  of  Upsala  or  Lund.  But  a  student,  in  addition  to  the 
courses  which  he  has  selected,  may  offer  for  examination  whatever  courses 
he  has  privately  mastered,  but  no  one  can  graduate  from  this  seminary  un- 
less he  has  been  a  regular  resident  for  one  whole  year,  and  that  must  be  the 
last  year  before  graduation. 

Pastors  who  wish  to  graduate  in  separate  departments,  or  in  all  the 
departments,  may  make  arrangements  to  prosecute  their  studies  partly  as 
non-residents. 

To  become  a  graduate  of  a  department,  the  student  must  receive  at  least 
the  testimonial  approbatur  (B,  or  6).  In  order  to  receive  the  diploma  as 
full  graduate  of  the  seminary,  the  student  must  graduate  in  all  courses. 
The  degree  of  B.  D.  will  be  conferred  on  all  students  of  the  seminary  who 
graduate  in  all  the  eighteen  courses,  if,  in  their  examinations,  they  receive  at 
least  the  testimonial  cum  laude  approbatur  (AB,  or  8)  in  the  majority  of  the 
courses  and  not  less  than  non  sine  laude  approbatur  (ab,  or  7)  in  the  rest. 
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Regular  graduates  of  the  seminary  may  receive  the  same  degree,  if  by 
examinations  in  all  subjects  required,  they  increase  their  testimonials  ac- 
cording to  the  preceding  condition. 

INTRODUCTORY  COURSES. 

I.     Theological  Encyclopaedia. 

PROFESSOR  LLNDBERG. 

To  graduate  in  this  department,  the  student  must  offer  satisfactory 
written  notes  in  answer  to  questions  based  on  the  text-books  and  the  oral 
lectures  of  the  professor,  covering  Exegetical,  Historical,  Systematic,  and 
Practical  Theology ;  and  in  addition,  each  student  must  offer  privately, 
whenever  he  may  be  prepared,  a  satisfactory  oral  presentation  of  the  sub- 
jects of  Biblical  Hermeneutics,  and  Introduction  to  Dogmatic  Theology.

II.     History  of  Philosophy  and  Philosophy  of  Religion. 

PROFESSOR  LLNDBERG. 

The  requirements  for  graduation  in  this  course  are  a  satisfactory  written 
examination  in  the  History  of  Philosophy  and  a  Thesis  with  critical  notes 
on  Lotze's  Philosophy  of  Religion.

III.     Hebrew  Junior. 

PROFESSOR  ELOFSON. 

To  graduate  in  this  course,  it  will  be  necessary  to  pass  a  rigid  examina- 
tion on  Harper's  Hebrew  Method  and  Elements  of  Hebrew  and  offer  in  addi- 
tion about  20  chapters  of  the  Book  of  Genesis,  or  its  equivalent.

Bible  (Letteri's  or  Theile's  edition  preferred;  or  separate  texts  by  Baer  and 
Delitzsch);  Hebrew  Lexicon  by  Davies. 

IV.     Greek  Junior. 

PROFESSORS  LINDBERG  AND  ELOFSON. 

To  graduate  in  this  course,  it  will  be  necessary  to  pass  a  rigid  examina- 
tion on  Harper- Weidner's  Introductory  New  Testament  Greek  Method,  and 
offer  for  examination  the  Four  Gospels,  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  and  such 
Epistles  as  may  have  been  studied  in  the  class.  An  exact  record  is  kept  of 
the  work  done  by  each  individual  student. 
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Text-Books:  Harper- Weidner's  New  Testament  Greek  Method;  Westcott- 
Hort's  Greek  Testament  with  Lexicon  ;  Melander's  (Swedish)  Lexicon  of  the 
New  Testament.

EXEGETICAL  THEOLOGY. 

V.     Biblical  Introduction. 

PROFESSOR  FORSANDER. 

In  this  course,  the  most  important  scieuces  introductory  and  auxiliary  to 
Exegetical  Theology  are  taught.  It  includes  the  three  special  sciences  of 
Introduction:  Isagogics,  Biblical  Archaeology,  and  Biblical  Geography. 
To  graduate  in  this  department,  oral  and  written  examinations  must  be 
passed  on  the  text  books  used  in  the  course. 

Text-Books:  Rosenius'  Isagogics  or  Harman's  Introduction;  Bissell's 
Antiquities  of  the  Bible;  Hurlbut's  Manual  of  Biblical  Geography.

VI.     Swedish  and  English  Exegesis. 

PROFESSORS  ELOFSON  AND  LINDBERG. 

In  this  course,  the  Bible  is  studied  in  chronological  order,  using  the  Swed- 
ish or  English  revised  versions,  with  special  attention  to  the  marginal 
readings,  and  with  references  to  the  original  when  necessary.  The  aim  is 
to  cover  the  principal  books  Of  the  Bible,  expounding  most  fully  those  parts 
which  are  not  carefully  gone  over  in  Hebrew  and  Greek  Exegesis.  The  four 
hours  devoted  to  this  subject  are  equally  divided  between  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments.  The  instruction  is  chiefly  by  lectures.  To  graduate  the  student 
must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  on  the  lectures  delivered. 

Text-Books:  Swedish  and  English  Revised  Version  of  the  Bible. 

Books  of  Reference:  Geikie's  Hours  with  the  Bible;  Melin's  or  Edersheim's 
Life  of  Jesus ;  Geikie's  Life  of  Christ;  Conybeare's  and  Howson's  Life  and 
Epistles  of  Paul ;  Starke's  Synopsis;  Ben  gel's  Gnomon:  Weidner's  Studies 
in  Genesis. 

VII.     Hebrew  Senior  and  0.  T.  Exegesis. 

PROFESSOR  ELOFSON. 

To  graduate  in  this  department,  all  the  class  work  must  be  up  to  a  high 
standard,  and  so  much  must  be  done  privately  that  the  student  can  give 
evidence  that  about  one-fourth  of  the  Hebrew  Bible  has  been  read  by  him 
at  sight  or  otherwise.     In  addition  a  brief  commentary  on  the  Hebrew  text 
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of  at  least  ten  to  twenty  pages  of  the  Minor  Prophets  must  be  handed  in  as 
a  thesis. 

Text-Books:  Bible  and  Lexicon,  as  in  Junior  Course;  Mitchell's  edition  of 
Gesenius'  Grammar;  Harper's  Elements  of  Hebrew  Syntax ;  Lange's  or 
Delitzsch's  Commentaries. 

VIM.     Greek  Senior  and  N.  T.  Exegesis. 

PROFESSORS  LINDBERG  AND  ELOFSON. 

To  graduate  in  this  course,  the  student  must  have  read  the  remainder  of 
the  Greek  Testament  and  also  Boise's  or  similar  notes  on  the  Pauline 
Epistles.  In  this  course  it  is  also  required  to  read  Green's  N.  T.  Grammar 
and  to  study  a  suitable  text  book  on  Textual  Criticism.  Some  of  the  Psalms 
in  Greek  must  also  be  studied.  The  student  may  also  be  required  to  pass 
an  examination  on  lectures  delivered,  or  write  notes  on  certain  portions  of 
the  New  Testament. 

Text-Books :  As  in  the  Junior  Course,  but  add:  Thayer's  New  Testament 
Greek  Lexicon ;  Boise's  Notes  on  the  Greek  Text  of  the  Epistles  of  St.  Paul ; 
Green's  N.  T.  Grammar;  Goodwin's  Greek  Moods  and  Tenses  (edition  of 
1890);  Hammond's  or  Warfield's  Textual  Criticism  of  the  New  Testament; 
Tischendorf  s  Eignth  Minor  Critical  Edition  of  Greek  Testament ;  Swete's  The 
Psalms  in  Greek. 

HISTORICAL  THEOLOGY. 
IX.    Biblical  Theology. 

PROFESSOR  FORSANDER. 

To  graduate,  the  student  must  pass  the  required  examination  on  the 
lectures  and  the  text-books  used.

X.     Church   History. 

PROFESSOR  FORSANDER. 

This  course  embraces  Church  History  in  its  various  periods,  Ecclesias- 
tical Geography,  and  Ecclesiastical  Archaeology.  The  course  consists  of  a 
careful  study  of  the  text-books,  and  lectures  are  delivered  on  the  most 
prominent  events  in  the  history  of  the  Christian  church.  The  treatment  of 
the  History  of  the  Reformation  and  of  Swedish  Church  History  is  especially 
full.  To  graduate,  the  student  must  pass  rigid  oral  and  written  examina- 
tions.

PROFESSOR  FORSANDER. 

To  graduate,  a  careful  study  of  the  text-book  is  required,  and  the  student 
must  be  prepared  to  pass  an  examination  on  lectures  delivered  on  the 
Augsburg  Confession  and  American  Church  History.

SYSTEMATIC  THEOLOGY. 
XII.     Dogmatics  and  History  of  Dogmas. 

PROFESSOR  LINDBERG. 

Dogmatics  is  that  department  of  Systematic  Theology  which  aims  to 
present  in  a  scientific  form  the  results  of  exegetical  and  historical  investiga- 
tion, with  reference  to  the  truths  embraced  in  the  Christian  faith  in  their 
organic  connection.  A  system  of  Dogmatics  must  not  only  have  a  biblical, 
but  also  a  churchly  character.  As  no  one  is  able  to  apprehend  a  doctrine  in 
its  vital  relation  unless  he  understands  also  its  historical  development  in 
the  church,  special  stress  is  laid,  in  this  course,  on  the  History  of  Dogmas. 
The  instruction  is  given  by  lectures  in  connection  with  text-books.  To 
graduate  in  this  course,  the  student  must  pass  rigid  oral  and  written 
examinations  on  the  text-books,  as  well  as  on  the  lectures.

PROFESSOR  LINDBERG. 

To  graduate  in  this  department,  the  student  must  pass  either  an  oral  or 
written  examination,  especially  in  General  or  Theoretical  Ethics.

Book  of  Reference :  Martiusen's  Christian  Ethics. 
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XIV.     Apologetics. 

PROFESSOR  FORSANDER. 

The  science  of  Apologetics  has  for  its  aim  the  vindication  of  the  truths  of 
Christianity,  in  its  two-fold  aspect  of  defending  the  truth,  and  of  showing 
the  falsity  and  error  of  opposing  views.  A  .special  course  of  lectures,  cover- 
ing the  most  essential  points  under  controversy,  is  delivered  during  the 
year.     The  examination  for  graduating  is  based  on  these  lectures.

PRACTICAL  THEOLOGY. 

XV.     Catechctics.  Evangelistics.  Diaconics. 

PROFESSOR  OLSSON. 

The  examination  for  graduation  is  based  upon  the  text-books  used  in 
Catechetics  and  Evangelistics,  and  on  the  oral  lectures  by  the  professors  in 
Diaconics.

The  graduation  depends  upon  the  theoretical  ex- 
amination and  also  upon  the  sermons  delivered  and  written.

XVII.     Liturgies  and  Church  Polity. 

PROFESSOR  LINDBERG. 

To  graduate  in  this  course,  the  student  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion and  prove  his  ability  in  the  practical  exercises  of  Liturgies.  In  Church 
Polity,  he  must  present  in  writing  correct  answers  to  questions  based  upon 
the  text-book  and  on  dictated  lectures.

XVIII.     Pastoral  Theology. 

PROFESSOR  OLSSON. 

Pastoral  Theology  treats  of  the  direction  of  the  Christian  life  in  the 
congregation  and  of  the  Christian  life  of  the  Pastor.    In  addition  to  the 
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study  of  the  text-book,  special  lectures  are  delivered  by  the  professor  in 
charge,  covering  special  topics  of  pastoral  oversight.  The  examination  for 
graduation  is  based  upon  the  text-book  and  the  oral  lectures.

A  graduate  in  eight  of  these  courses  is  declared  a  Candidate  of  Theology, 
(C  D.  or  C.  S.  T,)  leading  to  the  degree  Sacrce  Theologke  Doctor.  One 
course  must  be  taken  from  each  of  the  five  departments,  and  three  are  elect- 
ive. But  it  must  be  clearly  understood  that  no  one  can  take  up  any  of 
these  courses,  unless  he  first  gives  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  can  pass 
the  examinations  required  in  the  corresponding  course  offered  in  the  regular 
curriculum  of  the  seminary.  At  least  one  course  must  be  offered  and  passed 
each  year,  otherwise  the  previous  examinations  will  be  void.  The  examina- 
tions in  most  subjects,  and  in  the  main,  will  be  written.  Candidates  may 
present  themselves  for  examination  at  any  time  between  October  and  the 
first  of  July.  A  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars  is  charged  when  the  degree  is  con- 
ferred and  the  diploma  is  awarded.  Residence  is  not  required,  as  these 
courses  may  be  pursued  by  the  pastor  while  in  charge  of  a  congregation.

The  requirements  are  approved  testimonials  according  to  the  standard  of 
the  third  class,  except  in  English,  in  which  language  the  approximate 
standard  of  the  first  class  is  the  minimum.

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Admission  and  Matriculation. 


The  Theological  Seminary  is  open  to  students  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church.  A  full  collegiate  course  is  regarded  as  constituting  a  normal  prep- 
aration for  the  Seminary.  All  who  intend  to  prepare  themselves  for  the 
ministry  in  the  Swedish  work  of  the  Synod  must  be  college-graduates  and 
their  graduation  must  include  the  following  subjects:  Swedish,  English, 
Latin,  Greek  and  German.  Students  who  intend  to  devote  themselves  to 
exclusively  English  work  in  the  Synod  must  be  graduates  of  some  college 
and  it  is  obligatory  that  their  graduation  includes  the  following  subjects: 
English,  Latin,  Greek,  German  and  a  minor  course  in  the  Swedish  language. 
Concerning  possible  exceptions  see  Synodical  Minutes  1892. 

All  applications  for  admission  to  the  seminary  must  be  sent  in  before  the 
first  day  of  September  each  year,  if  possible,  by  the  first  of  June,  All  such 
applications  must  be  sent  to  the  president,  or  to  the  secretary  of  the  the- 
ological faculty. 

Applicants  who  have  lately  been  students  of  any  of  the  institutions  of  our 
synod  must  furnish  to  a  committee  consisting  of  the  theological  faculty  and 
the  president  of  the  synod,  satisfactory  testimonials,  as  to  their  Christian 
character  and  practical  ability,  together  with  a  recommendation  from  the 
authorities  of  the  institution  where  they  have  previously  studied.  All  other 
applicants  must  not  only  furnish  satisfactory  testimonials,  but  be  recom- 
mended by  pastors  well  known  to  the  committee;  or  by  parties  in  whom 
the  committee  has  confidence. 

Every  student,  before  he  is  matriculated  and  enrolled  as  a  permanent  mem- 
ber of  any  class,  shall  present  to  the  faculty  in  writing  a  brief  but  explicit 
statement  of  the  motives  which  induced  him  to  devote  his  life  to  the  ministry 
of  the  gospel. 

.  The  Committee  on  matriculation  will  hereafter  hold  the  colloquium  with 
the  new  applicant  the  first  week  of  the  scholastic  year,  beginning  in  Sep- 
tember. If  students  arrive  later,  they  cannot  be  matriculated  before  the 
beginning  of  the  following  scholastic  year,  and  their  tardiness  in  arriving 
at  the  beginning  of  the  term  may  lengthen  their  stay  in  the  Seminary  as 
each  course  of  study  runs  a  full  year.

Courses  of  Study. 


Post-Graduate  Courses. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  those  who  wish  to  pursue  a  post-graduate 
course  of  study  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  on  the  following 
conditions: 

1.  Only  those  who  have  received  a  bachelor's  degree  from  this  or  some 
other  institution  of  equal  rank,  and  who  sustain  a  good  moral  character  are 
eligible  candidates. 

2.  In  no  case  can  a  student  be  recommended  for  the  master's  degree 
within  two  years  of  the  bachelor's  degree,  except  in  cases  where  the  faculty 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  decide  otherwise. 

3.  Not  less  than  two  years'  work  will  be  required. 

4.  The  studies  pursued  are  limited  to  three  subjects,  viz.,  one  Major  and 
two  Minors,  and  are  under  the  immediate  direction  of  a  committee  of  the 
faculty,  consisting  of  the  professors  in  charge  of  the  respective  departments 
to  which  the  subjects  chosen  belong. 

5.  All  applicants  are  required  to  present  themselves  at  the  college  for 
final  examination,  at  least  one  week  before  commencement.  The  examina- 
tions may  be  taken  in  installments  at  the  discretion  of  the  professor  in 
charge  of  the  department. 

6  All  candidates  for  the  degree  must  submit  to  the  faculty  by  the  1st  of 
May  prior  to  their  graduation  a  thesis  on  their  major  subject,  the  theme 
having  been  reported  to  the  faculty  for  approval  at  least  six  months  before 
the  presentation  of  the  thesis.  This  thesis,  which  is  to  disclose  as  much 
original  research  as  possible,  must  be  publicly  read  and  defended  by  the 
author  at  a  time  and  place  appointed  for  that  purpose.  The  thesis  must  be 
printed  and  fifty  copies  of  it  deposited  in  the  college  library.

Under- Graduate  Courses. 


The  following  courses  of  study  were  adopted  by  the  Collegiate  Faculty 
in  the  spring  of  1895.  As  the  new  courses  differed  materially  from  the  old, 
it  was  found  impracticable  to  carry  them  out  at  once:  transitional  sched- 
ules have  therefore  been  arranged.  During  the  coming  year,  however,  the 
new  courses  will,  in  the  main,  be  carried  out.     (See  programs  page  39).

The  collegiate  Department  offers  two  parallel  courses  of  study,  Classical 
and  Scientific,  leading  respectively  to  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and 
Bachelor  of  Science.  In  each  course  certain  subjects  are  required  for  gradu- 
ation while  others  are  elective. 

In  the  schedule  given  below  subjects  marked  CI.  are  required  in  the  clas- 
sical course  only,  those  marked  Sc.  in  the  scientific  course  only,  those  not 
marked  are  required  for  both,  while  those  marked  El.  are  electives  in  either 
course. 

The  figures  in  parentheses  denote  the  term  in  which  the  subject  is  taught, 
while  the  figures  not  so  marked  denote  the  number  of  hours  per  week,  or 
the  number  of  term-hour  credits. 

The  minimum  number  of  term-hours  (or  credits)  required  for  graduation 
is  280,  or  124  in  the  Preparatory  Department  and  156  in  the  Collegiate. 

All  the  courses  given  in  either  English  or  Swedish  must  be  elected,  except 
that  those  taking  both  may  take  all  of  both,  the  whole  of  one  and  a  part 
of  the  other,  or  not  less  than  16  term-hours  of  each.  No  credit  for  gradu- 
ation will  be  given  for  less  than  the  full  course  in  French  or  German,  except 
that  those  who  take  the  full  course  in  one  will  be  credited  for  one  or  more 
terms'  work  in  the  other.

Admission. 

Applicants  for  admission  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good 
moral  character  and  of  such  scholarship  as  will  enable  them  successfully  to 
pursue  the  courses  of  study  in  the  classes  to  which  they  are  assigned. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  First  Class  are  examined  in  the  following 
subjects : 

Christianity. — Bible  History;  Luther's  smaller  catechism,  or,  if  non-Lu- 
therans, the  general  principles  of  the  Christian  religion. 
English. — English  Grammar,  especially  Analysis  of  Sentences  and  Parsing; 

Reading  and  Writing. 
Swedish.— Ability  to    read  Swedish,   and  the  elements  of  Swedish  Orthog- 
raphy. 
Geography. — Outlines  of  the  Geography  of  the  World:  Fuller  Course  on  the 

United  States. 
History. — Outlines  of  the  History  of  the  United  States,  or  equivalents. 
Arithmetic. — White's  Complete  or  Robinson's  Practical  Arithmetic  to  bank- 
ing;   accuracy  and  facility  in  the   four  fundamental  rules  and  in  frac- 
tious. 

For  admission  to  the  Classical  or  Scientific  Course  of  the  College  the  full 
Preparatory  Course  is  required. 

Applicants  furnishing  certificates  of  promotion  from  Gustavus  Adolphus 
College,  Bethany  College,  Luther  Academy,  Hope  Academy,  Upsala  Insti- 
tute, or  Martin  Luther  College  are  admitted  without  examination  to  the 
classes  to  which  such  certificates  entitle  their  holders  as  far  as  the  courses- 
are  alike. 
In  all  other  cases  applicants  are  subject  to  examination. 
Students  who  do  not  wish  to  take  a  full  course  may  select  such  studies  in 
any  department  as  they  are  prepared  to  pursue  to  advantage.  But  all  such 
select  courses  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  faculty. 

A  certificate  of  approval  in  subjects  that  have  been  completed  and  in 
other  subjects  where  not  more  than  two  years  have  elapsed,  are  considered 
valid,  provided  the  course  has  not  been  increased  or  the  standard  raised 
since  the  certificate  was  issued. 

Students  are  not  enrolled  in  auy  department  of  instruction  before  they/ 
have  paid  the  tuition  fee  each  term. 
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Applicants  are  received  at  any  time,  but  prompt  attendance  at  the  opening 
of  each  tennis  desired.  Examinations  for  admission  are  held  on  the  day 
before  the  public  opening  of  each  term.     (See  Calendar,  p.  2.) 


Examinations-  Standing,  and  Degrees. 

Examinations  are  held  by  the  professors  in  charge  of  the  several  depart- 
ments of  instruction  as  often  as  deemed  necessary. 

Final  examinations  are  held  in  each  subject  when  the  instruction  in  such 
subject  ceases  for  the  year. 

Students  absenting  themselves  from  final  examination  in  any  subject 
without  excuse  do  not  receive  any  marks  of  standing  in  that  subject. 

All  students  who  leave  the  Institution  with  excuse,  but  without  having 
passed  the  necessary  examination  in  their  respective  studies,  and  who  desire 
to  continue  their  course  during  the  following  or  any  subsequent  term  are 
required  to  present  themselves  for  such  deferred  examinations  at  the  open- 
iug  of  the  new  term  on  the  day  specified  in  the  calendar  for  that  purpose. 
(See  Calendar,  p.  2.) 

As  a  general  rule  students  of  the  college  who  have  been  unable  to  com- 
plete the  course  with  their  classes,  are  premitted  to  graduate  on  passing 
satisfactory  oral  and  written  examinations  in  all  the  remaining  studies  of 
the  course. 

The  standing  of  students  in  each  subject  is  marked  on  a  scale  of  100,  the 
minimum  limit  for  approval  in  any  subject  being  60. 

In  determining  the  final  standing  of  students  on  any  subject,  the  stand- 
ing on  the  course  is  considered  as  well  as  that  on  the  examination,  and  a 
proportionate  deduction  is  made  for  absences  from  recitations  unless  the 
loss  by  such  absence  is  made  up. 

Students  promoted  "on  condition"  are  enrolled  in  the  class  from  which 
they  were  thus  promoted,  provided  the  conditions  be  not  removed  within 
the  time  allowed  for  the  purpose. 

Only  students  who  pass  the  final  examinations  at  the  end  of  each  term 
receive  a  certificate  showing  the  marks  of  standing  in  each  subject  pursued 
during  the  term. 

The  degrees  ol  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science,  and  Master  of  Arts 
are  conferred  by  the  Board  of  Directors  on  such,  persons  as  have  satisfac- 
torily completed  the  prescribed  courses,  and  have  been  approved  on  exami- 
nation at  the  end  of  the  course  as  candidates  for  the  same. 

Only  one  degree  can  be  conferred  on  the  same  person  any  one  year. 
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Normal  Department. 


Courses  of  Study. 


The  desire  of  a  large  number  of  young  men  and  women  of  the  Lutheran 
faith  for  an  opportunity  to  secure  a  normal  training  at  their  own  institu- 
tions and  also  the  large  demand  for  teachers  thus  trained  led  the  synod  at 
its  convention  in  Chisago  Lake,  Minn.,  in  June  1891,  to  establish  a  normal 
department  at  this  institution.  Owing  to  a  lack  of  teaching  forces,  the 
course  of  study  was  at  first  limited  to  three  years,  but  within  the  last  two 
years  the  course  has  been  revised  and  enlarged  so  as  to  correspond  as  near- 
ly as  practicable  with  the  courses  of  the  best  state  normal  schools  in  the 
west.  According  to  this  revision  there  are  now  two  distinct  courses  in  this 
department,  each  occupying  four  years:  one  known  as  the  English  Normal 
Course  designed  to  prepare  teachers  for  the  public  schools,  and  the  other 
known  as  the  Swedish-English  Normal  Course  designed  to  fit  students  also 
for  teaching  parochial  school.  The  subjects,  as  a  rule,  are  selected  from  the 
preparatory  and  collegiate  courses.  It  is  only  in  Pedagogy  and  Psychology 
and  the  Teacher's  Course  in  Arithmetic  that  separate  instruction  is  given  to 
students  in  this  department.  In  all  other  subjects,  the  instruction  is  given 
in  the  regular  preparatory  or  collegiate  classes.  Those  completing  the  pre- 
scribed courses  receive  a  teacher's  diploma. 

In  Orthography,  Grammar,  Composition,  Rhetoric,  U.  S.  History,  Geog- 
raphy, and  Arithmetic  a  standing  of  80  per  cent  is  required  for  passing.  In 
all  other  subjects  a  standing  of  60  per  cent  is  required. 

The  subjects  embraced  in  each  year's  course  are  indicated  in  the  schedule 
of  courses  given  on  the  opposite  page.  The  figures  in  the  table  denote  the 
number  of  recitations  in  each  subject  each  week.  The  figures  in  parentheses 
denote  the  course  in  the  preparatory  or  collegiate  department  in  which  the 
subject  is  studied.  For  a  fuller  description  of  the  course  in  such  subjects  see 
the  outlines  of  the  classical  course  of  the  collegiate  and  preparatory  depart- 
ments given  on  pages  18 — 24. 

Students  are  allowed  to  make  substitutions  for  such  subjects  belonging  to 
collegiate  courses  as  the  faculty  may  deem  advisable. 

The  Normal  Department  has  no  distinct  faculty,  but  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  it  are  in  the  hands  of  the  collegiate  faculty.

Courses  of  Study. 

Preparatory  Course. 

The  preparatory  course  in  music  includes  piano  and  voice,  and  is  de- 
signed to  afford  thorough  and  sj'stematic  instruction  in  the  rudiments  of  a 
general  musical  education  and  to  prepare  pupils  for  entrance  upon  higher 
and  professional  courses.

Organist  Course* 

The  organist  course  makes  instruction  on  the  pipe  organ  the  special  and 
distinguishing  feature,  but  includes  also  harmony  and  piano.  Its  object  is 
to  train  students  for  the  office  of  an  organist.

The 
courses  prescribed  in  this  department  lead  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Music  and  require  from  four  to  six  years  for  their  completion.

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Vocal  Course. 

The  vocal  course  including  voice  culture,  voice  building,  quartet,  choir, 
and  chorus  singing,  is  designed  to  afford  pupils  in  any  of  the  foregoing 
departeraents  the  advantages  of  first-class  instruction  in  all  branches  of 
vocal  music.  In  teaching  voice  culture  the  Italian  method  is  used,  dia- 
phragmatic breathing  being  insisted  upon  as  the  only  true  support  for  the 
voice.  Among  the  studies  used  for  practice  are  those  by  Abt,  Randegger, 
Sieber,  Liitgen,  Seiler,  Marchesi,  Bordogni,  and  others.  Special  attention 
is  given  to  enunciation,  musical  elocution,  breathing,  and  general  physical 
culture. 


Further  Information. 


The  Chorus. 

A  large  Chorus,  composed  of  the  best  musical  talent  of  the  institution 
and  of  the  community  round  about,  under  the  leadership  of  Prof.  Bodfors, 
holds  weekly  meetings  for  instruction  and  drill.  Many  persons  from  the 
three  cities,  who  are  not  members  of  the  school,  have  joined  this  chorus  so 
as  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  it  affords  for  musical  training. 

The  highest  styles  of  composition,  such  as  cantatas  and  oratorios,  and 
the  greatest  productions  of  the  masters  are  selected  for  practice.  Among 
the  works  rendered  by  the  chorus  during  past  years  may  be  mentioned 
Haydn's  Creation,  Handel's  Messiah,  Spohr's  Last  Judgment,  Gaul's  Holy 
City,  Gade's  Zion,  Bach's  God's  Time  is  the  Best,  Coweu's  Song  of  Thanks- 
giving, Stolpe's  Reformation  Cantata,  Staiuer's  Daughter  of  Jairus,  Ben- 
net's  Woman  of  Samaria,  Wennerberg's  Christmas  Oratorio,  Farmer's 
Mass,  and  many  other  selections  of  similar  character. 

Besides  recitals  four  concerts  have  been  given  during  the  past  year.:  one 
in  connection  with  the  Reformation  festival,  one  at  Christmas,  one  at  the 
beginning  of  Lent,  and  one  at  Commencement. 


Rules  and  Regulations. 

Tuition  must  be  paid  strictly  in  advance.  Lesson  Cards  may  be  obtained 
from  the  business  manager  and  must  be  presented  to  the  teacher  at  the  first 
lesson. 

No  reduction  for  absence  is  made,  except  in  case  of  protracted  illness  of 
which  the  business  manager  must  be  duly  notified. 
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Lessons  lost  in  consequence  of  the  pupil's  absence  will  not  be  made  good 
by  the  conservatory. 

Pupils  are  received  at  any  time  during  the  term. 

Any  student  who  takes  at  least  two  lessons  a  week  in  any  department  of 
the  conservatory  is  allowed  to  take  five  hours  a  week  of  class  instruction 
in  the  preparatory  or  collegiate  department  of  the  institution  free  of 
charge. 
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The  Business  College. 


Nine  years  ago,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Augustana  College,  perceiving 
the  great  demand  for  practical  business  training  among  the  youth  of  this 
country,  founded,  in  intimate  connection  with  the  College,  the  Augustana 
Business  College.  This  department  has  since  grown,  from  a  comparatively 
small  beginning,  to  a  thoroughly  equipped  business  training  school,  prepar- 
ing annually,  in  the  most  thorough  manner,  a  large  number  of  young  people 
for  the  various  lines  of  business. 

The  department  offers  two  courses  of  study  which  are  as  complete,  sym- 
metrical, and  practical  as  untiring  effort,  close  observation  of  business 
methods,  and  experience  can  render  them.  Its  faculty  is  composed  of  skilled 
and  carefully  trained  teachers  and  its  patronage  consists  of  a  class  of  young 
people  who  are  characterized  by  intelligence,  good  character,  ambition,  and 
earnest  devotion  to  their  own  real  interests. 


Remarks  on  Courses  of  Study. 

The  Business  Training  Courses. 


INITIATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

A  student  who  enters  this  department  begins  his  course  by  receiving  in- 
struction in  the  use  of  Day-book,  Cash-book,  Journal,  Invoice-book,  and 
Ledger.  Before  proceeding  to  record  entries  in  his  books,  he  is  carefully 
drilled  in  the  questions  and  rules  which  govern  the  science  of  this  subject. 

After  ha viug  completed  the  first  twelve  sets  of  the  Williams  &  Rogers' 
Complete  Book-keeping,  the  student  is  tested  in  each  of  the  studies  he 
has  pursued  in  the  course,  to  ascertain  whether  he  has  such  knowledge  of 
book-keeping  as  can  be  put  to  practical  use  in  the  Advanced  Theory  and 
Banking  Departments.  If  successful  in  this  examination,  he  is  transferred ; 
if  not,  he  reviews  the  course  or  such  parts  of  it  as  seem  needful  to  fit  him 
for  promotion. 

THE  ADVANCED  THEORY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  work  of  this  department  is  accomplished  by  means  of  the  Ellis 
System  of  Actual  Business  Practice.  This  system  of  commercial  training  is 
a  recent  and  important  educational  discovery.  It  trains  the  student  for  real 
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business  as  well  as  for  keeping-  books.  Under  it  the  Advanced  Department 
is  formed  into  a  miniature  business  community,  the  students  buy  of  and  sell 
to  one  another,  business  papers  are  made  out,  issued  and  received,  and  every 
book-keeping  record  is  based  upon  an  actual  transaction.  The  work  is 
intensely  interesting  and  enables  the  student  to  acquire  accuracy,  readiness, 
-and  correctness  in  doing  the  work  of  the  business  office.  The  system  is  the 
nearest  approach  to  actual  business  ever  devised,  and  therefore  the  most 
practical,  theoretical  exposition  of  this  science.  The  student  provides  him- 
self with  books  and  blanks,  especially  ruled  and  printed,  which  combine 
many  labor-saving  methods  in  recording  the  transactions  which  would 
occur  in  the  following  branches  of  business:  Jobbing,  Grocery,  Flour, 
Produce  &  Provision,  Wholesale  &  Retail  Furniture,  Commission,  Wood  & 
Coal,  Hay  &  Grain,  Tanning,  Boot  &  Shoe  Business,  General  Merchandise, 
Joint  Stock  Companies  &  Corporations,  Practical  Banking  &  Expert  Ac- 
counting. 

ARITHMETIC  AND  RAPID  CALCULATIONS. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  work  in  these  branches,  and  very  com- 
plete courses  are  offered.  No  student  can  expect  to  progress  satisfactorily 
in  the  science  of  accounts,  without  having  a  thorough  understanding  of  the 
subject  of  Arithmetic.  One  hour's  class  work  a  day,  during  the  entire  course, 
is  devoted  to  the  subject  in  general  and  a  half-hour  each  day  is  devotod  to 
•exercises  in  rapid  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication, »  division,  fractions, 
interest,  discount,  averaging  accounts,  etc.  These  drills  are  of  the  greatest 
value,  making  the  students  not  only  rapid  and  accurate,  but  giving  them 
confidence  in  themselves.  The  text-book  in  this  subject  is  divided  into 
twelve  parts,  each  of  which  must  be  completed  with  the  corresponding  parts 
in  Book-keeping. 

CIVIL  GOVERNMENT. 

The  education  of  an  American  citizen  must  always  be  considered  incom- 
plete without  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  government  under  which  he 
lives.  The  Business  College,  therelore,  offers  a  complete  course  in  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States.  The  subject  is  taught  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
acquaint  the  student  with  the  functions  of  the  various  parts  of  the  govern- 
mental machinery,  the  relations  of  the  States  to  each  other  and  the  General 
Government,  and  such  other  facts  as  will  enable  him  to  perform  intelligently 
the  duties  of  citizenship. 

BUSINESS  LAW. 

Although  the  student  is  carefully  drilled  in  the  execution  of  business 
papers  while  pursuing  the  study  of  book-keeping,  a  course  in  Commercial 
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Law  is  added  to  supplement  his  knowledge.  It  is  not  expected  that  the 
student  will  acquire  a  professional  knowledge  of  the  subject,  as  this  would 
require  a  thorough  course  in  a  school  of  law.  The  purpose  is  to  acquaint 
him  thoroughly  with  the  legal  principles  which  constitute  the  foundation 
of  business  law.  The  course  embraces  thorough  instruction  in  thefollowing 
branches  of  law :  Contracts,  Negotiable  Paper,  Guaranty  and  Suretyship, 
Interest  and  Usury,  Sales  of  Personal  Property,  Bailments,  Innkeepers, 
Common  Carriers,  Shipping,  Agency,  Partnership  Joint-stock  Companies, 
Corporations,  Fire-,  Life,  and  Marine  Insurance,  Patents,  Trade-marks  and 
Copyrights,  Real  Property,  and  Landlord  and  Tenant.  The  student  is  re- 
quired to  commit  to  memory  many  of  the  legal  papers,  thus  enabling  him 
to  draw  them  without  the  necessity  of  referring  to  a  book  of  forms. 

BUSINESS  WRITING. 

The  ability  to  acquire  a.  clean,  legible,  rapid  business  hand  is  not  an  in- 
herited gift;  any  person  of  good  intelligence  may  secure  such  a  hand,  unless 
physically  incapacitated.  The  time  required  to  accomplish  this  result  varies 
from  three  months  to  one  year,  and  is  dependent  upon  previous  opportuni- 
ties, natural  aptitude,  etc. 

SPELLING  AND  DEFINING. 

Daily  written  exercises  of  graded  work  are  given.  The  student  is  not 
only  taught  how  to  spell  and  pronounce  words,  but  is  required  to  define 
and  memorize  them,  thus  greatly  increasing  his  readiness  in  the  use  of 
English. 

PRACTICAL  GRAMMAR  AND  LETTER-WRITING. 

The  ability  to  write  the  English  language  fluently  and  correctly  is  agreat 
accomplishment  for  any  young  man  or  woman.  Special  attention  is,  there- 
fore, given  to  grammatical  drill,  and  to  the  correct  use  of  the  English  lan- 
guage in  speaking  and  writing. 

BUSINESS  CORRESPONDENCE. 

This  feature  of  the  course  aims  to  give  the  pupil  such  suggestions  regard- 
ing the  requisites  of  correspondence  as  will  enable  him  to  construct,  arrange, 
paragraph,  and  punctuate  a  business  letter,  so  that  it  shall  convey  its  in- 
tended meaning  without  verbiage  or  confusion  and  shall  appear  to  the  best 
advantage. 
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The  Shorthand  Course. 

This  course  has  been  established  as  a  natural  result  of  the  policy  of 
supplying,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  varied  requirements  of  those  fitting 
themselves  for  any  one  of  the  many  walks  of  life. 

The  principal  aim  of  this  course  is  to  fit  young  men  and  women  for  posi- 
tions as  stenographers  or  private  secretaries. 

The  instruction  is  individual  and  so  suited  to  the  peculiarities  of  each 
student  as  to  bring  out  the  best  results  possible. 

PHONOGRAPHY. 

TO  SAVE  TIME  IS  TO   LENGTHEN  LIFE. 

The  Benn  Pitman  System  of  Phonography,  which  for  half  a  century  has 
been  the  standard,  is  taught. 

The  first  three  months  are  devoted  to  a  thorough  course  in  the  principles 
and  their  application  as  outlined  in  the  Manual  of  Phonography,  by  Benn 
Pitman  and  Jerome  B.  Howard.  After  having  completed  the  work  of  the 
Manual,  which  comprises  what  is  known  as  the  "Corresponding  Style,"  the 
student  enters  upon  the  work  in  the  Reporter's  Companion.  This  work 
introduces  a  more  rapid  style  of  phonography,  which  omits  the  use  of 
vocalizations  and  introduces  practical  contractions  and  phrases,  qualifying 
for  accurate  reporting  work. 

PHRASEOGRAPHY. 

Discriminating  attention  is  given  to  phrasing,  or  the  joining  together  of 
two  or  more  common  and  frequently  recurring  words,  thus  saving  the 
time  consumed  in  lifting  the  pen  or  pencil.  The  pupil  is  shown  what  may 
be  done  in  this  respect,  consistent  with  legibility,  and,  as  equally  important, 
is  advised  what  not  to  do.  The  text-book  used  contains  six  thousand  of 
the  most  useful  phrases,  written  in  the  briefest  manner. 

BUSINESS  LETTERS. 

Actual  business  letters,  prepared  especially  for  this  course,  are  next 
dictated.  These  cover  a  wide  range  of  subjects  and  form  numerous  com- 
plete series  of  correspondence,  as  will  occur  in  the  future  office  work  of  the 
stenographer.  Correspondence  is  opened  with  various  firms,  and  the 
student  is  expected  to  keep  informed  of  the  progress  of  the  different  nego- 
tiations. 

The  following  business  letter,  written  in  the  "Brief  Reporting  Style," 
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may  be  considered  a  fair  specimen  of  the  simplicity  and  legibility  of  this 
truly  American  system  af  phonography : 


TRANSLATION  OF  THE  ABOVE. 

Mr.  F.  S.  Coffin, 

Springfield,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir:  I  shall  be  in  Springfield  the  latter  part  of  this  week  and  will 
see  you  and  make  arrangements  about  the  organization  of  the  corporation. 
The  three  incorporators  can  leave  Springfield  on  the  morning  train,  arrive 
at  my  office  in  ample  time  to  do  all  the  necessary  business,  and  return  to 
their  homes  the  same  night.  If  you  will  send  me  the  names  of  the  incor- 
porators and  the  purposes  of  the  company,  that  is,  the  purposes  for  which 
it  is  to  be  organized,  I  can  have  that  much  of  the  business  attended  to  by 
the  time  of  your  arrival.  The  record  books  will  have  to  be  bound,  so,  of 
course,  that  will  take  a  little  time,  for  which  you  must  allow. 

Very  truly  yours. 
TYPEWRITING. 

The  great  importance  of  this  branch  is  recognized  fully.  One  of  the  latest 
patterns  of  typewriters  is  assigned  to  each  student,  during  one  to  two 
hours  per  day.  The  most  improved  "all-finger"  method  is  taught.  This 
leads  to  writing  by  "touch;  i.  e.,  without  referring  to  the  key-board  to  any 
extent;  thus  relieving  the  eye  of  the  strain  of  watching  the  bright  keys,, 
and  doing  away  with  its  ruinous  struggle  to  accommodate  itself  to  the 
ever-changing  distances  from  the  eye  to  the  key-board  and  to  the  notes. 
"Touch-writing"  preeminently  promotes  speed,  by  enabling  the  operator 
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to  read  continuously  from  his  shorthand  notes  and  thus  preventing  annoy- 
ance  and  delay  arising  from  loss  of  place. 

The  student  passes  from  the  simplest  words  to  the  longest  in  use.  Phrases 
and  sentences  follow  in  proper  order.  The  result  of  the  course  is  that 
students  continue  using  this  scientific  fingering,  at  an  increasing  rate  of 
speed,  after  entering  an  office.  Daily  suggestions  are  given  as  to  the  neatest 
and  most  approved  manner  of  preparing  typewritten  matter.  The  learner's 
originality  in  producing  neat  and  unique  work  is  encouraged,  and  great 
stress  is  laid  upon  attaining  as  high  a  rate  of  speed  as  is  consistent  with 
accuracy  and  neatness. 

THE  PRACTICE  DEPARTMENTS. 

To  properly  fit  the  student,  the  daily  routine  work  of  the  office  is  per- 
formed constantly.  Large  numbers  of  actual  business  lettes  are  dictated  to 
the  student,  who  takes  them  down  in  phonography  and  then  transcribes 
his  notes  neatly  and  quickly  upon  the  typewriter.  All  work  is  handed  in  to 
be  criticised;  the  errors  are  marked  plainly  and  the  sheets  returned  to  the 
student,  to  be  correctly  rewritten.  Thus  his  attention  is  vividly  called  to 
his  deficiencies,  and  the  importance  of  absolute  accuracy  is  repeatedly 
impressed  upon  him.  The  various  processes  of  letter-press  copying  are 
taught,  each  student  copying  his  approved  work  into  the  proper  books, 
according  to  one  of  these  methods.  Dae  attention  is  given  to  drill  in  folding 
of  letters.  The  use  of  typewriter  appliance  for  writing  on  postal  cards  or 
notepaper,  directing  envelopes,  regulating  the  margins,  etc.  Each  student 
indexes  his  own  letter-book,  files  the  letters,  and  performs  other  duties 
about  the  office. 

MANIFOLDING,  HECTOGRAPHING  AND   MIMEOGRAPHING. 

Manifolding,  writing  from  two  to  a  dozen  or  more  copies  at  one  time,  as 
adapted  to  both  autographic  work  aud  typewritten  matter  is  taught. 

Hectogkaphing,  multiple  copying  from  one  original  written  either  with 
an  ordinary  pen  or  upon  the  typewriter,  is  also  explained  and  the  student 
drilled  in  the  methods. 

Mimeographing,  as  with  Edison's  mimeograph,  from  the  autographic 
stencil  or  by  the  aid  of  the  typewriter,  receives  the  attention  its  importance 
and  value  merit. 

SPEED-CLASSES,  DRILL,  ETC. 

The  graded  speed-classes,  both  in  phonography  and  typewriting,  produce 

marked  improvements  combined  with  good  work.     The  students  can  read 

he  phonographic  notes  fluently ;  they  are  also  able  to  read  the  writing  of 
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each  other,  as  well  as  the  phonography  in  the  Benn   Pitman  phonographic 
publications. 

SPELLING. 
The  course  offered  in  this  subject  is  calculated  to  correct  errors  of  spelling 
and  fix  in  the  minds  of  the  future  stenographer  not  only  the  orthography 
of  the  word  but  its  usual  meaning. 

GRAMMAR  AND  PENMANSHIP. 

Instruction  in  these  branches  is  given  to  all  who  need  or  desire  it. 
BUSINESS   CORRESPONDENCE. 

In  connection  with  the  dictation  of  the  business  letter  in  the  Practice 
Department,  this  subject  is  carefully  taught.  Capitalization,  syllabication, 
punctuation,  paragraphing  receive  constant  explanation.  The  various 
hints  as  to  proper  use  of  language  in  business  correspondence,  develop  in 
the  student  a  natural  readiness  in  this  direction. 

This  is  made  one  of  the  most  valuable  features  of  the  course,  asit  involves 
the  application  of  the  principles  learned  in  the  classes  devoted  to  spelling, 
grammar,  etc.  Not  one  of  the  hundreds  of  business  letters  is  passed  with- 
out being  thoroughly  understood  by  the  student.

BUILDING. 

The  College  Building  is  neatly  and  comfortably  furnished  throughout  and 
is  warmed  by  steam.  Nothing  which  can  add  to  comfort,  convenience,  and 
utility  of  a  first-class  school  has  been  omitted  in  the  general  equipment. 

RECITATION  HOURS. 

The  regular  hours  of  study  and  recitations  are  from  9  A.  M.  to  4:30  P.M., 
five  days  of  the  week.  Two  hours  per  week  are  set  aside  for  physical  train- 
ing in  a  well  equipped  gymnasium. 

DISCIPLINE. 

It  is  assumed  that  the  young  men  who  enter  this  institution  are  gentle- 
men, and  they  are  treated  uniformly  as  such.  The  development  of  other 
characteristics  will  immediately  sever  the  student's  connection  with  the 

school. 

GRADUATION  AND  DIPLOMA. 

The  requirements  for  graduation  are  amply  sufficient  to  give  a  high 

standing  to  the  course,  and  to  insure  the  ability  of  graduates  to  fill  and 

retain  satisfactorily,  first-class  positions.  In  the  shorthand  course  an  aver- 
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age  working  speed  of  125  words  per  minute  in  phonography  for  not  less 
than  five  consecutive  minutes,  is  one  of  the  conditions  for  graduation. 
Students  completing  in  a  satisfactory  manner  either  course,  will  be  awarded 
a  neat  diploma  at  the  annual  graduation  exercises  of  the  department  during 
commencement  week,  for  which  a  charge  of  $  1  is  made. 

TEXT-BOOKS  AND  STATIONERY. 

The  cost  of  text-books  and  stationery  for  the  full  business  course  varies 
from  $10  to  $13  ;  Blank  books  and  forms  are  made  to  order  from  the  best 
quality  of  paper.  The  cost  of  books,  etc.  for  the  course  in  shorthand  is 
about  $6.50.

TIME  REQUIRED. 

To  complete  the  business  course,  the  bright,  ambitious  student  averages 
about  nine  months,  although  many  remain  longer.  Students  are  advanced 
as  rapidly  as  is  consistent  with  thorough  work. 

To  become  proficient  enough  in  phonography,  typewriting,  etc.,  to  fill  a 
first-class  situation  acceptably,  the  average  learner  requires  from  five  to 
eight  months;  students  aquainted  with  business  forms,  and  already  well 
drilled  in  spelling,  grammar,  punctuation,  etc.,  have  been  prepared  in  three 
to  five  months  sufficiently  well  to  take  fairly  good  positions.  Unless  com- 
pelled to  do  so  by  special  circumstances,  it  is  not  advisable  to  rush  unduly 
through  the  work,  as  those  who  take  a  thorough  course  are  practically 
certain  of  higher  salary  and  more  permanent  employment. 
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EXPENSES. 

The  necessary  expenses  are  exceedingly  low.  Each  item  is  reduced  to  the 
very  lowest  so  as  to  bring  the  advantages  of  a  thorough  business  education 
within  the  reach  of  all.

Furthermore,  a  busi- 
ness man  needs  the  ease  and  grace  that  come  from  contact  with  others ;  and 
this  intermingling  of  a  large  number  of  well-informed,  zealous  studentshav- 
ing  varied  tastes  and  ambitions,  and  representing  all  parts  of  the  United 
States,  cannot  but  have  much  of  the  desired  effect.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


Government, 
This  Institution  is  owned,  supported,  and  controlled  by  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Augustana  Synod.  Its  governing  body  is  a  Board  of  Directors 
composed  of  the  president  of  the  synod,  the  president  of  the  institution, 
and  sixteen  other  members— eight  ministers  and  eight  laymen— elected  by 
the  synod  for  a  term  of  four  years.  Only  persons  belonging  to  somecongre- 
gation  of  the  synod  are  eligible  to  membership.  The  meetings  of  the  Board 
are  held  at  the  institution. 


Faculties. 

All  matters  pertaining  to  the  institution  as  a  whole  which  do  not  come 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  board  of  directors  or  the  president  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  General  Faculty,  which  is  composed  of  all  the  permanent  pro- 
fessors of  the  institution. 

There  are  four  Special  Faculties  in  charge  of  the  following  departments 
respectively:  the  Theological  Seminary;  the  Collegiate,  Preparatory,  and 
Normal  Departments:  the  Conservatory  of  Music;  the  Business  College  and 
School  of  Phonography.  Each  special  faculty  is  composed  of  all  the  regular 
professors  in  the  respective  department. 

The  president  of  the  institution  is  ex  officio  chairman  of  each  faculty. 


Division  of  the  School  Year. 

The  school  year  of  thirt\r-six  weeks  is  divided  into  two  terms;  the  fall 
term,  embracing  a  period  of  sixteen  weeks  (September — December),  and  the 
spring  term,  embracing  a  period  of  twenty  weeks  (January— June).  In  the 
Theological  Seminary  there  is  an  easter  vacation  of  two  weeks. 


Public  Worship. 

Chapel  services,  which  all  students  are  required  to  attend,  are  held  in  the 
chapel  every  school  day  morning,  conducted  by  the  president.  Divine  ser- 
vices, alternately  in  the  Swedish  and  English  languages  are  held  in  the 
chapel  each  Sunday  evening  during  term  time,  in  which  the  full  church 
service  is  rendered.  All  students  living  at  the  college  are  expected  to  attend 
these  services.  General  and  class  prayer-meetings  are  held  each  week  by 
the  students. 
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Regulations. 

There  are  but  few  specific  rules  of  government  as  each  student  is  expected 
to  be  exemplary  in  manners  and  morals  and  to  deport  himself  as  becomes  a 
student  of  a  Christian  institution. 

The  attendance  of  such  students  only  is  desired  as  will  makefaithful  use  of 
the  educational  opportunities  afforded. 

Intemperance,  profanity,  theater  going,  the  use  of  tobacco  in  any  form, 
playing  at  cards  and  billiards,  and  whatever  hinders  the  highest  mental, 
moral,  and  religious  culture,  or  violates  the  courtesy  due  to  instructors  or 
fellow  students,  are  prohibited. 


Expenses. 

The  necessary  expenses  are  exceedingly  low.  Each  item  is  reduced  to  the 
very  lowest  so  as  to  bring  the  advantages  of  a  thorough  education  within 
the  reach  of  all.

The  Museum. 

Open  to  visitors  on  Wednesdays  from  2  to  5  P.  M.

THE  ZOOLOGICAL  CABINET. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  floor  space,  and  forming  a  partition  between  the 
museum  and  the  library,  is  a  cabinet  with  glass  front,  eight  feet  high  and 
40  feet  long,  and  divided  into  eight  sections,  containing  a  systematic  series 
of  zoological  specimens.  For  lack  of  space  and  glass  jars  a  large  amount  of 
material  is  stored  away  at  present  in  copper  thanks  and  drawers. 

Beginning  at  the  east  end  of  this  cabinet,  we  find  uppermost  in  the  first 
section  some  mud  from  the  depths  of  the  Atlantic  ocean  and  containing 
tests  of  various  foraminifera.  Next  in  succession  comes  a  series  of  dried 
sponges,  and  a  few  specimens  of  the  same  kind  preserved  in  alcohol.  Below 
these  follow  the  corals,  among  which  may  be  seen  some  fine  specimens  of 
seafans,  and  cork  corals,  mushroom  corals,  and  organ-pipe  corals.  Among 
the  echinoderms,  which  follow  below,  are  several  kinds  of  sea-urchins  such 
as  sand  cakes,  sand  dollars,  and  sea  eggs.  Several  types  of  the  starfish 
order,  the  sea-cucumbers  and  the  crinoids,  complete  the  collection  of  animals 
of  radiate  structure.  Then  follow  the  worms  and  mollusks.  The  latter 
have  to  a  great  extent  been  collected  in  Europe,  and  embrace  representatives 
of  a  great  number  of  genera  and  species,  filling  nearly  two  sections  in  the 
cabinet.  Ampng  other  valuable  specimens,  there  are  a  number  of  fine  cow- 
ries from  the  coasts  of  Africa,  and  a  fairly  complete  collection  of  land   and 
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freshwater  shells  from  Sweden.  A  number  of  crustaceans  and  insects,  pre- 
served in  alcohol,  are  placed  in  the  lower  part  of  the  third  section.  The 
fourth  section  contains  fishes,  amphibians,  and  reptiles,  several  hundred 
specimens  in  all,  and  mostly  preserved  in  alcohol.  The  stuffed  snakes  include 
a  cobra  from  India  and  a  small  boa. 

The  birds  fill  a  little  more  than  the  next  two  sections.  There  are  re]  •re- 
sented all  the  native  families,  including  nearly  200  different  species.  The 
collections  contain  a  number  of  specimens  secured  by  sportsmen  in  Moline 
and  Rock  Island.  Mammals  fill  the  remaining  two  sections.  These,  also, 
are  mostly  of  the  native  kinds,  though  there  are  a  number  of  specimens  of 
interesting  portions  of  exotic  animals,  such  as  the  skin  and  baleen  of  a 
whale,  molars  of  the  elephant,  and  horns  of  various  ungulates. 

Nearly  all  of  the  rich  material  in  this  case  was  secured  by  the  former 
curator  of  the  museum,  Dr.  Josua  Lindahl. 

A  collection  of  insects  and  another  of  birds'  nests  and  birds'  eggs  com- 
plete the  zoological  collections.  The  former,  which  is  exhibited  in  the  first 
of  the  floor  cases  to  the  east,  and  which  comprises  about  1,000  different 
species  of  insects,  was  collected  and  donated  by  professor  0.  W.  Oestlund 
of  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  while  a  student  at  this  institution.  The  insects 
are  mounted  with  great  care  and  properly  labeled  and  will  be  of  permanent 
value.  The  collection  of  nests  and  eggs  was  made  chiefly  by  Mr.  Oscar 
Johnson,  class  of  '93.  It  is  a  very  fair  collection  of  the  eggs  of  our  less 
rare  birds. 

THE  HERBARIUM. 

The  beginning  of  the  herbarium  consisted  of  a  collection  of  plants  from 
Sweden  donated  by  Dr.  A.  R.  Cervin.  Several  other  collections  from  Sweden 
have  since  been  obtained  and  also  a  number  from  different  parts  of  this 
country,  viz.:  from  the  vicinity  of  Rock  Island  by  prof.  0.  W.  Oestlund; 
from  Lindsborg,  Kansas  by  Dr.  John  Rund-strom  ;  from  Kansas,  Texas,  and 
Colorado  by  the  present  curator;  from  Michigan  by  Mr.  C.  A.  Wendell; 
lichens  from  Sweden  by  Prof.  John  Hulting;  mosses  from  Illinois  and  Penn- 
sylvania by  Mr.  G.  Forsberg  of  Augustana  College;  Sea-Weeds  from  the 
Pacific  by  Dr.  Josua  Lindahl  and  Dr.  E.  Xorelius ;  the  phenogamous  plants 
have  all  been  mounted  on  white  species  paper  and  are  inclosed  in  genus 

►vers  of  strong  manilla  paper. 

These  are  arranged  in  their  proper  families,  and  stored  in  paper  boxes,  in 
two  cases  specially  made  for  the  collection.  A  card  index  of  the  genera 
species,  and  orders  has  been  made  this  year  by  Mr.  Gustave  Forsberg. 
Various  dried  plants  and  parfs  of  plants  of  economical  and  of  other  special 
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interest,  such  as  the  coffee-tree  and  palm-trees,   and  other  i>lants  from  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  world,  are  found  in  another  case. 

THE  GEOLOGICAL  COLLECTIONS. 
The  McMaster  Collection. 

A  foundation  for  a  collection  to  illustrate  the  various  features  of  our  local 
geology  was  made  two  years  ago  by  the  Hon.  S.  W.  McMaster  of  Rock 
Island,  who  has  donated  to  the  museum  a  number  of  fossils  collected  in  this 
locality.  Several  of  these  specimens  have  been  polished  and  otherwise  suit- 
ably prepared  for  exhibition.  A  separate  cabinet  has  been  secured  and  placed 
along  the  east  wall  for  the  [reception  of  this  material.  Series  of  borings 
of  artesian  wells  in  the  city  have  been  obtained  and  added  to  these  exhibits. 
It  is  the  purpose  to  incrense  this  collection  with  new  specimens  from  time 
to  time  and  to  give  later  on  a  detailed  account  of  it.  This  year  a  number 
of  specimen  fossils  from  the  loess  from  this  locality  has  been  added.  These 
fossils  have  been  determined  by  Mr.  Chas  T.  Simpson  of  the  Smithsonian 
Institution. 

The  General  Collection. 

This  fills  sixteen  of  the  floor-cases. 

Beginning  at  the  east  end  of  the  room  the  minerals  occupy  a  small  space 
in  the  second  case.  While  all  of  the  more  common  minerals  are  represented 
in  some  of  their  varieties,  a  donation  of  a  good  set  of  minerals  is  one  of  the 
first  needs  of  the  museum.  The  most  interesting  specimen  in  the  lot  is  per- 
haps a  large  feldspar  crystal  and  some  fine  crystals  of  galena,  from  the  lead 
mines  in  the  north  part  of  this  state.  It  is  the  intention  to  fill  the  second 
case  with  minerals  as  opportunities  are  offered.  The  rest  of  the  space  in 
this  case  is  now  filled  with  rocks,  which  have  been  arranged  with  a  view  to 
illustrate  the  different  modes  in  which  all  the  various  kinds  of  rocks  are  now 
produced  in  nature  by  ingeous  agencies,  by  sedimentation  in  water,  and  by 
the  agency  of  living  organisms,  as  well  as  to  exhibit  the  classification  of  the 
rocks  as  based  on  these  differences  of  origin. 

In  the  third  and  the  fourth  cases  are  shown  a  series  of  rocks,  which  have 
been  affected  in  various  ways  by  chemical  and  physical  processes  in  nature, 
and  which  illustrate  several  interesting  features  in  dynamical  geology. 
Among  these  may  be  mentioned  three  series  of  rocks  showing  the  effects  of 
surface  disintegration  in  the  region  of  crystalline  rocks  on  the  Atlantic 
coast;  stalagmites  and  stalactites  from  caverns  in  limestone  regions  ;  "box- 
work"  from  the  Great  Wind  Cave  in  South  Dakota;  various  kinds  of  concre- 
tions and  septaria  from  a  variety  of  formations;  a  large  assortment  of 
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geodes  from  Warsaw  in  this  state;  specimens  of  sun-cracks  and  ripple- 
marks  j  cleavage  structure  and  folded  structure  induced  by  pressure;  segre- 
gation veins;  lignilites  and  cone  in-cone;  a  series  of  natural  etchings,  pro- 
duced by  the  solvent  power  of  water;  and  scored  rocks  from  the  glacial 
drift. 

The  fifth  case  is  intended  to  illustrate  Formational  Geology.  A  large 
number  of  samples  of  rocks  from  the  different  formations  of  which  the 
exterior  of  the  earth  is  composed  have  been  placed  in  the  succession  in 
which  these  occur  in  nature,  from  below  upwards.  The  lowermost  system, 
the  azoic,  which  underlies  all  other  rocks,  is  represented  by  a  lot  of  speci- 
mens in  the  south  end  of  the  case.  Then  follow  the  various  formations  of 
the  several  systems  up  to  the  present  age,  recently  formed  alluvium,  sand 
and  clay  being  placed  in  the  north  end  of  the  case.  The  more  important  of 
the  characteristic  fossils  of  each  group  are  also  to  be  seen  in  their  proper 
places  in  this  series. 

The  sixth  case  is  filled  with  fossil  plants.  The  lower  plants,  of  the  oldest 
rocks,  are  placed  first  in  the  south  end,  such  as  algae  and  other  cryptogams 
of  the  paleozoic  era.  These  are  then  followed  by  petrified  wood  and  lignite 
of  gymnosperms  of  the  mesozoic  era  and  in  turn  by  impressions  of  leaves  of 
the  more  modern  plants  of  later  ages.  A  number  of  specimens  from  the 
coal-measures  in  Pennsylvania  are  deposited  in  this  collection  by  Professor 
J.  H.  Southwell  of  Rock  Island.  A  fine  specimen  of  a  fossil  cycad  from  the 
Black  Hills  was  added  last  year  by  the  curator.  Besides  this  the  more 
important  genera  of  the  coal-measure  plants  are  also  represented  in  some 
drawings,  which  are  copies  of  the  restoration  made  by  Dawson  and  others. 

The  next  two  showcases  contain  a  collection  of  animal  fossils,  arranged 
according  to  the  zoological  system  of  classification.  It  is  intended  to  ex- 
hibit some  important  types  and  landmarks  in  the  science  of  Paleontology. 
There  is  some  foraminiferous  sand  from  the  cretaceous  age  and  some 
sponges  from  the  Silurian  and  Devonian  ages.  There  are  a  number  of  re- 
presentatives of  the  three  principal  orders  of  corals,  the  chain  corals,  the 
honeycomb  corals,  and  the  cup  corals  as  marking  the  divisions  of  the  pale- 
ozoic era.  There  are  also  a  few  fine  specimens  of  crinoids  and  representa- 
tives of  the  older  and  of  more  recent  types  of  sea-urchins.  The  gradual 
change  in  the  lampshell  during  the  earlier  and  middle  geological  eras  may 
be  made  out  from  the  collection.  In  the  cephalopod  mollusks,  which  are 
quite  well  represented,  the  gradual  change  of  the  suture  from  a  straight 
line  in  the  early  forms  to  the  line  with  intricate  bends  and  folds  in  later 
times  is  well  shown.    Among  the  vertebrate  remains  there  are  teeth  of 
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carboniferous  fishes  and  an  almost  entire  skeleton  of  a  shark-like  fish  from 
the  age  of  the  chalk,  together  with  smaller  entire  fishes  from  the  Benton 
beds  in  Wyoming.  The  mammals  are  represented  by  teeth  from  the  extinct 
American  horse,  a  skull  from  the  tertiary  beds  in  Oregon,  photographs  of 
an  almost  perfect  skull  of  a  burrowing  sloth  (megalonyx)  from  Kansas, 
and  several  large  fragments  of  the  extinct  American  elephant.  To  this  lias 
been  added  this  year  a  lot  of  teeth  and  other  parts  of  extinct  mammals  and 
remains  of  turtles  from  the  miocene  tertiary  beds  of  South  Dakota.  The 
greater  part  of  the  specimens  in  the  geological  collections  have  been 
obtained  through  the  efforts  of  the  present  curator.  Considerably  more 
material  is  stored  away  and  awaiting  further  examination  and  identifica- 
lion,  before  it  will  be  incorporated  into  the  exhibits. 

The  most  valuable  accessions  to  the  natural  history  collections  this  year 
are  two  collections  of  minerals,  one  donated  by  Dr.  A.  S.  Tiffany  of 
Davenport  and  one  made  by  Rev.  P.  A.  Fair  in  New  York  and  Connecticut 
and  donated  by  him.  Other  valuable  additions  have  been  received  from 
Rev.  J.  A.  Edlund  of  Astoria,  Oregon,  Messrs  A.  R.  Shelander,  J.  E.  Liud- 
berg,  C.  J.  Peel,  Edward  Schuch,  S.  F.  Telleen,  X.  P.  Tulen,  C.  C.  Olson,  C.

Laboratories. 


The  Chemical  Laboratory,  m  the  new  building,  is  furnished  with  the 
necessary  apparatus  and  a  full  supply  of  re-agents  for  the  laboratory  work 
in  Descriptive  and  Analytical  Chemistry. 

The  Biological  Laboratory  and  class-room  occupies  a  suitably  lighted 
and  spacious  quarter  on  the  first  floor.  It  is  conveniently  furnished  with 
tables  and  chairs,  and  is  supplied  with  a  small  aquarium,  a  hydrant,  and 
cases  for  instruments  and  reagents.  A  set  of  twelvegood  microscopes,  with 
accessories  and  a  pair  of  good  scales  make  a  part  of  thegeneTal  equipments. 
There  are  also  materials  for  the  use  of  special  classes.  For  the  instruction 
in  Botany  there  is  a  series  of  the  lower  as  well  as  of  the  higher  plants  pre- 
served in  alcohol  and  selected  for  making  microscopic  preparations  of 
tissues.  There  is  also  a  set  of  charts  for  illustrating  the  terminology  in 
Phenogamous  Botany.    For  the  classes  in  Zoology  there  are  some  anatom- 
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ical  preparations  and  entire  animals  preserved  in  alcohol  and  crania  and 
skeletons  of  vertebrates.  The  class  in  Human  Physiology  has  opportunity 
to  inspect  models  of  the  chest,  and  several  anatomical  preparations  pre- 
served in  alcohol.  The  class  in  Geology  identifies  specimens  of  minerals, 
rocks,  and  fossils,  which  have  been  specially  selected  from  the  museum  for 
this  purpose,  and  are  stored  in  boxes,  which  can  be  conveniently  handled. 
Maps  of  the  altitudes  and  the  geological  strata  of  the  United  States  are  at 
hand  for  reference.  A  collection  of  microscopic  slides,  which  have  been 
mounted  chiefly  by  Dr.  Lindahl,  Mr.  Philip  Uowell,  and  the  present 
professor  of  Natural  History,  form  an  important  feature  in  the  available 
<jlass-room  material.  These  mountings  include  70  slides  of  vegetable 
tissues,  50  of  animal  tissues,  12  of  microscopic  animals  and  plants,  and  12 
of  fossils. 


Historical  and  Numismatic  Cabinet. 

The  Ethnographical  and  Historical  Collection  contains  numerous  and 
valuable  specimens  from  India,  Africa,  and  Palestine;  relics  of  the  late  war: 
and  implements,  weapons,  amulets,  and  personal  ornaments  of  the  American 
Indians. 

The  Numismatic  Collection  consist  of  over  1,200  specimens  of  gold,  silver, 
-copper,  and  bronze  coins,  together  with  medals  and  tokens.  There  is  also 
a  large  collection  of  postage  and  revenue  stamps,  old  paper  money,  frac- 
tional currency,  foreign  and  confederate  notes,  and  continental  and  colonial 
paper  money.

The  Historical  Collection  of  American  Lutheran  and  Scandinavian  Amer- 
ican Literature  has  been  steadily  growing  during  the  year.  Suitable  cases 
have  been  procured  for  filing  newspapers  and  periodicals.  Complete  or 
nearly  complete  files  of  all  the  leading  American  Lutheran  periodicals 
(English,  German,  Swedish,  Norwegian,  Danish,  and  Finnish)  have  been 
secured  and  carefully  arranged,  also  files  of  most  of  the  Swedish  American 
periodicals. 

Contributions  to  this  collection  are  kindly  and  earnestly  solicited.  Books, 
periodicals,  pamphlets,  catalogues,  minutes,  of  synods  and  conferences,  and 
whatever  pertains  to  the  history  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  or  to 
the  history  of  the  Scandinavians  in  this  country  will  be  thankfully  received.

The  Augustana  Foreign  Mission  Society. 

This  Society  was  organized  in  1886.  Its  aim  is  to  awaken  among  the 
students  a  greater  zeal  for  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  to  serve  as  a 
bond  of  union  for  all  within  the  Augustana  Synod  who  by  voluntary 
efforts  desire  to  manifest  their  interest  in  the  cause  of  the  heathen  and  to 
provide  an  opportunity  for  everyboby  to  contribute  to  said  cause  by  lit- 
erature, donations,  testaments,  or  otherwise.

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Literary  Societies. 

There  are  two  literary  societies  at  the  institution — the  Phrenokosmiau, 
organized  in  1800,  and  the  Adelphic.  organized  in  1883.  They  hold  their 
meetings  in  their  respective  halls  on  Friday  evening  each  week.  The  exer- 
cises, consisting  of  essays,  debates,  orations,  declamations,  music,  criticisms, 
etc.,  are  interesting  and  highly  beneficial.  These  societies  are  valuable 
auxiliaries  in  preparing  students  for  the  activities  of  professional  life.  A 
wholesome  rivalry  exists  between  these  societies,  and  yet  they  work  together 
in  the  greatest  harmony  and  good  will.  All  students  of  the  institution  are 
eligible  to  membership.  The  officers  of  each  are  a  president,  a  vice-president, 
a  recording  secretary,  a  corresponding  secretary,  and  a  treasurer. 


The  Lyceum. 

Recognizing  the  increased  advantages  of  combined  efforts,  the  literary 
societies  at  the  institution,  for  the  better  promotion  of  the  literary  and 
oratorical  interests  of  their  members,  have  united  to  form  the  Lyceum.  For 
the  benefit  of  students,  a  series  of  lectures  and  concerts  is  given  each  year, 
to  which  the  citizens  of  the  neighboring  cities  are  always  cordially  invited. 
The  large  attendance  at  these  entertainments  has  sufficiently  attested  their 
popularity  and  merit. 

A  literary  annual,  called  Balder,  was  attempted  in  the  spring  of  1890.  Its 
unlooked-for  success  proved  the  wisdom  of  the  plan  and  warranted  the 
continuance  of  its  publication.    In  1892  the  name  was  changed  to   The 
Lyceum  Annual,  under  which  name  it  was  published  until  1894.    The  last 
two  years  it  has  not  been  published.

The  Alumni  Association. 

The  Alumni  Association  of  Augustana  College  was  organized  by  the  first 
graduating  class  of  the  college  in  the  spring  of  1877.  With  very  few  excep- 
tions all  the  alumni  are  enrolled  as  members.  Its  objects  are  the  promotion 
of  literary  and  scientific  culture,  especially  in  the  halls  of  the  Alma  Mater, 
the  reunion  of  early  friends  and  co-laborers  in  literary  pursuits,   and   the 
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revival  of  the  pleasant  associations  that  entwine  themselves  about  student 
life.  It  holds  its  annual  business  meeting  in  the  morning  of  commencement 
day  each  year.  The  officers  for  the  present  year  are  as  follows :  President,.

In  1886  the  Association  decided  to  publish  a  literary,  theological,  and 
scientific  quarterly,  known  as  LutherskKvartalskrift  (Lutheran Quarterly). 
The  first  number  appeared  in  Janua.ry  1887.  It  was  published  until  Janu- 
ary 1889,  when  it  was  discontinued  for  want  of  patronage. 

In  1892  the  Association  again  decided  to  publish  a  periodical,  and  in 
September  1892  the  first  number  of  The  Alumnus  appeared.  The  new  paper 
was  a  monthly  published  in  magazine  form,  and  edited  by  Prof.  P.  G  Sjo- 
blom.  At  its  annual  meeting  in  1894,  the  Association  decided  to  continue 
the  publication  of  the  paper,  but  to  change  the  name  and  the  scope  of  it. 
The  executive  committee  was  given  power  to  act  in  this  matter.  The 
committee  chose  the  name  The  Augustana  Journal,  and  from  July  1894  to 
Dec.  1895  the  paper  was  published  monthly  under  this  name.  During  the 
present  year  the  executive  committee  has  sold  the  paper  to  the  Lutheran 
Augustana  Book  Concern. 


Location  and  Building. 

Rock  Island,  a  city  of  about  twenty  thousand  inhabitants,  is  beautifully 
located  on  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi  river.  The  bold  bluff's  on  the  Illinois 
side  of  the  river  here  recede  to  the  distance  of  about  a  mile,  leaving  a 
beautiful  and  gently  rising  plain,  upon  which  the  city  is  built.  In  beauty 
of  scenery,  healthfulness  of  location  and  climate,  Rock  Island  stands  fore- 
most among  Illinois  towns.  Four  great  lines  of  railroad,  the  Chicago,  Bock- 
Island,  and  Pacific;  the  Chicago,  Burlington,  and  Quincy ;  the  Chicago,  Mil- 
waukee, and  St.  Paul;  and  the  Rock  Island  and  Peoria,  centre  here,  rendering- 
the  city  easy  of  access  from  all  parts  of  the  country.  The  institution  is 
situated  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city  near  the  base  of  a  prominent  bluff, 
from  which  the  view  is  both  striking  and  picturesque.  Opposite  lies  the 
city  of  Davenport,  Iowa,  commandingly  located  on  the  bluffs  which  rise  al- 
most directly  from  the  river.  To  the  east,  the  eye  rest,  on  the  tall  chimneys 
of  the  busy  city  of  Moline  rendered  famous  by  her  manufactures.    Directly 
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in  front  of  the  college  "rounds,  in  the  middle  of  the  river,  is  seen  the  govern- 
ment islaud  of  Rock  Island,  containing  over  nine  hundred  acres  of  land  upon 
which  the  government's  largest  arsenal  is  built.  On  the  lower  end  of  the 
island  rests  the  iron  railroad  and  wagon  bridge  which  spans  the  river  at 
this  point,  thus  rendering  Davenport  easily  accessible. 

The  grounds  of  the  institution  consist  of  twenty-six  acres,  bounded  on 
thf  north  by  7th  avenue,  on  the  east  by  38th  street,  on  the  west  by  35th 
street,  and  on  the  south  stretching  up  to  the  top  of  the  bluff  and  terminat- 
ing in  picturesque  woodland.  One  of  the  street  car  lines,  extending  form 
the  business  parts  of  Rock  Island  to  those  of  Moline  and  passing  by  all  of 
the  passenger  depots  of  both  cities,  also  passes  by  the  corner  of  the  college 
grounds  on  7th  avenue  and  38th  street. 

The  following  buildings  belonging  to  the  institution,  are  located  on  the 
grounds : 

The  New  College  Building,  occupied  since  February  1888,  is  located  near 
the  centre  of  the  north  side  of  the  grounds,  fronting  7th  avenue.  It  is  a 
magnificent  stone  structure  of  the  pure  Renaissance  style  used  exclusively 
for  educational  purposes.  The  basement  and  the  first  floor  are  devoted  to 
the  recitation  rooms  and  lecture  halls  of  the  Collegiate  and  Preparatory 
Departments,  the  Laboratories,  and  the  President's  and  Treasurer's  offices. 
The  second  floor  contains  the  recitation  rooms  and  lecture  halls  of  the 
Theological  Department,  the  Ladies'  Study  Hall,  Cable  Hall,  and  the  Chapel. 
which  occupies  two  stories.  The  third  floor  is  given  to  the  Conservatory  of 
Music,  the  Library,  and  the  Museum. 

The  Old  College  Building,  occupied  since  1875,  is  a  large  brick  structure 
situated  on  7th  avenue,  east  of  the  new  building.  It  is  devoted  principally 
to  students'  rooms,  the  house-hold  department,  and  class-rooms  of  the 
Business  College. 

The  Gymnasium,  a  handsome  brick  structure  with  a  stone  foundation, 
has  recently  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  $4,000.  It  is  located  at  the  foot  of 
the  hill  south  of  the  new  College  Building. 

In  addition  to  these  buildings,  there  are  two  frame  dwelling  houses  on 
85th  street  and  a  double  brick  building  on  38th  street,  the  western  half  of 
which  is  occupied  by  the  president  and  the  eastern  half  is  used  as  a  Ladies' 
Hall. 


Historical  Sketch. 

About  the  year  1845,  a  stream  of  immigration  began  from  the  Scandi- 
navian countries  to  the  United  States.    Settlements  were  made  in   nothern 
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Illinois  and  Iowa,  and  Inter  in  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  and  other  states. 
These  immigrants  had  been  members  of  the  Lutheran  church  in  the  mother 
country,  and  were,  as  a  rule,  a  religious  and  churchly  people.  Earnest,  pious 
men  came  over  as  pastors,  and  Lutheran  congregations  were  early  estab- 
lished among  both  Swedes  and  Norwegians.  At  the  organization  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Northern  Illinois  in  1851,  several  Scandi- 
navian pastors  were  present  and  took  part  in  the  organization.  The 
scattered  Scandinavian  and  American  Lutherans  in  this  section  of  thecoun- 
try  were  thus  joined  in  one  synod.  The  Scandinavians  increased  rapidly, 
and  before  1860,  they  constituted  about  one-half  of  the  synod,  and  formed 
three  seperate  conferences.  This  synod  and  other  Lutheran  bodies  in  the 
West  established  a  school,  known  as  the  Illinois  State  University  at  Spring- 
field, 111.,  for  the  special  purpose  of  educating  Lutheran  ministers.  At  a 
meeting  of  the  synod  in  1855,  the  question  of  establishing  a  Scandinavian 
professorship  at  the  university  was  favorably  considered,  and  at  a  subse- 
quent meeting  a  resolution  to  establish  such  professorship  was  adopted. 
Rev.  L.  P.  Esbjorn,  the  most  prominent  of  the  pioneer'pastors,  was  elected 
to  the  chair.  He  entered  upon  his  duties  in  the  fall  of  1858,  and  served  two 
years.  Owing  to  various  difficulties,  Prof.  Esbjorn  resigned  this  professor- 
ship in  the  spring  of  1860.  Differences  with  regard  to  the  doctrinal  basis 
of  the  synod  had  existed  from  the  beginning  between  the  Scandinavian  and 
American  members.  Professor  Esbjorn's  resignation  brought  matters  to  a 
crisis.  The  Scandinavians  met  in  convention,  in  Chicago,  111.,  April  23 — 28, 
1860,  and  after  long  deliberation,  unanimously  resolved  to  withdraw  from 
the  synod,  to  organize  a  synod  for  themselves,  and  to  establish  a  theological 
seminary  of  their  own.  The  organization  of  the  synod,  which  was  to  be 
known  as  the  Scandinavian  Evangelical  Lutheran  Augustana  Synod,  was 
completed  at  a  subsequent  convention  held  at  Jefferson  Prairie,  near  Clinton, 
Wis.,  June  5 — 11 ,  the  same  year. 

It  is  to  this  meeting  that  Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary 
traces  its  origin.  It  was  temporarily  located  at  Chicago,  but  removed  to 
Paxton  in  1863,  and  thence  to  Rock  Island  in  1875,  where  it  is  now  per- 
manently located.  At  first  it  was  known  as  Augustana.  Seminary  and 
embraced  a  preparatory  and  a  theological  department.  The  courses  were 
not  definitely  arranged  for  several  years,  and  students  not  infrequently 
studied  in  both  departments  at  the  same  time.  The  institution  was  in- 
corporated under  the  general  laws  of  Illinois  in  1863  andnamedAugustana 
College  and  Seminary,  and  afterwards  by  special  act  of  the  legislature,  in 
1865,  a  charter  was  granted,  which  was  amended  by  a  supplementary  act 
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by  the  same  body  in  18G9,  since  which  time  the  institution  has  been  known 
by  its  present  name.  For  powers  and  immunities  thus  granted  the  institu- 
tion see  charter,  page  67. 

Instruction  was  given  in  college  classes  as  early  as  1866,  but  it  was  not 
till  ten  years  later,  in  1876,  that  a  senior  class  was  formed.  In  1887  the 
Conservatory  of  Music  was  added,  and  the  following  year  a  Business  Col- 
lege was  organized.  In  1890  the  School  of  Phonography  was  established 
ami  united  with  the  Business  College.  In  1893,  by  resolution  of  the  board 
of  directors,  it  was  made  a  separate  department.  In  1894  it  was  again  in- 
corporated into  the  Business  College.  In  1891  the  Normal  Department  was 
established  and  placed  under  the  control  of  the  collegiate  faculty. 

The  original  plan  of  the  seminary  was  to  have  at  least  three  professors, 
one  for  each  of  the  three  leading  languages  used — Swedish,  Norwegian,  and 
English.  This  plan  was  not  fully  realized  until  1868,  when  Rev.  S.  L.  Harkey 
was  elected  to  the  chair  of  the  English  language,  and  Rev.  A.  Wenaas  to 
that  of  the  Norwegian.  The  whole  plan,  however,  was  completely  changed 
in  1870,  when  the  Norwegians  withdrew  and  organized  a  separate  synod 
and  established  an  institution  of  their  own. 

The  courses  of  instruction  in  the  theological  seminary  were  gradually 
made  to  embrace  two  years,  and  from  1874,  there  were  two  regular  classes 
in  the  seminary  until  1890,  when  the  university  plan  was  adopted,  and  the 
instruction  was  arranged  in  distinct  and  independent  courses.  This  plan 
was  approved  by  the  synod  in  1891.  The  number  of  courses  was  first 
fourteen,  but  was  increased  to  eigheeen  in  1892.  Ten  departments  of 
instruction  have  gradually  been  established  in  the  college  proper  viz. ; 
Swedish,  English  and  Philosophy,  Latin,  Greek,  Modern  Languages, 
Christianity,  History  and  Political  Science,  Biology  and  Geology,  Physics 
and  Chemistry,  and  Mathematics  and  Astronomy. 

Swedish  and  English  were  provided  for  in  the  original  plan.  Around  the 
Swedish  chair  clustered  Christianity,  German,  and  the  Classics;  and  around 
the  English  chair,  History,  Philosophy,  Mathematics,  and  the  Sciences.  As 
a  rule,  these  subjects  were  taught  in  the  respective  language  around  which 
they  were  grouped.  Latin  and  Swedish  were  for  many  years  taught  by 
the  same  professor,  but  in  1883,  Latin  was  made  a  separate  chair,  and 
Swedish  and  Christianity  were  united  into  one  chair  and  taught  by  two 
professors,  one  in  the  college  proper  and  one  in  the  preparatory  department. 
In  1890  both  of  these  professors  resigned,  and  the  two  subjects  were  sep- 
arated into  distinct  departments.  Greek  and  German  were  likewise  united 
in  one  chair  for  a  number  ol  years,  but  in  1887,  the  chair  of  Modern  Lan- 
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guages  was  established  and  German  was  assigned  to  it.  Greek  thus  became 
a  separate  chair.  Mathematics  and  Natural  Science  were  separated  in  1881. 
The  latter  was  further  separated  into  the  chair  of  Biology  and  Geology, 
and  that  of  Physics  and  Chemistry  in  1888.  The  chair  of  History  and 
Political  Science  was  established  in  1884. 


The  Charter. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  represented 
in  the  General  Assembly,  That  Erland  Carlsson,  T.  N.  Hasselquist,  Carl 
Johan  P.  Peterson,  Ole  Anderson,  Iver  Lawson,  John  Amondson,  Carl 
Stromberg,  John  Field,  and  their  successors  in  office,  to  be  elected  as  herin- 
after  provided,  be  and  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Augustana  College  and  Theological 
Seminary,  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded;  and  shall  be 
capable  in  law  of  taking  and  holding  by  gift  and  grant,  devise,  or  other- 
wise, and  of  purchasing  and  holding,  and  conveying,  both  in  law  and 
equity,  any  estate  or  interest  therein,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  and  shall  have 
power  to  execute  and  fulfill  all  such  trusts  as  may  be  confided  in  said  cor- 
poration, and  take,  hold,  use,  manage,  lease  and  dispose  of  all  such  trust 
property  that  may  in  any  manner  come  to  said  corporation,  charged  with 
any  trust  or  trusts  in  conformity  therewith;  to  have  and  to  use  a  common 
seal,  and  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  establish  and  maintain  in 
or  near  the  town  of  Paxton,  Ford  Co.,  Illinois,  or  any  other  suitable  place 
within  the  State  of  Illinois,  a  college  and  theological  seminary  under  the 
patronage  and  control  of  the  Scandinavian  Evangelical  Lutheran  Augus- 
tana Synod  in  North  America.  And  the  persons  hereinbefore  mentioned  as 
corporators  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  trustees,  or  directors.  Their 
successors  shall  also  be  chosen,  and  the  institution  be  governed  by  the  said 
Augustana  Synod,  as  provided  for  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Scandinavian 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Augustana  Seminary,  already  enacted  by  said  Synod; 
which  Constitution  the  Synod  shall  have  power  to  amend  or  alter  as  the 
needs  and  development  of  the  institution  may  require;  Provided  always^ 
that  such  amendments  or  alterations,  or  by-laws,  which  the  Synod  may 
enact,  shall  be  made  in  conformity  with  the  Constitution  of  said  Synod, 
and  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of 
Illinois. 
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Sec.  3.  It  is  also  provided  that  the  trustees  or  directors,  shall,  respect- 
ively, hold  their  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  board  of  trustees  or  directors,  by  death 
or  otherwise,  between  the  meetings  of  Synod,  the  said  board  may,  by  ballot 
fill  such  vacancy,  by  the  election  of  a  person  or  persons  of  the  Lutheran 
Church,  and  such  person  or  persons  so  elected,  shall  hold  their  office  until 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Augustana  Synod,  when  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
b\'  the  Synod. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  any  of  the  trustees  or  directors  should,  at  any  time,  cease 
to  be  members  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  they  shall,  from  thence- 
forth cease  to  be  such  trustees,  and  their  place  may  be  filled  in  the  manner 
specified  in  section  four. 

Sec  6.  The  board  of  trustees  or  directors  shall  have  power  also  to  con- 
fer the  usual  degrees  of  Doctor  of  Divinity,  Master  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
or  any  other  Literary  or  Scientific  degrees,  on  such  person  or  persons  as 
they  may  deem  entitled  thereto,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  faculty. 

Sec.  7.  The  doctrines  taught  in  the  Seminary  department  of  said  in- 
stitution shall  conform  to  and  be  in  harmony  with  the  doctrines  held  and 
maintained  by  the  Augustana  Synod  as  defined  in  article  two  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  said  Synod,  in  the  following  words,  to  wit:  As  a  Christian 
body  in  General,  and  particularly  as  Evangelical  Lutheran,  this  Sj^nod 
acknowledges  that  the  Holy  Scriptures,  the  revealed  Word  of  God,  are  the 
only  sufficient  and  infallible  rule  and  standard  of  faith  and  practice,  and 
also  retain  and  confess  not  only  the  three  oldest  symbols,  (the  Apostolic, 
the  Xicene,  and  the  Athanasian)  but  also  the  unaltered  Augsburg  Con- 
fession, as  a  short  aud  correct  summary  of  the  principal  Christian  doctrines, 
understood  and  explained  in  the  other  symbolical  books  of  the  Lutheran 
Church."  Any  deviation  by  the  professors  and  teachers  from  the  doctrinal 
standard  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  cause  to  be  dealt  with  as  prescribed  in 
Art.  6  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Seminary,  adopted  at  the  Synodical  meet- 
ing in  Clinton,  Wisconsin,  June  5th  to  11th,  a.  u.  1860. 

Sec.  8.  The  property  of  said  corporation,  both  real  and  personal,  not 
exceeding  in  value  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars,  shall  forever  remain  free 
from  taxation. 

Sec  9.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage, 
and  to  be  deemed  a  public  act.  Approved  Feb.  16th  1865,  and  amended 
March  10th,  1869.

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DEPARTMENTS  AND  COURSES. 


The  Institution  comprises  the  following  six  departments  or  schools : 
The  theological  seminary,  which  affords  instruction  and  training  in  all 

:he  theoretical  and  practical  subjects  necessary  to  a  proper  preparation  for 

the  gospel  ministry  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

The  collegiate  department,  which  comprises  two  courses  each  occupy- 
ig  four  years :  one  Classical  Course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Lrts  and  one  Scientific  Course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

The  preparatory  department,  which,  embracing  a  three  years'  course, 
is  designed  especially  to  prepare  students  for  entering  college,  and  also  to 

irnish  opportunities  to  those  desiring  a  more  complete  general  education 
:han  can  be  obtained  in  the  common  schools. 

The  normal  department,  which  comprises  two  distinct  courses  each 

3cupying  four  years:  one.  known  as  the  English  Course,  designed  to  pre- 

>are  teachers  for  the  public  schools,  and  the  other,  known  as  the  Swedish- 

Inglish  Course,  designed  to  prepare  students  for  teaching  in  parochial 

;hools. 

The  conservatory  oe  music,  which  embraces  four  departments  or 
courses:  a  Preparatory  Department  affording  instruction  in  the  rudiments 
>f  a  general  musical  education  ;  a  Graduate  Department  with  courses  lead- 
ing to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music;  an   Organist  Department  designed 

specially  to  train  students  for  organists;  a  Chorus  and  Vocal  Department 
iffordiug  instruction  and  drill  in  solo,  quartet,  and  chorus  singing. 

The  business  college  and  school  oe  phonography,  which  affords  young 

len  and  women  opportunities  for  acquiring  a  thorough  business  training 
inder  Christian  influences.  The  courses  of  study  are  the  same  as  those  of 
>ther  first  class  business  colleges  in  this  country.  The  course  in  phonog- 
raphy and  typewriting  aims  principally  to  fit  young  men  and  women  for 
>ositions  as  stenographers  or  private  secretaries.  The  instruction  is  iudivid- 
lal  and  so  suited  to  the  peculiarities  of  each  student  as  to  bring  out  the 
best  results  possible. 


Note.    By  private  arrangement  an  Art  Department  has  aL-o  been  established  affording  in- 
truction  in  drawing,  china  painting,  oil,  water  colors,  etc.

Courses  of  Study, 

DEPARTMENTS  OF  GRADUATE  INSTRUCTION. 

The  whole  course  of  graduate  instruction  is  divided  into  eighteen  distinct 
and  independent  schools  or  departments,  as  specified  below.  The  course 
in  each  department  is  completed  in  one  year.  The  several  classes  of  the 
various  departments  meet  from  two  to  four  times  a  week,  according  to  the 
extent  and  difficulty  of  the  subject,  and  the  hours  of  lectures  and  recitations 
are  so  arranged  as  not  to  conflict.  A  student  may  thus  complete  in  one 
year  whatever  courses  he  selects,  but  he  is  advised  to  take  them  up  in  a 
logical  and  natural  order. 

The  courses  cover  all  the  more  important  subjects  taught  in  the  best 
equipped  theological  seminaries,  and  every  student  expecting  to  enter  the 
ministry  should  be  acquainted  with  them.  The  student  must  pass  rigid 
oral  or  written  examinations  in  each  department  to  become  a  graduate  in 
that  department.  No  one  can  become  a  graduate  of  the  seminary,  until  he 
has  graduated  in  each  separate  school. 

The  peculiar  plan  of  this  Institution  forbids  the  admission  ad  eundem 
gradum  of  students  who  have  taken  part  of  a  course  at  other  seminaries, 
or  at  the  university  of  Upsala  or  Lund.  But  a  student,  in  addition  to  the 
courses  which  he  has  selected,  may  offer  for  examination  whatever  courses 
he  has  previously  mastered,  but  no  one  can  graduate  from  this  seminary 
unless  he  has  been  a  regular  resident  for  one  whole  year,  and  that  must  be 
the  last  year  before  graduation.  As  a  rule  all  students  are  required  to  take 
their  full  three  years  course  at  this  Seminary. 

Pastors  who  wish  to  graduate  in  separate  departments,  or  in  all  the 
departments,  may  make  arrangements  to  prosecute  their  studies  partly  as 
nonresidents. 

To  become  a  graduate  of  a  department,  the  student  must  receive  at  least 
the  testimonial  approbatur  (B,  or  6).  In  order  to  receive  the  diploma  as 
full  graduate  of  the  seminary,  the  student  must  graduate  in  all  courses. 
The  degree  of  B.  D.  will  be  conferred  on  all  students  of  the  seminary  who 
graduate  in  all  the  eighteen  courses  in  this  Seminary,  if,  in  their  examina- 
tions, they  receive  at  least  the  testimonial  cum  laude  approbatur  (AB,  or  8) 
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in  the  majority  of  the  courses  and  not  less  than  non  sine  laude  approbatur 
(ab,  or  7)  in  the  rest. 

Regular  graduates  of  the  seminary  may  receive  the  same  degree,  if  by 
examinations  in  all  subjects  required,  they  increase  the  testimonials  ac- 
cording to  the  preceding  condition. 

INTRODUCTORY   COURSES. 

I.     Theological  Encyclopaedia. 

PROFESSOR  C.  E.  LFXDP.ERG. 

To  graduate  in  this  department,  the  student  must  offer  satisfactory 
written  notes  in  answer  to  questions  based  on  the  text-books  and  the  oral 
lectures  of  the  professor,  covering  Exegetical,  Historical,  Systematic,  and 
Practical  Theology;  and  in  addition,  each  student  must  offer  privately, 
whenever  he  may  be  prepared,  a  satisfactory  oral  presentation  of  the  sub- 
jects of  Biblical  Hermeneutics,  and  Introduction  to  Dogmatic  Theology. 

Text-Books:  Weidner's  Theological  Encyclopedia :  Vol.  I.  Exegetical 
Theology;  Vol.  II.  Historical  and  Systematic  Theology ;  Vol.  III.  Practical 
Theology  ;  Weidner's  Introduction  to  Dogmatic  Theology. 

II.     History  of  Philosophy  and  Philosophy  of  Religion . 

PROFESSOR    BARTHOLOMEW. 

The  requirements  for  graduation  in  this  course  are  a  satisfactory  written 
examination  in  the  History  ot  Philosophy  and  in  Lotze's  Philosophy  of 
Religion.    A  Thesis  may  also  be  required  or  substituted. 

Text-Books:  Schwegler's  History  of  Philosophy  ;  Outlines  of  a  Philosophy 
of  Religion  by  Herman  Lotze. 

III.  Hebrew  Junior. 

PROFESSOR  C.  E.  LLXDBERG. 

To  graduate  in  this  course,  it  will  be  necessary  to  pass  a  rigid  examina- 
tion on  Harper's  Hebrew  Method  and  Elements  of  Hebrew  and  offer  in  ad- 
dition about  20  chapters  of  the  Book  of  Genesis,  or  its  equivalent. 

Text-Books:  Harper's  Hebrew  Manual  and  Elements  of  Hebrew:  Hebrew 
Bible  (Letteri's  or  Theile's  edition  preferred  ;  or  separate  texts  by  Baer  and 
Delitzsch);  Hebrew  Lexicon  by  Davies. 

IV.  Greek  Junior. 

PROFESSORS   C.  E.  LINDBERG  AND   P.  M.  LINDBERG. 

To  graduate  in  this  course,  it  will  be  necessary  to  pass  a  rigid   examina- 
tion on  Harper- Weidner's  Introductory  New  Testament  Greek  Method,  and 
*  Text-books  may  be  changed  in  certain  courses  next  year. 
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offer  for  examination  the  four  Gospels,  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  and  such 
Epistles  as  may  have  been  studied  in  the  class.  An  exact  record  is  kept  of 
the  work  done  by  each  individual  student. 

Text- Books:  Harper- Weidner's  New  Testament  Greek  Method;  Westcott- 
Hort's  Greek  Testament  with  Lexicon;  Melander's  (Swedish)  Lexicon  of 
the  New  Testament. 

Books  of  Reference :  Goodwin's  or  Hadley- Allen's  Greek  Grammar  (the 
latter  preferred);  Thayer's  New  Testameut  Greek  Lexicon. 

EXEGETICAL  THEOLOGY. 

V.     Biblical  Introduction. 

PBOFESSOB  FORS\NDER. 

In  this  course,  the  most  important  sciences  introductory  and  auxiliary  to 
Exegetical  Theology  are  taught.  It  includes  the  three  special  sciences  ol 
Introduction:  Isagogics,  Biblical  Archaeology,  and  Biblical  Geography. 
To  graduate  in  this  department,  oral  or  written  examinations  must  be 
passed  on  the  text  books  used  in  the  course. 

Text-Books:  Rosenius'  Isagogics  or  Harman's  Introduction;  Bissell's 
Antiquities  of  the  Bible;  Hurlbut's  Manual  of  Biblical  Geography. 

Books  of  Reference:   Keil's  Introduction  to  the  Old  Testament;   Weiss' 
Introduction  to  the  New  Testament;  Keil's  Biblical  Archaeology. 
VI.     Swedish  and  English  Exegesis. 

PROFESSORS  FORSANDER,  C.  E.  LINDBERG,  AND  BARTHOLOMEW. 

In  this  course,  the  Bible  is  studied  in  chronological  order,  using  the  Swed- 
ish or  English  revised  versions,  with  special  attention  to  the  marginal 
readings,  and  with  references  to  the  original  when  necessary.  The  aim  is 
to  cover  the  principal  books  of  the  Bible,  expounding  most  fully  those  parts 
which  are  not  carefully  gone  over  in  Hebrew  and  Greek  Exegesis.  The  four 
hours  devoted  to  this  subject  are  equally  divided  between  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments.  The  instruction  is  chiefly  by  lectures.  To  graduate  the  student 
must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  on  the  lectures  delivered. 

Text- Books:   Swedish  and  English  Revised  Version  of  the  Bible. 

Books  of  Reference :  Melin's  or  Edersheim's  Life  of  Jesus;  Conybeare's 
and  Howson's  Life  and  Epistles  of  Paul;  Starke's  Synopsis;  Bengel's 
Gnomon  ;  Lange's  Commentary. 

VII.     Hebrew  Senior  and  0.  T.  Exegesis. 

PROFESSOR  OLSSON. 

To  graduate  in  this  department,  all  the  class  work  must  be  up  to  a  high 
standard,  and  so  much  must  be  done  privately  that  the  student  can  give 
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evidence  that  about  one  eighth  of  the  Hebrew  Bible  has  been  read  by  him 
at  sight  or  otherwise.  In  addition  a  brief  commentary  on  the  Hebrew  text 
of  at  least  ten  to  twenty  pages  of  the  Minor  Prophets  must  be  handed  in  as 
a  thesis. 

Text-Books:  Bible  and  Lexicon,  as  in  Junior  Course;  Harper's  Elements 
of  Hebrew  ;  Mitchell's  edition  of  Gesenius'  Grammar  ;  Harper's  Elements 
of  Hebrew  Syntax;   Lange's  or  Delitzsch's  Commentaries. 

VIII.     Greek  Senior  and  N.  T.  Exegesis. 

PROFESSORS  C.  E.  LINDBERG  AXD  P.M.  LINDBERG. 

To  graduate  in  this  course,  the  student  must  have  read  the  remainder  of 
the  Greek  Testament  and  also  Boise's  or  similar  notes  on  the  Pauline 
Epistles.

Dogmatics  is  that  department  of  Systematic  Theology  which  aims  to 
present  in  a  scientific  form  the  results  of  exegetical  and  historical  investiga- 
tion, with  reference  to  the  truths  embraced  in  the  Christian  faith  in  their 
organic  connection.  A  system  of  Dogmatics  must  not  only  have  a  biblical, 
but  also  a  churchly  character.  As  no  one  is  able  to  apprehend  a  doctrine  in 
its  vital  relation  unless  he  understands  also  its  historical  development  in 
the  church,  special  stress  is  laid,  in  this  course,  on  the  History  of  Dogmas. 
The  instruction  is  given  by  lectures  in  connection  with  text-books.  To 
graduate  in  this  course,  the  student  must  pass  rigid  oral  and  written 
examinations  on  the  text-books,  as  well  as  on  the  lectures.

Admission  and  Matriculation. 


The  Theological  Seminary  is  open  to  students  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church.  A  full  collegiate  course  is  regarded  as  constituting  a  normal  prep- 
aration for  the  Seminary.  The  rule  is  that  all  who  intend  to  prepare  them- 
selves for  the  ministry  in  the  Swedish  work  of  the  Synod  must  be  college- 
graduates  and  their  graduation  must  include  the  following  subjects: 
Swedish,  English,  Latin,  Greek,  and  German.  Students  who  intend  to 
devote  themselves  to  exclusively  English  work  in  the  Synod  must  be  grad- 
uates of  some  college  and  it  is  obligatory  that  their  graduation  includes 
the  following  subjects  :  English,  Latin,  Greek,  German  and  a  minor  course 
in  the  Swedish  language. 

All  applications  for  admission  to  the  seminary  must  be  sent  in  before  the 
first  day  of  September  each  year,  if  possible  by  the  first  of  June.  All  such 
applications  must  be  sent  to  the  president,  or  to  the  secretary  of  the  theo- 
logical faculty. 

Applicants  who  have  lately  been  students  of  any  of  the  institutions  of  our 
synod  must  furnish  to  a  committee  consisting  of  the  theological  faculty  and 
the  president  of  the  synod,  satisfactory  testimonials,  as  to  their  Christian 
character  and  practical  ability,  together  with  a  recommendation  from  the 
authorities  of  the  institution  where  they  have  previously  studied.  All  other 
applicants  must  not  only  furnish  satisfactory  testimonials  but  be  recom- 
mended by  pastors  well  known  to  the  committee;  or  by  parties  in  whom 
the  committee  has  confidence. 
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Every  student,  before  lie  is  matriculated  and  enrolled  as  a  permanent 
member  of  any  class,  shall  present  to  the  faculty  in  writing  a  brief  biog- 
raphy and  an  explicit  statement  of  the  motives  which  induced  him  to  devote 
his  life  to  the  ministry  of  the  gospel. 

The  Committee  on  matriculation  will  hereafter  hold  the  colloquium  with 
the  new  applicant  the  first  week  of  the  scholastic  year,  beginning  in  Sep- 
tember. If  students  arrive  later,  they  cannot  be  matriculated  before  the 
beginning  of  the  following  scholastic  year,  and  their  tardiness  in  arriving 
at  the  beginning  of  the  term  may  lengthen  their  stay  in  the  Seminary  as 
each  course  of  study  runs  a  full  year. 

Although  several  of  the  courses  are  elective  as  to  order,  the  students  are 
recommended  to  study  according  to  the  following  plan:  First  year  the 
following  courses:  I.,  II.,  III.,  IV.,  V.,  VI.;  Second  year:  VII..  VIII..  IX.,  X., 
XIII..  XV.;  Third  year:  courses  that  may  be  unfinished  and  the  remaining: 
XL,  XII.,  XIV.,  XVI,  XVII.,  XVIII.  The  practical  exercises  in  Homiletk- 
extend  through  the  three  years  course  either  in  Swedish  or  in  English. 

The  secretary  of  the  Faculty  will  arrange  the  courses  for  each  student 
and  give  further  information  as  to  the  methods  of  study.

A  graduate  in  eight  of  these  courses  is  declared  a  Candidate  of  Theology, 
(C.  D.  or  C.  S.  T.)  leading  to  the  degree  Sacrw  Theologian  Doctor.  One 
course  must  be  taken  from  each  of  the  five  departments,  and  three  areelect- 
ive.  But  it  must  be  clearly  understood  that  no  one  can  take  up  any  oi 
these  courses,  unless  he  first  gives  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  can  pass 
the  examinations  required  in  the  corresponding  course  offered  in  the  regular 
curriculum  of  the  seminary.  At  least  one  course  must  be  offered  and  passed 
each  year,  otherwise  the  previous  examinations  will  be  void.  The  examin- 
ations in  most  subjects,  and  in  the  main,  will  be  written.  Candidates  may 
present  themselves  for  examination  at  any  time  between  October  and  the 
first  of  July.  A  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars  is  charged  when  the  degree  is  con- 
ferred and  the  diploma  is  awarded.  Residence  is  not  required,  as  these 
courses  may  be  pursued  by  the  pastor  while  in  charge  of  a  congregation.

Courses  of  Study. 

POST-GRADUATE  COURSES. 
Provision  has  been  made  for  those  who  wish  to  pursue  a  post-graduate 
course  of  study  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  on  the  following 
conditions: 

1.  Only  those  who  have  received  a  bachelor's  degree  from  this  or  some 
other  institution  of  equal  rank,  and  who  sustain  a  good  moral  character 
are  eligible  candidates. 

2.  In  no  case  can  a  student  be  recommended  for  the  master's  degree 
within  two  years  of  the  bachelor's  degree,  except  in  cases  where  the  faculty 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  decide  otherwise. 

3.  Not  less  than  two  years'  work  will  be  required. 

4.  The  studies  pursued  are  limited  to  three  subjects,  viz.,  one  Major  and 
two  Minors,  and  are  under  the  immediate  direction  of  a  committee  of  the 
faculty,  consisting  of  the  professors  in  charge  of  the  respective  departments 
to  which  the  subjects  chosen  belong. 

5.  All  applicants  are  required  to  present  themselves  at  the  college  for 
final  examination,  at  least  one  week  before  commencement.  The  examina- 
tions may  be  taken  in  installments  at  the  discretion  of  the  professor  in 
charge  of  the  department. 

0.  All  candidates  for  the  degree  must  submit  to  the  faculty  bv  the  1st  of 
May  prior  to  their  graduation  a  thesis  on  their  major  subject,  the  theme 
having  been  reported  to  the  faculty  for  approval  at  least  six  months  before 
the  presentation  of  the  thesis.  This  thesis,  which  is  to  disclose  as  much 
original  research  as  possible,  must  be  publicly  read  and  defended  bv  the 
author  at  a  time  and  place  appointed  for  that  purpose.  The  thesis  must  be 
printed  and  fifty  copies  of  it  deposited  in  the  college  library.

UNDER-GRADUATE  COURSES.

SCHEDULE   OF  COURSES. 


The  Collegiate  Department  offers  two  parallel  courses  of  study,  Classical 
and  Scientific,  leading  respectively  to  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and 
Bachelor  of  Science.  In  each  course  certain  subjects  are  required  for  gradu- 
ation while  others  are  elective. 


Note.    When  less  than  five  elect  courses  9,  10,  or  11  in  Mathematics  or  the  Mathematical  part 
of  12  these  courses  will  be  given  only  alternate  years.    Course  9  will  be  given  1898-99. 
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In  the  schedule  given  below  subjects  marked  CI.  are  required  in  the  clas- 
sical course  only,  those  marked  Sc.  in  the  scientific  course  only,  those  not 
marked  are  required  for  both,  while  those  marked  El.  are  electives  in  either 
course. 

The  figures  in  parentheses  denote  the  term  in  which  the  subject  is  taught, 
while  the  figures  not  so  marked  denote  the  number  of  hours  per  week,  or 
the  number  of  term-hour  credits. 

The  minimum  number  of  term-hours  (or  credits)  required  for  graduation 
is  280,  or  124  in  the  Preparatory  Department  and  156  in  the  Collegiate. 

All  the  courses  given  in  either  English  or  Swedish  must  be  elected,  except 
that  those  taking  both  may  take  all  of  both,  the  whole  of  one  and  a  part 
of  the  other,  or  not  less  than  16  term-hours  of  each.  No  credit  for  gradua- 
tion will  be  given  for  less  than  the  full  course  in  French  or  German,  except 
that  those  who  take  the  full  course  in  one  will  be  credited  for  one  or  more 
terms'  work  in  the  other.

ADMISSION. 


Applicants  for  admission  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good 
moral  character  and  of  such  scholarship  as  will  enable  them  successfully  to 
pursue  the  courses  of  study  in  the  classes  to  which  they  are  assigned. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  First  Class  are  examined  in  the  following 
subjects : 

Christianity. — Bible  History ;  Luther's  smaller  catechism,  or, if  non-Luther- 
ans, the  general  principles  of  the  Christian  religion. 
English. — English  Grammar,  especially  Analysis  of  Sentences  and  Parsing; 

Reading  and  Writing. 
Swedish. — Ability  to  read  and  spell  Swedish,  and  the  elements  of  Swedish 

Etymology  and  Syntax. 
Geography. — Outlines  of  the  Geography  of  the  World :   Fuller  Course  on  the 

United  States. 
History.— Outlines  of  the  History  of  the  United  States  or  equivalents. 
Arithmetic. — White's  Complete  or  Robinson's  Practical  Arithmetic  to  bank- 
ing: accuracy  and  facility  in  the  four  fundamental  rules  and  in  fractions. 

For  admission  to  the  Classical  or  Scientific  Course  of  the  College  the  full 
Preparatory  Course  is  required. 

Applicants  furnishing  certificates  of  promotion  from  Gustavus  Adolphus 
College,  Bethany  College,  Luther  Academy,  or  Upsala  Institute  are  admit- 
ted without  examination  to  the  classes  to  which  such  certificates  entitle 
their  holders  as  far  as  the  courses  are  alike. 

In  all  other  cases  applicants  are  subject  to  examination. 

Students  who  do  not  wish  to  take  a  full  course  may  select  such  studies  in 
any  department  as  they  are  prepared  to  pursue  to  advantage.  But  all 
such  select  courses  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  faculty. 

A  certificate  of  approval  in  subjects  that  have  been  completed  and  in 
other  subjects  where  not  more  than  two  years  have  elapsed  is  considered 
valid,  provided  the  course  has  not  been  increased  or  the  standard  raised 
since  the  certificate  was  issued. 

Students  are  not  enrolled  in  any  department  of  instruction  before  they 
have  paid  the  tuition  fee  each  term. 

Applicants  are  received  at  any  time,  but  prompt  attendance  at  the  open- 
ing of  each  term  is  desired.  Examinations  for  admission  are  held  on  the  day 
before  the  public  opening  of  each  term.     (See  Calendar,  p.  2.) 
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EXAMINATIONS,  STANDING,  AND  DEGREES. 

Examinations  are  held  by  the  professors  in  charge  of  the  several  depart- 
ments of  instruction  as  often  as  deemed  necessary. 

Final  examinations  are  held  in  each  subject  when  the  instruction  in  the 
same  ceases  for  the  year. 

All  students  who  leave  the  Institution  with  excuse,  but  without  having 
passed  the  necessary  examination  in  their  respective  studies,  and  who 
desire  to  continue  their  course  during  the  following  or  any  subsequent  term 
are  required  to  present  themselves  for  such  deferred  examinations  at  the 
opening  of  the  new  term  on  the  day  specified  in  the  calendar  for  that  pur- 
pose.    (See  Calendar,  p.  2.) 

As  a  general  rule  students  of  the  college  who  have  been  unable  to  com- 
plete the  course  with  their  classes  are  permitted  to  graduate  on  passing 
satisfactory  oral  and  written  examinations  in  all  the  remaining  studies  of 
the  course. 

The  standing  of  students  in  each  subject  is  marked  on  a  scale  of  100,  the 
minimum  limit  for  approval  in  any  subject  being  60. 

In  determining  the  final  standing  of  students  in  any  subject,  the  stand- 
ing on  the  course  is  considered  as  well  as  that  on  examination,  and  a 
proportionate  deduction  is  made  for  absences  from  recitations  unless  the 
loss  by  such  absence  is  made  up. 

Students  promoted  "on  condition"  are  enrolled  in  the  class  from  which 
they  were  thus  promoted,  provided  the  conditions  be  not  removed  within 
the  time  allowed  for  the  purpose. 

Marks  of  standing  are  given  only  for  regular  class  work  upon  examina- 
tion at  the  end  of  the  term.  When  students  make  up  deficiencies  privately 
and  pass  examination  at  other  times  they  receive  no  marks  of  standing, 
but  only  the  proper  number  of  eredits  as  a  mark  of  approval.  Certificates 
of  standing  are  given  at  the  end  of  each  term. 

The  Degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science,  and  Master  of  Arts 
are  conferred  by  the  Board  of  Directors  on  such  persons  as  have  satisfac- 
torily completed  the  prescribed  courses,  and  have  been  approved  on  exami- 
nation at  the  end  of  the  course  as  candidates  for  the  same. 

Only  one  degree  can  be  conferred  on  the  same  person  any  oiip  year. 
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Normal  Department. 


Courses  of  Study. 

There  are  two  distinct  courses  in  this  department,  each  occupying  four 
years:  one  known  as  the  English  Normal  Course  designed  to  prepare 
teachers  for  the  public  schools,  and  the  other  known  as  the  Swedish- 
English  Normal  Course  designed  to  fit  teachers  also  for  parochial  schools. 
All  who  complete  the  prescribed  courses  receive  a  teacher's  diploma. 

The  courses  pursued  in  this  department  are  given  below.  Students  are 
allowed  to  make  substitutions  of  such  subjects  belonging  to  the  collegiate 
courses  as  the  faculty  may  deem  advisable. 

The  Normal  Department  has  no  distinct  faculty,  but  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  it  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Collegiate  Faculty. 

In  Orthography,  Grammar,  Composition,  Rhetoric,  U.  S.  History,  Geog- 
raphy, and  Arithmetic  a  standing  of  80  per  cent  is  required  for  passing.  In 
all  other  subjects  a  standing  of  GO  per  cent  is  required.

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The  Business  College. 


Ten  years  ago,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Augustana  College,  perceiving 
the  great  demand  for  practical  business  training  among  the  youth  of  this 
couutry,  founded,  in  intimate  connection  with  the  College,  the  Augustana 
Business  College.  This  department  has  since  grown,  from  a  comparatively 
small  beginning,  to  a  thoroughly  equipped  business  training  school,  prepar- 
ing annually,  in  the  most  thorough  manner,  a  large  number  of  young  people 
for  the  various  lines  of  business. 

The  department  offers  two  courses  of  study  which  are  as  complete,  sym- 
metrical, and  practical  as  untiring  effort,  close  observation  of  business 
methods,  and  experience  can  render  them.  Its  faculty  is  composed  of  skilled 
and  carefully  trained  teachers  aud  its  patronage  consists  of  a  class  of  young 
people  who  are  characterized  by  intelligence,  good  character,  ambition,  and 
earnest  devotion  to  their  own  real  interest. 


Remarks  on  Courses  of  Study. 


THE  BUSINESS  TRAINING  COURSES. 


INITIATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

A  student  who  enters  this  department  begins  his  course  by  receiving  in- 
struction in  the  use  of  Day-book,  Cash-book,  Journal,  Invoice-book,  and 
Ledger.  Before  proceeding  to  record  entries  in  his  books,  he  is  carefully 
drilled  in  the  questions  and  rules  which  govern  the  science  of  this  subject. 

After  having  completed  the  first  twelve  sets  of  the  Williams  &  Rogers' 
Bookkeeping,  the  student  is  tested  in  each  of  the  studies  he  has  pursued  in 
the  course,  to  ascertain  whether  he  has  such  knowledge  of  book-keeping  as 
can  be  put  to  practical  use  in  the  Advanced  Theory  and  Banking  Depart- 
ments. If  successful  in  this  examination,  he  is  transferred;  if  not,  he  re- 
views the  course  or  such  parts  of  it  as  seem  needful  to  fit  him  for  promo- 
tion. 

THE  ADVANCED  DEPARTMENT. 

The  work  of  this  department  is  accomplished  by  means  of  the  Sadler 
Rowe  System  of  Business  Practice.    This  system  consists  of  a  method  of 
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teaching  book-keeping,  accounting,  and  office  practice,  and  the  drawing  of 
all  forms  of  business  papers,  aud  the  performance  of  all  duties  of  the  book- 
keeper incidental  to  office  practice,  by  practical  methods  similar  to  those 
that  are  in  use  in  general  practice  in  counting-houses. 

An  apparatus  is  put  into  the  hands  of  the  student  and  is  employed  by 
him  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  all  the  practical  business  operations 
and  book-keeping  entries  which  are  daily  performed  in  regular  business 
offices. 

The  apparatus  consists  of  a  Bureau  which  contains  a  Budget  or  series  ol 
transactions.  The  Budget  consists  of  a  number  of  sheets  or  leaves  secured 
together,  upon  which  is  printed  the  necessary  instructions,  and  between 
which  are  contained  the  business  papers,  vouchers  and  other  memoranda, 
which  furnish  to  the  student  the  data  from  which  he  makes  the  proper 
book-keeping  entries,  and  performs  the  necessary  office  work. 

The  Budget  is  so  arranged  that  as  each  sheet  or  leaf  is  raised  or  torn  off, 
the  business  papers,  etc.,  of  the  transaction  or  a  number  of  transactions, 
are  exposed  for  the  consideration  of  the  student.  The  sheets  are  so  secured 
that  the  interleaved  matter  cannot  be  removed  or  examined  until  the  sheet 
and  business  papers  above  it  are  torn  off  or  removed. 

The  student  has  the  opportunity  of  answering  letters,  making  out,  re- 
ceiving, and  paying  bills,  making  the  bank  deposits,  drawing,  issuing,  and 
receiving  checks,  notes,  drafts,  and  other  business  papers,  and  carrying  out 
in  detail  all  the  necessary  transactions  and  exhibits  which  constitute  the 
course  of  instruction. 

The  work  is  intensely  interesting  and  enables  the  student  to  acquire 
accuracy,  readiness,  and  correctness  in  doing  the  work  of  the  business 
office.  The  system  is  the  nearest  approach  to  actual  business^ever  devised, 
and  therefore  the  most  practical,  theoretical  exposition  of  this  science.  The 
student  provides  himself  with  books  and  blanks,  especially  ruled  and 
printed,  which  combine  many  labor-saving  methods  in  recording^the  trans- 
actions which  would  occur  in  the  following  branches  of  business  :  Jobbing, 
Grocery,  Flour,  Produce  &  Provision,  Wholesale  &  Retail  Furniture,  Com- 
mission, Wood  &  Coal,  Hay  &  Grain,  Tanning,  Boot  *fc  Shoe  Business, 
General  Merchandise,  Joint  Stock  Companies  &  Corporations.  Practical 
Banking  &  Expert  Accounting. 

ARITHMETIC  AND   RAPID  CALCULATIONS. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  work  in  these  branches,  and  very  com- 
plete courses  are  offered.    No  student  can  expect  to  progress  satisfactorily 
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in  the  science  of  accounts,  without  having  a  thorough  understanding  of  the 
subject  of  Arithmetic.  One  hour's  Class  work  a  day,  during  the  entire 
course,is  devoted  to  the  subject  in  general  and  a  half-hour  each  day  is  de- 
voted to  exercises  in  rapid  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  division, 
fractions,  interest,  discount,  averaging  accounts,  etc.  These  drills  are  of  the 
greatest  value,  making  the  students  not  only  rapid  and  accurate,  but  giving 
them  confidence  in  themselves. 

CIVIL  GOVERNMENT. 

The  education  of  an  American  citizen  must  always  be  considered  incom- 
plete without  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  government  under  which  he 
lives.  The  Business  College,  therefore,  offers  a  complete  course  in  civil 
government.  The  subject  is  taught  in  such  a  manner  as  to  acquaint  the 
student  with  the  functions  of  the  various  parts  of  the  governmental 
machinery,  the  relations  of  the  States  to  each  other  and  the  General  Govern- 
ment, and  such  other  facts  as  will  enable  him  to  perform  intelligently  the 
duties  of  citizenship. 

BUSINESS   LAW. 

Although  the  student  is  carefully  drilled  in  the  execution  of  business 
papers  while  pursuing  the  study  of  book-keeping,  a  course  in  Commercial 
Law  is  added  to  supplement  his  knowledge.  It  is  not  expected  that  the 
student  will  acquire  a  professional  knowledge  of  the  subject,  as  this  would 
require  a  thorough  course  in  a  school  of  law.  The  purpose  is  to  acquaint 
him  thoroughly  with  the  legal  principles  which  constitute  the  foundation 
of  business  law.  The  course  embraces  thorough  instruction  in  the  following 
branches  of  law:  Contracts,  Negotiable  Paper,  Guaranty  and  Suretyship, 
Interest  and  Usury,  Sales  of  Personal  Property,  Bailments,  Innkeepers, 
Common  Carriers,  Shipping,  Agency,  Partnership,  Joint-stock  Companies, 
Corporations,  Fire-,  Life-,  and  Marine  Insurance,  Patents,  Trademarks  and 
Copyrights,  Real  Property,  and  Landlord  and  Tenant.  The  student  is  re- 
quired to  commit  to  memory  many  of  the  legal  papers,  thus  enabling  him 
to  draw  them  without  the  necessity  of  referring  to  a  book  of  forms. 

BUSINESS  WRITING. 

The  ability  to  acquire  a  clean,  legible,  rapid  business  hand  is  not  an  in- 
herited gift;  any  person  of  good  intelligence  may  secure  such  a  hand, unless 
physically  incapacitated.  The  time  required  to  accomplish  this  result  varies 
from  three  months  to  one  year,  and  is  dependent  upon  previous  opportuni- 
ties, natural  aptitude,  etc. 
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SPELLING  AND  DEFINING. 

Daily  written  exercises  of  graded  work  are  given.  The  student  is  not 
only  taught  how  to  spell  and  pronounce  words,  but  is  required  to  define 
and  memorize  them,  thus  greatly  increasing  his  readiness  in  the  use  of 
English. 

PRACTICAL  GRAMMAR  AND  LETTER-WRITING. 

The  ability  to  write  the  English  language  fluently  and  correctly  is  a  great 
accomplishment  for  any  young  man  or  woman.  Special  attention  is,  there- 
fore, given  to  grammatical  drill,  and  to  the  correct  use  of  the  English  lan- 
guage in  speaking-  and  writing. 

BUSINESS  CORRESPONDENCE. 

This  feature  of  the  course  aims  to  give  the  pupil  such  suggestions  regard- 
ing the  requisites  of  correspondence  as  will  enable  him  to  construct,  ar- 
range, paragraph,  and  punctuate  a  business  letter,  so  that  it  shall  convey 
its  intended  meaning  without  verbiage  or  confusion  and  shall  appear  to 
the  best  advantage. 


THE  SflORTfiAND  COURSE. 

This  course  has  been  established  as  a  natural  result  of  the  policy  of 
supplying,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  varied  requirements  of  those  fitting 
themselves  for  any  one  of  the  many  walks  of  life. 

The  principle  aim  of  this  course  is  to  fitjyoung  men  and  women  for  posi- 
tions as  stenographers  or  private  secretaries. 

The  instruction  is  individual  and  so  suited  to  the  peculiarities  of  each 
student  as  to  bring  out  the  best  results  possible. 

PHONOGRAPHY. 

The  Benn  Pitman  System  of  Phonography,  which  for  half  a  century  has 
been  the  standard,  is  taught. 

The  first  three  months  are  devoted  to  a  thorough  course  in  the  principles 
and  their  application  as  outlined  in  the  Manual  of  Phonography,  bv  Benn 
Pitman  and  Jerome  B.  Howard.  After  having  completed  the  work  of  the 
Manual,  which  comprices  what  is  known  as  the  "Corresponding  Style,"  the 
student  enters  upon  the  work  in  the  Reporter's  Companion.  This  work 
introduces  a  more  rapid  style  of  phonography,  which  omits  the  use  of 
vocalizations  and  introduces  practical  contractions  and  phrases,  qualifying 
for  accurate  reporting  work. 
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PHRASEOGRAPHY. 

Discriminating  attention  is  given  to  phrasing,  or  the  joining  together  of 
two  or  more  common  and  frequently  recurring  words,  thus  saving  the 
time  consumed  in  lifting  the  pen  or  pencil.  The  pupil  is  shown  what  may 
be  done  in  this  respect,  consistent  with  legibility,  and,  as  equally  important, 
is  advised  what  not  to  do.  The  text-book  used  contains  six  thousand  of 
the  most  useful  phrases,  written  in  the  briefest  manner. 

BUSINESS  LETTERS. 

Hundreds  of  business  letters,  prepared  especially  for  this  course,  are  next 
dictated.  These  cover  a  wide  range  of  subjects  and  form  numerous  com- 
plete series  of  correspondence,  as  will  occur  in  the  future  office  work  of  the 
stenographer.  Correspondence  is  opened  with  various  firms  and  the 
student  is  expected  to  keep  informed  of  the  progress  of  the  different  nego- 
tiations. 

The  following  page  written  in  the  "Brief  Reporting  Style,"  may  be  con- 
sidered a  fair  specimen  of  the  simplicity  and  legibility  of  this  truly  American 
system  of  phonography : 

Note.    The  following  is  a  translation  of  the  opposite  page. 

Through  life  we  all  teach  and  we  all  learn.  This  world  is  a  great  schoolhouse,  where  we 
find  out  what  is  good  and  what  is  evil,  and  thus  get  ready  to  act  in  some  other  sphere.  What 
we  are  at  the  end  of  this  life,  we  shall  be  when  the  next  begins.  We  must  spare  no  pains,  then, 
when  we  teach  others  or  ourselves.  We  teach  ourselves  by  our  thoughts,  others  by  our  words. 
We  must  take  care  that  we  think  and  speak  in  a  way  so  clear  that  we  do  not  cheat  or  mislead  our- 
selves by  vague  and  hazy  ideas.  To  save  us  from  this,  we  must  learn  to  think  in  words;  we  must 
get  the  habit  of  useing  them  in  thought  with  the  same  care  which  we  use  when  we  speak  or  write 
to  others.  Words  give  a  body  and  form  to  our  thoughts,  without  which  they  are  apt  to  be  so 
vague  and  dreamy  that  we  do  not  see  where  they  are  weak  and  false.  If  we  put  them  into  a 
body  of  words,  we  will,  as  a  rule,  learn  how  much  of  the  truth  there  is  in  them.  When  in  that 
form  we  can  turn  them  over  in  our  minds.  If  we  write  them  out  we  find  that,  in  many  cases,  the 
ideas  we  thought  we  had  hold  of,  fade  away  when  we  put  them  to  this  test.  If  they  prove  to 
be  real  and  of  value,  they  are  thus  not  only  made  clear  to  us,  but  they  are  in  a  shape  where  we 
can  make  them  clear  to  others.  When  our  ideas  float  in  our  mind  in  a  hazy  way,  and  we  are 
in  doubt  about  them,  if  we  talk  with  others,  as  a  rule,  our  doubts  are  solved  by  the  fact  that 
when  we  state  them  in  a  clear  way  we  see  the  truth  at  once. 

In  most  cases,  what  we  say  to  others,  not  what  they  say  to  us  when  we  consult  them,  settles 
our  doubts.  We  must  not  only  think  in  words,  but  we  must  also  try  to  use  the  best  words,  and 
those  which,  in  speech,  will  put  most  clearly  what  is  in  our  minds  into  the  minds  of  others. 
This  is  the  great  art  to  be  gained  by  those  who  wish  to  teach  in  the  school,  the  church,  at 
the  bar,  or  through  the  press.  To  do  this  in  the  right  way,  they  should,  as  a  rule,  use  the 
short  words  which  we  learn  in  early  life,  and  which  have  the  same  sense  to  all  clases  of  men. 
They  are  the  best  for  the  teacher,  the  orator,  and  the  poet. 

If  you  will  look  at  what  has  been  said  in  prose  or  verse  that  comes  down  to  us  through 
many  years,  which  has  struck  all  minds  and  that  most  men  quote,  you  will  find  that  they  are  in 
short  words  of  our  own  tongue.  Count  them  in  Gray's  Elegy,  which  all  love  to  read,  and  you 
will  find  that  they  make  up  the  large  share  of  all  that  he  uses. 

The  English  of  our  Bible  is  good,  but  now  and  then  some  long  words  are  found,  and  they 
always  hurt  the  verse  in  which  you  find  them. 

ANONYMOUS. 
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TYPEWRITING. 

The  great  importance  of  this  branch  is  recognized  fully.  One  of  the  latest 
patterns  of  typewriters  is  assigned  to  each  student,  during  one  to  two 
hours  per  day.  The  most  improved  "all-finger"  method  is  taught.  This 
leads  to  writing  by  "touch;"  i.  e.,  without  referring  to  the  key-board  to 
any  extent;  thus  relieving  the  eye  of  the  strain  of  watching  the  bright  keys, 
and  doing  away  with  its  ruinous  struggle  to  accommodate  itself  to  the 
ever-changing  distance  from  the  eye  to  the  key-board  and  to  the  notes. 
"Touch- writing"  preeminently  promotes  speed,  by  enabling  the  operator 
to  read  continuously  from  his  shorthand  notes  and  thus  preventing  annoy- 
ance and  delay  arising  from  loss  of  place. 

The  student  passes  from  the  simplest  word  to  the  longest  in  use.  Phrases 
and  sentences  follow  in  proper  order.  The  result  of  the  course  is  that 
students  continue  using  this  scientific  fingering,  at  an  increasing  rate  of 
speed,  after  entering  an  office.  Daily  suggestions  are  given  as  to  the  neatest 
and  most  approved  manner  of  preparing  typewritten  matter.  The  learner's 
originality  in  producing  neat  and  unique  work  is  encouraged,  and  great 
stress  is  laid  upon  attaining  as  high  a  rate  of  speed  as  is  consistent  with 
accuracy  and  neatness. 

THE  PRACTICE  DEPARTMENT. 

To  properly  fit  the  student,  the  daily  routine  work  of  the  office  is  per- 
formed constantly.  Large  numbers  of  actual  business  letters  are  dictated 
to  the  student,  who  takes  them  down  in  phonography  and  then  transcribes 
his  notes  neatly  and  quickly  upon  the  typewriter.  All  work  is  handed  in  to 
be  criticised;  the  errors  are  marked  plainly  and  the  sheets  returned  to  the 
student,  to  be  correctly  rewritten.  Thus  his  attention  is  vividly  called  to 
his  deficiencies,  and  the  importance  of  absolute  accuracy  is  repeatedly 
impressed  upon  him.  The  various  processes  of  letter-press  copying  are 
taught,  each  student  copying  his  approved  work  into  the  proper  books, 
according  to  one  of  these  methods.  Due  attention  is  given  to  drill  in  folding 
of  letters,  the  use  of  typewriter  appliance  for  writing  on  postal  cards  or 
notepaper,  directing  envelopes,  regulating  the  margins,  etc.  Each  student 
indexes  his  own  letter-book,  files  the  letters,  and  performs  other  duties 
about  the  office. 

MANIFOLDING,  HECTOGRAPHING.  AND  MIMEOGRAPHING. 

Manifolding,  writing  from  two  to  a  dozen  or  more  copies  at  one  time,  as 
adapted  to  both  autographic  work  and  typewritten  matter,  is  taught. 
Hectographing,  multiple  copying  from  one  original  written  either  with 
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an  ordinary  pen  or  upon  the  typewriter,  is  also  explained  and  the  student 
drilled  in  the  methods. 

Mimeographing,  as  with  Edison's  mimeograph,  from  the  autographic 
stencil  or  by  the  aid  of  the  typewriter,  receives  the  attention  its  importance 
and  value  merit. 

SPEED-CLASSES,  DRILL,  ETC. 

The  graded  speed  classes,  both  in  Phonography  and  typewriting,  produce 
marked  improvements  combined  with  good  work.  The  students  can  read 
the  phonographic  notes  fluently ;  they  are  also  able  to  read  the  writing  of 
each  other,  as  well  as  the  phonography  in  the  Benn  Pitman  phonographic 
publications. 

SPELLING. 

The  course  offered  in  this  subject  is  calculated  to  correct  errors  of  spelling 
and  fix  in  the  minds  of  the  future  stenographer  not  only  the  orthography 
of  the  word  but  its  usual  meaning. 

GRAMMAR  AND  PENMANSHIP. 

Instruction  in  these  branches  is  given  to  all  who  need  or  desire  it. 
BUSINESS  CORRESPONDENCE. 

In  connection  with  the  dictation  of  the  business  letter  in  the  Practice 
Department,  this  subject  is  carefully  taught.  Capitalization,  syllabication, 
punctuation,  paragraphing  receive  constant  explanation.  The  various 
hints  as  to  proper  use  of  language  in  business  correspondence,  develop  in 
the  student  a  natural  readiness  in  this  direction. 

This  is  made  one  of  the  most  valuable  features  of  the  course,  as  it  involves 
the  application  of  the  principles  learned  in  the  classes  devoted  to  spelling, 
grammar,  etc.  Not  one  of  the  hundreds  of  business  letters  is  passed  with- 
out being  thoroughly  understood  by  the  student. 


Further  Information 


BUILDING. 

The  College  Building  is  neatly  and  comfortably  furnished  throughout  and 
is  warmed  by  steam.  Nothing  which  can  add  to  comfort,  convenience,  and 
utility  of  a  first-class  school  has  been  omitted  in  the  general  equipment. 
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RECITATION  HOURS. 

The  regular  hours  of  study  and  recitations  are  from  9  A.  M.  to  4:30  P.  M., 
five  days  of  the  week.  Two  hours  per  week  is  set  aside  for  physical  train- 
ing in  a  well  equipped  gymnasium. 

DISCIPLINE. 

It  is  assumed  that  the  young  men  who  enter  this  institution  are  gentle- 
men, and  they  are  treated  uniformly  as  such.  The  developement  of  other 
characteristics  will  immediately  sever  the  student's  connection  with  the 

school. 

GRADUATION  AND  DIPLOMA. 

The  requirements  for  graduation  are  amply  sufficient  to  give  a  high 
standing  to  the  course,  and  to  insure  the  ability  of  graduates  to  fill  and 
retain  satisfactorily,  first-class  positions.  In  the  shorthand  course  an  aver- 
age working  speed  of  125  words  per  minute  in  phonography  for  not  less 
than  five  consecutive  minutes,  is  one  of  the  conditions  for  graduation. 
Students  completing  in  a  satisfactory  manner  either  course,  will  be  awarded 
a  neat  diploma  at  the  annual  graduation  exercises  of  the  department  dur- 
ing commencement  week,  for  which  a  charge  of  $1  is  made. 
TEXT- BOOKS  AND  STATIONERY. 

The  cost  of  text-books  and  stationery  for  the  full  business  course  varies 
from  $10  to  $13 ;  Blank  books  and  forms  are  made  to  order  from  the  best 
quality  of  paper.  The  cost  ol  books,  etc.  for  the  course  in  shorthand  is 
about  $6.50.

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TIME  REQUIRED. 

To  complete  the  business  course,  the  bright,  ambitious  student  averages 
about  nine  months,  although  many  remain  longer.  Students  are  advanced 
as  rapidly  as  is  consistent  with  thorough  work. 

To  become  proficient  enough  in  phonography,  typewriting  etc.  to  fill  a 
first-class  situation  acceptably,  the  average  learner  requires  from  five  to 
eight  months;  students  acquainted  with  business  forms,  and  already  well 
drilled  in  spelling,  grammar,  punctuation,  etc.  have  been  prepared  in  three 
to  five  months  sufficiently  well  to  take  fairly  good  positions.  Unless  com- 
pelled to  do  so  by  special  circumstances,  it  is  not  advisable  to  rush  unduly 
through  the  work,  as  those  who  take  a  thorough  course  are  practically 
certain  of  higher  salary  and  more  permanent  employment. 

EXPENSES, 

The  necessary  expenses  are  exceedingly  low.  Each  item  is  reduced  to  the 
very  lowest  so  as  to  bring  the  advantages  of  a  thorough  business  education 
within  the  reach  of  all. 

By  applying  to  the  General  Manager.  Rev.  J.  Jesperson,  rooms  warmed 
and  furnished  may  be  secured  at  the  Institution  for  about  $12  a  year. 

Board  may  be  had  at  the  dining  hall  for  $2.00  a  week,  or  in  private 
families  with  furnished  rooms  for  $3.00  to  $3.50  a  week.

SPECIAL  ADVANTAGES. 

This  department  stands  in  the  closest  relationship  to  the  other  depart- 
ments of  Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary,  and  students  in  the 
former  have  access  to  any  class  in  the  literary  departments,  either  as  visit- 
ors or  members,  without  extra  charge.  This  intimate  connection  cannot 
but  act  favorably  upon  all  who  take  the  business  course,  as  it  spurs  them 
on  to  greater  efforts,  and  broadens  their  view,  by  reminding  them  that  all 
is  not  contained  in  the  debits  or  credits  of  an  account.  Furthermore,  a  busi- 
ness man  needs  the  ease  and  grace  that  come  from  contact  with  others; 
and  this  intermingling  of  a  large  number  of  well-informed,  zealous  students 
having  varied  tastes  and  ambitions,  and  representing  all  parts  of  the  United 
States,  cannot  but  have  much  of  the  desired  effect. 

APPLICATIONS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

Instruction  being  largely  individual,  students  may  enter  at  any  time  dur- 
ing the  school-year.  All  applicants  for  admission,  or  requests  for  further 
information,  should  be  addressed  to  the  President  of  the  Institution. 
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The  Conservatory  of  Music. 


Courses  of  Study. 

Systematic  instruction  with  a  view  to  enable  pupils  to  graduate  is  given 
in  the  following  subjects :  Pianoforte,  Organ,  Violin,  and  all  other  Orches- 
tral Instruments,  Voice  Culture  and  the  Art  of  Singing,  Theory  and  Com- 
position. 

In  connection  with  the  above  subjects,  there  are  classes  in  Sight-Playing 
and  Sight-Singing,  Orchestral  and  Chamber  Music,  and  in  Church  and  Choral 
Music,  Ear  and  Mental  Training;  also  frequent  Concerts,  Pupils'  Recitals, 
and  Preparatory  Recital  Classes. 

SYSTEM  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Instruction  in  Playing  and  Singing  is  given  in  classes  of  two,  three,  or 
tour  pupils,  or  privately ;  instruction  in  Sight-Reading,  Theory,  Harmony, 
and  similar  branches  is  given  in  classes  or  to  individual  students. 

Class  instruction  in  Instrumental  and  Vocal  Music  differs  from  class  in- 
struction in  other  lines  of  education.  Instead  of  the  whole  class  having  the 
same  lesson,  each  pupil  is  assigned  such  studies  and  pieces  as  are  adapted 
to  his  needs.  So  far  as  the  instruction  is  concerned,  it  amounts  to  a  private 
lesson  in  the  presence  of  others. 

The  progress  of  one  pupil  is  never  retarded  by  reason  of  the  deficiencies  of 
others,  bnt  as  soon  as  a  certain  degree  of  proficiency  is  reached  the  pupil  is 
immediately  re-graded  and  assigned  to  another  class. 

By  means  of  class  instruction  freedom  and  ease  in  performing  before 
others  are  cultivated,  and  the  opportunities  thus  offered  for  becoming 
familiar  with  the  difficulties  of  others,  and  for  learning  how  to  overcome 
these  difficulties  is  of  the  greatest  advantage  to  all,  and  especially  to  those 
who  are  preparing  to  teach. 

Another  advantage  of  the  Conservatory  system  is  the  harmonious  ar- 
rangements of  the  different  branches  of  study  which  are  needed  for  a  com- 
plete education  in  music,  instruction  in  Instrumental  and  Vocal  Studies 
being  linked  together  with  the  study  of  Sight-Reading,  Theory  and  Compo- 
sition, Musical  History,  and  other  kindred  subjects. 

To  these  educational  advantages  are  added  the  numerous  collateral  exer- 
cises at  the  school,  consisting  of  the  Faculty  Concerts,  Lectures,  Pupils' 
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Recitals,  and  the  opportunity  of  combining  a  musical  education  with 
studies  in  Literature,  Languages,  Elocution,  Fine  Arts,  etc. 

ELEMENTARY  PIANOFORTE  INSTRUCTION  FOR  GfllLDREN. 

Children  between  eight  and  sixteen  years  of  age  will  be  received  in  special 
classes  meetingtwice  a  week  for  instruction  in  general  fundamental  musical 
knowledge  and  in  the  elements  of  Harmony  and  Pianoforte. 

EAR  AND  MENTAL  TRAINING  AND  DICTATION  (SOLFEGGIO). 

Systematic  instruction  in  Sight-Singing  is  given  the  pupils  two  hours  a 
week.  In  Ear  and  Mental  Training  classes  receive  daily  instruction.  A. 
thorough  course  in  Ear  Training  and  Sight-Singing  is  an  indispensable 
part  of  a  complete  course.  An  accomplished  musician  should  be  able  to 
sing  a  piece  at  sight  and  to  analyze  a  composition  on  first  hearing. 

PIANOFORTE. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  Conservatory  to  educate  pupils  in  this  study,  not 
merely  as  good  performers,  but  as  thorough  musicians,  for  which  purpose 
the  piano  is  without  question  the  most  suitable  medium.  Among  these 
accomplishments  are  a  thorough  theoretical  knowledge,  correct  playing  at 
sight,  ability  to  transpose,  systematic  memorizing,  and  analyzing  at  sight. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  fundamental  and  technical  development,  as 
well  as  several  other  important  features,  according  to  the  adaptability  of 
the  hands  and  other  individual  considerations. 

The  instruction  comprises  Technique,  Sight-Playing,  Transposing,  and 
Memorizing  and  Analyzing. 

ORGAN. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  the  education  of  organists  for  church  service. 
It  also  affords  opportunities  to  those  who  wish  to  acquire  skill  as  concert 
organists.  Students  of  this  department  are  especially  advised  to  take  a 
course  in  vocal  music  as  organists  are  often  called  upon  to  serve  also  as 
leaders  of  church  choirs.  They  are  also  required  to  take  a  course  in  Har- 
mony and  Theory. 

The  instruction  in  this  department  comprises  Organ  Technique,  Manual 
and  Pedal;  Church-Playing  and  Choir- Accompanying;  Transposing  and 
Improvising;  Organ-Tuning  and  Repairing. 
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VOCAL  GOURSE. 

This  course  including  voice  culture,  voice  building,  quartet,  choir,  and 
chorus  singing,  is  designed  to  afford  pupils  in  any  of  the  foregoing  depart- 
ments the  advantages  of  first-class  instruction  in  all  branches  of  vocal 
music.  In  teaching  voice  culture  the  Italian  method  is  used,  diaphragmatic 
breathing  being  insisted  upon  as  the  only  true  support  for  the  voice. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  pronunciation,  musical  elocution,  breathing, 
and  general  physical  culture — all  equally  indispensable  to  the  vocalist. 

The  pupil  should  acquire  a  thorough  fundamental  knowledge  of  music  as 
well  as  facility  in  piauo-playing  in  order  to  enable  him  to  apply  vocal 
technique. 

The  instruction  in  this  department  comprises  Voice-Building,  Develop- 
ment of  Vocal  Technique,  Solo-Singing,  and  Ensemble-Singing. 

TfiEORETIGAL  COURSES. 

A  sufficient  amount  of  theoretical  knowledge  is  necessary  for  any  one  who 
hopes  to  rise  above  the  level  of  a  musical  amateur,  this  course  is  necessary 
for  every  student  in  the  regular  Instrumental  and  Vocal  Courses. 

The  instruction  comprises  General  Theory,  Harmony,  and  Composition. 

ORCHESTRAL  INSTRUMENTS. 

Two  simultaneous  courses  of  instruction  are  given  in  Violin:  a  special 
course  for  acquiring  execution  and  study  of  repertoire,  and  a  general 
course  in  sight  and  orchestral  playing. 

Instruction  is  also  given  in  Viola.  Violoncello,  Double  Bass,  and  all  other 
stringed  and  wind  instruments. 

All  pupils  of  this  department  are  required  to  attend  regularly  the  prepar- 
atory lessons,  rehearsals,  and  performances  of  the  orchestral  class. 


Musical  Organizations, 


THE  GfiORUS. 


A  large  Chorus,  composed  of  the  best  musical  talent  of  the  institution 
and  of  the  community,  under  the  leadership  of  Prof.  Bodfors,  holds  weekly 
meetings  for  instruction  and  drill.  Many  persons  from  the  three  cities, 
who  are  not  members  of  the  school,  have  joined  this  chorus  so  as  to  avail 
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themselves  of  the  advantages  it  affords  for  musical  training.  The  highest 
styles  of  composition,  such  as  cantatas  and  oratorios,  and  the  greatest 
productions  of  the  masters  are  selected  for  practice.  Several  concerts  are 
given  each  year  in  the  college  chapel. 

OTflER  MUSICAL  ORGANIZATIONS. 

Besides  the  Chorus  there  are  a  number  of  other  Musical  organizations, 
chief  among  which  are  the  following :

Rules  and  Regulations, 


Tuition  must  be  paid  strictly  in  advance.  Lesson  Cards  may  be  obtained 
from  the  business  manager  and  must  be  presented  to  the  teacher  at  the  first 
lesson. 

No  reduction  for  absence  is  made,  except  in  case  of  protracted  illness,  of 
which  the  business  manager  must  be  duly  notified. 
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Lessons  lost  in  consequence  of  the  pupil's  absence  will  not  be  made  good 
by  the  conservatory. 

Pupils  are  received  at  any  time  during  the  term. 

Any  student  who  takes  at  least  two  lessons  a  week  in  any  department  of 
the  conservatory  is  allowed  to  take  five  hours  a  week  of  class  instruction 
in  the  preparatory  or  collegiate  department  of  the  institution  free  of 
charge. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


GOVERNMENT. 

This  Institution  is  owned,  supported,  and  controlled  by  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Augustana  Synod.  Its  governing  body  is  a  Board  of  Directors 
composed  of  the  president  of  the  synod,  the  president  of  the  institution, 
and  sixteen  other  members— eight  ministers  and  eight  laymen — elected  by 
the  synod  for  a  term  of  four  years.  Only  persons  belonging  to  some  congre- 
gation of  the  synod  are  eligible  to  membership.  The  meetings  of  the  Board 
are  held  at  the  institution. 


FACULTIES. 

All  matters  pertaining  to  the  institution  as  a  whole  wrhich  do  not  come 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  board  of  directors  or  the  president  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  General  Faculty,  which  is  composed  of  all  the  permanent  pro- 
fessors of  the  institution. 

There  are  four  Special  Faculties  in  charge  of  the  following  departments 
respectively:  the  Theological  Seminary ;  the  Collegiate,  Preparatory,  and 
Normal  Departments;  the  Conservatory  of  Music;  the  Business  College  and 
School  of  Phonography.  Each  special  faculty  is  composed  of  all  the  regular 
professors  in  the  respective  department. 

The  president  of  the  institution  is  ex  officio  chairman  of  each  faculty. 


DIVISION  OF  TfiE  SCHOOL  YEAR. 

The  school  year  of  thirty-six  weeks  is  divided  into  two  terms  ;  the  fall 
term,  embracing  a  period  of  sixteen  weeks  (September— December),  and  the 
spring  term,  embracing  a  period  of  twenty  wTeeks  (January — June).  In  the 
Theological  Seminary  there  is  an  Easter  vacation  of  two  weeks. 


PUBLIC  WORSHIP. 

Chapel  services,  which  all  students  are  required  to  attend,  are  held  in  the 
chapel  every  school  day  morning,  conducted  by  the  president.  Divine  ser- 
vices, alternately  in  the  Swedish  and  English  languages  are  held  in  the 
chapel  each  Sunday  evening  during  term  time,  in  which  the  full  church 
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service  is  rendered.  All  students  living  at  the  college  are  expected  to  attend 
these  services.  General  and  class  prayer-meetings  are  held  each  week  by 
the  students. 


REGULATIONS. 

There  are  but  few  specific  rules  of  government  as  each  student  is  expected 
to  be  examplary  in  manners  and  morals  and  to  deport  himself  as  becomes 
a  student  of  a  Christian  institution. 

The  attendance  of  such  students  only  is  desired  as  will  make  faithful  use 
of  the  educational  opportunities  afforded. 

Intemperance,  profanity,  theater  going,  the  use  of  tobacco  in  any  form, 
playing  at  cards  and  billiards,  and  whatever  hinders  the  highest  mental, 
moral,  and  religious  culture,  or  violates  the  courtesy  due  to  instructors  or 
fellow  students,  are  prohibited. 


LADIES'  fiALL. 


For  the  accommodation  of  lady  students  who  prefer  a  home  under  the 
immediate  auspices  of  the  institution,  a  Ladies'  Hall  has  been  established. 
The  rooms  are  carpeted,  furnished,  lighted,  and  heated,  but  each  occupant 
is  expected  to  provide  herself  with  combs,  toilet-soap,  towels,  one  pair  of 
sheets,  one  pillow,  two  pillow-cases,  one  counterpane,  and  blankets  or  a 
heavy  comforter.  The  hall  is  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Anna  Olsson  as 
principal. 


LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

Prof.  V.  0.  Peterson,  Librarian. 
Miss  Lydia  Olsson,  Assistant  Librarian. 

The  Library  occupying  part  of  the  third  floor  of  the  main  building,  con- 
tains about  15,000  volumes  and  a  large  number  of  pamphlets.  During  the 
past  year  it  has  been  kept  open  8—12  A.  M.  and  1—4  P.  M.  every  school 
day,  and  10—12  on  Saturdays.  All  students  and  officers  of  the  institution 
are  entitled  to  use  the  books  free  of  charge. 

One  hundred  ten  new  volumes,  chiefly  donations,  have  been  added  during 
the  year,  and  grateful  acknowledgements  are  hereby  extended  to  the 
following  donors:  Mr.  Carl  Schuch,  New  York;  Rev.  N.  Gibson,  Cadillac, 
Mich.;  Mr.  G.  C.  Leonard,  ^ew  York;  Mr.  G.  N.  Swan,  Sioux  City,  la.;  Prof.

The  Reading  Room,  containing  daily  and  weekly  newspapers  and  leading 
periodicals  and  magazines  is  connected  with  the  Library  and  is  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Assistant  Librarian. 

Contributions  to  the  Library  in  money,  books,  or  magazines  are  earnest- 
ly solicited. 


TflE   MUSEUM. 
Open  to  visitors  on  Wednesdays  from  2  to  5  P.  M. 
Prof.  J.  A.  Udden,  Curator. 
The  arrangement  of  the  material  and  of  the  cases  in  the  museum  is  repre- 
sented in  the  diagram  on  page  63. 

THE  ZOOLOGICAL  CABINET. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  floor  space,  and  forming  a  partition  between  the 
museum  and  the  library,  is  a  cabinet  with  glass  front,  eight  feet  high  and 
40  feet  long,  and  divided  into  eight  sections,  containing  a  systematic  series 
of  zoological  specimens.  For  lack  of  space  and  glass  jars  a  large  amount  of 
material  is  stored  away  at  present  in  copper  tanks  and  drawers. 

Beginning  at  the  east  end  of  this  cabinet,  we  find  uppermost  in  the  first 
section  some  mud  from  the  depths  of  the  Atlantic  ocean  and  containing 
tests  of  various  foraminifera.  Next  in  succession  comes  a  series  of  dried 
sponges,  and  a  few  specimens  of  the  same  kind  preserved  in  alcohol.  Below 
these  follow  the  corals,  among  which  may  be  seen  some  fine  specimens  of 
seafans,  and  cork  corals,  mushroom  corals,  and  organ-pipe  corals.  Among 
the  echinoderms,  which  follow  below,  are  several  kinds  of  sea-urchins  such 
as  sand  cakes,  sand  dollars,  and  sea  eggs.  Several  types  of  the  starfish 
order,  the  sea-cucumbers  and  the  crinoids,  complete  the  collection  of  animals 
of  radiate  structures.  Then  follow  the  worms  and  mollusks.  The  latter 
have  to  a  great  extent  been  collected  in  Europe,  and  embrace  representatives 
of  a  great  number  of  genera  and  species,  filling  nearly  two  sections  in  the 
cabinet.  Among  other  valuable  specimens,  there  are  a  number  of  fine  cow 
ries  from  the  coasts  of  Africa,  and  a  fairly  complete  collection  of  land  and 
freshwater  shells  from  Sweden.    A  number  of  crustaceans  and  insects,  pre- 
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served  in  alcohol,  are  placed  in  the  lower  part  of  the  third  section.  The 
fourth  section  contains  fishes,  amphibians,  and  reptiles,  several  hundred 
specimens  in  all,  and  mostly  preserved  in  alcohol.  The  stuffed  snakesinclude 
a  cobra  from  India  and  a  small  boa. 

The  birds  fill  a  little  more  than  the  next  two  sections.  There  are  repre- 
sented all  the  native  families,  including  nearly  200  different  species.  The 
collections  contain  a  number  of  specimens  secured  by  sportsmen  in  Moline 
and  Rock  Island.  Mammals  fill  the  remaining  two  sections.  These,  also, 
are  mostly  of  the  native  kinds,  though  there  are  a  number  of  specimens  of 
interesting  portions  of  exotic  animals,  such  as  the  skin  and  baleen  of  a 
whale,  molars  of  the  elephant,  and  horns  of  various  ungulates. 

Nearly  all  of  the  rich  material  in  this  case  was  secured  by  the  former 
curator  of  the  museum,  Dr.  Josua  Lindahl. 

A  collection  of  insects  and  another  of  birds' nests  and  birds' eggs  com- 
plete the  zoological  collections.  The  former,  which  is  exhibited  in  the  first 
of  the  floor  cases  to  the  east,  and  which  comprises  about  1,000  different 
species  of  insects,  was  collected  and  donated  by  professor  0.  W.  Oestlund 
of  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  while  a  student  at  this  institution.  The  insects 
are  mounted  with  great  care  and  properly  labeled  and  will  be  of  permanent 
value.  The  collection  of  nests  and  eggs  was  made  chiefly  by  Mr.  Oscar 
Johnson,  class  of  '93.    It  is  a  very  fair  collection  of  the  eggs  of  our  less 

rare  birds. 

THE  HERBARIUM. 

The  beginning  of  the  herbarium  consisted  of  a  collection  of  plants  from 
Sweden  donated  by  Dr.  A.R.  Cervin.  Several  other  collections  from  Sweden 
have  since"  been  obtained  and  also  a  number  from  different  parts  of  this 
country,  viz.:  from  the  vicinity  of  Rock  Island  by  prof.  0.  W.  Oestlund; 
from  Lindsborg,  Kansas,  by  Dr.  John  Rundstrom;  from  Kansas,  Texas, 
and  Colorado  by  the  present  curator;  from  Michigan  by  Mr.  C.  A.  Wendell ; 
lichens  from  Sweden  by  Prof.  John  Hulting;  mosses  from  Illinois  and  Penn- 
sylvania by  Mr.  G.  Forsberg  of  Augustana  College:  Sea- Weeds  from  the 
Pacific  by  Dr.  Josua  Lindahl,  Dr.  E.Norelius,  and  Mr.  Lawrence  Lund  wall. 
The phenogamous  plants  have  all  been  mounted  on  white  species  paper  and 
are  enclosed  in  genus  covers  of  strong  manilla  paper. 

These  are  arranged  in  their  proper  families,  and  stored  in  paper  boxes,  in 
two  cases  specially  made  for  the  collection.  Various  dried  plants  and  parts 
of  plants  of  economical  and  of  other  special  interest,  such  as  the  coffee-tree 
and  palm-trees,  and  other  plants  from  different  parts  of  the  world,  are 
found  in  another  case. 
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THE  GEOLOGICAL  COLLECTIONS. 
The  McMaster  Collection. 

A  foundation  for  a  collection  to  illustrate  the  various  features  of  our  local 
geology  was  made  two  years  ago  by  the  Hon.  S.  W.  McMaster  of  Rock 
Island,  who  has  donated  to  the  museum  a  number  of  fossils  collected  in  this 
locality.  Several  of  these  specimens  have  been  polished  and  otherwise  suit- 
ably prepared  for  exhibition.  A  separate  cabinet  has  been  secured  and 
placed  along  the  east  wall  for  the  reception  of  this  material.  This  year  a 
number  of  fossils  from  the  Niagara  formation,  partly  collected  by  prof.  J. 
H.  Southwell,  have  been  added. 

The  General  Collection. 

This  fills  sixteen  of  the  floor-cases. 

Beginning  at  the  east  end  of  the  room  the  minerals  occupy  the  first  case. 
While  all  of  the  more  common  minerals  are  represented  in  some  of  their 
varieties,  a  donation  of  a  good  set  of  minerals  is  one  of  the  first  needs  of 
the  museum.  The  most  interesting  specimen  in  the  lot  is  perhaps  a  large 
feldspar  crystal  and  some  fine  crystals  of  Galena  from  the  lead  mines  in  the 
north  part  of  this  state.  This  year  several  collections  of  minerals  have 
been  received  and  placed  here:  one  from  Rev.  A.  Gunberg  taken  in  Utah, 
one  from  Mr.  N.  P.  Tulen  taken  at  Cape  Ann,  Mass.,  one  from  Mr.  C.  W. 
Lundquist  taken  in  the  copper  mines  in  Michigan,  and  one  from  Mr.  A.  G. 
Anderson,  collected  at  Butte,  Montana.  The  space  in  the  second  case  is 
filled  with  rocks,  which  have  been  arranged  with  a  view  to  illustrate  the 
different  modes  in  which  all  the  various  kinds  of  rocks  are  now  produced  in 
nature  by  igneous  agencies,  by  sedimentation  in  water,  and  by  the  agency 
of  living  organisms,  as  well  as  to  exhibit  the  classification  of  the  rocks  as 
based  on  these  differences  of  origin. 

In  the  third  and  fourth  cases  are  shoAvn  a  series  of  rocks,  which  have 
been  affected  in  rarious  ways  by  chemical  and  physical  processes  in  nature 
and  which  illustrate  several  interesting  features  in  dinamical  geology. 
Among  these  may  be  mentioned  three  series  of  rocks  showing  the  effects  of 
surface  disintegration  in  the  region  of  crystaline  rocks  on  the  Atlantic 
coast;  stalagmites  and  stalactites  from  caverns  in  limestone  regions;  "box- 
work"  from  the  great  Wind  Cave  in  South  Dakota;  various  kinds  of  concre- 
tions and  septaria from  a  variety  of  formations;  a  large  assortment  of 
geodes  from  Warsaw  in  this  state;  specimens  of  sun-cracks  and  ripple- 
marks  ;  cleavage  structure  and  folded  structure  induced  by  pressure;  segre- 
gation veins;  lignilites  and  cone  in-cone;  a  series  of  natural  etchings,  pro-

duced  by  the  solvent  power  of  water;  and  scored  rocks  from  the  glacial 
drift. 

The  fifth  case  is  intended  to  illustrate  Formational  Geology.  A  large 
number  of  samples  of  rocks  from  the  different  formations  of  which  the 
exterior  of  the  earth  is  composed  have  been  placed  in  the  succession  in 
which  these  occur  in  nature,  from  below  upwards.  The  lowermost  system, 
the  azoic,  which  underlies  all  other  rocks,  is  represented  by  a  lot  of  speci- 
mens in  the  south  end  of  the  case.  Then  follow  the  various  formations  of 
the  several  systems  up  to  the  present  age,  recently  formed  alluvium,  sand 
and  clay  being  placed  in  the  north  end  of  the  case.  The  more  important  of 
the  characteristic  fossils  of  each  group  are  also  to  be  seen  in  their  proper 
places  in  this  series.  Some  Permian  rocks  and  fossils  from  Kansas  have 
lately  been  incorporated.  These  were  donated  by  Mr.  H.  A.  Miller  of  Fort 
Riley. 

The  sixth  case  is  filled  with  fossil  plants.  The  lower  plants,  of  the  oldest 
rocks,  are  placed  first  in  the  south  end,  such  as  algae  and  ether  cryptogams 
of  the  paleozoic  era.  These  are  then  followed  by  petrified  wood  and  lignite 
of  gymnosperms  of  the  mesozoic  era  and  in  turn  by  impressions  of  leaves  of 
the  more  modern  plants  of  later  ages.  A  number  of  specimens  from  the 
coal-measures  in  Pennsylvania  are  deposited  in  this  collection  by  Professor 
J.  H.  Southwell  of  Rock  Island.  A  fine  specimen  of  a  fossil  cycad  from  the 
Black  Hills  was  added  last  year  by  the  curator.  Besides  this  the  more 
important  genera  of  the  coal-measure  plants  are  also  represented  in  some 
drawings,  which  are  copies  of  the  restoration  made  by  Dawson  and  others. 

The  next  two  show-cases  contain  a  collection  of  animal  fossils,  arranged 
according  to  the  zoological  system  of  classification.  It  is  intended  to  ex- 
hibit some  important  types  and  landmarks  in  the  science  of  Paleontology. 
There  is  some  foraminiferous  sand  from  the  cretaceous  age  and  some 
sponges  from  the  Silurian  and  Devonian  ages.  There  are  a  number  of  re- 
presentatives of  the  three  principal  orders  of  corals,  the  chain  corals,  the 
honeycomb  corals,  and  the  cup  corals  as  marking  the  divisions  of  the  pale- 
ozoic era.  There  are  also  a  few  fine  specimens  of  crinoids  and  representa- 
tives of  the  older  and  of  more  recent  types  of  sea-urchins.  The  gradual 
change  in  the  lampshell  during  the  earlier  and  middle  geological  eras  may 
be  made  out  from  the  collection.  In  the  cephalopod  mollusks  which  are 
quite  well  represented,  the  gradual  change  of  the  suture  from  a  straight 
line  in  the  early  forms  to  the  line  with  intricate  bends  and  folds  in  later 
tirres  is  well  shown.  Among  the  vertebrate  remains  there  are  teeth  of 
carboniferous  fishes  and  an  almost  entire  skeleton  of  a  shark-like  fish  from 
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the  age  oi  the  chalk,  together  with  smaller  entire  fishes  from  the  Benton 
beds  in  Wyoming.  The  mammals  are  represented  by  teeth  from  the  extinct 
American  horse,  a  skull  from  the  tertiary  beds  in  Oregon,  and  several  large 
fragments  of  the  extinct  American  elephant.  The  greater  part  of  the  speci- 
mens in  the  geological  collections  have  been  obtained  through  the  efforts  of 
the  present  curator.  Considerable  more  material  is  stored  away  and  await- 
ing further  examination  and  identification,  before  it  will  be  incorporated 
into  the  exhibits.

LABORATORIES. 


The  Chemical  Laboratory,  in  the  basement  of  the  new  building,  is  fur- 
nished with  the  necessary  apparatus  and  a  full  supply  of  re-gents  for  the 
laboratory  work  in  General  and  Analytical  Chemistry, 

The  Department  of  Physics,  also  in  the  basement  of  the  new  building,  has 
been  furnished  during  the  year  with  a  valuable  set  of  apparatus,  chiefly  im- 
ported from  Germany.  It  now  contains  apparatus  for  quantitative  as 
well  as  qualitative  work  in  all  the  different  branches  of  the  science. 

The  Biological  Laboratory  and  class  room  occupies  a  suitably  lighted 
and  spacious  quarter  on  the  first  floor.  It  is  conveniently  furnished  with 
tables  and  chairs,  a  hydrant,  and  cases  for  instruments  and  re-agents.  A 
set  of  good  microscopes,  with  accessories  and  a  pair  of  good  scales  make  a 
part  of  the  general  equipments.  There  are  also  materials  for  the  use  of 
special  classes.  For  the  instruction  in  Botany  there  is  a  series  of  the  lower 
as  well  as  of  the  higher  plants  preserved  in  alcohol  and  selected  for  making 
microscopic  preparations  of  tissues.  There  is  also  a  set  of  charts  for 
illustrating  the  terminology  in  Phenogamous  Botany.  For  the  classes  in 
Zoology  there  are  some  anatomical  preparations  and  entire  animals  pre- 
served in  alcohol  and  crania  and  skeletons  of  vertebrates.  The  class  in 
Human  Physiology  has  opportunity  to  inspect  models  of  the  chest,  and 
several  anatomical  preparations  preserved  in  alcohol.  The  class  in  Geolo- 
gy identifies  specimens  of  minerals,  rocks,  and  fossils,  which  have  been 
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specially  selected  from  the  museum  for  this  purpose,  and  are  stored  in 
boxes,  which  can  be  conveniently  handled.  Maps  of  the  altitudes  and  the 
geological  strata  of  the  United  States  are  at  hand  for  reference.  A  collec- 
tion of  microscopic  slides  received  from  Prof.  Philip  Dowell  form  an  im- 
portant feature  in  the  available  class-room  material.  Four  compound  mi- 
croscopes with  several  necessary  apparatus  and  various  reagents  etc., 
were  donated  to  this  laboratory  last  fall  by  the  board  of  directors  of 
Martin  Luther  College. 


HISTORICAL,  ETHNOGRAPHICAL,  AND  NUMISMATIC   COLLECTIONS. 


ETHNOGRAPHICAL  AND  NUMISMATIC. 

The  Ethnographical  Collection  contains  numerous  and  valuable  speci- 
mens from  India,  Africa,  and  Palestine;  relics  of  the  late  war;  and  im- 
plements, weapons,  amulets,  and  personal  ornaments  of  the  American 
Indians. 

The  Numismatic  Collection  consists  of  over  1200  specimens  of  gold  silver, 
copper,  and  bronze  coins,  together  with  medals  and  tokens.  There  is  also 
a  large  collection  of  postage  and  revenue  stamps,  old  paper  money,  frac- 
tional currency,  foreign  and  confederate  notes,  and  continental  and  colonial 
paper  money.

TfiE  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Alumni  Association  of  Augustana  College  was  organized  by  the  first 
graduating  class  of  the  College  in  the  spring  of  1877.  With  very  few  excep- 
tions all  the  alumni  are  enrolled  as  members.  Its  objects  are  the  promotion 
of  literary  and  scientific  culture,  especially  in  the  halls  of  the  Alma  Mater, 
the  reunion  of  early  friends  and  co-laborers  in  literary  pursuits,  and  the 
revival  of  the  pleasant  associations  that  entwine  themselves  about  student 
life.  It  holds  its  annual  business  meeting  in  the  morning  of  commencement 
day  each  year. 

In  1886  the  Association  decided  to  publish  a  literary,  theological,  and 
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scientific  quarterly,  known  as  LutherskKvartalskrift  (Lutheran  Quarterly). 
The  first  number  appeared  in  January  1887.  It  was  published  until  Janu- 
ary 1889,  when  it  was  discontinued  for  want  of  patronage. 

In  1892  the  Association  again  decided  to  publish  a  periodical,  and  in 
September  1892  the  first  number  of  The  Alumnus  appeared.  The  new  paper 
was  a  monthly  published  in  magazine  form,  and  edited  by  Prof.  P.  G.  Sjo- 
blorn.  At  its  annual  meeting  in  1894,  the  Association  decided  to  continue 
the  publication  of  the  paper,  but  to  change  the  name  and  the  scope  of  it. 
The  executive  committee  was  given  the  power  to  act  in  this  matter.  The 
committee  chose  the  name  The  Augustana  Journal,  and  from  July  1894  to 
Dec.  1895  the  paper  was  published  monthly  under  this  name.  At  the  close 
of  the  year  1895  it  was  sold  to  The  Lutheran  Augustana  Book  Concern  by 
whom  it  has  since  been  published  as  a  semi-monthly.

Four  great  lines  of  railroad,  the  Chicago,  Rock 
Island,  and  Pacific;  the  Chicago,  Burlington,  and  Quincij  ;  the  Chicago,  Mil- 
waukee, and  St.  Paul;  and  the  Rock  Island  and  Peoria,  center  here,  rendering

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the  city  easy  of  access  from  all  parts  of  the  country.  The  institution  is 
situated  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city  near  the  base  of  a  prominent  bluff, 
from  which  the  view  is  both  striking  and  picturesque.  Opposite  lies  the 
city  of  Davenport,  Iowa,  commandingly  located  on  the  bluffs  which  rise  al- 
most directly  from  the  river.  To  the  east,  the  eye  rest  on  the  tall  chimneys 
ol  the  busy  city  of  Moline  rendered  famous  by  her  manufactures.  Directly 
in  front  of  the  college  grounds,  in  the  middle  of  the  river,  is  seen  the  govern- 
ment island  of  Rock  Island,  containing  over  nine  hundred  acres  of  land 
upon  which  the  government's  largest  arsenal  is  built.  On  the  lower  end  of 
the  island  rests  the  iron  railroad  and  wagon  bridge  which  spans  the  river 
at  this  point,  thus  rendering  Davenport  easily  accessible. 

The  grounds  of  the  institution  consist  of  twenty-six  acres,  bounded  on 
the  north  by  7th  avenue,  on  the  east  by  38th  street,  on  the  west  by  35th 
street,  and  on  the  south  stretching  up  to  the  top  of  the  bluff  and  terminat- 
ing in  picturesque  wood  land.  One  of  the  street  car  lines,  extending  from 
the  business  parts  of  Rock  Island  to  those  of  Moline  and  passing  by  all  of 
the  passenger  depots  of  both  cities,  also  passes  by  the  corner  of  the  college 
grounds  on  7th  avenue  and  38th  street. 

The  following  buildings  belonging  to  the  institution,  are  located  on  the 
grounds: 

The  New  College  Building,  occupied  since  February  1888,  is  located  near 
the  centre  of  the  north  side  of  the  grounds,  fronting  7th  avenue.  It  is  a 
magnificent  stone  structure  of  the  pure  Renaissance  style  used  exclusively 
for  educational  purposes.  The  basement  and  the  first  floor  are  devoted  to 
the  recitation  rooms  and  lecture  halls  of  the  Collegiate  and  Preparatory 
Departments,  the  Laboratories,  and  the  President's  and  Treasurer's  offices. 
The  second  floor  contains  the  recitation  rooms  and  lecture  halls  of  the 
Theological  Department,  the  Ladies'  Study  Hall,  Cable  Hall,  and  the  Chapel, 
which  occupies  two  stories.  The  third  floor  is  given  to  the  Conservatory  of 
Music,  the  Library,  and  the  Museum. 

The  Old  College  Building,  occupied  since  1875,  is  a  large  brick  structure 
situated  on  7th  avenue,  east  of  the  new  building.  It  is  devoted  principally 
to  students'  rooms,  the  house-hold  department,  and  class-rooms  of  the 
Business  College. 

The  Gymnasium,  a  handsome  brick  structure  with  a  stone  foundation, 
has  recently  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  $4,000.  It  is  located  at  the  foot  of 
the  hill  south  of  the  new  College  Building. 

In  addition  to  these  buildings,  there  are  two  frame  dwelling  houses  on 
35th  street  and  a  double  brick  building  on  38th  street,  the  western  half  of 
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which  is  occupied  by  the  president  and  the  eastern  half  is  used  as  a  Ladies' 
Hall. 


HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 

About  the  year  1845,  a  stream  of  immigration  began  from  the  Scandi- 
navian countries  to  the  United  States.  Settlements  were  made  in  northern 
Illinois  and  Iowa,  and  later  in  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  and  other  states. 
These  immigrants  had  been  members  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  mother 
country,  and  were,  as  a  rule,  a  religious  and  churchly  people.  Earnest,  pious 
men  came  over  as  pastors,  and  Lutheran  congregations  were  early  estab- 
lished among  both  Swedes  and  Norwegians.  At  the  organization  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Northern  Illinois  in  1851,  several  Scandi- 
navian pastors  were  present  and  took  part  in  the  organization.  The 
scattered  Scandinavian  and  American  Lutherans  in  this  section  of  the  coun- 
try were  thus  joined  in  one  Synod.  The  Scandinavians  increased  rapidly, 
and  before  1860,  they  constituted  about  one-half  of  the  synod,  and  formed 
three  separate  conferences.  This  synod  and  other  Lutheran  bodies  in  the 
West  established  a  school,  known  as  the  Illinois  State  University  at  Spring- 
field, 111.,  for  the  special  purpose  of  educating  Lutheran  ministers.  At  a 
meeting  of  the  synod  in  1855,  the  question  of  establishing  a  Scandinavian 
professorship  at  the  university  was  favorably  considered,  and  at  a  subse- 
quent meeting  a  resolution  to  establish  such  professorship  was  adopted. 
Rev.  L.  P.  Esbjorn,  the  most  prominent  of  the  pioneer  pastors,  was  elected 
to  the  chair.  He  entered  upon  his  duties  in  the  fall  of  1858,  and  served  two 
years.  Owing  to  various  difficulties,  Prof.  Esbjorn  resigned  his  professor- 
ship in  the  spring  of  1860.  Differences  with  regard  to  the  doctrinal  basis 
of  the  synod  had  existed  from  the  beginning  between  the  Scandinavian  and 
American  members.  Professor  Esbjorn 's  resignation  brought  matters  to  a 
crisis.  The  Scandinavians  met  in  convention,  in  Chicago,  111.,  April  23—28, 
1860,  and  after  long  deliberation,  unanimously  resolved  to  withdraw  from 
the  synod,  to  organize  a  synod  for  themselves,  and  to  establish  a  theological 
seminary  of  their  own.  The  organization  of  the  synod,  which  was  to  be 
known  as  the  Scandinavian  Evangelical  Lutheran  Augustana  Synod,  was 
completed  at  a  subsequent  convention  held  at  Jefferson  Prairie,  nearClinton, 
Wis.,  Juue  5—11,  the  same  year. 

It  is  to  this  meeting  that  Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary 
traces  its  origin.  It  was  temporarily  located  at  Chicago,  but  removed  to 
Paxton  in  1863,  and  thence  to  Rock  Island  in  1875,  where  it 'is  now  per- 
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manently  located.  At  first  it  was  known  as  Augustana  Seminary  and 
embraced  a  preparatory  and  a  seminary  department.  The  courses  were 
not  definitely  arranged  for  several  years,  and  a  student  not  infrequently 
studied  in  both  departments  at  the  same  time.  The  institution  was  in- 
corporated under  the  general  laws  of  Illinois  in  1863  and  named  Augustana 
College  and  Seminary,  and  afterwards  by  special  act  of  the  legislature,  in 
1865,  a  charter  was  granted,  which  was  amended  by  a  supplementary  act 
by  the  same  body  in  1869,  since  which  time  the  institution  has  been  known 
by  its  present  name.  For  powers  and  immunities  thus  granted  the  institu- 
tion see  charter,  page  75. 

Instruction  was  given  in  college  classes  as  early  as  1866,  but  it  was  not 
till  ten  years  later,  in  1876,  that  a  senior  class  was  formed.  In  1887  the 
Conservatory  of  Music  was  added,  and  the  following  year  a  Business  Col- 
lege was  organized.  In  1890  the  School  of  Phonography  was  established 
and  united  with  the  Business  College.  In  1893,  by  resolution  of  the  board 
of  directors,  it  was  made  a  separate  department.  In  1894  it  was  again  in- 
corporated into  the  Business  College.  In  1891  the  Normal  Department  was 
established  and  placed  under  the  control  of  the  collegiate  faculty. 

The  original  plan  of  the  seminary  was  to  have  at  least  three  professors, 
one  for  each  of  the  three  leading  languages  used— Swedish,  Norwegian,  and 
English.  This  plan  was  not  fully  realized  until  1868,  when  Rev.  S.  L.  Harkey 
was  elected  to  the  chair  of  the  English  language,  and  Rev.  A.  Wenaas  to 
that  of  the  Norwegian.  The  whole  plan,  however  was  completely  changed 
in  1870,  when  th»;  Norwegians  withdrew  and  organized  a  separate  synod 
and  established  an  institution  of  their  own. 

The  courses  of  instruction  in  the  theological  seminary  were  gradually 
made  to  embrace  two  years,  and  from  1874,  there  were  two  regular  classes 
in  the  seminary  until  1890,  when  the  university  plan  was  adopted,  and  the 
instruction  was  arranged  in  distinct  and  independent-  courses.  This  plan 
was  approved  by  the  synod  in  1891.  The  number  of  courses  was  first 
fourteen,  but  was  increased  to  eighteen  in  1892.  Ten  departments  of 
instruction  have  gradually  been  established  in  the  college  proper  viz.: 
Swedish,  English  and  Philosophy,  Latin,  Greek,  Modern  Languages, 
Christianity,  History  and  Political  Science,  Biology  and  Geology,  Physics 
and  Chemistry,  and  Mathematics  and  Astronomy. 

Swedish  and  English  were  provided  for  in  the  original  plan.  Around  the 
Swedish  chair  clustered  Christianity,  German,  and  the  Classics;  and  around 
the  English  chair,  History,  Philosophy,  Mathematics,  and  the  Sciences.  As 
a  rule,  these  subjects  were  taught  in  the  respective  language  around  which 
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they  were  grouped.  Latin  and  Swedish  were  for  many  years  taught  by 
the  same  professor,  but  in  1883,  Latin  was  made  a  separate  chair,  and 
Swedish  and  Christianity  were  united  into  one  chair  and  taught  by  two 
professors,  one  in  the  college  proper  and  one  it  the  preparatory  department. 
In  1890  both  of  these  professors  resigned,  and  the  two  subjects  were  sep- 
arated into  distinct  departments.  Greek  and  German  were  likewise  united 
in  one  chair  for  a  number  of  years,  but  in  1887,  the  chair  of  Modern  Lan- 
guages was  established  and  German  was  assigned  to  it.  Greek  thus  became 
a  separate  chair.  Mathematics  and  Natural  Science  were  separated  in  1881. 
The  latter  was  further  separated  into  the  chair  of  Biology  and  Geology, 
and  that  oi  Physics  and  Chemistry  in  1888.  The  chair  of  History  and 
Political  Science  was  established  in  1884. 


TfiE  CHARTER. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  represented 
in  the  General  Assembly,  That  Erland  Carlsson,  T.  N.  Hasselquist,  Carl 
Johan  P.  Peterson,  Ole  Anderson,  Iver  Lawson,  John  Amondson,  Carl 
Stromberg,  John  Field,  and  their  successors  in  office,  to  be  elected  as  herin- 
after  provided,  be  and  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Augustana  College  and  Theological 
Seminary,  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded;  and  shall  be 
capable  in  law  of  taking  and  holding  by  gift  and  grant,  devise,  or  other- 
wise, and  of  purchasing  and  holding,  and  conveying,  both  in  law  and 
equity,  any  estate  or  interest  therein,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  and  shall  have 
power  to  execute  and  fulfill  all  such  trusts  as  may  be  confided  in  said  cor- 
poration, and  take,  hold,  use,  manage,  lease  and  dispose  of  all  such  trust 
property  that  may  in  any  manner  come  to  said  corporation,  charged  with 
any  trust  or  trusts  in  conformity  therewith  ;  to  have  and  to  use  a  common 
seal,  and  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  establish  and  maintain  in 
or  near  the  town  of  Paxton,  Ford  Co.,  Illinois,  or  any  other  suitable  place 
within  the  State  of  Illinois,  a  college  and  theological  seminary  under  the 
patronage  and  control  of  the  Scandinavian  Evangelical  Lutheran  Augus- 
tana Synod  in  North  America,  And  the  persons  hereintofore  mentioned  as 
corporators  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  trustees,  or  directors.  Their 
successors  shall  also  be  chosen,  and  the  institution  be  governed  by  the  said 
Augustana  Synod,  as  provided  for  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Scandinavian 
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Evangelical  Lutheran  Augustana  Seminary,  already  enacted  by  said  Synod; 
which  Constitution  the  Synod  shall  have  power  to  amend  or  alter  as  the 
needs  and  development  of  the  institution  may  require ;  Provided  ahvays, 
that  such  amendments  or  alterations,  or  by-laws,  which  the  Synod  may 
enact,  shall  be  made  in  conformity  with  the  Constitution  of  said  Synod, 
and  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of 
Illinois. 

Sec  3.  It  is  also  provided  that  the  trustees  or  directors,  shall,  respect- 
ively, hold  their  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  board  of  trustees  or  directors,  by  death 
or  otherwise,  between  the  meetings  of  Synod,  the  said  board  may,  by  ballot 
fill  such  vacancy,  by  the  election  of  a  person  or  persons  of  the  Lutheran 
Church,  and  such  person  or  persons  so  elected,  shall  hold  their  office  until 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Augustana  Synod,  when  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Synod. 

Sec  5.  In  case  any  of  the  trustees  or  directors  should,  at  any  time,  cease 
to  be  members  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  they  shall, from  thence- 
forth cease  to  be  such  trustees,  and  their  place  may  be  filled  in  the  manner 
specified  in  section  four. 

Sec  6.  The  board  of  trustees  or  directors  shall  have  power  also  to  con- 
fer the  usual  degrees  of  Doctor  of  Divinity,  Master  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
or  any  other  Literary  or  Scientific  degrees,  on  such  person  or  persons  as 
they  may  deem  entitled  thereto,  on  the  recommendation  on  the  faculty. 

Sec  7.  The  doctrines  taught  in  the  Seminary  department  of  said  in- 
stitution shall  conform  to  and  be  in  harmony  with  the  doctrines  held  and 
maintained  by  the  Augustana  Synod  as  defined  in  article  two  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  said  Synod,  in  the  following  words,  to  wit:  As  a  Christian 
body  in  General,  and  particularly  as  Evangelical  Lutheran,  this  Synod 
acknowledges  that  the  Holy  Scriptures,  the  revealed  Word  of  God,  are  the 
only  sufficient  and  infallible  rule  and  standard  of  faith  and  practice,  and 
also  retain  and  confess  not  only  the  three  oldest  symbols  (the  Apostolic, 
the  Nicene,  and  the  Athanasian)  but  also  the  unaltered  Augsburg  Con- 
fession, as  a  short  and  correct  summary  of  the  principal  Christian  doctrines 
understood  and  explained  in  the  other  symbolical  books  of  the  Lutheran 
Church."  Any  deviation  by  the  professors  and  teachers  from  the  doctrinal 
standard  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  cause  to  be  dealt  with  as  prescribed  in 
Art.  6  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Seminary,  adopted  at  the  Synodical  meet- 
ing in  Clinton,  Wisconsin,  June  5th  to  11th,  A.  d.  1860. 

Sec.  8.    The  property  of  said  corporation,  both  real  and  personal,  not 
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exceeding  in  value  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars,  shall  forever  remain  free 
from  taxation. 

Sec.  9.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage, 
and  to  be  deemed  a  public  act.  Approved  Feb.  16th  1865,  and  amended 
March  10th,  1869.

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DEPARTMENTS  AND  COURSES. 


The  Iastitution  comprises  the  following  six  departments  or  schools  : 
The  theological  seminary,  which  affords  instruction  and  training  in  all 

the  theoretical  and  practical  subjects  necessary  to  a  proper  preparation  for 

the  gospel  ministry  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

The  collegiate  department,  which  comprises  two  courses,  each  occupy- 
ing four  years :  one  Classical  Course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts  and  one  Scientific  Course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

The  preparatory  department,  which,  embracing  a  three  years'  corns-. 
is  designed  especially  to  prepare  students  for  entering  college,  and  also  to 
furnish  opportunities  to  those  desiring  a  more  complete  general  education 
than  can  be  obtained  in  the  common  schools. 

The  NORMAL  department,  which  conrprises  two  distinct  courses  each 
occupying  four  years :  one,  known  as  the  English  Course,  designed  to  pre- 
pare teachers  for  the  public  schools,  and  the  other,  known  as  the  Swedish- 
English  Course,  designed  to  prepare  students  for  teaching  in  parochial 
schools. 

The  conservatory  of  music  which  embraces  four  departments  or 
courses:  a  Preparatory  Department  affording  instruction  in  the  rudiments 
of  a  general  musical  education ;  a  Graduate  Department  with  courses  lead- 
ing to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music ;  an  Organist  Department  designed 
especially  to  train  students  for  organists ;  a  Chorus  and  Vocal  Department 
affording  instruction  and  drill  in  solo,  quartet,  and  chorus  singing. 

The  business  college  and  school  of  phonography,  which  affords  young- 
men  and  women  opportunities  for  acquiring  a  thorough  business  training 
under  Christian  influences.  The  courses  of  study  are  the  same  as  those  of 
other  first  class  business  colleges  in  this  country.  The  course  in  phonog- 
raphy aud  typewriting  aims  principally  to  fit  young  men  and  women  for 
positions  as  stenographers  or  private  secretaries.  The  instruction  is  individ- 
ual and  so  suited  to  the  peculiarities  of  each  student  as  to  bring  out  the 
best  results  possible. 

Note.  By  private  arrangement  there  have  also  been  established  an  Art  Department,  afford- 
ing instruction  in  drawing  and  painting,  and  a  Department  of  Elocution  and  Physical  Culture 
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The  Theological  Seminary. 


Courses  of  Study. 


DEPARTMENTS  OF  GRADUATE  INSTRUCTION. 

The  whole  course  of  graduate  instruction  is  divided  into  eighteen  distinct 
and  independent  schools  or  departments,  as  specified  below.  The  course 
in  each  department  is  completed  in  one  year.  The  several  classes  of  the 
various  departments  meet  from  two  to  four  times  a  week,  according  to  the 
extent  and  difficulty  of  the  subject,  and  the  hours  of  lectures  and  recitations 
are  so  arranged  as  not  to  conflict.  A  student  may  thus  complete  in  one 
year  whatever  courses  he  selects,  but  he  is  advised  to  take  them  up  in  a 
logical  and  natural  order. 

The  courses  cover  all  the  more  important  subjects  taught  in  the  bes* 
equipped  theological  seminaries,  and  every  student  expecting  to  enter  the 
ministry  should  be  acquainted  with  them.  The  student  must  pass  rigid 
oral  or  written  examinations  in  each  department  to  become  a  graduate  in 
that  department.  No  one  can  become  a  graduate  of  the  seminary,  until  he 
has  graduated  in  each  separate  school. 

The  peculiar  plan  of  this  institution  forbids  the  admission  ad  eundem 
gradum  of  students  who  have  taken  part  of  a  course  at  other  seminaries, 
or  at  the  university  of  Upsala  or  Lund.  But  a  student,  in  addition  to  the 
courses  which  he  has  selected,  may  offer  for  examination  whatever  courses 
he  has  previously  mastered,  but  no  one  can  graduate  from  this  seminary 
unless  he  has  been  a  regular  resident  for  one  whole  year,  and  that  must  be 
the  last  year  before  graduation.  As  a  rule  all  students  are  required  to  take 
their  full  three  years'  course  at  this  Seminary. 

Pastors  who  wish  to  graduate  in  separate  departments,  or  in  all  the 
departments,  may  make  arrangements  to  prosecute  their  studies  partly  as 
non-residents. 

To  become  a  graduate  of  a  department,  the  student  must  receive  at  least 
the  testimonial  approbatur  (B,  or  6).  In  order  to  receive  the  diploma  as 
full  graduate  of  the '  seminary,  the  student  must  graduate  in  all  courses. 
The  degree  of  B.  D.  will  be  conferred  on  all  students  of  the  seminary  who 
graduate  in  all  the  eighteen  courses  in  this  Seminary,  if,  in  their  examina-

To  graduate  in  this  department,  oral  or  written  examinations  must  be 
passed  on  the  text-books  used  in  the  course.

In  this  course,  the  Bible  is  studied  in  chronological  order,  using  the  Swed- 
ish or  English  revised  versions,  with  special  attention  to  the  marginal 
readings,  and  with  references  to  the  original  when  necessary.  The  aim  is 
to  cover  the  principal  books  of  the  Bible,  expounding  most  fully  those  parts 
which  are  not  carefully  gone  over  in  Hebrew  and  Greek  Exegesis.  The  five 
hours  devoted  to  this  subject  are  equally  divided  between  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments.  The  instruction  is  chiefly  by  lectures.  To  graduate  the  student 
.must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  on  the  lectures  delivered.

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evidence  that  about  one  eighth  of  the  Hebrew  Bible  has  been  read  by  him 
at  sight  or  otherwise.

To  graduate  in  this  course,  the  student  must  have  read  the  remainder  of 
the  Greek  Testament  and  also  Boise's  or  similar  notes  on  the  Pauline 
Epistles.  In  this  course  it  is  also  required  to  stud3~  the  syntax  in  Green's 
N.  T.  Grammar  and  to  study  a  suitable  text-book  on  Textual  Criticism. 
Some  of  the  Psalms  in  Greek  may  also  be  studied.  The  student  may  also  be 
required  to  pass  an  examination  on  lectures  delivered,  or  write  notes  on 
certain  portions  of  the  New  Testament.

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prominent  events  in  the  history  of  the  Christian  church.  The  treatment  of 
the  History  of  the  Reformation  and  of  Swedish  Church  History  is  especially 
full.  To  graduate,  the  student  must  pass  rigid  oral  and  written  examina- 
tions.

Dogmatics  is  that  department  of  Systematic  Theology  which  aims  to 
present  in  a  scientific  form  the  results  of  exegetical  and  historical  investiga- 
tion, with  reference  to  the  truths  embraced  in  the  Christian  faith  in  their 
organic  connection.  A  system  of  Dogmatics  must  not  only  have  a  biblical, 
but  also  a  churchly  character.  As  no  one  is  able  to  apprehend  a  doctrine  in 
its  vital  relation  unless  he  understands  also  its  historical  development  in 
the  church,  special  stress  is  laid,  in  this  course,  on  the  History  of  Dogmas. 
The  instruction  is  given  by  lectures  in  connection  with  text-books.  To 
graduate  in  this  course,  the  student  must  pass  rigid  oral  and  written 
examinations  on  the  text-books,  as  well  as  on  the  lectures.

In  addition  to  the 
study  of  the  text-book,  special  lectures  are  delivered  by  the  professor  in 
charge,  covering  special  topics  of  pastoral  oversight.  The  examination  for 
graduation  is  based  upon  the  text-book  and  the  oral  lectures.

Admission  and  Matriculation, 


The  Theological  Seminary  is  open  to  students  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church.  A  full  collegiate  course  is  regarded  as  constituting  a  normal  prep- 
aration for  the  Seminary.  The  rule  is  that  all  who  intend  to  prepare  them- 
selves for  the  ministry  in  the  Swedish  work  of  the  Synod  must  be  college- 
graduates  and  their  graduation  must  include  the  following  subjects: 
Swedish,  English,  Latin,  Greek,  and  German.  Students  who  intend  to 
devote  themselves  to  exclusively  English  work  in  the  Synod  must  be  grad- 
uates of  some  college  and  their  graduation  must  include  the  following 
subjects:  English,  Latin,  Greek,  German  and  a  minor  course  in  the  Swedish 
language. 

All  applications  for  admission  to  the  seminary  must  be  sent  in  before  the 
first  day  of  September  each  year,  if  possible  by  the  first  of  June.  All  such 
applications  must  be  sent  to  the  president,  or  to  the  secretary  of  the  theo- 
logical faculty. 

Applicants  who  have  lately  been  students  of  any  of  the  institutions  of  our 
synod  must  furnish  to  a  committee  consisting  of  the  theological  faculty  and! 
the  president  of  the  synod,  satisfactory  testimonials,  as  to  their  Christian 
character  and  practical  ability,  together  with  a  recommendation  from  the 
authorities  of  the  institution  where  they  have  previously  studied.  All  other 
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applicants  must  not  only  furnish  satisfactory  testimonials,  but  be  recom- 
mended by  pastors  well  known  to  the  committee;  or  by  parties  in  whom 
the  committee  has  confidence. 

Every  student,  before  he  is  matriculated  and  enrolled  as  a  permanent 
member  of  any  class,  shall  present  to  the  faculty  in  writing  a  brief  biog- 
raphy and  an  explicit  statement  of  the  motives  which  induced  him  to  devote 
his  life  to  the  ministry  of  the  gospel. 

The  committee  on  matriculation  will  hereafter  hold  the  colloquium  with 
the  new  applicant  the  first  week  of  the  scholastic  year,  beginning  in  Sep- 
tember. If  students  arrive  later,  they  cannot  be  matriculated  before  the 
beginning  of  the  following  scholastic  year,  and  their  tardiness  in  arriving 
at  the  beginning  of  the  term  may  lengthen  their  stay  in  the  Seminary,  al 
each  course  of  study  runs  a  full  year. 

Although  several  of  the  courses  are  elective  as  to  order,  the  students  are 
recommended  to  study  according  to  the  following  plan:  First  year  the- 
following  courses:  I.,  II.,  III.,  IV.,  v.,  VL;  Second  year:  VII.,  VIII.,  IX.,  X

Courses  of  Study. 

POST-GRADUATE  COURSES. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  those  who  wish  to  pursue  a  post-graduate 
course  of  study  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  on  the  following- 
conditions  : 

1.  Only  those  who  have  received  a  bachelor's  degree  from  this  or  some 
other  institution  of  equal  rank,  and  who  sustain  a  good  moral  character 
are  eligible  candidates. 

2.  In  no  case  can  a  student  be  recommended  for  the  master's  degree 
within  two  years  of  the  bachelor's  degree,  except  in  cases  where  the  Faculty 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  may  decide  otherwise. 

3.  Not  less  than  two  year's  work  is  required. 

4.  The  studies  pursued  are  limited  to  three  subjects,  viz.,  one  Major  and 
two  Minors,  and  are  under  the  immediate  direction  of  a  committee  of  the 
Faculty,  consisting  of  the  professors  in  charge  of  the  respective  departments 
to  which  the  subjects  chosen  belong. 

5.  All  applicants  are  required  to  present  themselves  at  the  college  for 
final  examination,  at  least  one  week  before  commencement.  The  examina- 
tions may  be  taken  in  installments  at  the  discretion  of  the  professor  in 
charge  of  the  department. 

6.  All  candidates  for  the  degree  must  submit  to  the  faculty  bv  the  1st  of 
May  prior  to  their  graduation  a  thesis  on  their  major  subject,  the  theme 
having  been  reported  to  the  Faculty  for  approval  at  least  six  months  before 
the  presentation  of  the  thesis.  This  thesis,  which  is  to  disclose  as  much 
original  research  as  possible,  must  be  publicly  read  and  defended  by  the 
author  at  a  time  and  place  appointed  for  that  purpose.  The  thesis  must  be 
printed  and  fifty  copies  of  it  deposited  in  the  college  library.

9.  The  course  for  the  master's  degree  is  considered  a  continuation  of  the 
course  for  the  bachelor's  degree,  and,  hence,  professional  studies  are  not 
allowed  in  this  course. 

10.  Applicants  in  their  choice  of  subjects  are  limited  to  those  branches  of 
study  for  which  instruction  is  provided  in  the  several  established  collegiate 
departments. 

11.  A  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars  is  charged  for  the  diploma  and  examina- 
tion, which  fee  must  be  paid  prior  to  the  examinations.  There  is  also  a 
registration  fee  of  ten  dollars,  which  must  be  paid  at  the  time  of  registra- 
tion.

SCHEDULES  OF  COURSES. 


The  Collegiate  Department  offers  four  parallel  courses  of  study,  two 
Classical  and  two  Scientific,  leading  respectively  to  the  degrees  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science.  In  each  course  certain  subjects  are  required 
for  graduation  while  others  are  elective. 

In  the  following  schedules  the  electives  are  marked  with  an  asterisk  (*). 

When  a  subject  is  taught  in  another  term  than  that  to  which  it  properly 
belongs  the  course  is  indicated  by  a  figure  in  parenthesis. 

The  minimum  number  of  term-hours  (or  credits)  required  for  graduation 
is  294,  or  137  in  the  Preparatory  Department  and  157  in  the  Collegiate. 

The  term-hour  credits  correspond  to  the  number  of  recitations  a  week  in 
each  subject,  except  in  Courses  1,  4,  and  6  in  English  and  2,  3,  and  5  in 
Swedish,  which  are  only  2  in  each. 

All  the  courses  given  in  either  English  or  Swedish  must  be  elected,  except 
that  those  taking  both  majT  take  all  of  both,  the  whole  of  one  and  a  part 
of  the  other,  or  not  less  than  16  term  hours  of  each.  No  credit  for  gradua- 
tion  will  be  given  for  less  than  the  full  course  in  French  or  German,  except 
that  those  who  take  the  full  course  in  one  will  be  credited  for  one  or  more 
terms'  work  in  the  other.  In  the  Scientific  courses  all  the  French  or  all  the 
German  must  be  taken. 

All  elective  courses  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty. 

The  privilege  of  taking  electives  is  necessarily  further  limited  by  the 
program.

ADMISSION. 

Applicants  for  admission  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good 
moral  character  and  of  such  scholarship  as  will  enable  them  successfully  to 
pursue  the  courses  of  study  in  the  classes  to  which  they  are  assigned. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  First  Class  are  examined  in  the  following- 
subjects  : 

Christianity. — Bible  History;  Luther's  smaller  catechism,  or,  if  non-Luther- 
ans, the  general  principles  of  the  Christian  religion. 
English. — English  Grammar,  especially  Analysis  of  Sentences  and  Parsing; 

Reading  and  Writing. 
Swedish.— Ability  to  read  and  spell  Swedish,  and  the  elements  of  Swedish 

Etymology  and  Syntax. 
Geography.— Outlines  of  the  Geography  of  the  World ;  Fuller  Course  on  the 

United  States. 
History. — Outlines  of  the  History  of  the  United  States  or  equivalents. 
Arithmetic. — White's  Complete  or  Robinson's  Practical  Arithmetic  to  bank- 
ing: accuracy  and  facility  in  the  four  fundamental  rules  and  in  fractions. 
For  admission  to  the  Classical  and  Scientific  Courses  of  the  College  the  full 
Preparatory  Course  is  required. 

Applicants  furnishing  certificates  of  promotion  from  Gustavus  Adolphus 
College,  Bethany  College,  Luther  Academy,  or  Upsala  Institute  are  admit- 
ted without  examination  to  the  classes  to  which  such  certificates  entitle 
their  holders  as  far  as  the  courses  are  alike. 
In  all  other  cases  applicants  are  subject  to  examination. 
Students  who  do  not  wish  to  take  a  full  course  may  select  such  studies  in 
any  department  as  they  are  prepared  to  pursue  to  advantage.  But  all 
such  select  courses  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  faculty. 

A  certificate  of  approval  in  subjects  that  have  been  completed  and  in 
other  subjects  where  not  more  than  two  years  have  elapsed  is  considered 
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valid,  provided  the  course  has  not  been  increased  or  the  standard  raised 
since  the  certificate  was  issued. 

Students  are  not  enrolled  in  any  department  of  instruction  before  they 
have  paid  the  tuition  fee  each  term. 

Applicants  are  received  at  any  time,  but  prompt  attendance  at  the  open- 
ing of  each  term  is  desired.  Examinations  for  admission  are  held  on  the day 
before  the  public  opening  of  each  term.    (See  Calendar,  p.  2.) 

EXAMINATIONS,  STANDING,  AND  DEGREES. 

Examinations  are  held  by  the  professors  in  charge  of  the  several  depart- 
ments of  instruction  as  often  as  is  deemed  necessary. 

Final  examinations  are  held  in  each  subject  when  the  instruction  in  the 
same  ceases  for  the  year. 

Students  who  leave  the  Institution  with  excuse,  before  the  final  examina- 
tions in  their  respective  studies,  and  who  desire  to  continue  their  course 
during  the  following  or  any  subsequent  term  are  required  to  present  them- 
selves for  such  deferred  examinations  at  the  opening  of  the  new  term  on  the 
day  specified  in  the  calendar  for  that  purpose. 

As  a  general  rule  students  of  the  college  who  have  been  unable  to  com- 
plete the  course  with  their  classes  are  permitted  to  graduate  on  passing 
satisfactory  oral  and  written  examinations  in  all  the  remaining  studies  of 
the  course. 

The  standing  of  students  in  each  subject  is  marked  on  a  scale  of  100,  the 
minimum  limit  for  approval  in  any  subject  being  60.* 

In  determining  the  final  standing  of  students  in  any  subject,  the  standing 
on  the  course  is  considered  as  well  as  that  on  examination,  and  a  pro- 
portionate deduction  is  made  for  absences  from  recitations  unless  the  loss 
by  such  absence  is  made  up. 

Students  promoted  "on  condition"  are  enrolled  in  the  class  from  which 
they  were  thus  promoted,  provided  the  conditions  be  not  removed  within 
the  time  allowed  for  the  purpose. 

Marks  of  standing  are  given  only  for  regular  class  work  upon  examina- 
tion on  regular  examination  days.  When  students  make  up  deficiencies 
privately  and  pass  examination  at  other  times  they  receive  no  marks  of 
standing,  but  only  the  proper  number  of  credits  as  a  mark  of  approval. 
Certificates  of  standing  are  given  at  the  end  of  each  term. 

*  In  the  case  of  students  taking  but  one  mother  tongue— English  or  Swedish-— a  standing  of 
80  per  cent  is  required  in  that  language,  and  in  U.  S.  History,  Civics,  and  Mathematics  in  the  I. 
and  II.  Classes. 
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The  Degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science,  and  Master  of  Arts 
are  conferred  by  the  Board  of  Directors  on  such  persons  as  have  satisfac- 
torily completed  the  prescribed  courses,  and  have  been  approved  on  exami- 
nation at  the  end  of  the  course  as  candidates  for  the  same. 

Only  one  degree  can  be  conferred  on  the  same  person  any  one  year. 
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Normal  Department. 


Courses  of  Study. 

There  are  two  distinct  courses  in  this  department,  each  occupying  four 
years:  one  known  as  the  English  Normal  Course  designed  to  prepare 
teachers  for  the  public  schools,  and  the  other  known  as  the  Swedish- 
English  Normal  Course  designed  to  fit  teachers  for  parochial  schools  also. 
All  who  complete  the  prescribed  courses  receive  a  teacher's  diploma. 

The  courses  pursued  in  this  department  are  given  below.  Students  are 
allowed  to  make  substitutions  of  such  subjects  belonging  to  the  collegiate 
courses  as  the  Faculty  may  deem  advisable. 

The  Normal  Department  has  no  distinct  faculty,  but  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  it  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Collegiate  Faculty. 

In  Orthgraphy,  Grammar,  Composition,  Rhetoric,  U.  S.  History,  Geog- 
raphy, and  Arithmetic  a  standing  of  80  per  cent  is  required  for  passing.  In 
all  other  subjects  a  standing  af  60  per  cent  is  required.

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The  Business  College. 


Eleven  years  ago,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Augustana  College,  perceiving 
the  gTeat  demand  for  practical  business  training  among  the  youth  of  this 
country,  founded,  iD  intimate  connection  with  the  College,  the  Augustana 
Business  College.  This  department  has  since  grown,  from  a  comparatively 
small  beginning,  to  a  thoroughly  equipped  business  training  school,  prepar- 
ing annually,  in  the  most  thorough  manner,  a  large  number  of  young-people 
for  the  various  lines  of  business. 

The  department  offers  two  courses  of  study  which  are  as  complete,  sym- 
metrical, and  practical  as  untiring  effort,  close  observation  of  business 
methods,  and  experience  can  render  them.  Its  faculty  is  composed  of  skilled 
and  carefully  trained  teachers  and  its  patronage  consists  of  a  class  of  young 
people  who  are  characterized  by  intelligence,  good  character,  ambition,  and 
earnest  devotion  to  their  own  real  interest. 


Remarks  on  Courses  of  Study. 


TflE  BUSINESS  TRAINING  COURSES. 


THEORETICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

A  student  who  enters  this  department  begins  his  course  by  receiving  in- 
struction in  the  use  of  Day-book,  Cash-book,  Journal,  Invoice-book.  Sales- 
book,  Bill-book,  and  Ledger.  Special  stress  is  laid  on  the  modern  special 
column  features  of  the  various  books  to  facilitate  and  save  work.  Before 
proceeding  to  record  entries  in  his  books,  he  is  carefully  drilled  in  the  quest- 
ions and  rules  which  govern  the  science  of  this  subject. 

After  having  completed  the  first  eighteen  months  of  the  Williams  ^.V 
Rogers'  Book-keeping  and  the  Williams  &  Rogers'  Banking  Set,  the  student 
is  tested  in  each  of  the  studies  he  has  pursued  in  the  course,  to  ascertain 
whether  he  has  such  knowledge  of  book-keeping  as  can  be  put  to  practical 
use  in  the  Business  Practice  Department.  If  successful  in  this  examination. 
he  is  transferred ;  if  not,  he  reviews  the  course  or  such  parts  of  it  as  seem 
needful  to  fit  him  for  promotion. 
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BUSINESS  PRACTICE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  work  of  this  department  is  accomplished  by  means  of  the  Sadler 
Rowe  System  of  Business  Practice.  This  system  consists  of  a  method  of 
teaching  book-keeping,  accounting,  and  office  practice,  and  the  drawing  of 
all  forms  of  business  papers,  and  the  performance  of  all  duties  of  the  book- 
keeper incidental  to  office  practice,  by  practical  methods  similar  to  those 
that  are  in  use  in  general  practice  in  counting-houses. 

An  apparatus  is  put  into  the  hands  of  the  student  and  is  employed  by 
him  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  all  the  practical  business  operations 
and  book-keeping  entries  which  are  daily  performed  in  regular  business 
offices. 

The  apparatus  consists  of  a  Bureau  which  contains  a  Budget  or  series  of 
transactions.  The  Budget  consists  of  a  number  of  sheets  or  leaves  secured 
together,  upon  which  is  printed  the  necessary  instructions,  and  between 
which  are  contained  the  business  papers,  vouchers  and  other  memoranda, 
which  furnish  to  the  student  the  data  from  which  he  makes  the  proper 
book-keeping  entries,  and  performs  the  necessary  office  work. 

The  Budget  is  so  arranged  that  as  each  sheet  or  leaf  is  raised  or  torn  off, 
the  business  papers,  etc.,  of  the  transaction  or  a  number  of  transactions, 
are  exposed  for  the  consideration  of  the  student.  The  sheets  are  so  secured 
that  the  interleaved  matter  cannot  be  removed  or  examined  until  the  sheet 
and  business  papers  above  it  are  torn  off  or  removed. 

The  student  has  the  opportunity  of  answering  letters,  making  out,  re- 
ceiving, and  paying  bills,  making  the  bank  deposits,  drawing,  issuing,  and 
receiving  checks,  notes,  drafts,  and  other  business  papers,  and  carrying  out 
in  detail  all  the  necessary  transactions  and  exhibits  which  constitute  the 
course  of  instruction. 

The  work  is  intensely  interesting  and  enables  the  student  to  acquire 
accuracy,  readiness,  and  correctness  in  doing  the  work  of  the  business 
office.  The  system  is  the  nearest  approach  to  actual  business  ever  devised, 
and  therefore  the  most  practical,  theoretical  exposition  of  this  science.  The 
student  provides  himself  with  books  and  blanks,  especially  ruled  and 
printed,  which  combine  many  labor-saving  methods  in  recording  the  trans- 
actions which  would  occur  in  the  following  branches  of  business :  Jobbing, 
Grocery,  Flour,  Produce  &  Provision,  Wholesale  and  Retail  Furniture,  Com- 
mission, Wood  &  Coal,  Hay  and  Grain,  Tanning,  Boot  and  Shoe  Business, 
General  Merchandise,  Joint  Stock  Companies  and  Corporations,  Practical 
Banking,  and  Expert  Accounting. 
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ARITHMETIC  AND  RAPID  CALCULATIONS. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  work  in  these  branches,  and  very  com- 
plete courses  are  offered.  Xo  student  can  expect  to  progress  satisfactorily 
in  the  science  of  accounts,  without  having  a  thorough  understanding  of  the 
subject  of  Arithmetic.  One  hour's  Class  work  a  day,  during  the  entire 
course,  is  devoted  to  the  subject  in  general  and  a  half-hour  each  day  is  de- 
voted to  exercises  in  rapid  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  division, 
fractions,  interest,  discount,  averaging  accounts,  etc.  These  drills  are  of  the 
greatest  value,  making  the  students  not  only  rapid  and  accurate,  but  giv- 
ing them  confidence  in  themselves. 

CIVIL  GOVERNMENT. 

The  education  of  an  American  citizen  must  always  be  considered  incom- 
plete without  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  government  under  which  he 
lives.  The  Business  College,  therefore,  offers  a  complete  course  in  civil 
government.  The  subject  is  taught  in  such  a  manner,  as  to  acquaint  the 
student  with  the  functions  of  the  various  parts  of  the  governmental 
machinery,  the  relations  of  the  States  to  each  other  and  the  General  Govern- 
ment, and  such  other  facts  as  will  enable  him  to  perform  intelligently  the 
duties  of  citizenship. 

BUSINESS  LAW. 

Although  the  student  is  carefully  drilled  in  the  execution  of  busings 
papers  while  pursuing  the  study  of  book-keeping,  a  course  in  Commercial 
Law  is  added  to  supplement  his  knowledge.  It  is  not  expected  that  the 
student  will  acquire  a  professional  knowledge  of  the  subject,  as  this  would- 
require  a  thorough  course  in  a  school  of  law.  The  purpose  is  to  acquaint 
him  thoroughly  with  the  legal  principles  which  constitute  the  foundation 
of  business  law.  The  course  embraces  thorough  instruction  in  the  following 
branches  of  law :  Contracts,  Negotiable  Paper,  Guaranty  and  Suretyship, 
Interest  and  Usury,  Sales  of  Personal  Property,  Bailments,  Innkeepers, 
Common  Carriers,  Shipping,  Agency,  Partnership,  Joint-Stock  Companies, 
Corporations,  Fire-,  Life-,  and  Marine  Insurance,  Patents,  Trade-marks  and 
Copyrights,  Real  Property,  and  Landlord  and  Tenant.  The  student  is  re- 
quired to  commit  to  memory  many  of  the  legal  papers,  thus  enabling  him 
to  draw  them  without  the  necessity  of  referring  to  a  book  of  forms. 

BUSINESS  WRITING. 

The  ability  to  acquire  a  clean,  legible,  rapid  business  hand  is  not  an  in- 
herited gift;  any  person  of  good  intelligence  may  secure  such  a  hand,  unless- 
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physically  incapacitated.  The  time  required  to  accomplish  this  result  varies 
from  three  months  to  one  year,  and  is  dependent  upon  previous  opportuni- 
ties, natural  aptitude,  etc. 

SPELLING  AND  DEFINING. 

Daily  written  exercises  of  graded  work  are  given.  The  student  is  not 
only  taught  how  to  spell  and  pronounce  words,  but  is  required  to  define 
and  memorize  them,  thus  greatly  increasing  his  readiness  in  the  use  of 
English. 

PRACTICAL  GRAMMAR  AND  LETTER-WRITING. 

The  ability  to  write  the  English  language  fluently  and  correctly  is  a  great 
accomplishment  for  any  young  man  or  woman.  Special  attention  is,  there- 
fore, given  to  grammatical  drill,  and  to  the  correct  use  of  the  English  lan- 
guage in  speaking  and  writing. 

BUSINESS  CORRESPONDENCE. 

This  feature  of  the  course  aims  to  give  the  pupil  such  suggestions  regard- 
ing the  requisites  of  correspondence  as  will  enable  him  to  construct,  ar- 
range, paragraph,  and  punctuate  a  business  letter,  so  that  it  shall  convex- 
its  intended  meaning  without  verbiage  or  confusion  and  shall  appear  to 
the  best  advantage. 


TfiE   SfiORTfiAND  COURSE. 

This  course  has  been  established  as  a  natural  result  of  the  policy  of 
supplying,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  varied  requirements  of  those  fitting 
themselves  for  any  one  of  the  many  walks  of  life. 

The  principle  aim  of  this  course  is  to  fit  young  men  and  women  for  posi- 
tions as  stenographers  or  private  secretaries. 

The  instruction  is  individual  and  so  suited  to  the  peculiarities  of  each 
8tudent  as  to  bring  out  the  best  results  possible. 

PHONOGRAPHY. 

The  Benn  Pitman  System  of  Phonography,  which  for  half  a  century  has 
been  the  standard,  is  taught. 

The  first  three  months  are  devoted  to  a  thorough  course  in  the  principles 
and  their  application  as  outlined  in  the  Manual  of  Phonography,  by  Benn 
Pitman  and  Jerome  B.  Howard.  After  having  completed  the  work  of  the 
Manual,  which  comprises  what  is  known  as  the  "Corresponding  Style,"  the 
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Btudent  enters  upon  the  work  in  the  Reporter's  Companion.  This  work 
introduces  a  more  rapid  style  of  phonography,  which  omits  the  use  of 
vocalizations  and  introduces  practical  contractions  and  phrases,  qualifying 
for  accurate  reporting  work. 

PHRASEOGRAPHY. 

Discriminating  attention  is  given  to  phrasing,  or  the  joining  together  of 
two  or  more  common  and  frequently  recurring  words,  thus  saving  the 
time  consumed  in  lifting  the  pen  or  pencil.  The  pupil  is  shown  what  may 
be  done  in  this  respect,  consistent  with  legibility,  and,  as  equally  important, 
is  advised  what  not  to  do.  The  text-book  used  contains  six  thousand  of 
the  most  useful  phrases,  written  in  the  briefest  manner. 

BUSINESS  LETTERS. 

Hundreds  of  business  letters,  prepared  especially  for  this  course,  are  next 
dictated.  These  cover  a  wide  range,  of  subjects  and  form  numerous  com- 
plete series  of  correspondence,  as  will  occur  in  the  future  office  work  of  the 
>tHnographer.  Correspondence  is  opened  with  various  firms  and  the 
student  is  expected  to  keep  informed  of  the  progress  of  the  different  nego- 
tiations. 

TYPEWRITING. 

The  great  importance  of  this  branch  is  recognized  fully.  One  of  the  latest 
patterns  of  typewriters  is  assigned  to  each  student,  during  one  or  two 
hours  per  day.  The  most  improved  "all-finger"  method  is  taught.  This 
leads  to  writing  by  "touch:"  i.  e.,  without  referring  to  the  key-board  to 
any  extent;  thus  relieving  the  eye  of  the  strain  of  watching  the  bright  key>. 
and  doing  away  with  its  ruinous  struggle  to  accommodate  itself  to  the 
ever-changing  distance  from  the  eye  to  the  key-board  and  to  the  notes. 
"Touch-writing"  preeminently  promotes  speed,  by  enabling  the  operator 
to  read  continuously  from  his  shorthand  notes  and  thus  preventing  annoy- 
ance and  delay  arising  from  loss  of  place. 

The  student  passes  from  the  simplest  word  to  the  longest  in  use.  Phrases 
and  sentences  follow  in  proper  order.  The  result  of  the  course  is  that 
students  continue  using  this  scientific  fingering  at  an  increasing  rate  of 
speed,  after  entering  an  office.  Daily  suggestions  are  given  as  to  the  neatest 
and  most  approved  manner  of  preparing  typewritten  matter.  The  learner's 
originality  in  producing  neat  and  unique  work  is  encouraged,  and  great 
stress  is  laid  upon  attaining  as  high  a  rate  of  speed  as  is  consistent  with 
accuracy  and  neatness. 
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THE  PRACTICE  DEPARTMENT. 

To  properly  fit  the  student,  the  daily  routine  work  of  the  office  is  per- 
formed constantly.  Large  numbers  of  actual  business  letters  are  dictated 
to  the  student,  who  takes  them  down  in  phonography  and  then  transcribes 
his  notes  neatly  and  quickly  upon  the  typewriter.  All  work  is  handed  in  to 
be  criticised;  the  errors  are  marked  plainly  and  the  sheets  returned  to  the 
student,  to  be  correctly  rewritten.  Thus  his  attention  is  vividly  called  to 
his  deficiencies,  and  the  importance  of  absolute  accuracy  is  repeatedly 
impressed  upon  him.  The  various  processes  of  letter-press  copying  are 
taught,  each  student  is  copying  his  approved  work  into  the  proper  books, 
according  to  one  of  these  methods.  Due  attention  is  given  to  drill  in  folding 
of  letters,  the  use  of  typewriter  appliance  for  writing  on  postal  cards  or 
notepaper,  directing  envelopes,  regulating  the  margins,  etc.  Each  student 
indexes  his  own  letter-book,  files  the  letters,  and  performs  other  duties 
about  the  office. 

MANIFOLDING.  HECTOGRAPHING,  AND  MIMEOGRAPHING. 

Manifolding,  writing  from  two  to  a  dozen  or  more  copies  at  one  time,  as 
adapted  to  both-autographic  work  and  typewritten  matter,  is  taught. 

Hectographing,  multiple  copying  from  one  original  written  either  with 
an  ordinary  pen  or  upon  the  typewriter,  is  also  explained  and  the  student 
drilled  in  the  methods. 

Mimeographing,  as  with  Edison's  mimeograph,  from  the  autographic 
stencil  or  by  the  aid  of  the  typewriter,  receives  the  attention  its  importance 
and  value  merit. 


The  graded  speed  classes,  both  in  Phonography  and  typewriting,  produce 
marked  improvements  combined  with  good  work.  The  students  can  read 
the  phonographic  notes  fluently ;  they  are  also  able  to  read  the  writing  of 
each  other,  as  well  as  the  phonography  in  the  Benn  Pitman  phonographic 
publications. 

SPELLING: 

The  course  offered  in  this  subject  is  calculated  to  correct  errors  of  spelling 
and  fix  in  the  mind  of  the  future  stenographer  not  only  the  orthograpir 
of  the  word  but  its  usual  meaning. 

GRAMMAR  AND  PENMANSHIP. 

Instruction  in  these  branches  is  given  to  all  who  need  or  desire  it. 
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BUSINESS  CORRESPONDENCE. 

In  connection  with  the  diction  of  the  business  letter  in  the  Practice 
Department,  this  subject  is  carefully  taught.  Capitalization,  syllabication, 
punctuation,  paragraphing  receive  constant  explanation.  The  various 
hints  as  to  proper  use  of  language  in  business  correspondence,  develop  in 
the  student  a  natural  readiness  in  this  direction. 

This  is  made  one  of  the  most  valuable  features  of  the  course,  as  it  involves 
the  application  of  the  principles  learned  in  the  classes  devoted  to  spelling, 
grammar,  etc.  Not  one  of  the  hundreds  of  business  letters  is  passed  with- 
out being  thoroughly  understood  by  the  student. 


Further  Information. 


BUILDING. 

The  College  Building  is  neatly  and  comfortably  furnished  throughout  and 
is  warmed  by  steam.  Nothing  which  can  add  to  comfort,  convenience,  and 
utility  of  a  first-class  school  has  been  omitted  in  the  general  equipment. 

RECITATION  HOURS. 

The  regular  hours  of  study  and  recitations  are  from  9  A.  m.  to  4:30  p.  m., 
five  days  of  the  week.  Two  hours  per  week  is  set  aside  for  physical  train- 
ing in  a  well  equipped  gymnasium. 

DISCIPLINE. 

It  is  assumed  that  the  young  men  who  enter  this  institution  are  gentle- 
men, and  they  are  treated  uniformly  as  such.  The  developement  of  other 
characteristics  will  immediately  sever  the  student's  connection  with  the 
school. 

GRADUATION  AND  DIPLOMA. 

The  requirements  for  graduation  are  amply  sufficient  to  give  a  high 
standing  to  the  course,  and  to  insure  the  ability  of  graduates  to  fill  and 
retain  satisfactorily,  first-class  positions.  In  the  shorthand  course  an  aver- 
age working  speed  of  125  words  per  minute  in  phonography  for  not  less 
than  five  consecutive  minutes,  is  one  of  the  conditions  for  graduation. 
Students  completing  in  a  satisfactory  manner  either  course,  will  be  awarded 
a  neat  diploma  at  the  annual  graduation  exercises  of  the  department  dur- 
ing commencement  week,  for  which  a  charge  of  $1  is  made. 
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TEXT-BOOKS  AND  STATIONERY. 

The  cost  of  text-books  and  stationery  for  the  full  business  course  varies 
from  $10  to  $13 ;  Blank  books  and  forms  are  made  to  order  from  the  best 
quality  of  paper.  The  cost  of  books,  etc.  for  the  course  in  shorthand  is 
about  $6.50.

TIME  REQUIRED. 

To  complete  the  business  course,  the  bright,  ambitious  student  averages 
about  nine  months,  although  many  remain  longer.  Students  are  advanced 
as  rapidly  as  is  consistent  with  thorough  work. 

To  become  proficient  enough  in  phonography,  typewriting,  etc.  to  fill  a 
first-class  situation  acceptably,  the  average  learner  requires  from  five  to 
eight  months ;  students  acquainted  with  business  forms,  and  already  well 
drilled  in  spelling,  grammar,  punctuation,  etc.  have  been  prepared  in  three 
to  five  months  sufficiently  well  to  take  fairly  good  positions.  Unless  com- 
pelled to  do  so  by  special  circumstances,  it  is  not  advisable  to  rush  unduly 
through  the  work,  as  those  who  take  a  thorough  course  are  practically 
certain  of  higher  salary  and  more  permanent  employment. 

EVENING  SCHOOL. 

To  accommodate  those  in  the  three  cities,  who  for  any  reason  cannot  at- 
tend the  day  sessions,  we  have  arranged  a  special  evening  course  in  Book- 
keeping, Arithmetic  and  Shorthand,  at  the  nominal  cost  of  one  dollar  per 
month  exclusive  of  books  and  materials. 
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EXPENSES. 

The  necessary  expenses  are  exceedingly  low.  Each  item  is  reduced  to  the 
very  lowest  so  as  to  bring  the  advantages  of  a  thorough  business  education 
within  the  reach  of  all. 

By  applying  to  the  Business  Manager,  Rev.  J.  Jesperson,  rooms  warmed 
and  furnished  may  be  secured  at  the  Institution  at  low  rates. 

Board  may  be  had  at  the  dining  hall  for  $2.00  a  week,  or  in  private 
families  with  furnished  rooms  for  $3.00  to  $3.50  a  week.

SPECIAL  ADVANTAGES. 

This  department  stands  in  the  closest  relationship  to  the  other  depart- 
ments of  Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary,  and  students  in  the 
Commercial  Department  may  pursue  any  study  in  the  Preparatory,  and 
Normal  Departments,  either  as  visitors  or  regular  members,  without  extra 
charge.  This  intimate  connection  cannot  but  act  favorably  upon  all  who 
take  the  business  course,  as  it  spurs  them  on  to  greater  efforts,  and  broadens 
their  view,  by  reminding  them  that  all  is  not  contained  in  the  debits  or 
credits  of  an  account.  Furthermore,  a  business  man  needs  the  ease  and 
grace  that  come  from  contact  with  others;  and  this  intermingling  of  a  large 
number  of  well-informed,  zealous  students,  having  varied  tastes  and  ambi- 
tions, and  representing  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  cannot  buthavemuch 
of  the  desired  effect.  Among  the  numerous  societies  existing  at  the  college 
may  be  mentioned  the  Phrenokosinian,  the  Adelphic,  and  the  Lyceum.  Be- 
sides these  the  Commercial  Department  has  its  own  organization,  the 
Society  of  Economics.  Under  the  auspices  of  this  organization  will  be  given 
a  very  comprehensive  free  lecture  course  during  1898 — 1899. 

APPLICATIONS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

Instruction  being  largely  individual,  students  may  enter  at  any  time  dur- 
ing the  school-year.  All  applications  for  admission,  or  requests  for  further 
information,  should  be  addressed  to  the  President  of  the  Institution.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

Pupils  may  enter  at  any  time,  but  will  not  be  accepted  for  less  than  a 
term  of  ten  weeks. 

Lesson  cards  must  be  procured  from  the  treasurer  and  be  presented  to  the 
teacher.  No  lessons  are  given  without  such  card.  All  tuition  must  be  paid 
in  advance,  and  all  must  be  transacted  with  the  treasurer. 

No  reduction  is  made  for  absence,  except  in  cases  of  protracted  illnessr 
of  which  the  treasurer  must  be  duly  notified. 

Upon  leaving  the  Conservatory  each  pupil  is  entitled  to  a  certificate  speci- 
fying the  time  passed  at  the  institution  and  the  standing  in  the  studies 
pursued. 

Final  examinations  will  be  held  on  the  last  P"riday  of  the  second  and 
fourth  terms  every  year. 

Any  student  who  takes  at  least  two  lessons  a  week  in  any  department  of 
the  Conservatory  is  allowed  to  take  five  hours  a  week  of  class  instruction 
in  the  preparatory  or  collegiate  department  of  the  institution  free  of 
charge.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


GOVERNMENT. 

This  Institution  is  owned,  supported,  and  controlled  by  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Augustan  a  Synod.  Its  governing  body  is  a  Board  of  Directors 
composed  of  the  president  of  the  synod,  the  president  of  the  institution, 
and  sixteen  other  members— eight  ministers  and  eight  laymen— elected  by 
the  synod  for  a  term  of  four  years.  Only  persons  belonging  to  some  congre- 
gation of  the  synod  are  eligible  to  membership.  The  meetings  of  the  Board 
are  held  at  the  institution. 


FACULTIES. 

All  matters  pertaining  to  the  institution  as  a  whole  which  do  not  come 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  the  President  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  General  Faculty,  which  is  composed  of  all  the  permanent  pro- 
fessors of  the  institution. 

There  are  four  Special  Faculties  in  charge  of  the  following  departments 
respectively :  the  Theological  Seminary;  the  Collegiate,  Preparatory,  and 
Normal  Departments;  the  Conservatory  of  Music;  the  Business  College  and 
School  of  Phonography.  Each  special  faculty  is  composed  of  ail  the  regular 
professors  in  the  respective  department. 

The  President  of  the  institution  is  ex  officio  chairman  of  each  facultv. 


DIVISION  OF  THE  SCHOOL  YEAR. 

The  school  year  of  thirty-six  weeks  is  divided  into  two  terms ;  the  fall 
term,  embracing  a  period  of  sixteen  weeks  (September— December),  and  the 
spring  term,  embracing  a  period  of  twenty  weeks  (January— June).  In  the 
Theological  Seminary  there  is  an  Easter  vacation  of  two  weeks. 


PUBLIC  WORSHIP. 

Chapel  services,  wrhich  all  students  are  required  to  attend,  are  held  in  the 
chapel  every  school  day  morning,  conducted  by  the  President.  Divine  ser- 
vices, alternately  in  the  Swedish  and  English  languages,  are  held  in  the 
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chapel  each  Sunday  evening  during  term  time,  in  which  the  full  church 
service  is  rendered.  All  students  living  at  the  college  are  expected  to  attend 
these  services.  General  and  class  prayer-meetings  are  held  each  week  by 
the  students. 


REGULATIONS. 

There  are  but  few  specific  rules  of  government  as  each  student  is  expected 
to  be  examplary  in  manners  and  morals  and  to  deport  himself  as  becomes 
a  student  of  a  Christian  institution. 

The  attendance  of  such  students  only  is  desired  as  will  make  faithful  use 
of  the  educational  opportunities  afforded. 

Intemperance,  profanity,  theater  going,  the  use  of  tobacco  in  any  form, 
playing  at  cards  and  billiards,  and  whatever  hinders  the  highest  mental, 
moral,  and  religious  culture,  or  violates  the  courtesy  due  to  instructors  or 
fellow  students,  are  prohibited. 


LADIES'  flALL. 

For  the  accommodation  of  lady  students  who  prefer  a  home  under  the 
immediate  auspices  of  the  institution,  a  Ladies'  Hall  has  been  established. 
The  rooms  are  carpeted,  furnished,  lighted,  and  heated,  but  each  occupant 
is  expected  to  provide  herself  with  combs,  toilet-soap,  towels,  one  pair  of 
sheets,  one  pillow,  two  pillow-cases,  one  counterpane,  and  blankets  or  a 
heavy  comforter.  The  hall  is  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Anna  Olsson  as 
principal. 


LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 
Miss  Lydia  Olsson,  Librarian. 

The  Library,  occupying  part  of  the  third  floor  of  the  main  building,  con- 
tains about  15,000  volumes  and  a  large  number  of  pamphlets. 

During  the  past  year  it  has  been  kept  open  9—12  a.  m.  and  2—6  p.  m. 
every  school  day,  and  2—5  on  Saturdays.  All  students  and  officers  of  the 
institution  are  entitled  to  use  the  books  free  of  charge. 

One  hundred  twenty-five  volumes  have  been  donated  during  the  year,  and 
grateful  acknowledgments  are  hereby  extended  to  the  following  donors :

The  Reading  Room,  containing  daily  and  weekly  newspapers  and  leading 
periodicals  and  magazines,  is  connected  with  the  Library  and  is  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Librarian. 

Contributions  to  the  Library  in  money,  books,  or  periodicals  are  earnestly 
solicited.

THE  ZOOLOGICAL  CABINET. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  floor  space,  and  forming  a  partition  between  the 
museum  and  the  library,  is  a  cabinet  with  glass  front,  eight  feet  high  and 
40  feet  long,  and  divided  into  eight  sections,  containing  a  systematic  series 
of  zoological  specimens. 

Beginning  at  the  east  end  of  this  cabinet,  we  find  uppermost  in  the  first 
section  various  foraminifera.    Next  in  succession  comes  a  series  of  dri( 
sponges,  and  a  few  specimens  of  the  same  kind  preserved  in  alcohol.    Belo^ 
these  follow  the  corals,  among  which  may  be  seen  some  specimens  of  see 
fans,  and  cork  corals,  mushroom  corals,  and  organ-pipe  corals.    Among 
the  echinoderms,  which  follow  below,  are  several  kinds  of  sea-urchins,  sucl 
as  sand  cakes,  sand  dollars,  and  sea  eggs.    Several  types  of  the  starfisl 
order,  the  sea-cucumbers  and  the  crinoids,  complete  the  collection  of  animals 
of  radiate  structures.    Then  follow  the  worms  and  mollusks.    The  lattei 
have  to  a  great  extent  been  collected  in  Europe,  and  embrace  representative 
of  a  great  number  of  genera  and  species,  filling  nearly  two  sections  in  the 
cabinet.    Among  other  valuable  specimens,  there  are  a  number  of  fine  co^ 
ries  from  the  coasts  of  Africa,  and  a  fairly  complete  collection  of  land  an< 
freshwater  shells  from  Sweden.    A  number  of  crustaceans  and  insects,  pre 
served  in  alcohol,  are  placed  in  the  lower  part  of  the  third  section.    The 
fourth  section  contains  fishes,  amphibians,  and  reptiles,  several  huudi 
specimens  in  all,  and  mostly  preserved  in  alcohol. 
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The  birds  fill  a  little  more  than  the  next  two  sections.  There  are  repre- 
sented all  the  native  families,  including  nearly  200  different  species.  The 
collections  contain  a  number  of  specimens  secured  by  sportsmen  in  Moline 
and  Rock  Island.  Mammals  fill  the  remaining  two  sections.  These,  also, 
are  mostly  of  the  native  kinds,  though  there  are  a  number  of  specimens  of 
interesting  portions  of  exotic  animals,  such  as  the  skin  and  baleen  of  a 
whale,  molars  of  the  elephant,  and  horns  of  various  ungulates. 

Nearly  all  of  the  material  in  this  case  was  secured  by  the  former  curator 
of  the  museum,  Dr.  Josua  Lindahl. 

A  collection  of  insects  and  another  of  birds'  nests  and  birds'  eggs  com- 
plete the  zoological  collections.  The  former,  which  is  exhibited  in  the  first 
of  the  floor  cases  to  the  east,  and  which  comprises  about  1,000  different 
species  of  insects,  was  collected  and  donated  by  Professor  0.  W.  Oestlund  of 
Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  while  a  student  at  this  institution.  The  insects 
are  mounted  with  great  care  and  properly  labeled  and  will  be  of  permanent 
value.  The  collection  of  nests  and  eggs  was  made  chiefly  by  Mr.  Oscar 
Henry,  class  of  '93.  It  is  a  very  fair  collection  of  the  eggs  of  the  birds  of 
Iowa. 

THE  HERBARIUM. 

The  beginning  of  the  herbarium  consisted  of  a  collection  of  plants  from 
Sweden,  donated  by  Dr.  A.  R.  Cervin.  Several  other  collections  from  Sweden 
have  since  been  obtained  and  also  a  number  from  different  parts  of  this 
country,  viz.:  from  the  vicinity  of  Rock  Island  by  Prof.  0.  W.  Oestlund; 
from  Lindsborg,  Kansas,  by  Dr.  John  Rundstrom ;  from  Kansas,  Texas, 
and  Colorado  by  the  present  curator ;  from  Michigan  by  Prof.  C.  A.Wendell ; 
lichens  from  Sweden  by  Prof.  John  Hulting;  mosses  from  Illinois  and  Penn- 
sylvania by  Mr.  G.  Forsberg  of  Augustana  College;  Sea- Weeds  from  the 
Pacific  by  Dr.  Josua  Lindahl,  Dr.  E.  Norelius,  and  Mr.  Lawrence  Lund  wall. 
The  phenogamous  plants  have  all  been  mounted  on  white  species  paper  and 
are  enclosed  in  genus  covers  of  strong  manilla  paper. 

These  are  arranged  by  families,  and  stored  in  paper  boxes,  in  two  cases 
specially  made  for  the  collection. 

THE  GEOLOGICAL  COLLECTIONS. 
The  McMaster  Collection. 

A  foundation  for  a  collection  to  illustrate  the  various  features  of  our  local 
geology  was  made  three  years  ago  by  the  Hon.  S.  W.  McMaster  of  Rock 
Island,  who  then  donated  to  the  museum  a  number  of  fossils  collected  in 
this  locality.    Several  of  these  specimens  have  been  polished  and  otherwise 
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suitably  prepared  for  exhibition.    A  separate  cabinet  has  been  secured  and 
placed  along  the  east  wall  for  the  reception  of  this  material. 

The  General  Collection. 

This  fills  sixteen  of  the  floor-cases. 

Beginning-  at  the  east  end  of  the  room  the  minerals  occupy  the  first  case. 
The  space  in  the  second  case  is  filled  with  rocks,  which  have  been  arranged 
with  a  view  to  illustrate  the  different  modes  in  which  all  the  various  kinds 
of  rocks  are  now  produced  in  nature  by  igneous  agencies,  by  sedimentation 
in  water,  and  by  the  agency  of  living  organisms,  as  well  as  to  exhibit  the 
classification  of  the  rocks  as  based  on  these  differences  of  origin. 

In  the  third  and  fourth  cases  are  shown  a  series  of  rocks,  which  have 
been  affected  in  various  ways  by  chemical  and  physical  processes  in  nature, 
and  which  illustrate  several  interesting  features  in  dynamical  geology. 
Among  these  may  be  mentioned  three  series  of  rocks  showing  the  effects  of 
surface  disintegration  in  the  region  of  crystaline  rocks  on  the  Atlantic 
coast;  stalagmites  and  stalactites  from  caverns  in  limestone  regions ;  "box- 
work''  from  the  great  Wind  Cave  in  South  Dakota;  many  kinds  of  concre- 
tions and  septaria  from  a  variety  of  formations ;  a  large  assortment  of 
geodes  from  Warsaw  in  this  state;  specimens  of  sun-cracks  and  ripple- 
marks;  cleavage  structure  and  folded  structure  induced  by  pressure;  segre- 
gation veins;  lignilites  and  cone  in-cone;  a  series  of  natural  etchings,  pro- 
duced by  the  solvent  power  of  water;  and  scored  rocks  from  the  glacial 
drift. 

The  fifth  case  is  intended  to  illustrate  Formational  Geology.  A  large 
number  of  samples  of  rocks  from  the  different  formations  of  which  the 
exterior  of  the  earth  is  composed  have  been  placed  in  the  succession  in 
which  these  occur  in  nature,  from  below  upwards.  The  lowermost  system, 
the  azoic,  which  underlies  all  other  rocks,  is  represented  by  a  lot  of  speci- 
mens in  the  south  end  of  the  case.  Then  follow  the  various  formations  of 
the  several  systems  up  to  the  present  age,  recently  formed  alluvium,  sand 
and  clay  being  placed  in  the  north  end  of  the  case.  The  more  important  of 
the  characteristic  fossils  of  each  group  are  also  to  be  seen  in  their  proper 
places  in  this  series. 

The  sixth  case  is  filled  with  fossil  plants.  The  lower  plants,  of  the  oldest 
rocks,  are  placed  first  in  the  south  end,  such  as  algae  and  higher  cryptogams 
of  the  paleozoic  era.  These  are  then  followed  by  petrified  wood  and  lignite 
of  gymnosperms  of  the  mesozoic  era  and  in  turn  by  impressions  of  leaves  of 
the  more  modern  plants  of  later  ages.    A  number  of  specimens  from  the 
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coal-measures  in  Pennsylvania  make  up  a  part  of  this  collection.  Besides 
this  the  more  important  genera  of  the  coal-measure  plants  are  also  repre- 
sented in  some  drawings,  which  are  copies  of  the  restorations  made  by 
Dawson  and  others. 

The  next  two  cases  contain  a  collection  of  animal  fossils,  arranged  ac- 
cording to  the  zoological  system  of  classification.  It  is  intended  to  exhibit 
some  important  types  and  landmarks  in  the  science  of  Paleontology.  There 
are  representatives  of  the  three  principal  orders  of  corals,  the  chain  corals, 
the  honeycomb  corals,  and  the  cup  corals  as  marking  the  divisions  of  the 
paleozoic  era.  There  are  also  a  few  fine  specimens  of  crinoids  and  represen- 
tees of  the  older  and  of  more  recent  types  of  sea-urchins.  The  gradual 
change  in  the  lampshell  during  the  earlier  and  middle  geological  eras  may 
be  made  out  from  the  collection.  In  the  specimens  of  cephalopod  mollusks 
the  gradual  change  of  the  suture  from  a  straight  line  in  the  early  forms  to 
the  line  with  intricate  bends  and  folds  in  later  times  is  well  shown.  Among 
the  vertebrate  remains  there  are  teeth  of  carboniferous  fishes  and  an  almost 
entire  skeleton  of  a  shark-like  fish  from  the  age  of  the  chalk,  together  with 
smaller  entire  fishes  from  the  Benton  beds  in  Wyoming.  The  mammals  are 
represented  by  teeth  from  the  extinct  American  horse,  a  skull  from  the  ter- 
tiary beds  in  Oregon,  and  several  large  fragments  of  the  extinct  American 
elephant.  The  greater  part  of  the  specimens  in  the  geological  collections 
have  been  obtained  through  the  efforts  of  the  present  curator.  Considerable 
more  material  is  stored  away  and  awaiting  further  examination  and  identi- 
fication, before  it  will  be  included  among  the  exhibits. 

The  most  valuable  addition  to  the  collections  made  during  the  past  year 
consists  of  a  set  of  rocks  and  minerals  irom  the  Ke wenawan  formation  in 
Wisconsin,  where  the  present  curator  was  enabled  to  make  a  collecting  tour 
for  the  museum  last  summer  through  the  liberality  of  Mr.  John  P.  Weyer- 
haeuser of  this  city.  A  large  collection  of  type  specimens  of  rocks  has  also 
been  received  from  the  United  States  Geological  Survey.  Several  corals  and 
other  invertebrates  have  been  obtained  by  exchange  from  Dr.  Josua  Lin- 
dahl  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  Other  donations  have  been  received  from  some  of, 
our  students:  Messrs.  Adolph  Hult,  Morten  Parson,  A.  F.  Wicklund,  Alfred 
Anderson,  Oscar  A.  Henry,  and  0.  N.  Glim.

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LABORATORIES. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory,  in  the  basement  of  the  new  building,  is  fur- 
nished with  the  necessary  apparatus  and  a  full  supply  of  re-gents  for  the 
laboratory  work  in  General  and  Analytical  Chemistry. 

The  Department  of  Physics,  also  in  the  basement  of  the  new  building,  has 
lately  been  furnished  with  a  valuable  set  of  apparatus,  chiefly  imported 
from  Germany.  It  now  contains  apparatus  for  quantitative  as  well  as 
qualitative  work  in  all  the  different  branches  of  the  science. 

The  Biological  Laboratory  and  class-room  occupies  a  suitably  lighted 
and  spacious  quarter  on  the  first  floor.  It  is  conveniently  furnished,  with 
tables  and  chairs,  a  hydrant,  and  cases  for  instruments  and  re-agents.  A 
set  of  good  microscopes,  with  accessories  and  a  pair  of  scales  make  a  part 
of  the  general  equipments.  There  are  also  materials  for  the  use  of  special 
classes.  For  the  instruction  in  Botany  there  is  a  series  of  a  lower  as  well 
as  of  the  higher  plants  preserved  in  alcohol  and  selected  for  making  micro- 
scopic preparations  of  tissues.  There  is  also  a  set  of  charts  for  illustrating 
the  terminology  in  Phenogamous  Botany.  For  the  classes  in  Zoology  there 
are  some  anatomical  preparations  and  entire  animals  preserved  in  alcohol 
and  crania  and  skeletons  of  vertebrates.  The  class  in  Human  Physiology 
has  opportunity  to  inspect  models  of  the  chest,  and  several  anatomical 
preparations  preserved  in  alcohol.  The  class  in  Geology  identifies  specimens 
of  minerals,  rocks,  and  fossils,  which  have  been  specially  selected  from  the 
museum  for  this  purpose,  and  are  stored  in  boxes,  which  can  be  convenient- 
ly handled.  Maps  of  the  altitudes  and  the  geological  strata  of  the  United 
States  are  at  hand  for  reference.  A  collection  of  microscopic  slides  received 
from  Prof.  Philip  Dowell  form  an  important  feature  in  the  available  class- 
room material. 


THE   HISTORICAL   COLLECTIONS  AND   THE  ARCHIVES. 
Prof;  C.  "W.  Foss,  Guardian  and  Archivist. 


ETHNOGRAPHICAL  AND  NUMISMATIC. 

The  Ethnographical  Collection  contains  numerous  and  valuable  speci- 
mens from  India,  Africa,  and  Palestine;  relics  of  the  late  war;  and  im- 
plements, weapons,  amulets,  and  personal  ornaments  of  the  American 
Indians. 

The  Numismatic  Collection  consists  of  over  1200  specimens  of  gold,  silver, 
copper,  and  bronze  coins,  together  with  medals  and  tokens.    There  is  also 
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a  large  collection  of  postage  and  revenue  stamps,  old  paper  money,  frac- 
tional currency,  foreign  and  confederate  notes,  ahd  continental  and  colonial 
paper  money.

HISTORICAL. 

The  Historical  Collection  of  American  Lutheran  and  Scandinavian  Amer- 
ican Literature  has  been  steadily  growing  during  the  year.  Complete  or 
nearly  complete  files  of  all  the  leading  American  Lutheran  periodicals 
(English,  German,  Swedish,  Norwegian,  Danish,  and  Finish)  have  been 
secured  and  carefully  arranged,  also  files  of  most  of  the  Swedish-American 
periodicals. 

Contributions  to  this  collection  are  kindly  and  earnestly  solicited.  Books, 
periodicals,  pamphlets,  catalogues,  minutes,  of  synods  and  conferences,  and 
whatever  pertains  to  the  history  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  or  to 
the  history  of  the  Scandinavians  in  this  country  will  be  thankfully  received. 

Since  the  synod  at  its  last  meeting,  in  June  1897,  instructed  the  archivist 
of  Augustana  College  to  solicit  books,  periodicals,  and  papers  from  Swedish- 
American  publishers  large  and  valuable  contributions  have  been  made  both 
in  books  and  papers. 

There  are  now  some  over  three  hundred  different  kinds  of  papers  and 
periodicals  in  the  Swedish-American  and  American  Lutheran  collections 
taken  together.  These  papers  are  all  arranged  in  volumes  and  filed  away 
in  suitable  cases  and  catalogued  so  that  any  one  wishing  to  consult  some 
particular  number  of  any  periodical  can  do  so  on  a  moment's  notice  by 
applying  to  the  archivist. 

There  are  also  large  collections  of  duplicates.  Parties  wishing  to  com- 
plete their  files  may  secure  them  either  by  purchase  or  by  fair  exchanges. 

An  interesting  collection  is  that  of  the  local  church  papers  or  young  peo- 
pel's  papers.  But  this  collection  is  not  nearly  complete.  It  is  hoped  that 
pastors  and  young  people's  societies  will  kindly  send  in  their  papers,  if 
possible  from  the  first  issue.  Large  numbers  of  them  have  been  received 
during  the  present  year.

THE  STUDENTS'  UNION, 


The  Students'  Union  of  Augustana  College  and  Theological  Semiuary  was 
organized  Nov.  5,  1892,  for  the  purpose  of  uniting  all  the  students  of  the 
institution  in  one  body.  A  student  enrolled  in  any  department  of  the  insti- 
tution is  a  member  of  the  organization.    Questions  of  common  interest  are 
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discussed  and  acted  upon.  The  annual  business  meeting  is  held  on  the  third 
Tuesday  in  May  each  year.  All  meetings  are  publicly  announced  in  the 
college  chapel  and  on  the  bulletin  board  at  least  a  day  in  advance  and 
when  important  business  is  to  be  transacted  the  object  of  the  meeting  is 
also  announced. 

The  present  year  the  Reading  Room  has  been  supplied  with  a  large  number 
of  the  leading  magazines  and  periodicals  through  the  joint  efforts  of  the 
Union  and  the  business  manager  of  the  institution.

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  two  literary  societies  at  the  institution— the  Phrenokosmian, 
organized  in  1860,  and  the  Adelphic,  organized  in  1883.  They  hold  their 
meetings  at  their  respective  halls  on  Friday  evening  each  week.  The  exer- 
cises, consisting  of  essays,  debates,  orations,  declamations,  music,  criticisms, 
etc.,  are  interesting  and  highly  beneficial.  These  societies  are  valuable 
auxiliaries  in  preparing  students  for  the  activities  of  professional  life.  A 
wholesome  rivalry  exists  between  these  societies,  and  yet  they  work  to- 
gether in  the  greatest  harmony  and  good  will.  All  students  of  the  institu- 
tion are  eligible  to  membership.  The  officers  of  each  are  a  president,  a  vice 
president,  a  recording  secretary,  a  corresponding  secretary,  and  a  treasurer. 
Each  society  issues  a  paper:  the  Phrenokosmian,  The  Phrenokosmianct,  and 
the  Adelphic,  The  Censor. 


TflE  LYCEUM. 


The  Lyceum  is  composed  of  the  literary  societies  of  the  institution.  Its 
object  is  to  promote  the  literary  and  oratorical  interests  of  the  institution. 
During  this  school-year  it  has  arranged  and  successfully  carried  out  a  popu- 
lar lecture  course  consisting  of  five  lectures  and  entertainments,  and  in  ad- 
dition to  it  given  six  other  lectures  and  entertainments.  Under  the  auspices 
of  the  Lyceum  a  debate  was  held  during  the  fall  term  between  representa- 
tives of  the  Adelphic  and  the  Phrenokosmian  societies,  and  in  the  spring 
term  the  annual  contest  in  oratory  was  held,  the  speakers  being  one  repre- 
sentative from  each  of  the  college  classes.

TflE  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Alumni  Association  of  Augustana  College  was  organized  by  the  first 
graduating  class  of  the  College  in  the  spring  of  1877.  With  very  few  excep- 
tions all  the  alumni  are  enrolled  as  members.  Its  objects  are  the  promotion 
of  literary  and  scientific  culture,  especially  in  the  halls  of  the  Alma  Mater, 
the  reunion  of  early  friends  and  co-laborers  in  literary  pursuits,  and  the 
revival  of  the  pleasant  associations  that  entwine  themselves  about  student 
life.  It  holds  its  annual  business  meeting  in  the  morning  of  commencement 
day  each  year. 

In  1886  the  Association  decided  to  publish  a  literary,  theological,  and 
scientific  quarterly,  known  as  Luthersk  Kvartalskrift  (Lutheran  Quarterly). 
The  first  number  appeared  in  January  1887.  It  was  published  until  Janu- 
ary 1889,  when  it  was  discontinued  for  want  of  patronage. 

In  1892  the  Association  again  decided  to  publish  a  periodical,  and  in 
September  1892  the  first  number  of  The  Alumnus  appeared.  The  new  paper 
was  a  monthly  published  in  magazine  form,  and  edited  by  Prof.  P.  G.  Sjo- 
blom.  At  its  annual  meeting  in  1894,  the  Association  decided  to  continue 
the  publication  of  the  paper,  but  to  change  the  name  and  the  scope  of  it. 
The  executive  committee  was  given  the  power  to  act  in  this  matter.  The 
committee  chose  the  name  of  The  Augustana  Journal,  andfrom  July  1894 to 
Dec.  1895  the  paper  was  published  monthly  under  this  name.  At  the  close 
of  the  year  1895  it  was  sold  to  The  Lutheran  Augustana  Book  Concern  by 
whom  it  has  since  been  published  as  a  semi-monthly. 


L0GAT10N  AND  BUILDINGS. 

Rock  Island,  a  city  of  about  twenty  thousand  inhabitants,  is  beautifully 
located  on  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi  River.  The  bold  bluffs  on  the  Illinois 
side  of  the  river  here  recede  to  the  distance  of  about  a  mile,  leaving  a 
beautiful  and  gently  rising  plain,  upon  which  the  city  is  built,  In  beauty 
of  scenery,  healthfulness  of  location  and  climate,  Rock  Island  stands  fore- 
most among  Illinois  towns.  Four  great  lines  of  railroad,  the  Chicago,  Rock 
Island,  and  Pacific;  the  Chicago,  Burlington,  and  Quincy ;  the  Chicago,  Mil- 
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waukee,  and  St.  Paul;  and  the  Rock  Island  and  Peoria,  center  here,  rendering 
the  city  easy  of  access  from  all  parts  of  the  country.  The  institution  is 
situated  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city  near  the  base  of  a  prominent  bluff, 
from  which  the  view  is  both  striking  and  picturesque.  Opposite  lies  the 
city  of  Davenport,  Iowa,  commanding!  y  located  on  the  bluffs  which  rise  al- 
most directly  from  the  river.  To  the^ast,  the  eye  rest  on  the  tall  chimneys 
of  the  busy  city  of  Moline  rendered  famous  by  her  manufactures.  Directly 
in  front  of  the  college  grounds,  in  the  middle  of  the  river,  is  seen  the  govern- 
ment island  of  Rock  Island,  containing  over  nine  hundred  acres  of  land 
upon  which  the  government's  largest  arsenal  is  built.  On  the  lower  end  of 
the  Island  rests  the  iron  railroad  and  wagon  bridge  which  spans  the  river 
at  this  point,  thus  rendering  Davenport  easily  accessible. 

The  grounds  of  the  institution  consist  of  twenty-six  acres,  bounded  on 
the  north  by  7th  avenue,  on  the  east  by  38th  street,  on  the  west  by  35th 
street,  and  on  the  south  streching  up  to  the  top  of  the  bluff  and  terminat- 
ing in  picturesque  wood  land.  One  of  the  street  car  lines,  extending  from 
the  business  parts  of  Rock  Island  to  those  of  Moline  and  x>assing  by  all  of 
the  passenger  depots  of  both  cities,  also  passes  by  the  corner  of  the  college 
grounds  on  7th  avenue  and  38th  street. 

The  following  buildings  belonging  to  the  institution,  are  located  on  the 
grounds : 

The  Neiv  College  Building  occupied  since  February  1888,  is  located  near 
the  centre  of  the  north  side  of  the  grounds,  fronting  7th  avenue.  It  is  a 
magnificent  stone  structure  of  the  pure  Renaissance  style  used  exclusively 
for  educational  purposes.  The  basement  and  the  first  floor  are  devoted  to 
the  recitation  rooms  and  lecture  halls  of  the  Collegiate  and  Preparatory 
Departments,  the  Laboratories,  and  the  President's  and  Treasurer's  offices. 
The  second  floor  contains  the  recitation  rooms  and  lecture  halls  of  the 
Theological  Department,  the  Ladies'  Study  Hall,  Cable  Hall,  and  the  Chapel, 
which  occupies  two  stories.  The  third  floor  is  given  to  the  Conservatory  of 
Music,  the  Library,  and  the  Museum. 

The  Old  College  Building,  occupied  since  1875,  is  a^large  brick  structure 
situated  on  7th  avenue,  east  of  the  new  building.  It  is  devoted  principally 
to  students'  rooms,  the  house-hold  department,  and  class-rooms  of  the 
Business  College. 

The  Gymnasium,  a  handsome  brick  structure  with  a  stone  foundation, 
has  recently  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  $4,000.  It  is  located  at  the  foot  of 
the  hill  south  ot  the  new  College  Building. 
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In  addition  to  these  buildings,  there  are  two  frame  dwelling-  houses  on 
35th  street  and  a  double  brick  building  on  38th  street,  the  western  half  of 
which  is  occupied  by  the  president  and  the  eastern  half  is  used  as  a  Ladies' 
Hall. 


fllSTORIGAL  5KETGH. 

About  the  year  1845,  a  stream  of  immigration  began  from  the  Scandi- 
navian countries  to  the  United  States.  Settlements  were  made  in  northern 
Illinois  and  Iowa,  and  later  in  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  and  other  States. 
These  immigrants  had  been  members  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  mother 
country,  and  were,  as  a  rule,  a  religious  and  churchly  people.  Earnest,  pious 
men  came  over  as  pastors,  and  Lutheran  congregations  were  early  estab- 
lished among  both  Swedes  and  Norwegians.  At  the  organization  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Northern  Illinois  in  1851,  several  Scandi- 
navian pastors  were  present  and  took  part  in  the  organization.  The 
scattered  Scandinavian  and  American  Lutherans  in  this  section  of  the  coun- 
try were  thus  joined  in  one  Synod.  The  Scandinavians  increased  rapidly 
and  before  1860,  they  constituted  about  one-half  of  the  synod,  and  formed 
three  separate  conferences.  This  synod  and  other  Lutheran  bodies  in  the 
West  established  a  school,  known  as  the  Illinois  State  University  at  Spring- 
field, 111.,  for  the  special  purpose  of  educating  Lutheran  ministers.  At  a 
meeting  of  the  synod  in  1855,  the  question  af  establishing  a  Scandinavian 
professorship  at  the  university  was  favorably  considered,  and  at  a  subse- 
quent meeting  a  resolution  to  establish  such  professorship  was  adopted. 
Rev.  L.  P.  Esbjorn,  the  most  prominent  of  the  pioneer  pastors,  was  elected 
to  the  chair.  He  entered  upon  his  duties  in  the  fall  of  1858,  and  served  two 
years.  Owing  to  various  difficulties,  Prof.  Esbjorn  resigned  his  professor- 
ship in  the  spring  of  1860.  Differences  with  regard  to  the  doctrinal  basis 
of  the  synod  had  existed  from  the  beginning  between  the  Scandinavian  and 
American  members.  Professor  Esbjorn's  resignation  brought  matters  to  a 
crisis.  The  Scandinavians  met  in  convention,  in  Chicago,  PL,  April  23 — 28, 
1860,  and  after  long  deliberation,  unanimously  resolved  to  withdraw  from 
the  synod,  to  organize  a  synod  for  themselves,  and  to  establish  a  theological 
seminary  of  their  own.  The  organization  of  the  synod,  which  was  to  be 
known  as  the  Scandinavian  Evangelical  Lutheran  Augustana  Synod,  was 
completed  at  a  subsequent  convention  held  at  Jefferson  Prairie,  near  Clinton, 
Wis.,  June  5 — 11,  the  same  year. 

It  is  to  this  meeting  that  Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary 
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traces  its  origin.  It  was  temporarily  located  at  Chicago,  but  removed  to 
Paxton  in  1863,  and  thence  to  Rock  Island  in  1875,  where  it  is  now  per- 
manently located.  At  first  it  was  known  as  Augustana  Seminary  and 
embraced  a  preparatory  and  a  seminary  department.  The  courses  were 
not  definitely  arranged  for  several  years,  and  a  student  not  infrequently 
studied  in  both  departments  at  the  same  time.  The  institution  was  in- 
corporated under  the  general  laws  of  Illinois  in  1863  and  named  Augustana 
College  and  Seminary,  and  afterwards  by  a  special  act  of  the  legislature,  in 
1865,  a  charter  was  granted,  which  was  amended  by  a  supplementary  act 
by  the  same  body  in  1869,  since  which  time  the  institution  has  been  known 
by  its  present  name.  For  powers  and  immunities  thus  granted  the  institu" 
tion  see  charter,  page  00. 

Instruction  was  given  in  college  classes  as  early  as  1866,  but  it  was  not 
till  ten  years  later,  in  1876,  tha.t  a  senior  class  was  formed.  In  1887  the 
Conservatory  of  Music  was  added,  and  the  following  year  a  Business  Col- 
lege was  organized.  In  1890  the  School  of  Phonography  was  established 
and  united  with  the  Business  College.  In  1893,  by  resolution  of  the  board 
of  directors,  it  was  made  a  separate  department.  „  In  1894  It  was  again  in- 
corporated into  the  Business  College.  In  1891  the  Normal  Department  was 
established  and  placed  under  the  control  of  the  collegiate  faculty. 

The  original  plan  of  the  seminary  was  to  have  at  least  three  professors, 
one  for  each  of  the  three  leading  languages  used — Swedish,  Norwegian,  and 
English.  This  plan  was  not  fully  realized  until  1868,  when  Rev.  S.  L.  Harkey 
was  elected  to  the  chair  of  the  English  language,  and  Rev.  A.  Wenaas  to 
that  of  the  Norwegian.  The  whole  plan,  however  was  completely  changed 
in  1870,  when  the  Norwegians  withdrew  and  organized  a  separate  synod 
and  established  an  institution  of  their  own. 

The  courses  of  instruction  in  the  theological  seminary  were  gradually 
made  to  embrace  two  years,  and  from  1874,  there  were  two  regular  classes 
in  the  seminary  until  1890,  when  the  university  plan  was  adopted,  and  the 
instruction  was  arranged  in  distinct  and  independent  courses.  This  plan 
was  approved  by  the  synod  in  1891.  The  number  of  courses  was  first 
fourteen,  but  was  increased  to  eighteen  in  1892.  Ten  departments  of 
instruction  have  gradually  been  established  in  the  college  proper  viz.: 
Swedish,  English  and  Philosophy,  Latin,  Greek,  Modern  Languages, 
Christianity,  History  and  Political  Science,  Biology  and  Geology,  Physics 
and  Chemistry,  and  Mathematics  and  Astronomy. 

Swedish  and  English  were  provided  for  in  the  original  plan.    Around  the 
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Swedish  chair  clustered  Christianity,  German,  and  the  Classics;  and  around 
the  English  chair,  History,  Philosophy,  Mathematics,  and  the  Sciences.  As 
a  rule,  these  subjects  were  taught  in  the  respective  language  around  which 
they  were  grouped.  Latin  and  Swedish  were  for  many  years  taught  by 
the  same  professor,  but  in  1883,  Latin  was  made  a  separate  chair,  and 
Swedish  and  Christianity  were  united  into  one  chair  and  taught  by  two 
professors,  one  in  the  college  proper  and  one  in  the  pre  varatory  department. 
In  1890  both  of  these  professors  resigned,  and  the  two  subjects  were  sep- 
arated into  distinct  departments.  Greek  and  German  wTere  likewise  united 
in  one  chair  for  a  number  of  years,  but  in  1887,  the  chair  of  Modern  Lan- 
guages was  established  and  German  was  assigned  to  it.  Greek  thus  became 
a  separate  chair.  Mathematics  and  Natural  Science  w?ere  separated  in  1881, 
The  latter  was  further  separated  into  the  chair  of  Biology  and  Geology, 
and  that  of  Physics  and  Chemistry  in  1888.  The  chair  of  History  and 
Political  Science  wras  established  in  1884. 


THE  GfiARTLR. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  represented 
in  the  General  Assembly,  That  Erland  Carlsson,  T.  N.  Hasselquist,  Carl 
Johan  P.  Peterson,  Ole  Anderson,  Iver  Lawson,  John  Amondson,  Carl 
Stromberg,  John  Field,  and  their  successors  in  office,  to  be  elected  as  herein- 
after provided,  be  and  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Augttstana  College  and  Theological 
Seminary,  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded;  and  shall  be 
capable  in  lawT  of  taking  and  holding  by  gift  and  grant,  devise,  or  other- 
wise, and  of  purchasing  and  holding,  and  conveying,  both  in  law  and 
equity,  any  estate  or  interest  therein,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  and  shall  have 
power  to  execute  and  fulfill  all  such  trusts  as  may  be  confided  in  said  cor- 
poration, and  take,  hold,  use,  manage,  lease,  and  dispose  of  all  such  trust 
property  that  may  in  any  manner  come  to  said  corporation,  charged  with 
any  trust  or  trusts  in  conformity  therewith ;  to  have  and  to  use  a  common 
seal,  and  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

Sec  2.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  establish  and  maintain  in 
or  near  the  town  of  Paxton,  Ford  Co.,  Illinois,  or  any  other  suitable  place 
within  the  State  of  Illinois,  a  college  and  theological  seminary  under  the 
patronage  and  control  of  the  Scandinavian  Evangelical  Lutheran  Augus. 
tana  Synod  in  North  America.    And  the  persons  herein  before  mentioned  as 
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Corporators  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  trustees,  or  directors.  Their 
successors  shall  also  be  chosen,  and  the  institution  be  governed  by  the  s;ii<l 
Augustana  Synod,  as  provided  for  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Scandinavian 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Augustana  Seminary,  already  enacted  by  said  Synod; 
which  Constitution  the  Synod  shall  have  power  to  amend  or  alter  as  the 
needs  and  development  of  the  institution  may  require;  Provided  always, 
that  such  amendments  or  alternations,  or  by-laws,  which  the  Synod  may 
enact,  shall  be  made  in  conformity  with  the  Constitution  of  said  Synod, 
and  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of 
Illinois. 

Sec.  3.  It  is  also  provided  that  the  trustees  or  directors,  shall,  respect- 
ively, hold  their  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  .4.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  board  of  trustees  or  directors,  by  death 
or  otherwise,  between  the  meetings  of  Synod,  the  said  board  may,  by  ballot 
fill  such  vacancy,  by  the  election  of  a  person  or  persons  of  the  Lutheran 
Church,  and  such  person  or  persons  so  elected,  shall  hold  their  office  until 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Augustana  Synod,  when  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Synod. 

Sec  5.  In  case  any  of  the  trustees  or  directors  should,  at  any  time,  cease 
to  be  members  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  they  shall,  from  thence- 
forth cease  to  be  such  trustees,  and  their  place  may  be  filled  in  the  manner 
specified  in  section  four. 

Sec  6.  The  board  of  trustees  or  directors  shall  have  power  also  to  con- 
fer the  usual  degrees  of  Doctor  of  Divinity,  Master  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
or  any  other  Literary  or  Scientific  degrees,  on  such  person  or  persons  as 
they  may  deem  entitled  thereto,  on  the  recommendation  on  the  faculty. 

Sec  7.  The  doctrines  taught  in  the  Seminary  department  of  said  in- 
stitution shall  conform  to  and  be  in  harmony  with  the  doctrines  held  and 
maintained  by  the  Augustana  Synod  as  defined  in  article  two  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  said  Synod,  in  the  following  words,  to  wit:  As  a  Christian 
body  in  General,  and  particularly  as  Evangelical  Lutheran,  this  Synod 
acknowledges  that  the  Holy  Scriptures,  the  revealed  Word  of  God,  are  the 
only  sufficient  and  infallible  rule  and  standard  of  faith  and  practice,  and 
also  retains  and  confesses  not  only  the  three  oldest  symbols  (the  Apostolic, 
the  Nicene,  and  the  Athanasian)  but  also  the  unaltered  Augsburg  Con- 
fession, as  a  short  and  correct  summary  of  the  principal  Christian  doctrines 
understood  and  explained  in  the  other  symbolical  books  of  the  Lutheran 
Church."    Any  deviation  by  the  professors  and  teachers  from  the  doctrinal 
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standard  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  cause  to  be  dealt  with  as  prescribed  in 
Art.  6  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Seminary,  adopted  at  the  Synodical  meet- 
ing in  Clinton,  Wisconsin,  June  5th  to  11th,  a.  d.  1860. 

Sec.  8.  The  property  of  said  corporation,  both  real  and  personal,  not 
exceeding  in  value  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars,  shall  forever  remain 
free  from  taxation. 

Sec  9.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage, 
and  to  be  deemed  a  public  act.  Approved  Feb.  16th  1865,  and  amended 
March  10th,  1 869.

DEPARTMENTS  AND  COURSES. 


The  Institution  comprises  the  following  six  departments  or  schools: 
The  theological  seminary,  which  affords  instruction  and  training-  in  all 

the  theoretical  and  practical  subjects  necessary  to  a  proper  preparation  for 

the  gospel  ministry  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

The  collegiate  department,  which  comprises  two  courses,  each  occupy- 
ing four  years:  one  Classical  Course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts  and  one  Scientific  Course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

The  academic  department,  which,  embracing  a  three  years'  course,  is 
designed  especially  to  prepare  students  for  entering  college,  and  also  to 
furnish  opportunities  to  those  desiring  a  more  complete  general  education 
than  can  be  obtained  in  the  common  schools. 

The  normal  department,,  which  comprises  two  distinct  courses  each 
occupying  four  years:  one,  known  as  the  English  Course,  designed  to  pre- 
pare teachers  for  the  public  schools,  and  the  other,  known  as  the  Swedish - 
English  Course,  designed  to  prepare  students  for  teaching  in  parochial 
schools. 

The  conservatory  of  music,  which  embraces  four  departments  or 
courses  :  a  Preparatory  Department  affording  instruction  in  the  rudiments 
of  a  general  musical  education ;  a  Graduate  Department  with  courses  lead- 
ing to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music;  an  Organist  Department  designed 
especially  to  train  students  for  organist;  a  Chorus  and  Vocal  Department 
affording  instruction  and  drill  in  solo,  quartet,  and  chorus  singing. 

The  business  college  and  school  of  phonography,  which  affords  young 
men  aud  women  opportunities  for  acquiring  a  thorough  business  training 
under  Christian  influences.  The  courses  of  study  are  the  same  as  those  of 
other  first  class  business  colleges  in  this  country.  The  course  in  phonog- 
raphy and  typewriting  aims  principally  to  fit  young  men  and  women  for 
positions  as  stenographers  or  private  secretaries.  The  instruction  is  individ- 
ual and  so  suited  to  the  peculiarities  of  each  student  as  to  bring  out  the 
best  results  possible. 

Note.  In  connection  with  the  Conservatory  of  Music  instruction  is  given  in  Drawing  and 
the  various  branches  of  Painting,  and  also  in  Elocution  and  Physical  Culture.

Courses  of  Study. 


DEPARTMENTS  OF  GRADUATE  INSTRUCTION. 

The  whole  course  of  graduate  instruction  is  divided  into  eighteen  distinct 
and  independent  schools  or  departments,  as  specified  below.  The  course 
in  each  department  is  completed  in  one  year.  The  several  classes  of  the 
various  departments  meet  from  two  to  four  times  a  week,  according  to  the 
extent  and  difficulty  of  the  subject,  and  the  hours  of  lectures  and  recitations 
are  so  arranged  as  not  to  conflict.  A  student  may  thus  complete  in  one 
year  whatever  courses  he  selects,  but  he  is  advised  to  take  them  up  in  a 
logical  and  natural  order. 

The  courses  cover  all  the  more  important  subjects  taught  in  the  best 
equipped  theological  seminaries,  and  every  student  expecting  to  enter  the 
ministry  should  be  acquainted  with  them.  The  student  must  pass  rigid 
oral  or  written  examinations  in  each  department  to  become  a  graduate  in 
that  department.  No  one  can  become  a  graduate  of  the  seminary,  until  he 
has  graduated  in  each  separate  school. 

The  peculiar  plan  of  this  institution  forbids  the  admission  ad  eundem 
gradum  of  students  who  have  taken  part  of  a  course  at  other  seminaries, 
or  at  the  university  of  Upsala  or  Lund.  But  a  student,  in  addition  to  the 
courses  which  he  has  selected,  may  offer  for  examination  whatever  courses 
he  has  previously  mastered,  but  no  one  can  graduate  from  this  seminary 
unless  he  has  been  a  regular  resident  for  one  whole  year,  and  that  must  be 
the  last  year  before  graduation.  As  a  rule  all  students  are  required  to  take 
their  full  three  years'  course  at  this  Seminary. 

Pastors  who  wish  to  graduate  in  separate  departments,  or  in  all  the 
departments,  may  make  arrangements  to  prosecute  their  studies  partly  as 
non-residents. 

To  become  a  graduate  of  a  department,  the  student  must  receive  at  least 
the  testimonial  approbatur  (B,  or  6).  In  order  to  receive  the  diploma  as 
full  graduate  of  the  seminary,  the  student  must  graduate  in  all  courses. 
The  degree  of  B.  D.  will  be  conferred  on  all  students  of  the  seminary  who 
graduate  in  all  the  eighteen  courses  in  this  Seminary,  if,  in  their  examina- 
tions, they  receive  at  least  the  testimonial  cum  laude  approbatur  (AB,  or  8) 
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in  the  majority  of  the  courses  and  not  less  than  non  sine  laude  approbatur 
(ab,  or  7)  in  the  rest.  The  requirements  for  the  degree  of  B.  D.  may  be 
raised  next  year. 

Regular  graduates  of  the  Seminary  may  receive  the  same  degree,  if  by 
examinations  in  all  subjects  required,  they  increase  the  testimonials  ac- 
cording to  the  preceding  condition.

PROFESSOR   LINDBERG. 

To  graduate  in  this  department,  the  student  must  offer  satisfactory 
written  notes  in  answer  to  questions  based  on  the  text-books  and  the  oral 
lectures  of  the  professor,  covering  Exegetical,  Historical,  Systematic,  and 
Practical  Theology;  and  in  addition,  each  student  must  offer  privately, 
whenever  he  may  be  prepared,  a  satisfactory  oral  presentation  of  the  sub- 
jects of  Biblical  Hermeneutics,  and  Introduction  to  Dogmatic  Theology. 

Text- Books:  Weidner's  Theological  Encyclopaedia:  Vol.  I.  Exegetical 
Theology;  Vol.  II.  Historical  and  Systematic  Theology;  Vol.  III.  Practical 
Theology;  Weidner's  Introduction  to  Dogmatic  Theology. 

II.    History  of  Philosophy  and  Philosophy  of  Religion. 

PROFESSOR  BARTHOLOMEW. 

The  requirements  for  graduation  in  this  course  are  a  satisfactory  written 
examination  in  the  History  of  Philosophy  and  in  Lotze's  Philosophy  of 
Religion.    A  Thesis  may  also  be  required  or  substituted. 

Text-Books:  Schwegler's  History  of  Philosophy;  Outlines  of  a  Philosophy 
of  Religion  by  Herman  Lotze. 

III.     Hebrew  Junior. 

PROFESSOR  OLSSON. 

To  graduate  in  this  course,  it  will  be  necessary  to  pass  a  rigid  examina- 
tion on  Harper's  Hebrew  Method  and  Elements  of  Hebrew  and  offer  in  ad- 
dition about  20  chapters  of  the  Book  of  Genesis,  or  its  equivalent, 

Text-Books:  Harper's  Hebrew  Manual  and  Elements  of  Hebrew;  Hebrew 
Bible  (Letteri's  or  Theile's  edition  preferred,  or  separate  texts  by  Baer  and 
Delitzsch) ;  Hebrew  Lexicon  by  Davies. 


*  Text-books  may  be  changed  in  certain  courses  next  year. 
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IV.     Greek  Junior. 

PROFESSOR  LINDBERG. 

To  graduate  in  this  course,  it  will  be  necessary  to  offer  for  examination 
the  four  Gospels,  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  and  such  Epistles  as  may  have 
been  studied  in  the  class.  As  a  rule  all  students  must  attend  the  instruction 
in  the  class-room.  An  exact  record  is  kept  of  the  work  done  by  each  indi- 
vidual student. 

Text-Books:  Greene's  N.  T.  Grammar;  Westcott-Hort's  Greek  Testament 
with  Lexicon,  or  Tischendorf's  Greek  Testament  and  Hinds  &  Noble's  New- 
Greek  English  Lexicon  by  Berry. 

Books  of  Reference  :  Goodwin's  or  Hadley-Allen's  Greek  Grammar  (the 
latter  preferred) ;  Thayer's  New  Testament  Greek  Lexicon. 

EXEGETICAL  THEOLOGY. 
V.    Biblical  Introduction. 

PROFESSOR  FORSANDER. 

In  this  course,  tlie  most  important  sciences  introductory  and  auxiliary  to 
Exegetical  Theology  are  taught.  It  iucludes  the  three  special  sciences  of 
Introduction:  Isagogics,  Biblical  Archaeology,  and  Biblical  Geography. 
To  graduate  in  this  department,  oral  or  written  examination  must  be 
passed  on  the  text-books  used  in  the  course. 

Text- Books  :  Rosenius'  Isagogics  or  Harman's  Introduction;  Bissell's 
Antiquities  of  the  Bible;  Hurlbut's  Manual  of  Biblical  Geography. 

Books  of  Reference:  Keil's  Introduction  to  the  Old  Testament;  Weiss' 
Introduction  to  the  New  Testament;  Keil's  Biblical  Archaeology. 
VI.     Swedish  and  English  Exegesis. 

PROFESSORS  FORSANDEB,   LINDBERG,   AND   BARTHOLOMEW. 

In  this  course,  the  Bible  is  studied  in  chronological  order,  using  the  Swed- 
ish or  English  revised  versions,  with  special  attention  to  the  marginal 
readings,  and  with  references  to  the  original  when  necessary.  The  aim  is 
to  cover  the  principal  books  of  the  Bible,  expounding  most  fully  those  parts 
which  are  not  carefully  gone  over  in  Hebrew  and  Greek  Exegesis.  The  five 
hours  devoted  to  this  subject  are  equally  divided  between  the  Old  aud  New 
Testaments.  The  instruction  is  chiefly  by  lectures.  To  graduate  the  studenl 
must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  on  the  lectures  delivered. 

Text-Books :  Swedish  and  English  Revised  Version  of  the  Bible. 

Books  of  Reference:   Melin's  or  Edersheim's  Life  of  Jesus;  Conybeare' 
and  Howson's  Life  and  Epistles  of  Paul;  Godet  on  St.  Luke  and  St.  John; 
Bengel's  Gnomon  ;  Lange's  Commentary. 
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VII.  Hebrew  Senior  and  0.  T.  Exegesis. 

PROFESSOR  OLSSON. 

To  graduate  in  this  department,  all  the  class  work  must  be  up  to  a  high 
standard,  and  so  much  must  be  done  privately  that  the  student  can  give 
evidence  that  about  one  eighth  of  the  Hebrew  Bible  has  been  read  by  him 
at  sight  or  otherwise.  In  addition  a  brief  commentary  on  the  Hebrew  text 
of  at  least  ten  to  twenty  pages  of  the  Minor  Prophets  must  be  handed  in  as 
a  thesis. 

Text-Books:  Bible  and  Lexicon,  as  in  Junior  Course;  Harper's  Elements 
of  Hebrew;  Mitchell's  edition  of  Genesius'  Grammar;  Harper's  Elements 
of  Hebrew  Syntax ;  Lange's  or  Delitzsch' s  Commentaries. 

VIII.  Greek  Senior  and  N.  T.  Exegesis. 

PROFESSOR  LINDBERG. 

To  graduate  in  this  course,  the  student  must  have  read  the  remainder  of 
the  Greek  Testament  and  also  Boise's  or  similar  notes  on  the  Pauline 
Epistles.  In  this  course  it  is  also  required  to  study  the  syntax  in  Green's 
X.  T.  Grammar  and  to  study  a  suitable  text-book  on  Textual  Criticism. 
Some  of  the  Psalms  in  Greek  may  also  be  studied.  The  student  may  also  be 
required  to  pass  an  examination  on  lectures  delivered,  or  write  notes  on 
certain  portions  of  the  New  Testament. 

Text-Books:  Green's  N.  T.  Grammar;  Tischendorf's  Eighth  Minor  Critical 
Edition  of  Greek  Testament;  Thayer\s  New  Testament  Greek  Lexicon; 
Boise's  Notes  on  the  Greek  Text  of  the  Epistles  of  St.  Paul;  Hammond's 
Textual  Criticism  of  the  New  Testament;  Swete's  The  Psalms  in  Greek. 

Books  of  Reference:  Goodwin's  Greek  Moods  and  Tenses  (edition  of  1890); 
N.  T.  Synonyms  of  Trench  and  standard  commentaries. 
HISTORICAL  THEOLOGY. 
IX.    Biblical  Theology. 

PROFESSOR  FORSANDER. 

To  graduate,  the  student  must  pass  the  required  examinations  on  the 
lectures  and  text-books  used. 

Text-Books:  Weidner's  Old  and  New  Testament  Theology. 

Books  of  Reference:  Oehler's  Old  Testament  Theology  and  Schmid's  New 
Testament  Theology;  Weiss'  Biblical  Theology  of  the  New  Testament; 
Lechler's  Apostolic  and  Post- Apostolic  Times. 

X.    Church  History. 

PROFESSOR   FORSANDER. 

This  course  embraces  Church  History  in  its  various  periods,  Ecclesias- 
tical Geography,  and  Ecclesiastical  Archaeology.    The  course  consists  of  a 
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careful  study  of  the  text-books,  and  lectures  are  delivered  on  the  most 
prominent  events  in  the  history  of  the  Christian  church.  The  treatment  of 
the  History  of  the  Reformation  and  of  Swedish  Church  History  is  especially 
full.  To  graduate,  the  student  must  pass  rigid  oral  and  written  examina- 
tions. , 

Text- Books  :  Cornelius'  Handbok  i  Kyrkohistoria  or  Kurtz's  Church 
History;  Cornelius'  Svenska  Kyrkans  Historia. 

Books  of  Reference:  Cornelius'  Handbok  i  Svenska  Kyrkans  Historia; 
Cornelius'  Kristna  Kyrkans  Historia;  Labberton's  New  Historical  Atlas 
and  General  History. 

XI.     Symbolics  and  Confessions. 

PROFESSOR  FORSANDER. 

To  graduate  a  careful  study  of  the  text-book  is  required,  and  the  student 
must  be  prepared  to  pass  an  examination  on  lectures  delivered  on  the 
Augsburg  Confession  and  American  Church  History. 

Text- Books:  Scheele's  Symbolik;  Miiller's  Symbolishe  Bucher;  Forsan- 
ders  Grundlinier  i  Augsb.  bekannelsen;  Sheldon's  History  of  the  Modern 
Church,  Part  III.

SYSTEMATIC  THEOLOGY. 
XII.     Dogmatics  and  History  of  Dogmas. 

PROFESSOR  LINDBERG. 

Dogmatics  is  that  department  of  Systematic  Theology  which  aims  to 
present  in  a  scientific  form  the  results  of  exegetical  and  historical  investiga- 
tion, with  reference  to  the  truths  embraced  in  the  Christian  faith  in  their 
organic  connection.  A  system  of  Dogmatics  must  not  only  have  a  biblical, 
but  also  a  churchly  character.  As  no  one  is  able  to  apprehend  a  doctrine  in 
its  vital  relation  unless  he  understands  also  its  historical  development  in 
the  church,  special  stress  is  laid,  in  this  course,  on  the  History  of  Dogmas. 
The  instruction  is  given  by  lectures  in  connection  with  text-books.  To 
graduate  in  this  course,  the  student  must  pass  rigid  oral  and  written 
examinations  on  the  text-books,  as  well  as  on  the  lectures.

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XIII.     Ethics. 

PROFESSOR  LINDBERG. 

To  graduate  in  this  department,  the  student  must  pass  either  an  oral  or 
written  examination,  especially  in  General  or  Theoretical  Ethics. 
Text-Books :  Sundelin's  Etik  and  Weidner's  Christian  Ethics. 
Books  of  Reference :  Martinsen's  Christian  Ethics. 

XIV.     Apologetics. 

PROFESSOR   FORSAXBER. 

The  science  of  Apologetics  has  for  its  aim  the  vindication  of  the  truths  of 
Christianity  in  its  two-fold  aspect  of  defending  the  truth,  and  of  showing 
the  falsity  and  error  of  opposing  views.  A  special  course  of  lectures,  cover- 
ing the  most  essential  points  under  controversy,  is  delivered  during  the 
year.     The  examination  for  graduating  is  based  on  these  lectures. 

Text-Book:  Dictated  Lectures. 

Book  of  Reference:  Ebrard's  Apologetics. 

PRACTICAL  THEOLOGY. 

XV     Catechetics.  Evangelistics.  Diaconics. 

PROFESSOR   FORSAXBER. 

The  examination  for  graduation  is  based  upon  the  text-books  used  in 
Catechetics  and  Evangelistics,  and  on  the  oral  lectures  by  the  professor 
in  Diaconics.

The  practical  exercises  in  this  course  are  conducted  in  both  the  Swedish 
and  English  languages.  The  graduation  depends  upon  the  theoretical  ex- 
amination and  also  upon  the  sermons  delivered  and  written.

XVII     Liturgies  and  Church  Polity. 

PROFESSOR  LIXBBERG. 

To  graduate  in  this  course,  the  student  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion and  prove  his  ability  in  the  practical  exercises  of  Liturgies.    In  Church 
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Polity,  he  must  present  in  writing  correct  answers  to  questions  based  upon 
the  text-book  and  on  dictated  lectures.

XVIII.     Pastoral  Theology. 

PROFESSOR  OLSSON. 

Pastoral  Theology  treats  of  the  direction  of  the  Christian  life  in  the 
congregation  and  of  the  Christian  life  of  the  Pastor.  In  addition  to  the 
study  of  the  text-book,  special  lectures  are  delivered  by  the  professor  in 
charge,  covering  special  topics  of  pastoral  oversight.  The  examination  for 
graduation  is  based  upon  the  text-book  and  the  oral  lectures.

Admission  and  Matriculation. 


The  Theological  Seminary  is  open  to  students  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church.  A  full  collegiate  course  is  regarded  as  constituting  a  normal  prep- 
aration for  the  Seminary.  The  rule  is  that  all  who  intend  to  prepare  them- 
selves for  the  ministry  in  the  Swedish  work  of  the  Synod  must  be  college 
graduates  and  their  graduation  must  include  the  following  subjects : 
Swedish,  English,  Latin,  Greek,  and  German.  Students  who  intend  to 
devote  themselves  to  exclusively  English  work  in  the  Synod  must  be  grad- 
uates of  some  college  and  their  graduation  must  include  the  following 
subjects:  English,  Latin,  Greek,  German  and  a  minor  course  in  the  Swedish 
language. 

All  applications  for  admission  to  the  seminary  must  be  sent  in  before  the 
first  day  of  September  each  year,  if  possible  by  the  first  of  June.  All  such 
applications  must  be  sent  to  the  president,  or  to  the  secretary  of  the  theo- 
logical faculty. 

Applicants  who  have  lately  been  students  of  any  of  the  institutions  of  our 
synod  must  furnish  to  a  committee  consisting  of  the  theological  faculty  and 
the  president  of  the  synod,  satisfactory  testimonials,  as  to  their  Christian 
character  and  practical  ability,  together  with  a  recommendation  from  the 
authorities  of  the  institution  where  they  have  previously  studied.  All  other 
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applicants  must  not  only  furnish  satisfactory  testimonials,  but  be  recom- 
mended by  pastors  well  known  to  the  committee;  or  by  parties  in  whom 
the  committee  has  confidence. 

Every  student,  before  he  is  matriculated  and  enrolled  as  a  permanent 
member  of  any  class,  shall  present  to  the  faculty  in  writing  a  brief  biog- 
raphy and  an  explicit  statement  of  the  motives  which  induced  him  to 
devote  his  life  to  the  ministry  of  the  gospel. 

The  committee  on  matriculation  will  hereafter  hold  the  colloquium  with 
the  new  applicant  the  first  week  of  the  scholastic  year,  beginning  in  Sep- 
tember. If  students  arrive  later,  they  cannot  be  matriculated  before  the 
beginniug  of  the  following  scholastic  year,  and  their  tardiness  in  arriving 
at  the  beginning  of  the  term  may  lengthen  their  stay  in  the  Seminary,  as 
each  course  of  study  runs  a  full  year. 

Although  several  of  the  courses  are  elective  as  to  order,  the  students  are 
recommended  to  study  according  to  the  following  plan  :  First  year  the 
following  courses:  I.,  II.,  III.,  IV.,  V.,  VI.;  Second  year:  VII.,  VIII.,  IX.,  X., 
XIII.,  XV.;  Third  year:  courses  that  may  be  unfinished  and  the  remaining: 
XL,  XII.,  XIV.,  XVI.,  XVII.,  XVIII.  The  practical  exercises  in  Homiletics 
extend  through  the  two  years  either  in  Swedish  or  in  English. 

The  secretary  of  the  Faculty  will  arrange  the  courses  for  each  student 
and  give  further  information  as  to  the  methods  of  study.

One 
course  must  be  taken  from  each  of  the  five  departments,  and  three  are  elec- 
tive. But  it  must  be  clearly  understood  that  no  one  can  take  up  any  of 
these  courses,  unless  he  first  gives  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  can  pass 
the  examinations  required  in  the  corresponding  course  offered  in  theregular 
curriculum  of  the  seminary.  At  least  one  course  ought  to  be  offered  and 
passed  each  year,  but  under  all  circumstances  every  post-graduate  student 
must  report  i  regard  to  his  studies  once  a  year,  before  May  1st,  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Theol.  Faculty;  otherwise  the  name  of  such  a  student  will  with- 
out previous  notice  be  dropped  from  the  catalogue  for  that  year.  The 
examination  in  mostjsubjects,  and  in  the  main,  will  be  written.  Candidates 
may  present  themselves jfor  examination  at  any  time  between  October  and

FOST-GRADUATE  COURSES. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  those  who  wish  to  pursue  a  post-graduate 
course  of  study  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  on  the  following 
conditions: 

1.  Only  those  who  have  received  a  bachelor's  degree  from  this  or  some 
other  institution  of  equal  rank,  and  who  sustain  a  good  moral  character 
are  eligible  candidates. 

2.  In  no  case  can  a  student  be  recommended  for  the  master's  degree 
within  two  years  of  the  bachelor's  degree,  except  in  cases  where  the  Faculty 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  may  decide  otherwise. 

3.  Not  less  than  two  years'  work  is  required. 

4.  The  subjects  pursued  are  limited  to  three  subjects,  viz.,  one  Major  and 
two  Minors,  and  are  under  the  immediate  direction  of  a  committee  of  the 
Faculty,  consisting  of  the  professors  in  charge  of  the  respective  departments 
to  which  the  subjects  chosen  belong. 

5.  All  applicants  are  required  to  present  themselves  at  the  college  for 
final  examination,  at  least  one  week  before  commencement.    The  examina- 
tion may  be  taken  in  installments  at  the  discretion  of  the  professor 
charge  of  the  department. 

6.  All  candidates  for  the  degree  must  submit  to  the  faculty  by  the  1st  of 
May  prior  to  their  graduation  a  thesis  on  their  major  subject,  the  theme 
having  been  reported  to  the  Faculty  for  appoval  at  least  six  months  before 
the  presentation  of  the  thesis.  This  thesis,  which  is  to  disclose  as  much 
original  research  as  possible,  must  be  publicly  read  and  defended  by  the 
author  at  a  time  and  place  appointed  for  that  purpose.  The  thesis  must  be 
printed  and  fifty  copies  of  it  deposited  in  the  college  library.

SCHEDULES  OF  COURSES. 


The  Collegiate  Department  offers  four  parallel  courses  of  study,  two 
Classical  and  two  Scientific,  leading  respectively  to  the  degrees  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science.  In  each  course  certain  subjects  are  required 
for  graduation  while  others  are  elective. 

In  the  following  schedules  the  electives  are  marked  with  an  asterisk  (*) 

When  a  subject  is  taught  in  another  term  than  that  to  which  it  properly 
belongs  the  course  is  indicated  by  a  figure  in  parenthesis. 

The  minimum  number  of  term-hours  (or  credits)  required  lor  graduation 
is  294,  or  137  in  the  Academic  Department  and  157  in  the  Collegiate. 

The  term-hour  credits  correspond  to  the  number  of  recitations  a  week  in 
each  subject,  except  in  Courses  1,  4,  and  6  in  English  and  2,  3,  and  5  in 
Swedish,  which  are  only  2  in  each. 

All  the  courses  given  in  either  English  or  Swedish  must  be  elected,  except 
that  those  taking  both  may  take  all  of  both,  the  whole  of  one  and  a  part 
of  the  other,  or  not  less  than  16  term-hours  of  each.  No  credit  for  gradua- 
tion will  be  given  for  less  than  the  full  course  in  French  or  German,  except 
that  those  who  take  the  full  course  in  one  will  be  credited  for  one  or  more 
terms'  work  in  the  other.  In  the  Scientific  courses  all  the  French  or  all  the 
German  must  be  taken. 

All  elective  courses  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty. 

The  privilege  of  taking  electives  is  necessarily  further  limited  by  the 
program.

ADMISSION. 

Applicants  for  admission  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good 
moral  character  and  of  such  scholarship  as  will  enable  them  successfully  to 
pursue  the  courses  of  study  in  the  classes  to  which  they  are  assigned 
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Candidates  for  admission  to  the  First  Class  are  examined  inthefollowing 
subjects : 

Christianity. — Bible  History;  Luther's  smaller  catechism,  or,  if  non-Luther- 
ans, the  general  principles  of  the  Christian  religion. 
English.— English  Grammar,  especially  Analysis  of  Sentences  and  Parsing; 

Reading  and  Writing. 
Swedish.— Ability  to  read  and  spell  Swedish. 
Geography. — Outlines  of  the  Geography  of  the  World ;  Fuller  Course  on  the 

United  States. 
History.— Outlines  of  the  History  of  the  United  States  or  equivalents. 
Arithmetic— "Whites  Complete  or  Robinson's  Practical  Arithmetic  to  bank- 
ing; accuracy  and  facility  in  the  four  fundamental  rules  and  in  fractions. 
For  admission  to  the  Classical  and  Scientific  Courses  of  the  College  the 
full  Preparatory  Course  is  required. 

Applicants  furnishing  certificates  of  promotion  from  Gustavus  Adolphus 
College,  Bethany  College,  Luther  Academy,  or  Upsala  Institute  are  admit- 
ted without  examination  to  the  classes  to  which  such  certificates  entitle 
their  holders  as  far  as  the  courses  are  alike. 
In  all  other  cases  applicants  are  subject  to  examination. 
Students  who  do  not  wish  to  take  a  full  course  may  select  such  studies  in 
any  department  as  they  are  prepared  to  pursue  to  advantage.  But  all 
such  select  courses  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  faculty. 

A  certificate  of  approval  in  subjects  that  have  been  completed  and  in 
other  subjects  where  not  more  than  two  years  have  elapsed  is  considered 
valid,  provided  the  course  has  not  been  increased  or  the  standard  raised 
since  the  certificate  was  issued. 

Students  are  not  enrolled  in  any  department  of  instruction  before  they 
have  paid  the  tuition  fee  each  term. 

Applicants  are  received  at  any  time,  but  prompt  attendance  at  the  open- 
ing of  each  term  is  desired.  Examinations  for  admission  are  held  on  the 
day  before  the  public  opening  of  each  term.    (See  Calendar,  p.  2.) 

EXAMINATIONS,  STANDING,  AND  DEGREES. 

Examinations  are  held  by  the  professors  in  charge  of  the  several  depart- 
ments of  instruction  as  often  as  deemed  necessary. 

Final  examinations  are  held  in  each  subject  when  the  instruction  in  tl 
same  ceases  for  the  year. 

Students  who  leave  the  Institution  with  excuse,  before  the  final  examine 
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tious  in  their  respective  studies,  and  who  desire  to  continue  their  course 
during  the  following  or  any  subsequent  term  are  required  to  present  them- 
selves for  such  deferred  examinations  at  the  opening-  of  the  new  term  on  the 
day  specified  in  the  calendar  for  that  purpose. 

As  a  general  rule  students  of  the  college  who  have  been  unable  to  com- 
plete the  course  with  their  classes  are  permitted  to  graduate  on  passing 
satisfactory  oral  and  written  examinations  in  all  the  remaining  studies  of 
the  course. 

The  standing  of  students  in  each  subject  is  marked  on  a  scale  of  100,  the 
minim nm  limit  for  approval  in  any  subject  being  60,  and  the  average  80.* 

In  determining  the  final  standing  of  students  in  any  subject,  the  standing 
on  the  course  is  considered  as  well  as  that  on  examination,  and  a  propor- 
tionate deduction  is  made  for  absences  from  recitations  unless  the  loss  by 
such  absence  is  made  up. 

Marks  of  standing  are  given  only  for  regular  class  work  upon  examina- 
tion on  regular  examination  days.  When  students  make  up  deficiencies 
privately  and  pass  examination  at  other  times  they  receive  no  marks  of 
standing,  but  only  the  proper  number  of  credits  as  a  mark  of  approval. 
Certificates  of  standing  are  given  at  the  end  of  each  term. 

The  Degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science,  and  Master  of  Art, 
are  conferred  by  the  Board  of  Directors  on  such  persons  as  have  satisfac- 
torily completed  the  prescribed  courses,  and  have  been  approved  on  exami- 
nation at  the  end  of  the  course  as  candidates  for  the  same. 

Only  one  degree  can  be  conferred  on  the  same  person  any  one  year. 

*  In  the  case  of  students  taking  but  one  mother  tongue— English  or  Swedish— a  standing  of 
80  per  cent  is  required  in  that  language,  and  in  U.  S.  History,  dries,  and  Mathematics  in  the  I 
and  II  classes. 
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Normal  Department. 


Courses  of  Study. 

There  are  two  distinct  courses  in  this  department,  each  occupying  four 
years:  one  known  as  the  English  Normal  Course  designed  to  prepare 
teachers  for  the  public  schools,  and  the  other  known  as  the  Swedish- 
English  Normal  Course  designed  to  fit  teachers  for  parochial  schools  also. 
All  who  complete  the  prescribed  courses  receive  a  teacher's  diploma. 

The  courses  pursued  in  this  department  are  given  below.  Students  are 
allowed  to  make  substitutions  of  such  subjects  belonging  to  the  collegiate 
courses  as  the  Faculty  may  deem  advisable. 

The  Normal  Department  has  no  distinct  faculty,  but  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  it  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Collegiate  Faculty. 

In  Orthography,  Grammar,  Composition,  Rhetoric,  U.  S.  History,  Geog- 
raphy, and  Arithmetic  a  standing  of  80  per  cent  is  required  for  passing.  In 
all  other  subjects  a  standing  of  60  per  cent  is  required.

THEORETICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

A  student  who  enters  this  department  begins  his  course  by  receiving  in- 
struction in  the  use  of  Day-book,  Cash-book,  Journal,  Invoice-book,  Sales- 
book,  Bill-book,  and  Ledger.  Special  stress  is  laid  on  the  modern  special 
column  features  of  the  various  books  to  facilitate  and  save  work.  Before 
proceeding  to  record  entries  in  his  books,  he  is  carefully  drilled  in  the  quest- 
ions and  rules  which  govern  the  science  of  this  subject. 

After  having  completed  the  first  eighteen  months  of  the  Williams  & 
Rogers'  Book-keeping  and  the  Williams  &  Rogers'  Banking  Set,  the  student 
is  tested  in  each  of  the  studies  he  has  pursued  in  the  course,  to  ascertain 
whether  he  has  such  knowledge  of  book-keeping  as  can  be  put  to  practical 
use  in  the  Business  Practice  Department,  If  successful  in  this  examination", 
he  is  transferred ;  if  not,  he  reviews  the  course  or  such  parts  of  it  as  seem 
needful  to  fit  him  for  promotion. 
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THE  PRACTICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  work  of  this  department  is  accomplished  by  means  of  Actual  Busi- 
ness Practice.  This  system  consists  of  a  method  of  teaching  book  keeping, 
accounting,  and  office  practice,  and  the  drawing  of  all  forms  of  business 
papers,  and  the  performance  of  all  duties  of  the  book-keeper  incidental  to 
office  practice,  by  practical  methods  similar  to  those  that  are  in  use  in 
general  practice  in  counting-houses. 

An  apparatus  is  put  into  the  hands  of  the  student  and  is  employed  by 
him  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  all  the  practical  business  operations 
and  book-keeping  entries  which  are  daily  performed  in  regular  business 
offices. 

The  apparatus  consists  of  a  Bureau  which  contains  a  Budget  or  series  of 
transactions.  The  Budget  consists  of  a  number  of  sheets  or  leaves  secured 
together,  upon  which  is  printed  the  necessary  instructions,  and  between 
which  are  contained  the  business  papers,  vouchers  and  other  memoranda, 
which  furnish  to  the  student  the  data  from  which  he  makes  the  proper 
book-keeping  entries,  and  performs  the  necessary  office  work. 

The  Budget  is  so  arranged  that  as  each  sheet  or  leaf  is  raised  or  torn  off, 
the  business  papers,  etc.,  of  the  transaction  or  a  number  of  transactions, 
are  exposed  for  the  consideration  of  the  student.  The  sheets  are  so  secured 
that  the  interleaved  matter  cannot  be  removed  or  examined  until  the  sheet 
and  business  papers  are  torn  off  or  removed. 

The  student  has  the  opportunity  of  answering  letters,  making  out,  re- 
ceiving checks,  notes,  drafts,  and  other  business  papers,  and  carrying  out 
in  detail  all  the  necessary  transactions  and  exhibits  which  constitute  the 
course  of  instruction. 

The  work  is  intensely  interesting  and  enables  the  student  to  acquire 
accuracy,  readiness,  and  correctness  in  doing  the  work  of  the  business 
office.  The  system  is  the  nearest  approach  to  actual  business  ever  divised, 
and  therefore  the  most  piactical,  theoretical  exposition  of  this  science.  The 
student  provides  himself  with  books  and  blanks,  especially  ruled  and 
printed,  which  combine  many  labor-saving  methods  in  recording  the  trans- 
actions which  would  occur  in  the  following  branches  of  business :  Jobbing, 
Grocery,  Flour,  Produce  and  Provision,  Wholesale  and  Retail  Furniture, 
Commission,  Wood  and  Coal,  General  Merchandise,  Joint  Stock  Companies 
and  Corporations,  Practical  Banking,  and  Expert  Accounting. 
ARITHMETIC  AND  RAPID  CALCULATION. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  work  in  these  branches,  and  very  com- 
plete courses  are  offered.    No  student  can  expect  to  progress  satisfactorily 
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in  the  science  of  accounts,  without  having  a  thorough  understanding  of  the 
subject  of  Arithmetic.  One  hour's  Class  work  a  day,  during  the  entire 
course  is  devoted  to  the  subject  in  general  and  a  half-hour  each  day  is  de- 
voted to  exercises  in  rapid  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  division, 
fractions,  interest,  discount,  averaging  accounts,  etc.  These  drills  are  of 
the  greatest  value,  making  the  students  not  only  rapid  and  accurate,  but 
giving  them  confidence  in  themselves. 

CIVIL  GOVERNMENT. 
The  education  of  an  American  citizen  must  always  be  considered  incom- 
plete without  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  government  under  which  he 
lives.  The  Business  College,  therefore,  offers  a  complete  course  in  civil 
government.  The  subject  is  taught  in  snch  a  manner,  as  to  acquaint  the 
student  with  the  functions  of  the  various  parts  of  the  governmental 
machinery,  the  relations  of  the  States  to  each  other  and  the  General 
Government,  and  such  other  facts  as  will  enable  him  to  perform  intel- 
ligently the  duties  of  citizenship. 

BUSINESS  LAWS. 

Although  the  student  is  carefully  drilled  in  the  execution  of  business 
papers  while  pursuing  the  study  of  Book-keeping,  a  course  in  Commercial 
Law  is  added  to  supplement  his  knowledge.  It  is  not  expected  that  the 
student  will  acquire  a  professional  knowledge  of  the  subject,  as  this  would 
require  a  thorough  course  in  a  school  of  law.  The  purpose  is  to  acquaint 
him  thoroughly  with  the  legal  principles  which  constitute  the  foundation 
of  business  law.  The  course  embraces  thorough  instruction  in  the  follow- 
ing branches  of  law:  Contracts,  Negotiable  Paper,  Guaranty  and  Surety- 
ship, Interest  and  Usury,  Sales  of  Personal  Property,  Bailments,  Inn- 
keepers, Common  Carriers,  Shipping,  Agency,  Partnership,  Joint-Stock 
Compauies,  Corporations,  Fire,  Life,  and  Marine  Insurance,  Patents, 
Trade-marks  and  copyrights,  Real  Property,  and  Landlord  and  Tenant. 
The  student  is  required  to  commit  to  memory  many  of  the  legal  papers, 
thus  enabling  him  to  draw  them  without  the  necessity  of  referring  to  a 
book  of  forms. 

PENMANSHIP. 

All  students  will  receive  daily  drills  in  Business  Writing.  The  ability  to 
acquire  a  clean,  legible,  rapid  business  hand  is  not  an  inherited  gift;  any 
person  of  good  intelligence  may  secure  such  a  hand,  unless  physically  unable 
to  learn.  The  time  required  to  accomplish  this  result  varies  from  three 
months  to  one  year,  and  is  dependent  upon  previous  opportunities  and 
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natural  aptitude.  In  addition  to  the  regular  class  exercises  in  rapid  busi- 
ness writing,  instruction  will  be  given,  to  those  who  desire,  in  every  branch 
of  both  plain  and  ornamental  penmanship.  The  instructor  in  this  depart- 
ment has  spent  nearly  twenty  years  teaching  penmanship  as  a  specialty 
and  enjoys  a  national  reputation  as  an  expert  penman  and  teacher  of  the 
art.  Special  attention  will  be  given  those  who  are  preparing  to  teach 
penmanship. 

SPELLING  AND  DEFINING. 

Daily  written  exercises  of  graded  work  are  given.  The  student  is  not 
only  taught  how  to  spell  and  pronounce  words,  but  is  required  to  define 
and  memorize  them,  thus  greatly  increasing  his  readiness  in  the  use  of 
English. 

PRACTICAL  GRAMMAR  AND  LETTER-WRITING. 

The  ability  to  write  the  English  Language  fluently  and  correctly  is  a 
great  accomplishment  for  any  young  man  or  woman.  Special  attention  is, 
therefore,  given  to  grammatical  drill,  and  to  the  correct  use  of  the  English 
language  in  speaking  and  writing. 

BUSINESS  CORRESPONDENCE. 

This  feature  of  the  course  aims  to  give  the  pupil  snch  suggestions  regard- 
ing the  requisites  of  correspondence  as  will  enable  him  to  construct, 
arrange,  paragraph,  and  punctuate  a  business  letter,  so  that  it  shall  convey 
its  intended  meaning  without  verbiage  or  coufusion  and  shall  appear  to  the 
best  advantage. 


TflE  SHORTHAND  COURSE. 

This  course  has  been  established  as  a  natural  result  of  the  policy  of 
supplying,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  varied  requirements  of  those  fitting 
themselves  for  any  one  of  the  many  walks  of  life. 

The  xjrincipal  aim  of  this  course  is  to  fit  young  men  and  women  for  posi- 
tions as  stenographers  or  private  secretaries. 

Class  instruction  is  given,  and  so  suited  to  the  peculiarities  of  each 
student  as  to  bring  out  the  best  results  possible. 

PHONOGRAPHY. 

Tne  Benn  Pitman  System  of  Pnonography,  which  for  half  a  century  has 
been  the  standard,  is  taught. 

The  first  three  months  are  devoted  to  a  thorough  course  in  the  principles 
and  their  application  as  outlined  in  the  Manual  of  Phonography,  by  Benn 
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Pitman  and  Jerome  B.  Howard.  After  having  completed  the  work  of  the 
Manual  which  comprises  what  is  known  as  the  "Corresponding  Style,"  the 
student  enters  upon  the  work  in  the  Reporter's  Companion.  This  work 
introduces  a  more  rapid  style  of  phonography,  which  omits  the  use  of 
vocalizations  and  introdnces  practical  contractions  and  phrases,  qualifying 
for  accurate  reporting  work. 

PHRASEOGRAPHY. 

Discriminating  attention  is  given  to  phrasing,  or  the  joining  together  ol 
two  or  more  common  and  frequently  recurring  words,  thus  saving  the  time 
consumed  in  lifting  the  pen  or  pencil.  The  pupil  is  shown  what  may  be 
done  in  this  respect,  consistent  with  legibility,  and,  as  equally  important, 
is  advised  what  not  to  do.  The  text-book  used  contains  six  thousand  of 
the  most  useful  phrases,  written  in  the  briefest  manner. 

BUSINESS  LETTERS. 

Hundreds  of  business  letters,  prepared  especially  for  this  course,  are  next 
dictated.  These  cover  a  wide  range  of  subjects  and  form  numerous  com- 
plete series  of  correspondence,  as  will  occur  in  the  future  office  work  of  the 
stenographer.  Correspondence  is  opened  with  various  firms  and  the 
student  is  expected  to  keep  informed  of  the  progress  of  the  different  nego- 
tiations. 

TYPEWRITING. 

The  great  importance  of  this  branch  is  recognized  fully.  One  of  the  latest 
patterns  of  typewriters  is  assigned  to  each  student,  during  one  or  two 
hours  per  day.  The  most  improved  "all-finger"  method  is  taught.  This 
leads  to  writing  by  "touch  ;  "  i.  e.,  without  referring  to  the  key-board  to 
any  extent;  thus  relieving  the  eyes  of  the  strain  of  watching  the  bright 
keys,  and  doing  away  with  its  ruinous  struggle  to  accommodate  itself  to 
the  ever-changing  distance  from  the  eye  to  the  key-board  and  to  the  notes. 
"  Touch- writing  "  preeminently  promotes  speed,  by  enabling  the  operator 
to  read  continuously  from  his  shorthand  notes,  and  thus  preventing  annoy- 
ance and  delay  arising  from  loss  of  place. 

The  student  passes  from  the  simplest  word  to  the  longest  in  use.  Phrases 
and  sentences  follow  in  proper  order.  The  result  of  the  course  is  that 
students  continue  using  this  scientific  fingering  at  an  increasing  rate  of 
speed,  after  entering  an  office.  Daily  suggestions  are  given  as  to  the  neatest 
and  most  approved  manner  of  preparing  typewritten  matter.  The 
learner's  originality  in  producing  neat  and  unique  work  is  encouraged,  and 
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great  stress  is  laid  upon  attaining  as  high  a  rate  of  speed  as  is  consistent 
with  accuracy  and  neatness. 

THE  PRACTICE  DEPARTMENT. 
To  properly  fit  the  student,  the  daily  routine  work  of  the  office  is  per- 
formed constantly.  Large  numbers  of  actual  business  letters  are  dictated 
to  the  student,  who  takes  them  down  in  phonography  and  then  transcribes 
his  note  neately  and  quickly  upon  the  typewriter.  All  work  is  handed  in  to 
be  criticised;  the  errors  are  marked  plainly  and  the  sheets  returned  to  the 
student,  to  be  correctly  rewritten.  Thus  his  attention  is  vividly  called  to 
his  deficiencies,  and  the  importance  of  absolute  accuracy  is  repeatedly 
impressed  upon  him.  The  various  processes  of  letter-press  copying  ar^ 
taught,  each  student  is  copying  his  approved  work  into  the  proper  books, 
according  to  one  of  these  methods.  Due  attention  is  given  to  drill  in  folding 
of  letters,  the  use  of  typewriter  appliance  for  writing  on  postal  cards  or 
notepaper,  directing  envelopes,  regulating  the  margins,  etc.  Each  student 
indexes  his  own  letter- book,  files  the  letters,  and  performs  other  duties 
about  the  office. 

MANIFOLDING,  HECTOGRAPHING,  AND  MIMEOGRAPHING. 

Manifolding,  writing  from  two  to  a  dozen  or  more  copies  at  one  time, 
as  adapted  to  both  autographic  work  and  typewritten  matter,  is  taught. 

Hectographing,  multiple  copying  from  one  original  written  either  with 
an  ordinary  pen  or  upon  the  typewriter,  is  also  explained  and  the  student 
drilled  in  the  method. 

Mimeographing,  as  with  Edison's  mimeograph,  from  the  autographic 
stencil  or  by  the  aid  of  the  typewriter,  receives  the  attention  its  importance 
and  value  merit. 

SPEED-CLASSES,  DRILL,  ETC. 

The  graded  speed  classes,  both  in  phonography  and  typewriting,  produce 
marked  improvements  combined  with  good  work.  The  students  can  read 
the  phonographic  notes  fluently ;  they  are  also  able  to  read  the  writing  of 
each  other,  as  well  as  the  phonography  in  the  Benn  Pitman  phonographic 
publications. 

SPELLING. 

The  course  offored  in  this  subject  is  calculated  to  correct  errors  of  spelling 
and  fix  in  the  mind  of  the  future  stenographer  not  only  the  orthography 
of  the  word,  but  its  usual  meaning. 

GRAMMAR  AND  PENMANSHIP. 

Instruction  in  these  branches  is  given  to  all  who  need  or  desire  it. 
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TEXT-BOOKS  AND  STATIONERY. 

The  cost  of  text-books  and  stationery  for  the  full  business  course  varies 
from  $10  to  $13 ;  blank  books  and  forms  are  made  to  order  from  the  best 
quality  of  paper.  The  cost  of  books,  etc.,  for  the  course  in  shorthand  is 
about  $6.50.

TIME  REQUIRED. 

To  complete  the  business  course,  the  bright,  ambitious  student  averages 
about  nine  months,  although  many  remain  longer.  Students  are  advanced 
as  rapidly  as  is  consistent  with  thorough  work. 

To  become  proficient  enough  in  Phonography,  Typewriting  etc.,  to  fill  a 
first-class  situation  acceptably,  the  average  learner  requires  from  five  to. 
eight  months;  students  acquainted  with  business  forms,  and  already  well 
drilled  in  spelling,  grammar,  punctuation,  etc.,  have  been  prepared  in  three 
to  five  months  sufficiently  well  to  take  fairly  good  positions.  Unless  com- 
pelled to  do  so  by  special  circumstances,  it  is  not  advisable  to  rush  unduly 
through  the  work,  as  those  who  take  a  thorough  course  are  practically 
certain  of  higher  salary  and  more  permanent  employment. 

EVENING  SCHOOL. 

To  accommodate  those  in  the  three  cities,  who  for  any  reason  cannot 
attend  the  day  sessions,  we  have  arranged  a  special  evening  course  in  Book- 
keeping, Arithmetic,  and  Shorthand,  at  the  nominal  cost  of  one  dollar  per 
month  exclusive  of  books  and  materials.

BUSINESS  CORRESPONDENCE. 

In  connection  with  the  diction  of  the  business  letter  in  the  Practice 
Department,  this  subject  is  carefully  taught.  Capitalization,  syllabication, 
punctuation,  paragraphing  receive  constant  explanation.  The  various 
hints  as  to  proper  use  of  language  in  business  correspondence,  develop  in 
the  student  a  natural  readiness  in  this  direction. 

This  is  made  one  of  the  most  valuable  features  of  the  course,  as  it  involves 
the  application  of  the  principles  learned  in  the  classes  devoted  to  spelling, 
grammar,  etc.  Not  one  of  the  hundreds  of  business  letters  is  passed  with- 
out being  thoroughly  understood  by  the  student.

BUILDING. 

The  College  Building  is  neatly  and  comfortably  furnished  throughout  and 
is  warmed  by  steam.  Nothing  which  can  add  to  comfort,  convenience,  and 
utility  of  a  first-class  school  has  been  omitted  in  the  general  equipment. 

RECITATION  HOURS. 

The  regular  hours  of  study  and  recitations  are  from  9  A.  m.  to  4:30  p.  m., 
five  days  of  the  week.  Two  hours  per  week  is  set  aside  for  physical  train- 
ing in  a  well-equipped  gymnasium.  » 

DISCIPLINE. 

It  is  assumed  that  the  young  men  who  enter  this  institution  are  gentle- 
men, and  they  are  treated  uniformly  as  such.  The  development  of  other 
characteristics  will  immediately  sever  the  student's  connection  with  the 
school. 

GRADUATION  AND  DIPLOMA. 

The  requirements  for  graduation  are  amply  sufficient  to  give  a  high 
standing  to  the  course,  and  to  insure  the  ability  of  graduates  to  fill  and 
retain  satisfactorily,  first  class  positions.  In  the  shorthand  course  an 
average  working  speed  of  125  words  per  minute  in  phonography  for  not 
less  that  five  consecutive  minutes,  is  one  of  the  conditions  for  graduation. 
Students  completing  in  a  satisfactory  manner  either  course,  will  be 
awarded  a  neat  diploma  at  the  annual  graduation  exercises  of  the  depart- 
ment during  commencement  week,  for  which  a  charge  of  $  1  is  made. 
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EXPENSES. 

The  necessary  expenses  are  exceedingly  low.  Each  item  is  reduced  to  the 
very  lowest  so  as  to  bring  the  advantages  of  a  thorough  business  educa- 
tions within  the  reach  of  all.

This  department  stands  in  the  closest  relationship  to  the  other  depart- 
ments of  Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary,  and  students  in  the 
Commercial  Department    may  pursue  any  study  in  the  Preparatory  and 
Normal  Departments,  either  as  visitors  or  regular  members,  without  extra 
charge.     This  intimate  connection  cannot  but  act  favorably  upon  all  who 
take  the  business  course,  as  it  spurs  them  on  to  greater  efforts,  andbroadens 
their  view,  by  reminding  them  that  all  is  not  contained  in  the  debits  and 
credits  of  an  accouut.     Furthermore,  a  business  man  needs  the  ease  and 
grace  that  come  from  contact  with  others;  and  this  intermingling  of  a 
large  number  of  well-informed,  zealous  students,  having  various  tastes  and 
ambitions,  and  representing  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  cannot  but  have 
much  of  the  desired  effect.    Among  the  numerous  societies  existing  at  the 
college  may   be   mentioned   the   Phrenokosmian,  the   Adelphic,  and  the 
Lyceum.    Besides  these  the  Commercial  Depertment  has  its  own  organiza- 
tion, the  Society  of  Economics.    Under  the  auspices  of  this  organization 
will  be  given  a  very  comprehensive  free  lecture  course  during  1899—1900.

Pupils  may  enter  at  any  time,  but  will  not  be  accepted  for  less  than  a 
term  of  ten  weeks. 
Lesson  cards  must  be  procured  from  the  treasurer  and  be  presented  to  the 
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teacher.  No  lessons  are  given  without  such  card.  All  tuition  must  be  paid 
in  advance,  and  all  must  be  transacted  with  the  treasurer. 

Xo  reduction  is  made  for  absence,  except  in  cases  of  protracted  illness, 
of  which  the  treasurer  must  be  duly  notified. 

Upon  leaving  the  Conservatory  each  pupil  is  entitled  to  a  certificate  speci- 
fying the  time  passed  at  the  institution  and  the  standing  in  the  studies 
pursued.

ELOGUTION  AND  PHYSICAL  CULTURE. 

MARY   SEARLES  PENROSE. 

The  pupils  of  expression  receive  their  training  upon  the  basis  of  evolution. 
Instead  of  teaching-  students  to  become  mechanical  or  imitative  readers, 
"  the  interest  is  awakened ;  the  mind  is  aroused  "  and  developed  in  natural 
steps  onward.  In  the  student's  work,  independence  of  conception  is  from 
the  first  encouraged ;  he  must  keep  his  individuality.  Mental  power  must 
also  be  developed,  for  without  depth  of  thought  and  emotion  the  orator 
cannot  produce  strong  or  lasting  impressions. 

"The  earnest  student  pursues  this  art  because  he  knows  that  it  broadens, 
enriches,  and  develops  his  entire  personality."  While  educating  the  intel- 
lect, sensibility,  and  will  we  do  not  forget  that  the  body  largely  influences 
the  mind,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  cultivate  the  grace  of  body,  that  it 
may  act  in  perfect  harmony  with  the  mind,  through  proper  exercises, 
movements,  marches,  etc. 

The  above  method,  as  perfected  and  taught  by  Dr.  Charles  W,  Emerson, 
president  of  the  Boston  School  of  Oratory,  is  employed  in  our  study  of 
expression.  Pupils'  recitals  are  given  in  connection  with  those  in  the  Con- 
servatory.

GOVERNMENT. 
This  Institution  is  owned,  supported,  and  controlled  by  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Augustana  Synod.  Its  governing  body  is  a  Board  of  Directors, 
composed  of  the  president  of  the  synod,  the  president  of  the  institution', 
and  sixteen  other  members  — eight  ministers  and  eight  laymen  — elected  by 
the  synod,  for  a  term  of  four  years.  Only  persons  belonging  to  some  con- 
gregation of  the  synod  are  eligible  to  membership.  The  meetings  of  the 
Board  are  held  at  the  institution. 


FAGULT1ES. 

All  matters  pertaining  to  the  institution  as  a  whole  which  do  not  come- 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  the  President  are  in  the- 
hands  of  the  General  Faculty,  which  is  composed  of  all  the  permanent  pro- 
fessors of  the  institution. 

There  are  four  Special  Faculties  in  charge  of  the  following  departments 
respectively:    The  Theological  Seminary;  the  Collegiate,  Academic,  and 
Normal  Departments;  the  Conservatory  of  Music;  the  Business  College  and 
School  of  Phonography.  Each  special  faculty  is  composed  of  all  the  regular  • 
professors  in  the  respective  department. 
The  President  of  the  institution  is  ex-officio  chairman  of  each  faculty, 

DIVISION  OF  TflE  SGflOOL  YEAR. 

The  school  year  of  thirty-six  weeks  is  divided  into  two  terms;  the  fall 
term,  embracing  a  period  of  sixteen  weeks  (September-December),  and  the 
spring  term,  embracing  a  period  of  twenty  weeks  (Janua^-June),

chapel  each  Sunday  evening  during  term  time,  in  which  the  full  church  ser- 
vice is  rendered.  All  students  living  at  the  college  are  expected  to  attend 
these  services.  General  and  class  prayer-meetings  are  held  each  week  by 
the  students.

REGULATIONS. 

There  are  but  few  specific  rules  of  government  as  each  student  is  expected 
to  be  examplary  in  manners  and  morals  and  to  deport  himself  as  becomes 
a  student  of  a  Christian  institution. 

The  attendance  of  such  students  only  is  desired  as  will  make  faithful  use 
of  the  educational  opportunities  afforded. 

Intemperance,  profanity,  theatre-going,  the  use  of  tobacco  in  any  form, 
playing  at  cards  and  billiards,  and  whatever  hinders  the  highest  mental, 
moral,  and  religious  culture,  or  violates  the  courtesy  due  to  instructors  or 
fellow  students,  are  prohibited. 


LADIES'  HALL. 

For  the  accommodation  of  lady  students  who  prefer  a  home  under  the 
immediate  auspices  of  the  institution,  a  Ladies'  Hall  has  been  established. 
The  rooms  are  carpeted,  furnished,  lighted,  and  heated,  but  each  occupant 
is  expected  to  provide  herself  with  combs,  toilet  soap,  towels,  one  pair  of 
sheets,  one  pillow,  two  pillow  cases,  counterpane,  and  blankets  or  a 
heavy  comforter.  The  hall  is  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Anna  Olsson  as 
principal. 


LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

REV.  C.  O.  GRANEEE,  PH.   D.,  LIBRARIAN. 

"The  Library,  occupying  part  of  the  third  floor  of  the  main  bnilding,  con- 
tains between  15,000  and  16,000  volumes  and  a  large  number  of  pamphlets. 

During  the  past  year  the  Library  has  been  kept  open  between  the  hours 
of  9  and  12  a.  m.  and  2  and  6  p.  m.  every  school  day,  and  from  2  to  5  p.  .\r. 
on  Saturdays.  All  students  and  officers  of  the  institution  are  entitled  to 
use  the  books  free  of  charge.

TfiE  MUSEUM. 

PKOF.  J.  A.  UDDEN,  CURATOR. 

Open  to  visitors  on  Wednesdays  from  2  to  5  p.  m. 

The  arrangement  of  the  material  and  of  the  cases  in  the  museum  is  repre- 
sented in  the  diagram  on  pase  68. 

THE  ZOOLOGICAL  CABINET. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  floor  space,  and  forming  a  partition  between  the 
Museum  and  the  Library,  is  a  cabinet  with  glass  front,  eight  feet  high  and 
40  feet  long,  and  divided  into  eight  sections,  containing  a  systematic  series 
of  zoological  specimens. 

Beginning  at  the  east  end  of  this  cabinet,  we  find  uppermost  in  the  first 
section  various  foraminifera.  Next  in  succession  comes  a  series  of  dried 
sponges,  and  a  few  specimens  of  the  same  kind  preserved  in  alcohol.  Below 
these  follow  the  coral,  among  which  may  be  seen  some  specimens  of  sea- 
fans,  and  cork  corals,  mushroom  corals,  and  organ-pipe  corals.  Among 
the  ecoinoderms,  which  follow  below,  are  several  kinds  of  sea-urchins,  such 
as  sand  cakes,  sand  dollars,  and  sea  eggs.  Several  types  of  the  starfish 
order,  the  sea-cucumbers  and  the  crinoids,  complete  the  collection  of  animals 
of  radiate  structures.  Then  follow  the  worms  and  mollusks.  The  latter 
have  to  a  great  extent  been  collected  in  Europe,  and  embrace  representatives 
of  a  great  number  of  genera  and  species,  rilling  nearly  two  sections  in  the 
cabinet.  Among  other  valuable  specimens,  there  are  a  number  of  fine  cow- 
ries from  the  coasts  of  Africa,  and  a  fairly  complete  collection  of  land  and 
freshwater  shells  from  Sweden.  A  number  of  crustaceans  and  insects,  pre- 
served in  alcohol,  are  placed  in  the  lower  part  of  the  third  section.    The 
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fourth  section  contains  fishes,  amphibians,   and  reptiles,  several  hundred 
specimens  in  all,  and  mostly  preserved  in  alcohol. 

The  birds  fill  a  little  more  than  the  next  two  sections.  There  are  repre- 
sented all  the  native  families,  including-  nearly  200  different  species.  The 
collections  contain  a  number  of  specimens  secured  by  sportsmen  in  Moline 
and  Rock  Island.  Mammals  fill  the  remaining;  two  sections.  These,  also, 
are  mostly  of  the  native  kinds,  though  tnere  are  a  number  of  specimens  of 
interesting- portions  of  exotic  animals,  such  as  the  skin  and  baleen  of  a 
whale,  molars  of  the  elephant,  and  horns  of  various  ungulates. 

Nearly  all  of  the  material  in  this  case  was  secured  by  the  former  curator 
of  the  museum,  Dr.  Josua  Lindahl. 

A  collection  of  insects  and  another  of  birds' nests  and  birds'  eggs  com- 
plete the  zoological  collections.  The  former,  which  is  exhibited  in  the  first 
of  the  floor  cases  to  the  east,  and  which  comprises  about  1,000  different 
species  of  insects,  was  collected  and  donated  by  Professor  0.  W,  Oestlundof 
Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  while  a  student  at  this  institution.  The  insects 
are  mounted  with  great  care  and  properly  labeled  and  will  be  of  permanent 
value.  The  collection  of  nests  and  eggs  was  made  chiefly  by  Rev  Oscar 
Henry,  class  of  '93.  It  is  a  very  fair  collection  of  the  eggs  of  the  birds  of 
Iowa. 

THE  HERBARIUM. 

The  beginning- of  the  herbarium  consisted  of  a  collection  of  plants  from 
Sweden,  donated  by  Dr.  A.  R.  Cervin.  Several  other  collections  from  Sweden 
have  since  been  obtained  and  also  a  number  from  different  parts  of  this 
country,  viz.:  from  the  vicinity  of  Rock  Island  by  Prof.  0.  W  Oestlund- 
from  Lindsborg,  Kansas,  by  Dr.  John  Rundstrom;  from  Kansas,  Texas' 
and  Colorado  by  the  present  curator;  from  Michigan  bv  Prof  C  A  Wendell- 
lichens  from  Sweden  by  Prof.  John  Uniting;  mosses  from  Illinois  and  Penn- 
sylvania by  Mr.  G.Forsberg  of  Augustana  College;  Sea-Weeds  from  the 
Pacific  by  Dr,  Josua  Lindahl,  Dr.  E.  Norelius,  and  Mr.  Lawrence  Lundwall 
The  phenogamous  plants  have  all  been  mounted  on  white  speciespaper  and 
are  enclosed  in  genus  covers  of  strong  raanilla  paper. 

These  are  arranged  by  families,  and  stored  in  paper  boxes,  in  two  cases 
specially  made  for  the  collection . 

THE  GEOLOGICAL  COLLECTIONS. 
The  McMaster  Collection. 
A  foundation  for  a  collection  to  illustrate  the  various  features  of  ourlocal 
geology  was  made  three  years  ago  by  the  Hon.  8.  W.  McMaster  of  Rock 
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Island,  who  then  donated  to  the  museum  a  number  of  fossils  collected  in 
this  locallity.  Several  of  these  specimens  have  been  polished  and  otherwise 
suitably  prepared  for  exhibition.  A  seperate  cabinet  has  been  secured  and 
placed  along  the  east  wall  for  the  reception  of  this  material. 

The  General  Collection. 

This  fills  sixteen  of  the  floor-cases. 

Beginning  at  the  east  end  of  the  room  the  minerals  occupy  the  first  case. 
The  space  in  the  second  case  is  filled  with  rocks,  which  have  been  arranged 
with  a  view  to  illustrate  the  different  modes  in  wich  all  the  various  kinds 
of  rocks  are  now  produced  in  nature  by  igneous  agencies,  by  sedimentation 
in  water,  and  by  the  agency  of  living  organisms,  as  well  as  to  exhibit  the 
classification  of  the  rocks  as  based  on  these  differences  of  origin. 

In  the  third  and  fourth  cases  are  shown  a  series  of  rocks,  which  have 
been  affected  in  various  ways  by  chemical  and  physical  processes  in  nature, 
and  which  illustrate  several  interesting  features  in  dynamical  geology. 
Among  these  may  be  mentioned  three  series  of  rocks  showing  the  effects  of 
surface  disintegration  in  the  region  of  crystaline  rocks  on  the  Atlantic 
coast;  stalagmites  and  stalactites  from  caverns  in  limestone  regions,  "box- 
work"  from  the  great  Wind  Cave  in  South  Dakota;  many  kinds  of  concre- 
tions and  septaria  from  a  variety  of  formations;  a  large  assortment  of 
geodes  from  Warsaw  in  this  state;  specimens  of  sun-craks  and  ripple- 
marks;  cleavage  structure  and  folded  structure  induced  by  pressure;  segre- 
gation veins;  lignilites  and  cone  in-cone;  a  series  of  natural  etchings,  pro- 
duced by  the  solvent  power  of  water;  and  scored  rocks  from  the  glacial 
drift. 

The  fifth  case  is  intended  to  illustrate  Formation al  Geology.  A  large 
number  of  samples  of  rocks  from  the  different  formations  of  which  the 
exterior  of  the  earth  is  composed  have  been  placed  in  the  succession  in 
which  these  occur  in  nature,  from  below  upwards.  The  lowermost  system, 
the  azoic,  which  underlies  all  other  rocks,  is  represented  by  a  lot  of  speci- 
mens in  the  south  end  of  the  case.  Then  follow  the  various  formations  of 
the  several  systems  up  to  the  present  age,  recently  formed  alluvium,  sand 
and  clay  being  placed  in  the  north  end  of  the  case.  The  more  important  of 
the  characteristic  fossils  of  each  group  are  also  to  be  seen  in  their  proper 
places  in  this  series. 

The  sixth  case  is  filled  with  fossil  plants.  The  lower  plants,  of  the  oldest 
rocks,  are  placed  first  in  the  south  end,  such  as  algae  and  higher  cryptogams 
of  the  paleozoic  era.    These  are  then  followed  by  petrified  wood  and  lignite 
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of  gymnosperms  of  the  mesozoic  era  and  in  turn  by  impressions  of  leaves  of 
the  more  modern  plants  of  later  ages.  A  number  of  specimens  from  the 
.coal-measures  in  Pennsylvania  make  up  a  part  of  this  collection.  Besides 
this  the  more  important  genera  of  the  coal-measure  plants  are  also  repre- 
sented in  some  drawings,  which  are  copies  of  the  restorations  made  by 
Dawson  and  others. 

The  next  two  cases  contain  a  collection  of  animal  fossils,  arranged  ac- 
cording to  the  zoological  system  of  classification.  It  is  intended  to  exhibit 
some  important  types  and  landmarks  in  the  science  of  Paleontology.  There 
are  representatives  of  the  three  principal  orders  of  corals,  the  chain  corals, 
the  honeycomb  corals,  and  the  cup  corals  as  marking  the  divisions  of  the 
paleozoic  era.  There  are  also  a  few  fine  specimens  of  crinoids  and  represen- 
tatives af  the  older  and  of  more  recent  types  of  sea-urchins.  The  gradual 
change  in  the  lampshell  during  the  earlier  and  middle  geological  eras  may 
be  made  out  from  the  collection.  In  the  specimens  of  cephalopod  mollusks 
the  gradual  change  of  the  suture  from  a  straight  line  in  the  early  forms  to 
the  line  with  intricate  bends  and  folds  in  later  times  is  well  shown.  Among 
the  vertebrate  remains  there  are  teeth  of  carboniferous  fishes  and  an  almost 
entire  ekeleton  of  a  shark-like  fish  from  the  age  of  the  chalk,  together  with 
smaller  entire  fishes  from  the  Benton  beds  in  Wyoming.  The  mammals  are 
represented  by  teeth  from  the  extinct  American  horse,  a  skull  from  the  ter- 
tiary beds  in  Oregon,  and  several  large  fragments  of  the  extinct  American 
elephant.  The  greater  part  of  the  specimens  in  the  geological  collections 
have  been  obtained  through  the  efforts  of  the  present  curator.  Considerable 
more  material  is  stored  away  and  awaiting  further  examination  and  identi- 
fication, before  it  will  be  included  among  the  exibits.

LABORATORIES. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory,  in  the  basement  of  the  new  building,  is  fur- 
nished with  the  necessary  apparatus  and  a  full  supply  of  re-gents  for  the 
laboratory  work  in  General  and  Analytical  Chemistry. 

The  Department  of  Physics,  also  in  the  basement  of  the  new  building,  has 
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lately  been  furnished  with  a  valuable  set  of  apparatus,  chiefly  imported 
from  Germany.  It  now  contains  apparatus  for  quantitative  as  well  as 
qualitative  work  in  all  the  different  branches  of  the  science. 

The  Biological  Laboratory  and  class-room  occupies  a  suitably  lighted 
and  spacious  quarter  on  the  first  floor.  It  is  conveniently  furnished,  with 
tables  and  chairs,  a  hydrant,  and  cases  for  instruments  and  re-gents.  A 
set  of  good  microscopes,  with  accessories  and  a  pair  of  scales  make  a  part 
of  the  general  equipments.  There  are  also  materials  for  the  use  of  special 
classes.  For  the  instruction  in  Botany  there  is  a  series  of  a  lower  as  well 
as  of  the  higher  plants  preserved  in  alcohol  and  selected  for  making  micro- 
scopic preparation  of  tissues.  There  is  also  a  set  of  charts  for  illustrating 
the  terminology  in  Phenogamous  Botany.  For  the  classes  in  Zoology  there 
are  some  anatomical  preparations  and  entire  animals  preserved  in  alcohol 
and  crania  and  skeletons  of  vertebrates.  The  class  in  Human  Physiology 
has  opportunity  to  inspect  models  of  the  chest,  and  several  anatomical 
preparations  preserved  in  alcohol.  The  class  in  Geology  identifies  specimens 
of  minerals,  rocks  and  fossils,  which  have  been  specially  selected  from  the 
museum  for  this  purpose,  and  are  stored  in  boxes,  which  can  be  convenient- 
ly handled.  Maps  of  the  altitudes  and  the  geological  strata  of  the  United 
States  are  at  hand  for  reference.  A  collection  of  microscopic  slides  received 
from  Prof.  Philip  Dowell  form  an  important  feature  in  the  available  class- 
room material.

ETHNOGRAPHICAL  AND    NUMISMATIC. 

The  Ethnographical  Collection  contains  numerous  and  valuable  speci- 
mens from  India,  Africa,  and  Palestine;  relics  of  the  late  war:  and  im- 
plements, weapons,  amulets,  and  personal  ornaments  of  the  American 
Indians. 

The  Numismatic  Collection  consists  of  over  1200  specimens  of  gold,  silver, 
copper,  and  bronze  coins,  together  with  medals  and  tokens.  There  is  also 
a  large  collection  of  postage  and  revenue  stamps,  old  paper  money,  frac- 
tional currency,  foreign  and  confederate  notes,  and  continental  and  colonial 
paper  money. 

For  contributions  to  these  collections,  during  the  last  year,  our  thanks 
are  due  to  the  following  named  parties:    Dr.  A.  AY.  Williamson,  of  Augus-

HISTORICAL. 

The  Historical  Collection  of  American  Lutheran  and  Scandanavian  Amer- 
ican Literature  has  been  steadily  growing  during  the  year.  Complete  or 
nearly  complete  files  of  all  the  leading  American  Lutheran  periodicals 
(English,  German,  Swedish,  Norwegian,  Danish,  and  Finish)  have  been 
secured  and  carefully  arranged,  also  files  of  most  of  the  Swedish-American 
periodicals. 

Contributions  to  this  collection  are  kindly  and  earnestly  solicited.  Books 
periodicals,  pamphlets,  catalogues,  minutes  of  synods  and  conferences,  and 
whatever  pertains  to  the  history  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  or  to 
the  history  of  the  Scandanavians  in  this  country  will  be  thankfully  received. 

There  are  now  some  over  three  hundred  different  kinds  of  papers  and 
periodicals  in  the  Swedish-American  and  American  Lutheran  collections 
taken  together.  These  papers  are  all  arranged  in  volumes  and  filed  away 
in  suitable  cases  and  catalogued  so  that  any  one  wishing  to  consult  some 
particular  number  of  any  periodical  can  do  so  on  a  moment's  notice  by 
applying  to  the  archivist. 

There  are  also  large  collections  of  duplicates.  Parties  wishing  to  com- 
plete their  files  may  secure  them  either  by  purchase  or  fair  exchanges. 

An  interesting  collection  is  that  of  the  local  church  papers  or  young  peo- 
ple's papers.  But  this  collection  is  not  nearly  complete.  It  is  hoped  that 
pastors  and  young  people's  societies  will  kindly  send  in  their  papers,  it 
possible  from  the  first  issue.  Large  numbers  of  them  have  been  received 
during  the  present  year.

TfiE  AUGUSTANA  FOREIGN  MISSION  SOCIETY. 

Organized  by  the  students  in  1886  and  incorporated  in  1895.  This 
society  had  has  a  steady  growth  and  is  now  strong  numerically,  counting 
members,  not  only  among  students,  but  also  among  the  professors  of  the 
institution  and  the  ministers  of  the  synod. 

Its  aim  is  to  spread  missionary  intelligence  among  the  students  by  means 
of  missionary  literature,  lectures,  study  classes,  etc.  and  thus  to  awaken 
and  nourish  a  lively  interest  in  the  furthering  of  God's  Kingdom  in  heathen 
lands,  and  by  means  of  membership  fees,  contributions,  etc.  to  render 
pecuniary  aid  to  the  synod  in  the  prosecution  of  its  foreign  mission  work. 
By  resolution  of  the  synod  in  1897  the  Society  is  recognized  as  a  branch  of 
its  work  and  empowered  to  receive  and  dispense  donations  and  wills  in  the 
name  of  the  synod.  The  Society  supports  schools  in  the  Samulcotta  dis- 
trict of  the  General  Council's  Mission  in  India,  and  has  besides  this  year 
contributed  $500  to  the  same  mission.

TfiE  STUDENTS'   UNION.

THE  PftRENOKOSMIAN  AND  ADELPfllC  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  two  literary  societies  at  the  institution — the  Phrenokosmian, 
organized  in  1860,  and  the  Adelphic,  organized  in  1883.  They  hold  their 
meetings  at  their  respective  halls  on  Friday  evening  of  each  week.  The  exer- 
cises, consisting  of  essays,  debates,  orations,  delamations,  music,  critcisms, 
etc.,  are  interesting  and  highly  beneficial.  These  societies  are  valuable 
auxiliaries  in  preparing  students  for  the  activities  of  professional  life.  A 
wholesome  rivalry  exists  between  these  societies,  and  yet  they  work  to- 
gether in  the  greatest  harmony  and  good  will.  All  students  of  the  institu- 
tion are  eligible  to  membership.  The  officers  of  each  are  a  president,  a  vice- 
president,  a  recording  secretarj',  a  corresponding  secretary,  and  a  treasurer. 
Each  society  issue  a  paper:  the  Phrenokosmian,  The  Phrenokcsmiana,  and 
the  Adelphic,  The  Censor. 


THE  LYCEUM. 

The  Lyceum  is  composed  of  the  literary  societies  of  the  institution.  Its 
object  is  to  promote  the  literary  and  oratorial  interests  of  the  instiution. 
During  this  school-year  it  has  arranged  and  successfully  carried  out  a  popu- 
lar lecture  course  consisting  of  five  lectures  and  entertainments,  and  in  ad- 
dition to  it  given  other  lectures  and  entertainments.  During  the  spring 
term  the  annual  contest  in  oratory  was  held,  the  speakers  being  one  repre- 
sentative from  each  of  the  college  classes.

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THE  SOGIETY  OF  SWEDISH   BELLE  LETTERS. 

(SVENSKA  VITTERHETSSALLsKAl'ET) 

This  Society  was  organized  in  1897  for  the  purpose  of  the  study  of 
Swedish  Literature  and  Culture.  The  membership  is  limited  to  18,  and 
unanimity  is  required  for  election.  The  society  meets  once  a  month  for 
literary  discussion,  reading  of  essays,  criticisms  and  original  productions, 
and  besides  it  averages  annually  several  public  lectures  on  topics  relative 
to  Swedish  and  Swedish-American  Literature  and  Culture.  The  society 
has  ever  since  its  organization  been  gaining  in  stability  and  thoroughness, 
and  though  one  of  the  youngest  at  the  institution,  is  one  of  the  most  active 
and  energetic.  The  present  officers  are:  A.  J.  Carlson,  President;  G.  Hult- 
berg,  Secretary. 


THE  CONCORDIA  SOCIETY. 

This  Society  was  organized  Feburary  4,  1898.  Its  object  is  the  further 
promotion  of  Evangelical  Lutheran  Theological  Culture  and  the 
strengthening  of  Evangelical  Lutheran  Faith.  Every  student  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  is  eligible  to  membership,  unless  otherwise  decided.  The 
Society  holds  one  meeting  every  week  of  the  school-year.

Vice-President;  Chas.  Johnson,  Secretary;  Oscar  Moreland,  Treasurer;

THE  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Alumni  Association  of  Augustana  College  was  organized  by  the  first 
graduating  class  of  the  College  in  the  spring  of  1877.  With  a  very  few  excep- 
tions all  the  alumni  are  enrolled  as  members.  Its  objects  are  the  promotion 
of  literary  and  scientific  culture,  especially  in  the  halls  of  the  Alma  Mat^r. 
the  re-union  of  early  friends  and  co-laborers  in  literary  pursuits,  and  the 
revival  of  the  pleasant  associations  that  entwine  themselves  about  student 
life.  It  holds  its  annual  business  meeting  in  the  morning  of  commencement 
day  each  year.

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THE  MILO  GLUB. 

This  is  an  athletic  club,  organizeh  February  1,  1899.  Its  object  is  to 
develop  the  physical  powers  of  its  members,  necessary  to  a  healthful  men- 
tal and  moral  growth.  Under  the  leadership  of  its  present  tutor,  Mr.  C.  J. 
Nelson,  the  club  is  doing  good  work.

LOCATION  AND  BUILDINGS. 

Rock  Island,  a  city  of  about  twenty  thousands  inhabitants, is  beautifully 
located  on  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi  River.  The  bold  bluffs  on  the  Illinois 
side  of  the  river  here  recede  to  the  distance  of  about  a  mile,  leaving  a 
beautiful  and  gently  rising  plain,  upon  which  the  city  is  built.  In  beauty 
of  scenery,  healthfulness  of  location  and  climate,  Rock  Island  stands  fore- 
most among  Illinois  towns.  Four  great  lines  of  railroas,  the  Chicago,  Rock 
Island,  and  Pacific;  the  Chicago,  Burlington,  and  Quincy;  the  Chicago,  Mil- 
ivaukee,  and  St.  Paid;  and  the"Rock  Islandand  Peoria,  center  here,  rendering 
the  city  easy  of  access  from  all  parts  of  the  country.  The  institution  is 
situated  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city  near  the  base  of  a  prominent  bluff, 
from  which  the  view  is  both  striking  and  picturesque.  Opposite  lies  the 
city  of  Davenport,  Iowa,  commandingly  located  on  the  bluffs  which  rise  al- 
most directly  from  the  river.  To  the  east  the  eye  rests  on  the  tall  chimneys 
of  the  busy  city  of  Moline,  rendered  famous  by  her  manufactures.  Directly 
in  front  of  the  College  grounds,  in  the  middle  of  the  river  is  seen  the  govern- 
ment island  of  Rock  Island,  containing  over  nine  hundred  acres  of  land 
upon  which  the  government's  largest  arsenal  is  built.  On  the  lower  end  of 
the  Island  rests  the  iron  railroad  and  wagon  bridge  which  spans  the  river 
at  this  point,  thus  rendering  Davenport  easily  accessible. 

The  grounds  of  the  institution  consist  of  twenty-six  acres,  bounded  on 
the  ntirth  by  7th  avenue,  on  the  east  by  38th  street,  on  the  west  by  35th 
street,  and  on  the  south  stretching  up  to  the  top  of  the  bluff  and  terminat- 
ing in  picturesque  woodland.  One  of  the  street  car  lines,  extending  from 
the  business  parts  of  Rock  Island  to  those  of  Moline  and  passing  by  all  of 
the  passenger  depots  of  both  cities,  also  passes  by  the  corner  of  the  college 
grounds  on  7th  avenue  and  38th  street. 

The  following  buildings  belonging  to  the  institution,  are  located  on  the 
grounds: 
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The  New  College  Building  occupied  since  February  1888,  is  located  near 
the  center  of  the  north  side  of  the  grounds,  fronting  7th  avenue.  It  is  a 
magnificent  stone  structure  of  the  pure  Renaissance  style  used  exclusively 
for  educational  purposes.  The  basement  and  first  floor  are  devoted  to 
the  recitation  rooms  and  lecture  halls  of  the  Collegiate  and  Academic 
Departments,  the  Labarotories,  and  President's  and  Treasurer's  offices. 
The  second  floor  contains  the  recitation  rooms  and  lecture  halls  of  the 
Theological  Department,  the  Ladies'  Study  Hall,  Cable  Hall,  andtheChapel 
which  occupies  two  stories.  The  third  floor  is  given  to  the  Consevatory  of 
Music,  the  Library,  and  the  Museum. 


GYMNASIUM. 


The  Old  College  Building,  occupied  since  1875,  is  a  large  brick  structure 
situated  on  7th  avenue,  east  of  the  new  building.  It  is  devoted  principally 
to  student's  room's,  the  household  department,  and  class-rooms  of  the 
Business  College. 

The  Gymnasium,  a  handsome  brick  structure  with  a  stone  foundation, 
has  recently  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  $4,000.  It  is  located  at  the  foot  of 
the  hill  south  of  the  College  Building. 
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In  addition  to  these  building,  there  are  two  frame  dwelling  houses  on 
35th  street  and  a  double  brick  building  on  38th  street,  the  western  half  of 
which  is  occupied  by  the  president  and  the  eastern  half  is  used  as  a  Ladies' 
Hall. 


fllSTORlGAL  SKETGfl. 
About  the  year  1845,  a  stream  of  immigration  began  from  the  Scandi- 
navian countries  to  the  United  States.  Settlements  were  made  in  northern 
Illinois  and  Iowa,  and  later  in  Wisconsin,  Minnesota  and  other  States. 
These  immigrants  had  been  members  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  mother 
country,  and  were,  as  a  rule,  a  religious  and  churchly  people.  Earnest,  pious 
men  came  over  as  pastors,  and  Lutheran  congregations  were  early  estab- 
lished among  both  Swedes  and  Norwegians.  At  the  organization  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Northern  Illinois  in  1851,  several  Scandi- 
navian pastors  were  present  and  took  part  in  the  organization.  The 
scattered  Scandinavian  and  American  Lutherans  in  this  section  of  the  coun- 
try were  thus  joined  in  one  synod.  The  Scandinavians  increased  rapidly 
and  before  1860  they  constituted  about  one-half  of  the  synod,  and  formed 
three  seperate  conferences.  This  synod  and  other  Lutheran  bodies  in  the 
"West  established  a  school  known  as  the  Illinois  State  University  at  Spring- 
field, 111.,  for  the  special  purpose  of  educating  Lutheran  ministers.  At  a 
meeting  of  the  synod  in  1855,  the  question  of  establishing  a  Scandinavian 
professorship  at  the  university  was  favorably  considered,  and  at  a  subse- 
quent meeting  a  resolution  to  establish  such  professorship  was  adopted. 
Rev.  L.  P.  Esbjorn,  the  most  prominent  of  the  pioneer  pastors,  was  elected 
to  the  chair.  He  entered  upon  his  duties  in  the  fall  ofl858,  and  served 
two  years.  Owing  to  various  difficulties,  Prof.  Esbjorn  resigned  his  profes- 
sorship in  the  spring  of  1860.  Differences  with  regard  to  the  doctrinal  basis 
of  the  synod  had  existed  from  the  beginning  between  the  Scandinavian  and 
American  members.  Prof.  Esbjorn's  resignation  brought  matters  to  a 
crisis.  The  Scandinavians*  met  in  convention,  in  Chicago,  111.,  April  23—28, 
1860,  and  after  long  deliberation,  unanimously  resolved  to  withdraw  from 
the  synod,  to  organize  a  synod  for  themselves,  and  to  establish  a  theological' 
seminary  of  their  own.  The  organization  of  the  synod,  which  was  to  be 
known  as  the  Scandinavian  Evangelical  Lutheran  Augustana  Synod,  was 
completed  at  a  subsequent  convention  held  at  Jeff  erson  Prairie,  near  Clinton, 
Wis.,  June  5 — 11,  the  same  year. 

*    The  Norwegians  withdrew  in  1870,  and  organized  a  separate  synod  and  established  an 
institution  of  their  own. 
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It  is  to  this  meeting  that  Augustana.  College  and  Theological  Seminary- 
traces  its  origin.  It  was  temporarily  located  at  Chicago,  but  removed  to 
Paxton  in  1863,  and  thence  to  Rock  Island  in  1875,  where  it  is  now  per- 
manently located.  At  first  it  was  known  as  Augustana  Seminary  and 
embraced  a  preparatory  and  seminary  department.  The  courses  were 
not  definitly  arranged  for  sevearl  years,  and  a  student  not  infrequently 
studied  in  both  departments  at  the  same  time.  The  institution  was  in- 
corporated under  the  general  laws  of  Illinois  in  1863  and  named  Augustana 
College  and  Seminary,  and  afterwards  by  a  special  act  of  the  legislature,  in 
1865,  a  charter  was  granted,  which  was  amended  by  a  supplementary  act 
of  the  same  body  in  1869,  since  which  time  the  institution  has  been  known 
by  its  present  name.  For  powers  and  immunities  thus  granted  the  institu- 
tion see  charter,  below. 

Instruction  was  given  in  college  classes  as  early  as  1866,  but  it  was  not 
till  ten  years  later,  in  1876,  that  a  senior  class  was  formed.  In  1887  the 
Conservatory  of  Music  was  added,  and  the  following  year  a  Business  Col- 
lege was  organized  In  1890  the  School  of  Phonography  was  established 
and  united  with  the  Business  College.  In  1891  the  Normal  Department  was 
established  and  placed  under  the  control  of  the  collegiate  faculty. 

Rev.  L.  P.  Esbjorn  was  the  first  president  of  the  institution  and  served 
three  years  (1860— 1863).  Dr.  T.  N.  Hasselquist  was  elected  to  succeed 
him.  He  served  until  his  death,  February  4,  1891.  Dr.  0.  Olsson,  the  pres- 
ent incumbent  was  elected  to  succeed  him. 


TflE   CHARTER. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  represented 
in  the  General  Assembly,  That  Erland  Carlsson,  T.  N.  Hasselquist,  Carl 
Johan  P.  Peterson,  Ole  Anderson,  Iver  Lawson,  John  Amondson,  Carl 
Stromberg,  John  Field,  and  their  successors  in  office,  to  be  elected  as  herein- 
after provided,  be  and  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Augustana  College  and  Theological 
Seminary,  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  and  shall  be 
capable  in  law  of  taking  and  holding  by  gift  or  grant,  devise,  or  other- 
wise, and  of  purchasing  and  holding,  and  conveying,  both  in  law  and 
equity,  any  estate  or  interest  therm,  real,  personal  or  mixed  and  shall  have 
power  to  execute  and  fulfill  all  such  trusts  as  may  be  confided  in  said  cor- 
poration, and  take,  hold,  use,  manage,  lease,  and  dispose  of  all  such  trust 
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property  that  may  in  any  manner  come  to  said  corporation,  charged  with 
any  trust  or  trusts  in  conformity  therewith;  to  have  and  to  use  a  common 
seal,  and  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  establish  and  maintain  in 
or  near  the  town  of  Paxton,  Ford  Co.,  Illinois,  or  any  other  suitable  place 
within  the  State  of  Illinois,  a  college  and  theological  seminary  under  the 
patronage  and  control  of  the  Scandinavian  Evanvelical  Lutheran  Augus- 
tana  Synod  in  North  America.  And  the  persons  herein  before  mentioned  as 
corporators  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  trustees,  or  directors.  Their 
successors  shall  also  be  chosen,  and  the  institution  be  governed  by  the  said 
Augustana  Synod,  as  provided  for  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Scandinavian 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Augustana  Seminary,  already  enacted  by  said  Synod; 
which  Constitution  the  Synod  shall  have  power  to  amend  or  alter  as  the 
needs  and  development  of  the  institution  may  require;  Provided  always, 
that  such  amendments  or  alterations,  or  by-laws,  which  the  Synod  may 
enact,  shall  be  made  in  conformity  with  the  Constitution  of  said  Synod, 
and  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of 
Illinois. 

Sec.  3.  It  is  also  provided  that  the  trustees  or  directors,  shall  respec- 
tively, hold  their  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified, 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  board  of  trustees  or  directors,  by  death 
or  otherwise,  between  the  meetings  of  the  Synod,  the  said  board  may,  by 
ballot  fill  such  vacancy,  by  the  election  of  a  person  or  persons  of  the  Luth- 
eran Church,  and  such  person  or  persons  so  elected,  shall  hold  their  office 
until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Augustana  Synod,  when  such  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Synod. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  any  of  the  trustees  or  directors  should,  at  anytime,  cease 
to  be  members  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  they  shall,  thence- 
forth cease  to  be  such  trustees,  and  their  place  may  be  filled  in  the  manner 
specified  in  section  four. 

Sec.  6.  The  board  of  trustees  or  directors  shall  have  power  also  to  con- 
fer the  usual  degrees  of  Doctor  of  Divinity,  Master  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
or  any  other  Literary  or  Scientific  degrees,  on  such  person  or  persons  as 
they  may  deem  entitled  thereto,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  faculty: 

Sec.  7.  The  doctrines  taught  in  the  Seminary  department  of  said  in- 
stitution shall  conform  to  and  be  in  harmony  with  the  doctrines  held  and 
maintained  by  the  Augtstana  Synod  as  defined  in  article  two  of  the  Con- 
titution  of  said  Synod,  in  the  following  words,  to  wit:  "As  a  Christian 
body  in  General,  and  paticularly  as  as  Evangelical  Lutheran,  this  Synod 
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acknowledges  that  the  Holy  Scriptures,  the  revealed  Word  of  God,  are  the 
only  sufficient  and  infallible  rule  and  standard  of  faith  and  practice,  and 
also  retains  and  confesses  not  only  the  three  oldest  symbols  (the  Apostolic, 
the  Nicene,  and  the  Athanasian)  but  also  the  unaltered  Augsburg  Con- 
fession, as  a  short  and  correct  summary  of  the  principal  Christian  doctrines 
understood  and  explained  in  the  other  symbolical  books  of  the  Lutheran 
Church."  Any  deviation  by  the  professors  and  teachers  from  the  doctrinal 
standard  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  cause  to  be  dealt  with  as  prescribed  in 
Art.  6  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Seminary,  adopted  at  the  Synodical  meet- 
ing in  Clinton,  Wisconsin,  June  5th  to  11th,  a.  d.  1860. 

Sec  8.  The  property  of  said  corporation,  both  real  and  personal,  not 
exceeding  in  value  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars,  shall  forever  remain 
free  from  taxation. 

Sec.  9.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage, 
and  to  be  deemed  a  public  act.  Approved  Feb.  16th  1865,  and  amended 
March  10th,  1869.

A  Graduation  Fee  of  $5.00  is  charged  in  the  Theological,  Collegiate,  Nor- 
mal, and  Musical  Departments,  and  of  $1.00  in  the  Business  College.

The  favor  with  which 
it  was  received  by  the  public,  and  the  general  success  of  the  pupils,  led  the 
Board  of  Directors  to  incorporate  a  Correspondence  Course  in  Book-keeping, 
Arithmetic,  Penmanship,  and  Shorthand  with  the  Commercial  Department 
of  the  Institution.  The  special  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  those  an 
opportunity  to  study,  who,  for  any  reason,  cannot  attend  school.  About 
one-half  of  the  course  can  be  made  up  in  this  way  and  the  complete  business 
course  can  thus  be  finished  in  a  about  five  or  six  months  attendance  at 
school.    Full  particulars  will  be  furnished  on  application.

The  Institution  comprises  the  following  six  departments  or  schools : 

The  theological  seminary,  which  affords  instruction  and  training  in 
all  the  theoretical  and  practical  subjects  necesnary  to  a  proper  preparation 
for  the  gospel  ministry  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

The  collegiate  department,  which  comprises  two  courses,  each  occu- 
pying four  years:  the  Classical  Course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts  and  the  Scientific  Course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

The  academic  department,  which,  embracing  a  three  years'  course,  is 
designed  especially  to  prepare  students  for  entering  college,  and  also  to 
furnish  opportunities  to  those  desiring  a  more  complete  general  education 
than  can  be  obtained  in  the  common  schools. 

The  normal  department,  which  comprises  two  distinct  courses,  each 
occupying  four  years:  one,  known  as  the  English  Course,  designed  to  pre- 
pare teachers  for  the  public  schools,  and  the  other,  known  as  the  Swedish- 
English  Course,  designed  to  prepare  students  for  teaching  in  parochial 
schools. 

The  conservatory  of  music,  which  embraces  four  departments  or 
courses:  a  Preparatory  Department  affording  instruction  in  the  rudiments 
of  a  general  musical  education ;  a  Graduate  Department  with  courses  lead- 
ing to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music;  an  Organist  Department  designed 
especially  to  train  students  for  organists,  a  Chorus  and  Vocal  Department 
affording  instruction  and  drill  in  solo,  quartet,  and  chorus  singing. 

The  business  college  and  school  of  phonography,  which  affords 
young  men  and  women  opportunities  for  acquiring  a  thorough  business 
training  under  Christian  influences.  The  courses  of  study  are  the  same  as 
those  of  other  first  class  business  colleges  in  this  country.  The  course  in 
phonography  and  typewriting  aims  principally  to  fit  young  men  and 
women  for  positions  as  stenographers  or  private  secretaries.  The  instruc- 
tion is  individual  and  so  suited  to  the  peculiarities  of  each  student  as  to 
bring  out  the  best  results  possible. 

Note.    In  connection  with  the  Conservatory  of  Music  instruction  is  given  in  Drawing  and 
the  various  branches  of  Painting,  and  also  in  Elocution  and  Physical  Culture.

Courses  of  Study. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  GRADUATE  INSTRUCTION. 

The  whole  course  of  graduate  instruction  is  divided  into  eighteen  dis- 
tinct and  independent  schools  or  departments,  as  specified  below.  The 
course  in  each  department  is  completed  in  one  year.  The  several  classes  oi 
the  various  departments  meet  from  two  to  Tour  times  every  week,  ac- 
cording to  the  extent  and  difficulty  of  the  subject,  and  the  hours  of  lectures 
and  recitations  are  so  arranged  as  not  to  conflict.  A  student  may  thus 
complete  in  one  year  whatever  he  selects,  but  he  is  advised  to  take  them  up 
in  a  logical  and  natural  order. 

The  courses  cover  all  the  more  important  subjects  taught  in  the  best 
equipped  theological  seminaries,  and  every  student  expecting  to  enter  the 
ministry  should  be  acquainted  with  them.  The  student  must  pass  rigid 
oral  or  written  examinations  in  each  department  to  become  a  graduate  in 
that  deparment.  No  one  can  become  a  graduate  of  the  seminary,  until  he 
has  graduated  in  each  separate  school. 

The  peculiar  plan  of  this  institution  forbids  the  admission  ad  eundem 
gradum  of  students  who  have  taken  part  of  a  course  at  other  seminaries, 
or  at  the  university  of  Upsala  or  Lund.  But  a  student,  in  addition  to  the 
courses  which  he  has  selected,  may  offer  for  examination  whatever  courses 
he  has  previously  mastered,  but  no  one  can  graduate  from  this  seminary 
unless  he  has  been  a  regular  resident  student  for  the  number  of  years  the 
laws  and  courses  demand.  As  a  rule  all  students  are  required  to  take 
their  full  three  years'  course  at  this  seminary. 

Pastors  who  wish  to  graduate  in  separate  departments,  or  in  all  the 
departments,  may  make  arrangements  to  prosecute  their  studies  partly  as 
non-residents. 

To  become  a  graduate  of  a  department,  the  student  must  receive  at 
least  the  testimonial  approbatur  (B,  or  6).  In  order  to  receive  the  diploma 
as  full  graduate  of  the  seminary,  the  student  must  graduate  in  all  courses. 
The  degree  of  B.  D.  will  be  conferred  on  all  students  of  the  seminary  who 
graduate  in  all  the  nineteen  courses  in  this  seminary,  if,  in  their  examina- 
tions, they  receive  at  least  the  testimonial  cum  laude  apjwobatur  (AB,  or  8) 
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in  two-thirds  of  the  courses,  and  in  these  must  be  included  Hebrew  Greek 
Church  History,  and  Dogmatics,  and  not  less  than  Non  sine  laude  approbatur 
in  the  rest  of  the  subjects;  and  it  is  also  required  that  such  candidates  write 
a  thesis,  presented  in  typewritten  or  printed  form,  on  some  theological 
subject  selected  after  consultation  with  the  Faculty  and  this  thesis  must  be 
approved  by  the  Faculty. 

Regular  graduates  of  the  seminary  may  receive  the  same  degree,  if  bv 
examination  in  all  subjects  required,  they  increase  the  testimonials  ac- 
cording to  the  preceding  condition.

PROFESSOR  LINDBERG. 

To  graduate  in  this  department,  the  student  must  offer  satisfactory 
written  notes  in  answer  to  questions  based  on  the  text-books  and  the  oral 
lectures  of  the  professor,  covering  Exegetical,  Historical,  Systematic,  and 
Practical  Theology;  and  in  addition,  each  student  must  offer  privately, 
whenever  he  may  be  prepared,  a  satisfactory  oral  presentation  of  the  sub- 
jects of  Biblical  Hermeneutics,  and  Introduction  to  Dogmatic  Theology.

PROFESSOR   BARTHOLOMEW. 

The  requirements  for  graduation  in  this  course  are  a  satisfactory  writ- 
ten examination  in  the  History  of  Philosophy  and  in  Lotze's  Philosophy  of 
Religion.     A  Thesis  may  also  be  required  or  submitted.

III.    Hebrew  Junior. 

PROFESSOR  OLSSON.  ** 

To  graduate  in  this  course,  it  will  be  necessary  to  pass  a  rigid  exam- 
ination on  Harper's  Hebrew  Method  and  elements  of  Hebrew  and  offer  in 
addition  about  20  chapters  of  the  Book  of  Genesis,  or  its  equivalent.

PROFESSOR   LINDBERG. 

To  graduate  in  this  course,  it  will  be  necessary  to  offer  for  examination 
the  four  Gospels,  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  and  such  Epistles  as  may  have 
been  studied  in  the  class.  As  a  rule  all  students  must  attend  the  instruction 
in  the  class  room.  An  exact  record  is  kept  of  the  work  done  by  each  indi- 
vidual student.

V.     Biblical  Introduction. 

PROFESSOR  FORSANDER. 

In  this  course,  the  most  important  sciences  introductory  and  auxiliary 
to  Exegetical  Theology  are  taught.  It  includes  the  three  special  sciences 
of  Introduction  :  Isagogics,  Biblical  Archaeology,  and  Biblical  Geography. 
To  graduate  in  this  department,  oral  and  written  examinations  must  be 
passed  in  the  text-books  used  in  the  course.

VI.    English  Bible  Exegesis. 

PROFESSORS  BARTHOLOMEW  AND   LINDBERG. 

In  this  course,  the  Bible  is  studied  in  chronological  order,  using  the 
revised  version,  with  special  attention  to  the  marginal  readings,  and  with 
references  to  the  original  when  necessary.  The  aim  is  to  cover  the  principal 
books  of  the  Bible,  expounding  most  fully  those  parts  which  are  not  care- 
fully gone  over  in  Hebrew  and  Greek  Exegesis.    The  four  hours  devoted  to 
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this  subject  are  equally  divided  between  the  Old  and  New  Testaments.  The 
instruction  is  chiefly  by  lectures.  To  graduate  the  student  must  pass  a 
satisfactory  examiation  on  the  lectures  delivered.

VII.  Hebrew  Senior  and  O.  T.  Exegesis. 

PROFESSOR  OLSSOX.* 

To  graduate  in  this  department,  all  the  class  work  must  be  up  to  a  high 
standard,  and  so  much  must  be  done  privately  that  the  student  can  give 
evidence  that  about  one  eigth  of  the  Hebrew  Bible  has  been  read  by  him 
at  sight  or  otherwise.  In  addition  a  brief  commentary  on  the  Hebrew  text 
of  at  least  ten  to  twenty  pages  of  the  Minor  Prophets  must  be  handed  in  as 
a  thesis.

VIII.  Greek  Senior  and  N.  T.  Exegesis. 

PROFESSOR  LIXDBERG. 

To  graduate  in  this  course,  the  student  must  have  read  the  remainder 
of  the  Greek  Testament  and  also  Boise's  or  similar  notes  on  the  Pauline 
Epistles.  In  this  course  it  is  also  required  to  study  the  syntax  in  Green's 
X.  T.  Grammar  and  to  study  a  suitable  text-book  on  Textual  Criticism. 
Some  of  the  Psalms  in  Greek  may  also  be  studied.  The  student  may  also 
be  required  to  pass  an  examination  on  lectures  delivered,  or  write  notes  on 
certain  portions  of  the  Xew  Testament.

To  graduate,  the  student  must  pass  the  required  examinations  on  the 
lectures  and  text-books  used.

PROFESSOR  FORSANDER. 

This  course  embraces  Church  History  in  its  various  periods,  Ecclesias- 
tical Geography,  and  Eccelesiastical  Archaeology.  The  course  consists  of  a 
careful  study  of  the  text-books,  and  lectures  are  delivered  on  the  most 
prominent  events  in  the  history  of  the  Christian  church.  The  treatment  of 
the  History  of  the  Reformation  and  of  Swedish  Church  History  is  especially 
full.  To  graduate,  the  student  must  past  rigid  oral  and  written  examina- 
tions.

To  graduate,  a  careful  study  of  the  text-book  is  required,  and  the  stu- 
dent must  be  prepared  to  pass  an  examination  on  lectures  delivered  on  the 
Augsburg  Confession  and  American  Church  History.

SYSTEMATIC  THEOLOGY. 
XII.     Dogmatics  and  History  of  Dogmas. 

PROFESSOR  LINDBERG. 

Dogmatics  is  that  department  of  Systematic  Theology  which  aims  to 
present  in  a  scientific  form  the  results  of  exegetical  and  historical  investiga- 
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tion,  with  reference  to  the  truths  embraced  in  the  Christian  faith  in  their 
organic  connection.  A  system  of  Dogmatics  must  not  only  have  a  biblical, 
but  also  a  churchly  character.  As  no  one  is  able  to  apprehend  a  doctrine  in 
its  vital  relation  unless  he  understands  also  its  historical  development  in 
the  church,  special  stress  is  laid,  in  this  course,  on  the  History  of  Dogmas. 
The  instruction  is  given  by  lectures  in  connection  with  the  text-books.  To 
graduate  in  this  course,  the  student  must  pass  rigid  oral  and  written 
examinations  on  the  text-books,  as  well  as  on  the  lectures.

PROFESSOR  LINDBERG. 

To  graduate  in  this  department,  the  student  must  pass  either  an  oral 
or  written  examination,  especially  in  General  or  Theoretical  Ethics.

XIV.    Apologetics. 

PROFESSOR  FORSANDER. 

The  science  of  Apologetics  has  for  its  aim  the  vindication  of  the  truths 
of  Christianity  in  its  two-fold  aspect  of  defending  the  truth,  and  of  showing 
the  falsity  and  error  of  opposing  views.  A  special  course  of  lectures,  cover 
ing  the  most  essential  points  under  controversy,  is  delivered  during  the 
year.    The  examination  for  graduating  is  based  on  these  lectures.

Diaconics.

XVIII.    Church  Polity. 

PROFESSOR  LINDBERG. 

To  graduate  in  this  course,  the  student  must  present  in  writing  correct 
answers  to  questions  based  upon  the  text-books  and  on  lectures  that  may 
be  delivered.  An  oral  examination  or  tentamen  may  be  substituted  for  the 
written  examination,  if  students  so  desire.

XIX.    Pastoral  Theology. 

PROFESSOR  OLSSON.** 

Pastoral  Theology  treats  of  the  direction  of  the  Christian  life  in  the 
congregation  and  of  the  Christian  life  of  the  pastor.  In  addition  to  the 
study  of  the  text-book,  special  lectures  are  delivered  by  the  professor  in 
charge,  covering  special  topics  of  pastoral  oversight.  The  examination  for 
graduation  is  based  upon  the  text-book  and  the  oral  lectures.

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Admission  and  Matriculation. 


The  Theological  Seminary  is  open  to  students  of  the  Evangelical  Lu- 
theran Church.  A  full  collegiate  course  is  regarded  as  constituting  a  normal 
preparation  for  the  seminary.  The  rule  is  that  all  who  intend  to  prepare 
themselves  for  the  ministry  in  the  Swedish  work  of  the  synod  must  be 
college  graduates  and  their  graduation  must  include  the  following  subjects: 
Swedish.  English,  Latin,  Greek,  and  German.  Students  who  intend  to 
devote  themselves  to  exclusively  English  work  in  the  synod  must  be  grad- 
uates of  some  college  and  their  graduation  must  include  the  following 
subjects:  English,  Latin,  Greek,  German  and  a  minor  course  in  the  Swedish 
language. 

All  applications  for  admission  to  the  seminary  must  be  sent  in  before 
the  first  day  of  September  each  year,  if  possible  by  the  first  of  June.  All 
such  applications  must  be  sent  to  the  President,  or  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Theological  Faculty. 

Applicants  who  have  lately  been  students  of  any  of  the  institutions  of 
the  synod  must  furnish  to  a  committee  consisting  of  the  theological  faculty 
and  the  president  of  the  synod,  satisfactory  testimonials,  as  to  their  Chris- 
tian character  and  practical  ability,  together  with  a  recommendation  from 
the  authorities  of  the  institution  where  they  have  previously  studied.  All 
other  applicants  must  not  only  iurnish  satisfactory  testimonials,  but  be 
recommended  by  pastors  well  known  to  the  committee;  or  by  parties  in 
whom  the  committee  has  confidence. 

Every  student,  before  he  is  matriculated  and  enrolled  as  a  permanent 
member  of  any  class,  shall  present  to  the  Faculty  in  writing  a  brief  biog- 
raphy and  an  explicit  statement  of  the  motives  which  induced  him  to 
devote  his  life  to  the  ministry  of  the  gospel. 

The  committee  on  matriculation  will  hereafter  hold  the  colloquium 
with  the  new  applicant  the  first  week  of  the  scholastic  year,  beginning  in 
September.  If  students  arrive  later,  they  cannot  be  matriculated  before  the 
beginning  of  the  following  scholastic  year,  and  their  tardiness  in  arriving  at 
the  beginning  of  the  term  may  lengthen  their  stay  in  the  seminary,  as  each 
course  of  study  runs  a  full  year. 

Although  several  of  the  courses  are  elective  as  to  order,  the  students 
are  recommended  to  study  according  to  the  following  plan:  First  year  the 
following  courses:  I.,  II.,  III.,  IV.,  V.,  VI.;  Second  year:  VII.,  VIII.,  IX.,  X., 
XIII.,  XV.;  Third  year:  courses  that  may  be  unfinished  and  the  remaining: 
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XI.,  XII.,  XIV.,  XVII.,  XVIII.,  XIX.  The  practical  exercises  in  Homiletics 
extend  through  the  two  years  either  in  Swedish  or  in  English. 

The  secretary  of  the  Faculty  will  arrange  the  courses  for  each  student 
and  give  further  information  as  to  the  methods  of  study.

POST-GRADUATE  COURSES. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  those  who  wish  to  pursue  a  post-graduate 
course  of  study  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  on  the  following 
conditions: 

1.  Only  those  who  have  received  a  bachelor's  degree  from  this  or  some 
other  institution  of  equal  rank,  and  who  sustain  a  good  moral  character 
are  eligible  candidates. 

2.  In  no  case  can  a  student  be  recommended  for  the  master's  degree 
within  two  years  of  the  bachelor's  degree,  except  in  cases  where  the  Faculty 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  may  decide  otherwise. 

3.  Not  less  than  two  years'  work  is  required. 

4.  The  subjects  pursued  are  limited  to  three  subjects,  viz.,  one  Major 
and  two  Minors,  and  are  under  the  immediate  direction  of  a  committee  of 
the  Faculty,  consisting  of  the  professors  in  charge  of  the  respective  de- 
partments to  which  the  subjects  chosen  belong. 

5.  All  applicants  are  required  to  present  themselves  at  the  college  for 
final  examination,  at  least  one  week  before  commencement.  The  examina- 
tion may  be  taken  in  installments  at  the  discretion  of  the  professor  in 
charge  of  the  department. 

6.  All  candidates  for  the  degree  must  submit  to  the  Faculty  by  the  1st 
of  May  prior  to  their  graduation  a  thesis  On  their  major  subject,  the  theme 
having  been  reported  to  the  Faculty  for  approval  at  least  six  months  before 
the  presentation  of  the  thesis.  This  thesis,  which  is  to  disclose  as  much 
original  research  as  possible,  must  be  publicly  read  and  defended  by  the 
author  at  a  time  and  place  appointed  for  that  purpose.  The  thesis  must  be 
printed  and  fifty  copies  of  it  deposited  in  the  college  library.

In  the  following  schedules  the  electives  are  marked  with  an  asterisk  (*). 

When  a  subject  is  taught  in  another  term  than  that  to  which  it  proper- 
ly belongs  the  course  is  indicated  by  a  figure  in  parenthesis. 

The  minimum  number  of  term-hours  (or  credits)  required  for  gradua- 
tion is  294,  or  137  in  the  Academic  Department  and  157  in  the  Collegiate. 

The  term-hour  credits  correspond  to  the  number  of  recitations  a  week 
in  each  subject,  except  in  Courses  1,  4,  and,  6  in  English  and  2,  3,  and  5  in 
Swedish,  which  are  only  2  in  each. 

All  the  courses  given  in  either  English  or  Swedish  must  be  elected,  ex" 
cept  that  those  taking  both  may  take  all  of  both,  or  the  whole  of  one  and 
a  part  of  the  other.  No  credit  for  graduation  will  be  given  for  less  than 
the  full  course  in  French  or  German,  except  that  those  who  take  the  full 
course  in  one  will  be  credited  for  one  or  more  terms'  work  in  the  other.  In 
the  Scientific  courses  all  the  French  or  all  the  German  must  be  taken. 

All  elective  courses  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty. 

The  privilege  of  taking  electives  is  necessarily  further  limited  by  the 
program.

Geography. — Outlines  of  the  Geography  of  the  World;  Fuller  Course  on  the 

United  States. 
History. — Outlines  of  the  History  of  the  United  States  or  equivalents. 

— White's  Complete  or  Robinson's  Practical  Arithmetic  to  bank- 
ing; accuracy  and  facility  in  the  four  fundamental  rules  and  in  frac- 
tions.

In  all  other  cases  applicants  are  subject  to  examination. 
Students  who  do  not  wish  to  take  a  full  course  may  select  such  studies 
in  any  department  as  they  are  prepared  to  pursue  to  advantage.     But  all 
such  select  courses  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty. 

A  certificate  of  approval  in  subjects  that  have  been  completed  and  in 
other  subjects  where  not  more  than  two  years  have  elapsed  is  considered 
valid,  provided  the  course  has  not  been  increased  or  the  standard  raised 
since  the  certificate  was  issued. 

Students  are  not  enrolled  in  any  department  of  instruction  before  they 
have  paid  the  tuition  fee  each  term. 

Applicants  are  received  at  any  time,  but  prompt  attendance  at  the  open- 
ing of  each  term  is  desired.  Examinations  for  admission  are  held  on  the 
day  before  the  public  opening  of  each  term.     (See  Calendar,  p.  2.) 
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EXAMINATIONS,  STANDING,  AND  DEGREES, 

Examinations  are  held  by  the  professors  in  charge  of  the  several  depart- 
ments of  instruction  as  often  as  deemed  necessary. 

Final  examinations  are  held  in  each  subject  when  the  instruction  in  the 
same  ceases  for  the  year. 

Students  "who  leave  the  Institution  with  excuse,  before  the  final  exami- 
nations in  thtir  respective  studies,  and  Avho  desire  to  continue  their  course 
during  the  following  or  any  subsequent  term  are  required  to  present  them- 
selves for  such  deferred  examinations  at  the  opening  of  the  new  term  on  the 
day  specified  in  the  calendar  for  that  purpose. 

As  a  general  rule  students  of  the  college  who  have  been  unable  to  com- 
plete the  course  with  their  classes  are  permitted  to  graduate  on  passing 
satisfactory  oral  and  written  examinations  in  all  the  remaining  studies  of 
the  course. 

The  standing  of  students  in  each  subject  is  marked  on  a  scale  of  1 00, 
the  minimum  limit  for  each  subject  being  60  and  the  average  80. 

In  determining  the  final  standing  of  students  in  any  subject,  the  stand 
ing  on  the  course  is  considered  as  well  as  that  on  examinations,  and  a  pro- 
portionate deduction  is  made  for  absences  from  recitations  unless  the  loss 
by  such  absence  is  made  up. 

Marks  of  standing  are  given  only  for  regular  class  work  upon  examina- 
tion on  regular  examination  days.  When  students  make  up  deficiencies 
privately  and  pass  examination  at  other  times  they  receive  no  marks  of 
standing,  but  only  the  proper  number  of  credits  as  a  mark  of  approval. 
Certificates  of  standing  are  given  at  the  end  of  each  term. 

The  Degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science,  and  Master  of  Art, 
are  conferred  by  the  Board  of  Directors  on  such  persons  as  have  satisfac- 
torily completed  the  prescribed  courses,  and  have  been  approved  on  exami- 
nation at  the  end  of  the  course  ad  candidates  for  the  same. 

Only  one  degree  can  be  conferred  on  the  same  person  any  one  year. 
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Normal   Department. 

Courses  of  Study. 


There  are  two  distinct  courses  in  this  deparment,  each  occupying  four 
years:  one  known  as  the  English  Normal  Course  designed  to  prepare  teach- 
ers for  the  public  schools,  and  the  other  known  as  the  Swedish-English 
Normal  Course  designed  to  fit  teachers  for  parochial  schools  also.  All  who 
complete  the  prescribed  courses  receive  a  teacher's  diploma. 

The  courses  pursued  in  this  department  are  given  below.  Students  are 
allowed  to  make  substitutions  of  such  subjects  belonging  to  the  collegiate 
courses  as  the  Faculty  may  deem  advisable. 

The  Normal  Department  has  no  distinct  faculty,  but  all  matters  per- 
taining to  it  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Collegiate  Faculty. 

In  Orthography,  Grammar,  Composition,  Rhetoric,  U.  S.  History,  Geog- 
raphy, and  Arithmetic  a  standing  of  80  per  cent  is  required  for  passing.  In 
all  other  subjects  a  standing  of  60  per  cent  is  required.

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The   Business  College. 

Twelve  years  ago  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Augustana  College,  perceiv- 
ing the  great  demand,  for  practical  business  training  among  the  youth  of 
this  country,  founded,  in  intimate  connection  with  other  departments  of 
the  institution,  the  Augustana  Business  College.  This  department  has  since 
grown,  from  a  comparatively  small  beginning,  to  a'thoroughly  equipped 
business  training  school,  preparing  annually,  in  the  most  thorough  manner, 
a  large  number  of  young  people  for  the  various  lines  of  business. 

The  department  offers  two  courses  of  study  which  areas  complete,  sym- 
metrical, and  practical  as  uutiring  effort,  close  observation  of  business 
methods,  and  experience  can  render  them.  Its  faculty  is  composed  of  skilled 
and  carefully  trained  teachers,  and  its  patronage  consists  of  a  class  of 
young  people  who  are  characterized  by  intelligence,  good  character,  ambi- 
tion, and  earnest  devotion  to  their  own  real  interest. 


Remarks  on  Courses  of  Study. 


TflE  BUSINESS  TRAINING  COURSES. 


Theoretical  Department.  * 

A  student  who  enters  this  department  begins  his  course  by  receiving  in- 
formation in  the  use  of  Day-book,  Cash-book,  Journal,  Invoice-book,  Sales- 
book,  Bill-book,  and  Ledger.  Special  stress  is  laid  on  the  modern  special 
column  features  of  the  various  books  to  facilitate  and  save  work.  Before 
proceeding  to  record  entries  in  his  books,  he  is  carefully  drilled  in  the  quest- 
ions and  rules  which  govern  the  science  of  this  subject. 

After  having  completed  the  first  eighteen  months  of  the  Williams  & 
Rogers'  Book-keeping  and  the  Williams  &  Rogers'  Banking  Set,  the  student 
is  tested  in  each  of  the  studies  he  has  pursued  in  the  course,  to  ascertain 
whether  he  has  such  knowledge  of  book-keeping  as  can  be  put  to  practical 
use  in  the  Business  Practice  Department.  If  successful  in  this  examination, 
he  is  transferred;  if  not,  he  reviews  the  course  or  such  parts  of  it  as  seem 
needful  to  fit  him  for  promotion. 
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The  Practical  Department. 

The  work  of  this  department  is  accomplished  by  means  of  Actual  Busi- 
ness Practice.  This  system  consists  of  a  method  of  teaching  book  keeping, 
accounting,  and  office  practice,  and  the  drawing  of  all  forms  of  business 
papers,  and  the  performance  of  all  duties  of  the  book-keeper  incidental  to 
office  practice,  by  practical  methods  similar  to  those  that  are  in  use  in 
general  practice  in  counting-houses. 

An  apparatus  is  put  into  the  hands  of  the  student  and  is  employed  by 
him  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  all  the  practical  business  operations 
and  book-keeping  entries  which  are  daily  performed  in  regular  business 
offices. 

The  apparatus  consists  of  a  Bureau  which  contains  a  Budget  or  series 
of  transactions.  The  Budget  consists  of  a  number  of  sheets  or  leaves  secur- 
ed together,  upon  which  is  printed  the  necessary  instructions,  and  between 
which  are  contained  the  business  papers,  vouchers  and  other  memoranda, 
which  furnish  to  the  student  the  data  from  which  he  makes  the  proper 
book-keeping  entries,  and  performs  the  necessary  office  work. 

The  Budget  is  so  arranged  that  as  each  sheet  or  leaf  is  raised  or  torn 
off,  the  business  papers,  etc.,  of  the  transaction  or  a  number  of  transactions,, 
are  exposed  for  the  consideration  of  the  student.  The  sheets  are  so  secured 
that  the  interleaved  matter  cannot  be  removed  or  examined  until  the  sheet 
and  business  papers  are  torn  of  or  removed. 

The  student  has  the  opportunity  of  answering  letters,  making  out,  re- 
ceiving checks,  notes,  drafts,  and  other  business  papers,  and  carrying  out 
in  detail  all  the  necessary  transactions  and  exhibits  which  constitute  the 
course  of  instruction. 

The  work  is  intensely  interesting  and  enables  the  student  to  acquire 
accuracy,  readiness,  and  correctness  in  doing  the  work  of  the  business- 
office.  The  system  is  the  nearest  approach  to  actual  business  ever  devised, 
and  therefore  the  most  practical,  theoretical  exposition  of  this  science.  The 
student  provides  himself  with  books  and  blanks,  especially  ruled  and 
printed,  which  combine  many  labor-saving  methods  in  recording  the  trans- 
actions which  would  occur  in  the  following  branches  of  business:  Jobbing, 
Grocery,  Flour,  Produce  and  Provision,  Wholesale  and  Retail  Furniture, 
Commission,  Wood  and  Coal,  General  Merchandise,  Joint  Stock  Companies 
and  Corporations,* Practical  Banking,  and  Expert  Accounting. 
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Arithmetic  and  Rapid  Calculation. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  work  in  this  branche,  and  very  com- 
plete  courses  are  offered.  No  student  can  expect  to  progress  satisfactorily 
in  the  science  of  accounts,  without  having  a  through  understanding  of  the 
subject  of  Arithmetic.  One  hour's  class  work  a  day,  during  the  entire- 
course  is  devoted  to  the  subject  in  general  and  a  half-hour  each  day  is  de- 
voted to  exercises  in  rapid  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  division, 
fractions,  interest,  discount,  averaging  accounts,  etc.  These  drills  are  of 
the  greatest  value,  making  the  students  not  only  rapid  and  accurate,  but 
giving  them  confidence  in  themselves. 

Civil  Government. 
The  education  of  an  American  citizen  must  always  be  considered  incom- 
plete without  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  government  under  which  he 
lives.  The  Business  College,  therefore,  offers  a  complete  course  in  civil 
government.  The  subject  is  taught  in  such  a  manner, .as  to  acquaint  the 
student  with  the  functions  of  the  various  parts  of  the  governmental 
machinery,  the  relations  of  the  States  to  each  other  and  the  General 
Government,  and  such  other  facts,  as  will  enable  him  to  perform  intelli- 
gently the  duties  of  citizenship. 

Business  Law. 
Although  the  student  is  carefully  drilled  in  the  execution  of  business 
papers  while  pursuing  the  study  of  Book-keeping,  a  course  in  Commercial 
Law  is  added  to  supplement  his  knowledge.  It  is  not  expected  that  the 
student  will  acquire  a  professional  knowledge  of  the  subject,  as  this  would 
require  a  thorough  course  in  a  school  oi  law.  The  purpose  is  to  acquaint 
him  thoroughly  with  the  legal  principles  which  constitute  the  foundation 
of  business  law.  The  course  embraces  thorough  instruction  in  the  follow- 
ing branches  of  law:  Contracts,  Negotiable  Papers,  Guaranty  and  Surety- 
ship, Interest  and  Usury,  Sales  of  Personal  Property,  Bailments,  Inn- 
keepers, Common  Carriers,  Shipping,  Agency,  Partnership,  Joint-Stock 
Companies,  Corporations,  Fire,  Life,  and  Marine  Insurance,  Patents, 
Trade-marks  and  copyrights,  Real  Property,  and  Landlord  and  Tenant. 
The  student  is  required  to  commit  to  memory  many  of  the  legal  papers, 
thus  enabling  him  to  draw  them  without  the  necessity  of  referring  to  a 
book  of  forms. 
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Penmanship. 
All  students  will  receive  daily  drills  in  Business  Writing.  The  ability  to 
acquire  a  clean,  legible,  rapid  business  hand  is  not  an  inherited  gift;  any 
person  of  good  intelligence  may  secure  such  ahand,  unless  physically  unable 
to  learn.  The  time  required  to  accomplish  this  result  varies  from  three 
months  to  one  year,  and  is  dependent  upon  previous  opportunities  and 
natural  aptitude.  In  addition  to  the  regular  class  exercises  in  rapid  busi- 
ness writiug,  instruction  will  be  given,  to  those  who  desire,  in  every  branch 
of  both  plain  and  ornamental  penmanship.  The  instructor  in  this  depart- 
ment has  spent  nearly  twenty  years  teaching  penmanship  as  a  specialty 
and  enjoys  a  national  reputation  as  an  expert  penman  and  teacher  of  the 
art.  Special  attention  will  be  given  those  who  are  preparing  to  teach 
penmanship. 

Spelling  and  Defining. 
Daily  written  exercises  of  graded  work  are  given.    The  student  is  not 
only  taught  how  to  spell  and  pronounce  words,  but  is  required  to  define 
and  memorize  them,  thus  greatly  increasing  his  readiness  in  the  use  of 
English. 

Practical  Grammar  and  Letter-writing, 
The  ability  to  write  the  English  Language  fluently  and  correctly  is  a 
great  accomplishment  for  any  young  man  or  woman.    Special  attention  is, 
therefore,  given  to  grammatical  drill,  and  to  the  correct  use  of  the  English 
language  in  speaking  and  writing. 

Business  Correspondence. 
This  feature  of  the  course  aims  to  give  the  pupil  such  suggestions  re- 
garding the  requisites  of  correspondence  as  will  enable  him  to  construct, 
arrange,  paragraph,  and  punctuate  a  business  letter,  so  that  it  shallconvey 
its  intended  meaning  without  verbiage  or  confusion  and  shall  appear  to  the 
best  advantage. 


TfiE  SHORTHAND  COURSE. 

This  course  has  been  established  as  a  natural  result  of  the  policy  of 
supplying,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  varied  requirements  of  those  fitting 
themselves  for  any  one  of  the  many  walks  of  life. 
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The  principal  aim  of  this  course  is  to  fit  young  men  and  women  for  po- 
sitions as  stenographers  or  private  secretaries. 

Class  instruction  is  given.,  and  so  suited  to  the  peculiarities  of  each 
student  as  to  bring  out  the  best  results  possible. 

Phonography. 
The  Bein  Pitman  System  of  Phonography,  which  for  half  a  century  has 
been  the  standard,  is  taught. 

.  The  first  three  months  are  devoted  to  a  thorough  course  in  the  princi- 
ples and  their  application  as  outlined  in  the  Manual  of  Phonography,  by 
Benn  Pitman  and  Jerome  B.  Howard.  After  having  completed  the  work  of 
the  Manual,  which  comprises  what  is  known  as  the  "Corresponding Style  " 
the  student  eaters  upon  the  work  in  the  Reporter's  Companion.  This  work 
introduces  a  more  rapid  style  of  phonography,  which  omits  the  use  of 
vocalizations  and  introduces  practical  contractions  and  phrases,  qualifying 
for  accurate  reporting  work. 

Phraseography. 
Discriminating  attention  is  given  to  phrasing,  or  the  joining  together  of 
two  or  more  common  and  frequently  recurring  words,  thus  saving  the  time 
consumed  in  lifting  the  pen  or  pencil.  The  pupil  is  shown  what  may  be 
done  in  this  respect,  consistent  with  legibility,  and,  as  equally  important, 
is  advised  what  not  to  do.  The  text-book  used  contains  six  thousand  of 
the  most  useful  phrases,  written  in  the  briefest  manner. 

Business  Letters. 
Hundreds  of  business  letters,  prepared  especially  for  this  course,  are 
next  dictated.  These  cover  a  wide  range  of  subjects  and  form  numerous 
■complete  series  of  correspondence,  as  will  occur  in  the  future  office  work  of 
the  stenographer.  Correspondence  is  opened  with  various  firms  and  the 
student  is  expected  to  keep  informed  of  the  progress  of  the  different  nego- 
tiations. 

Typewriting. 

The  great  importance  of  this  branch  is  recognized  fully.     One  of  the 

latest  patterns  of  typewriters  is  assigned  to  each  student,  during  one  or 

two  hours  per  day.  The  most  improved  "all-finger"  method  is  taught.  This 

leads  to  writing  by  "touch;"  i.  e.,  without  referring  to  the  key-board  to 

extent;  thus  relieving  the  eye  of  the  strain  of  watching  the  bright 


am 
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keys,  and  doing-  away  with  its  ruinous  struggle  to  accommodate  itself  to 
the  ever-changing  distance  from  the  eye  to  the  key-board  and  to  the  notes. 
''Touch-writing"  preeminently  promotes  speed,  by  enabling  the  operator 
to  read  continuously  from  his  shoithanduotes,and  thus  preventing  annoy- 
ance and  delay  arising  from  loss  of  place. 

The  student  passes  from  the  simplest  word  to  the  longest  in  use.  Phra- 
ses and  sentences  follow  in  proper  order.  The  result  of  the  course  is  that 
students  continue  using  this  scientific  fingering  at  an  increasing  rate  of 
speed,  after  entering  an  office.  Daily  suggestions  are  given  as  to  the  neatest 
and  most  approved  manner  of  preparing  typewritten  matter.  The 
learner's  originality  in  producing  neat  and  unique  work  is  encouraged,  and 
great  stress  is  laid  upon  attaining  as  high  a  rate  of  speed  as  is  consistent 
with  accuracy  and  neatness. 

The  Practice  Department. 
To  properly  fit  the  student,  the  daily  routine  work  of  the  office  is  per- 
formed constantly.  Large  numbers  of  actual  business  letters  are  dictated 
to  the  student,  who  takes  them  down  in  phonography  and  then  transcribes 
his  note  neatly  and  quickly  upon  the  typewriter.  All  work  is  handed  in  to 
be  criticised;  the  errors  are  marked  plainly  and  the  sheets  returned  to  the 
student,  to  be  correctly  rewritten.  Thus  his  attention  is  vividly  called  to 
his  deficiencies,  and  the  importance  of  absolute  accuracy  is  repeatedly 
impressed  upon  him.  The  various  processes  of  letter-press  copying  are 
taught,  each  student  is  copying  his  approved  work  into  the  proper  books, 
according  to  one  of  these  methods.  Due  attention  is  given  to  drill  in  folding- 
of  letters,  the  use  of  typewriter  appliance  for  writing  on  postal  cards  or 
notepaper,  directing  envelopes,  regulating  the  margins,  etc.  Each  student 
indexes  hi.«  own  letter-book,  files  the  letters,  and  performs  other  duties 
about  the  office. 

Manifolding,  Hectographing,  and  Mimeographing, 
Manifolding,  writing  from  two  to  a  dozen  or  more  copies  at  one  time,. 

as  adapted  to  both  autographic  work  and  typewritten  matter,  is  taught. 
Hectographing,  multiplecopyingfrom  one  original  written  either  with 

an  ordinary  pen  or  upon  the  typewriter,  is  also  explained  and  the  student 

drilled  in  the  method. 

Mimeographing,  as  with  Edison's  mimeograph,  from  the  autographic 

stencil  or  by  the  aid  of  the  typewriter,  receives  the  attention  its  importance 

and  value  merit. 
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Speed-classes,  Drill,  etc. 
The  graded  speed  classes,  both  in  phonography  and  typewriting,  pro- 
duce marked  improvements  combined  with  good  work.  The  students  can 
read  the  phonographic  notes  fluently,  they  are  also  able  to  read  the  writing 
of  each  other,  as  well  as  the  phonography  in  the  Benn  Pitman  phono- 
graphic publications. 

Spelling. 
The  course  offered  in  this  subject  is  calculated  to  correct  errors  of  spell- 
ing and  fix  in  the  mind  of  the  future  stenographer  not  only  the  orthography 
of  the  word,  but  its  usual  meaning. 

Grammar  and  Penmanship. 
Instruction  in  these  branches  is  given  to  all  who  need  or  desire  it. 

Text-Books  and  Stationery. 
The  cost  of  text-books  and  stationery  for  the  full  business  course  varies 
from  $10  to  $13;  blank  books  and  forms  are  made  to  order  from  the  best 
quality  of  paper.    The  cost  of  books,  etc  ,  for  the  course  in  shorthand  is 
about  $6.50.

Time  Required. 
To  complete  the  business  course,  the  bright,  ambitious  student  aver 
ages  about  nine  months,  although  many  remain  longer.    Students  are  ad 
vanced  as  rapidly  as  is  consistent  with  thorough  work 
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To  become  proficient  enough  in  Phonography,  Typewriting  etc.,  to  fill 
a  first-class  situation  acceptably,  the  average  learner  requires  from  five  to 
eight  months;  students  acquainted  with  business  forms,  and  already  well 
drilled  in  spelling,  grammar,  punctuation,  etc.,  have  been  prepared  in  three 
to  five  mouths  sufficiently  well  to  take  fairly  good  positions.  Unless  com- 
pelled to  do  so  by  special  circumstances,  it  is  not  advisable  to  rush  unduly 
through  the  work,  as  those  who  take  a  thorough  course  are  practically 
certain  of  higher  salary  and  more  permanent  employment. 

Evening  School, 
To  accommodate  those  in  the  three  cities,  who  for  any  reason  cannot 
attend  the  day  sessions,  we  have  arranged  a  special  evening  course  in  Book- 
keeping, Arithmetic,  and  Shorthand,  at  the  nominal  cost  of  one  dollar  per 
month  exclusive  of  books  and  materials. 

Business  Correspondence. 

In  connection  with  the  diction  of  the  business  letter  in  the  Practice 
Department,  this  subject  is  carefully  taught.  Capitalization,  syllabication, 
punctuation,  paragraphing  receive  constant  explanation.  The  various 
hints  as  to  proper  use  of  language  in  business  correspondence,  develop  in 
the  student  a  natural  readiness  in  this  direction. 

This  is  made  one  of  the  most  valuable  features  of  the  course,  as  it  in- 
volves the  application  of  the  principles  learned  in  the  classes  devoted  to 
spelling,  grammar,  etc.  Not  one  of  the  hundreds  of  business  letters  is  pass- 
ed without  being  thoroughly  understood  by  the  student. 


Further  Information, 


Buildings. 
The  College  Building  is  neatly  and  comfortably  furnished  throughout 
and  is  warmed  by  steam.    Nothing  which  can  add  to  comfort,  convenience, 
and  utility  of  a  first-class  school  Jias  been  omitted  in  the  general  equipment. 

Recitation  Hours. 
The  regular  hours  of  study  and  recitations  are  from  9  a.m. to 4:30 p.m., 
five  days  of  the  week.    Two  hours  per  week  is  set  aside  for  physical  train- 
ing in  a  well-equipped  gymnasium. 
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Discipline. 

It  is  assumed  that  the  young  men  who  enter  this  institution  are  gentle- 
men, and  they  are  treated  uniformly  as  such.  The  development  of  other 
characteristics  will  immediately  sever  the  student's  connection  with  the 
school. 

Graduation  and  Diploma. 

The  requirements  for  graduation  are  amply  sufficient  to  give  a  high 
standing  to  the  course,  and  to  insure  the  ability  of  graduates  to  fill  and 
retain  satisfactorily,  first  class  positions.  In  the  shorthand  course  an 
average  working  speed  of  125  words  per  minute  in  phonography  for  not 
less  than  five  consecutive  minutes,  is  one  of  the  conditions  for  graduation. 
Students  completing  in  a  satisfactory  manner  either  course,  will  be 
awarded  a  neat  diploma  at  the  annual  graduation  exercises  of  the  depart- 
ment during  commencement  week,  for  which  a  charge  of  $1  is  made. 

Expenses. 

The  necessary  expenses  are  exceedingly  low.  Each  item  is  reduced  to 
the  very  lowest  so  as  to  bring  the  advantages  of  a  thorough  business  edu- 
cation within  the  reach  of  all. 

By  applying  to  the  Business  Manager,  Rev.  J.  Jesperson,  rooms  warmed 
and  furnished  may  be  secured  at  the  Institution  at  low  rates. 

Board  may  be  had  at  the  dining  hall  for  $2.25  a  week,  or  in  private 
families  with  furnished  rooms  for  $3.00  to  $3.50  a  week.

Special  Advantages. 
This  department  stands  in  the  closest  relationship  to  the  other  depart- 
ments of  Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary,  and  students.in  the 
Commercial  Department  may  pursue  any  study  in  the  Academic  and 
Normal  Departments,  either  as  visitors  or  regular  members,  without  extra 
charge.  This  intimate  connection  cannot  but  act  favorably  upon  all  who 
take  the  business  course,  as  it  spurs  them  on  to  greater  efforts,  and  broadens 
their  view,  by  reminding  them  that  all  is  not  contained  in  the  debits  and 
credits  of  an  account.  Furthermore,  a  business  man  needs  the  ease  and 
grace  that  come  from  contact  with  others;  and  this  intermingling  of  a 
large  number  of  well-informed,  zealous  students,  having  various  tastes  and 
ambitions,  and  representing  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  cannot  but  have 
much  of  the  desired  effect.    Among  the  numerous  societies  existing  at  the 
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college  may  be  mentioned  the  Phrenokosmian,  the  Adelphic,  and  the 
Lyceum.  Besides  these  the  Commercial  Department  has  its  own  organiza- 
tion, the  Society  of  Economics.  Under  the  auspices  of  this  organization 
will  be  given  a  very  comprehensive  free  lecture  course  during  1900 — 1901. 

Application  for  Admission. 
Instruction  being  largely  individual,  students  may  enter  at  any  time 
during   the  school-year.

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The  Conservatory  of  Music, 


Augustana  Conservatory  of  Music  is  a  department  of  Augustana  Col- 
lege and  Theological  Seminary.  It  is  established  for  the  purpose  of  afford- 
ing superior  advantages  for  the  study  of  music  in  all  of  its  branches.  Its 
aim  is  to  train  intelligent  musicians  furnished  with  the  broadest  and  best 
culture  in  the  various  departments  of  musical  education. 

The  Faculty  comprises  teachers  who  are  specialists  in  their  several 
subjects,  all  of  them  having  enjoyed  exceptional  opportunities  for  study 
and  having  had  wide  experience  in  teaching. 

The  general  plan  of  the  school  is  similar  to  that  of  the  best  American 
and  European  Conservatories,  adding,  however,  the  subject  of  Psychology 
and  the  Relation  of  Psychology  to  Music,  which,  so  far  as  Ave  know,  is  a 
comparatively  new  feature  of  conservatory  work.  In  this  respect  the  Au- 
gustana Conservatory  claims  the  credit  of  introducing  an  innovation  which 
promises  to  yield  most  important  results  in  improved  methods  of  teaching 
and  studying  music. 

A  remarkable  change  is  taking  place  in  the  musical  world.  Only  a  few 
years  ago  harmony  and  perhaps  a  glance  at  counterpoint  were  considered 
quite  enough  for  the  average  music  student ;  very  few  went  so  far  as  to  in- 
vestigate the  intricacies  of  fugue  or  pure  partwriting.  But  the  student  of 
to-day,  looking  out  upon  the  greatly  changed  conditions,  finds  that  his 
natural  gifts,  however  great,  in  themselves  or  even  with  moderate  train- 
ing, are  not  sufficient  to  enable  him  to  deal  successfully  with  the  great 
problems  of  musical  classicism  and  romanticism — he  must  have  the  .most 
thorough  technical  and  aesthetical  training,  supplemented  by  a  liberal  gen- 
eral education. 

The  safeguard  against  false  ideas  and  narrowness  is  found  in  the  con- 
servatory where  all  kinds  of  instruments  are  studied  and  heard  and  where 
theory  and  practice  go  hand  in  hand.  The  advantages  of  studying  at  a  con- 
servatory need  not  be  discussed  for  they  are  evident  to  all.  A  graduate  of 
any  conservatory  of  music,  in  addition  to  proficiency  on  his  special  instru- 
ment, ought  to  possess  a  good  degree  of  facility  in  the  various  forms  of 
contrapuntal  writing.  There  is  a  technique  for  pianists  and  a  technique  for 
composers;  without  the  former  one  cannot  play  the  piano,  though   he  be 
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ever  so  musical,  and  without  the  latter  he  cannot  compose,  though  he  be 
ever  so  talented. 

For  this  work  of  broad  and  thorough  preparation  for  the  calling  of  a 
musician  Augustana  Conservatory  takes  a  positive  stand,  and  to  this  end 
has  arranged  its  courses. 

The  Conservatory  is  open  to  all  classes  of  pupils  irrespective  of  age  or 
advancement.  Beginners,  starting  on  a  right  foundation  are  spared  the 
annoyance  and  loss  of  time  involved  in  undoing  the  effects  of  faulty  or  care- 
less previous  teaching. 

Older  pupils  will  find  here  methods  of  teaching  and  study  that  will  in- 
sure rapid  progress  and  enjoyment  in  the  work  because  the  methods  em- 
ployed are  in  harmony  with  nature.  We  train  the  ear,  the  hands,  the  voice, 
the  mind  according  to  sound  physiological  and  psychological  principles, 
thus  saving  the  pupil  years  of  needless  drudgery  and  unavailing  labor.  To 
give  the  very  best  instruction  and  afford  the  best  facilities  in  all  branches  of 
musical  education  at  as  small  a  cost  as  is  possible  is  the  aim  of  the  Conser- 
vatory. 


Courses  of  Study, 


The  instruction  in  the  Conservatory  of  Music  embraces  four  distinct 
courses,  as  follows: 

The  Preparatory  Course,  affording  instruction  in  the  rudiments  of  a 
musical  education.    It  has  no  fixed  requirements. 

The  Teacher's  Certificate  Course,  designed  especially  to  train  teachers 
of  music.  After  completing  the  course  the  student  receives  a  teacher's 
diploma.

SIGHT  SINGING  AND  EARTRAIN1NG. 

This  must  not  be  understood  to  be  a  "vocal"  class,  it  is  work  in  ear- 
training.  Everybody  has  voice  enough  to  join  it,  for  the  purpose  of  learn- 
ing to  look  at  a  piece  of  printed  or  written  music,  with  the  same  intelligence 
as  one  looks  into  a  book.  The  work  in  this  class  is  calculated  to  develop 
the  musical  perception  and  the  ability  to  think  tones  and  intervals  correct- 
ly.   The  work  is  divided  into  two  classes,  Beginning  and  Advanced. 

In  the  Beginning  class  the  work  embraces  a  thorough  explanation  of 
all  the  fundamental  principles' of  music,— notes,  time,  keys,  major,  scales 
and  intervals,  etc.  Pupils  are  trained  in  the  ability  to  hear  correct  melodic 
and  harmonic  intervals,  major,  minor,  diminished,  and  augmented  triads, 
intervals  up  to  5ths. 

In  the  Advanced  class  the  major,  minor,  and  chromatic  scales  are  stu- 
died; also  two-,  three-,  and  four-part  exercises  and  songs;  continuation 
intervals  in  6ths  and  7ths,  and  seventh-chords. 
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DICTATION. 

In  order  to  strengthen  the  musical  memory  in  the  right  direction  and 
to  enable  students  to  think  musically,  they  are  urged  to  cultivate  the  art  of 
writing  down  correctly  all  they  are  able  to  play  or  sing  correctly  by  heart; 
this  art  is  to  be  acquired  by  means  of  musical  dictation.  This  course  of 
musical  dictation,  when  closely  connected  with  thegeneral  course  of  musical 
education,  will  also  help  to  form  more  intelligent  and  more  appreciative 
listeners,  for  it  teaches  pupils  the  art  of  listening  in  the  right  way. 

During  the  first  year,  Exercise  One  of  Rittet's  Dictation  is  required.  This 
is  combined  with  the  work  in  sight-singing  and  eartraining. 

For  graduation  in  any  department,  Book  I  of  Hitter  is  required.  For 
Bachelor  of  Music,  Books  I  and  II  are  required. 

TrlE  ART  OF  CONDUCTING. 

Special  iostruction  is  given  in  the  art  of  conducting  singiug  classes, 
choruses,  etc.  This  is  of  great  importance,  especially  to  organ  students, 
and  also  to  those  preparing  themselves  for  musical  teachers,  as  well  as  to- 
all  musicians,  in  the  way  of  general  musical  accomplishment. 

GLASS  AND  PRIVATE  INSTRUCTION. 

In  class  instruction  three  and  four  pupils  are  assigned  to  the  same  hour. 
Each  pupil  receives  a  proper  share  of  personal  supervision,  and  in  addition, 
he  receives  all  the  criticism  and  suggestions  made  by  the  teacher  to  each 
pupil  in  the  class,  which  he  will  find  quite  as  valuable  as  those  made  to 
himself.  The  instruction  in  the  case  of  each  pupil  is  personal  and  aims  to 
meet  his  individual  needs;  and  while  other  members  of  the  class  may  or 
may  not  be  studying  the  same  compositions,  the  suggestions  and  principles 
developed  are  applicable  to  all. 

In  private  instruction  only  one  pupil  is  assigned  to  the  same  hour  or  half 
hour.  Advanced  students  and  those  who  are  giving  special  attention  to- 
any  particular  department  of  study,  are  recommended  to  take  private  in- 
struction, as  in  this  way  they  have  more  time  individually  with  the  teacher. 
The  difference  in  cost  is  in  proportion  to  the  difference  in  the  amount  of  per- 
sonal supervision  to  each  case. 

VIRGIL  PRACTICE  CLAVIER. 
In  our  system  of  foundational  instruction  we  introduce  extensively  the 
Yirgil  Practice  Clavier,  an  instrument  by  which  an  artistic  touch  can  be 
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formed  in  a  few  months,  a  process  which,  under  the  old  system,  lakes  years. 
The  use  of  the  clavier  saves  the  nerves,  leads  to  careful,  painstaking  study, 
memorizing,  sight-reading,  muscular  control,  endurance,  celerity,  and 
musical  analysis,  giving  a  perfection  of  touch  and  technique  not  attainable 
at  the  piano  alone. 

Students  are  furnished  with  practice  in  the  building,  or  they  can  rent 
instruments  for  their  own  rooms.    See  Expenses. 

PSYCHOLOGY. 

The  Conservatory,  recognizing  the  importance  of  psychology  as  a  foun- 
dation for  musical  theory  and  practice,  has  added  this  subject  to  the  regular 
course.  Music,  both  as  conception  and  as  execution,  has  to  do  primarily 
with  mind;  hence  the  necessity  to  pupil  and  teacher  of  a  thorough  acquaint- 
ance with  the  principles  of  mental  activity.  A  knowledge  of  the  mind  as 
thinkiDg  agent  and  of  the  nervous  system  as  medium  through  which 
thought  and  emotion  are  expressed,  is  no  longer  regarded  as  a  mere  adorn- 
ment but  as  the  prime  requisite  in  all  kinds  of  educational  work.  Psy- 
chology in  our  day  is  the  fundamental  science  for  all  subjectsof  study.  To 
the  musician  it  has  special  value  in  the  way  of  acquainting  him  with  ra- 
tional methods  of  study  as  well  as  widening  his  world  of  ideas.  The  mind 
as  well  as  the  fingers  must  be  trained;  technical  skill  without  the  cultivated 
mind  and  the  elevated  soul  is  of  little  value.  Recognizing  these  principles, 
the  Conservatory  seeks  to  develop  in  the  pupil  the  musical  capacity  with 
which  the  Creator  has  endowed  every  rational  soul,  thus  adding  to  the  en- 
joyment, usefulness,  and  power  of  the  individual  as  a  member  of  society. 
The  instruction  is  given  in  form  of  lectures  at  the  rate  of  one  hour  each  week 
throughout  the  school  year.  A  text-book  on  the  "Relation  of  Psychology 
to  Music"  has  been  prepared  especially  for  the  use  of  pupils  in  this  Conserv- 
atory, which  will  be  used  in  connection  with  the  lectures.  (See  Theory, 
under  Courses  of  Study).  At  the  end  of  the  course  a  synopsis  of  the  lectures, 
supplemented  by  special  reading  under  the  direction  of  the  professor  in 
charge,  is  required.  Candidates  for  graduation  in  Teacher's  Certificate 
Course,  Bachelor  of  Music,  and  Organist's  Course  must  pass  examination 
in  psychology.  The  instruction  is  open  to  all  regular  members  of  the  Con- 
servatory free  of  charge. 

ENSEMBLE  FLAYING  AND  SINGING. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  pupils  be  able  to  play  and  sing  well  with  other 
instruments  and  voices  in  concerted  music.  Advanced  pupils  may  here  have 
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the  necessary  drill  in  duos,  trios,  quartets,  quintets,  chorus,  orchestra,  etc. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  securing-  steadiness  in  playing  and  proper  bal- 
ance of  parts  as  well  as  an  apprehension  of  the  musical  content  and  aesthet- 
ic significance  of  the  composition. 

PUPILS'  REG1TALS. 
One  of  the  most  important  incidental  advantages  of  the  Conservatory 
is  the  private  weekly  recitals,  at  which  students  perform  such  pieces  as  may 
be  assigned  by  their  teachers,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  them  self-control 
and  ease  of  appearance  in  public.  Then  comes  the  public  recital  where  pu- 
pils have  opportunity  to  play  before  larger  aud'iences  and  thus  become 
accustomed  to  public  solo  work. 

REQUIRED  FOR  GRADUATION. 

For  Teacher's  Certificate  Course  the  theoretical  requirements  are,  exam- 
ination in  Sight  Singing,  Ear  Training,  Harmony,  Psychology,  History  of 
Music,  Dictation. 

For  Bachelor  of  Music  two  instruments  are  required:  Major,  as  stated 
in  the  course ;  minor,  equal  to  the  Teacher's  Certificate  Course.  Theoretical 
requirements,  besides  what  is  given  in  Teacher's  Certificate  Course,  Dicta- 
tion, Counterpoint,  Canon,  Fugue,  and  Composition. 

For  Organist1  s  Course  the  theoretical  requirements  are  examination  in 
Sight  Singing,  Ear  Training,  Dictation,  Harmony,  Psychology,  Musical 
History,  and  Single  Counterpoint;  also  the  Preparatory  Course  in  Piano. 

The  work  in  Musical  Theory  is  graded  on  a  scale  of  100;  a  grade  of  70  is 
required  for  passing  in  any  subject. 

TIME  NECESSARY. 

The  time  required  to  finish  any  of  the  preceding  courses  is  different 
according  to  circumstances.  First,  it  depends  on  the  pupil's  advancement 
on  entering  the  Conservatory,   and  secondly,  on  his  talents  and  industry. 

For  Organist's  or  Teacher's  Diploma,  three  years,  and  for  Bachelor  of 
Music,  five  years,  ordinarily  are  required.  Few  students  can  do  the  work  in 
less  time,  but  as  a  rule  students  require  a  longer  time.  It  is  advisable  to 
take  ample  time  for  the  work  required,  as  the  courses  have  been  arranged 
on  a  level  with  those  of  the  very  best  conservatories. 

EXAMINATIONS. 
Final  examinations  in  all  departments  are  not  left  to  the  individual 
teachers,  but  must  be  held  before  the  President  and  the  whole  Conservatory 
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Faculty.  This  will  give  every  student  the  same  chance  of  graduating  and 
avoid  all  misunderstandings. 

Before  entering  the  organ  class,  the  pupil  must  pass  an  examination 
before  the  Faculty  in  scale  playing,  M.  M.  quarter  notes  in  sixteenths,  H.  T., 
=  120;  also  Sight  Reading,  1st  grade,  and  Ear  Training. 

Final  Examinations  will  be  held  on  the  last  Friday  of  the  second  and 
fourth  terms  of  each  year. 

DIPLOMAS. 

Diplomas  are  givento  students  who  have  finished  the  course  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  Conservatory  Faculty.  No  diplomas  are  given  for  any  one 
study,  but  the  President  and  teachers  will  give  certificates,  shoAving  the 
standing  of  students  and  the  work  done  in  the  various  subjects  studied. 
On  passing  the  necessary  examination  in  any  subject,  the  student  receives  a 
certificate  in  that  subject. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

Pupils  may  enter  at  any  time,  but  will  not  be  accepted  for  less  than  a 
term  of  ten  weeks. 

Lesson  cards  must  be  procured  from  the  treasurer  and  be  presented  to 
the  teacher.  No  lessons  are  given  without  such  card.  All  tuition  must  be 
paid  in  advance,  and  all  must  be  transacted  with  the  treasurer. 

No  reduction  is  made  for  absence,  except  in  cases  of  protracted  illness, 
of  which  the  treasurer  must  be  duly  notified. 

Upon  leaving  the  Conservatory  each  pupil  is  entitled  to  a  certificate 
specifying  the  time  passed  at  the  institution  and  the  standing  in  the  studies 
pursued. 

Any  student  who  takes  at  least  two  lessons  a  week  in  any  department 
of  the  Conservatory  is  allowed  to  take  five  hours  a  week  of  class  instruc- 
tion in  the  academic  or  collegiate  department  of  the  institution  free  of 
charge.

In  connection  with  the  Conservatory  of  Music  instruction  is  given  in 
Drawing  and  the  various  branches  of  Painting. 

5G0PE  OF  THE  WORK. 

Thorough  instruction  is  given  in  Drawing,  Light  and  Shade,  Still-Life, 
the  Cast,  Antique,  Human  Figure,  Portrait,  Interior  and  Landscape  Com- 
position, Animals,  Fruits,  Flowers,  Decorative  Work,  etc.,  through  the 
usual  medium.  Oil,  Charcoal,  Crayon,  and  Pencil. 

The  methods  are  such  as  will  lead  most  directly  to  work  from  nature 
and  life,  an  end  easily  attained  by  any  earnest  art  student. 

ANTIQUE. 

The  advantages  from  this  study  from  the  antique  cast  is  the  knowledge 
we  get  of  the  ideal  human  form,  and  the  opportunity  it  affords  the  student 
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for  careful,  cool,  reflective  study,  thus  fortifying  the  student  against  the 
difficulties  occurring  in  work  from  life. 

SKETGfi  GLASS. 

A  sketch  class,  from  life,  is  formed,  care  being  taken  so  to  arrange  the 
pose  that  the  students'  sketches  may  be  of  service  to  them  when  they  wish 
to  introduce  a  figure  into  landscape-sketches  or  compositions. 

LIFE,  OR  PORTRAIT  GLASS. 

The  object  of  this  study  is  to  give  the  student  a  thorough  drill  in  the 
study  of  realistic  flesh-color,  expression,  position,  drapery,  harmony,  etc. 

PORTRAITS. 

Instruction  will  be  given  to  those  wishing  to  color  photographs  (the 
solar  print)  in  oil  or  water  colors,  or  finish  in  India-Ink. 

Any  one  with  ordinary  ability  can,  by  this  means,  soon  learn  to 
execute  life-sized  portraits  nearly  as  perfect  as  the  photographs  from  which 
they  were  taken,  and  often  with  better  expression. 

SAGRED  ART  RECEIVES  SPECIAL  ATTENTION. 

During  Commencement  week,  a  free  exhibition  in  the  art  room  is  given 
which  will  explain  better  than  words  can  the  grade  and  success  of  the  work 
done  in  the  art  department.

Elocution  and  Physical  Culture. 

MARY  SEARLES  PENROSE. 

The  pupils  of  expression  receive  their  training  upon  the  basis  of  evolu- 
tion. Instead  of  teaching  students  to  become  mechanical  or  imitative 
readers,  "the  interest  is  awakened,  the  mind  is  aroused"  and  developed  in 
natural  steps  onward.  In  the  student's  work,  independence  of  conception 
is  from  the  first  encouraged  ;  he  must  keep  his  individuality.    Mental  power 
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must  also  be  developed,  for  without  depth  of  thought  and  emotion  the 
orator  cannot  produce  strong  or  lasting  impressions. 

"The  earnest  student  pursues  this  art  because  he  knows  that  it  broad- 
ens, enriches,  and  develops  his  entire  personality."  While  educating  the 
intellect,  sensibility,  and  will  we  do  not  forget  that  the  body  largely  influen- 
ces the  mind,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  cultivate  the  grace  of  body,  that 
it  may  act  in  perfect  harmony  with  the  mind,  through  proper  exercises, 
movements,  marches,  etc. 

The  above  method,  as  perfected  and  taught  by  Dr.  Charles  W.  Emerson, 
President  of  the  Boston  School  of  Oratory,  is  employed  in  our  study  of 
expression.  Pupils'  recitals  are  given  in  connection  with  those  in  the  Con- 
servatory. 

The  terms  of  tuition  are  as  follows  :

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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


GOVERNMENT. 


This  Institution  is  owned,  supported,  and  controlled  by  the  Evangel- 
ical Lutheran  Augustan  a  Synod.  Its  governing  body  is  a  Board  of  Direct- 
ors, composed  of  the  president  of  the  synod,  the  president  of  the  institu- 
tion, and  sixteen  other  members— eight  ministers  and  eight  laymen— elected 
by  the  synod,  for  a  term  of  four  years.  Only  persons  belonging  to  some 
congregation  of  the  synod  are  eligible  to  membership.  The  meetings  of  the 
Board  are  held  at  the  institution. 

FACULTIES. 

All  matters  pertaining  to  the  institution  as  a  whole  which  do  not  come 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  the  President  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  General  Faculty,  which  is  composed  of  all  the  permanent  pro- 
fessors of  the  institution. 

There  are  four  Special  Faculties  in  charge  of  the  following  departments 
respectively:  The  Theological  Seminary;  the  Collegiate,  Academic,  and 
Normal  Departments;  the  Conservatory  of  Music;  the  Business  College  and 
School  of  Phonography.  Each  special  faculty  is  composed  of  all  the  regular 
professors  in  the  respective  department. 

The  President  of  the  institution  is  ex-officio  chairman  of  each  faculty. 

DIVISION  OF  TflE  SCHOOL  YEAR. 

The  school  year  of  thirty-six  weeks  is  divided  into  two  terms;  the  fall 
term,  embracing  a  period  of  sixteen  weeks  (September— December),  and  the 
spring  term,  embracing  a  period  of  twenty  weeks  (January— June). 

PUBLIC  WORSfilP. 

Chapel  services,  which  all  students  are  required  to  attend,  are  held  in 
the  chapel  every  school  day  morning,  conducted  by  the  President.  Divine 
services,  alternately  in  the  Swedish  and  English  languages,  are  held  in  the 
chapel  each  Sunday  evening  during  term  time,  in  which  the  full  church  ser- 
vice is  rendered.  All  students  living  at  the  college  are  expected  to  attend 
these  services.  General  and  class  prayer-meetings  are  held  each  week  by 
the  students. 
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REGULATIONS. 

There  are  but  few  specific  rules  of  government  as  each  student  is  expected 
to  be  examplary  in  manners  and  morals  and  to  deport  himself  as  becomes 
a  student  of  a  Christian  institution. 

The  attendance  of  such  students  only  is  desired  as  will  makefaithfuluse 
of  the  educational  opportunities  afforded. 

Intemperance,  profanity,  theatre-going,  the  use  of  tobacco  in  any  form, 
playing  at  cards  and  billiards,  and  whatever  hinders  the  highest  mental, 
moral,  and  religious  culture,  or  violates  the  courtesy  due  to  instructors  or 
fellow  students,  are  prohibited. 

EXPENSES. 

The  necessary  expenses  are  exceedingly  low.  Each  item  is  reduced  to 
the  very  lowest  so  as  to  bring  the  advantages  of  a  thorough  education 
within  the  reach  of  all.  The  total  necessary  expenses  for  the  entire  school- 
year  range  from  $135  to  $175. 

By  applying  to  the  Business  Manager,  Rev.  J.  Jesperson,  rooms  heated 
and  furnished  may  be  secured  at  low  rates. 

Board  may  be  had  at  the  dining  hall  for  $2.25  a  week,  or  in  private 
families  with  furnished  rooms  for  $3.00  to  $3.50. 

All  payments  must  be  made  in  advance  and  no  money  is  refunded  for 
unused  tuition. 

A  Matriculation  Fee  of  $5.00  is  charged  in  the  Theological,  Collegiate, 
Academic,  and  Normal  Departments. 

A  Graduation  Fee  of  $5.00  is  charged  in  the  Theological,  Collegiate, 
Normal,  and  Musical  Departments,  and  of  $1.00  in  the  Business  College. 

A  Laboratory  Fee  of  $1 .50  a  term  is  charged  for  the  use  of  the  Chemical 
Laboratory.

HARVARD  UNIVERSITY  SGflOLARSfUf. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Harvard  Club  of  Chicago  December  14, 
•1897,  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  Club  was  adopted,  estab- 
lishing on  a  permanent  basis  a  scholarship  at  Harvard  University  of  the 
minimum  annual  value  of  three  hundred  dollars.  This  scholarship  is  open 
to  the  graduates  of  the  universities  and  colleges  of  Illinois  who  wish  to 
follow  a  graduate  course  of  study  at  Harvard  University.  Applications 
must  be  made  before  May  1st  in  each  year,  but  senior  students  about 
to  finish  their  undergraduate  course  are  eligible  as  candidates.

CORRESPONDENCE  INSTRUCTION. 

At  the  urgent  request  of  friends  who  could  not  attend  theinstitution,  a 
corresponding  class  in  Book-keeping,  Arithmetic,  and  Penmanship  was 
started  privately  by  Prof.  J.  A.  Bexell,  in  May,  1898.  The  favor  with  which 
it  was  received  by  the  public,  and  the  general  success  of  the  pupils,  led  the 
Board  of  Directors  to  incorporate  aCorrsepondenceCoursein  Book-keeping. 
Arithmetic,  Penmanship,  and  Shorthand  with  the  Commercial  Department 
of  the  Institution.  The  special  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  those  an 
opportunity  to  study,  who,  for  any  reason,  cannot  attend  school.  About 
one-half  of  the  course  can  be  made  up  in  this  way  and  the  complete  business 
course  can  thus  be  finished  in  a  about  five  or  six  months  attendance  at 
school.  Correspondence  instruction  may  also  be  established  in  subjects  of 
the  Collegiate  and  Academic  departments.  Full  particulars  will  be  furnished 
on  application. 

LADIES'  HALL. 
For  the  accommodation  of  lady  students  who  perfer  a  home  under  the 
immediate  auspices  of  the  institution,  a  Ladies'  Hall  has  been  established. 
The  rooms  are  carpeted,  furnished,  lighted,  and  heated,  but  each  occupant 
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is  expected  to  provide  herself  with  combs,  toilet  soap,  towels,  one  pair  of 
sheets,  one  pillow,  two  pillow  cases,  counterpane,  and  blankets  or  a  heavy 
comforter.  The  hall  is  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Anna  Olsson  as  prin- 
cipal. 

LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

REV.  C.  O.  GRANEEE,  PH.  D.,  LIBRARIAN. 

The  Library,  occupying  part  of  the  third  floor  of  the  main  building, 
contains  between  16,000  and  17,000  volumes  and  a  large  number  of  pam- 
phlets. 

During  the  past  year  the  Library  has  been  kept  open  between  the 
hours  of  9  and  12  a.  m.  and  2  and  6  p.  M.  every  school  day,  and  from  2  to  5 
p.  m.  on  Saturdays.  All  students  and  officers  of  the  institution  are  entitled 
to  use  the  books  free  of  charge.

THE  MUSEUM. 

PROF.   J.   A.   FDDEN,  CURATOR. 

Open  to  visitors  on  Wednesdays  from  2  to  5  p.  m. 
The  arrangement  of  the  material  and  of  the  cases  in  the  museum  is 
represented  in  the  diagram  on  page  68. 

THE  ZOOLOGICAL  CABINET. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  floor  space,  and  forming  a  partition  between 
the  Museum  and  the  Library,  is  a  cabinet  with  glass  front,  eight  feet  high 
and  40  feet  long,  and  divided  into  eight  sections,  containing  a  systematic 
series  of  zoological  specimens. 

Beginning  at  the  east  end  of  this  cabinet,  we  find  uppermost  in  the  first 
section  various  foraminifera.  Next  in  succession  comes  a  series  of  dried 
sponges,  and  a  few  specimens  of  the  same  kind  preserved  in  alcohol.  Below^ 
these  follow  the  corals,  among  which  may  be  seen  some  specimens  of  sea- 
fans,  mushroom  corals,  and  organ-pipe  corals.  Among  the  ecoinoderms, 
which  follow  below,  are  several  kinds  of  sea-urchins,  such  as  sand  cakes, 
sand  dollars,  and  sea  eggs.  Several  types  of  the  starfish  order,  the  sea- 
cucumbers  and  the  crinoids,  complete  the  collection  of  animals  of  radiate 
structures.  Then  follow  the  worms  and  mollusks.  The  latter  have  to  a 
great  extent  been  collected  in  Europe,  and  embrace  representatives  of  a 
great  number  of  genera  and  species,  filling  nearly  two  sections  in  the  cabi- 
net. Among  other  valuable  specimens,  there  are  a  number  of  fine  cowries 
from  the  coasts  of  Africa,  and  a  fairly  complete  collection  of  land  and  fresh- 
water shells  from  Sweden.  A  number  of  crustaceans  and  insects,  preserved 
in  alcohol,  are  placed  in  the  lower  part  of  the  third  section.     The  fourth 
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section  contains  fishes,  amphibians,  and  reptiles,  several  hundred  specimens 
in  all,  and  mostly  preserved  in  alcohol. 

The  birds  fill  a  little  more  than  the  next  two  sections.  There  are  repre- 
sented all  the  native  families,  including  nearly  200  different  species.  The 
collections  contain  a  number  of  specimens  secured  by  sportsmen  in  Moline 
and  Rock  Island.  Mammals  fill  the  remaining  two  sections.  These,  also, 
are  mostly  of  the  native  kinds,  though  there  are  a  number  of  specimens  of 
interesting  portions  of  exotic  animals,  such  as  the  skin  and  baleen  of  a 
whale,  molars  of  the  elephant,  and  horns  of  various  ungulates. 

Nearly  all  the  material  in  this  case  was  secured  by  the  former  curator 
of  the  museum,  Dr.  Josua  Lindahl. 

A  collection  of  insects  and  another  of  birds'  nests  and  birds'  eggs  com- 
plete the  zoological  collections.  The  former,  which  is  exhibited  in  the  first 
of  the  floor  cases  to  the  east,  and  which  comprises  about  1,000  different 
species  of  insects,  was  collected  and  donated  by  Professor  0.  W.  Oestlund  of 
Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  while  a  student  at  this  institution.  The  insects 
are  mounted  with  great  care  aud  properly  labeled  and  will  be  of  permanent 
value.  The  collection  of  nests  and  eggs  was  made  chiefly  by  Rev.  Oscar 
Henry,  class  of  '93.     Most  of  the  birds  of  Iowa  are  represented. 

THE  HERBARIUM. 

The  beginning  of  the  herbarium  consisted  of  a  collection  of  plants  from 
Sweden,  donated  by  Dr.  A.R  Cervin.  Several  other  collections  from  Sweden 
have  since  been  obtained  and  also  a  number  from  different  parts  of  this 
country,  viz.:  from  the  vicinity  of  Rock  Island  by  Prof.  0.  W.  Oestlund; 
from  Lindsborg,  Kansas,  by  Dr.  John  Runstrom;  from  Kansas,  Texas, 
and  Colorado  by  the  present  curator;  from  Michigan  by  Prof.  C  A.  Wendell; 
lichens  from  Sweden  by  Prof.  John  Hulting,  mosses  from  Illinois  and  Penn- 
sylvania by  Mr.  G.  Forsberg  of  Pullman,  Illinois;  Sea- Weeds  from  the 
Pacific  by  Dr.  Josua  Lindahl,  Dr.  E.  Norelius,  and  Lawrence  Lundwall. 
The  phenogamous  plants  have  all  been  mounted  on  white  species  paper  and 
are  enclosed  in  genus  covers  of  strong  manila  paper. 

These  are  arranged  by  families,  and  stored  in  paper  boxes,  in  two  cases 
specially  made  for  the  collection. 

THE  GEOLOGICAL  COLLECTIONS. 

The  McMaster  Collection. 
Afoundation  for  a  collection  to  illustrate  the  various  features  of  our  local 
geology  was  made  three  years  ago  by  the  Hon.  S.  W.  McMaster  of  Rock 
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Island,  who  then  donated  to  the  museum  a  number  of  fossils  collected  in 
this  locality.     Several  of  these  specimens  have  been  polished  and  otherwise 
suitably  prepared  for  exhibition.     A  separate  cabinet  has 'been  secured  and 
placed  along  the  east  wall  for  the  reception  of  this  material. 
The  General  Collection. 
This  fills  sixteen  of  the  floor-cases. 

Beginning  at  the  cast  end  of  the  room  the  minerals  occupy  the  first 
case.  The  space  in  the  second  case  is  filled  with  rocks,  which  have  been 
arranged  with  a  view  to  illustrate  the  different  modes  in  which  all  the  vari- 
ous kinds  of  rocks  are  now  produced  in  nature  by  igneous  agencies,  by 
sedimentation  in  water,  and  by  the  agency  of  living  organisms,  as  well  as 
to  exhibit  the  classification  of  the  rocks  as  based  on  these  differences  of 
origin. 

In  the  third  and  fourth  cases  are  shown  a  series  of  rocks,  which  have 
been  affected  in  various  ways  by  chemical  and  physical  processes  in  nature, 
and  which  illustrate  several  interesting  features  in  dynamical  geology. 
Among  these  may  be  mentioned  three  series  of  rocks  showing  the  effects  of 
surface  disintegration  in  the  region  of  crystalline  rocks  on  the  Atlantic 
coast;  stalagmites  and  stalactites  from  caverns  in  limestone  regions,  "box- 
work'  •  from  the  great  Wind  cave  in  South  Dakota;  many  kinds  of  concre- 
tions and  septaria  from  a  variety  of  formations;  an  assortment  of  geodes 
from  Warsaw  in  this  state;  specimens  of  sun-cracks  and  ripplemarks;  cleav- 
age structure  and  fulded  structure  induced  by  pressure;  segregation  veins: 
lignilites;  a  series  of  natural  etchings,  produced  by  the  solvent  power  of 
water;  and  scored  rocks  from  the  glacial  drift. 

The  fifth  case  is  intended  to  illustrate  Formation al  Geology.  A  num- 
ber of  samples  of  rocks  from  the  different  formations  of  which  the  exterior 
of  the  earth  is  composed  have  been  placed  in  geological  succession.  The 
lowermost  system,  the  azoic,  which  underlies  all  other  rocks,  is  represented 
by  a  lot  of  specimens  in  the  south  end  of  the  case.  Then  follow  the  various 
formations  of  the  several  systems  up  to  the  present  age,  recently  formed 
alluvium,  sand  and  clay  being  placed  in  the  north  end  of  the  case.  Some  of 
the  more  important  of  the  characteristic  fossils  of  each  group  are  also  to  be 
seen  in  their  proper  places  in  this  series. 

The  sixth  case  is  filled  with  fossil  plants.  Thelower plants,  of  theoldest 
rocks,  are  placed  first  in  the  south  end,  such  as  algaeand  higher  cryptogams 
of  the  paleozoic  era.  These  are  then  followed  by  petrified  wood  and  lignite 
of  gymnosperms  of  the  mesozoic  era  and  in  turn  by  impressions  of  leaves  of

the  more  modern  plants  of  later  ages.  A  number  of  specimens  from  the  coal- 
measures  in  Pennsylvania  make  up  a  part  of  this  collection. 

The  next  two  cases  contain  a  collection  of  animal  fossils,  arranged  ac- 
cording to  the  zoological  system  of  classification.  It  is  intended  to  exhibit 
some  important  types  and  landmarks  in  the  science  of  Paleontology.  The 
greater  part  of  the  specimens  in  the  geological  collections  have  been  ob- 
tained through  the  efforts  of  the  present  curator.  Considerable  more  ma- 
terial is  stored  away  and  awaiting  further  examination  and  identification, 
before  it  will  be  included  among  the  exhibits. 

Donations  for  the  museum  have  been  received  during  the  year  as  follows: 

From  The  United  States  Geological  Survey,  an  Educational  series  of 
rocks,  including  150  specimens,  which  have  been  specially  selected  to  illus- 
trate the  varieties  of  rocks. 

From  Mr.  G.  A.  Akerlind,  M.  E.,  Chicago,  111.,  a  full  set  of  specimens  of 
the  productive  ores  of  Sweden. 

From  Mr.  Gustaf  Bergman,  Rock  Island,  some  prehistoric  relics  from 
the  stone  age  in  Sweden. 

From  Messrs.  A.  J.  Carlson,  A.  E.  Shellander,  and  Johannes  Olsson, 
collections  of  assorted  minerals  from  Butte,  Montana. 

From  Mr.  John  Mattson,  Ludington,  Mont.,  a  collection  of  rocks  from 
The  Yellowstone  National  Park. 

From  M.  J.  Nelson,  Rock  Island,  a  collection  of  minerals  from  the  Zinc 
region  in  Missouri. 

From  Mr.  Sven  Hawkinson,  Omaha,  Neb  ,  some  curios  from  the  Omaha 
Exposition. 

Minor  donations  have  also  been  received  from  Messrs.  F.  A.  Landee,  W. 
R.  Pearson,  H.  Kullander,  and  others. 

Last  year  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  extended  an  invitation  offerring 
free  transportation  to  representatives  of  a  number  of  educational  institu- 
tions to  take  part  in  a  geological  expedition  in  Wyoming  which  was  to  be 
conducted  by  Professor  Wilbur  C.  Knight  of  the  University  of  Wyoming. 
The  curator  of  our  museum  being  prevented  from  joining  this  expedition, 
Professor  C.  L.  Esbjorn,  Mr.  J.  Simon,  and  Mr.  C.  E.  Reck  went  as  his  rep- 
resentatives. These  gentlemen  secured  a  collection  of  rocks  and  fossils  of 
the  Mesozoic  formations  for  our  museum  and  also  a  small  set  of  photo- 
graphs illustrative  of  western  topography.  The  latter  will  be  used  as  class- 
room material.  Our  thanks  are  herewith  extended  to  the  management  oi 
the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  for  its  liberality  in  thus  promoting  the  cause  of 
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science  and  education  and  no  less  to  Prof.  Knight  for  his  kindly  concern  in 
behalf  of  our  representatives.

LABORATORIES. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory,  in  the  basement  of  the  new  building,  is  fur- 
nished with  the  necessary  apparatus  and  a  full  supply  of  re-gents  for  the 
laboratory  work  in  General  and  Analytical  Chemistry. 

The  Department  of  Physics,  also  in  the  basement  of  the  new  building, 
has  lately  been  iurnised  with  a  valuable  set  of  apparatus,  chiefly  imported 
from  Germany.  It  now  contains  apparatus  for  quantitative  as  well  as 
qualitative  work  in  all  the  different  branches  of  the  science. 

The  Biological  Laboratory  and  class-room  occupies  a  suitably  lighted 
and  spacious  quarter  on  the  first  floor  It  is  conveniently  furnished,  with 
tables  and  chairs,  a  hydrant,  and  cases  for  instruments  and  re-agents.  A 
set  of  good  microscopes,  with  accessories  and  a  pair  of  scales  make  a  part 
of  the  general  equipments.  There  are  also  materials  for  the  use  of  special 
classes.  For  the  instruction  in  Botany  there  is  a  series  of  the  lower  as  well 
as  of  the  higher  plants  preserved  in  alchohol  and  selected  for  making  micro- 
scopic preparation  of  tissues.  There  is  also  a  set  of  charts  for  illustrating 
the  terminology  in  Phenogamous  Botany.  For  the  classes  in  Zoology  there 
are  some  anatomical  preparations  and  entire  animals  preserved  in  alcohol 
and  crania  and  skeletons  of  vertebrates.  The  class  in  Human  Physiology 
has  opportunity  to  inspect  models  of  the  chest,  and  several  anatomical 
preparations  preserved  in  alcohol.  The  class  in  Geology  identifies  specimens 
of  minerals,  rocks  and  fossils,  which  have  been  specially  selected  from  the 
museum  for  this  purpose,  and  are  stored  in  boxes,  which  can  be  convenient- 
ly handled.  Maps  of  the  altitudes  and  the  geological  strata  of  the  United 
States  are  at  hand  for  referrence.  A  collection  of  microscopic  slides  received 
from  Prof.  Philip  Dowell  form  an  important  feature  in  the  available  class- 
room material. 


TflE  fUSTORlGAL  COLLECTIONS  AND  TrlE  ARCHIVES. 

Prof.  C.  W.  Foss,  Guardian  and  Archivist. 

ETHNOGRAPHICAL  AND  NUMISMATIC. 
The  Ethnographical  Collection  contains  numerous  and  valuable  speci- 
mens from  India,  Africa,  and  Palestine;  relics  of  the  late  war;  and  imple- 
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ments,  weapons,  amulets,  and  personal  ornaments  of  the  American  In- 
dians. 

The  Numismatic  Collection  consists  of  over  1200  specimens  of  gold, 
silver,  copper,  and  bronze  coins,  together  with  medals  and  tokens.  There 
is  also  a  large  collection  of  postage  and  reveuue  stamps,  old  paper  money, 
fractional  currancy,  foreign  and  confederate  notes,  and  continental  and 
colonial  paper  money.

HISTORICAL. 

The  Historical  Collection  of  American  Lutheran  and  Scandinavian 
American  Literature  has  been  steadily  growing  during  the  year.  Complete 
or  nearly  complete  files  of  all  the  leading  American  Lutheran  periodicals 
(English,  German,  Swedish,  Norwegian,  Danish,  and  Finnish)  have  been 
secured  and  carefully  arranged,  also  files  of  most  of  the  Swedish-American 
periodicals. 

Contributions  to  this  collection  are  kindly  and  earnestly  solicited. 
Books  periodicals,  pamphlets,  catalogues,  minutes  of  synods  and  confer- 
ences, and  whatever  pertains  to  the  history  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
America  or  to  the  history  of  the  Scandinavians  in  this  country  will  be 
thankfully  received. 

There  are  now  some  over  three  hundred  different  kinds  of  papers  and 
periodicals  in  the  Swedish-American  and  American  Lutheran  collections 
taken  together.  These  papers  are  all  arranged  in  volumes  and  filed  away 
in  suitable  cases  and  catalogued  so  that  any  one  wishing  to  consult  some 
particular  number  of  any  periodical  can  do  so  on  a  moment's  notice  by  ap- 
plying to  the  archivist. 

There  are  also  large  collections  of  duplicates.  Parlies  wishing  to  com- 
plete their  files  may  secure  them  either  by  purchase  or  fair  exchanges. 

An  interesting  collection  is  that  of  the  local  church  papers  or  young 
people's  papers.  Put  this  collection  is  not  nearly  complete.  It  is  hoped  that 
pastors  and  young  people's  societies  will  kindly  send  in  their  papers,  if  pos- 
sible from  the  first  issue.  Large  numbers  of  them  have  been  received  during 
the  present  year.

TflE  AUGUSTANA  FOREIGN  MISSION  SOCIETY. 

Organized  by  the  students  in  1886  and  incorporated  in  1895.  This 
society  has  had  a  steady  growth  and  is  now  strong  numerically,  counting 
members,  not  only  among  students,  but  also  among  the  professors  of  the 
institution  and  the  ministers  of  the  synod. 

Its  aim  is  to  spread  missionary  intelligence  among  the  students  by 
means  of  missionary  literature,  lectures,  study  classes,  etc.  and  thus  to 
awaken  and  nourish  a  lively  interest  in  the  furthering  of  God's  Kingdom  in 
heathen  lands,  and  by  means  of  membership  fees,  contribution,  etc  to 
render  pecunary  aid  to  the  synod  in  the  prosecution  of  its  foreign  mission 
work.  By  resolution  of  the  synod  in  1897  the  Society  is  recognized  as  a 
branch  of  its  work  and  empowered  to  receive  and  dispense  donations  and 
wills  m  the  name  of  the  synod.  The  Society  supports  schools  in  the  Samul- 
cotta  district  of  the  General  Council's  Mission  in  India,  and  has  besides  this 
year  contributed  f  500  to  the  same  mission.

Special  meetings  are  held 
whenever  occasion  requires  it.

THE  PflRENOKOSMIAN  SOCIETY. 

This  is  the  oldest  society  of  the  institution.  Organized  in  1860,  in 
Chicago,  111.,  where  the  institution  was  then  located,  it  has  this  year  cele- 
brated its  40th  anniversary.  Its  object  is  to  further  the  literary  improve- 
ment and  intellectual  development  of  its  members.  The  meetings,  which 
are  held  on  Friday  evening  of  each  week,  are  conducted  in  the  English  and 
Swedish  languages  alternately  and  openand  close  with  devotional  exercises. 
The  programs,  consisting  of  essays,  debates,  orations,  declamations,  music, 
criticisms,  etc.,  are  interesting  and  instructive.  A  weekly  paper,  The  Phre- 
nokosmiana,  is  published  by  the  society  and  read  at  every  regular  meeting. 
Students  from  any  department  of  the  institution  may  become  active  mem- 
bers of  the  society,  and  upon  leaving  school  they  become  honorary  mem- 
bers. Among  the  latter  are  found  many  of  the  most  prominent  men  of  the 
synod.  The  present  enrollment  of  active  members  is  98.  The  officers  of 
the  society  are  a  president,  a  vice  president,  a  recording  secretary,  all 
elected  at  the  last  regular  meeting  of  each  month;  and  a  corresponding 
secretary  and  a  treasurer,  each  elected  at  the  last  regular  meeting  of  each 
term. 

TflE  ADELPfllG  SOCIETY. 

This  is  the  younger  of  the  two  prominent  literary  societies  of  the  insti- 
tution. It  was  organized  in  1883,  and  incorporated  in  1884.  The  society 
holds  it  meetings  on  Friday  evening  of  each  week.  The  exercises  consist 
of  essays,  orations,  declamations,  debates,  music,  etc.  These  exercises  aim 
to  supplement  the  class-room  work,  and  to  give  its  members  the  training 
necessary  to  success  in  life.  The  various  officers  are  elected  each  month, 
thus  affording  all  an  opportunity  for  practice  in  conducting  public  meet- 
ings.    The  society  also  publishes  a  paper,  The  Censor,  containing  articles 
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011  subjects  of  general  interest,  college  news,  etc.    All  students  of  the  insti- 
tution are  eligible  to  membership  in  the  society. 

TflE  SOCIETY  OF  SWEDIStt  BELLE  LETTERS. 

(SVENSKA  VlTTERHETSSALLSKAPET.) 

This  Society  was  organized  in  the  fall  of  1896  for  the  purpose  of  the 
study  of  Swedish  Literature  and  Culture.  Only  members  of  the  two  highest 
classes  in  the  College  and  of  the  three  classes  in  the  Theological  Seminaryare 
admitted  as  members  of  this  Society.  Its  membership  is  limited  to  18,  and 
unanimity  is  required  for  election.  Professors  Zetterstrand  and  Bersell  are 
honorary  members.  The  society  meets  once  a  month  for  literary  discus- 
sion, reading  of  essays,  criticisms,  and  original  productions.  There  are  also 
given  annually  several  public  lectures  on  topics  relative  to  Swedish  and 
Swedish-American  Literature  and  Culture,  The  Society  is  one  of  the  most 
thorough,  active,  and  energetic  at  the  institution.  The  present  officers  are:

CONCORDIA  SOCIETY. 

This  Society  was  organized  February  4,  1898,  by  students  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  The  aim  of  the  society,  according  to  the  preamble  of  its 
constitution,  is  to  promote  Evangelical  Lutheran  Theological  Culture  and 
to  strengthen  Evangelical  Lutheran  Faith.  Every  student  of  the  Theologic- 
al Seminary  is  eligible  to  membership. 

Besides  the  ordinary  officers  common  to  all  organizations  the  society 
has  the  following  standing  committees:  on  Program,  on  Synodical  and 
General  Church  Questions,  on  Home  Missions,  on  Foreign  Missions,  on 
Current  Theological  Literature,  on  Statistics,  on  Biography. 

The  work  done  by  the  standing  committees  is  an  importannt  feature  of 
the  society.  Every  member  of  the  society  serves  on  some  committee  and 
all  the  committees,  save  the  program  committee,  are  to  report  at  least  once 
a  month.  In  this  way  the  society  is  able  to  keep  abreast  with  all  the  dif- 
ferent branches  of  the  work  done  in  the  religious  world.  The  aim  is  also  to 
have  the  committees  so  organized  that  every  member  has  his  own  special 
field  of  research. 

The  society  meets  every  Friday  evening  and  the  regular  programs  con- 
sist of  (a)  Reports  of  Standing  Committees;  (b)  a  paper  of  not  less  than 
thirty  minutes'  length  prepared  by  one  of  the  members,  the  subject  to  be 
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chosen  from  the  various  theological  disciplines,  and  each  member  to  appear 
at  least  once  during  the  term  of  his  membership ;  (c)  a  free  discussion  on 
the  theme  of  the  paper.

During  this  school- 
year  it  has  successfully  carried  out  a  popular  lecture  course  consisting  of 
six  lectures  and  entertainments,  and  in  addition  to  this  it  has  given  other 
lectures  and  entertainments.  During  the  fall  term  the  annual  debate  be- 
tween the  Phrenkosmian  and  the  Adelphic  societies  took  place  and  in  the 
spring  term  the  annual  oratorical  contest  was  held.

TfiE  ENDOWMENT  FUND  SOCIETY. 

The  Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary  Endowment  Fund 
Society  was  organized  in  the  spring  of  1894  and  chartered  by  the  State  of 
Illinois.  Its  object  as  its  name  implies  is  to  work  to  secure  endowments 
lor  the  institution,  and  first  of  all  for  the  president's  chair.  Its  active  mem- 
bers are  exclusively  ladics  who  live  in  the  twin-cities  of  Rock  Island  and 
Moline.    Its  honorary  members  are  found    in    nearly  every  part  of  the 
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■synod.  The  sums  secured  are  invested  or  loaned  out  on  first  class  security 
and  the  interest  is  turned  over  annually  into  the  treasury  of  the  institu- 
tion.

TflE  AUGUSTANA  UNIVERSITY  ASSOCIATION. 

This  Association  was  organized  in  the  spring  of  1891  for  the  purpose 
of  furthering  the  interests  of  theinstitution  and  promoting  its  development 
into  a  university.  Its  immediate  object,  however,  was  the  purchase  of  a 
tract  of  land  lying  immediately  north  of  the  institution  and  known  as  the 
''Hull  property."  Efforts  were  at  once  made  to  raise  the  necessary  funds. 
At  first  these  efforts  met  with  considerable  success,  but  during  the  years  of 
the  great  panic  nothing  could  be  done,  and  the  outlook  for  the  association 
was  most  discouraging,  when  in  the  summer  of  1898,  Senator  C.J.  A.  Eric- 
son  of  Boone,  Iowa,  made  a  donation  of  $12,800  to  the  association  on 
condition  that  it  would  raise  the  other  half  of  the  indebtedness.  By  Octo- 
ber 1,  1899,  the  conditions  were  fulfilled  and  the  property  which  was  to  be 
known  as  Ertcson  Park  was  transferred  unencumbered  to  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors of  the  institution. 

The  association  holds  its  annual  meeting  at  the  institution  on  the  call 
of  its  president  the  week  before  commencement.  Its  present  officers  are:

TflE  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Alumni  Association  of  Augustana  College  was  organized  by  the 
first  graduating  class  of  the  College  in  the  spring  of  1877.  With  a  very  few 
•exceptions  all  the  alumni  are  enrolled  as  members.  Its  objects  are  the  pro- 
motion of  literary  and  scientific  culture,  especially  in  the  halls  of  the  Alma 
Mater,  the  re-union  of  early  friends  and  co-laborers  in  literary  pursuits, 
aud  the  revival  of  the  pleasant  associations  that  entwine  themselves  about 
•student  life.    The  association  holds  an  annual  literary  meeting  on  Wednes- 
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day  evening  of  comrfiencement  week,  and  its  annual  business  meeting  is 
usually  held  in  the  morning  of  commencement  day.

LOCATION  AND  BUILDINGS. 

Rock  Island,  a  city  of  about  twenty  five  thousands  inhabitants,  is 
beautifully  located  on  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi  River.  The  bold  bluffs 
on  the  Illinois  side  of  the  river  here  recede  to  the  distance  of  about  a  mile, 
leaving  a  beautiful  and  gently  rising  plain,  upon  which  the  city  is  built.  In 
beauty  of  scenery,  healthfulness  of  location  and  climate,  Rock  Island  stands- 
foremost  among  Illinois  towns.  Five  great  lines  of  railroads,  the  Chicago, 
Rock  Island,  and  Pacific;  the  Chicago,  Burlington,  and  Qnincy ;  the  Chicago, 
Milwaukee,  and  St.  Paul;  the  Rock  Island  and  Peoria;  and  the  Davenport, 
Rock  Island  and  North-Western,  center  here,  rendering  the  city  easy  of  access 
from  all  parts  of  the  country.  Theinstitution  is  situated  in  the  eastern  part 
of  the  city  near  the  base  of  a  prominent  bluff,  from  which  the  view  is  both 
striking  and  picturesque.  Opposite  lies  the  city  of  Davenport,  Iowa,  com- 
mandingly  located  on  the  bluffs  which  rise  almost  directly  from  the  river. 
To  the  east  the  eye  rests  on  the  tall  chimneys  of  the  busy  city  of  Moline, 
rendered  famous  by  her  manufactures.  Directly  in  front  of  the  College 
grounds,  in  the  middle  of  the  river  is  seen  the  government  island  of  Rock 
Island,  containing  over  nine  hundred  acres  of  land  upon  which  the  govern- 
ment's largest  arsenal  is  built.  On  the  lower  end  of  the  island  rests  the 
iron  railroad  and  wagon  bridge  which  spans  the  river  at  this  point,  thus 
rendering  Davenport  easily  acessible. 

The  grounds  of  the  institution  consist  of  about  thirty-six  acres  of  land. 
One  of  the  street  car  lines,  extending  from  tte  business  parts  of  Rock  Island 
to  those  of  Moline  and  passing  by  all  of  the  passenger  depots  of  both  cities, 
also  passes  by  the  corner  of  the  college  grounds  on  7th  Ave.  and  38th  St. 

The  following  buildings  belonging  to  the  institution,  are  located  on  the 
grounds: 

The  New  College  Building  occupied  since  February  1888,  is  located  near 
the  center  of  the  north  side  of  the  grounds,  fronting  7th  avenue.    It  is  a. 
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magnificent  stone  structure  of  the  pure  Renaissance  style  used  exclusively 
for  educational  purposes.  The  basement  and  first  floor  are  devoted  to  the 
recitation  rooms  and  lecture  halls  of  the  Collegiate  and  Academic  Depart- 
ments, the  Laboratories,  and  President's  and  Treasurer's  offices.  The  sec- 
ond floor  contains  the  recitation  rooms  and  lecture  halls  of  the  Theological 
Department,  Cable  Hall,  and  the  Chapel  which  occupies  two  stories.  The 
third  floor  is  given  to  the  Art  Department,  the  Library,  and  the  Museum. 

The  Old  College  Building,  occupied  since  1875,  is  a  large  brick  structure 
situated  on  7th  avenue,  east  of  the  new  building.  It  is  devoted  principally 
to  students'  room,  the  household  department,  and  class-rooms  of  the 
Business  College. 

The  Gymnasium,  a  handsome  brick  structure  with  a  stone  foundation, 
has  recently  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  $4,000.  It  is  located  at  the  foot  of 
the  hill  south  of  the  College  Building. 

THE  CHARTER. 

Sec  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  represented 
in  the  General  Assembly,  That  Erland  Carlsson,  T.  N.  Hasselquist,  Carl 
Johan  P.  Peterson,  Ole  Anderson,  Iver  Lawson,  John  Amondson,  Carl 
Stromburg,  John  Field,  and  their  successors  in  office,  to  be  elected  as  here- 
inafter provided,  be  and  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  pol- 
itic, under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Augustaxa  College  and  Theological 
Seminary,  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession , 
with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  and  shall  be 
capable  in  law  of  taking  and  holding  by  gift  or  grant,  devise,  or  otherwise, 
and  of  purchasing  and  holding,  and  conveying,  both  in  law  and  equity. 
any  estate  or  interest  therein,  real,  personal  or  mixed  and  shall  have  power 
■to  execute  and  fulfill  all  such  trusts  as  may  be  confided  in  said  corporation, 
and  take,  hold,  use,  manage,  lease,  and  dispose  of  all  such  trust  property 
that  may  in  any  manner  come  to  said  corporation,  charged  with  any  trust 
or  trusts  in  conformity  therewith;  to  have  and  to  use  a  common  seal,  and 
to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

Sec  2.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  establish  and  maintain 
in  or  near  the  town  of  Paxton,  Ford  Co.,  Illinois,  or  any  other  suitable  place 
within  the  State  of  Illinois,  a  college  and  theological  seminary  under  the 
patronage  and  control  of  the  Scandinavian  Evangelical  Lutheran  Augus- 
tan a  Synod  in  North  America.  And  the  persons  herein  before  mentioned  as 
corporators  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  trustees,  or  directors.    Their 
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successors  shall  also  be  chosen,  and  the  institution  be  governed  by  the  said; 
Augustana  Synod,  as  provided  for  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Scandinavian- 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Augustana  Seminary,  already  enacted  by  said  Synod -r 
which  Constitution  the  Synod  shall  have  power  to  amend  or  alter  as  the 
needs  and  development  of  the  institution  may  require;  Provided  always, 
that  such  amendments  or  alterations,  or  by-laws,  which  the  Synod  may 
enact,  shall  be  made  in  conformity  with  the  Constitution  of  said  Synod,, 
and  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of 
Illinois. 

Sec.  3.  It  is  also  provided  that  the  trustees  or  directors,  shall  respect- 
ively, hold  their  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified 

Sec  4.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  board  of  trustees  or  directors,  by 
death  or  otherwise,  between  the  meetings  of  the  Synod,  the  said  board 
may,  by  ballot  fill  such  vacancy,  by  the  election  of  a  person  or  persons  of 
the  Lutheran  Church,  and  such  person  or  persons  so  elected,  shall  holdtheir 
office  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Augustana  Synod,  when  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  the  Synod. 

Sec  5.  In  case  any  of  the  trustees  or  directors  should,  at  any  time, 
cease  to  be  members  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  they  shall,  thence- 
forth cease  to  be  such  trustees,  and  their  place  may  be  filled  in  the  manner 
specified  in  section  four. 

Sec  6.  The  board  of  trustees  or  directors  shall  have  power  also  to 
confer  the  usual  degrees  of  Doctor  of  Divinity,  Master  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of 
Arts,  or  any  other  Literary  or  Scientific  degrees,  on  such  person  or  persons 
as  they  may  deem  entitled  thereto,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  faculty. 
Sec  7.  The  doctrines  taught  in  the  Seminary  department  of  said  in- 
stitution shall  conform  to  and  be  in  harmony  with  the  doctrines  held  and 
maintained  by  the  Augustana  Synod  as  defined  in  article  two  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  said  Synod,  in  the  following  words,  to  wit:  "As  a  Christian 
body  in  general,  and  particularly  as  an  Evangelical  Lutheran,  this  S3*nod 
acknowledges  that  the  Holy  Scriptures,  the  revealed  Word  of  God,  are  the 
only  sufficient  and  infallible  rule  and  standard  of  faith  and  practice,  and 
also  retains  and  confesses  not  only  the  three  oldest  symbols  (theApostolic, 
the  Nicene,  and  the  Athanasian)  but  also  the  unaltered  Augsburg  Confes- 
sion, as  a  short  and  correct  summary  of  the  principal  Christian  doctrines 
understood  and  explained  in  the  other  symbolical  books  of  the  Lutheran 
Church."  Any  deviation  by  the  professors  and  teachers  from  the  doctrinal 
standard  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  cause  to  be  dealt  with  as  prescribed  in» 
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Art.  6  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Seminary,  adopted  at  the  Synodical  meet- 
ing in  Clinton,  Wisconsin,  June  oth  to  11th,  a.  d.  1860. 

Sec.  8.  The  property  of  said  corporation,  both  real  and  personal,  not 
exceeding  in  value  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars,  shall  forever  remain 
free  from  taxation. 

Sec.  9.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage, and  to  be  deemed  a  public  act.  Approved  Feb.l6thl865,  and  amended 
March  10th,  1869.

filSTORIGAL  SKETGfl. 


About  the  year  1845  a  stream  of  immigration  began  from  the  Scandi- 
navian countries  to  the  United  States.  Settlements  were  made  in  northern 
Illinois  and  Iowa,  and  later  in  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  and  other  states. 
These  immigrants  had  been  members  of  the  Lutheran  church  in  the  mother 
country,  and  were  as  a  rule  a  religious  and  churchly  people.  Earnest,  pious 
men  came  over  as  pastors,  and  Lutheran  congregations  were  early 
established  among  both  Swedes  and  Norwegians  At  the  organization  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Northern  Illinois  in  1851,  several 
Scandinavian  pastors  were  present  and  took  part  in  the  organization.  The 
scattered  Scandinavian  and  American  Lutherans  in  this  section  of  the  coun- 
try were  thus  joined  in  one  synod.  The  Scandinavians  increased  rapidly 
and  before  1860  they  constituted  about  one  half  of  the  synod,  and  formed 
three  separate  conferences.  This  synod  and  other  Lutheran  bodies  in  the 
West  established  a  school,  known  as  the  Illinois  State  University  at  Spring- 
field, 111.,  for  the  special  purpose  of  educating  Lutheran  miuisters.  At  a 
meeting  of  the  synod  in  1855,  the  question  of  establishing  a  Scandinavian 
professorship  at  the  university  was  favorably  considered,  and  at  a  subse- 
quent meeting  a  resolution  to  establish  such  professorship  was  adopted. 
Rev.  L.  P.  Esbjorn,  the  most  prominent  of  the  pioneer  pastors,  was  elected 
to  the  chair.  He  entered  upon  his  duties  in  the  fall  of  1858,  and  served  two 
years.  Owing  to  various  difficulties,  Prof.  Esbjorn  resigned  this  professor- 
ship in  the  spring  of  1860.  Differences  with  regard  to  the  doctrinal  basis 
of  the  synod  had  existed  from  the  beginning  between  the  Scandinavian  and 
American  members.  Professor  Esbjorn's  resignation  brought  matters  to  a 
crisis.  The  Scandinavians  met  in  convention  in  Chicago,  111.,  April  23 — 28r 
1860,  and  after  long  deliberation  unanimously  resolved  to  withdraw  from 
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the  synod,  to  organize  a  synod  for  themselves,  and  to  establish  a  theolog- 
ical seminary  of  their  own.  The  organization  of  the  synod,  which  was  to 
be  known  as  the  Scandinavian  Evangelical  Lutheran  Augustana  Synod, 
was  completed  at  a  subsequent  convention  held  at  Jefferson  Prairie  near 
Clinton,  Wis.,  June  5—11,  the  same  year. 

It  is  to  this  meeting  that  Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary 
traces  its  origin.  It  was  temporarily  located  at  Chicago,  but  removed  to 
Paxton  in  1863,  and  thence  to  Rock  Island  in  1875,  where  it  is  now  perma- 
nently located.  At  first  it  was  known  as  Augustana  Seminary  and 
embraced  a  preparatory  and  a  theological  department.  The  courses  were 
not  definitely  arranged  for  several  years,  and  students  not  infrequentlj7 
studied  in  both  departments  at  the  same  time.  The  Institution  was  in- 
corporated under  the  general  laws  of  Illinois  in  1863  and  named  Augustana 
College  and  Seminary,  and  afterwards  by  a  special  act  of  the  legislature,  in 
1865,  a  charter  was  granted,  which  was  amended  by  a  supplementary  act 
by  the  same  body  in  1869,  since  which  time  the  Institution  has  been  known 
by  its  present  name. 

Instruction  was  given  in  college  classes  as  early  as  1866,  but  it  was 
not  till  ten  years  later,  in  1876,  that  a  senior  class  was  formed.  In  1887 
the  Conservatory  of  Music  was  added,  and  the  following  year  a  Business 
College  was  organized.  The  Normal  Department  was  established  in  1891. 
In  connection  with  the  Conservatory  of  Music,  an  Art  Department  was 
established  by  the  Board  of  Directors  in  1895. 

The  original  plan  of  the  seminary  was  to  have  at  least  three  professors, 
one  for  each  of  the  three  leading  languages  used— Swedish,  Norwegian,  and 
English.  This  plan  was  not  fully  realized  uutil  1868,  when  Rev.  S.  L. 
Harkey  was  elected  to  the  chair  of  the  English  language  and  Rev.  A. 
Wenaas  to  that  of  the  Norwegian.  The  whole  plan,  however,  was  com- 
pletely changed  in  1870,  when  the  Norwegians  withdrew  and  organized  a 
separate  synod  and  established  an  institution  of  their  own. 

The  courses  of  instruction  in  the  theological  seminary  were  gradually 
made  to  embrace  two  years,  and  from  1874  there  were  two  regular  classes 
in  the  seminary  until  1890,  when  the  university  plan  wras  adopted,  and  the 
instruction  was  arranged  in  distinct  and  independent  courses.  This  plan 
was  approved  by  the  synod  in  1891.  The  number  of  courses  was  first 
fourteen,  but  has  since  been  increased  to  eighteen.  Ten  departments  of 
instruction  have  gradually  been  established  in  the  college  proper,  viz : 
Swedish,    English    and   Philosophy,    Latin,   Greek,    Modern  Languages, 
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Christianity,  History  and  Political  Science,  Biology  and  Geology,  Physics 
and  Chemistry,  and  Mathematics  and  Astronomy. 

Swedish  and  English  were  provided  for  in  the  original  plan.    Around 
the  Swedish  chair  clustered  Christianity.  German,  and  the  Classics;  and 
around    the  English  chair.    History,   Philosophy,  Mathematics,   and  the 
Sciences.    As  a  rule  these  subjects  were  taught  in  the  respective  language 
around  which  they  were  grouped.   Latin  and  Swedish  were  for  many  years 
taught  by  the  same  professor,  but  in  1883  Latin  was  made  a  separate 
chair,  and  Swedish  and  Christianity  were  united  into  one  chair  and  taught 
by  two  professors,  one  in  the  college  proper  and   one  in  the  preparatory 
department.    In!  890  both  of  these  professors  resigned,  and  the  two  sub- 
jects were  separated  into  distinct  departments.    Greek  and  German  were 
likewise  united  in  one  chair  for  a  number  of  years,  but  in  1887  the  chair  of 
Modern  Languages  was  established  and  German  was  assigned  to  it.  Greek 
thus  became  a  separate  chair.    Mathematics  and  Natural  Science  were 
separated  in  1881.    The  latter  was  further  separated  into  the  chair  of 
Boilogy  and  Geology,  and  that  of  Physics  and  Chemistry  in  1888.    The 
chair  of  History  and  Political  Science  was  established  in  1884. 

The  institution  as  a  whole  has  always  been  open  to  students  of  good 
moral  character  without  regard  to  language,  race,  nationality,  and  creed. 
Lady  students  were  allowed  to  attend  the  instruction  in  the  various 
classes,  but  were  not  matriculated  until  1886.  Of  the  students  in  the  Theol- 
ogical Seminary  491  have  been  ordained  to  the  holy  ministry.  In  the  Col- 
legiate Department  253  have  graduated  with  the  degree  of  A.  B.  and  27  with 
thedegree  of  B.  S.  The  Business  College  numbers  331  graduates,  the  Conser- 
vatory of  Music  17,  and  the  Normal  School  23.  The  graduates  of  the 
present  year  are  not  included  in  any  of  the  above  figures. 

The  first  president  of  the  institution  was  Prof.  L.  P.  Esbjorn  who 
served  during  the  first  three  years.  When  the  institution  was  removed  to 
Paxton,  in  1863,  Dr  T.  N.  Hasselquist,  who  had  just  accepted  a  call  to  the 
new  congregation  at  that  place,  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the 
school  until  a  permanent  professor  and  president  could  be  secured.  The 
position,  however,  soon  became  permanent,  and  he  served  as  president  un- 
til his  death  in  1891.  Dr.O.Olssonwas  then  elected  to  succeed  him.  His 
death  occurred  on  May  12,  1900. 

The  professors  and  instructors  at  the  institution  during  the  forty  years 
of  its  existence  and  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  during  the  same 
time  are  given  below.

The  theological  seminary,  which  affords  instruction  and  train- 
ing in  all  the  theoretical  and  practical  subjects  necessary  to  a  proper 
preparation  for  the  gospel  ministry  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church.

The  academic  department,  which,  embracing  a  four  years' 
course,  is  designed  especially  to  prepare  students  for  entering  college, 
and  also  to  furnish  opportunities  to  those  desiring  a.  more  complete 
general  education  than  can  be  obtained  in  the  common  schools. 

The  normal  department,  which  comprises  two  distinct  courses, 
each  occupying  four  years  :  one,  known  as  Course  A,  designed  to  pre- 
pare teachers  for  the  public  schools,  and  the  other,  known  as  Course 
B,  designed  to  prepare  students  for  teaching  in  parochial  schools. 

The  conservatory  of  music,  which  embraces  four  departments 
or  courses :  a  Preparatory  Department  affording  instruction  in  the 
rudiments  of  a  general  musical  education;  a  Graduate  Department 
with  courses  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music ;  an  Organist 
Department  designed  especially  to  train  students  for  organists,  a 
Chorus  and  Vocal  Department  affording  instruction  and  drill  in  solo, 
quartet,  and  chorus  singing.  In  connection  with  the  Conservatory 
of  Music  instruction  is  given  in  Drawing  and  the  various  branches  of 
Painting,  and  also  in  Elocution  and  Physical  Culture. 

The  business  college  and  school  of  phonography,  which  af- 
fords young  men  and  women  opportunities  for  acquiring  a  thorough 
business  training  under  Christian  influences.  The  courses  of  study 
are  the  same  as  those  of  other  first  class  business  colleges  in  this 
country.  The  course  in  phonography  and  typewriting  aims  princi- 
pally to  fit  young  men  and  women  for  positions  as  stenographers  or 
private  secretaries.  The  instruction  is  individual  and  so  suited  to 
the  peculiarities  of  each  student  as  to  bring  out  the  best  results  pos- 
sible. 
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The  Theological  Seminary. 

Courses  of  Study. 

DEPARTMENT  OF   GRADUATE  INSTRUCTION. 

The  whole  course  of  graduate  instruction  is  divided  into  twenty 
distinct  and  independent  schools  or  departments,  as  specified  below. 
The  course  in  each  department  is  completed  in  one  year,  except 
Hebrew  Sr.  The  several  classes  of  the  various  departments  meet 
from  two  to  four  times  every  week,  according  to  the  extent  and 
difficulty  of  the  subject,  and  the  hours  of  lectures  and  recitations  are 
so  arranged  as  not  to  conflict.  A  student  may  thus  complete  in  one 
year  whatever  he  selects,  but  he  is  advised  to  take  them  up  in  a  log- 
ical and  natural  order. 

The  courses  cover  all  the  more  important  subjects  taught  in  the 
best  equipped  theological  seminaries,  and  every  student  expectingto 
enter  the  ministry  should  be  acquainted  with  them.  The  student 
must  pass  rigid  oral  or  written  examinations  in  each  department  to 
become  a  graduate  in  that  department.  No  one  can  become  a  grad- 
uate of  the  seminary,  until  he  has  graduated  in  each  separate  school. 

The  peculiar  plan  of  this  institution  forbids  the  admission  ad 
eundem  gradum  of  students  who  have  taken  part  of  a  course  at  other 
seminaries,  or  at  the  university  of  Upsala  or  Lund.  But  a  student, 
in  addition  to  the  courses  which  he  has  selected,  may  offer  for  exami- 
nation whatever  courses  he  has  previously  mastered, but  no  one  can 
graduate  from  this  seminary  unless  he  has  been  a  regular  resident 
student  for  the  number  of  years  the  laws  and  courses  demand.  As  a 
rule  all  students  are  required  to  take  their  full  three  years'  course  at 
this  seminary. 

Pastors  who  wish  to  graduate  in  separate  departments,  or  in 
all  the  departments,  may  make  arrangements  to  prosecute  their 
studies  partly  as  non-residents. 

To  become  a  graduate  of  a  department,  the  student  must  receive 
at  least  the  testimonial  apprdbatur  (B,  or  6).  In  order  to  receive  the 
diploma  as  full  graduate  of  the  seminary,  the  student  must  graduate 
in  all  courses.    The  degree  of  B.  D.  will  be  conferred  on  all  students 
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of  the  seminary  who  graduate  in  all  the  twenty  courses  in  this  semi- 
nary, if,  in  their  examinations,  they  receive  at  least  the  testimonial 
eumlaude  approbatur  (AB,  or  8)  in  two-thirds  of  the  courses,  and  in 
these  must  be  included  Hebrew,  Greek,  Church  History,  and  Dog- 
matics, and  not  loss  than  Non  sine  laude  approbatur  in  the  rest  of  the 
subjects;  and  it  is  also  required  that  such  candidates  write  a  thesis, 
presented  in  typewritten  or  printed  form,  on  some  theological  sub- 
ject selected  after  consultation  with  the  Faculty  and  this  thesis 
must  be  approved  by  the  Faculty. 

Regular  graduates  of  the  seminary  may  receive  the  same  degree, 
if  by  examination  in  all  subjects  required,  they  increase  the  testimo- 
nials according  to  the  preceding  condition.

PROFESSOR   YOUXGERT. 

To  graduate  in  this  department,  the  student  must  offer  satisfac- 
tory written  notes  in  answer  to  questions  based  on  the  text-books 
and  the  oral  lectures  of  the  professor,  covering  Exegetical,  Histori- 
cal, Systematic,  and  Practical  Theology;  and  in  addition,  each  stu- 
dent must  offer  privately,  whenever  he  may  be  prepared,  a  satisfac- 
tory oral  presentation  of  the  subjects  of  Biblical  Hermenentics.

The  requirements  for  graduation  in  this  course  are  a  satisfactory 
written  examination  in  the  History  of  Philosophy  and.  in  Lotze's 
Philosophy  of  Religion.  A  Thesis  may  also  be  required  or  submitted.

III.     Introduction  to  Systematic  Theology. 

PROFESSOR   LIXDBERG. 

To 
graduate  in  this  department  the  student  must  pass  an  oral  exami- 
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nation  on  the  text-book  or  present  in  written  form  notes  in  answer 
to  the  printed  questions.  A  written  essay  on  some  important  topic 
may  also  be  required.

IV.     Hebrew  Junior. 
PROFESSOR  LTNDBERG. 

To  graduate  in  this  course,  it  will  be  necessary  to  pass  a  rigid 
examination  on  Harper's  Hebrew  Method  and  elements  of  Hebrew 
and  to  cover  about  15  chapters  of  the  Book  of  Genesis,  or  its  equiv- 
alent.

PROFESSOR   BERSELL. 

To  graduate  in  this  course,  it  will  be  necessary  to  offer  for  exam- 
ination the  four  Gospels,  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  and  such  Epistles 
as  may  have  been  studied  in  the  class.  As  a  rule  all  students  must 
attend  the  instruction  in  the  class  room.  An  exact  record  is  kept  of 
the  work  done  by  each  individual  student.

VI.    Biblical  Introduction. 

PROFESSOR   YOUNGERT. 

In  this  course,  the  most  important  sciences  introductory  and 
auxiliary  to  Exegetical  Theology  are  taught.  It  includes  the  three 
special  sciences  of  Introduction  :  Isagogics,  Biblical  Archaeology,  and 
Biblical  Geography.  To  graduate  in  this  department,  oral  or  writ- 
ten examinations  must  be  passed  in  the  text-books  used  in  the 
course.

VIL     English  Bible  Exegesis. 
PROFESSORS  YOUNGERT    AND   LINDBERG. 

In  this  course,  the  Bible  is  studied  in  chronological  order,  using 
the  revised  version,  with  special  attention  to  the  marginal  readings, 
and  with  references  to  the  original  whenjnecessary.  The  aim  is  to 
cover  the  principal  books  of  the  Bible,  expounding  most  fully  those 
parts  which  are  not  carefully  gone  over  in  Hebrew  and  Greek  Exe- 
gesis. The  four  hours  devoted  to  this  subject  are  equally  divided  be- 
tween the  Old  and  New  Testaments.  The  instruction  is  chiefly  by 
lectures.  To  graduate  the  student  must  pass  a  satisfactory  exami- 
nation on  the  lectures  delivered.

VIII.    Hebrew  Senior  and  O.  T.  Exegesis. 
PROFESSOR  LINDBERG. 

To  graduate  in  this  department,  all  the  class  work  must  be  up 
to  a  high  standard,  and  so  much  must  be  done  privately  that  the 
student  can  give  evidence  that  about  one  twelfth  of  the  Hebrew 
Bible  has  been  read  by  him  at  sight  or  otherwise.  A  brief  commen- 
tary on  the  Hebrew  text  of  at  least  ten  to  twenty  pages  of  the  Minor 
Prophets  must  be  handed  in  as  a  thesis.  This  course  begins  in  the 
second  year.

To  graduate  in  this  course,  the  student  must  have  read  the  re- 
mainder of  the  Greek  Testament  and  also  Boise's  or  similar  notes 
on  the  Pauline  Epistles.  In  this  course  it  is  also  required  to  study 
the  syntax  in  Green's  N.  T.  Grammar  and  to  study  a  suitable  text- 
book on  Textual  Criticism.  Some  of  the  Psalms  in  Greek  may  also 
be  studied.  The  student  may  also  be  required  to  pass  an  examina- 
tion on  lectures  delivered,  or  write  notes  on  certain  portions  of  the 
New  Testament.

To  graduate,  the  student  must  pass  the  required  examinations 
on  the  lectures  and  text-books  used.

This  course  embraces  Church  History  in  its  various  periods, 
Ecclesiastical  Geography,  and  Ecclesiastical  Archaeology.  The  course 
consists  of  a  careful  study  of  the  text-books,  and  lectures  are  de- 
livered on  the  most  prominent  events  in  the  history  of  the  Christian 
church.  The  treatment  of  the  History  of  the  Reformation  and  of 
Swedish  Church  History  is  especially  full.  To  graduate,  the  student 
must  pass  rigid  oral  and  written  examinations.

To  graduate,  a  careful  study  of  the  text-book  is  required,  and 
the  student  must  be  prepared  to  pass  an  examination  on  lectures 
delivered  on  the  Augsburg-  Confession  and  American  Churcb  Histoid.

Dogmatics  is  that  department  of  Systematic  Theology  which 
aims  to  present  in  a  scientific  form  the  results  of  exegetical  and  his- 
torical investigation,  with  reference  to  the  truths  embraced  in  the 
Christian  faith  in  their  organic  connection.  A  system  of  Dogmatics 
must  not  only  have  a  biblical,  but  also  a  churchly  character.  As  no 
one  is  able  to  apprehend  a  doctrine  in  its  vital  relation  unless  he  un- 
derstands also  its  historical  development  in  the  church,  special 
stress  is  laid,  in  this  course,  on  the  History  of  Dogmas.  The  instruc- 
tion is  given  by  lectures  in  connection  with  the  text-books.  To 
graduate  in  this  course,  the  student  must  pass  rigid  oral  and  writ- 
ten examinations  on  the  text-books  as  well  as  on  the  lectures.

The  science  of  Apologetics  has  for  its  aim  the  vindication  of  the 
truths  of  Christianity  in  its  two-fold  aspect  of  defending  the  truth, 
and  of  showing  the  falsity  and  error  of  opposing  views.  A  special 
course  of  lectures,  covering  the  most  essential  points  under  contro- 
versy, is  delivered  during  the  year.  The  examination  for  graduating 
is  based  on  these  lectures.

PROFESSOR   LINDBERG. 

To  graduate  in  this  course,  the  student  must  present  in  writing 
correct  answers  to  questions  based  upon  the  text-books  and  on 
lectures  that  may  be  delivered.  An  oral  examination  or  tentamen 
may  be  substituted  for  the  written  examination,  if  students  so  desire.

In  addition 
to  the  study  of  the  text-book,  special  lectures  are  delivered  by  the 
professor  in  charge,  covering  special  topics  of  pastoral  oversight. 
The  examination  for  graduation  is  based  upon  the  text  book  and 
the  oral  lectures.

Admission  and  Matriculation. 


The  Theological  Seminary  is  open  to  students  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church.  A  full  collegiate  course  is  regarded  as  constituting 
a  normal  preparation  for  the  seminary.  The  rule  is  that  all  who  in- 
tend to  prepare  themselves  for  the  ministry  in  the  Swedish  work  of 
the  synod  must  be  college  graduates  and  their  graduation  must  in- 
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elude  the  following  subjects:  Swedish,  English,  Latin,  Greek,  and 
German.  Students  who  intend  to  devote  themselves  to  exclusively 
English  work  in  the  synod  must  be  graduates  of  some  college  and 
t  heir  graduation  must  include  the  following  subjects :  English,  Latin, 
Greek,  German  and  a  minor  course  in  the  Swedish  language. 

All  applications  for  admission  to  the  seminary  must  be  sent  in 
before  the  first  day  of  September  each  year,  if  possible  by  the  first  of 
June.  All  such  applications  must  be  sent  to  the  President,  or  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Theological  Faculty.  Address:  Dr.  C.  E.  Lindberg, 
No.  3826  7th  Ave..

Applicants  who  have  lately  been  students  of  any  of  the  institu- 
tions of  the  synod  must  furnish  to  a  committee,  consisting  of  the 
theological  faculty  and  the  president  of  the  synod,  satisfactory  testi- 
monials as  to  their  Christian  character  and  practical  ability,  to- 
gether with  a  recommendation  from  the  authorities  of  the  institu- 
tion where  they  have  previously  studied.  All  other  applicants  must 
not  only  furnish  satisfactory  testimonials,  but  be  recommended  by 
pastors  well  known  to  the  committee;  or  by  parties  in  whom  the 
committee  has  confidence. 

Every  student,  before  he  is  matriculated  and  enrolled  as  a  per- 
manent member  of  any  class,  shall  present  to  the  Faculty  in  writing 
a  brief  biography  and  an  explicit  statement  of  the  motives  which  in- 
duce him  to  devote  his  life  to  the  ministry  of  the  gospel. 

The  committee  on  matriculation  will  hereafter  hold  the  collo- 
quium with  the  neAv  applicant  the  first  week  of  the  scholastic  year, 
beginning  in  September.  If  students  arrive  later,  they  cannot  be 
matriculated  before  the  beginning  of  the  following  scholastic  year, 
and  their  tardiness  in  arriving  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  may 
lengthen  their  stay  in  the  seminary,  as  each  course  of  study  runs  a 
full  year. 

Although  several  of  the  courses  are  elective  as  to  order,  the  stu- 
dents arejrecommended  to  study  according  to  the  following  plan : 
First  year  the  following  courses:  I,  II,  IV,  V,  VI,  VII;  Second  year: 
III,  VIII,  IX,  X,  XI,  XIV,  XVI;  Third  year:  VIII,  XII,  XIII,  XV, 
XVII,  XVIII,  XIX,  XX.  No  student  is  allowed  to  enter  the  Senior 
Class  unless  he  has  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  pre- 
ceding courses. 
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The  practical  exercises  in  Homiletics  extend  through  the  two 
years  either  in  Swedish  or  in  English. 

The  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  Faculty  will  arrange  the 
courses  for  each  student  and  give  further  information  as  to  the 
methods  of  study.

Provision  has  been  made  for  those  who  wish  to  pursue  a  post 
graduate  course  of  study  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  on 
the  following  conditions : 

1.  Only  those  who  have  received  a  bachelor's  degree  from  this 
or  some  other  institution  of  equal  rank,  and  who  sustain  a  good 
moral  character  are  eligible  candidates. 

2.  In  no  case  can  a  student  be  recommended  for  the  master's 
degree  within  two  years  of  the  bachelor's  degree,  except  in  case 
where  the  Faculty  by  a  two-thirds  vote  may  decide  otherwise. 

3.  Not  less  than  two  years'  work  is  required. 

4.  The  subjects  pursued  shall  be  either  a  Major  and  Thesis  val 
ued  at  00,  together  with  two  Second  Minors  valued  at  20  each  ■  or  a 
Major  and  Thesis  as  before  stated,  together  with  one  First  Minor 
valued  at  40.

It  shall  be  carefully  examined  bv  each  pro 
fessor  under  whom  the  candidate  shall  have  pursued  his  studies  aud 
upon  their  joint  recommendation  shall  be  accepted  or  rejectedbvthe 
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Faculty.    The  thesis  must  be  printed  and  fifty  copies  of  it  deposited 
in  the  college  library.

ADMISSION. 

Applicants  for  admission  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of 
good  moral  character  and  of  such  scholarship  as  will  enable  them 
successfully  to  pursue  the  courses  of  study  in  the  classes  to  which 
they  are  assigned. 

For  admission  to  the  First  Class  a  common  school  education  is 
required. 

For  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  the  full  academic  course  of 
this  institution  or  an  equivalent  academic  or  high  school  course  is 
required. 

Applicants  furnishing  certificates  of  promotion  from  Gustavus 
Adolphus  College,  Bethany  College,  Luther  Academy,  or  Upsala  Col- 
lege are  admitted  without  examination  to  the  classes  to  which  such 
certificates  entitle  their  holders  as  far  as  the  courses  are  equivalent. 

Graduates  of  accredited  high  schools  are  admitted  on  their 
diplomas  to  the  Freshman  Class. 

In  all  other  cases  applicants  are  subject  to  examination. 

Students  who  do  not  wish  to  take  a  full  course  may  select  such 
studies  in  any  department  as  they  are  prepared  to  pursue  to  advan- 
tage. But  all  such  select  courses  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Faculty. 

A  certificate  of  approval  in  subjects  that  have  been  completed 
and  in  other  subjects  where  not  more  than  two  years,  have  elapsed 
is  considered  valid,  provided  the  course  has  not  been  increased  or 
the  standard  raised  since  the  certificate  was  issued. 

Students  are  not  enrolled  in  any  department  of  instruction  be- 
fore they  have  paid  the  tuition  fee  each  term. 

Applicants  are  received  at  any  time,  but  prompt  attendance  at 
the  opening  of  each  term  is  desired.  Examinations  for  admission  are 
held  on  the  day  before  the  public  opening  of  each  term.  (See  Calen- 
dar, p.  2.) 

EXAMINATIONS,  STANDING,  AND  DEGREES. 
Examinations  are  held  by  the  professors  in  charge  of  the  several 
departments  of  instruction  as  often  as  deemed  necessary. 
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Final  examinations  are  held  in  each  subject  when  the  instruction 
in  the  same  ceases  for  the  year. 

Students  who  leave  the  Institution  with  excuse,  before  the  final 
examinations  in  their  respective  studies,  and  who  desire  to  continue 
their  course  during-  the  following  or  any  subsequent  term  are  re- 
quired to  present  themselves  for  such  deferred  examinations  at  the 
opening  of  the  new  term  on  the  day  specified  in  the  calendar  for 
that  purpose. 

Resident  study  on  the  part  of  the  Senior  Class  throughout  the 
whole  year  is  required,  except  in  cases  of  professional  men  who  have 
not  completed  the  College  Course  and  desire  to  do  so  by  non-resident 
study. 

All  seniors  must  haAre  their  conditions  removed  before  the  begin- 
ning of  the  spring  term. 

Any  student  whose  standing  and  progress  in  any  subject  arenot 
satisfactory  to  the  teacher  may  be  dropped  at  any  time  during 
the  term. 

The  standing  of  students  in  each  subject  is  marked  on  a  scale  of 
100,  the  minimum  limit  for  each  subject  for  passing  being  60  and  the 
average  80. 

In  determining  the  final  standing  of  students  in  any  subject,  the 
standing  on  the  course  is  considered  as  well  as  that  on  examina- 
tions, and  a  proportionate  deduction  is  made  for  absences  from  reci- 
tations unless  the  loss  by  such  absence  is  made  up. 

Marks  of  standing  are  given  only  for  regular  class  work  upon 
examination  on  regular  examination  days.  When  students  make  up 
deficiencies  privately  and  pass  examination  at  other  times  they  re- 
ceive no  marks  of  standing,  but  only  the  proper  number  of  credits  as 
mark  of  approval.  Certificates  of  standing  are  given  at  the  end  of 
each  term. 

The  Degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science,  and  Master 
of  Arts,  are  conferred  by  the  Board  of  Directors  on  such  persons  as 
have  satisfactorily  completed  the  prescribed  courses,  and  have  been 
■approved  on  examination  at  the  end  of  the  course  as  candidates  for 
the  same. 

Only  one  degree  can  be  conferred  on  the  same  person  any  one 
year. 
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Normal   Department, 

Courses  of  Study. 


There  are  two  distinct  courses  in  this  department,  each  occupy- 
ing four  years  :  one  known  as  the  Normal  Course  A  designed  to  pre- 
pare teachers  for  the  public  schools,  and  the  other  known  as  the 
Normal  Course  B  designed  to  fit  teachers  for  parochial  schools  also. 
All  who  complete  the  prescribed  courses  receive  a  teacher's  diploma. 

The  courses  pursued  in  this  department  are  given  below.  Stu- 
dents are  allowed  to  make  substitutions  of  such  subjects  belonging 
to  the  collegiate  courses  as  the  Faculty  may  deem  advisable. 

The  Normal  Department  has  no  distinct  faculty,  but  all  matters 
pertaining  to  it  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Collegiate  Faculty. 

In  Orthography,  Grammar,  Composition,  Rhetoric,  U.  S.  History, 
Geography,  and  Arithmetic  a  standing  of  80  per  cent  is  required  for 
passing.     In  all  other  subjects  a  standing  of  60  per  cent  is  required.

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The  Business  College. 


Thirteen  years  ago  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Augustana College, 
perceiving  the  great  demand  for  practical  business  training  among 
the  youth  of  this  country,  founded,  in  intimate  connection  with 
other  departments  of  the  institution,  the  Augustana  Business  Col- 
lege. This  department  has  since  grown,  from  a  comparatively 
small  beginning,  to  a  thoroughly  equipped  business  training  school, 
preparing  annually,  in  the  most  thorough  manner,  a  large  number 
of  young  people  for  the  various  lines  of  business. 

The  department  offers  two  courses  of  study  which  are  as  com- 
plete, symmetrical,  and  practical  as  untiring  effort,  close  observa- 
tion of  business  methods,  and  experience  can  render  them.  Its 
faculty  is  composed  of  skilled  and  carefully  trained  teachers,  and  its 
patronage  consists  of  a  class  of  young  people  who  are  characterized 
by  intelligence,  good  character,  ambition,  and  earnest  devotion  to 
their  own  real  interest. 


Remarks  on  Courses  of  Study. 


TflE  BUSINESS  TRAINING  COURSES. 


Theoretical  Department. 

A  student  who  enters  this  department  begins  his  course  by  re- 
ceiving information  in  the  use  of  Day-book,  Cash-book,  Journal, 
Invoice-book,  Sales-book,  Bill-book,  and  Ledger.  Special  stress  is 
laid  on  the  modern  special  column  features  of  the  various  books  to 
facilitate  and  save  work.  Before  proceeding  to  record  entries  in  his 
books,  he  is  carefully  drilled  in  the  questions  and  rules  which  govern 
the  science  of  this  subject. 

After  having  completed  the  first  eighteen  months  of  the  Williams 
&  Rogers'  Book-keeping  and  the  Williams  &  Rogers' Banking  Set,  the 
student  is  tested  in  each  of  the  studies  he  has  pursued  in  the  course, 
to  ascertain  whether  he  has  such  knowledge  of  book-keeping  as  can 
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be  put  to  practical  use  in  the  Business  Practice  Department.  If  suc- 
cessful in  this  examination,  he  is  transferred  ;  if  not,  he  reviews  the 
course  or  such  parts  of  it  as  seem  needful  to  fit  him  for  promotion. 

The  Practical  Department. 

The  work  of  this  department  is  accomplished  by  means  of  Actual 
Business  Practice.  This  system  consists  of  a  method  of  teaching 
book-keeping,  accounting,  and  office  practice,  and  the  drawing  of 
all  forms  of  business  papers,  and  the  performance  of  all  duties  of  the 
book-keeper  incidental  to  office  practice,  by  practical  methods  simi- 
lar to  those  that  are  in  use  in  general  practice  in  counting-houses. 

An  apparatus  is  put  into  the  hands  of  the  student  and  is  em- 
ployed by  him  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  all  the  practical  busi- 
ness operations  and  book-keeping  entries  which  are  daily  performed 
in  regular  business  offices. 

The  apparatus  consists  of  a  Bureau  which  contains  a  Budget  or 
series  of  transactions.  The  Budget  consists  of  a  number  of  sheets  or 
leaves  secured  together,  upon  which  is  printed  the  necessary  instruc- 
tions, and  between  which  are  contained  the  business  papers,  vouchers 
and  other  memoranda,  which  furnish  to  the  student  the  data  from 
which  he  makes  the  proper  book-keeping  entries,  and  perforins  the 
necessary  office  work. 

The  Budget  is  so  arranged  that  as  each  sheet  or  leaf  is  raised  or 
torn  off,  the  business  papers,  etc.,  of  the  transaction  or  a  number  of 
transactions,  are  exposed  for  the  consideration  of  the  student.  The 
sheets  are  so  secured  that  the  interleaved  matter  cannot  be  removed 
or  examined  until  the  sheet  and  business  papers  are  torn  off  or  re- 
moved. 

The  student  has  the  opportunity  of  answering  letters,  making 
and  out,  receiving  checks,  notes,  drafts,  and  other  business  papers, 
and  carrying  out  in  detail  all  the  necessary  transactions  and  exhibits 
which  constitute  the  course  of  instruction. 

The  work  is  intensely  interesting  and  enables  the  student  to 
acquire  accuracy,  readiness,  and  correctness  in  doing  the  work  of 
the  business  office.  The  system  is  the  nearest  approach  to  actual 
business  ever  devised,  and  therefore  the  most  practical,  theoretical 
exposition  of  this  science.  The  student  provides  himself  with  books 
and  blanks,  especially  ruled  and  printed,  which  combine  many  labor- 
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saving  methods  in  recording  the  transactions  which  would  occur  in 
the  following  branches  of  business :  Jobbing,  Grocery,  Flour,  Pro- 
duce and  Provision,  Wholesale  and  Retail  Furniture,  Commission, 
Wood  and  Coal,  General  Merchandise,  Joint  Stock  Companies  and 
Corporations,  Practical  Banking,  and  Expert  Accounting. 

Arithmetic  and  Rapid  Calculation. 
Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  work  in  this  branch,  and  very 
complete  courses  are  offered.  No  student  can  expect  to  progress 
satisfactorily  in  the  science  of  accounts,  without  having  a  thorough 
understanding  of  the  subject  of  Arithmetic.  One  hour's  class  work 
a  day,  during  the  entire  course  is  devoted  to  the  subject  in  general 
and  a  half-hour  each  day  is  devoted  to  exercises  in  rapid  addition, 
subtraction,  multiplication,  division,  fractions,  interest,  discount, 
averaging  accounts,  etc.  These  drills  are  of  the  greatest  value,  mak- 
ing the  students  not  only  rapid  and  accurate,  but  giving  them  con- 
fidence in  themselves. 

Civil  Government. 
The  education  of  an  American  citizen  must  always  be  considered 
incomplete  without  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  government  under 
which  he  lives.  The  Business  College,  therefore,  offers  a  complete 
course  in  civil  government.  The  subject  is  taught  in  such  a  manner, 
as  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  functions  of  the  various  parts 
of  the  governmental  machinery,  the  relations  of  the  States  to  each 
other  and  the  General  Government,  and  such  other  facts,  as  will  en- 
able him  to  perform  intelligently  the  duties  of  citizenship. 

Business  Law. 
Although  the  student  is  carefully  drilled  in  the  execution  of  busi- 
ness papers  while  pursuing  the  study  of  Book-keeping,  a  course  in 
Commercial  Law  is  added  to  supplement  his  knowledge.  It  is  not 
expected  that  the  student  will  acquire  a  professional  knowledge  of 
the  subject,  as  this  would  require  a  thorough  course  in  a  school  of 
law.  The  purpose  is  to  acquaint  him  thoroughly  with  the  legal 
principles  which  constitute  the  foundation  of  business  law.  The 
course  embraces  thorough  instruction  in  the  following  branches  of 
law:  Contracts,  Negotiable  Papers,  Guaranty  and  Suretyship,  In- 
terest and  Usury,  Sales  of  Personal  Property,  Bailments, Innkeepers > 
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Common  Carriers,  Shipping,  Agency,  Partnership,  Joint-Stock  Com- 
panies, Corporations,  Fire,  Life,  and  Marine  Insurance,  Patents, 
Trade-marks  and  Copyrights,  Real  Property,  and  Landlord  and 
Tenant.  The  student  is  required  to  commit  to  memory  many  of  the 
legal  papers,  thus  enabling  him  to  draw  them  without  the  necessity 
of  referring  to  a  book  of  forms. 

Penmanship. 
All  students  will  receive  daily  drills  in  Business  Writing.  The 
ability  to  acquire  a  clean,  legible,  rapid  business  hand  is  not  an 
inherited  gift;  any  person  of  good  intelligence  may  secure  such  a 
hand,  unless  physically  unable  to  learn.  The  time  required  to  ac- 
complish this  result  varies  from  three  months  to  one  year,  and  is 
dependent  upon  previous  opportunities  and  natural  aptitude.  In 
addition  to  the  regular  class  exercises  in  rapid  business  writing,  in- 
struction will  be  given,  to  those  who  desire,  in  every  branch  of  both 
plain  and  ornamental  penmanship.  The  instructor  in  this  depart- 
ment has  spent  nearly  twenty  years  teaching  penmanship  as  a  spe- 
cialty and  enjoys  a  national  reputation  as  an  expert  penman  and 
teacher  of  the  art.  Special  attention  will  be  given  those  who  are 
preparing  to  teach  penmanship. 

Spelling  and  Defining. 
Daily  written  exercises  of  graded  work  are  given.    The  student 
is  not  only  taught  how  to  spell  and  pronounce  words,  but  is  re- 
quired to  define  and  memorize  them,  thus  greatly  increasing  his 
readiness  in  the  use  of  English. 

Practical  Grammar  and  Letter-writing. 
The  ability  to  write  the  English  Language  fluently  and  correctly 
is  a  great  accomplishment  for  any  young  man  or  woman.    Special 
attention  is,  therefore,  given  to  grammatical  drill,  and  to  the  correct 
use  of  the  English  language  in  speaking  and  writing. 

Business  Correspondence. 
This  feature  of  the  course  aims  to  give  the  pupil  such  suggestions 
regarding  the  requisites  of  correspondence  as  will  enable  him  to  con- 
struct, arrange,  paragraph,  and  punctuate  a  business  letter,  so  that 
it  shall  convey  its  intended  meaning  without  verbiage  or  confusion 
.and  shall  appear  to  the  best  advantage. 
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Correspondence  Instruction. 
At  the  urgent  request  of  friends  who  could  not  attend  the  insti- 
tution, a  corresponding  class  in  Book-keeping,  Arithmetic,  and  Pen- 
manship was  started  privately  by  Prof.  J.  A.  Bexell,  in  May,  1S98. 
The  favor  with  which  it  was  received  by  the  public,  and  the  general 
success  of  the  pupils,  led  the  Board  of  Directors  to  incorporate  a 
Correspondence  Course  in  Book-keeping,  Arithmetic,  Penmanship, 
and  Shorthand  with  the  Commercial  Department  of  the  Institution. 
The  special  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  those  an  opportunity  to 
study,  who,  for  any  reason,  cannot  attend  school.  About  one-half 
of  the  course  can  be  made  up  in  this  way  and  the  complete  business 
course  can  thus  be  finished  in  about  five  or  six  months'  attendance 
at  school.    Full  particulars  will  be  furnished  on  application. 


TfiE  SrlORTfiAND  COURSE. 


This  course  has  been  established  as  a  natural  result  of  thepolicy 
of  supplying,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  varied  requirements  of  those 
fitting  themselves  for  any  one  of  the  many  walks  of  life. 

The  principal  aim  of  this  course  is  to  fit  young  men  and  women 
for  positions  as  stenographers  or  private  secretaries. 

Class  instruction  is  given,  and  so  suited  to  the  peculiarities  of 
each  student  as  to  bring  out  the  best  results  possible. 

Phonography. 

The  Benn  Pitman  System  of  Phonography,  which  for  half  a  cent- 
ury has  been  the  standard,  is  taught. 

The  first  three  months  are  devoted  to  a  thorough  course  in  the 
principles  and  their  application  as  outlined  in  the  Manual  of  Phonog- 
raphy, by  Benn  Pitman  and  Jerome  B.  Howard.  After  having  com- 
pleted the  work  of  the  Manual,  which  comprises  what  is  known  as 
the  "Corresponding  Style,"  the  student  enters  upon  the  work  in  the 
Reporter  s  Companion.  This  work  introduces  a  more  rapid  style  of 
phonography,  which  omits  the  use  of  vocalizations  and  introduces 
practical  contractions  and  phrases,  qualifying  for  accurate  report- 
ing work. 
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Phraseography. 
Discriminating  attention  is  given  to  phrasing,  or  the  joining  to- 
gether of  two  or  more  common  and  frequently  recurring  words, 
thus  saving  the  time  consumed  in  lifting  the  pen  or  pencil.  The  pupil 
is  shown  what  may  be  done  in  this  respect,  consistent  with  legibil- 
ity, and,  as  equally  important,  is  advised  what  not  to  do.  The 
text-book  used  contains  six  thousand  of  the  most  useful  phrases, 
written  in  the  briefest  manner. 

Business  Letters. 
Hundreds  of  business  letters,  prepared  especially  for  this  course, 
are  next  dictated.  These  cover  a  wide  range  of  subjects  and  form 
numerous  complete  series  of  correspondence,  as  will  occur  in  the  fu- 
ture office  work  of  the  stenographer.  Correspondence  is  opened  with 
various  firms  and  the  student  is  expected  to  keep  informed  of  the 
progress  of  the  different  negotiations. 

Dictation. 

We  have  recently  added  to  our  already  complete  course  the  dic- 
tation of  business  letters  in  our  Advanced  departments. 

These  letters  are  dictated  by  those  in  our  Practical  room  to  the 
advanced  students  in  the  Shorthand  department. 

This  feature  is  not  only  very  interesting,  but  helpful  to  both  the 
Business  and  Shorthand  students.  It  gives  confidence  in  letter  writ- 
ing for  those  who  dictate,  and  affords  the  very  best  practice  for 
those  studying  shorthand,  as  it  is  actual  office  experience. 

These  letters  are  handed  to  the  teachers  for  approval.  Our  aim 
is  to  furnish  to  business  men  the  very  best  help  possible,  and  judging 
from  the  number  of  calls  Ave  are  receiving  for  book-keepers  and 
stenographers,  (nearly  60  in  fifteen  months)  we  believe  our  efforts 
are  appreciated  by  business  men. 

Typewriting. 
The  great  importance  of  this  branch  is  recognized  fully.  One  of 
the  latest  patterns  of  typewriters  is  assigned  to  each  student,  during 
one  or  two  hours  per  day.  The  most  improved  "all-finger"  method 
is  taught.  This  leads  to  writing  by  "touch;"  i.  e.,  without  referring 
to  the  key-board  to  any  extent ;  thus  relieving  the  eye  of  the  strain 
of  watching  the  bright  keys,   and   doing  away  with  its  ruinous 
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struggle  to  accommodate  itself  to  the  ever-changing  distance  from 
the  eve  to  the  key-board  and  to  the  notes.  "Touch-writing"  pre- 
eminently promotes  speed,  by  enabling  the  operator  to  read  con- 
tinuously from  his  shorthand  notes,  and  thus  preventing  annoyance 
and  delay  arising  from  loss  of  place. 

The  student  passes  from  the  simplest  word  to  the  longest  in  use. 
Phrases  and  sentences  follow  in  proper  order.  The  result  of  the 
course  is  that  students  continue  using  this  scientific  fingering  at  an 
increasing  rate  of  speed,  after  entering  an  office.  Daily  suggestions 
are  given  as  to  the  neatest  and  most  approved  manner  of  preparing 
typewritten  matter.  The  learner's  originality  in  producing  neat 
and  unique  work  is  encouraged,  and  great  stress  is  laid  upon  at- 
taining as  high  a  rate  of  speed  as  is  consistent  with  accuracy  and 
neatness. 

The  Practice  Department. 

To  properly  fit  the  student,  the  daily  routine  work  of  the  office 
is  performed  constantly.  Large  numbers  of  actual  business  letters 
are  dictated  to  the  student,  who  takes  them  down  in  phonography 
and  then  transcribes  his  note  neatly  and  quickly  upon  the  type- 
writer. All  work  is  handed  in  to  be  criticised  ;  the  errors  are  marked 
plainly  and  the  sheets  returned  to  the  student,  to  be  correctly  re- 
written. Thus  his  attention  is  vividly  called  to  his  deficiencies,  and 
the  importance  of  absolute  accuracy  is  repeatedly  impressed  upon 
him.  The  various  processes  of  letter-press  copying  are  taught,  each 
student  is  copying  his  approved  work  into  the  proper  books,  ac- 
cording to  one  of  these  methods.  Due  attention  is  given  to  drill  in 
folding  of  letters,  the  use  of  typewriter  appliance  for  writing  on 
postal  cards  or  notepaper,  directing  envelopes,  regulating  the  mar- 
gins, etc.  Each  student  indexes  his  own  letter-book,  files  the  letters, 
and  performs  other  duties  about  the  office. 

Manifolding,  Hectographing,  and  Mimeographing. 

Manifolding,  writing  from  two  to  a  dozen  or  more  copies  at 
one  time,  as  adapted  to  both  autographic  work  and  typewritten 
matter,  is  taught. 

Hectographing,  multiple  copying  from  one  original  written 
either  with  an  ordinary  pen  or  upon  the  typewriter,  is  also  ex- 
plained and  the  student  drilled  in  the  method. 
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Mimeographing,  as  with  Edison's  mimeograph,  from  the  auto- 
graphic stencil  or  by  the  aid  of  the  typewriter,  receives  the  atten- 
tion its  importance  and  value  merit. 

Speed-classes,  Drill,  etc. 
The  graded  speed  classes,  both  in  phonography  and  typewriting, 
produce  marked  improvements  combined  with  good  work.  The 
students  can  read  the  phonographic  notes  fluently,  they  are  also 
able  to  read  the  writing  of  each  other,  as  well  as  the  phonography 
in  the  Benn  Pitman  phonographic  publications. 

Spelling. 
The  course  offered  in  this  subject  is  calculated  to  correct  errors 
of  spelling  and  fix  in  the  mind  of  the  future  stenographer  not  only 
the  orthography  of  the  word,  but  its  usual  meaning. 

Grammar  and  Penmanship. 
Instruction  in  these  branches  is  given  to  all  who  need  or  desire  it. 

Text-Books  and  Stationery. 
The  cost  of  text-books  and  stationery  for  the  full  business  course 
varies  from  $  10  to  $13;  blank  books  and  forms  are  made  to  order 
from  the  best  quality  of  paper.  The  cost  of  books,  etc.,  for  the  course 
in  shorthand  is  about  $6.50.

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Time  Required. 

To  complete  the  business  course,  the  bright,  ambitious  student 
averages  about  nine  months,  although  many  remain  longer.  Stu- 
dents are  advanced  as  rapidly  as  is  consistent  with  thorough  work. 

To  become  proficient  enough  in  Phonography,  Typewriting  etc., 
to  fill  a  first-class  situation  acceptably,  the  average  learner  requires 
from  ft  veto  eight  months;  students  acquainted  with  business  forms, 
and  already  well  drilled  in  spelling,  grammar,  punctuation,  etc., 
have  been  prepared  in  three  to  five  months  sufficiently  well  to  take 
fairly  good  positions.  Unless  compelled  to  do  so  by  special  circum- 
stances, it  is  not  advisable  to  rush  unduly  through  the  work,  as 
those  who  take  a  thorough  course  are  practically  certain  of  higher 
salary  and  more  permanent  employment. 

Evening  School, 
To  accommodate  those  in  the  three  cities,  who  for  any  reason 
cannot  attend  the  day  sessions,  we  have  arranged  a  special  evening 
course  in  Book-keeping,  Arithmetic,  and  Shorthand,  at  the  nominal 
cost  of  one  dollar  per  month  exclusive  of  books  and  materials. 

Business  Correspondence, 

In  connection  with  the  diction  of  the  business  letter  in  the  Prac- 
tice Department,  this  subject  is  carefully  taught.  Capitalization, 
syllabication,  punctuation,  paragraphing  receive  constant  explana-" 
tjon.  The  various  hints  as  to  proper  use  of  language  in  business 
correspondence,  develop  in  the  student  a  natural  readiness  in  this 
direction. 

This  is  made  one  of  the  most  valuable  features  of  the  course,  as 
it  involves  the  application  of  the  principles  learned  in  the  classes  de- 
voted to  spelling,  grammar,  etc.  Not  one  of  the  hundreds  of  business 
letters  is  passed  without  being  thoroughly  understood  by  the  student.

Buildings.

comfort,  convenience,  and  utility   of  a  first-class  school  has  been 
omitted  in  the  general  equipment. 

Recitation  Hours. 
The  regular  hours  of  study  and  recitations  are  from  y  a.  m.  to 
4:30  p.  m.,  five  days  of  the  week.    Regular  hours  each  week  are  set 
aside  for  physical  training  in  a  well-equipped  gymnasium. 

Discipline. 
It  is  assumed  that  the  young  men  who  enter  this  institution  are 
gentlemen,  and  they  are  treated  uniformly  as  such.    The  develop- 
ment of  other  characteristics  will  immediately  sever  the  student's 
connection  with  the  school. 

Graduation  and  Diploma. 
The  requirements  for  graduation  are  simply  sufficient  to  give  a 
high  standing  to  the  course,  and  to  insure  the  ability  of  graduates 
to  fill  and  retain  satisfactorily,  first  class  positions.  In  the  short- 
hand course  an  average  working  speed  of  125  words  per  minute  in 
phonography  for  not  less  than  five  consecutive  minutes,  is  one  of  the 
conditions  for  graduation.  Students  completing  in  a  satisfactory 
manner  either  course,  will  be  awarded  a  neat  diploma  at  the  annual 
graduation  exercises  of  the  department  duringcommencementweek, 
for  which  a  charge  of  $  1  is  made. 

Expenses. 

The  necessary  expenses  are  exceedingly  low.  Each  item  is  re- 
duced to  the  very  lowest  so  as  to  bring  the  advantages  of  a  thorough 
business  education  within  the  reach  of  all. 

By  applying  to  the  Business  Manager,  Rev.  J.  Jesperson,  rooms 
warmed  and  furnished  may  be  secured  at  the  Institution  at  low  rates. 

Board  may  be  had  at  the  dining  hall  for  $2.25  a  week,  or  in  pri- 
vate families  with  furnished  rooms  for  $3.00  to  $3.50  a  week.

Special  Advantages. 

This  department  stands  in  the  closest  relationship  to  the  other 

departments  of  Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary,  and 

students  in  the  Commercial  Department  may  pursue  any  study  in 

the  Academic  and  Normal  Departments,  either  as  visitors  or  regular 
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members,  without  extra  charge.  This  intimate  connection  cannot 
but  act  favorably  upon  all  who  take  the  business  course,  as  it  spurs 
them  on  to  greater  efforts,  and  broadens  their  view,  by  reminding 
them  that  all  is  not  contained  in  the  debits  and  credits  of  an  ac- 
count. Furthermore,  a  business  man  needs  the  ease  and  grace  that 
come  from  contact  with  others ;  and  this  intermingling  of  a  large 
number  of  well-informed,  zealous  students,  having  various  tastes 
and  ambitions,  and  representing  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  can- 
not but  have  much  of  the  desired  effect.  Among  the  numerous  socie- 
ties existing  at  the  college  may  be  mentioned  the  Phrenokosmian, 
the  Adelphic,  and  the  Lyceum.  Besides  these  the  Commercial  Depart- 
ment has  its  own  organization,  the  Society  of  Economics.  Under 
the  auspices  of  this  organization  will  be  given  a  very  comprehensive 
free  lecture  course  during  1901 — 1902.

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The  Conservatory  of  Music. 

Augustana  Conservatory  of  Music  is  a  department  of  Augustana 
College  and  Theological  Seminary.  It  is  established  for  the  purpose 
of  affording  superior  advantages  for  the  study  of  music  in  all  of  its 
branches.  Its  aim  is  to  train  intelligent  musicians  furnished  with  the 
broadest  and  best  culture  in  the  various  departments  of  musical 
education. 

The  Faculty  comprises  teachers  who  are  specialists  in  their 
several  subjects,  all  of  them  having  enjoyed  exceptional  opportuni- 
ties for  study  and  having  had  wide  experience  in  teaching. 

The  general  plan  of  the  school  is  similar  to  that  of  the  best 
American  and  European  Conservatories,  adding,  however,  the  sub- 
ject of  Psychology  and  the  relation  of  Psychology  to  Music,  which, 
so  far  as  we  know,  is  a  comparatively  new  feature  of  conservatory 
work.  In  this  respect  the  Augustana  Conservatory  claims  the  credit 
of  introducing  an  innovation  which  promises  to  yield  most  impor- 
tant results  in  improved  methods  of  teaching  and  studying  music. 

A  remarkable  change  is  taking  place  in  the  musical  world.  Only 
a  few  years  ago  harmony  and  perhaps  a  glance  at  counterpoint 
were  considered  quite  enough  for  the  average  music  student ;  very 
few  went  so  far  as  to  investigate  the  intricacies  of  fugue  or  pure 
part  writing.  But  the  student  of  to-day,  looking  out  upon  the 
greatly  changed  conditions,  finds  that  his  natural  gifts,  however 
great,  in  themselves  or  even  with  moderate  training,  are  not  suffi- 
cient to  enable  him  to  deal  successfully  with  the  great  problems  of 
musical  classicism  or  romanticism— he  must  have  the  most  thorough 
technical  and  sesthetical  training,  supplemented  by  a  liberal  general 
education. 

The  safeguard  against  false  ideas  and  narrowness  is  found  in 
the  conservatory  where  all  kinds  of  instruments  are  studied  and 
heard  and  where  theory  and  practice  go  hand  in  hand.  The  advan- 
tages of  studying  at  a  conservatory  need  not  be  discussed  for  they 
are  evident  to  all.  A  graduate  of  any  conservatory  of  music,  in  ad- 
dition to  proficiency  on  his  special  instrument,  ought  to  possess  a 
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good  degree  of  facility  in  the  various  forms  of  contrapuntal  writing. 
There  is  a  technique  for  pianists  and  a  technique  for  composers ; 
without  the  former  one  cannot  play  the  piano,  though  he  be  ever  so 
musical,  and  without  the  latter  he  cannot  compose,  though  he  be 
ever  so  talented. 

For  this  Avork  of  broad  and  thorough  preparation  for  the  call- 
ing of  a  musician  Augustana  Conservatory  takes  a  positive  stand 
and  to  this  end  has  arranged  its  courses. 

The  Conservatory  is  open  to  all  classes  of  pupils  irrespective  of 
age  or  advancement.  Beginners,  starting  on  a  right  foundation  are 
spared  the  annoyance  and  loss  of  time  involved  in  undoing  the 
effects  of  faulty  or  careless  previous  teaching. 

Older  pupils  will  find  here  methods  of  teaching  and  study  that 
will  insure  rapid  progress  and  enjoyment  in  the  work  because  the 
methods  employed  are  in  harmony  with  nature.  We  train  the  ear, 
the  hands,  the  voice,  the  mind  according  to  sound  physiological  and 
psychological  principles,  thus  saving  the  pupil  years  of  needless 
drudgery  and  unavailing  labor.  To  give  the  very  best  instruction 
and  afford  the  best  facilities  in  all  branches  of  musical  education  at 
as  small  a  cost  as  is  possible  is  the  aim  of  the  Conservatory. 


Courses  of  Study. 

The  instruction  in  the  Conservatory  of  Music  embraces  four  dis- 
tinct courses,  as  follows : 

The  Preparatory  Course,  affording  instruction  in  the  rudiments 
of  a  musical  education.    It  has  no  fixed  requirements. 

The  Teacher's  Certificate  Course,  designed  especially  to  train 
teachers  of  music.  After  completing  the  course  the  student  receives 
a  teacher's  diploma. 

The  Organist's  Course,  designed  especially  to  train  students  for 
organists. 

The  Graduate's  Course,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Music.  After  completing  the  course,  the  student  receives  a  diploma 
together  with  the  degree.

Departments  of  Instruction. 


PIANO   FORTE. 

PRINCIPAL,  F.  E.  PETERSON,  MUS.  B. 

The  system  of  piano  forte  teaching  is  based  on  physiological  and 
psychological  principles  and  seeks  to  train  the  mind,  nerves,  and 
muscles  in  harmony  with  the  laws  of  nature  so  as  to  make  them 
friendly  helpers  to  the  music  student.  Beginners  are  taught  the  cor- 
rect positions  of  the  hands  and  fingers  and  the  reason  for  such  posi- 
tions ;  also  correct  habits  in  the  movements  of  the  fingers,  hands, 
wrists,  and  arms.  The  practice  clavier  is  used  for  all  technical  work, 
as  thereby  better  results  are  obtained.    The  technical  work  is  all 
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memorized  ;  all  pieces  are  memorized  at  the  clavier  and  worked  up  to 
a  certain  tempo,  first  hands  separate,  and  then,  hands  together ; 
after  this  the  student  can  play  them  on  the  piano  and  enjoy  the 
fruit  of  his  labor.  In  the  middle  grades  stress  is  laid  on  tone,  sha- 
ding, interpretation,  etc.  In  the  higher  grades  the  finer  shadings, 
tone  coloring,  phrasing,  etc.,  are  studied;  from  the  very  beginning 
concert  playing  is  kept  in  view.  Practical  technical  exercises  are 
used  and  studied  in  different  ways  for  strengthening  the  hands  and 
developing  a  proper  musical  touch.  Each  pupil  is  treated  according 
to  his  specific  needs  in  respect  to  culture  of  hands,  ears,  memory, 
etc.  Etudes  are  sparingly  used,  except  concert  etudes  which,  when 
used,  have  a  direct  application,  thus  giving  more  time  for  studying 
interpretation  and  adding  to  the  repertoir  of  the  pupil.  Just  here 
is  where  we  can  safely  say  that  we  save  years  of  useless  work  for 
the  earnest  pupil,  and  make  the  study  of  the  piano  a  pleasure  in- 
stead of  a  drudgery.  A  pianist  is  judged  by  the  quality  of  his  play- 
ing, not  by  the  number  of  etudes  he  has  played.  But  if  etudes  are 
left  out,  then  technique  must  be  taught  in  some  other  way.  Here  is 
where  our  teaching  differs  from  that  of  many  others.  The  best, 
easiest,  and  quickest  way  to  make  the  pupil  a  concert  pianist  is 
aimed  at.  Compositions  by  the  best  writers  both  ancient  and  mod- 
ern are  used,  while  ensemble  playing  for  aesthetic  development  and 
various  other  exercises  for  securing  accuracy  of  performance,  grace 
and  ease  of  movement,  etc.,  are  made  prominent  features  of  the 
piano  work. 

A  distinct  difference  is  made  betAveen  practicing  and  playing,  the 
principal  stress  being  laid,  not  on  how  much  practicing  is  done  but 
on  how  well  it  is  done.  This  has  the  advantage,  besides  yielding  the 
best  immediate  results,  of  affording  the  pupil  time  to  study  other  re- 
lated subjects  and  to  improve  his  general  culture.  What  gains  are 
made  in  this  way  to  his  general  education  add  so  much  force  to  his 
music  work  in  particular. 

From  all  this  it  is  obvious  that  the  details  of  the  course  cannot 

be  given. 

THE  ORGAN. 

PRINCIPAL,    A.    D.    BODFORS,    MUS.  B. 

The  course  in  organ  comprises  simple  pedal  and  manual  exer- 
cises designed  to  develop  smooth  and  clear  playing  of  pedals  and 
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manuals  separately  and  also  to  combine  the  two.  Easy  trios  for 
combining  the  manual  playing  with  the  pedals  are  selected  as  exer- 
cises. As  soon  as  the  pupil  is  able  to  use  both  hands  and  feet  in 
combination,  he  is  given  more  advanced  work,  such  as  church  music, 
extempore  interludes  transpositions,  the  modern  method  of  organ 
accompaniment,  etc.  Lagergren's  easy  preludes  or  other  works  of 
similar  grade  are  used  for  exercises  in  clean  playing,  special  atten- 
tion being  given  to  the  clear  rendering  of  phrases,  exchanging  man- 
uals, and  registration  in  a  quick  and  skillful  manner.  The  pedal 
exercises,  comprising  the  major  and  minor  scales,  are  selected  from 
the  works  of  Nilson,  Lagergren,  Buck,  and  Schneider,  and  etudes  by 
Thomas,  Mankell,  etc. 

For  beginners  the  practice  clavier  is  used  entirely,  both  in  hand 
and  pedal  exercises,  since  thereby  better  results  are  secured  and  a 
good  technique  is  more  quickly  attained.  Memorizing  is  done  exclu- 
sively on  the  clavier,  and  the  registration  is  also  worked  up  at  the 
organ  without  tone,  so  that  when  the  student  has  mastered  the 
subject  technically,  he  goes  to  the  organ  to  hear  and  enjoy,  for  the 
first  time,  the  composition  which  he  has  been  studying.  In  this  way 
the  student  avoids  getting  tired  of  a  composition  on  account  of  fre- 
quently hearing  it  imperfectly  rendered  in  his  practice  exercises,  and 
also  he  is  induced  to  put  more  thought  into  his  work,  his  mind  not 
being  distracted  by  tone.  A  pedal  practice  clavier  is  provided  at  the 
institution,  which  may  be  rented  by  the  organ  students  for  a  reason- 
able price.    All  the  pedal  practice  is  done  on  the  clavier. 

Close  attention  is  given  to  the  rendering  of  the  different  parts  of 
the  church  service,  teaching  the  pupil  to  use  such  stops  as  will  give 
the  right  color  and  registration  and  also  to  transpose  the  music  in 
at  least  two  whole  steps  up  or  down,  thereby  adapting  the  pitch 
both  to  congregation  and  minister.  The  ability  to  modulate  and 
improvise  is  considered  a  vital  part  in  the  training  of  a  church 
organist  and  is  therefore  made  a  leading  feature  of  this  course.  To 
pass  from  one  key  into  another,  making  at  the  same  time  a  perfect 
musical  phrase  of  the  transition  is  an  accomplishment  of  a  good 
organist;  so  also  the  ability  to  improvise  a  short  prelude  to  a  hymn, 
choral,  etc.,  as  well  as  the  fine  art  of  making  everything  harmonize 
with  the  services  and  spirit  of  public  worship  ;  hence  these  things  re- 
ceive special  attention.     The  student  is  trained  not  only  in  correct 
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playing  but  also  in  manners  appropriate  to  the  place  and  occasion. 

A  course  in  organ  stops  is  given,  designed  to  make  the  pupil  per- 
fectly familiar  with  all  stops  and  with  different  organs,  so  as  to  use 
them  in  the  way  of  orchestration,  that  is,  translating  a  piece  from 
orchestra,  so  as  to  give  the  same  effect  on  the  organ.  Instruction  is 
also  given  in  the  art  of  changing  piano  accompaniment  into  organ, 
use  of  the  organ,  such  as  repairing,  tuning,  etc.,  and  accompaniment 
in  oratorio  choruses,  masses,  etc. 

The  aim  from  the  beginning  is  to  prepare  students  for  the  sacred 
office  of  church  organists.  Hence  the  greater  part  of  the  time  and 
work  is  devoted  to  the  study  and  rendering  of  church  music,  as 
chorals,  hymns,  service,  etc.  It  is  our  aim  to  cultivate  a  love  for 
sacred  music  and  to  form  in  the  mind  of  the  organist  a  right  concep- 
tion of  his  office.  Besides  this  we  devote  as  much  time  as  possible 
to  making  up  a  good  technique  for  concert  work,  as  a  select  list  of 
works  from  the  great  composers,  especially  the  works  of  the  master 
composer  for  the  organ,  John  Sebastian  Bach,  wTith  which  we  begin 
as  soon  as  the  technique  of  the  pupil  will  permit,  and  Ave  continue 
the  same  throughout  the  course.  Building  our  organ  course  upon 
the  compositions  of  Bach,  we  gain  the  thorough  and  solid  founda- 
tion of  the  German  school ;  but  we  also  seek  to  realize  to  some  degree 
the  best  features  of  the  brilliant  and  practical  French  and  English 
schools.  Combining,  thus,  the  best  qualities  of  the  three  leading- 
schools  of  the  world,  we  are  able  to  make  the  student  a  balanced 
and  efficient  church  and  concert  organist. 

VIOLIN  AND  ORCHESTRA. 

PRINCIPAL,    FRANZ   ZEUELER. 

The  teaching  in  this  department  is  not  narrowed  down  to  one 
exclusive  method  and  style,  the  classic  German  being  combined  with 
the  finished  style  of  the  French  school,  thus  giving  the  pupil  variety 
and  the  widest  possible  scope.  Opportunity  is  given  for  ensemble 
playing  in  string  quartets,  duos,  trios,  etc.,  with  piano.  Advanced 
students  have  the  further  advantage  of  studying  orchestral  music. 

CORNET  AND  BANDS. 

PRINCIPAL,   C.  L.  KRANTZ. 

The  principal  wind  instrument  taught  is  the  cornet,  but  instruc- 
tion can  also  be  had  on  other  wind  instruments.  Students  are  fitted 
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for  both  solo  and  ensemble  playing,  and  advanced  pupils  have  an 
opportunity  to  study  both  band  and  orchestral  music. 

YOGAL  DEPARTMENT. 

PRINCIPAL,    EDLA    LUND. 

To  develop  the  voice  must  be,  from  the  first,  the  sole  aim  and 
end.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  correct  system  of  breathing-, 
as  the  only  true  support  for  the  voice,  blending  the  different  registers, 
placing  the  chest,  medium  and  head  tones  and  connecting  the  same, 
enunciation  and  articulation. 

The  singer  must  be  guided  by  his  intelligence  and  his  will ;  the 
more  he  is  able  to  master,  the  more  intelligent  will  his  vocal  inter- 
pretation become,  carefully  avoiding  all  artificiality  and  unnatural 
forcing.  A  singer  ought  never  to  overstrain  the  natural  power  of 
his  voice,  but  should  always  husband  his  strength. 

Sight  Singing  and  Eartraining. 

This  must  not  be  understood  to  be  a  "vocal"  class,  it  is  work  in 
eartraining.  Everybody  has  voice  enough  to  join  it,  for  the  purpose 
of  learning  to  look  at  a  piece  of  printed  or  written  music,  with  the 
same  intelligence  as  one  looks  into  a  book.  The  work  in  this  class 
is  calculated  to  develop  the  musical  perception  and  the  ability  to 
think  tones  and  intervals  correctly.  The  work  is  divided  into  two 
classes,  Beginning  and  Advanced. 

In  the  Beginning  class  the  work  embraces  a  thorough  explana- 
tion of  all  the  fundamental  principles  of  music, — notes,  time,  keys, 
major  scales  and  intervals,  etc.  Pupils  are  trained  in  the  ability  to 
hear  correct  melodic  and  harmonic  intervals,  major,  minor,  dimin- 
ished, and  augmented  triads,  intervals  up  to  5ths. 

In  the  Advanced  class  the  major,  minor,  and  cromatic-scales  are 
studied;  also  tw^o-,  three-,  and  four-part  exercises  and  songs;  contin- 
uation of  intervals  in  6ths  and  7ths,  and  seventh-chords. 

Dictation. 
In  order  to  strengthen  the  musical  memory  in  the  right  direction 
and  to  enable  students  to  think  musically,  they  are  urged  to  cultivate 
the  art  of  writing  down  correctly  all  they  are  able  to  play  or  sing 
correctly  by  heart ;  this  art  is  to  be  acquired  by  means  of  musical 
dictation.    This  course  of  musical  dictation,  when  closely  connected 
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with  the  general  course  of  musical  education,  will  also  help  to  form 
more  intelligent  and  more  appreciative  listeners,  for  it  teaches  pupils 
the  art  of  listening  in  the  right  way. 

During  the  first  year,  Exercise  One  of  Hitter's  Dictation  is  required. 
This  is  combined  with  the  work  in  sight-singing  and  eartraining. 

For  graduation  in  any  department,  Book  I  of  Ritter  is  required. 
For  Bachelor  of  Music,  Books  I  and  II  are  required. 
The  Art  of  Conducting. 

Special  instruction  is  given  in  the  art  of  conducting  singing 
classes,  choruses,  etc.  This  is  of  great  importance,  especially  to 
organ  students,  and  also  to  those  preparing  themselves  for  music 
teachers,  as  well  as  to  all  musicians,  in  the  way  of  a  general  musical 
accomplishment. 

GLASS  AND  PRIVATE  INSTRUCTION. 

In  class  instruction  three  and  four  pupils  are  assigned  to  the  same 
hour.  Each  pupil  receives  a  proper  share  of  personal  supervision, 
and  in  addition,  he  receives  all  the  criticism  and  suggestions  made 
by  the  teacher  to  each  pupil  in  the  class,  which  he  will  find  quite  as 
valuable  as  those  made  to  himself.  The  instruction  in  the  case  of 
each  pupil  is  personal  and  aims  to  meet  his  individual  needs;  and 
AA^hile  other  members  of  the  class  may  or  may  not  be  studying  the 
same  compositions,  the  suggestions  and  principles  developed  are 
applicable  to  all. 

In  private  instruction  only  one  pupil  is  assigned  to  the  same  hour 
or  half  hour.  Advanced  students  and  those  who  are  giving  special 
attention  to  any  particular  department  of  study,  are  recommended 
to  take  private  instruction,  as  in  this  way  they  have  more  time 
individually  with  the  teacher.  The  difference  in  cost  is  in  porportion 
to  the  difference  in  the  amount  of  personal  supervision  in  each  case. 

VIRGIL  PRACTICE  CLAVIER. 
In  our  system  of  foundational  instruction  we  introduce  exten- 
sively the  Virgil  Practice  Clavier,  an  instrument  by  which  an  artistic 
touch  can  be  formed  in  a  few  months,  a  process  which, under  the  old 
system,  takes  years.  The  use  of  the  clavier  saves  the  nerves,  leads 
to  careful,  painstaking  study,  memorizing,  sight-reading,  muscular 
control,  endurance,  celerity,  and  musical  analysis,  giving  a  perfec- 
tion of  touch  and  technique  not  attainable  at  the  piano  alone.

Students  are  furnished  with  practice  in  the  building,  or  they  can 
rent  instruments  for  their  own  rooms.     See  expenses. 

THEORY. 

First  year.  Eartraining,  sight-singing,  dictation,  scales,  inter- 
vals, and  terminology.     Lectures  in  Psychologj^. 

Second  year.  Dictation,  Harmony,  Conservatory  text  book  on 
Psychology  in  relation  to  music. 

Third  year.    Harmony,  Musical  History,  Acoustics,  .-Esthetics. 

Fourth  year.     Simple  counterpoint  in  two,  three,  and  Jour  parts. 

Fifth  year.    Double  counterpoint  and  rudiments  of  musical  form. 

Sixth  year.    Canon  and  Fugue,  composition. 

HISTORY  OF  MUSIC. 

The  Conservatory  recognizes  that,  in  all  departments  of  musical 
activity,  broad  culture  should  form  the  basis  of  all  special  proficiency. 

With  this  view  a  course  in  the  History  of  Music  is  given,  tracing 
the  development  of  musical  art  from  the  earliest  age  to  the  present 
time. 

Without  an  adequate  knowledge  of  musical  history,  no  teacher 
is  fully  prepared  for  the  work  of  instruction,  and  pupils  can  hope  to 
make  but  little  progress,  if  they  know  nothing  of  the  literature  and 
philosophy  of  the  work  engrossing  their  attention. 

PSYCHOLOGY. 

The  Conservatory,  recognizing  the  importance  of  psychology  as 
a  foundation  for  musical  theory  and  practice,  has  added  this  subject 
to  the  regular  course.  Music,  both  as  conception  and  as  execution, 
has  to  do  primarily  with  mind;  hence  the  necessity  to  pupil  and 
teacher  of  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  principles  of  mental 
activity.  A  knowledge  of  the  mind  as  thinking  agent  and  of  the 
nervous  system  as  medium  through  which  thought  and  emotion  are 
expressed,  is  no  longer  regarded  as  a  mere  adornment  but  as  the 
prime  requisite  in  all  kinds  of  educational  work.  Psycholog3r  in  our 
days  is  the  fundamental  science  for  all  subjects  of  study.  To  the 
musician  it  has  special  value  in  the  way  of  acquainting  him  with 
rational  methods  of  study  as  well  as  widening  his  world  of  ideas. 
The  mind  as  well  as  the  fingers  must  be  trained  ;  technical  skill  with- 
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out  the  cultivated  mind  and  the  elevated  soul  is  of  little  value. 
Recognizing  these  principles,  the  Conservatory  seeks  to  develop  in 
the  pupil  the  musical  capacity  with  which  the  Creator  has  endowed 
every  rational  soul,  thus  adding  to  the  enjoyment,  usefulness,  and 
power  of  the  individual  as  a  member  of  society.  The  instruction  is 
given  in  the  form"  of  lectures  at  the  rate  of  one  hour  each  week,  also 
class  work  one  hour  each  week  throughout  the  school  year.  A  text- 
book on  the  "Relation  of  Psychology  to  Music"  has  been  prepared 
especially  for  the  use  of  pupils  in  this  Conservatory,  which  will  be 
used  in  classes  and  in  connection  with  the  lectures.  (See  Theory, 
under  Courses  of  Study.)  At  the  end  of  the  course  a  synopsis  of  the 
lectures,  supplemented  by  special  reading  under  the  direction  of  the 
professor  in  charge,  is  required.  Candidates  for  graduation  in  Teach- 
er's Certificate  Course,  Bachelor  of  Music,  and  Organist's  Course 
must  pass  examination  in  psychology.  The  instruction  is  open  to 
all  regular  members  of  the  Conservatory  free  of  charge.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

For  Teacher's  Certificate  Course  the  theoretical  requirements  are, 
examination  in  Sight  Singing,  Ear  Training,  Harmony,  Psychology, 
History  of  Music,  Dictation. 

For  Bachelor  of  Music  two  instruments  are  required:  Major,  as 
stated  in  the  course;  minor,  equal  to  the  Teacher's  Certificate  Course. 
Theoretical  requirements,  besides  what  is  given  in  Teacher's  Certif- 
icate Course,  Dictation,  Counterpoint,  Canon,  Fugue,  and  Compo- 
sition. 

For  Organist's  Course  the  theoretical  requirements  are  examination 
in  Sight  Singing,  Ear  Training,  Dictation,  Harmony,  Psychology, 
Musical  History,  and  Single  Counterpoint;  also  the  Preparatory 
Course  in  Piano. 

The  work  in  Musical  Theory  is  graded  on  a  scale  of  100 ;  a  grade  of 
70  is  required  for  passing  in  any  subject. 

TIME  NECESSARY. 
The  time  required  to  finish  any  of  the  preceding  courses  is  differ- 
ent according  to  circumstances.    First,  it  depends  on  the  pupil's  ad- 
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vancement  on  entering  the  Conservatory,   and    secondly,   on    his 
talents  and  industry. 

It  is  advisable  to  take  ample  time  for  the  work  required  as  the 
courses  have  been  arranged  on  a  level  with  those  of  the  very  best 
conservatories. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Final  examinations  in  all  departments  are  not  left  to  the  indi- 
vidual teachers,  but  must  be  held  before  the  President  and  the  whole 
Conservatory  Faculty.  This  will  give  every  student  the  same  chance 
of  graduating  and  avoid  all  misunderstandings. 

Before  entering  the  organ  class,  the  pupil  must  pass  an  examina- 
tion before  the  Faculty  in  scale  playing,  M.  M.  quarter-notes  in 
sixteenths,  H.  T.,—  120;  also  Sight  Reading,  1st  grade,  and  Ear 
Training. 

Students  must  pass  examination  in  Sight  Singing  and  EarTrain- 
iug  before  entering  harmony  class. 

Final  examinations  will  be  held  on  the  last  Friday  of  the  second 
and  fourth  terms  of  each  year. 

DIPLOMAS. 
Diplomas  are  given  to  students  who  have  finished  the  course  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Conservatory  Faculty.  No  diplomas  are  given 
for  any  one  study,  but  the  President  and  teachers  will  give  certif- 
icates, showing  the  standing  of  students  and  the  work  done  in  the 
various  subjects  studied.  On  passing  the  necessary  examination  in 
any  subject,  the  student  receives  a  certificate  in  that  subject. 

ENSEMBLE  FLAYING  AND  SINGING. 
It  is  very  desirable  that  pupils  be  able  to  play  and  sing  well  with 
other  instruments  and  voices  in  concerted  music.  Advanced  pupils 
may  here  have  the  necessary  drill  in  duos,  trios,  quartets,  quintets, 
chorus,  orchestra,  etc.  Special  attention  is  given  to  securing  steadi- 
ness in  playing  and  proper  balance  of  parts  as  well  as  an  apprehen- 
sion of  the  musical  content  and  aesthetic  significance  of  the  com- 
position. 

PUPILS'   RECITALS. 
One  of  the  most  important  incidental  advantages   of  the  Con- 
servatory is  the  private  weekly  recitals,  at  which  students  perform 
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such  pieces  as  may  be  assigned  by  their  teachers,  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  them  self-control  and  ease  of  appearance  in  public.  Then 
comes  the  public  recital  where  pupils  have  opportunity  to  play  be- 
fore larger  audiences  and  thus  become  accustomed  to  public  solo 
work. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

Pupils  may  enter  at  any  time,  but  will  not  be  accepted  for  less 
than  a  term  of  ten  weeks. 

Lesson  cards  must  be  procured  from  the  treasurer  and  be  pre- 
sented to  the  teacher.  No  lessons  are  given  without  such  card.  All 
tuition  must  be  paid  in  advance,  and  all  business  matters  must  be 
transacted  with  the  treasurer. 

No  reduction  is  made  for  absence,  except  in  cases  of  protracted 
illness,  of  which  the  treasurer  must  be  duly  notified. 

Upon  leaving  the  Conservatory  each  pupil  is  entitled  to  a  certif- 
icate specifying  the  time  passed  at  the  institution  and  the  standing 
in  the  studies  pursued. 

A  report  will  be  sent  to  the  parents  or  guardians  of  students  at 
the  end  of  every  term,  giving  information  as  to  standing,  diligence, 
studies  pursued,  etc.

SCOPE  OF  THE  WORK. 

Thorough  instruction  is  given  in  Drawing,  Light  and  Shade, 
Still-Life,  the  Cast,  Antique,  Human  Figure,  Portrait,  Interior  and 
Landscape  Composition,  Animals,  Fruits,  Flowers,  Decorative  Work,, 
etc  ,  through  the  usual  medium,  Oil,  Charcoal,  Crayon,  and  Pencil. 

The  methods  are  such  as  will  lead  most  directly  to  work  from 
nature  and  life,  an  end  easily  attained  by  any  earnest  art  student. 

ANTIQUE. 
The  advantages  from  this  study  from  the  antique  cast  is  the 
knowledge  we  get  of  the  ideal  human  form,  and  the  opportunity  it 
affords  the  student  for  careful,  cool,  reflective  study,  thus  fortifying 
the  student  against  the  difficulties  occurring  in  work  from  life. 

SKETCH  CLASS. 
A  sketch  class,  from  life,  is  formed,  care  being  taken  so  to   ar- 
range the  pose  that  the  students'  sketches  may  be  of  service  to  them 
when  they  wish  to  introduce  a  figure  into  landscape-sketches  or 
compositions. 

LIFE,  OR  PORTRAIT  CLASS. 
The  object  of  this  study  is  to  give  the  student  a  thorough  drill 
in  the  study  of  realistic  flesh-color,  expression,  position,  drapery, 
harmony,  etc. 

PORTRAITS. 

Instruction  will  be  given  to  those  wishing  to  color  photographs 
(the  solar  print)  in  oil  or  water  colors,  or  finish  in  India-Ink. 

Any  one  with  ordinary  ability  can,  by  this  means,  soon  learn  to 
execute  life-sized  portraits  nearly  as  perfect  as  the  photographs  from 
which  they  were  taken,  and  often  with  better  expression. 
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SACRED  ART  RECEIVES  SPECIAL  ATTENTION. 

During-  Commencement  week,  a  free  exhibition  in  the  art  room  is 
given  which  will  explain  better  than  words  can  the  grade  and  suc- 
cess of  the  work  done  in  the  art  department.

Elocution  and  Physical  Culture, 

MARY   SEARLES   PENROSE. 


The  pupils  of  expression  receiYe  their  training  upon  the  basis  of 
'evolution.  Instead  of  teaching  students  to  become  mechanical  or 
imitative  readers,  "the  interest  is  awakened,  the  mind  is  aroused" 
and  developed  in  natural  steps  onward.  In  the  student's  work,  inde- 
pendence of  conception  is  from  the  first  encouraged;  he  must  keep 
his  individuality.  Mental  power  must  also  be  developed,  for  with- 
out depth  of  thought  and  emotion  the  orator  cannot  produce  strong 
or  lasting  impressions. 

"The  earnest  student  pursues  this  art  because  he  knows  that  it 
broadens,  enriches,  and  develops  his  entire  personality."  While  edu- 
cating the  intellect,  sensibility,  and  will  we  do  not  forget  that  the 
body  largely  influences  the  mind,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  culti- 
vate the  grace  of  body,  that  it  may  act  in  perfect  harmony  with  the 
mind,  through  proper  exercises,  movements,  inarches,  etc. 

The  above  method,  as  perfected  and  taught  by  Dr.  Charles  W. 
Emerson,  President  of  the  Boston  School  of  Oratory,  is  employed  in 
our  study  of  expression.  Pupils'  recitals  are  given  in  connection 
-with  those  in  the  Conservatory.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


GOVERNMENT. 

This  Institution  is  owned,  supported,  and  controlled  by  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Augustana  Synod.  Its  governing-  body  is  a 
Board  of  Directors,  composed  of  the  president  of  the  synod  the  pres- 
ident of  the  institution,  and  sixteen  other  members— eight  ministers 
and  eight  laymen — elected  by  the  synod,  for  a  term  of  four  years. 
Only  persons  belonging  to  some  congregation  of  the  synod  are  eligi- 
ble to  membership.  The  meetings  of  the  Board  are  held  at  the  insti- 
tution. 

FACULTIES. 

All  matters  pertaining  to  the  institution  as  a  whole  which  do 
not  come  Under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  the 
President  are  in  the  hands  of  the  General  Faculty,  which  is  composed 
of  all  the  permanent  professors  of  the  institution. 

There  are  four  Special  Faculties  in  charge  of  the  following  de- 
partments respectivery :  The  Theological  Seminary;  the  Collegiate, 
Academic,  and  Normal  Departments;  the  Conservatory  of  Music; 
the  Business  College  and  School  of  Phonography.  Each  special 
faculty  is  composed  of  all  the  regular  professors  in  the  respective  de- 
partment. 

The  President  of  the  institution  is  ex-officio  chairman  of  each 
faculty. 

DIVISION  OF  TflE  SCHOOL  YEAR. 
The  school  year  of  thirty-six  weeks  is  divided  into  two  terms; 
the  fall  term,  embracing  a  period  of  sixteen  weeks  (September— De- 
cember), and  the  spring  term,  embracing  a  period  of  twenty  weeks 
(January— June). 

PUBLIC  WORSHIP. 

Chapel  services,  which  all  students  are  required  to  attend,  are 
held  in  the  chapel  every  school  day  morning.  Divine  services  are 
held  in  the  chapel  each  Sunday  evening  during  term  time.  All  stu- 
dents living  at  the  college  are  expected  to  attend  these  services 
General  and  class  prayer-meetings  are  held  each  week  by  the  students. 
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REGULATIONS. 

There  are  but  few  specific  rules  of  government  as  each  student  is 
expected  to  be  exemplary  in  manners  and  morals  and  to  deport 
himself  as  becomes  a  student  of  a  Christian  institution. 

The  attendance  of  such  students  only  is  desired  as  will  make 
faithful  use  of  the  educational  opportunities  afforded. 

Intemperance,  profanity,  theatre-going,  playing  at  cards  and 
billiards,  and  whatever  hinders  the  highest  mental,  moral,  and 
religious  culture,  or  violates  the  courtesy  due  to  instructors  or  fel- 
low students,  are  prohibited. 

EXPENSES. 
The  necessary  expenses  are  exceedingly  low.    Each  item   is  re- 
duced to  the  very  lowest  so  as  to  bring  the  advantages  of  a  thorough 
education  within  the  reach  of  all.     The  total  necessary  expenses  for 
the  entire  school-year  range  from  $135  to  $175. 

By  applying  to  the  Business  Manager,  Rev.  J.  Jesperson,  rooms 
heated  and  furnished  may  be  secured  at  low  rates. 

Board  may  be  had  at  the  dining  hall  for  $2.25  a  week,  or  in  pri- 
vate families  with  furnished  rooms  for  $3.00  to  $3.50. 

All  payments  must  be  made  in  advance  and  no  money  is  refunded 
for  unused  tuition. 

A  Matriculation  Fee  of  $5.00  is  charged  in  the  Theological,  Col- 
legiate, Academic,  and  Normal  Departments 

A  Graduation  Fee  of  $5.00  is  charged  in  the  Theological,  Collegi- 
ate. Normal,  and  Musical  Departments,  and  of  $1.00  in  the  Business 
College. 

A  Laboratory  Fee  of  $1.50  a  term  is  charged  for  the  use  of  the 
Chemical  Laboratory. 

Tuition.

HARVARD  UNIVERSITY  SGHOLARSttlP. 
At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Harvard  Club  of  Chicago  December 
14, 1897,  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  Club  was  adopted, 
establishing  on  a  permanent  basis  a  scholarship  at  Harvard  Uni- 
versity of  the  minimum  annual  value  of  three  hundred  dollars.  This 
scholarship  is  open  to  the  graduates  of  the  universities  and  colleges 
of  Illinois  who  wish  to  follow  a  graduate  course  of  studj^  at  Harvard 
University.  Applications  must  be  made  before  May  1st  in  each  year, 
but  senior  students  about  to  finish  their  undergraduate  course  are 
eligible  as  candidates.

LADIES'  rlALL. 
For  the  accommodation  of  lady  students  who  prefer  a  home  un- 
der the  immediate  auspices  of  the  institution,  a  Ladies'  Hall  has 
been  established.

LIBRARY  AND  READING   ROOM. 

REV.  C.  O.  GRAXERE,  PH.  D.,  LIBRARIAN. 

The  Library,  occupying  part  of  the  third  floor  of  the  main  build- 
ing, contains  between  17,000  and  18,000  volumes  and  a  large  number 
of  pamphlets. 

During  the  past  year  the  Library  has  been  kept  open  between 
the  hours  of  9  and  12  a.  m.  and  2  and  6  p.  m.  every  school  day,  and 
from  2  to  6  p.  M.  on  Saturdays.  All  students  and  officers  of  the  in- 
stitution are  entitled  to  use  the  books  free  of  charge.

TflE  MUSEUM. 

PROF.  J.  A.  UDDEN,  CURATOR. 

The  arrangement  of  the  material  and  of  the  cases  in  the  museum 
is  represented  in  the  diagram  on  page  77. 

THE  ZOOLOGICAL  CABINET. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  floor  space,  and  forming  a  partition  be- 
tween the  Museum  and  the  Library,  is  a  cabinet  with  glass  front, 
eight  feet  high  and  40  feet  long,  and  divided  into  eight  sections,  con- 
taining a  systematic  series  of  zoological  specimens. 

Beginning  at  the  east  end  of  this  cabinet,  we  find  uppermost  in 
the  first  section  various  foraminifera.  Next  in  succession  comes  a 
series  of  dried  sponges,  and  a  few  specimens  of  the  same  kind  pre- 
served in  alcohol.  Below  these  follow  the  corals,  among  which  may 
be  seen  some  specimens  of  seafans,  mushroom  corals,  and  organ-pipe 
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corals.  Among  the  ecoinoderms,  which  follow  below,  are  several 
kinds  of  sea-urchins,  such  as  sand  cakes,  sand  dollars,  and  sea  eggs. 
Several  types  of  the  starfish  order,  the  sea-cucumbers  and  the 
crinoids,  complete  the  collection  of  animals  of  radiate  structure. 
Then  follow  the  worms  and  mollusks.  The  latter  have  to  a  great 
extent  been  collected  in  Europe,  and  embrace  representatives  of  a 
great  number  of  genera  and  species,  filling  nearly  two  sections  in 
the  cabinet.  Among  other  valuable  specimens,  there  are  a  number 
of  fine  cowries  from  the  coasts  of  Africa,  and  a  fairly  complete  col- 
lection of  land  and  freshwater  shells  from  Sweden.  A  number  of 
crustaceans  and  insects,  preserved  in  alcohol,  are  placed  in  the  lower 
part  of  the  third  section.  The  fourth  section  contains  fishes,  amphi- 
bians, and  reptiles,  several  hundred  specimens  in  all,  and  mostly  pre- 
served in  alcohol. 

The  birds  fill  a  little  more  than  the  next  two  sections.  There  are 
represented  all  the  native  families,  including  nearly  200  different 
species.  The  collections  contain  a  number  of  specimens  secured  by 
sportsmen  in  Moline  and  Rock  Island.  Mammals  fill  the  remaining 
two  sections.  These,  also,  are  mostly  of  the  native  kinds,  though 
there  are  a  number  of  specimens  of  interesting  portions  of  exotic 
animals,  such  as  the  skin  and  baleen  of  a  whale,  molars  of  the  ele- 
phant, and  horns  of  various  ungulates. 

Nearly  all  the  material  in  this  case  was  secured  by  the  former 
curator  of  the  museum,  Dr.  Josua  Lindahl. 

A  collection  of  insects  and  another  of  birds'  nests  and  birds'  eggs 
complete  the  zoological  collections.  The  former,  which  comprises 
about  1,000  different  species  of  insects,  was  collected  and  donated  by 
Professor  O.W.Oestlund  of  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  while  a  student 
at  this  institution.  The  insects  are  mounted  with  great  care  and 
properly  labeled  and  Avill  be  of  permanent  value.  The  collection  of 
nests  and  eggs  was  made  chiefly  by  Rev.  Oscar  Henry,  class  of  'y3. 
Most  of  the  birds  of  Iowa  are  represented. 

THE  HERBARIUM. 

The  beginning  of  the  herbarium  consisted  of  a  collection  of 
plants  from  Sweden,  donated  by  Dr.  A.  R.  Cervin.  Several  other 
collections  from  Sweden  have  since  been  obtained  and  also  a,  number 
from  different  parts  of  this  country,  viz. :  from  the  vicinity  of  Rock 
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Island  by  Prof.  O.  W.  Oestlund ;  from  Lindsborg,  Kansas,  by  Dr. 
John  Runstrom;  from  Kansas,  Texas,  and  Colorado  by  the  present 
curator;  from  Michigan  by  Prof.  C  A.  Wendell ;  lichens  from  Sweden 
by  Prof.  John  Hulting;  mosses  from  Illinois  and  Pennsylvania  by 
the  late  Rev.  G.  Forsberg;  Sea-Weeds  from  the  Pacific  by  Dr. 
Josua  Lindahl,  Dr.  E.  Xorelius,  and  Lawrence  Lundwall.  The 
phsenogamous  plants  have  all  been  mounted  on  white  species  paper 
and  are  enclosed  in  genus  covers  of  strong  manila  paper. 

These  are  arranged  by  families,  and  stored  in  paper  boxes,  in 
two  cases  specially  made  for  the  collection. 

THE  GEOLOGICAL  COLLECTIONS. 
The  McMaster  Collection. 

A  foundation  for  a  collection  to  illustrate  the  various  features  of 
our  local  geology  was  made  four  years  ago  by  the  Hon.  S.  W. 
McMaster  of  Rock  Island,  who  then  donated  to  the  museum  a  num- 
ber of  fossils  collected  in  this  locality.  Several  of  these  specimens 
have  been  polished  and  otherwise  suitably  prepared  for  exhibition. 
A  separate  cabinet  has  been  secured  and  placed  along  the  east 
wall  for  the  reception  of  this  material. 

The  General  Collection. 

This  fills  sixteen  of  the  floor-cases. 

Beginning  at  the  east  end  of  the  room  the  minerals  occupy  the 
first  case.  The  space  in  the  second  case  is  tilled  with  rocks,  which 
have  been  arranged  with  a  view  to  illustrate  the  different  modes  in 
which  all  the  various  kinds  of  rocks  are  now  produced  in  nature  by 
igneous  agencies,  by  sedimentation  in  water,  and  by  the  agency  of 
living  organisms,  as  well  as  to  exhibit  the  classification  of  the  rocks 
as  based  on  these  differences  of  origin. 

In  the  third  and  fourth  cases  are  shown  a  series  of  rocks,  which 
have  been  affected  in  various  ways  by  chemical  and  physical  pro- 
cesses in  nature,  and  which  illustrate  several  interesting  features  in 
dynamical  geology.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  three  series  of 
rocks  showing  the  effects  of  surface  disintegration  in  the  region  of 
crystalline  rocks  on  the  Atlantic  coast ;  stalagmites  and  stalactites 
from  caverns  in  limestone  regions;  "box-work"  from  the  great  Wind 
cave  in  South  Dakota  ;  many  kinds  of  concretions  and  septaria  from 
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a  variety  of  formations;  an  assortment  of  geodes  from  Warsaw  in 
this  state;  specimens  of  snn-cracks  and  ripplemarks;  cleavage  struct- 
ure and  folded  structure  induced  by  pressure;  segregation  veins; 
lignilites;  a  series  of  natural  etchings,  produced  by  the  solvent 
power  of  water;  and  scored  rocks  from  the  glacial  drift. 

The  fifth  case  is  intended  to  illustrate  Formational  Geology.  A 
number  of  samples  of  rocks  from  the  different  formations  of  which 
the  exterior  of  the  earth  is  composed  have  been  placed  in  their  pro- 
per succession.  The  lowermost  system,  the  azoic,  which  underlies 
all  other  rocks,  is  represented  by  a  lot  of  specimens  in  the  south  end 
of  the  case.  Then  follow  the  various  formations  of  the  several  sys- 
tems up  to  the  present  age,  recently  formed  alluvium,  sand  and  clay 
being  placed  in  the  north  end  of  the  case.  Some  of  the  more  impor- 
tant of  the  characteristic  fossils  of  each  group  are  also  to  be  seen  in 
their  proper  places  in  this  series. 

The  sixth  case  is  filled  with  fossil  plants.  The  lower  plants,  of 
the  oldest  rocks,  are  placed  first  in  the  south  end,  such  as  algae  and 
higher  cryptogams  of  the  paleozoic  era.  These  are  then  followed  by 
petrified  wood  and  lignite  of  gymnosperms  of  the  mesozoic  era  and 
in  turn  by  impressions  of  leaves  of  the  more  modern  plants  of  later 
ages.  A  number  of  specimens  from  the  coalmeasures  in  Pennsyl- 
vania make  up  a  part  of  this  collection. 

The  next  two  cases  contain  a  collection  of  animal  fossils,  ar- 
ranged according  to  the  zoological  system  of  classification.  It  is  in- 
tended to  exhibit  some  important  types  and  landmarks  in  the  science 
of  Paleontology.  The  greater  part  of  the  specimens  in  the  geological 
collections  have  been  obtained  through  the  efforts  of  the  present 
curator.  Considerable  more  material  is  stored  away  and  awaiting 
further  examination  and  identification,  before  it  will  be  included 
among  the  exhibits.

LABORATORIES. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory,  in  the  basement  of  the  new  building, 
is  furnished  with  the  necessary  apparatus  and  a  full  supply  of  re-agents 
for  the  laboratory  work  in  General  and  Analytical  Chemistry. 

The  Department  of  Physics,  also  in  the  basement  of  the  new 
building,  has  lately  been  furnished  with  a  valuable  set  of  apparatus, 
chiefly  imported  from  Germany.  It  now  contains  apparatus  for 
quantitative  as  wrell  as  qualitative  work  in  all  the  different  branches 
of  the  science. 

The  Biological  Laboratory  and  class-room  occupies  a  suitably 
lighted  and  spacious  quarter  on  the  first  floor.  It  is  conveniently 
furnished,  with  tables  and  chairs,  a  hydrant,  and  cases  for  instru- 
ments and  re-agents.  A  set  of  good  microscopes,  with  accessories 
and  a  pair  of  scales  make  a  part  of  the  general  equipments.  There 
are  also  materials  for  the  use  of  special  classes.  For  the  instruction 
in  Botany  there  is  a  series  of  the  lower  as  wrell  as  of  the  higher  plants 
preserved  in  alcohol  and  selected  for  making  microscopic  prepara- 
tion of  tissues.  There  is  also  a  set  of  charts  for  illustrating  the 
terminology  in  PhaBnogamous  Botany.  For  the  classes  in  Zoology 
there  are  some  anatomical  preparations  and  entire  animals  pre- 
served in  alcohol  and  crania  and  skeletons  of  vertebrates.  The  class 
in  Human  Physiology  has  opportunity  to  inspect  models  of  the 
chest,  and  several  anatomical  preparations  preserved  in  alcohol. 
The  class  in  Geology  identifies  specimens  of  minerals,  rocks  and  fos- 
sils, which  have  been  specially  selected  from  the  museum  for  this 
purpose,  and  are  stored  in  boxes,  which  can  be  conveniently  handled. 
Maps  of  the  altitudes  and  the  geological  strata  of  the  United  States 
are  at  hand  for  reference.  A  collection  of  microscopic  slides  received 
from  Prof.  Philip  Do  well,  Ph.  D.,  form  an  important  feature  in  the 
available  classroom  material. 
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THE  HISTORICAL  COLLECTIONS  AND  TflE  ARCHIVES. 

Prof.  C.  W.  Foss,  Guardian  and  Archivist. 

ETHNOGRAPHICAL  AND  NUMISMATIC. 

The  Ethnographical  Collection  contains  numerous  and  valuable 
specimens  from  India,  Africa,  and  Palestine;  relics  of  the  late  war; 
and  implements,  weapons,  amulets,  and  personal  ornaments  of  the 
American  Indians. 

The  Numismatic  Collection  consists  of  over  1,200  specimens  of 
gold,  silver,  copper,  and  bronze  coins,  together  with  medals  and 
tokens.  There  is  also  a  large  collection  of  postage  and  revenue 
stamps,  old  paper  money,  fractional  currency,  foreign  and  confeder- 
ate notes,  and  continental  and  colonial  paper  money. 

HISTORICAL. 

The  Historical  Collection  of  American  Lutheran  and  Scandina- 
vian American  Literature  has  been  steadily  growing  during  the 
year.  Complete  or  nearly  complete  files  of  all  the  leading  American 
Lutheran  periodicals  (English,  German,  Swedish,  Norwegian,  Danish, 
and  Finnish)  have  been  secured  and  carefully  arranged,  also  files  of 
most  of  the  Swedish-American  periodicals. 

Contributions  to  this  collection  are  kindly  and  earnestly  solicited. 
Books,  periodicals,  pamphlets,  catalogues,  minutes  of  synods  and 
conferences,  and  whatever  pertains  to  the  history  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  or  to  the  history  of  the  Scandinavians  in  this 
country  will  be  thankfully  received. 

There  are  now  some  over  three  hundred  different  kinds  of  papers 
and  periodicals  in  the  Swedish-American  and  American  Lutheran 
collections  taken  together.  These  papers  are  all  arranged  in  volumes 
and  filed  away  in  suitable  cases  and  catalogued  so  that  any  one 
wishing  to  consult  some  particular  number  of  any  periodical  can  do 
so  on  a  moment's  notice  by  applying  to  the  archivist. 

There  are  also  large  collections  of  duplicates.  Parties  wishing 
to  complete  their  files  may  secure  them  either  by  purchase  or  fair 
exchanges. 

An  interesting  collection  is  that  of  the  local  church  papers  or 
young  people's  papers.  But  this  collection  is  not  nearly  complete. 
It  is  hoped  that  pastors  and  young  people's  societies   will  kindly 
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send  in  their  papers,  if  possible  from  the  first  issue.  Large  numbers 
of  them  have  been  received  during  the  present  year.

THE  AUGUSTANA  FOREIGN  MISSION  SOCIETY. 

Organized  by  the  students  in  1886  and  incorporated  in  1895.  This 
society  has  had  a  steady  growth  and  is  now  strong  numerically, 
counting  members,  not  only  among  students,  but  also  among  the 
professors  of  the  institution  and  the  ministers  of  the  synod. 

Its  aim  is  to  spread  missionary  intelligence  among  the  students 
by  means  of  missionary  literature,  lectures,  study  classes,  etc.,  and 
thus  to  awaken  and  nourish  a  lively  interest  in  the  furthering  of 
God's  Kingdom  in  heathen  lands,  and  by  means  of  membership  fees, 
contributions,  etc.,  to  render  pecuniary  aid  to  the  synod  in  the  prose- 
cution of  its  foreign  mission  work.  By  resolution  of  the  synod  in 
1897  the  Society  is  recognized  as  a  branch  of  its  work  and  empowered 
to  receive  and  dispense  donations   and  wills  in  the  name  of  the

synod.  The  Society  supports  schools  in  the  Samulcotta  district  of 
the  General  Council's  Mission  in  India,  and  has  besides  this  year 
contributed  $500  to  the  same  mission.

THE  STUDENTS'  UNION. 

The  Students'  Union  of  Augustana  College  and  Theological 
Seminary  was  organized  Nov.  5,  189?,  for  the  purpose  of  uniting  all 
the  students  of  the  institution  in  one  body.  A  student  enrolled  in 
any  department  of  the  institution,  and  paying  a  fee  of  ten  cents  a  term, 
is  a  member  of  the  organization.  Business  of  general  interest  to  the 
student  body  is  transacted.  The  annual  meeting  is  held  on  the  third 
Tuesday  in  May.  Special  meetings  are  held  whenever  occasion  re- 
quires it. 

The  present  year  the  Reading  Room  has  been  supplied  with  a 
large  number  of  the  leading  magazines  and  periodicals  through  the 
joint  effort  of  the  Union  and  the  business  manager  of  theinstitution. 

The  officers  for  the  present  year  are:  Rubert  Swanson,  Presi- 
dent; Sigfrid  Cheleen,  First  Vice-President ;  A.  E.Telleen,  Second  Vice-

TrlE  PflRENOKOSMIAN  SOCIETY. 

This  is  the  oldest  society  of  the  institution,  and  was  organized  in 
1860  in  Chicago,  111.,  where  the  institution  was  then  located.  Its  object 
is  to  further  the  literary  improvement  and  intellectual  development 
of  its  members.  The  meetings,  which  are  held  on  Friday  evening  of 
each  week,  are  conducted  in  the  English  and  Swedish  languages 
alternately  and  open  and  close  with  devotional  exercises.  The  pro- 
grams, consisting  of  essays,  debates,  orations,  declamations,  music, 
criticisms,  etc.,  are  interesting  and  instructive.  A  weekly  paper, 
The  Phrenokofsmiaiia,  is  published  by  the  society  and  read  at  every 
regular  meeting.  Students  from  any  department  of  the  institution 
may  become  active  members  of  the  society,  and  upon  leaving  school 
they  become  honorary  members.  Among  the  latter  are  found  many 
of  the  most  prominent  men  of  the  synod.  The  officers  of  the  society 
are  a  president,  a  vice  president,  a  recording  secretary,  all  elected  at 
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the  last  regular  meeting-  of  each  month ;  and  a  corresponding  secre- 
tary and  a  treasurer,  each  elected  at  the  last  regular  meeting  of 
each  term. 

TflE  ADELPfllG  SOCIETY. 

This  is  the  younger  of  the  two  prominent  literary  societies  of  the 
institution.  It  was  organized  in  1883,  and  incorporated  in  1884.  The 
society  holds  its  meetings  on  Friday  evening  of  each  week.  The 
exercises  consist  of  essays,  orations,  declamations,  debates,  musict 
etc.  These  exercises  aim  to  supplement  the  class-room  work,  and 
to  give  its  members  the  training  necessary  to  success  in  life.  The 
various  officers  are  elected  each  month,  thus  affording  all  an  oppor- 
tunity for  practice  in  conducting  public  meetings.  The  society  also 
publishes  a  paper,  The  Censor,  containing  articles  on  subjects  of  gen- 
eral interest,  college  news,  etc.  All  students  of  the  institution  are 
eligible  to  membership  in  the  society. 

TflE  SOCIETY  OF  SWEDISH  BELLES  LETTRES. 

(SVENSKA   VlTTERHETSSALLSKAPET. ) 

This  Society  was  organized  in  the  fall  of  1896  for  the  purpose  of 
the  study  of  Swedish  Literature  and  Culture.  Only  members  of  the 
two  highest  classes  in  the  College  and  of  the  three  classes  in  the 
Theological  Seminary  are  admitted  as  members  of  this  Society. 
Its  membership  is  limited  to  18,  and  unanimity  is  required  for  elec- 
tion. Professors  Zetterstrand  and  Bersell  are  honorary  members. 
The  society  meets  once  a  month  for  literary  discussion,  reading  of 
essays,  criticism,  and  original  productions.  There  are  also  given 
annually  several  public  lectures  on  topics  relative  to  Swedish  and 
Swedish-American  Literature  and  Culture.  The  Societj^  is  one  of  the 
most  thorough,  active,  and  energetic  at  the  institution.  The  present 
officers  are:  J.E.Morton,  President;   Gustaf  Bergman,  Secretary. 

CONCORDIA  SOCIETY. 

This  Society  was  organized  February  4, 1898,  by  students  of  the 
Theological  Seminary.  The  aim  of  the  society,  according  to  the 
preamble  of  its  constitution,  is  to  promote  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Theological  Culture  and  to  strengthen  Evangelical  Lutheran  Faith. 
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Every  student   of  the  Theological  Seminary  is  eligible    to    mem- 
bership. 

Besides  the  ordinary  officers  common  to  all  organizations  the 
society  has  the  following  standing  committees:  on  Program,  on 
Synodical  and  General  Church  Questions,  on  Home  Missions,  on 
Foreign  Missions,  on  Current  Theological  Literature,  on  Statistics, 
on  Biography. 

The  work  done  by  the  standing  committees  is  an  important 
feature  of  the  society.  Every  member  of  the  society  serves  on  some 
committee  and  all  the  committees,  save  the  program  committee,  are 
to  report  at  least  once  a  month.  In  this  way  the  society  is  able  to 
keep  abreast  with  all  the  different  branches  of  the  work  done  in  the 
religious  world.  The  aim  is  also  to  have  the  committees  so  organ- 
ized that  every  member  has  his  own  special  field  of  research. 

The  society  meets  every  Friday  evening  and  the  regular  programs 
consist  of  (a)  Reports  of  Standing  Committes;  (b)  a  paper  of  not 
less  than  thirty  minutes'  length  prepared  by  one  of  the  members,  the 
subject  to  be  chosen  from  the  various  theological  disciplines,  and 
each  member  to  appear  at  least  once  during  the  term  of  his  member- 
ship ;  (c)  a  free  discussion  on  the  theme  of  the  paper.

During  this  school-year  a  successful  lect- 
ure course  of  six  numbers  has  been  carried  out,  and  in  addition  to 
this  the  Lyceum  gave  a  Christmas  program  at  the  close  of  the  fall 
term  and  during  commencement  week  the  annual  literary  and  mu- 
sical program  was  rendered.  The  English  oratorical  contest  was 
held  during  the  spring  term  in  w^hich  a  representative  from  each  of 
the  college  classes  participated.

THE  AUGUSTANA  UNIVERSITY  ASSOCIATION. 

This  Association  was  organized  in  the  spring  of  1891  for  the  pur- 
pose of  furthering  the  interests  of  the  institution  and  promoting  its 
development  into  a  university.  Its  immediate  object,  however,  was 
the  purchase  of  a  tract  of  land  lying  immediately  north  of  the  insti- 
tution and  known  as  the  "Hull  property."  Efforts  were  at  once 
made  to  raise  the  necessary  funds.  At  first  these  efforts  met  with 
considerable  success,  but  during  the  years  of  the  great  panic  nothing 
could  be  done,  and  the  outlook  for  the  association  was  most  dis- 
couraging, when  in  the  summer  of  1898,  Senator  C.  J.  A.  Ericson  of 
Boone,  Iowa,  made  a  donation  of  $12,800  to  the  association  on  con- 
dition that  it  would  raise  the  other  half  of  the  indebtedness.  By 
October  1,  1899,  the  conditions  were  fulfilled  and  the  property  which 
was  to  be  known  as  Ericson  Park  was  transferred  unencumbered  to 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  institution. 

The  association  holds  its  annual  meeting  at  the  institution  on 
the  call  of  its  president  the  week  before  commencement.    Its  present 
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officers  are:  C.  W.  Foss,  President;  C.  W.  Lundahl,  First  Vice  Presi- 
dent; A.  F.  Soderstrom,  Second  Vice  President;  A.W.Edwins,  Secre- 
tary; G.  W.  Johnson,  A.  W.  Williamson,  G.  L  Peterson,  V.  O.Peter- 
son, O.  T.  Peterson,  C.  A.  Lofgren,  Board  of  Trustees. 

TfiE  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Alumni  Association  of  Augustana  College  was  organized  by 
the  first  graduating  class  of  the  College  in  the  spring  of  1877.  AVith 
a  very  few  exceptions  all  the  alumni  are  enrolled  as  members.  Its 
objects  are  the  promotion  of  literary  and  scientific  culture,  especially 
in  the  halls  of  the  Alma  Mater,  the  re-union  of  early  friends  and  co- 
laborers  in  literary  pursuits,  and  the  revhral  of  the  pleasant  asso- 
ciations that  entwine  themselves  about  student  life.  The  associa- 
tion holds  an  annual  literary  meeting  on  Wednesday  evening  of 
commencement  week,  and  its  annual  business  meeting  is  usually 
held  in  the  morning  of  commencement  day.

LOCATION  AND  BUILDINGS. 

Rock  Island,  a  city  of  about  twent3T-five  thousand  inhabitants, 
is  beautifully  located  on  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi  River.  The  bold 
bluffs  on  the  Illinois  side  of  the  river  here  recede  to  the  distance  of 
about  amile,  leaving  a  beautiful  and  gently  rising  plain,  upon  which 
the  city  is  built.  In  beauty  of  scenery,  healthfulness  of  location  and 
climate,  Rock  Island  stands  foremost  among  Illinois  towns.  Five 
great  lines  of  railroads,  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island,  and  Pacific;  the  Chi- 
cago, Burlington,  and  Quincy  ;  the  Chicago,  Mihvaukee  and  St.  Paul;  the 
Pock  Island  and  Peoria;  and  the  Davenport,  Rock  Island  and  North- West  em, 
center  here,  rendering  the  city  easy  of  access  from  all  parts  of  the 
country.  The  institution  is  situated  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city 
near  the  base  of  a  prominent  bluff,  from  w'hich  the  view  is  both 
striking  and  picturesque.  Opposite  lies  the  city  of  Davenport,  Iowa, 
commandingly  located  on  the  bluffs  which  rise  almost  directly  from 
the  river.    To  the  east  the  eye  rests  on  the  tall  chimneys  of  the  busy 
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city  of  MoliDe,  rendered  famous  by  her  manufactures.  Directly  in 
front  of  the  College  grounds,  in  the  middle  of  the  river  is  seen  the 
government  island  of  Rock  Island,  containing  over  nine  hundred 
acres  of  land  upon  which  the  government's  largest  arsenal  is  built. 
On  the  lower  end  of  the  island  rests  the  iron  railroad  and  wagon 
bridge  which  spans  the  river  at  this  point,  thus  rendering  Daven- 
port easily  accessible. 

The  grounds  of  the  institution  consist  of  about  thirty-six  acres 
of  land.  One  of  the  street  car  lines,  extending  from  the  business  parts 
of  Rock  Island  to  those  of  Moline  and  passing  by  all  of  the  passenger 
depots  of  both  cities,  also  passes  by  the  corner  of  the  college  grounds 
on  7th  Ave.  and  38th  St. 

The  following  buildings, belonging  to  the  institution,  are  located 
on  the  grounds : 

The  New  College  Building,  occupied  since  February  1888,  is  located 
near  the  center  of  the  north  side  of  the  grounds,  fronting  7th  avenue. 
It  is  a  magnificent  stone  structure  of  the  pure  Renaissance  style  used 
exclusively  for  educational  purposes.  The  basement  and  first  floor 
are  devotedto  the  recitation  rooms  and  lecture  halls  of  the  Collegiate 
and  Academic  Departments,  the  Laboratories,  and  President's  and 
Treasurer's  offices.  The  second  floor  contains  the  recitation  rooms 
and  lecture  halls  of  the  Theological  Department,  Cable  Hall,  and  the 
Chapel  which  occupies  two  stories,  The  third  floor  is  given  to  the 
Art  Department,  the  Library,  and  the  Museum. 

The  Old  College  Building,  occupied  since  J  875,  is  a.  large  brick 
structure  situated  on  7th  avenue,  east  of  the  new  building.  It  is 
devoted  principally  to  students'  rooms,  the  household  department, 
and  class-rooms  of  the  Business  College. 

The  Gymnasium,  a  handsome  brick  structure  with  a  stone  foun- 
dation, has  recently  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  .$ 4,000.  It  is  located  at 
the  foot  of  the  hill  south  of  the  College  Building. 

The  Ladies  Hall,  a  large  brick  structure,  located  near  the  eastern 
side  of  the  grounds. 

The  Ericson  Hall,  a  brick  building  located  in  Ericson  Park.  It  is 
at  present  rented  out  and  used  as  a  students'  boarding  house. 

Besides  the  above  there  are  two  frame  buildings  located  on  35th 
street  and  used  as  residences. 
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TflE  CHARTER. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  re- 
presented in  the  General  Assembly,  That  Erland  Carlson,  T.  N.  Has- 
selquist,  Carl  Johan  P.  Peterson,  Ole  Anderson,  Tver  Lawson,  John 
Amondson,  Carl  Stromburg,  John  Field,  and  their  successors  in 
office,  to  be  elected  as  hereinafter  provided,  be  and  are  hereby  con- 
stituted a  body  corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  and  styte  of 
the  Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary,  and  by  that 
name  and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with  power  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  and.  shall  be  capable  in  law 
of  taking  and  holding  by  gift  or  grant,  devise,  or  otherwise,  and  of 
purchasing  and  holding,  and  conveying,  both  in  law  and  equity, 
any  estate  or  interest  therein,  real,  personal  or  mixed  and  shall  have 
power  to  execute  and  fulfill  all  such  truscs  as  may  be  confided  in 
said  corporation,  and  take,  hold,  use,  manage,  lease,  and  dispose  of 
all  such  trust  property  that  may  in  any  manner  come  to  said  corpo- 
ration, charged  with  any  trust  or  trusts  in  conformity  therewith; 
to  have  and  to  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  establish  and 
maintain  in  or  near  the  town  of  Paxton,  Ford  Co.,  Illinois,  or  any 
other  suitable  place  within  the  State  of  Illinois,  a  college  and  theo- 
logical seminary  under  the  patronage  and  control  of  the  Scandi- 
navian Evangelical  Lutheran  Augustana  Synod  in  North  America. 
And  the  persons  herein  before  mentioned  as  corporators  shall  con- 
stitute the  first  board  of  trustees,  or  directors.  Their  successors 
shall  also  be  chosen,  and  the  institution  be  governed  by  the  said 
Augustana  Synod,  as  provided  for  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Scan- 
dinavian Evangelical  Lutheran  Augustana  Seminary,  already  en- 
acted by  said  Synod;  which  Constitution  the  Synod  shall  have 
power  to  amend  or  alter  as  the  needs  and  development  of  the  insti- 
tution may  require;  Provided  always,  that  such  amendments  or  alter- 
ations, or  by-laws,  which  the  Synod  may  enact,  shall  be  made  in 
conformity  with  the  Constitution  of  said  Synod,  and  not  inconsist- 
ent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Sec  3.  It  is  also  provided  that  the  trustees  or  directors  shall 
respectively  hold  their  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified. 

Sec  4.     In  case  of  vacancv  in  the  board  of  trustees  or  directors, 
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by  death  or  otherwise,  between  the  meetings  of  the  Synod,  the  said 
board  may,  by  ballot,  fill  such  vacancy,  by  the  election  of  a  person 
or  persons  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  and  such  person  or  persons  so 
elected,  shall  hold  their  office  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Augustana 
Synod,  when  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  Synod. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  any  of  the  trustees  or  directors  should,  at  any 
time,  cease  to  be  members  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  they 
shall,  thenceforth,  cease  to  be  such  trustees,  and  their  place  may  be 
filled  in  the  manner  specified  in  section  four. 

Sec.  6.  The  board  of  trustees  or  directors  shall  have  power  also 
to  confer  the  usual  degrees  of  Doctor  of  Divinity,  Master  of  Arts, 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  or  any  other  Literary  or  Scientific  degrees,  on 
such  person  or  persons  as  they  may  deem  entitled  thereto,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  faculty. 

Sec.  7.  The  doctrines  taught  in  the  Seminary  department  of 
said  institution  shall  conform  to  and  be  in  harmony  with  the  doc- 
trines held  and  maintained  by  the  Augustana  Synod  as  defined  in 
article  two  of  the  Constitution  of  said  Synod,  in  the  following 
words,  to  wit,  "As  a  Christian  body  in  general,  and  particularly  a& 
an  Evangelical  Lutheran,  this  Synod  acknowledges  that  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  the  revealed  Word  of  God,  are  the  only  sufficient  and 
infallible  rule  and  standard  of  faith  and  practice,  and  also  retains 
and  confesses  not  only  the  three  oldest  symbols  (the  Apostolic,  the 
Nicene,  and  the  Athanasian)  but  also  the  unaltered  Augsburg  Con- 
fession, as  a  short  and  correct  summary  of  the  principal  Christian 
doctrines  understood  and  explained  in  the  other  symbolical  booka 
of  the  Lutheran  Church."  Any  deviation  by  the  professors  and 
teachers  from  the  doctrinal  standard  shall  be  deemed  sufficient 
cause  to  be  dealt  with  as  prescribed  in  Art.  6  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Seminary,  adopted  at  the  Synodical  meeting  in  Clinton,  Wiscon- 
sin, June  5th  to  11th,  A  d.  1860. 

Sec  8.  The  property  of  said  corporation,  both  real  and  per- 
sonal, not  exceeding  in  value  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars,  shall 
forever  remain  free  from  taxation. 

Sec.  9.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage,  and  to  be  deemed  a  public  act.  Approved  Feb.  16th  1865, 
and  amended  March  10th,  1869.

AUGUSTANA  COLLEGE  AND  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY.  99 

HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 
About  the  year  1845  a  stream  of  immigration   began  from  the 
Scandinavian    countries  to   the  United  States.     Settlements   were 
made  in  northern  Illinois  and  Iowa,  and  later  in  Wisconsin,   Minne- 
sota, and  other  states.     These  immigrants  had  been  members  of  the 
Lutheran  church  in  the  mother  country,  and  were  as  a  rule  a  religious 
and  churchly  people.   Earnest,  pious  men  came  over  as  pastors,  and 
Lutheran  congregations  were  early  established  among  both  Swedes 
and  Norwegians.     At  the  organization  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  of  Northern   Illinois  in  1851,   several  Scandinavian  pastors 
were  present   and   took  part   in  the  organization.     The  scattered 
Scandinavian  and  American  Lutherans  in  this  section  of  the  country 
were  thus  joined  in  one  synod.   The  Scandinavians  increased  rapidly 
and  before  1860  they  constituted  about  one  half  of  the  synod,   and 
formed  three  separate  conferences.    This  synod  and  other  Lutheran 
bodies  in  the  West  established  a  school,  known  as  the  Illinois  State 
University  at  Springfield,  111.,  for  the  special  purpose  of  educating  Lu- 
theran ministers.     At  a  meeting  of  the  synod  in  1855,  the  question  of 
establishing  a  Scandinavian  professorship   at   the  university  was 
favorably  considered,  and  at  a  subsequent  meeting   a   resolution  to 
establish  such  professorship  av as  adopted.    Rev.  L.  P.  Esbjorn,  the 
most  prominent  of  the  pioneer  pastors,   was  elected  to  the  chair. 
He  entered  upon  his  duties  in  the  fall  of  ls58,  and  served  two  years. 
Owing  to  various  difficulties,  Prof.  Esbjorn  resigned  this   professor- 
ship in  the  spring  of  I860.     Differences  with  regard  to  the  doctrinal 
basis  of  the  synod  had  existed  from  the  beginning  between  the  Scan- 
dinavian and  American  members.     Professor  Esbjorn's  resignation 
brought  matters  to  a  crisis.     The  Scandinavians  met  in  convention 
in  Chicago,  111.,  April  23—28,,  i860,  and  after  long  deliberation  unani- 
mously resolved  to  withdraw  from  the  synod,  to  organize  a  synod 
for  themselves,  and  to  establish  a  theological  seminary  of  their  own. 
The  organization  of  the  synod,  which  was  to  be  known  as  theScan- 
dinavian  Evangelical  Lutheran  Augustana  Synod,  was  completed 
at  a  subsequent  convention  held  at  Jefferson  Prairie  near  Clinton, 
Wis.,  June  5—11,  the  same  year. 

It  is  to  this  meeting  that  Augustana  College  and  Theological 
Seminary  traces  its  origin.  It  was  temporarily  located  at  Chicago, 
but  removed  to  Paxton  in  1863,  and  to  Rock  Island  in  1875,  where  it 
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.is  now  permanently  located.  At  first  it  was  known  as  Augustana 
Seminary  and  embraced  a  preparatory  and  a  theological  depart- 
ment. The  courses  were  not  definitely  arranged  for  several  years, 
and  students  not  infrequently  studied  in  both  departments  at  the 
same  time.  The  Institution  was  incorporated  under  the  general 
laws  of  Illinois  in  1863  and  named  Augustana  College  and  Seminary, 
and  afterwards  by  a  special  act  of  the  legislature,  in  1865,  a  charter 
was  granted,  which  was  amended  by  a  supplementary  act  by  the 
same  body  in  1869,  since  which  time  the  Institution  has  been  known 
by  its  present  name. 

Instruction  was  given  in  college  classes  as  early  as  1866,  but  it 
was  not  till  ten  years  later,  in  1876,  that  a  senior  class  was  formed. 
In  1887  the  Conservatory  of  Music  was  added,  and  the  following 
year  a  Business  College  was  organized.  The  Normal  Department 
was  established  in  181)1.  In  connection  with  the  Conservatory  of 
Music,  an  Art  Department  was  established  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors in  1895. 

The  original  plan  of  the  seminary  was  to  have  at  least  three 
professors,  one  for  each  of  the  three  leading  languages  used— Swe- 
dish, Norwegian,  and  English.  This  plan  was  not  fully  realized 
until  1868.  when  Rev.  S.  L  Harkey  was  elected  to  the  chair  of  the 
English  language  and  Rev.  A.  Wenaas  to  that  of  the  Norwegian. 
The  whole  plan,  however,  was  completely  changed  in  1870,  when  the 
Nowegians  withdrew  and  organized  a  separate  synod  and  estab- 
lished an  institution  of  their  own. 

The  courses  of  instruction  in  the  theological  seminary  were  grad- 
ually made  to  embrace  two  years,  and  from  1874  there  were  two 
regular  classes  in  the  seminaay  until  1890,  when  the  university  plan 
was  adopted,  and  the  instruction  was  arranged  in  distinct  and  in- 
dependent courses.  This  plan  was  approved  by  the  synod  in  1891. 
The  number  of  courses  was  first  fourteen,  but  has  since  been  in- 
creased to  eighteen.  Ten  departments  of  instruction  have  gradually 
been  established  in  the  college  proper,  viz:  Swedish,  English  and 
Philosophy,  Latin,  Greek,  Modern  Languages,  Christianity,  History 
and  Political  Science,  Biology  and  Geologv,  Physics  and  Chemistry, 
and  Mathematics  and  Astronomy. 

Swedish  and  English  were  provided  for  in  the  original  plan. 
Around  the  Swedish  chair  clustered  Christianity,  German,  and  the 
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Classics;  and  around  the  English  chair,  History,  Philosophy,  Mathe- 
matics, and  the  Sciences.  As  a  rule  these  subjects  were  taught  in  the 
respective  language  around  which  they  were  grouped.  Latin  and 
Swedish  were  for  many  years  taught  by  the  same  professor,  but  in 
1883  Latin  was  made  a  separate  chair,  and  Swedish  and  Christianity 
were  united  into  one  chair  and  taught  by  two  professors,  one  in  the 
college  proper  and  one  in  the  preparatory  department.  In  1890  both 
of  these  professors  resigned,  and  the  two  subjects  were  separated 
into  distinct  departments.  Greek  aDd  German  were  likewise  united 
in  one  chair  for  a  number  of  years,  but  in  1887  the  chair  of  Modern 
Languages  was  established  and  German  was  assigned  to  it.  Greek 
thus  became  a  separate  chair.  Mathematics  and  Natural  Science 
were  separated  in  1^81.  The  latter  wras  further  separated  into  the 
chair  of  Biology  and  Geology,  and  that  of  Physics  and  Chemistry  in 
1888.  Thechair  of  History  and  Political  Science  wasestablishedin  1884. 

The  institution  as  a  whole  has  always  been  open  to  students  of 
good  moral  character  without  regard  to  language,  race,  national- 
ity, and  creed.  Lady  students  were  allowed  to  attend  the  instruc- 
tion in  the  various  classes,  but  were  not  matriculated  until  1886.  Of 
the  students  in  the  Theological  Seminary  508  have  been  ordained  to 
the  holy  ministry.  In  the  Collegiate  Department  277  have  graduated 
Avith  the  degree  of  A.  B.  and  32  with  the  degree  of  B.  S.  The  Business 
College  numbers  371  graduates,  the  Conservatory  of  Music  21,  and 
the  Normal  School  25.  The  graduates  of  the  present  year  are  not 
included  in  any  of  the  above  figures. 

The  first  president  of  the  institution  was  Prof.  L.  P.  Esbjorn, 
who  served  during  the  first  three  years.  When  the  institution  was 
removed  to  Paxton,  in  1863,  Dr.  T.  N.  Hasselquist,  who  had  just 
accepted  a  call  to  the  new  congregation  at  that  place,  was  appointed 
to  take  charge  of  the  school  until  a  permanent  professor  and  pres- 
ident could  be  secured.  The  position,  however,  became  permanent, 
and  he  served  as  president  until  his  death  in  1891.  Dr.  O.  Olsson  was 
then  elected  to  succeed  him.    His  death  occurred  on  May  12,  1900. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  in  Burlington,  la.,  in  June  1900,  Dr. 
C.  A.  Swensson  was  elected  president,  but  he  declined  the  call.  Dr. 
C.  AV.  Foss  has  served  as  acting  president  during  the  past  year.  It 
devolves  upon  the  Synod  at  its  meeting,  in  June,  in  Jamestown,  N. 
Y.,  to  elect  a  president.
